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New  Form  for  the  Record. 

With  the  beginning  of  Volume  X,  the  form  of  The  Canal  Record 
has  been  changed  and  the  title  made  the  Panama  Canal  Record. 
The  new  form,  similar  to  that  prevailing  for  pamphlets  of  other 
departments  of  the  Government,  is  believed  to  combine  with  various 
economies  some  advantages  in  handling  and  filing. 

The  original  form  of  The  Canal  Record,  which  has  been  adhered  to 
throughout  nine  years  of  Canal  work,  beginning  with  the  publication 
of  No.  1  of  Volume  I  on  September  4,  1907,  was  derived  in  general 
from  the  makeup  of  a  bulletin  published  by  the  first  French  canal 
company. 

Loss  to  Canal  by  Change  in  Basis  of  Tolls  Charges. 

During  the  first  months  of  Canal  operation  tolls  were  levied  on  the 
basis  of  the  net  tonnage  of  ships  as  determined  by  specially  formulated 
rules  for  measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal,  in  which  the  net  ton- 
nage was  the  space  available  for  carrying  cargo,  reckoned  in  tons  of 
100  cubic  feet.  Following  an  interpretation  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Act  by  the  Attorney  General,  the  amount  of  tolls  collectible  has  been 
governed  also  by  the  net  tonnage  as  determined  by  the  rules  for 
registry  in  the  United  States,  it  having  been  decided  that  the  tolls 
should  not  exceed  $1.25  per  net  ton  on  this  basis. 

One  of  the  results  of  this  system  has  been  a  loss  in  revenue  to  the 
Canal.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  tolls  collected 
amounted  to  $2,395,928.77.  If  the  original  Panama  Canal  rules  had 
been  adhered  to  the  collections  would  have  amounted  to  $2,786,642.82. 
The  dift'erence  between  these  is  $390,714.05.  This  is  14.05  per  cent 
of  the  hypothetical  earnings  under  the  original  system,  and  16.3  per 
cent  of  the  amount  actually  collected.

CANAL  WORK  IN  JULY. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Acting  Governor  for  the  month 
of  July: 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  August  15,  1916. 
The  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  War, 
Washington,   D.    C. 
Sir:   I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus 
for  the  month  of  July,  1916: 

CANAL  BUSINESS. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  oceangoing  vessels  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal,  77  from 
the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  73  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic.  Ships  making 
the  transit  were  dixided  by  nationality  as  follows:  United  States,  28;  British,  75; 
Japanese,  11;  Peruvian,  9;  Dutch,  2;  Chilean,  7;  Norwegian,  9;  Swedish,  3; 
Mexican,  1;    French,  1;    Danish,  3;    and  Panaman,  1. 
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Collections  from  tolls  amounted  to  $456,895.95,  and  deposits  were  made  with  the 
assistant  treasurers  of  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $271,105.40  to  be  applied 
on  payment  of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  The  total 
net  tonnage  of  vessels  making  the  transit  was  488,968. 

Port  of  Cristobal — At  the  port  of  Cristobal  206  ships  entered  and  cleared,  includ- 
ing those  that  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal.  Their  nationality  was  as  follows: 
United  States,  74;  British,  82;  Italian,  1;  Nicaraguan,  1;  Spanish,  1;  Chilean,  5; 
Danish,  3;  Dutch,  2;  Japanese,  11;  Peruvian,  6;  Panaman,  1;  Swedish,  3;  Mexi- 
can, 1;  Norwegian,  12;  and  French,  3.  Cargo  forwarded  amounted  to  57,930  tons; 
received,  70,042  tons;  rehandled,  35.000  tons;  total,  162,972  tons;  coal  bunkered 
in  ships,  24,400  tons;  fuel  oil  handled,  85,335.16  barrels,  63  per  cent  of  which  was  for 
private   corporations. 

Port  of  Balboa — At  the  port  of  Balboa  163  vessels  entered  and  cleared,  including 
those  that  used  the  Canal.  Their  nationality  was  as  follows:  United  States,  26; 
British,  78;  Danish,  4;  Dutch,  2;  Japanese,  14;  Norwegian,  13;  Chilean,  7;  Peru- 
vian, 9;  Swedish,  3;  French,  1;  Mexican,  2;  and  Panaman,  4.  Cargo  forwarded 
amounted  to  6,414  tons;  received,  1,336  tons;  stevedored,  282  tons;  rehandled,  796 
tons;  total,  8,828  tons;  coal  bunkered  in  ships,  9,514  tons;  fuel  oil  handled,  214,529.54 
barrels,  55  per  cent  of  which  was  for  private  corporations.

TERMINAL    CONSTRUCTION. 

Work  was  advanced  on  pier  No.  7  at  Cristobal,  where  the  stage  of  completion 
of  various  classes  of  work  is  as  follows:  Steel,  99  per  cent;  concrete  form  work,  75 
per  cent;  concrete  work,  50  per  cent;  roof  tiling,  47  per  cent;  and  brick  paving,  25 
per  cent. 

At  Cristobal  mole,  drilling  was  continued,  and  158  linear  feet  of  trestle  were  driven 
for  the  extension,  making  a  total  of  705  linear  feet,  or  90  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
total. 

On  the  approach  fill  to  pier  No.  6  and  for  the  track  yard  of  the  terminals,  32,850 
cubic  yards  of  rock  were  dumped,  making  a  total  of  55,065  cubic  yards,  or  51  per 
cent   of   the   estimated   amount   required. 

At  the  East  Breakwater  2,786  concrete  blocks,  a  total  of  30,623.9  cubic  yards,  were 
placed.  Thirty-nine  thousand  and  thirty-nine  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  rock  dredged 
at  the  coaling  station  were  dumped  upon  the  harbor  slope  of  the  breakwater.  Trestle 
salvaged  during  the  month  amounted  to  11,126  linear  feet. 

At  Cristobal  coaling  station  tests  were  continued  on  the  stocking  and  reclaiming 
bridges,  and  certain  modifications  and  adjustments  were  found  necessary.  All 
structural  parts  of  the  tower  and  of  the  bunker  conveyor  were  completed,  the  me- 
chanical equipment  of  the  bunker  and  the  conveyor  was  50  per  cent  completed,  and 
the  electrical  equipment  was  practically  completed.  The  car  conveying  system  was 
subjected  to  practical  tests  in  the  distribution  of  coal  mined  by  the  unloaders  from 
the  collier  Achilles. 

Pacific  terminals — Finishing  work  was  carried  on  at  dry  dock  No.  1,  the  greater 
part  of  it  being  in  connection  with  the  blocking  system  and  the  crane  tracks.  The 
pumping  plant  was  operated  in  connection  with  docking  dredges  for  repairs. 

V/ork  was  continued  toward  completion  of  the  entrance  piers,  unloader  wharf, 
coal  pocket,  reloader  wharf,  quay  walls,  and  bulkhead  wall. 

At  Balboa  coaling  plant  work  was  continued  on  the  unloaders,  and  "shake-down" 
tests  were  started  on  July  22.  On  the  reloaders,  mechanical  installation  consisted 
chiefly  of  work  on  the  tower  traversing  machinery.  Electrical  and  concrete  work 
and  painting  were  continued. 

DREDGINC. 

Seven  dredges  at  work  in  Gaillard  Cut  removed  39,645  cubic  yards  of  earth  and 
1,034,030  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the  slides  at  Culebra.  Between  Miraflores  Locks 
and  the  Pacific  221,332  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  1,200  cubic  yards  of  rock  were 
removed  from  the  Canal  prism.  Three  dredges  working  in  Balboa  inner  harbor  exca- 
vated 41,171  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  24,985  cubic  yards  of  rock.  In  Miraflores 
Lake  a  suction  dredge  removed  56,587  cubic  yards  of  earth  in  original  excavation 
and  18,863  cubic  yards  in  maintenance.     The  total  dredging  for  the  month  was 
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1,637,716  cubic  yards.    The  estimated  amount  of  dredging  remaining  in  construc- 
tion or  original  excavation  is  5,616,774  cubic  yards. 

SHOPS  AND  FOUNDRY   WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Paraiso,  and  Cristobal,  the  foundry  at  Balboa,  the  round- 
house at  Cristobal,  and  miscellaneous  plants  operated  by  the  Mechanical  Division 
completed  758  shop  orders.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  184,700  pounds  of 
iron  castings,  159,582  poundsof  steel,  and  25,930  pounds  of  brass.  At  Balboa  shops  and 
dry  dock  maintenance  work  was  performed  on  the  dredges  Corozal,  Paraiso,  and  No. 
86,  the  tugGatun,  and  various  barges.  At  Cristobal  shops  the  dredge  Ctdehra,  steam- 
ship Nicaragua,  tugs  Corgona,  Coccli,  and  Tavernilla,  a  clapet,  and  five  barges  were 
dry  docked  for  repairs. 

USE   OF  DRY  DOCK. 

Inquiries  have  been  received  from  ship  owners  who  anticipate  using  the  dry  dock 
at  Balboa,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  considerable  business  of  this  nature  will  develop 
in  the  near  future.  Data  from  various  ports  in  the  Western  Hemisphere  are  being 
analyzed  for  use  in  fixing  the  rates  and  conditions  for  dry  docking. 

BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION. 

Building  construction  was  carried  on  at  the  new  laundry  at  Anccn,  the  concrete 
coal  bunker  at  Balboa,  the  second  group  of  wards  and  the  laboratory  at  Ancon 
Hospital,  and  the  various  quarters  authorized  for  Canal  and  railroad  emplo\'ees. 
Work  was  completed  on  the  time  ball  on  Scsa  Hill,  pattern  storage  building  at  Balboa 
shops,  15  family  quarters  for  employees,  and  the  office  building  at  Cristobal  craling 
plant.  Work  was  begun  at  the  school,  the  paint  storehouse,  the  restaurant,  and  the 
700-foot  steel  lumber  shed  at  Balboa.  Construction  of  various  other  buildings  for 
the    Canal   organization   was   continued. 

Work  had  been  begun  on  construction  of  buildings  for  the  Coast  Artillery  and 
mobile  Army,  but  this  was  discontinued  on  July  25  upon  receipt  of  a  cable  message 
from  the  War  Department  stating  that  the  work  had  been  placed  under  direction 
of  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army.

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  ihe  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.

British  Fcyal  Mail  to  Feairc  New  York  Service. 

The  Colon  agency  of  the  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Company 
States  that  it  is  the  expectation  of  the  company  to  resume  its  service 
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between  Colon  and  New  York  within  a  relatively  short  time.  This 
service  was  discontinued  after  the  sailing  of  the  steamship  Magda- 
lena  from  Colon  for  New  York  on  November  25,  1914.  Ships  sailed 
every  14  days. 

Harbor  Charges. 

Effective  at  once,  a  charge  of  40  cents  per  bill  of  lading  ton  will  be 
made  for  right  of  basin  both  at  Cristobal  and  Balboa,  when  cargo  is 
transferred  from  ship  to  ship  anchored  in  the  harbor. 

(The  foregoing  has  been  published  as  circular  No.  697-2,  dated  August  16,  1916.) 

Grounding  of  the  "lUord." 

The  steamship  Ilford,  w^hich  grounded  on  the  east  side  of  the  Canal 
channel  just  north  of  Gamboa,  shortly  after  leaving  Gaillard  Cut  on 
the  way  to  the  Atlantic  on  August  10,  was  floated  on  August  15, 
and  towed  to  Cristobal  for  examination  and  repairs.  The  grounding 
was  due  to  the  steering  gear  having  jammed,  and  the  steering  engine 
and  rudder  were  overhauled  at  the  Cristobal  dry  dock  shops  before 
the  ship  proceeded  on  her  way,  which  she  did  on  August  21, 

The  master  reported  that  he  had  had  trouble  with  the  steering 
gear  after  he  left  Cruz  Grande,  and  that  for  the  three  days  before 
reaching  Panama  Bay  he  had  used  the  hand  gear.  When  the  Canal 
pilot  went  aboard  to  take  the  ship  through  the  Canal  he  was  informed 
of  this  condition,  and  the  steering  gear  was  tested  in  the  bay,  working 
satisfactorily.  No  trouble  was  experienced  until  the  ship  had  passed 
Gamboa,  when  the  gear  jammed  with  the  helm  in  a  postion  7°  to  port. 
The  engines  were  reversed  to  full  speed  astern  and  an  anchor  dropped, 
but  the  ship,  which  was  making  up  to  full  speed  and  going  between 
eight  and  nine  knots,  could  not  be  stopped  in  time  to  prevent  ground- 
ing.   The  forward  end  was  lifted  about  five  feet  out  of  water. 

Four  tugs  from  the  Dredging  Division  fleet  went  immediately  to 
the  assistance  of  the  Ilford  and  tried  to  pull  her  ofif  the  bank.  This 
being  unsuccessful,  on  the  next  day  three  lighters  w^ere  sent  alongside 
and  a  gang  of  44  laborers  engaged  in  taking  off  part  of  the  cargo  of 
iron  ore.  At  the  same  time  a  dredge  was  sent  alongside  to  dig  away  the 
earth  beneath  the  ship,  and  the  lake  was  allow^ed  to  rise  nearly  half 
a  foot.  This  work  continued  for  four  days,  and  on  August  15  the 
ship  was  pulled  off  the  bank.  At  9  p.  m.,  the  tug  Mariner  took 
the  ship  in  tow  and  proceeded  with  her  to  the  anchorage  at  Gatun 
Locks.  An  examination  made  by  a  diver  show^ed  that  no  dam- 
age had  been  done  to  the  ship's  bottom,  sternpost,  or  rudder  by  the 
grounding. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  has  reported  that  no  fault  attaches  to 
the  pilot  or  the  Canal,  and  that  the  master  and  owners  of  the  vessel 
are  responsible  for  the  grounding  and  any  loss  occasioned  by  it. 

The  Ilford  was  bound  from  Cruz  Grande  to  Philadelphia  wdth  a 
cargo  of  6,570  tons  of  iron  ore  and  sheep  skins.  She  is  a  vessel  of  2,713 
net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  and  is  360  feet  in  length  by  47 
feet  beam.  At  the  time  of  leaving  the  Cut  she  was  drawing  24  feet  5 
inches  forward  and  25  feet  3  inches  aft.  After  grounding  the  ship  lay 
in  19  feet  3  inches  of  water  forward  and  23  feet  9  inches  aft.

Board  of  Health  Or'^inance. — Barber  Shop 

Regulations. 

The  Panama  Canal.

opdinance  no.  9. 
The  ordinance  quoted  below,  enacted  by  the  Board  or 
Health,  is  approved  and  published  for  the  information 
of  all  concerned.

Ordinance  No.  9. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Canal  Zone: 

1.  All  places  used  as  barber  shops  and  all  furnish- 
ings therein,  shall  be  kept  clean  at  all  times. 

(a)  The  floors  must  be  kept  free  from  hair,  and 
swept  or  mopped  every  day  and  all  furnishings 
and   fixtures   kept   free   from   dust. 

(b)  All  combs,  razors,  mugs,  scissors,  clippers, 
hair  brushes,  shaving  brushes,  and  other  tools, 
shall  be  sterilized  after  use  on  each  person,  by 
immersion  in  boiling  water,  or  in  a  2  per  cent  so- 
lution of  formalin  for  ten  minutes. 

(c)  Clean  towels  shall  be  used  for  each  person. 

2.  The  use  of  powder  puffs  and  sponges  is  prohibited. 

3.  Alum  or  other  material  used  to  stop  the  flow  of 
blood  shall  be  used  in  powdered  form  only,  and  shall 
be   applied   with   a   clean   towel. 

4.  Barbers,  when  waiting  on  customers,  will  wear 
clean  white  coats  or  white  shirts  of  linen  or  cotton. 

5.  Any  case  of  presumably  contagious  skin  affection 
will  be  reported  by  the  barber  to  the  district  sanitary 
inspector. 

6.  The  district  sanitary  inspector  is  _charged_  with 
the  duty  of  inspecting  all  barber  shops  in  his  district, 
and  reporting  any  -liolation  of  these  regulations. 

The  foregoing  ordinance  was  duly  adopted  at  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Canal  Zone  held  at 
Balboa  Heights,  Canal  Zone,  on  the  Sth  day  of  August, 
1916.

The  tides  are  placed  in  the  order  ot  occurrence,  with 
their  times  on  the  first  line  and  heights  on  the  second 
line  of  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  The 
heights  in  feet  and  tenths  are  reckoned  from  mean  low 
water  springs,  which  is  the  datum  of  the  foundings  on 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this  region, 
and  which  is  8.2  feet  below  mean  sealevel.  To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  _{-)  sign  is  be- 
fore the  height,  in  which  ease  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  the 
meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  OA  (midnight)  to  23J^  (11.00  p.  m.). 
All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.) 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reckoning; 
for  instance,  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

Sealed  proposals  will  be  recpived  in  the  office  of  the 
Chief  Quartermaster,  The  Panama  Canal.  Balboa 
Heights,  C.  Z.,  until  10  a.  m.,  August  29,  1916,  and 
theT  opened,  for  the  pur  hase  of  three  buildings  pre- 
viously used  as  steamship  offices,  situated  iiear  the 
southern  terminus  of  the  electric  tramway  line  to  dock 
No.  4,  known  as  the  old  steel  dock.  Balboa.  Detailed 
information  as  to  the  .size  of  these  buildings  may  be 
obtained  upon  application  to  the  Chief  Quartermaster's 
office,  or  the  buildings  may  be  examined  at  the  loca- 
tion mentioned  above.  Purchaser  will  be  required  to 
obtain  permi  sion  from  the  Panama  Government 
for  the  purchase  of  the  buildings  and  to  pay  customs 
duty  or  secure  remissicn  of  same,  before  delivery  is 
made.  Purchaser  will  also  be  required  to  remove  build- 
ings and  clean  up  the  site  sati  factory  to  the  General 
Storekeeper  of  the  Supply  Department  within  l.'i  days 
from  date  of  notice  of  acceptance  of  bid.  Bids  must 
be  accompanied  by  deposit  of  20  per  cent  of  amount  bid. 
Proposals  should  be  manned  "Bid  for  purchase  of  build- 
ings Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  dock  No.  4,  Balboa,"  and  addressed 
to  Chief  Quartermaster,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z. 
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Business  at  the  New  Dry  Dock  at  Balboa. 

The  new  1,000-foot  dry  dock  at  Balboa  has  been  placed  in  active 
commercial  service  during  the  past  week.  The  first  use  of  the  dock 
was  made  on  June  27,  with  the  docking  of  the  dredge  Corozal,  and 
since  that  time  other  Canal  vessels  have  been  docked.  The  first  pri- 
vately owned  vessel  to  make  use  of  it  was  the  81-ton  auxiliary 
schooner  Chiriqui,  registered  in  Panama,  which  entered  the  dock 
on  Tuesday,  August  22. 

On  August  25  the  steamship  Strathearn,  bound  from  Pensacola  for 
Pisagua,  went  into  the  dock  to  have  her  bottom  cleaned  and  painted, 
the  rudder  unshipped  and  fitted  with  new  pins  and  bushings,  and 
general  repairs  made.  The  Strathearn  is  370  feet  in  length  by  52 
feet  beam,  but  as  she  was  in  ballast  was  drawing  only  15  feet  of  water. 
She  came  out  on  August  28. 

The  steamship  Lautaro,  which  suffered  damage  to  the  hull  by 
striking  a  rock  in  Cucaracha  slide  in  Gaillard  Cut,  went  into  dock  in 
the  afternoon  of  Tuesday,  August  29,  after  most  of  her  cargo  had  been 
unloaded  at  Balboa.  The  Lautaro  is  344  feet  in  length  by  44  feet  6 
inches  beam;  she  drew  24  feet  at  the  time  of  her  accident  and  18 
feet  when  she  entered  the  dry  dock.  One  of  the  Dredging  Division's 
1,000-yard  barges  was  docked  with  the  Lautaro. 

The  cruiser  Charleston,  which  has  been  stationed  at  the  Atlantic 
entrance  to  the  Canal,  will  be  docked  as  soon  as  the  work  on  the 
Lautaro  has  been  finished. 


The  "Lautaro"  Strikes  Shoal  in  Passing  Slides. 

The  steamship  Lautaro,  bound  from  Norfolk  for  Iquique  with  a 
cargo  of  5,167  tons  of  coal,  struck  a  shoal  on  the  east  side  of  the  channel 
through  the  slides  at  Culebra  and  sprang  a  leak  in  the  number  one 
bilge  on  the  port  side.  The  accident  occurred  in  the  afternoon  of 
August  25.  The  master  immediately  took  soundings  in  his  bilges  and 
started  his  pumps.  The  vessel  made  Balboa  without  difficulty  and 
was  placed  in  dry  dock  on  August  29.  Investigation  of  the  accident 
and  damage  caused  by  it  is  being  made  by  the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors 
and  the  agent  of  the  vessel. 

Third  Tug  for  Harbor  Towing  at  Cristobal. 

On  account  of  increasing  traffic  at  the  Atlantic  terminus  of  the 
Canal  the  tug  Bohio  has  been  transferred  to  the  Marine  Division  from 
the  Dredging  Division  service.  The  Captain  of  the  Port  at  Cristobal 
has  now  three  tugs  available  for  harbor  work,  the  Bohio,  Engineer^ 
and  Porto  Bello,  two  of  which  are  available  for  quick  service  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

Canal  Traffic  in  July. 

More  cargo  was  carried  through  the  Canal  in  the  month  of  July, 
1916,  than  in  any  other  month  of  operation  except  July  of  1915j 
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the  quantity  in  July  of  1915  was  705,469  tons,  and  last  month  it  was 
648,957  tons. 

In  June  of  this  year  the  cargo  passing  through  the  Canal  aggregated 
517,791  tons.  In  May  it  was  494,150  tons.  In  the  half-month  in 
April  during  which  the  Canal  was  open,  the  cargo  amounted  to 
368,753  tons.  June  showed  a  gain  of  4.78  percent  over  May.  July 
showed  a  gain  of  25.3  per  cent  over  June. 

In  the  months  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Canal  last  September  the 
average  transit  of  cargo  was  500,048  tons.  In  the  six  months  directly 
preceding  the  closing  the  cargo  passing  through  averaged  603,432 
tons.  The  quantity  last  month  was  7.54  per  cent  above  the  average 
for  the  six  months  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Canal. 

The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in  seagoing  or 
commercial  service  was  149.  In  April  the  number  was  80;  in  May, 
129;  in  June,  124.  The  number  for  July,  149,  has  been  exceeded 
only  twice,  in  July  and  August  of  1915,  when  the  numbers  were  170 
and  161,  respectively. 

In  respect  of  nationality,  the  British  ships  were  more  than  one- 
half  the  total  in  July.  They  were  nearly  three  times  the  number  of 
American  ships  and  nearly  seven  times  the  number  of  Japanese, 
the  next  highest  in  number,  respectively.  The  numbers  of  ships  of 
the  several  nations,  with  their  aggregate  net  tonnages  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  cargo  carried  by  them,  is  presented  herewith:

The  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  in  ballast  during  July 
consisted  of  12  going  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  with  an  aggre- 
gate net  tonnage  of  38,583  tons,  according  to  Panama  Canal  measure- 
ment; and  two  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  with  an  aggregate  net 
tonnage  of  486.  The  total  for  south  and  north  traffic  was  14  ships, 
39,069  tons. 

United  States  Government  ships  included  the  dredge  San  Pablo, 
bound  from  Baltimore  for  San  Francisco,  and  the  tug  Albert  G.  Force, 
from  Cristobal  for  Balboa;  and  the  collier  Nereus,  from  Honolulu 
for  Norfolk. 

The  tolls  earned  in  July  amounted  to  $460,122.95.  Of  this  amount, 
$244,428.50  was  for  ships  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and 
$215,694.45  for  ships  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic.  One  ship  in 
the  United  States  coastwise  trade  paid  tolls  amounting  to  $4,462.50; 
a  Navy  collier,  going  from  Honolulu  to  Norfolk,  paid  no  tolls. 

An  analysis  of  the  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  during  the 
month,  based  on  the  itemized  declarations  submitted  by  the  masters 
of  vessels,  is  published  on  the  following  pages:

Certification  of  Disagreement. 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Elena  Arguellesfor  property 
designated  as  "MGSamba,"  certification  of  disaqrecment, 
'vie  No.  284,  superseding  rule  No.  2^1,  docket  No.  76'), 
July  10,  1916— Vndei  the  provision.-!  of  Arti:Ie  XV  of 
the  treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Republic  of  Panama,  ratified  February  2G,  1904,  it  is 
provided: 

"The  President  of  the  United  States  shall  nomi- 
nate two  persons  and  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Panama  shall  nominate  two  persons  and  thev  shall 
proceed  to  a  decision:  but  in  case  of  di;aireement  of 
the  Commission  (by  reason  of  their  being  equally 
divided  in  conclusion)  an  umpire  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  two  Governments  who  shall  render  the  de- 
cision." 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  (his  article  the  Commis- 
sion desires  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  umpire  duly 
appointed  under  the  treaty  that  the  commission  has  been 
unable  to  reach  an  agreement  on  the  following: 
The  Question  of  Liability  and  Value. 
The  Joint  Commission  herewith  certifies  this  disagree- 
ment to  the  umoire  appointed  under  the  treaty  as  pro- 
inded  for  in  Article  XV  of  said  treaty.

Decision  of  the  Umpire. 

In  thematter  of  the  chim  of  Elfna  Ariaelles,  for  prop- 
trty  called  "Masamba."  decision  of  th''  umpire,  award 
No.  130,  docket  No_.  769,  July  20,  7^7(5— Wherever 
reference  is  made  in  this  decision  to  "the  treaty"  it 
is  understood  to  mean  the  Canal  Treaty  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  Republic  of  Panama, 
ratified  February  26,   1904. 

On  May  8,  1913,  Elena  Arguelles  filed  with  the  Joint 
Commission  a  claim  for  compensation  in  the  turn  of 
19,997  United  States  currencv,  for  the  expropriation 
by  the  United  States  of  .Ajnerica  of  a  parcel  of  land 
containing  10.3  hectares  four  ares  and  three  square 
meters  and  for  certain  fruit  trees  and  other  cultiva- 
tions and  a  house  of  thatch  and  zinc,  located  thereon. 
After  hearing  this  claim  in  public  session  the  Joint 
Cornmisfion  disagreed  on  account  of  being  equally 
divided  in  conclusion  and  on  July  10,  1916.  certified 
the  claim  to  the  umpire  in  accordance  with  Article 
5CV  of  the  treaty,  on  the  question  of  liability  and  value. 
With  the  record  transmitted  to  the  imfire  there  were 
briefs  filed  by  counsel  for  the  Unitea  States  and  the 
attorneys  for  the  claimant. 

Though  this  claim  is  not  of  great  monetary  import- 
ance, the  record  of  the  case  is  a  magnificent  show  of 
keen  competition  between  the  learr.ed  lawyers  in  this 
discussion  of  the  rights  of  the  claimant,  which  requires 
the  umpire  to  go  into  thematter  at  greater  length  before 
announcing  his  decision. 

According  to  the  testimony  on  the  part  of  the  claim- 
ant the  Arguelles  family  occupied  a  portion  of  land 
known  as  "Masamba."  calling  themselves  the  owner 
thereof,  from  1810  until  1912  when  they  were  dispos- 
sessed by  the  United  States  in  the  e.'cpropriation  of 
all  the  lands  in  the  Canal  Zone,  after  102  years  of  un- 
interrupted possession.  It  is  claimed  that  the  lands 
of  "Masamba"  passed  by  regular  family  succession 
from  grandfather  to  granddaughter  (now  Elena  Ar- 
guelles— 44  years  of  age  in  191-5)  but  the  claimant  has 
but  scanty  written  proofs  of  ownership  and  no  regular 
documents  of  title  duly  registered  in  accordance  with 
the  law,  which  appears  to  be  rather  a  normal  situation 
in  this  country  in  connection  with  property  outside 
of  the  cities. 

Elena  Arguelles  personally  having  lived  on  the  land 
In  question  but  17  years,  whereas  undisturbed  possession 
for  30  years  is  necessary  for  e.^traordinary  prescription, 
it  is  claimed  that  she  is  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
prescription,  but  in  her  favor  there  is  the  fact  that 
possession  does  not  necessarily  mean  actual  retidence  on 
the  land,  and  this  is  especially  true  when  lands  are 
handed  down  by  family  succession,  for  if  this  were  the 
case  then  the  owner  would  himself  be  confined  to  Lis 
property.  The  claimant  submitted  evidence  to  show 
that  the  Arguelles  family  was  in  continuous,  open,  and 
undisturbed  possession  of  the  lands  known  as  "Ma- 
samba" from  the  year  1810. 


The  evidence  is  that  when  the  claimant,  Elena  Ar' 
puelles,  was  approached  by  an  agent  of  the  United 
States  requesting  that  she  sign  an  Isthmian  Canaf 
Commission  lease  covering  the  property  the  v.as  oc- 
cupying at  Masamba,  she  refused,  calling  herself  th« 
owner  of  the  land  and  that  while  this  refusal  broughl 
forth  a  letter  dated  January  3,  1912,  from  Mr.  A.  A. 
Oree  man,  at  that  time  tie  land  agent  of  the  Panama 
Railroad  Companv  and  Isthmian  Canal  Commission, 
threatening  her  with  a  law  suit,  no  such  suit  was  evci 
instituted.  The  letter  above  referred  to  is  a  part  of 
the  record  in  this  claim. 

At  the  trial  it  was  proved  that  the  claimant  and 
her  ancestors  had  allowed  squatters  to  occupy  a  part 
of  the  lands  of  Masamba  with  very  little  protest,  if 
any;  that  these  squatters  or  tenants  accepted  leasee 
from  the  Istlmian  Canal  Crffmission  or  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company  for  the  land  occupied  by  them,  and 
that  upon  being  dispossessed  by  the  United  States 
Government  in  the  depopulation  of  the  Canal  Zone 
the  latter  Government  compensated  them  for  theii 
improvements. 

Counsel  for  the  United  States  based  on  documents  of 
the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  now  owned  by  the 
Government  of  the  Inited  States,  denies  the  claim  of 
Elena  Arguelles  to  the  lands  of  Masamba,  and  states 
that  she  is  entitled  to  compensation  only  for  any  im- 
provements she  may   have  had   on   the  land. 

On  the  side  of  the  Goveri  ment  there  was  also  pre- 
sented a  complete  set  of  notorial  documents  from  the 
year  1781  to  1868.  treating  of  the  lands  called  Huerta 
and  Honduras,  formerlj  owned  by  Messrs.  ^achrisson 
and  Nelson,  later  transferred  to  Nelson  and  from  Nel- 
son to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  in  1868,  although 
oi'ly  the  deed  of  1866  to  Nelson  was  registered.  The 
land  in  question  runs  from  the  Pedro  Miguel  River  to 
Monte  Lirio,  passing  by  aerial  line  over  the  ridge  of 
Culebra  and  Mitre  mountains,  where  there  is  still  much 
virgin  land  which  was  occufied  by  the  United  States 
under  Articles  II  and  XIV  of  the  treaty.  This  large 
portion  of  land  roughly  measured  by  the  umpire  on 
the  French  map.  No.  4981,  annexed  to  the  record  in  this 
case,  has  a  plane  area  of  about  4, .500  hectares,  some 
kilometers,  along  the  old  railroad  line  and  nearly  the 
same  length  along  the  new  line. 

Of  the  title  papers  presented  by  counsel  for  the  United 
States  one  only  is  registered,  the  public  instrument  of 
1866,  and  Mr.  Jose  Brigido  Martiiies,  notary  publie, 
when  making  the  public  instrument  said: 

"*       *     el    susedicho  sefior  Zachrisson  exhibi6 
una  minuta  en  que   aseguro  hallarse    consignadas 
las  condiciones  del  ccntrato  y  llenada  la  exigencia 
de  la  ley  que  se  acaba  de  leer,  hasta  dmdj  ha  side 
dabb;    pues  con  motivo  de  que  en  la  epoca  en  que 
se  hicieron  las  compras  de  las  fineas  que  se  relacio- 
nan  en  dicha  minuta,  no  habia  que  determinar  cod 
la  precision  que  lo  e.xige  hoy  la  ley,  la  situacion, 
dimension  y  limita  ion  del  inmueble  de  que  se  tra- 
tara  de  ahi  que  en  los  tit\ilos  de  dichas  comprae 
no  se  encuentran  eipresados  todos  los  pormenores  qut 
debieran  estar;  y  por  otra  parte,  tampoco  ha  sido  po- 
sible   proveerse  de    mnmento   de    todos   los   datoe 
necesarios,    por    encoutrarse   de    transito    hoy    en 
esta   *      •      ." 
the  English  translation  of  which  is  as  follows: 
"The  aforesaid  Mr.  Zachrisson  produced  a  memo- 
randum which  he  said  set  forth  the  conditions  of 
the  contract  and  complied  with  the  requirement 
of  the  law  just  read,  in  so  far  as  has  been  possible; 
because,  due  to  the  fact  that  at  the  time  the  fineas 
mentioned  in   said    memorandum  were    purchased 
it  was  not  necessary  to  determine  the  location,  size, 
and  boundaries  of  the  real  estate  in  question  with 
the  precision  required  by  the  law  to-day,  it  result* 
that  in  the  titles  of  said  purchases  the  details  art 
not  all  given  as  they  should  be;   and  further,  that  it 
has  also  been  impossible  for  him  to   secure  all  the 
data  necessary,  by  reason  of    being  only  tempor- 
arily in  this  city  at  present." 
Without   analyzing   the     documents   in   question  aa 
necessarily  should  be  done  by  a    udge  in  any  common 
law   suit,   the  Commissioners  as  arbitrators,   and  the 
umpire,  with  the  free  and    high  faculties  conceded  to 
these  tribunals  for  the  purpose  for  which  they  have 
been   constituted,   in   their   written   opinions,   clearly 
express    what    value  they    place  to  tiie  evidence  and 
proofs  adduced. 
Commissioner  Bouve  does  not    deny   the    possibl* 
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swnerehip  of  Elena  Areuelles  to  the  land  in  question 
but  considers  that  she  is  entitled  to  the  value  of  the 
Improvements  she  has  there  ana  also  considers  that 
she  has  been  deprived  of  her  livelihood  and  that  she 
la  entitled  to  an  award  of  SI, 000  United  States  currency. 

Commissioner  Cornet  aeknowledges  the  full  owner- 
ihip  right  of  Elena  Arguelles  to  both  fincaa  which  she 
occupied  but  not  to  the  rest  of  the  land  claimed,  and 
•tates  that  in  his  opinion  she  should  receive  an  award 
of  $1,000  United  States  currency. 

Commissioners  Boyd  and  Lev/is  acknowledge  the 
ownership  of  Elena  Arguillcs  to  both  of  the  fincai  she 
actually  occupied  and  also  to  the  balance  of  the  land  she 
Is  claiming  and  placing  thereon  a  valuation  of  $30  United 
States  currency  a  hectare,  consider  that  she  is  entitled 
to  compensation  in  the  sum  of  $5,490  United  States 
currency,    based   upon    183    hectares   of   land. 

From  the  foregoing  reference  to  the  opinions  of  the 
members  of  the  Commission  it  is  seen  that  three  Com- 
missioners— a  majority  of  the  Commission — -in  the  exer- 
066  of  their  faculties,  recognize  the  ownership  by  Elena 
Arguelles  of  the  two  portions  of  the  land  which  she 
actually  occupied  and  according  to  Article  XV  of  the 
treaty  that  decision  is  final.  It  therefore  appears  that 
the  question  of  liability  has  been  decided  and  that  the 
disagreement  is  only  as  to  the  e.xtent  cf  that  liability. 

The  umpire  considers  the  question  of  liability  in 
the  same  light  as  the  ma.ority  of  the  Commission 
First,  I  recognize  the  ownership  of  Elena  Arguelles 
to  the  lands  claimed:  second,  though  the  squatte'S 
on  the  property  of  Masamba  have  not  claimed  the 
property  of  the  land,  it  is  evident  that  the  Arguelles 
tamily  practically  abandoned  that  portion  of  the  prop- 
erty, which  diminishes  their  rights. 

My  decision  as  the  Umpire,  duly  appointed  under 
the  treaty,  is  that  the  claimant,  Elena  Arguelles,  is 
entitled  to  compensation  in  the  sum  of  $2,.'500  United 
States  currency  for  all  damages  of  whatever  nature, 
including  the  value  of  the  land  and  improvements  there- 
ong  and  all  expenses  sustained  by  the  claimant  to  date 
through  the  expropriation  by  the  United  States  of 
America  of  the  lands  known  as  "Masamba,"  claimed  for 
In   Joint   Commission   docket   No.    769. 

An  award  is  therefore  made  against  the  United  States 
tn  favor  of  Elena  Arguelles,  in  the  sum  of  $2,,500  United 
States  currency  for  all  right,  title,  and  interest  the 
aaid  Elena  Arguelles  may  possess  or  may  have  possess- 
ed in  and  to  the  lands  of  Masamba,  claimed  in  docket 
No.  769;  all  improvements  thereon  owned  by  the  claim- 
ant, and  for  all  damages  of  whatever  nature  including 
all  expenses  to  date  incurred  through  the  expropriation 
of  the  property  in  question  by  the  United  States  of 
America. 

If  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  this  award  is 
not  made  on  or  before  the  20th  day  of  August,  1916, 
said  award  will  thereafter  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of 
aiz  per  centum  per  annum  until  paid.

Tbe  tidCB  are  placed  ia  the  order  ot  occurrence,  with 
their  times  on  the  first  line  and  heights  on  the  second 
line  of  each  day:  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
wijl  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  The 
heights  in  feet  and  tenths  are  reckoned  from  mean  low 
water  springs,  which  is  the  datum  of  the  soundings  oa 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this  region, 
and  which  is  8.2  feet  below  mean  sealevel.  To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings  given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  be- 
fore the  height,  in  which  case  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  the 
meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  Oh  (midnight)  to  2Zh  (11.00  p.  m.). 
All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.) 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reckoning; 
for  instance.  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

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UNES  THROUGH  THE  CANAL. 


Services  in  Fairly  Regular  Operation  over   the  Great  Trade  Routes. 

The  lines  which  have  established  regular  or  approximately  regular 
services  through  the  Canal  since  the  resumption  of  traffic  in  April 
include: 

From  the  Atlantic  terminus  to  South  and  Central  America — The 
Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company  has  services  from  Cristobal  to 
west  coast  ports  as  far  south  as  Valparaiso  and  Coronel  and  as  far 
north  as  San  Jose  de  Guatemala,  calling  at  the  principal  way  ports. 
Sailings  for  the  Central  American  ports  to  the  north  are  monthly. 
Sailings  for  Tumaco  and  Ecuadorian  ports,  as  far  as  Guayaquil, 
are  every  three  weeks;  and  a  service  between  Cristobal  and  Buena- 
ventura and  Tumaco  has  a  sailing  every  three  weeks. 

The  South  American  Steamship  Company  (Chilean  Line)  maintains 
approximately  a  weekly  service  between  Cristobal  and  ports  as  far 
south  as  Valparaiso. 

The  Peruvian  Steamship  and  Dock  Company  of  Callao  (Peruvian 
Line)  maintains  a  service  between  Cristobal  and  Ecuadorian  and 
Peruvian  ports,  going  as  far  south  as  Callao  and  making  its  principal 
calls  on  the  way  at  Guayaquil  and  Paita.  The  line  has  sailings  each 
way  about  once  a  week. 

The  Columbia  Maritime  Steamship  Company,  Limited,  operates  a 
vessel  in  regular  service  between  Cristobal  and  Buenaventura,  making 
about  two  round  voyages  a  month. 

From  the  Atlantic  terminus  to  Central  and  North^ America — The 
Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  is  operating  a  line  between  Cristobal 
and  San  Francisco,  with  a  sailing  each  way  aSout  every  nine  days. 
Calls  are  made  at  ports  of  Central  America  and  Mexico  on  the  way. 

From  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  the  Pacific  coast  of 
South  America — This  is  the  route  of  heaviest  traffic.  Many  of  the 
vessels  plying  over  it  are  in  the  nitrate  trade  and  used  exclusively  by 
charterers;  the  following  commercial  lines  maintain  fairly  regular 
services : 

The  Merchants'  Line,  operated  by  W.  R.  Grace  and  Company,  plies 
between  New  York  and  ports  of  Ecuador,  Peru,  and  Chile,  with  a 
sailing  each  way  about  every  two  weeks. 

The  United  States  Steel  Products  Company  operates  the  New  York 
and  South  America  Line  between  New  York  and  the  west  coast,  as  far 
south  as  Valparaiso,  with  a  sailing  each  way  about  every  third  week. 

The  West  Coast  Line  (Wessels,  Duval  and  Company),  plies  between 
New  York  and  Chile  and  Peru,  with  a  vessel  going  each  way  about  every 
third  week. 

From  Europe  to  the  Pacific  coast  of  South  America — The  East  Asiatic 
Company  has  a  line  from  Copenhagen,  by  way  of  Gothenburg  and 
Christiania,  to  Valparaiso  and  intermediate  ports,  operating  on  a 
fortnightly    schedule. 
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The  Johnson  Line  plies  between  Swedish  and  other  Scandinavian 
ports  and  the  west  coast,  as  far  as  Valparaiso,  with  a  sailing  each 
way  about  every  60  days. 

The  Booth  Line  has  a  number  of  vessels  in  service  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  west  coast  of  South  America ;  sailings  have  not  been 
regular,  and  the  ships  are  regular  Brazil  traders,  tramping  during  the 
war  on  account  of  interrupted  trade  in  their  usual  area. 

The  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company  has  a  vessel  frequently 
direct  from  Great  Britain  to  Peru  and  Chile;  but  the  principal  service 
of  this  company  is  rendered  through  its  lines  from  Cristobal  to  the 
west  coast,  connecting  at  Cristobal  with  the  lines  of  the  Royal  Mail 
Steam  Packet  Company  and  other  Atlantic  carriers.  The  same  arrange- 
rTiCnt  governs  homeward  shipments  from  the  west  coast,  the  vessels 
which  go  all  the  way  to  Great  Britain  being  a  minor  part  of  the  service. 

The  transfer  service  at  the  Atlantic  terminus  of  the  Canal,  referred 
to  in  the  first  section  of  this  article,  cares  for  the  greater  part  of  Euro- 
pean shipments  through  the  Canal  to  the  west  coast  of  South  America. 

From  Europe  to  the  west  coast  of  North  America — The  East  Asiatic 
Company  has  a  service  between  Scandinavian  ports  and  San  Francisco, 
operating  a  vessel  each  way  about  every  fourth  week. 

The  Johnson  Line  has  a  service  over  this  route,  primarily  between 
Sweden  and  San  Francisco,  with  a  vessel  each  way  about  every  60  days. 

The  Harrison-Direct  Line  has  a  service  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  west  coast  as  far  as  Puget  Sound,  with  a  vessel  each  way  approxi- 
mately every  sixth  week. 

The  Maple  Leaf  Line  plies  from  New  York  to  Vancouver,  to  return 
to  Europe  by  way  of  California  ports  and  Santa  Rosalia.  Ships  of  this 
line  are  scheduled  to  sail  every  five  weeks. 

From  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  Japan,  Siberia,  China, 
and  the  Philippine  Ismids—Duvmg  the  past  few  months  the  outward 
movement  over  this  route  has  exceeded  in  tonnage  the  trafific  one  way 
on  any  other  of  the  routes  named  with  the  exception  of  the  shipments 
from  the  west  coast  of  South  America  to  the  United  States.  The  move- 
ments of  vessels,  however,  have  not  been  regular,  as  most  of  them 
load  and  clear  as  cargo  offers  and  do  not  attempt  a  fixed  schedule.  The 
tendency  to  this  practice  is  fostered  by  the  length  of  the  voyage  and  a 
general  uncertainty  as  to  the  return  voyage,  with  what  cargo  and  by 
what  route. 

The  principal  lines  operating  in  this  service  are  the  American  and 
Oriental  Line,  the  Barber  Line,  Shew;an  Tomes  and  Company,  and 
Alfred  Holt  and  Company,  sending  out  a  vessel,  among  them,  about 
once  every  10  days  from  New  York;  the  American  and  Manchurian 
Line  (Ellerman  and  Bucknall),  about  once  in  three  weeks;  the  Nippon 
Yusen  Kabushiki  Kaisha,  approximately  semimonthly  in  each  di- 
rection ;  and  ships  operated  by  Norton,  Lilly  and  Company  sail  at 
irregular  intervals,  approximately  once  a  month. 

The  Luckenbach  Line  is  operating  in  this  area,  sending  a  ship  out 
from  New  York  about  once  in  three  weeks. 

It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  East  Asiatic  Company  sends  an  oc- 
casional vessel  to  the  Far  East  direct  through  the  Canal;  and  at 
irregular  times  the  vessels  of  the  company  return  from  the  Far  East 
to  Denmark  through  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  Atlantic-Gulf-Far  East  Line  has  sent  a  ship  through  the  Canal, 
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outward  bound  from  the  United  States  to  Japan,  and  will  continue  the 
service  according  to  the  availability  of  tonnage. 

From  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand — The  United  States  and  Australia  Line  operates  between 
New  York  and  the  ports  of  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  with  a  vessel 
out  about  every  month. 

The  Ellerman  Lines  have  a  service  from  New  York  to  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  with  irregular  sailings. 

The  Luckenbach  Line  is  operating  a  service  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  with  irregular  sailings. 

The  Federal  Steam  Navigation  Company,  a  New  Zealand  corpora- 
tion, has  established  a  line  between  New  Zealand  and  New  York,  with 
a  ship  each  way  approximately  every  six  weeks. 

The  American-Australia  Line  operates  between  New  York  and 
Australia,  with  a  vessel  each  way  about  every  60  days. 

The  Commonwealth  and  Dominion  Line  serves  these  trade  areas, 
with  a  ship  about  every  fourth  week. 

From  Europe  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand — The  New  Zealand  Ship- 
ping Company  operates  a  line  between  New  Zealand  and  Great  Britain 
with  possible  way  calls  at  Norfolk  and  New  York.  Sailings  each  way 
are  every  28  days  for  mail  boats,  with  intermediate  sailings  of  cargo 
ships. 

The  Federal  Steam  Navigation  Company  operates  over  the  same 
route,  with  a  ship  each  way  about  once  a  month. 

General — The  vessels  of  the  Nautilus  Steam  Shipping  Company 
(the  old  Gulf  Line)  sailing  from  Great  Britain  to  the  west  coast  of  South 
America  via  the  Strait  of  Magellan,  and  returning  up  the  coast,  make 
the  home  voyage  through  the  Canal. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  regular  service  in  the  United  States 
coastwise  trade,  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  ports  of  the  United 
States.  During  the  fiscal  year  1915  this  was  the  heaviest  traffic 
through  the  Canal,  being  nearly  40  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  inter- 
ruption of  traffic  through  the  Canal  by  the  slides  for  six  months,  be- 
ginning in  the  middle  of  September,  1915,  caused  the  diversion  of  most 
of  the  vessels  formerly  in  the  coastwise  trade  to  the  foreign  trade. 
Since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal  the  coastwise  trade  has  been  relatively 
slight,  and  there  is  no  line  which  at  this  time  operates  a  service  ap- 
proaching regularity.  The  Pacific  Mail  picks  up  at  Cristobal  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  cargo  for  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  and  San 
Francisco. 


Notice  to  Steamship  Lines.— Supplying  Bunker  Coal. 

1.  Difficulties  experienced  in  securing  the  delivery  of  sufficient  coiil 
to  supply  ships  using  the  Ca.nal  with  all  the  bunker  coal  they  desire 
make  it  necessary  to  request  the  cooperation  of  steamship  lines  in 
limiting  the  amount  of  coal  required  by  their  ships  to  a  minimum. 

2.  For  the  present,  it  is  requested  that  vessels  be  dispatched  so  that 
those  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  w  ill  require  only  sufiicient 
bunker  coal  to  reach  San  Francisco,  Honolulu,  or  Coronel.  Those 
vessels  trading  to  South  American  ports  north  o(  Valparaiso  will 
be  supplied  with  sufficient  coal  for  return  voyage  to  the  Canal.  In 
the  case  of  vessels  passing  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic  and  bound 
for  European  ports,  it  will  be  impracticable  at  present  to  supply  them 
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with  sufficient  bunker  coal  to  make  the  voyage  direct,  but  they  will  be 
bunkered  to  reach  Norfolk  or  Newport  News,  Virginia. 

3.  Those  vessels  using  either  terminal  port  as  a  terminus  of  their 
established  route  should  be  dispatched  so  as  to  require  only  sufficient 
coal  to  make  the  next  port  of  call  on  their  established  route  where  a 
commercial  coaling  station  is  available. 

f    4.  It  is  hoped  that  deliveries  will  in  a  short  time'make  in  unnecessary 
to  longer  re.strict  the  amount  of  bunker  coal  for  vessels  using  the  Canal . 


Notice  to  Steamship  Lines.— Wrecking  Operations. 

The  Canal  has  in  its  organization  all  necessary  wrecking  equipment 
and  is  prepared  to  undertake  wrecking  operations  of  any  magnitude 
within  the  waters  of  the  Canal  Zone.  In  case  of  grounding  or  casualty 
necessitating  wrecking  operations  within  the  Canal,  all  necessary 
gear  will  be  supplied  and  operations  undertaken  immediately  for  the 
floating  or  removal  of  the  vessel  in  distress.  The  charges  for  this  will 
be  at  the  regular  rate,  actual  cost  plus  10  per  cent. 


Communication  Officer. 

By  order  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  the  title  of  the  Radio  Officer, 
Canal  Zone,  has  been  changed  to  "Communication  Officer,  Canal 
Zone." 


Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha  to  Increase  West  Coast  Service. 

The  Toyo  Kisen  Kaisha,  which  has  been  operating  a  line  with 
regular  sailings  every  60  days  in  each  direction  over  an  itinerary 
including  Valparaiso,  Iquique,  Callao,  Balboa,  Salina  Cruz,  San  Fran- 
cisco, Honolulu,  Yokohama,  Kobe,  Moji,  and  Hongkong,  announces 
its  intention  of  increasing  the  service  to  one  of  approximately  monthly 
sailings  by  adding  three  ships  to  the  line. 


The  "Siam"  Causes  Damage  by  Sheering  in  Cut. 

While  passing  through  the  Cut  southbound  on  August  28  the 
motorship  Siam  of  the  East  Asiatic  Company  sheeied  to  the  star- 
board 3nd  touched  ground  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Canal,  outside  the 
buoyed  channel  at  Cucaracha  slide,  bending  the  tips  of  three  blades  of 
her  starboard  propeller.  After  passing  the  slide  and  when  about 
1,500  feet  north  of  the  mooring  station  at  Paraiso  the  Siam  became 
unmanageable,  sheering  to  the  port  side  and  then  to  starboard,  and 
finally  striking  the  Pacific  and  the  Tiberia  which  were  moored  on  the 
west  bank,  awaiting  the  passage  of  the  southbound  ships.  All  three 
vessels  were  damaged  slightly.  The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  has 
found  the  master  of  the  Siam  responsible  and  the  pilot  culpable.

To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  be- 
fore the  height,  in  which  case  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  the 
meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  Oh  (midnight)  to  23/>  (11.00  p.  m.\ 
All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m ) 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reckoning;

Repairs  to  Vessels. 
Repairs  to  vessels  may  be  made  to  any  extent,    ex- 
cept turning  of  the  largest  crank  shafts  or  longest  line 
shafts.    The  new  dry  dock  at  Balboa  is  capable  of 
docking  the  largest  vessels. 
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Cristobal  Coaling  Plant  in  Commercial  Operation. 

The  new  coaling  plant  at  Cristobal  is  now  in  regular  operation  for 
commercial  use,  though  not  all  of  the  work  of  the  contractors  has  been 
completed.  The  unloader  equipment  now  in  use  is  able  to  care  for 
discharging  the  colliers,  and  the  two  of  the  four  reloader  towers  which 
have  been  taken  over  for  operation  are  able  to  supply  coal  to  vessels 
as  rapidly  as  required.  In  fact,  the  reloaders  in  actual  practice  usually 
supply  the  coal  faster  than  required,  for  the  work  of  trimming  in 
bunkers  in  most  of  the  ships  requires  considerably  more  time  than  is 
needed  for  the  delivery  of  the  coal  to  the  hatches  or  on  deck.  One  of 
the  Elders  and  Fyffes  ships  which  has  a  large,  open  hatch  amidships 
over  self-trimming  bunkers  received  recently  1,250  tons  in  three 
hours ;  but  where  time  is  lost  in  trimming  the  coal  in  bunkers  a  ship 
may  need  eight  hours  to  take  her  supply. 

The  reloaders  were  designed  primarily  for  rapid  delivery  of  coal  to 
barges  and  colliers  with  large  and  conveniently  placed  hatches.  In 
order  to  adapt  them  better  to  the  delivery  of  coal  to  the  run  of  merchant 
ships,  with  all  sorts  of  hatches  and  coaling  ports,  the  construction  of 
portable  pipe  chutes  will  probably  be  authorized.  These  can  be  affixed 
to  the  discharge  chutes  of  the  reloaders  and  swung  around  to  various 
positions  to  deliver  the  coal  to  ports  inaccessible  to  the  ordinary  reloader 
chutes.     This  will  simplify  both  delivery  and  trimming  in  many  cases. 

The  barges  equipped  with  Demayo  conveyors  are  still  in  use  at  the 
Canal  ports,  and  are  in  considerable  demand  for  ships  taking  relatively 
small  quantities  of  coal  while  lying  at  dock  for  receiving  or  discharging 
cargo.  Locomotive  cranes  with  grab  buckets  are  also  used,  for  delivery 
from  cars  to  ships  in  dock. 

In  the  use  of  the  new  coaling  plant  there  is  no  charge  for  delivery  in 
addition  to  the  cost  of  the  coal,  which  is  now  $6  per  ton  and  will  ad- 
vance to  $7.50  per  ton  on  October  1.  There  is  a  charge  of  $2  per  hour, 
however,  for  the  use  of  each  mechanical  hoist  or  crane  engaged  in  coal- 
ing ships  elsewhere  than  at  the  coaling  plant. 


Traffic  Suspended  by  Cucaracha  Slide. 

Traffic  through  the  Canal  was  suspended  from  August  30  to  Septem- 
ber 7,  inclusive,  for  ships  drawing  over  17  feet  of  water.  On  Sep- 
tember 8  the  movement  of  ships  was  resumed  and  on  the  9th  the  last 
of  the  waiting  vessels  was  passed  through  the  Cut. 

The  suspension  was  caused  by  a  sudden  forward  movement  of  a 
large  rock  in  the  base  of  Cucaracha  slide.  The  bowlder  was  of  hard, 
compact  rock  and  it  was  necessary  to  drill  and  blast  it  before  the 
dredges  could  handle  it.  With  this  rock  removed  the  normal  condi- 
tions have  been  restored. 


Radio  Station  on  Navassa  Island. 

A  radio  station  (call  letters  WQN)  has  been  established  on  Navassa 
Island  by  the  contractors,  the  Snare  and  Triest  Company,   who  are 
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erecting  a  lighthouse  on  the  island  for  the  United  States  Lighthouse 
Service.  It  is  expected  that  the  lighthouse  service  will  continue  the 
operation  of  the  radio  station  after  the  light  shall  have  been  placed 
in  use. 

Navassa  lies  ofif  the  coast  of  the  peninsula  forming  the  southwestern 
extremity  of  Haiti,  directly  on  the  course  of  ships  plying  between  the 
Isthmus  and  north  Atlantic  ports  by  way  of  the  Windward  Passage 
to  the  east  of  Cuba.  It  is  usually  the  first  land  sighted  by  ships  from 
Colon  making  direct  for  the  passage,  but  having  an  elevation  of  approxi- 
mately 250  feet  and  being  without  distinctive  features  it  is  hardly 
visible  at  a  greater  distance  than  20  miles.  Ships  pass  on  either  side  of 
it,  though  generally  to  the  eastward,  and  with  the  increase  in  traffic 
in  the  Caribbean  the  light  will  be  a  valuable  aid.  The  latitude  and 
longitude  of  the  station  are  18°  30'  N,  and  74°  52'  W. 

The  establishment  of  the  light  on  Navassa  marks  the  beginning  of 
execution  of  a  policy  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to  erect  suitable 
aids  where  needed  at  points  some  distance  from  the  Canal  in  order  to 
assist  ships  to  and  from  the  Canal. 


Finding  of  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  in  Shoaling  of  the  "Lautaro." 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  in  its  investigation  of  the  striking  of 
a  shoal  at  the  base  of  Cucaracha  slide  on  August  25  by  the  steam- 
ship Lautaro  did  not  fix  the  responsibility  on  any  individual.  It  ap- 
peared that  the  buoy  on  the  port  side  was  displaced  by  the  wave  action 
of  the  ship  and  that,  had  she  been  in  the  middle  of  the  channel  as 
buoyed,  she  would  not  have  struck.  It  is  necessary  to  buoy  the 
channel  from  day  to  day  and  to  drag  it  constantly  between  passages 
of  ships  in  order  to  keep  tab  on  any  underwater  movements  of  the  slide; 
and  surveys  have  shown  that  the  rock  on  which  the  Lautaru  struck 
had  not  moved,  from  which  the  inference  is  that  the  buoy  moved. 

f^our  ships  navigated  the  channel  safely  on  the  day  ot  this  acci- 
dent, one  of  which  was  larger  in  dimensions  and  of  deeper  draft 
than  the  Lautaro.  Since  that  date  a  number  of  ships  larger  and  of- 
deeper  draft  have  safely  navigated  by  this  point  in  a  channel  appreci- 
ably more  restricted  than  that  which  was  available  on  the  day  of  the 
Lautaro\s  passage. 

The  Lautaro  has  been  repaired  in  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa,  and  has 
proceeded  on  her  way  to  Iquique. 


The  "Cnzco"  Tows  a  Hulk  to  San  Francisca  for  Rsno/atian. 

The  steamship  Cuzco,  which  has  been  plying  between  Balboa  and 
west  coast  ports  of  South  America,  clearing  from  Balboa  last  on 
July  12,  sailed  from  Callao  for  San  Francisco  on  August  15  towing  a 
hulk  which  was  gutted  by  fire  several  years  ago,  and  h  is  since  been 
lying  at  Antofagasta.  The  hulk  has  been  bought  by  W.  R.  Grace 
and  Company,  who  will  overhaul  it  and  fit  it  with  Diesel  engines. 


Weather  Conditions  in  the  Month  o!  August, 

The  rainfall  was  generally  above  normal  over  the  Pacific  section, 
while  over  the  Central  and  Atlantic  sections  it  was  generally  below 
normal,  the  deficiency  being  approximately  seven  inches  over  the 
Atlantic  section.    Totals  ranged  from  5.05  inches  at  Culebra  to  16.56 
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inches  at  the  station  on  the  Gatun  River.  The  greatest  amount  of 
precipitation  recorded  on  any  one  day  was  4.21  inches,  at  Miraflores 
on  the  14th,  which  was  the  only  daily  rain  in  excess  of  four  inches. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  11.51 
inches,  or  one  per  cent  below  the  6-year  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres 
River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  11.62  inches,  or  19  per  cent  below 
the  15 -year  mean. 

The  air  temperature  over  the  Pacific  coast  was  two  degrees  below  the 
average,  while  over  the  Atlantic  coast  it  was  one  degree  above.  The 
atmospheric  pressure  and  daytime  cloudiness  were  above  normal 
on  both  coasts,  while  the  relative  humidity  and  wind  movement  were 
above  normal  on  the  Pacific  side,  and  below  on  the  Atlantic.  The 
surface  temperature  of  the  sea  was  approximately  one  degree  below  the 
average  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  one  degree  above  on  the  Atlantic 
side.  The  evaporation  was  below  normal  on  both  coasts,  and  slightly 
above  normal  over  Gatun  Lake. 

No  fogs  were  observed  on  either  coast,  but  night  and  early  morning 
fogs  were  observed  quite  frequently  over  the  interior.  Of  the  fogs 
observed,  32  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m.,  96  per  cent  by 
7,30  a.  m.,  and  all  observed  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  8  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel  were  as  fol- 
lows: Maximum,  on  the  15th  and  16th,  86.84;  minimum,  on  the  20th, 
28th,  and  29th,  86.25;  mean  for  the  month,  86.41;  evaporation 
over  the  lake  surface,  4.793  inches. 

A  summary  of  the  climatological  conditions  at  the  entrances  to  the 
Canal  during  August  is  presented  herewith: 
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The  "Izabal"  Returns  with  Cargo. 

The  steamship  Izabal,  which  was  formerly  used  by  the  Pacific 
Mail  to  haul  water  from  Taboga  Island  to  ships  calling  at  Balboa, 
prior  to  the  piping  of  fresh  water  to  the  docks,  and  was  sold  to  oper- 
ators of  a  manganese  mine  in  Costa  Rica,  who  converted  her  into  a 
cargo  carrier,  returned  to  the  Isthmus  on  September  6.  She  was  in 
transit  from  Punta  Arenas  to  Cristobal  with  a  cargo  of  200  tons  of 
manganese  and  lead,  which  is  being  discharged  for  transshipment  to 
New  York.  The  Izabal  is  registered  in  Punta  Arenas  and  is  the  first 
Costa  Rican  ship  to  make  the  passage  of  the  Canal. 


P  anama  Railroad  Ships  to  Sail  from  Cristobal  on  Wednesdays. 

Beginning  with  the  sailing  of  the  steamship  Advance  on  Septem- 
ber 20,  the  ships  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Line  will  sail  from  Cristobal 
for  New  York  en  Wednesday  instead  of  Thursday.  Arrival  in  New 
York  will  be  on  Tuesday  for  the  Panama,  Allianca,  and  Colon,  and 
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on  Wednesday  for  the  Advance.  Sailings  from  New  York  will  continue 
to  be  on  Thursdays. 

The  Wednesday  sailing  from  Cristobal  has  been  adopted  in  con- 
sequence of  the  ability  to  unload  and  reload  the  sma.ller  ships  at  Cris- 
tobal in  five  days.  The  earlier  sailing  will  give  additional  time  in 
New  York  for  minor  repairs  to  the  ships. 

The  Cristobal  has  been  withdrawn  from  the  regular  schedule, 
following  the  return  of  the  Panama  to  service  after  being  overhauled 
in  dry  dock,  but  will  be  operated  on  her  former  "wild  cat"  schedule, 
making  one  round  voyage  in  approximately  a  month.  The  Ancon 
will  continue  in  operation  under  the  same  plan.  Both  the  Ancon 
and  Cristobal  will  carry  passengers  both  ways  until  further  notice. 

Pacific  Mail  Has  Sailing  for  Guayaquil. 

The  steamship  San  Jose  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company 
sailed  from  Balboa  for  Guayaquil  via  Buenaventura  and  Tumaco 
on  Tuesday,  September  12. 

This  will  be  the  first  call  of  a  Pacific  Mail  ship  at  Guayaquil  or  other 
port  south  of  Balboa  in  nearly  40  years.  From  Guayaquil  the  San 
Jose  will  return  to  Balboa  by  way  of  intermediate  ports,  and  Viill  pass 
through  the  Canal  to  Cristobal.  Whether  the  service  to  the  south  ports 
will  continue  will  depend  upon  the  cargo  handled  on  this  trip. 

Pacific  Mail  Office  Moved  to  Cristobal. 

The  principal  office  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  on  the 
Isthmus  has  been  moved  from  Balboa  to  Cristobal,  in  consequence  of 
making  the  Atlantic  end  of  the  Canal  the  terminus  of  the  line.  The 
office  is  in  the  Masonic  Temple. 

Maiden  Voyage  of  the  "Standard  Arrow." 

The  steamship  Standard  Arrow,  an  oil  tanker  recently  completed 
at  Philadelphia,  arrived  at  Cristobal  on  September  9  on  her  maiden 
voyage.  She  is  traveling  in  ballast  to  San  Francisco,  to  enter  into 
the  oil  trade  from  that  port.  The  Standard  Arrow  is  a  handsome  ship 
of  6,763  net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement.  She  is  467  feet  6 
inches  in  length  by  62  feet  7  inches  beam,  and  was  drawing  22  feet  at 
the  time  of  passing  through  the  Canal.  She  can  carry  12,000  tons  of 
cargo  and  fuel  sufficient  for  the  voyage  from  San  Francisco  to  the 
Far  East  and  return. 

The  Standard  Arrow  is  operated  by  the  Standard  Transportation 
Company  of  New  York. 

October  Weather  Probabilities. 

During  the  month  of  October,  1916,  the  following  weather  con- 
ditions may  be  expected  at  the  Canal  entrances.  Predictions  are 
based  on  the  records  at  Colon  and  Ancon  for  the  past  9  and  10  years, 
respectively : 

Winds — Light,  variable  winds  will  prevail  over  the  Atlantic  coast 
with  an  average  hourly  velocity  of  about  seven  miles  an  hour.  The 
prevailing  direction  of  the  wind  will  be  from  the  southeast,  although 
west  and  northwest  winds  may  be  expected  during  the  middle  of  the 
day.  A  maximum  velocity  of  from  30  to  38  miles  an  hour  may  be 
reasonably  expected  during  the  passage  of  local  rain  or  thunder  squalls. 

Over  the  Pacific  coast  and  the  interior,  light  northwest  winds  will 
prevail  with  an  average^hourly  velocity  of  about  six^miles  an  hour. 
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Here,  too,  during  occasional  rain  or  thunder  squalls,  the  maximum 
velocity  of  the  wind  may  exceed  30  miles  an  hour,  but  these  storms  are 
invariably  of  short  duration. 

Rain— The  average  October  rainfall  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  of  the 
Canal  is  14.72  inches,  and  on  the  Pacific  side,  10.53  inches,  these 
averages  being  for  periods  of  46  and  19  years,  respectively.  Twenty- 
five  days  with  rain  may  be  expected  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  about 
20  on  the  Pacific  coast,  while  the  average  number  of  days  with  heavy 
rain  (1.00  inch  or  more)  is  seven  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  and  three 
at  the  Pacific.  Throughout  the  length  of  the  Canal,  the  greater  part 
of  the  rainfall  occurs  during  the  daytime,  the  heaviest  rainfall  generally 
occurring  between  the  hours  of  1  p.  m.  and  6  p.  m.  However,  at 
this  season  of  the  year,  the  percentage  of  daytime  rainfall  is  higher 
over  the  interior  and  Pacific  coast  than  over  the  Atlantic  coast,  and 
heavy  rainfall  may  be  expected  there  during  the  early  mDrning  hours. 
Over  both  coasts  the  time  of  least  rainfall  is  from  8  to  9  a.  m. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  at  either  Canal  entrance,  but  night 
and  early  morning  fogs  will  be  numerous  over  the  interior.  0/er  the 
Gaillard  Cut  section  of  the  Canal,  25  nights  with  fog  nwy  be  expected, 
but  as  all  fogs  lift  or  become  dissipated  before  8.30  a.  m.,  they  should 
not  prove  a  hindrance  to  navigation. 

Temperature — The  average  shade  air  temperature  will  be  about  79 
degrees  Fahrenheit  over  both  coasts.  On  the  Atlantic  coast  the 
temperature  is  not  likely  to  rise  above  90°  F.,  or  fall  lower  than 
70°  F.,  while  on  the  Pacific  side  the  maximum  temperature  may  be  as 
-high  as  95°  F.  and  the  minimum  as  low  as  68°  F.  The  mean  daily 
range  in  temperature  will  be  about  10°  F.  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  14° 
F.  on  the  Pacific  coast. 

Barometric  pressure — ^The  average  sealevel  atmospheric  pressure  will 
be  approximately  29.85  inches  over  both  coasts.  The  maximum  read- 
ing for  the  month  is  not  likely  to  exceed  29.95  inches,  or  the  minimum 
to  be  lower  than  29.70  inches. 

Relative  humidity — The  humidity  of  the  atmosphere  should  average 
about  87  per  cent  over  both  coasts.  The  range  is  greater  on  the  Pacific 
coast  than  on  the  Atlantic,  the  average  nighttime  humidity  being  96 
per  cent  and  92  per  cent,  respectively,  while  the  average  minimum 
recorded  during  the  day  is  75  per  cent  and  78  per  cent. 

Storms — The  Isthmus  is  seldom  visited  by  violent  or  widespread 
atmospheric  disturbances,  although  rain,  wind,  or  thunder  storms  of 
more  or  less  limited  extent  are  of  common  occurrence,  and  may  be 
expected  quite  frequently  during  the  month.  Rough  weather  may  be 
experienced  occasionally  to  the  northward  of  the  Atlantic  entrance, 
as  this  is  the  season  of  the  West  Indian  hurricanes.  The  path  of  these 
storms  lies  well  to  the  northward  of  the  Isthmus  during  the  month  of 
October,  but  a  rough  see  accompanied  by  brisk  winds  may  be  expected 
outside  the  breakwaters,  following  the  passage  of  one  of  these  storms. 

Smooth  seas  are  usually  experienced  at  the  Pacific  entrance  during 
the  month  of  October.  Generally  cloudy  weather  will  continue  over 
both  coasts. 

Tides — The  extreme  tidal  range  at  Colon  is  less  than  two  feet,  and 
tidal  fluctuations  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  need  not  be  considered.

The  tides  are  placed  in  the  order  of  occurrence,  with 
their  times  on  the  first  line  and  heights  on  the  second 
line  of  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  The 
heights  in  feet  and  tenths  are  reckoned  from  mean  low 
water  springs,  which  is  the  datum  of  the  soimdings  on 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this  region, 
and  which  is  8.2  feet  below  mean  sealevel.  To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  bo- 
fore  the  height,  in  which  case  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is    Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  th« 
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meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  OA  (midnight)  to  23*  (11.00  p.  m.). 
All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.) 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reclconing; 
for  instance,  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

Zone  will  open  on  Monday.  October  2,   1916. 

All  children  residing  in  the  Canal  Zone,  whether  of 
employees  or  nonemployees,  and  children  of  American 
employees  of  The  Panama  Canal,  Panama  Railroad, 
United  States  Army  and  Navy,  and  other  departments 
of  the  United  States  Government,  residing  in  Panama 
or  Colon  are  entitled  to  free  school  privileges.  The 
children  of  employees  not  living  in  the  Canal  Zone  and 
not  citizens  of  the  United  States  are  not  entitled  to 
Canal  Zone  school  privileges.  No  child  will  be  admitted, 
however,  who  will  not  be  six  years  old  on  or  before 
February  1.    1917. 

Schools  for  white  children  will  be  opened  at  the  fol- 
lowing places: 

Balboa Grades  1  to  12,  inclusive. 

Ancon Grades  1  to    8,  inclusive.

26,  1904,  it  is  provided; 

"The  President  of  the  United  States  shall  uonu- 
nate  two  persons  and  the  President  of  the  Republic 
of  Panama  shall  nominate  two  persons  and  they 
shall  proceed  to  a  decision;  but  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement of  the  Commission  (by  reason  of  their 
being  equally  divided  in  conclusion*  an  umpire 
ehall  be  appointed  by  the  two  Governments  who 
shall  render  the  decision."

Decision  of  the  Umpire. 

In  the  mailer  of  the  claim  of  H.  R.  Brown  and  J.  M. 
Morey  for  the  property  known  as  Venado  Flantation, 
decision  of  the  umpire,  award  No.  121,  docket  No.  341, 
August  1,  1916 — Wherever  reference  is  made  in  this 
decision  to  "the  treaty"  it  is  understood  to  mean  the 
Canal  Treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  the  Republic  of  Panama,  ratified  February  26.  1904. 

Mr.  Charles  Melville  Brown,  in  the  name  of  Mr. 
Henry  R.  Brown  and  Mr.  James  M.  Morey  of  Tennes- 
see, and  with  full  powers  to  act  for  them,  purchased 
from  the  owners  of  the  so-called  "Alba  property"  a 
parcel  of  land  of  250  hectares,  afterwards  known  as  the 
Venado  plantation."  Title  to  the  property  and  its 
area,  and  an  inventory  of  the  improvements  thereon 
was  agreed  to  between  Mr.  Brown  and  counsel  for  the 
United  States,  and  concurred  in  by  the  Commission, 
and  in  consequence  of  that  unanimous  agreement,  when 
Mr.  Brown  was  dispossessed  by  the  United  States  the 
claim  rested  only  upon  the  value  of  the  land,  improve- 
ments,  and    the   damages    sustained. 

In  the  year  1909.  when  Americans  were  encouraged 
to  establish  agricultural  industries  in  the  Canal  Zone 
by  an  Act  of  Congres  providing  for  the  leasing  for  peri- 
ods of  25  years  of  public  lands  in  the  Zone  for  that 
piu'pose,  Mr.  Brown  commenced  to  clear  the  land  and 
to  plant  along  scientific  lines,  as  Commissioner  Bouve 
states  in  his  opinion,  stumping  225  acres  at  consider- 
able expense. 

This  plantation  is  situated  along  the  sea  shore  on 
the  Pacific  side  about  nine  miles  from  Balboa  and  12 
miles  from  Panama — on  account  of  having  to  go  around 
the  breakwater  constructed  by  the  Unitecl  States 
since  the  purchase  of  the  laud  by  the  claimants. 

Though  the  order  e.\prcpriating  all  private  prop- 
erties in  the  Canal  Zone  is  dated  December  5,  1912, 
the  Venado  plantation  was  not  actually  occupied  by 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  until  the  year 
1915,  and  in  the  meantime  Mr.  Brown,  in  order  to  main- 
tain the  plantation  in  the  same  state  of  cultivation  as 
it  had  in  December,  1912,  continued  his  work  there 
mthout  interruption  until  the  time  of  the  trial  of  the 
claim  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1915. 
I  In  view  of  the  Executive  Order  of  the  President  of 
the  United  States  of  December  5,  1912,  the  claim- 
ants on  April  21,  1913,  filed  with  the  Joint  Commis- 
sion, duly  established  under  the  treaty,  a  claim  for 
damages  in  the  sum  of  8213,035  United  States  cur- 
rency, increased  in  1915  to  -5218,070,  and  in  the  present 
year  to  $268,143.55  United  States  currency.  After  a 
full  hearing  by  the  Commission,  the  record  of  which 
may  be  considered  a  masterpiece  on  the  cultivation  of 
coconuts  and  of  the  coconut  trade,  the  Commission 
agreed  in  the  ownership  of  the  land  involved  and  as  to 
the  inventory  of  the  improvements  on  the  property, 


but  disagreed  on  the  question  of  value,  which  que^ 
tioi  was  certified  to  the  umpire  for  decision,  in  ao- 
co  ■  lance  with  Article  XV  of  the  treaty. 

There  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  total  value  placed 
to  the  property  and  the  damages  sustained  as  set  out 
in  the  opinions  of  the  meraljers  of  the  Commission, 
Commissioner  Lewis  being  of  the  opinion  that  an  award 
is  due  the  claimants  in  the  sum  of  S192.207;  Commis- 
sioner Boyd.  SI20.000;  the  foreeoing  being  commis- 
sioners on  the  part  of  the  Republic  of  Panama,  while 
the  American  commissioners — Messrs.  Cornet  and 
Bouve — place  a  total  value  on  the  pronerty  of  1101,- 
069  and  $101,233,  respectively,  all  United  States  cur- 
rency. 

The  opinion^  of  the  .American  members  of  the  Com 
mission  contain  a  very  detailed  study  of  the  entire 
question  and  it  is  rather  remarkable  _  that,  though 
they  new  the  question  from  somewhat  different  angles, 
they  arrive  at  practi'^^allv  the  same  conclusion  as  to  the 
amount  due  the  claimants.  Considerable  credit  is  due 
Commissioners  Cornet  and  Bouve  for  the  study  thev 
made  of  this  case,  perhaps  sometimes  rather  severe  op 
account  of  the  property  in  question  being  that  of  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States. 

.According  to  the  testimony  of  the  Government  in- 
spectors— Erwin  and  Genac — the  value  of  the  land 
and  improvements  on  the  Venado  plantation,  not  in- 
cluding anv  damages  sustained  by  the  owners  thereof, 
was  the  important  sum  of  S63,.539  United  States  cur- 
rency, and  furthermore  as  Commissioner  Bouve  sets 
out  in  his  written  opinion  (page  4),  they  sav  "in  their 
opinion  Venado  plantation  is  the  best  plantation  that 
they  have  as  yet  seen  within  the  limits  of  the  Canal 
Zone." 

Taking  into  consideration  the  sound  opinions  of  Coro- 
mii^sioners  Cornet.  Bouve,  and  Boyd,  with  whom  1 
agree  in  the  main,  my  decision  as  the  umpire  duly 
appointed  under  the  treaty,  is  that  H.  R.  Brown 
and  J.  M.  Morey  as  the  owners  of  the  Venado  planta- 
tation  are  entitled  to  compens.ition  in  the  sum  of  S120,- 
000  United  States  currency,  for  all  right,  title,  and 
interest  in  and  to  the  Venado  plantation  and  all  damages 
and  expenses  of  whatever  nature  incurred  to  date  in 
the  expropriation  of  that  property  by  the  United  States 
of  America. 

An  award  is  therefore  made  against  the  United  States 
in  favor  of  H.  R.  Brown  and  J.  M.  Morev,  in  the  sum 
of  -$120,000  United  States  currency,  for  all  right,  title, 
and  interest  the  said  H.  R.  Brown  and  J.  M.  Morey 
may  possess  or  mav  have  possessed  in  and  to  the  Ve- 
nado plantation  and  all  improvements  of  whatever  na- 
ture located  thereon,  including  all  damages  sustained 
and  expenses  incurred  to  date  in  the  expropriation  of 
this  property  by  the  United  States  of  America,  If 
payment  or  tender  of  navment  of  this  award  is  not 
made  on  or  before  the  first  dav  of  September,  1916,  said 
award  shall  thereafter  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  sis 
per  centum  per  annum  until  paid.

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Decisions  of  the  Umpire. 

In  the  waiter  of  the  claim  of  Francisca  de  la  Barrera 
et  al.,  Jor  landu  designated  as  Cnlla  Boca,  decision  of  the 
umpire,  award  No.  1J2, docket  No. 8Q0,  August  3, 1916— 
Wherever  reference  is  made  in  this  decision  to  "the 
treaty"  it  is  understood  to  mean  the  Canal  Treaty 
between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the  Republic 
of  Panama,  ratified  February  26,  1904. 

Francisca  de  la  Barrera,  Laura  Debernardi.  Guiller- 
mina  Whitehorn,  and  Mercedes  Denis  on  May  12,  1913, 
filed  a  claim  with  the  Joint  Commission  for  ?21,842.98 
United  States  currency,  for  a  tract  of  land  called  "Calla 
Boca",  claiming  that  it  had  an  area  of  414.7498  hectares. 
With  commendable  fairness  the  attorneys  for  the 
United  States  admit  that  the  Calla  Boca  tract  is  pri- 
vately owned  land  and  contains  4S9.46  hectares,  quite 
75  hectares  more  than  the  claimants  ask  for  in  their 
claim,  but  the  taid  attorneys  demand  that  these  claim- 
ants establish  their  title  to  the  land  and  prove  the  value 
thereof. 

The  claimants  have  presented  evidence  before  tli6 
Commission  of  legal  proceedings  had  before  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  Canal  Zone  and  of  judgment  handed  down 
by  that  court,  later  confirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  Canal  Zone,  whereby  it  was  held  that  the  claim- 
ants herein  are  the  sole  owners  of  the  Calla  Boca  lands 
in  the  following  portions,  to  wit: 

Mercedes  Denis 2/18 

Guillermina  Whitehorn 2/18 

Francisca  de  la  Barrera 7/18 

Laura  Debernardi 7/18 

Total 18/18 

This  decision  of  the  Canal  Zone  courts  is  of  course 
recognized  as  final  by  the  Commission  and  by  counsel 
for  the  United  States  as  the  (ivil  courts  are  the  proper 
tribunals  to  decide  as  to  the  ownership  of  land  in  dis- 
pute between  private  parties. 

The  hearing  of  this  claim  was  commenced  on  August 
30,  1915.  and  as  the  Conamission  was  unable  to  arrive 
at  a  decision  on  account  of  being  divided  in  conclusion 
on  the  question  of  value  this  claim  was  certified  to  the 
umpire  for  decision  in  accordance  with  Article  XV  of 
the  treaty. 

The  opinions  of  the  commissioners,  very  ably  ren- 
dered, are  as  follows:  Conmiissioner  Bouve  appraises 
the  land  at  $7.50  United  States  currency  per  hectare 
or  a  total  of  S3, 670.95.  Commissioner  Cornet  fixes  a 
value  of  $15  United  States  currency  per  hectare  and 
a  total  value  of  $7,341.90.  Commissioners  Boyd  and 
Lewis  appraised  this  land  at  $25  United  States  currency 
per  hectare  or  a  total  value  of  $12,236.50. 

From  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  for  both  sides 
it  is  very  difficult  to  arrive  at  an  estimate  of  the  real 
value  of  the  lands  in  question  as  the  values  testified 
to  range  from  $80  down  to  $2.50  per  hectare.  Taking  into 
consideration,  however,  the  ocular  inspection  made 
by  one  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  and  the 
fact  that  the  agents  of  the  United  States  made  an  offer 
of  $15  for  lands  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  which 
was  not  accepted,  from  which  it  must  be  considered 
that  the  lands  have  a  greater  value:  considering  also 
the  fact  that  the  owners  of  this  property  have  the  bene- 
fit of  the  additional  75  hectares  acknowledged  to  them 
by  the  attorneys  for  the  United  States,  also  the  e.t- 
penses  the  claimants  have  been  put  to  through  the

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Manuela  George  de  Iglesiat 
for  properly  designated  as  Calle  Bruja,  decision  of  the 
umpire,  rule  of  dismissal  No.  2.9Z.  docket  No.  853,  Au- 
gust 2,1916 — Wherever  reference  is  made  in  this  decision 
to  "the  treaty"  it  is  understood  to  mean  the  Canal 
Treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Republic   of  Panama,   ratified   February   26,   1904. 

On  May  9,  1913,  Manuela  George  de  Iglesias  filed 
with  the  Joint  Commission  a  claim  for  $6,000  United 
States  currency  for  the  expropriation  of  two  hundred 
and  forty-eight  (248)  hectares  of  land  called  "Calle 
Bruja",  situated  near  the  hamlet  of  Lion   Hill. 

The  Joint  Conunission  after  having  accorded  this 
claim  public  hearing  was  unable  to  arrive  at  a  decision 
relative  thereto  on  account  of  the  Conmiission  being 
equally  divided  in  conclusion  on  the  question  of  li- 
ability, and,  therefore,  certified  this  claim  to  the  um- 
pire for  decision,  in  accordance  with  Article  XV  of  the 
treaty. 

The  opinion  of  the  commissioners  are:  Two  mem- 
bers h()ld  that  there  is  no  liability  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  and  that  the  claim  of  Manuela  George 
de  Iglesias  should  be  dismis.sed,  and  the  other  two 
members  hold  that  there  is  liability  and  that  the  claim- 
ant is  entitled  to  an  award  in  the  sum  of  $3,968  United 
States  currency  for  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  (248) 
hectares  at  $16  per  hectare. 

The  claimant  asserts  that  she  was  the  owner  of  a 
tract  of  laud  called  "Calle  Bruja"  containing  two  hun- 
dred and  forty-eight  (248)  hectares  which  formerly 
was  the  property  of  her  father  from  whom  she  inherited 
it  as  his  sole  heir.  She  appeared  before  the  Commission 
with  no  proof  to  establish  title  to  the  land  excepting 
that  some  of  the  witnesses  testified  that  the  claimant 
had  collected  rents  from  persons  who  occupied  parts  of 
it,  but  the  time  such  collections  were  made  is  rather 
indefinite.  She  never  lived  on  the  lands  and  only  claims 
to  have  visited  them  occasionally. 

In  the  year  1856  the  Federal  State  of  Panama  on 
behalf  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  sought  to 
ascertain  the  privately  owned  lands  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  "Calle  Bruja"  tract,  and  gave  notice  to  all  claim- 
ants to  make  known  their  titles  to  ownership.  Neither 
the  claimant,  Manuela  George  de  Iglesias,  nor  her 
father  presented  any  claim  according  to  the  map  made 
at  that  time  and  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  Panama. 

It  appears  further  than  in  1908  a  Joint  Commission 
of  the  two  Governments  convened  to  assess  damages 
to  lands  taken  for  canal  purposes,  among  them  being 
a  part  of  the  "Calie  Bruja"  tract.  No  one  appeared 
at  that  time  before  the  Commission  as  the  owner  of  the 
"Calle  Bruja"  tract  and  an  award  was  therefore  made 
for  $2,480  to  "unknown  owners"  to  be  paid  into  the 
courts  of  the  Canal  Zone. 

It  further  appears  that  on  the  26th  day  of  August 
1909,  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cristobal  heard  and  decided 
the  claims  of  various  persons  who  claimed  the  award 
above  referred  to  in  the  sum  of  $2,480.  Manuela 
George  de  Iglesias  was  not  one  of  those  who  appeared. 
She  neither  appeared  before  the  Joint  Commission 
of  1908  (though  public  notice  was  given  to  all  con- 
cerned) to  assert  her  claim  to  the  land  nor  did  she  ap- 
pear in  the  Circuit  Court  to  controvert  the  claims  of 
those  who  demanded  the  money  previously  awarded. 
Consequently,  if  she  or  her  father  ever  had  any  rights 
to  the  lands  claimed  they  have  carelessly  allowed 
others  to  super.sede  them,  having  neglected  to  properly 
protect  their  property  before  the  Government  of  the 
Federal  State  of  Panama,  before  the  Joint  Commis- 
sion, and  before  the  Circuit  Court  of  Cristobal,  Canal 
Zone,  when  the  lands  of  "Calle  Bruja"  were  paid  for 
by    the    United    States. 

In  conclusion  and  in  accordance  with  the  opiniona 
of  Commissioners  Bouve  and  Cornet,  the  opinion  of 
the  latter  having  been  largely  followed  in  the  prepar- 
ation of  this  decision,  my  decision  as  the  umpire  duly 
appointed  under  the  treaty  is  that  the  claim  of  Manuela 
George  de  Iglesias,  docket  No.  852,  for  the  lands  of  "Calle

John  J.  Gibbons  filed  with  the  Joint  Commission  a 
claim  for  the  property  designated  as  "Guayabal,"  ex- 
projiriated  by  the  United  States  under  the  Executive 
Order  of  the  President  of  December  5,  1912,  whereby 
all  lands  in  the  Canal  Zone  were  declared  necessary  foi 
the  operation,  maintenance,  protection,  etc.,  of  the 
Panama  Canal.  This  claim  came  on  for  hearing  before 
the  Commission  on  .June  19,  1916,  the  hearing  being 
completed  on  June  28.  1916. 

At  the  hearing  in  February  and  March,  1915,  of  the 
claim  of  Narciso  Garay,  attorney-in-fact  for  the  Hur- 
tado family  for  property  designated  as  "Cardenas  y  la 
Ramona."  docket  No.  295,  it  developed  that  there  waa 
a  conflict  between  John  J.  Gibbous  and  the  Hurtado 
family  as  to  the  ownership  of  a  tract  of  land  consisting 
of  10S.5  hectares.  This  conflict  was  amicably  arranged 
between  the  parties  and  for  his  share  an  award  was 
made  to  John  J.  Gibbons  in  the  sum  of  S!,25.5  on  Sep- 
tember 11,  191.5.  award  No.  95.  The  108.5  hectare.s  of 
land  above  referred  to  are.  therefore,  not  before  the 
Commission  at  this  time  and  payment  therefor  is  not 
included  in  this  award. 

There  is  also  exempted  from  this  award  50  hectares 
of  land  claimed  which  is  in  dispute  with  Mrs.  Filomena 
C,  de  Carbone  and  claimed  by  the  latter  in  her  claim, 
docket  No.  17.5S.  which  has  not  as  yet  been  reached 
for  hearing.  The  Commission  has  refrained  from  pass- 
ing upon  this  50  hectares  pending  the  reaching  of  an 
agreement  between  the  parties  or  the  adjudication  of 
their  respective  rights  in  the  (ivil  courts  of  the  Canal 
Zone.  The  piece  of  land  in  dispute  between  these  two 
parties  is  bounded  as  follows: 

On  the  east  by  the  Guanebano  River;    on  the 
west  by  the  Cruces  road,  beginning    at  the  Paso 
Real  of  Cardenas  and  extending  to  the  north    a 
sulhcient  distance  along  the  Guanabano  River  and 
the  Cruces  road  to  comprise  50  hectares. 
Various   questions   were   raised   by   counsel   for   the 
United  States  in  the  trial  of  this  claim,  notably  that  of  the 
western  boundary  fine  of  the  property,  which  it  was 
contended  is  in  conflict  with  the  title  of  the  United 
States  to  the  Barrero-Chupadero  y  Cia.  tract,  and  in 
connection  with  this  contention  considerable  study  was 
necessary  on  the  part  of  the  Commission. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Commission  has 
arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  claimant  herein,  John 
J.  Gibbons,  is  entitled  to  compensation  in  the  sum  of 
$26,000  United  Stages  curreuey  and  an  award  is 
therefore  hereby  made  against  the  United  States  in 
favor  of  John  J.  Gibbons,  for  all  right,  title,  and 
interest  he  may  possess  or  may  have  possessed  in 
and  to  the  land  d3uominated  "Guayabal,"  claimed  in 
docket  No.  1365,  excepting  that  portion  already  award- 
ed for  in  the  Commission's  award  No.  95  of  September 
11,  1915,  and  the  fifty  (50)  hectares  in  dispute  with 
Mrs.  Carbone  also  specifically  excepted  herefrom,  in 
the  sum  of  -j:;  6,000  United  States   currency. 

If  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  this  award  is 
not  made  on  or  before  the  seventh  (7th)  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1916,  said  award  shall  thereafter  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  until  paid.

United  States  Government  ships  included  the  collier  Jason,  bound 
from  San  Diego  to  Norfolk;  the  transport  Buford  from  Manila  to 
Newport  News;  the  submarines  C-l,  C-2,  and  C-3,  with  their  tender, 
the  cruiser  Charleston,  from  Cristobal  to  Balboa. 

The  tolls  earned  in  August  amounted  to  $417,080.  Of  this  amount 
$255,925.30  was  from  ships  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific 
and  $191,154.70  from  ships  passing  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic. 

The  tolls  on  ships  moving  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  in  the 
United  States  coastwise  trade  amounted  to  $7,706.25;  two  ships  in 
addition  to  those  from  which  this  sum  was  collected  were  sent  through 
without  charge,  in  carrying  coal  from  Norfolk  to  California  ports, 
because  they  were  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  Government. 
These  ships  had  an  aggregate  net  Canal  tonnage  of  7,685  tons.  No 
tolls  were  collected  from  ships  moving  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic 
in  the  coastwise  trade;  one  Government  vessel  went  through  on  this 
routing. 

An  analysis  of  the  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  during  the 
month,  based  on  the  itemized  declarations  submitted  by  the  masters 
of  vessels,  is  published  on  the  following  pages:

1.  The  illuminant  of  Range  Towers  Nos.  23  and  24,  Gamboa 
Reach,  has  been  changed  from  acetylene  to  electric.  The  character- 
istic was  changed  from  flashing  to  fixed,  September  12,  1916. 

2.  Gas  Buoy  No.  81,  Gamboa  Reach,  has  been  discontinued.  A 
beacon  exhibiting  same  characteristic  as  the  buoy  has  been  estab- 
lished on  a  rock  from  100  feet,  279®  true  (W.3/16  N.  mag.),  from  po- 
sition of  Buoy  No.  81.

The  "Academy"  in  the  Peruvian  Coasting  Trade. 

The  schooner  Academy,  which,  after  her  purchase  by  a  citizen 
of  Peru  at  a  sale  conducted  by  the  District  Court  of  the  Canal 
Zone,  cleared  for  Guayaquil  on  April  23  but  was  unable  to  make  the 
port  against  contrary  winds  and  returned  to  Balboa  on  May  23,  was 
repaired  in  Panama  and  has  been  placed  in  the  Peruvian  coasting  trade.

The  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Balboa  has  issued  the  following  notice, 
under  date  of  September  18,   1916: 

Temporary  small  arms  target  range  has  been  established  at  Fort  Grant,  making  it 
necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  the  following  described  harbor  space: 

This  space  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  international  boundary  line  from 

Punta  Mala  to  Tres  Hermanas  Islands  and  on  the  east  by  a  line  from  Tres 

Hermanas  Islands  to  the  north  end  of  Naos  Island  and  embraces  the  space  to  the 

northward  and  westward  of  these  lines  to  the  shore  line  enclosed  therein. 

While  firing  is  going  on,  a  red  flag  will  be  hoisted  near  the  eastern  extremity  of  the 
dump  upon  which  Fort  Grant  is  situated.  This  range  will  be  in  use  until  November 
15. 

All  boats  are  warned  to  keep  clear  of  this  area.

Stamp  Tax  on  SteamsUip  Tickets  Removed. 

An  Act  of  Congress  to  increase  the  revenue,  and  for  other  purposes, 
approved  September  8,  1916,  repealed  the  provision  in  the  act  of  Oc- 
tober 22,  1914,  which  provided  for  the  assessment  of  stamp  taxes  on 
steamship  passenger  tickets  sold  for  passage  from  the  United  States. 

Comparison  of  Tonnage  through  the  Canal  with  that  Clearing  from  United 

States  Ports. 

The  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  clearing  from  ports  of  the 
United  States  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  has  been 
reported  as  24,475,103.  During  that  period  the  net  tonnage  of  the 
ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  was  2,479,761,  which  is  ap- 
proximately one-tenth  of  the  clearances  from  United  States  ports. 

Reduction  in  License  Fees  for  Motor  Vehicles. 

The  Executive  Order  published  in  this  issue  makes  important 
changes  in  the  law  relating  to  motor  vehicles  and  the  yearly  license  fees 
are  reduced,  as  follows:  For  pleasure  automobiles  from  $25  to  $5; 
for  motor  vehicles  used  for  carrying  passengers  for  hire,  from  $50 
to  $30  or  $20,  according  to  power;  for  trucks,  from  $90  to  $40,  $30, 
or  $20,  according  to  capacity;  for  motorcycles,  from  $10  to  $2.  No 
charge  will  be  made  for  original  license  tags.  A  charge  of  one  dollar  will 
be  made  for  replacing  lost  tags. 

Remittances  for  motor  vehicle  licenses  should  cover  only  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  the  present  calendar  year  at  one-quarter  of  the  annual 
rate.  Money  orders  or  checks  in  payment  for  these  licenses  should  be 
drawn  in  favor  of  the  Collector,  Panama  Canal,  and  forwarded  to  the 
Division  of  Civil  Affairs. 


CANi^^L  WORK  IN  AUGUST. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Governor  for  the  month   of 
August: 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  September  18, 1916.

Sir:    I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus 
for  the  month  of  August,  1916: 
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CANAL  BUSINESS. 

One  hundred  and  forty-two  oceangoing  vessels  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal,  77 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  65  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic.  The  aggre- 
gate net  tonnage  of  these  ships  was  464,978  tons,  according  to  Panama  Canal  rules 
of  measurement,  and  the  total  quantity  of  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  516,- 
821  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  Ships  making  the  transit  were  divided  by  nationality 
as  follows:  British,  71;  United  States,  26;  Norwegian,  11;  Chilean,  10;  Peruvian, 
8;   Japanese,  6;    Dutch,  4;    Danish,  2;   French,  2;   Swedish,  2. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $420,307  and  deposits  were  made  with  assistant 
treasurers  of  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $350,190.48  to  be  applied  on  the 
payment  of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal. 

Port  of  Cristobal — At  the  port  of  Cristobal,  172  ships  entered  and  172  cleared,  in- 
cluding those  which  passed  through  the  Canal.  The  ships  which  entered  were  di- 
vided as  follows  by  nationality:  British,  66;  American,  58;  Norwegian,  11;  Japa- 
nese, 6;  Chilean,  5;  Dutch,  4;  Peruvian,  4;  French,  3;  Swedish,  3;  Danish,  2; 
Italian,  1;  Spanish,!.  Their  aggregate  net  tonnage  was  508,557.  Local  cargo  arriv- 
ing amounted  to  84,951  tons;  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  6,358  tons.  Cargo 
handled  by  the  receiving  and  forwarding  agency  of  the"  Panama  Railroad  amounted 
to  184,412  tons,  including  42,559  tons  of  rehandled  cargo.  Coal  bunkered  in  ships 
amounted  to  31,208  tons.  Fuel  oil  issued  aggregated  6,959.56  barrels,  of  which 
1,455.94  barrels  were  sold  to  outside  interests.  Passengers  arriving  numbered  2,178; 
departing,   2,498. 

Port  oj  Balboa — At  the  port  of  Balboa,  115  vessels  entered  and  109  cleared,  includ- 
ing those  which  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal.  The  ships  which  entered  were  di- 
vided by  nationality  as  follows:  British,  55;  United  States,  16,  Norwegian,  12; 
Chilean,  10;  Peruvian,  8;  Panaman,  4;  Japanese,  3;  Danish,  2;  French,  2;  Swedish, 
2;  Dutch,  1.  Their  aggregate  net  tonnage  was  288,306.  Local  cargo  arriving  amount- 
ed to  18,927  tons;  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  274  tons.  Cargo  handled  by 
the  receiving  and  forwarding  agency  amounted  to  8,459  tons,  including  770  tons  of 
rehandled  cargo.  Coal  bunkered  in  ships  amounted  to  3,185  tons.  Fuel  oil  issued 
aggregated  51,655.62  barrels,  of  which  2,356.21  barrels  were  sold  to  outside  interests. 
Passengers  arriving  numbered  1,153;    departing,  1,177.

TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — The  degree  of  completion  of  the  various  items  of  work  on  the 
new  pier  No.  7  at  Cristobal  was  as  follows  at  the  end  of  the  month:  The  steel  work 
was  entirely  complete;  concrete  form  work  for  the  walls  and  columns  was  97  per 
cent  complete,  and  concrete  placement  was  92  per  cent  complete;  the  laying  of  the 
tile  roof  was  95  per  cent  complete,  and  the  brick  paving  76  per  cent  complete. 

The  driving  of  trestle  for  the  extension  of  the  mole  was  completed.  Thirty-seven 
lineal  feet  of  trestle  were  driven  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  742  feet  in  all. 
The  dumping  of  soft  rock  from  the  Mount  Hope  borrow  pit  for  the  mole  extension  was 
begun  on  August  17,  and  5,940  cubic  yards  were  dumped  during  the  month.  This 
is  approximately  three  per  cent  of  the  total  required. 

On  the  approach  fill  for  pier  No.  6  and  the  fill  for  the  terminal  track  yard,  19,305 
cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  from  the  borrow  pit  were  dumped,  making  a  total  of  74,370 
cubic  yards  to  date,  or  70  per  cent  of  the  amount  required. 

At  the  East  Breakwater  derrick  barges  placed  3,220  concrete  blocks,  containing 
24,249.2  cubic  yards.  The  scow  fill  was  completed  on  August  14;  the  spoil  dumped 
during  August  amounted  to  7,320  cubic  yards.  All  the  concrete  blocks  which  had 
been  made  at  the  Cristobal  coaling  station  were  shipped  to  the  breakwater  and  placed, 
and  the  shipping  of  blocks  from  Gamboa  was  continued.  Two  thousand  six  hundred 
feet  of  single-track  trestle  were  salvaged  during  the  month,  and  the  saw  mill  sawed 
119,690  feet  of  lumber  from  the  salvaged  material.  The  concrete  mixing  plant  at 
Coco  Solo  poured  586  blocks,  containing  5,274  cubic  yards. 

At  the  West  Breakwater  the  placing  of  concrete  blocks  for  maintenance  was  begun 
on  August  30,  one  derrick  barge  being  employed.  It  placed  32  blocks,  containing 
393.6  cubic  yards,  on  August  30  and  31. 
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The  Cristobal  coaling  station  was  given  its  first  commercial  use  on  August  30 
when  the  steamship  Otaki  was  taken  alongside  to  receive  550  tons  of  coal.  Two  of  the 
f(.iii-  reloHflers  have  been  niaced  in  u=;e  by  viae  Canal  buc  final  acceptance  has  not  been 
made.  Ihe  iour  unioaders  were  subinitted  for  oificiai  propelling  lcscs  on  August  12 
and  turned  over  to  the  Canal  operators  on  August  29.  Both  contractors  on  the  plant 
were  engaged  during  the  month  in  testing  the  various  parts  of  the  structures  and  mak- 
ing minor  adjustments  and  improvements. 

Pacific  terminals — The  1,000-foot  dry  dock,  No.  1,  was  placed  in  commercial 
service  during  the  month,  and  three  vessels  were  docked.  The  work  of  grouting  in  the 
castings  in  the  floor  and  walls  and  resurfacing  the  floor  was  continued  between  flood- 
ings;  an  area  of  approximately  5,000  square  yards,  representing  a  length  of  432  feet 
in  the  dock,  was  resurfaced.  Paving  was  laid  at  several  places  around  the  head  of  the 
dock  and  the  operating  building.  Piping  for  air  and  water  was  installed  at  the  en- 
trance pier. 

Excavation  to  the  amount  of  2,781  cubic  yards  was  performed  in  preparing  the 
slopes  under  the  docks  for  rat-proofing,  for  a  retaining  wall  at  the  east  end  of  pier 
No.  18,  and  in  miscellaneous  work.  Riprap  and  concrete  were  laid  in  connection  with 
this  work. 

At  the  coaling  plant  the  unloader  towers  were  subjected  to  shake-down  and  pro- 
pelling tests;  the  towers  were  laid  up  by  the  contractor  at  the  request  of  the  Canal. 
On  the  reloader  towers,  mechanical  installation  was  principally  on  the  hoisting  ma- 
chinery and  trailing  hopper  machinery  of  tower  No.  6,  the  installation  of  which  was 
90  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  mechanical  installation  of  the 
wharf  bunker  was  begun.     Electrical  installation  and  painting  continued. 

During  the  month  the  last  of  the  folding  steel  doors  for  pier  No.  18  was  received, 
assembled,  and  erected  complete.  All  red  lead  painting  and  miscellaneous  adjust- 
ments of  the  doors  were  completed. 

DREDGING. 

Seven  dredges  removed  70,098  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  754,144  cubic  yards  of 
rock  from  Gaillard  Cut.  All  of  the  earth  excavation  and  531,305  cubic  yards  of  rock 
were  from  the  Culebra  slides;  and  rock  excavation  at  Cucaracha  slide  amounted  to 
154,630  cubic  yards;  at  La  Pita  slide,  to  5,285  yards;  and  at  Cascadas  slide,  to  12,920 
cubic  yards. 

Cucaracha  slide,  which  had  been  quiescent  for  the  past  year,  began  to  move 
again  on  August  2,  and  was  very  active  from  August  24  to  31.  On  August  30  com- 
mercial traffic  was  held  up  by  the  slide,  which  had  moved  into  the  Canal  and  forced 
large  masses  of  hard  rock  and  clay  across  the  channel,  leaving  only  a  narrow  channel 
along  the  west  bank.  The  greatest  movement  was  at  station  1807,  where  the  east 
shore  line  extended  to  a  point  15  feet  west  of  the  center  fine. 

The  dredge  Culebra  removed  215,203  cubic  yards  of  material  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  Pacific  entrance  section.  Four  dredges  removed  199,785  cubic  yards  of  earth 
and  68,134  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the  inner  harbor  at  Balboa. 

In  the  Atlantic  entrance  section  there  was  no  dredging  during  the  m.onth  in  the 
Canal  prism.  The  dredge  Marmot  removed  a  total  of  47,760  cubic  yards  from  the 
coaling  station  areas.  Dredges  No.  4  and  No.  84  removed  a  total  of  269,907  cubic 
yards  from  the  several  areas  adjacent  to  other  terminal  facilities. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  the  month  was  1,763,493  cubic  yards. 
The  estimated  amount  of  dredging  remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation 
was  5,143,514  cubic  yards  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

SHOPS,   FOUNDRY,   AND  DRY  DOCK   WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Paraiso,  and  Cristobal  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of  the 
Mechanical  Division  together  completed  795  shop  orders,  leaving  591  orders  un- 
completed at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  169,727 
pounds  of  iron,  224,892  pounds  of  steel,  and  15,557  pounds  of  brass.  Hostling  was 
performed  for  4,350  locomotives  and  cranes,  and  789  shop  and  4,992  field  repairs  were 
made  on  cars.     Three  heav>'  and  1,326  light  repairs  were  made  on  other  equipment. 

At  Balboa  shops  and  dry  dock  the  dredge  Paraiso  was  undocked  and  the  schooner 
Chiriqui  and  the  steamships  Strathearn  and  Lautaro  were  dry  docked.  The  principal 
shop  work  in  this  connection  was  the  manufacture  of  a  boom  for  the  Paraiso  class 
dredges,  completion  of  work  on  material  to  be  shipped  to  the  Alaskan  Engineering 
Commission,  and  assembly  of  equipment  for  the  dry  dock. 

At  the  Cristobal  shops  and  dry  dock  modifications  of  the  deck  pens  and  other 
structures  for  the  cattle  ship  Caribbean  were  begun  on  August  20,  and  were  well 
toward  completion  at  the  end  of  the  month.    The  steamships  Jamaica  and  Cauca, 
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the  tug  Bolivar,  and  submarine  C-1,  derrick  barges  No.  156  and  No.  157,  and  five 
scows  were  dry  docked. 

At  the  Paraiso  shops  work  was  confined  almost  exclusively  to  Dredging  Division 
equipment,  but  the  lines  of  the  two  70-foot  watch  boats  were  laid  down.  This  work 
will  be  transferred  to  the  Balboa  shops. 

BUILDING    CONSTRUCTION. 

The  construction  of  the  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital  and  the 
laboratory  was  continued,  the  items  being  about  27  and  35  per  cent  completed,  re- 
spectively, at  the  end  of  the  month.  Work  was  begun  on  a  new  dispensary  building 
and  a  main  staircase  leading  to  groups  4  and  5  of  the  new  hospital.  In  the  Ancon- 
Balboa  district,  at  the  end  of  the  month  29  of  the  new  type- 17  cottages  had  been 
completed  and  31  were  under  construction;  construction  was  continued  on  36  four- 
family  quarters.  Construction  of  the  electrical  storehouse,  Balboa  school,  paint 
storehouse,  Balboa  restaurant,  garages,  and  lumber  shed  and  the  moving  of  quarters 
back  from  the  road  along  the  Ancon-Balboa  road  were  continued. 

In  the  district  between  Corozal  and  Darien,  the  construction  of  new  quarters  was 
continued,  and  the  removal  of  the  colored  school  from  Gatun  to  the  new  silver 
settlement  at  Red  Tank,  south  of  Pedro  Miguel,  was  begun  and  50  per  cent  completed. 

In  the  district  from  Gatun  to  Cristobal,  the  building  for  the  American  Bible 
Society  was  completed  on  August  20.  Construction  of  a  new  restaurant  at  Gatun 
and  a  silver  mess  hall  at  Camp  Bierd  was  completed,  and  work  was  continued  on  the 
terminal  ofhce  building,  ice  cream  and  milk  bottling  plant,  freight  and  baggage  house, 
Cristobal  restaurant,  and  Cristobal  school.  Work  was  begun  on  an  electrical  repair 
and  charging  station  for  the  electric  trucks  at  the  docks,  to  be  situated  between 
piers  No.  8  and  9,  and  on  a  four-family  concrete  house  in  Colon  Hospital  grounds.

Payment  of  $233,736.19  was  also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  for  commissary  books. 
Total  Panama  Canal  collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,022,115.05.  Col- 
lections by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $2,952.35.

Proclamation  of  Neutrality  between  Germany  and  Italy. 

The  President  of  the  United  States  issued  on  August  30,  1916,  a 
proclamation  of  the  neutrality  of  the  United  States  and  the  territories 
under  its  jurisdiction  in  the  war  between  Germany  and  Italy.  The 
provisions  and  injunctions  are  similar  to  those  embodied  in  the 
proclamation  of  neutrality  between  Belgium  and  Germany,  issued  on 
August  18,  1914,  and  published  in  The  Canal  Record  of  September  9, 
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1914,  The  date  from  and  after  which  "no  ship  of  war  or  privateer  of 
any  belligerent  shall  be  permitted  to  make  use  of  any  port,  harbor, 
roadstead,  or  other  waters  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States 
as  a  station  or  place  of  resort  for  any  warlike  purpose  or  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  any  facilities  of  warlike  equipment"  was  established 
by  the  Germany-Italy  Proclamation  as  August  30,  1916. 

Executive  Order. 


Relating  to  Motor  Vehicles  and  Their  Operation  in  the  Roads  of  the  Canal  Zone. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  I  hereby  establish  the  following  Executive 
Order  for  the  Canal  Zone: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  collected  on  motor  vehicles  owned  by  residents  of  the 
Canal  Zone  and  operated  therein,  an  annual  license  fee  as  follows: 

For  each  passenger  automobile  for  personal  use  only,  five  dollars  ($5.00). 
For  each  automobile  of  twenty-nine  horsepower  or  less,  used  for  carrying  passengers 
for  hire,  twenty  dollars  ($20.00). 

For  each  automobile  of  more  than  twenty-nine  horsepower,  used  for  carrying 
passengers  for  hire,  thirty  dollars  ($30.00). 

For  each  truck  or  omnibus  of  one-ton  capacity  or  less,  twenty  dollars  ($20.00). 
For  each  truck  or  omnibus  of  a  capacity  of  more  than  one  ton  but  less  than  three 
tons,  thirty  dollars  ($30.00). 

For  each  truck  or  omnibus  of  a  capacity  of  three  tons  or  more,  forty  dollars  ($40.00). 
For  each  motorcycle,  two  dollars  ($2.00). 

In  case  of  a  dispute  as  to  the  horsepower  or  capacity  of  a  vehicle,  the  issue  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors,  and  the  decision  of  the  Board  thereon  shall 
be  final. 

License  fees  shall  be  paid  for  the  calendar  year;  but  if  any  part  of  the  calendar 
year  shall  have  expired  when  the  license  is  taken  out,  then  the  license  fee  to  be  paid 
shall  be  proportioned  to  the  part  of  the  calendar  year  remaining,  including  therein 
the  calendar  quarter  in  which  the  license  is  paid;  but  the  Governor  shall  have  au- 
thority to  issue  sl-or:-term  licenses  at  rates  proportionate  to  the  rates  in  the  above 
schedule,  in  such  special  cases  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Licenses  heretofore  issued  shall  continue  in  force,  and  the  licensees  shall  not  be 
required  to  pay  fees  hereunder  until  the  licenses  previously  issued  to  them  shall  have 
expired. 

Section  2.    Motor  vehicles  OAvned  by  residents  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  op- 
erated in  the  Canal  Zone,  shall  pay  the  same  annual  license  fee  as  is  imposed  by  the  i 
Republic  of  Panama  on  motor  vehicles  owned  by  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone  and 
operated  in  the  Republic  of  Panama;   Provided,  That  the  Governor  of  the  Canal  Zone 
may  enter  into  arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  by 
which  any  class  or  classes  of  vehicles  owned  by  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone  and  : 
operated  in  the  Republic  of  Panama  may  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  license 
fees  in  the  Republic  of  Panama,  or  required  to  pay  fees  at  a  reduced  rate,  and  any 
class  or  classes  of  vehicles  owned  by  residents  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  operated 
in  the  Canal  Zone  may  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  license  fees  in  the  Canal  ■, 
Zone,  or  required  to  pay  fees  at  a  reduced  rate.  '• 

Section  3.  The  Governor  of  the  Canal  Zone  is  hereby  authorized  to  exempt  from 
the  payment  of  license  fees  hereunder  motor  vehicles  operated  exclusively  within 
certain  areas  or  districts  of  the  Canal  Zone  to  be  defined  by  him,  and  the  Governor 
is  also  authorized  by  public  notice  to  prohibit  motor  vehicles  of  any  or  all  kinds  from 
operating  on  such  portions  of  the  roads  in  the  Canal  Zone  as  he  may  designate,  when,  I'l 
in  his  judgment,  the  public  interest  requires  it;  or  he  may  permit  any  of  said  vehicles 
to  be  operated  in  any  areas  or  districts  designated  by  him,  upon  such  conditions  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  welfare  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

Section  4.  The  use  of  flare  lights  on  vehicles,  within  the  limits  of  any  city,  town,  or  j 
village  in  the  Canal  Zone  is  hereby  prohibited;   and  on  roads  outside  of  any  city, 
town,  or  village  limits,  the  drivers  of  automobiles  and  motorcycles  shall  extinguish 
their  flare  lights  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150;  feet  from  .h".  approaching  veliicle,  ! 
and  shall  pass  such  approaching  vehicle  with  the  use  of  their  dimmer  lights  only. 

Sections.  Section  1   of  the  Executive  Order  of  February  28,  1912,  No.   1489,  re- 
lating to  motor  vehicles,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.   It  shall  be  unlawful  to  drive  or  operate  a  motor  vehicle  or  bicycle 
over  the  roads  of  the  Canal  Zone  outside  of  town  or  village  limits,  at  a  speed 
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exceeding  twenty-five  (25)  miles  an  hour  on  straight  roads,  or  at  a  speed  exceed- 
ing twelve  (12)  miles  an  hour  when  approaching  or  traversing  curves,  forks, 
or  cross  roads,  or  when  traveling  over  the  streets  of  any  city,  town,  or  village 
of  the  Canal  Zone,  or  when  approaching  another  vehicle.  The  owner  of  an 
automobile,  if  within  the  car,  shall  be  held  responsible  for  its  speed.  In  the 
absence  of  the  owner  the  person  actually  operating  the  automobile  shall  be 
held  responsible.  The  person  operating  a  motorcycle  or  bicycle  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  its  speed. 

Section  6.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  pun- 
ished in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Section  5  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  August 
21,  1916,  and  entitled:  An  Act  Extending  certain  privileges  of  canal  employees  to 
other  officials  on  the  Canal  Zone  and  authorizing  the  President  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  affecting  health,  sanitation,  quarantine,  taxation,  public  roads,  self-pro-, 
pelled  vehicles,  and  police  powers  on  the  Canal  Zone,  and  for  other  purposes,  including 
provision  as  to  certain  fees,  money  orders,  and  interest  deposits. 

Section  7.  This  Order  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  October  1,  1916.

Supplement  No.  5  to  Gircaiar  5i)9-B,  Goi/erin^  Charges  for  Wharfage,  Gran- 
age,  Stevedoring  and  Transferring  Gargo,  etc..  Issued  January  29, 
1916,  Effective  March  1, 1916. 

Effective  at  once,  Item  3  (Shifting),  page  2,  is  amended  by  inserting 
the  words  "By  direction  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port"  after  the  words 
"Shifting  will  be  made"  and  said  item  shall  be  as  follows: 

Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Receiving  and  Forwarding  Agent,  or  Port  Cap- 
tain, it  is  deemed  advisable  to  shift  any  vessel  in  order  to  accommodate  other  vessels, 
or  for  any  other  reason,  shifting  will  be  made  by  direction  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port, 
and  the  towing  and  other  expenses  thereby  incurred  will  be  charged  against  the  vessel 
so  shifted. 

Effective  September  1,  1916,  Item  4  (Storage),  was  cancelled  and 
the   following  substituted   therefor: 

1.  No  charge  will  made  for  the  storage  of  transfer  cargo  held  on  piers  or  in  cars  for 
35  days  from  the  date  same  is  ready  for  delivery.  On  cargo,  both  routed  and  un- 
routed,  held  for  a  longer  period  than  35  days,  storage  for  the  first  30  days  will  be 
charged  at  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  bill-of-lading  ton  per  day,  and  thereafter  at  the  rate 
of  5  cents  per  bill-of-lading  ton  per  day. 

2.  All  cargo  routed  and  unrouted,  shall  be  removed  in  the  order  of  arrival. 

3.  No  storage  will  be  charged  on  cargo  for  local  delivery  for  a  period  of  72  hours 
from  the  time  the  steamer  has  completed  cargo,  but  on  any  cargo  not  accepted  by 
consignees  within  that  time,  a  charge  of  3  cents  per  100  pounds  per  day,  or  $5  per 
car  per  day  or  fraction  thereof,  at  the  option  of  the  company,  will  be  made,  the 
minimum  charge  to  be  15  cents. 

Change  in  Pay  Car  Schedules. 

Beginning  in  October  the  pay  car  will  travel  as  follows: 

10th — Car  from  Balboa  Heights  will  pay  north  of  Gamboa.  Arriving  at  Cristobal 
about  9.30,  stands  will  be  made  at  vacant  plot  back  of  Masonic  Temple;  near  new 
terminal  building;  Gatun  at  noon  hour;  Docks  7,  8,  and  9,  and  shops  in  the  after- 
noon. 

11th — Car  from  Cristobal  will  pay  at  Coco  Solo,  Magarita,  Mount  Hope,  coaling 
plant,  and  laundry,  ice,  and  cold  storage  plant. 

Car  from  Balboa  Heights  will  pay  at  Naos  Island,  Balboa  flats,  La  Boca  road,  com- 
missary, round  house,  material  yard.  Big  Tree,  medical  storehouse,  Panama  yard, 
shops,  Corozal,  and  iviiraflores  Locks. 

12th — Car  from  Balboa  Heights  will  pay  Pedro  Miguel  to  Las  Cascadas  and  on 
main  line  to  Gamboa. 


Ships  Transferred  from  the  Paciiic  to  ttie  Atlantic  Trade. 

The  steamship  City  of  Puebla,  which  passed  through  the  Canal 
on  September  8  on  her  way  from  San  Francisco  to  New  York  with  a 
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cargo  of  flour  and  barley,  and  the  Tampico,  which  arrived  at  Balboa 
on  September  17  on  the  way  to  New  York,  are  reported  sold  by  the 
Pacific  Coast  Steamship  Company  to  Atlantic  operators.  The  City 
of  Puebla  has  been  in  service  in  the  Pacific  for  30  years,  and  when  she 
first  came  out  was  one  of  the  fastest  ships  on  the  coast.

Inspection  of  Household  Goods  and  Goods  o!  American  Manufacture  Re- 
turned to  the  United  States. 

The  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Civil  Affairs  has  issued  the  follov/ing 
memorandum  concerning  the  inspection  of  household  goods  and  goods 
of  American  manufacture  returned  to  the  United  States: 

Under  the  agreement  with  the  United  States  Treasury  Department  for  the  in- 
spection, sealing,  and  certification  of  household  goods  and  goods  of  American  manu- 
facture being  returned  to  the  United  States  by  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal,  the 
Panama  Railroad  Company,  and  members  of  the  military  organizations  on  the  Isth- 
mus, compliance  with  certain  regulations  is  required. 

Only  household  effects  which  have  been  owned  and  actually  used  abroad  as  such 
by  the  shipper  or  his  family  for  not  less  than  one  year  previous  to  the  date  of  cer- 
tificate, and  articles  of  American  manufacture  which  have  not  been  advanced  in 
value  or  improved  in  condition  by  any  process  of  manufacture  or  other  means,  may 
be  sealed  by  Canal  Zone  customs  inspectors. 

This  privilege  is  limited  to  shipments  returned  when  sent  otherwise  than  as  baggage, 
and  neither  personal  effects  nor  household  goods  being  returned  to  the  United  States 
as  personal  or  excess  baggage  can  be  sealed  and  inspected  under  this  agreement. 
It  sometimes  happens  that  after  packages  have  been  sealed  and  certificated  by 
customs  inspectors  they  are  then  forwarded  by  employees  as  personal  or  excess 
baggage,  which  constitutes  a  violation  of  the  agreement  with  the  Treasury  De- 
partment. Unless  this  practice  is  discontinued,  customs  inspectors  will  be  forced 
to  remove  the  seals  and  destroy  the  certificates  on  all  such  shipments  being  for- 
warded to  the  United  States  as  baggage,  which  will  make  it  necessary  for  such 
shipments  to  be  inspected  at  the  port  of  entry  in  the  United  States. 

Arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  household  goods  and  goods  of  American  manu- 
facture under  the  foregoing  agreement  should  be  made  with  the  Chief  Customs  In- 
spector at  Cristobal  (telephone  172,  Cristobal)  by  people  residing  at  Gatun  and  Cris- 
tobal, and  all  others  should  make  arrangements  with  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector  at 
Balboa  (Telephone  No.  35,  Pacific  Terminals,  Balboa).    These  arrangements  should 
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be  made  several  days  prior  to  the  time  of  inspection,  and  no  goods  should  be  packed 
before  the  arrival  of  the  customs  inspector.  It  should  be  remembered  that  customs 
inspectors  are  acting  as  inspectors  only,  not  as  packers,  and  that  they  work  the  same 
hours  as  other  employees,  therefore,  requests  for  inspections  during  the  noon  rest 
period  and  after  five  o'clock  can  not  be  granted. 

Handbook  for  High  School  Teachers  and  Pupils. 

The  Division  of  Schools  has  issued  a  booklet,  "Course  of  Study,  Canal  Zone  High 
Schools",  which  is  to  serve  as  a  manual  of  information  for  teachers  and  pupils,  and 
will  assist  the  latter  in  the  selection  of  their  courses.  It  is  similar  in  the  general 
nature  of  its  contents  to  the  previously  issued  booklet,  "Course  of  Study,  Elementary 
Schools  of  the  Canal  Zone."

The  Act  of  Con><ress  quoted  below  is  published  for 
the   information   of   all   concerned.

AN   ACT  Extending  certain   privileges   of  canal  em- 
ployee.? to  other  officials  on  the  Canal   Zone  and 
authorizing  the  President  to  make  rules  and  regu- 
latioas    affecting    health,    sanitation,    quarantine, 
taxation,     public     roads,     self-propelled     vehicles, 
and  police  powers  on  the  Canal  Zone,  and  for  other 
purposes,   including   pronsion   as  to   certain   fees, 
money  orders,  and  interest  deposits. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the    United  State?  of  America  in  Congress  as- 
lembled.  That,  until   othervise  provided  by  Congress, 
the  President  is    authorized  to  make  rules  and  regula- 
tions in  matters  of  sanitation,  health,  and  quarantine 
for  the  Canal   Zone  or  to  modify  or  ch  nge  ejcisting 
rules  and  regulations  and   those  hereafter  made  from 
time  to  time.    Violations  of  any  quarantine  regulations 
provided  for  herein  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  to 
exceed    $500    or    by     imprisonment    in     jail    not    to 
exceed  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, in  the  court's  discretion;  and  a  violation  of  any 
sanitary  regulations   hereunder  shall   be  published   by 
a  fine  not  to  exceed  $25  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not 
to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment, in  the  court's  discretion.     Each  day  such 
violation    may    continue    shall    constitute    a    separate 
offense. 

Sec.  2.  That,  until  otherwise  provided  by  Congress, 
the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  and  from 
time  to  time  change  rules  and  regulations  for  levy- 
ing, assessing,  and  collecting  ad  valorem,  excise,  license, 
and  franchise  taxes  in  the  Canal  Zone,  or  to  modify 
or  change  existing  rules  or  regulations  for  that  pur- 
pose. Ad  valorem  taxes  imposed  shall  not  exceed  one 
per  centum  of  the  value  of  the  property,  nor  shall  fran- 
ehise  or  excise  taxes  exceed  two  per  centum  of  gross 
earnings. 

Sec.  3.  That,  until  otherwise  provided  by  Congress, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  make,  publish, 
and  enforce  all  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the 
public  roads  and  highways  in  the  Canal  Zone,  and 
also  for  regulating,  licensing,  and  taxing  the  use  and 
oporatioa  of  all  self-propelled  vehicle;  u^iiig  the  public 
highways,  including  speed  limit,  signals,  tags,  license 
fees,  and  all  detailed  regulations  which  may  be  from 
time  to  time  deemed  necessary  in  the  exercise  of  the 
authority  hereby  conferred.  The  taxes  on  automo- 
biles may  be  graded  according  to  t  le  value  or  the  power 
of  the  machinery,  and  such  rules  and  regulations^  as 
now  exist  may  be  changed  by  such  order  from  time 


to  time,  and  anv  that  may  be  hereafter  made  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time.  The  President  may  make 
mutual  agreements  with  the  Republic  of  Panama  touch- 
ing the  reciprocal  use  of  the  highways  of  the  Canal 
Zone  and  the  Republic  of  Panama  by  self-propelled 
vehicles  touching  taxes  and  license  fees,  and  any  other 
matter  of  regulation  to  establish  comity  for  the  con- 
venience of  the  residents  of  the  two  jurisdictions. 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  commit  any 
breach  of  the  peace  or  engage  in  or  permit  any  dis- 
orderly, indecent,  or  immoral  conduct  in  the  Canal 
Zone.  The  President  is  authorized  to  enforce  this 
provision  by  making  rules  and  regulations  to  assert 
and  exercise  the  police  power  in  the  Canal  Zone,  or 
for  any  portion  or  division  thereof,  and  he  may  amend 
or  change  any  such  regulations  now  existing  or  here- 
after made. 

Sec-  5.  That  any  person  who  commits  any  act  or 
who  carries  on  any  business,  trade,  or  occupation  in 
the  Canal  Zone  without  complying  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  established  by  the  President  for  the  levy- 
ing, assessing,  and  collecting  of  taxes,  or  who  \'ioIatea 
any  rules  or  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  public  roads 
and  highways,  or  who  violates  any  rules  and  regu- 
lations touching  the  hcensing,  taxes,  operation,  and 
use  of  self-propelled  vehicles,  or  who  violates  any  of  the 
police  regulations  authorized  hereunder,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  fine  not  to  exceed  $25  or  by  imprisonment  in 
jail  not  to  e.xceed  thirty  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  in  the  court's  discretion. 

Sec.  6.  That  deposit  money  orders  issued  in  the 
Canal  Zone  in  lieu  of  postal  savings  certificates  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  rules  and  regulations  heretofore 
established  by  the  President,  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  established  by  him,  sh<il!  bear  interest  at  a  rate  of 
not  exceeding  two  per  centum  per  annum. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  interest  received  from  the  Canal 
Zone  money  order  funds  deposited  in  banks  under 
Canal  Zone  regulations  shall  be  available  to  pay  the 
interest  on  deposit  money  orders  authorized  by  the 
preceding  section.  Such  interest  shall  also  be  avail- 
able to  pay  any  losses  which  are  chargeable  to  the  Canal 
Zone  postal  service. 

Sec.  8.  That  whenever  a  customs  officer  of  the  Canal 
Zone  shall  certify  an  invoice,  landing  certificate,  or 
other  similar  document,  or  shall  register  a  marine  note 
of  protest,  or  shall  perform  any  notarial  services,  he 
shall  be  authorized  to  collect  a  fee  equivalent  to  the 
fee  prescribed  by  the  United  States  consular  regu- 
lations for  the  same  act  or  service  when  performed 
by    consular    officials. 

Sec.  9.  The  laws  relating  to  seamen  of  vessels  of  the 
United  States  on  foreign  voyages  shall  apply  to 
seamen  of  all  vessels  of  the  United  States  at  the 
Panama  Canal  Zone,  whether  such  vessels  be  regis- 
tered or  enrolled  and  licen.sed,  and  the  powers  in 
respect  of  such  seamen  of  such  vessels  bestowed  by 
law  upon  consular  officers  of  the  United  States  in  foreign 
ports  and  upon  shipping  commissioners  in  ports  of 
the  United  States  are  hereby  bestowed  upon  the  ship- 
ping commissioner  and  depiity  shipping  commissioners 
on  the  Panama  Canal  Zone. 

Sec.  10.  The  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  make 
rules  and  regulations,  and  to  alter  or  amend  the  same 
from  time  to  time,  touching  the  right  of  any  person  to 
enter  or  remain  upon  or  pass  over  any  part  of  the  Canal 
Zone;  for  the  detention  of  any  person  entering  the 
Canal  Zone  in  violation  of  such  rules  and  regulations, 
and  return  of  such  person  to  the  country  whence  he  or 
she  came,  on  the  vessel  bringing  such  person  to  the 
Carml  Zone,  or  any  other  vessel  belo;  g;ng  to  the  same 
owner  or  interest,  and  at  the  expense  of  such  owner 
or  interest;  and  in  addition  to  the  punishment  pre- 
scribed by  this  section  for  violation  of  any  such  rules 
and  regulations,  the  authorities  of  the  Canal  Zone 
may  withhold  the  clearance  of  such  vessel  from  any 
port  in  the  Canal  Zone  until  any  fine  imposed  and  the 
cost  of  maintenance  of  such  person  are  paid.  Any 
person  violating  any  of  such  rules  or  regulations  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  in  the 
dijti-ict  court  of  the  Caail  Zo..o  oL^lI  le  P'^^i-^heu  by 
a  tine  not  exceeding  $500  or  by  imprisonment  not  ex- 
ceeding a  .vear,  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  court, - 
It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by  any  means  or 
in  any  way,  to  injure  or  obstruct  or  attempt  to  injure 
or  obstruct,  any  part  of  the  Panama  Canal  or  the  locks 
thereof  or  the  approaches  thereto.  Any  person  vio- 
lating this  provision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and 
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conviction  in  the  district  court  of  the  Canal  Zone 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  $10,000  or  by 
imprisonment  not  exceeding  twenty  years,  or  both, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  If  the  act  shall  cause 
the  death  of  any  person  within  a  year  and  a  day  there- 
after, the  person  so  convicted  shall  be  guilty  of  mur- 
der and  shall  be  punished  accordingly.

High  Prices.

In  the  September  2  i.^sup  of  the  Dry  Goods  Eronomisl 
we  are  informed  that  pure  linen  fabrics  are  almost  out 
of  the  question  nowadaj'S.  They  further  state  that 
union  goods  are  costing  around  90  per  cent  of  the  price 
for  alMinen  goods  and  appro.ximately  60  per  cent  of 
I'll'  r-M';t,  of  !'ll-!incT'  "ood^  i--  bc-ini  asked  for  all-cotton 
dsmaska.  They  explain  that  the  reason  for  tUs  is  due 
to  II. c  nit^h  niKo  oi  raw  coMuii,  w);iun  u  selling  at  about 
16  cents,  high  freight  rates,  insurance  on  war  risk  basis, 
and  labor  receiving  unprecedented  wages. 

We  have  been  anticipating  a  steady  rise  in  the  price 
of  linens  and  placed  our  requisition  covering  our  usual 
Christmas  supply  several  months  since  in  order  to 
insure  our  receiving  pure  linen  goods  in  the  quantity 
required  and  at  a  good  price.  We  are  expecting  to 
receive  these  goods  iiv  time  to  place  them  on  sale  for  the 
Holidays.  In  this  connection  we  recently  wrote  to  our 
London  agents  relative  to  the  flax  situation  and  have 
received  their  assurances  that  no  improvement  in  the 
linen  market  can  be  looked  for,  due  to  the  shortage  of 
the  Belgian  and  Irish  flax,  which  is  the  only  kind  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  fine  linen.s.  They  state  that  prices 
are_  almost  certain  to  advance  further.

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Panama  Railroad  Ships  to  Sail  at  11  a.  m. 

Beginning  with  the  sailing  of  the  Colon  on  Wednesday,  October  11, 
the  ships  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  will  clear  from 
Cristobal  for  New  York  at  11  a.  m.,  instead  of  3  p.  m.  The  earlier 
sailing  has  been  adopted  to  make  the  ships  arrive  at  New  York  at  a 
more  convenient  hoar. 

Sailings  from  New  York  will  continue  to  be  at  3  p.  m.,  Thursdays. 

Passengers  from  the  Argentine. 

Increasing  numbers  of  persons  bound  from  Argentina,  notably 
Buenos  Aires,  for  the  United  States  are  making  the  voyage  by  way  of 
the  Canal.  They  go  to  Valparaiso  by  way  of  the  Transandean  Rail- 
way and  embark  there  for  the  Canal  Zone  on  one  of  the  two  lines 
plying  between  Chile  and  the  Atlantic  terminus  of  the  Canal.  The 
voyage  to  Balboa,  takes  about  15  days  and  close  connections  are  usually 
made  on  the  Isthmus  with  ships  for  the  United  States,  which  are  at 
sea  from  five  to  eight  days. 

Two  of  the  steamship  lines  which  are  interested  in  this  traffic  have 
agencies  in  Argentina.  The  distance  from  Valparaiso  to  New  York, 
sailing  direct  to  and  from  the  Canal,  is  4,633  nautical  miles,  of  which 
1,970  miles  are  on  the  Atlantic.  From  Buenos  Aires  to  New  York 
direct  is  ^871  miles;  via  Montevideo,  Rio  de  Janeiro,  Bahia  and 
Pernambuco  the  distance  is  6,004  miles.  The  railway  journey  from 
Buenos  Aires  to  Valparaiso  requires  about  a  day  and  a  half;  in  the 
winter  the  trains  are  frequently  delayed  by  snows. 

Service  between  New  York  and  West  Coast  Ports  of  Central  America. 

The  New  York  and  Cuba  Mail  Steamship  Company  (Ward  Line) 
has  issued  announcements  of  the  proposed  inauguration  of  a  passenger 
and  freight  service  between  New  York,  the  Canal  Zone,  and  Pacific 
ports  of  Costa  Rica,  Nicaragua,  Honduras,  Salvador,  Guatemala,  and 
Mexico  via  the  Panama  Canal  direct. 

The  service  is  to  be  begun  by  the  steamship  Jalisco,  leaving  New 
York  on  Saturday,  September  30,  and  alternating  with  the  Mexico  II 
every  21  days  thereafter  from  New  York.  The  ports  of  call  will  be 
Cristobal  and  Balboa,  Canal  Zone;  Puntarenas,  Costa  Rica;  San  Juan 
del  Sur,  Corinto,  and  Amapala,  Nicaragua;  La  Union,  La  Libertad, 
and  Acajutla,  Salvador;  San  Jose,  Champerico,  and  Ocos,  Guatemala; 
and  Salina  Cruz,  Mexico. 


Rules  for  Docking  Vessels  in  Dry  Docks  Belonging  to  the  Panama  Canal. 

Following  the  placing  of  the  new  dry  dock.  No.  1,  in  service  at  Bal- 
boa, the  foUovv'ing  information  and  rules  have  been  issiled: 

1.  The  dock  at  Balboa  is  1,000  feet  long,  110  feet  wide,  with  a  depth  of  35  feet  over 
the  blocks  at  mean  tide.  High  tides  vary  from  four  to  ten  feet  above  mean  tide. 
The  dock  at  Cristobal  is  300  feet  long,  and  48  feet  wide,  with  a  draft  at  mean  high 
water  of  13  feet  6  inches  over  the  blocks.  Occasionally  the  depth  of  water  reaches 
14  feet  6  inches  but  not  more  than  13  feet  6  inches  can  be  counted  upon. 
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2.  The  Balboa  shops  are  fitted  to  perform  any  work  required  of  a  first-class  ship- 
yard, including  heavy  forgings,  steel,  iron,  and  brass  castings,  and  large  size  boring  and 
turning,  and  work  of  any  character  will  be  performed  on  request  and  charged  at 
actual  cost  plus  10  per  cent. 

3.  At  Cristobal  facilities  for  ordinary  repairs  are  available.  Facilities  for  the 
heaviest  work  are  lacking,  but  the  facilities  at  Balboa  are  available,  subject  to  delay 
necessary  for  shipping  heavy  parts  back  and  forth  over  the  railroad  and  to  the  ad- 
ditional expense  of  freight.  In  urgent  cases  arrangements  may  be  made  for  trans- 
portation by  special  train  at  increased  cost. 

4.  The  Panama  Canal  will  accept  no  responsibility,  under  any  conditions,  for 
demurrage  or  for  damage  to  ships  or  their  equipment  when  being  docked  or  undocked 
or  while  in  dock  or  waiting  to  dock.  Damage  to  docks  and  their  fittings,  to  other 
Panama  Canal  property  or  other  vessels  or  property  caused  by  any  vessel  while 
docking  or  undocking  or  while  in  dock  must  be  assumed  by  the  vessel,  regardless  of 
the  conditions  under  which  it  may  occur.  Every  reasonable  effort  will  be  made  when 
undocking  a  vessel  to  lay  her  alongside  the  wharf  in  the  entrance  slip  or  to  point  her 
fair  to  be  taken  in  tow  or  to  proceed  under  her  own  steam  without  damage,  but  failure 
to  do  so  will  involve  no  claim  against  The  Panama  Canal. 

5.  Applications  for  docking  will  be  filed  with  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  as  far  in 
advance  of  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  as  possible,  and  as  soon  as  the  exact  tifne  for  dock- 
ing can  be  fixed  the  master  of  the  vessel  will  be  informed  thereof. 

6.  In  making  inquiry  about  docking,  the  draft  of  the  vessel  and  her  condition  as  to 
loading  should  invariably  be  given,  together  with  desired  date  of  docking  and  infor- 
mation as  to  any  peculiarities  of  the  vessel  which  might  affect  docking. 

7.  In  general,  preference  for  docking  will  be  given  in  the  following  order.  In  each 
class  preference  will  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  date  of  application,  provided 
the  vessel  offers  herself  for  docking  at  the  time  applied  for: 

(a)  Vessels  in  distress  requiring  to  be  docked. 

{b)  Passenger  or  mail  ships  on  a  regular  schedule  or  on  a  special  schedule  pri- 
marily for  transportation  of  passengers  or  mail,  and  ships  with  perishable  cargo. 
(c)  Vessels  transiting  the  Canal. 
(</)  All  other  vessels. 

8.  In  special  cases  which  justify  such  action,  the  Governor  will  at  his  discretion 
grant  special  preference  to  any  vessel  making  application  for  docking. 

9.  The  Panama  Canal  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  dock  any  vessel  or  to  refuse  to 
■dock  her  except  during  daylight  hours,  and  also  to  require  a  vessel  to  enter  the  dock 
after  dark  if  it  should  be  deemed  desirable,  but  in  the  latter  event  the  extra  cost  will 
be  remitted  unless  the  vessel  is  benefited.  The  right  is  also  reserved  to  require  over- 
time work  on  any  vessel  in  dock,  but  in  that  case  the  extra  cost  will  be  remitted  if  the 
vessel  receives  no  benefit.  If,  in  order  that  a  vessel  may  be  docked  at  some  particular 
time,  it  is  necessary  to  dock  or  undock  another  vessel  after  daylight  hours,  or  to  per- 
form any  work  upon  her  at  extra  cost  the  additional  cost  will  be  charged  to  the  vessel 
benefited.  The  policy  will  be  not  to  perform  overtime  work  unless  requested  by  the 
vessel  or  unless  clearly  necessary  for  the  safety  of  property  or  the  satisfactory  opera- 
tion of  the  Panama  Canal. 

10.  Should  the  owners  of  two  vessels  or  their  authorized  representatives  desire  to 
exchange  dates  of  docking,  the  same  will  be  permitted  provided  the  rights  of  other 
parties  are  not  thereby  invaded  and  any  extra  cost  due  to  such  exchange  will  be  charged 
to  the  vessels  interested. 

11.  Tl  e  Panama  Canal  reserves  the  right  to  dock  vessels  stern  first,  to  dock  more 
than  one  vessel  in  dock,  and  to  flood  the  dock  at  any  time  when  it  may  seem  necessary 
or  desirable  to  do  so,  but  time  during  which  the  dock  is  flooded  will  not  be  charged  for 
unless  work  not  dependent  upon  the  dock  being  dry  is  under  way  and  unless  the  finaP 
completion  is  not  delayed  by  flooding.  Vessels  for  whose  benefit  the  dock  is  flooded 
will  be  charged  extra,  at  regular  rates,  for  the  work  of  flooding  and  pumping. 

12.  If,  when  more  than  one  vessel  is  in  dock,  the  undocking  of  any  vessel  is  delayed, 
no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  time  during  which  undocking  is  delayed. 

13.  Payments  for  docking  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  general  rules  for 
paying  for  work  performed  by  Panama  Canal  shops.  No  work  on  ships  in  dock  will 
be  permitted  by  forces  other  than  those  of  The  Panama  Canal,  except  that  by  special 
arrangement  the  bottom  of  the  vessel  may  be  cleaned  and  painted  by  the  ship's  crew. 

14.  Before  entering  the  dock  the  captain  or  other  authorized  representative  of  the 
owners  shall  sign  an  application  on  form  provided  and  all  persons  connected  with  the 
ship  shall  strictly  comply  with  the  terms  thereof. 

15.  Vessels  wishing  to  enter  dock  will  be  required  to  furnish  a  docking  plan;

otherwise  the  expense  of  sending  down  a  diver  to  examine  the  bottom,  if  considered 
necessary,  will  be  charged  in  addition  to  docking  rates.  Any  damage  to  dock  or  ship 
or  to  the  equipment  or  fittings  of  either  caused  by  inaccurate  or  incorrect  docking 
plans  or  information  from  the  ship  or  from  divers  will  be  charged  against  the  ship. 

16.  The  Panama  Canal  reserves  the  right  to  undock  any  vessel  at  any  time  for 
reasons  considered  by  the  dock  authorities  to  justify  it,  and  to  redock  the  vessel  when 
the  dock  is  again  available.  When  this  procedure  is  adopted,  the  cost  of  undocking 
and  redocking  will  not  be  charged  against  the  vessel  unless  the  work  is  for  her  benefit 
and  no  allowance  will  be  made  for  delays  or  losses  to  the  vessel  resulting  from  such 
action.  Wherever  the  term  "dock  authorities"  is  used  it  will  be  understood  to  mean 
the  Superintndent  of  the  Mechanical  Division  or  his  authorized  representative  directly 
in  charge  of  the  dock  shops  or  the  dock. 

17.  If  a  vessel  for  which  the  time  of  docking  has  been  set  fails  to  be  ready  for  dock- 
ing at  that  hour,  she  shall  lose  her  turn  unless  she  can  be  docked  when  she  is  ready 
without  prejudice  to  the  claims  of  any  other  vessel.  If  she  loses  her  turn,  a  new  appli- 
cation must  be  filed. 

18.  Before  entering  dock,  vessels  operating  on  oil  fuel  shall  take  such  precautions 
as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  danger  of  fire  or  of  explosion  of 
gases  from  the  oil  and  shall  carry  out  any  instructions  in  this  connection  which  may 
be  received  from  the  dock  authorities.  No  explosives  of  any  kind  will  be  permitted 
on  a  vessel  in  dock  without  specific  approval  of  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal. 

19.  Vessels  offering  themselves  for  docking  must  be  cleared  of  all  water  not  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  maintaining  stability  and  the  amount  on  board  for  this  purpose 
shall  be  reduced  as  much  as  practicable  without  undue  trouble  and  expense.  Such 
changes  in  distribution  of  water,  fuel,  or  cargo  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  satis- 
factory docking  conditions  shall  be  made  promptly  by  the  ship's  force  when  requested 
by  the  dock  authorities.  If  it  is  necessary  to  place  weights  on  board  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  a  list.  The  Panama  Canal  reserves  the  right  to  charge  extra  for  placing 
them. 

20.  When  practicable,  the  vessel  to  be  docked  will  be  berthed  at  the  wharf  within 
the  dock  slip  under  the  general  regulations  governing  berthing  of  vessels.  From  this 
berth  she  will  be  handled  entirely  by  the  dock  authorities,  and,  unless  special  ar- 
rangements to  the  contrary  are  made,  with  lines  supplied  by  the  dry  dock,  and  will 
continue  to  be  so  handled  until  the  bow  of  the  ship  is  clear  of  the  sill  of  the  dock  when 
coming  out  of  dock,  after  which  she  will  be  handled  by  the  master  in  accordance  with 
port  regulations.  If,  for  any  reason,  it  is  impracticable  or  undesirable  to  actually  lay 
the  vessel  alongside  the  wharf  within  the  dry  dock  slip,  lines  will  be  passed  to  her  by 
the  dock  crew  from  boats  and  she  will  be  handled  entirely  by  the  dock  authorities 
from  the  time  these  lines  are  made  fast.  The  crew  of  vessels  will  render  eveVy 
assistance  possible,  but  in  doing  so  they  will  be  completely  under  the  orders  of  the 
dock  authorities. 

21.  Masters  and  others  in  authority  on  vessels  in  dock  must  familiarize  them- 
selves with  the  dock  rules  and  will  be  held  strictly  accountable  for  their  observance 

22.  No  change  in  the  distrihulion  of  cargo,  fuel,  or  other  weights,  shall  be  fnade  betzveen 
the  time  vessel  landi  on  the  blocks  and  the  time  she  again  floats,  without  specific  ap- 
proval of  the  dock  atithorities.  Fuel  for  current  use  while  in  dock  shall  be  so  used  as  not 
lo  set  up  a  moment  tending  to  list  the  ship.  A  ny  tendency  of  the  ship  to  list  when  the  dock 
is  flooded  involves  grave  danger  of  injury  both  to  the  vessel  and  to  the  dock  and  its  equipment, 
and  safety  requires  that  the  utmost  care  be  exercised  to  avoid  any  listing  moment. 

23.  While  in  dock  the  vessel  shall  strictly  observ^e  all  police,  fire,  and  sanitary 
rules.  Copy  of  these  rules,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  especially  to  vessels  in  dock,  will 
be  supplied  the  vessel  prior  to  placing  her  in  dock.  Any  expense  necessary  on  account 
of  failure  to  observe  these  rules  will  be  charged  to  the  vessel,  in  addition  to  fines  or 
other  penalty  which  may  be  incurred  under  the  general  Canal  regulations. 

24.  Masters  of  vessels  in  dock  will  be  responsible  that  the  crew  and  passengers 
belonging  to  their  vessels  do  not  wander  through  the  shops  or  interfere  by  conver- 
sation or  otherwise  with  the  work  of  Canal  employees,  and  that  no  trafficking  of  any 
kind  is  allowed  by  the  vessel  or  her  crew  or  passengers  while  in  dock. 

25.  Smoking  by  the  crew  or  passengers  on  vessels  in  dock  will  be  permitted  only 
in  those  spaces  on  board  in  which  it  is  allowed  under  the  regular  operating  rules  of  the 
vessel.    Smoking  on  the  dock  coping  or  about  the  shops  is  strictly  forbidden. 

26.  Anchors  and  other  loose  equipment  and  boats  must  be  moved  inboard  of  the 
rail  if  directed  by  the  dock  authorities  and  must  in  all  cases  be  stowed  and  secured 
so  that  there  is  no  danger  of  their  getting  adrift  or  interfering  with  lines  or  the  move- 
ments of  the  vessel  or  the  dock  crane. 
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27.  Upon  request,  permission  will  be  given  to  lower  anchors  into  the  dock  and  to 
run  out  the  chain  for  cleaning  and  painting,  provided  this  does  not  involve  interfer- 
ence with  work  in  the  dock.  If  additional  expense  is  involved  by  permitting  this  to 
be  done,  it  will  be  charged  at  regular  rates. 

28.  With  the  permission  of  the  dock  authorities  boats  actually  belonging  to  the 
vessel  in  dock  may  be  landed  on  the  dock  floor,  but  this  must  be  entirely  at  the  risk 
of  the  vessel. 

29.  No  water  shall  be  drained  from  tanks  or  holds  into  the  dock  without  specific 
approval  of  the  dock  authorities  and  no  fuel  oil  or  other  inflammable  liquids  shall  be 
drained  into  the  dock  under  any  conditions  by  the  ship's  force.  When  this  must  be 
done,  it  shall  be  done  only  by  dock  employees  under  the  supervision  of  the  dock 
authorities,  and  all  risk  of  fire,  explosion,  or  other  damage  incident  thereto,  shall  be 
assumed  by  the  vessel. 

30.  No  cargo,  stores,  or  other  weights,  except  those  handled  in  connection  with 
repairs,  will  be  allowed  to  be  taken  on  or  removed  from  the  vessel  without  express 
permission  of  the  dock  authorities,  and  when  permitted  they  must  be  so  distributed 
as  not  to  set  up  a  listing  moment. 

31.  Employees  of  the  vessel  are  strictly  forbidden  to  move  or  in  any  other  manner 
to  tamper  with  or  alter  any  shores  or  blocks  in  the  dock,  or  the  life  lines  or  life-line 
stanchions  on  the  coping  of  dock  and  dock  gates. 

32.  Vessels  in  dock  must  keep  a  good  night  watch  and  must  strike  the  bells  every 
half  hour;  also  must  maintain  satisfactory  lights  at  all  gangways  at  which  gangway 
brows  are   provided. 

33.  Ship's  hose  must  be  laid  out  as  directed  and  attached  to  or  kept  ready  for 
attachment  to  fire  plugs  in  case  of  fire.  Adapters  for  permitting  the  hose  to  be  screwed 
on  to  fire  plugs  will  be  supplied  without  cost  upon  request,  and  if  returned  before  the 
ship  leaves  the  dock  no  charge  for  their  use  will  be  made;  otherwise  they  will  be  billed 
to  the  ship. 

34.  Vessels  will  use  their  own  lines  for  making  fast  to  cleats  and  bollards  while  the 
vessel  is  in  dock  and  will  be  responsible  for  slacking  them  away  whenever  the  dock  is 
flooded. 

35.  If  required,  yards  of  sailing  vessels  will  be  sent  down  and  masts  housed  prior 
to  entering  dock  or  while  the  vessel  is  in  dock,  as  may  be  directed. 

36.  Sails  shall  not  be  loosed  to  dry  while  the  vessel  is  in  dock  without  special  per- 
mission of  the  dock  authorities. 

37.  If  it  is  desired  to  obtain  information  relative  to  work  outside  of  working  hours 
or  in  emergencies  endangering  the  dock  or  the  ship  or  any  of  their  equipment,  there 
will  always  be  available  on  the  dock  a  Canal  employee,  generally  a  watchman  outside 
of  working  hours,  who  will  be  communicated  with  in  each  case. 

38.  Before  water  is  admitted  to  the  dock,  the  captain  or  other  navigating  officer 
in  responsible  charge  at  the  time  will  be  required  to  certify  that  all  valves  through 
which  water  might  enter  to  set  up  a  listing  moment  have  been  closed,  and  any  damage 
resulting  from  failure  to  close  them  will  be  borne  by  the  ship. 

39.  Charges  for  docking  will  be  in  accordance  with  rates  as  follows:

Note.— When  a  vessel  whose  tonnage  is  below  the  amount  which  at  re!?ular  rates  would  equal  the  mimmum  rate 
above  is  docked  at  Cristobal  with  one  or  more  other  vessels,  she  will  be  charged  $60  for  do=kmg  and  uudockra?  and 
S30  for  each  lay  day,  When  a  ves-scl  und;r  the  same  conditions  is  docked  at  Balboa  with  one  or  more  other  vessels, 
or  under  other  ciruum-4anec3  which  involve  no  additional  cost  for  pumping,  a  special  rate  will  be  charged  dependent 
on  circumstances  but  in  no  case  less  than  the  actual  cost,  exclusive  of  pumping,  plus  10  per  cent. 
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40.  Cargo  on  board  vessels  when  docked  will  be  charged  at  the  same  rate  per  bill 
of  lading  ton  as  the  vessel  herself.  Bunker  fuel  in  excess  of  the  quantity  permitted 
by  the  Canal  rules  to  be  retained  on  board  a  vessel  in  ballast  when  passing  through 
the  Canal,  will  be  charged  as  cargo. 

41.  The  charge  for  docking  and  undocking  will  begin  when  the  floor  of  the  dock 
is  dry  unless  work  of  scraping  the  bottom  is  performed  as  the  water  goes  out.  In 
that  case  the  charge  will  begin  when  the  keel  of  the  vessel  lands  on  the  blocks.  Cap- 
tains desiring  to  have  scraping  done  as  the  water  goes  down  should  inform  the  dock- 
master  before  entering  the  dock. 

42.  Unless  undocking  is  delayed  by  the  vessel,  time  in  dock  will  terminate  when 
the  vessel  is  afloat  and  the  dock  gates  open  for  her  removal. 

43.  If  flooding  the  dock  and  opening  the  gate  are  delayed  after  completion  of  work, 
on  account  of  lack  of  tide,  lack  of  tugs,  of  for  other  cause  attributable  entirely  to 
The  Panama  Canal,  no  charge  will  be  made  against  the  vessel  for  this  delay,  but  if 
after  the  dock  gates  are  open  the  vessel  can  not  be  immediately  removed  from  the 
dock  for  reason  attributable  to  ship  or  her  owners  this  time  will  be  charged  at  regular 
docking  rates. 

44.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  Sundays  or  holidays  when  work  is  not  performed 
on  the  vessel.     If  work  is  performed  on  these  days  regular  rates  will  be  charged. 

45.  The  rate  for  docking  and  undocking  will  cover  24  hours  from  the  time  charges 
begin.    Each  lay  day  will  cover  24  hours. 

46.  The  full  docking  or  lay  day  rate  will  be  charged  for  time  in  dock  in  excess  of 
four  hours  on  any  day.  For  any  time  less  than  four  hours,  half  rates  will  be  charged 
provided  that  not  less  than  the  full  rate  for  docking  and  undocking  will  be  charged 
under  any  conditions  regardless  of  the  length  of  time  in  dock. 

47.  If  the  dock  is  wholly  or  partially  prepared  for  a  vessel  and  she  fails  to  enter  she 
.  will  be  charged  at  regular  rates  for  the  work  actually  done,  provided  no  other  vessel 

is  waiting  to  dock.    If  another  vessel  is  waiting  to  dock  the  vessel  for  which  the  work 
was  done  will  be  charged  for  docking  and  undocking  at  the  regular  tonnage  rates. 

48.  If  the  vessel  is  not  ready  to  enter  the  dock  at  the  time  set  for  docking  but  later 
enters  it  without  the  docking  of  any  other  vessel  between,  she  will  be  charged  for  any 
expense  incurred  by  The  Panama  Canal  in  holding  the  dock  for  her,  provided 
no  other  vessel  is  waiting  to  dock.  If  another  vessel  is  waiting  to  dock  the  time  of 
docking  will  run  from  the  hour  appointed  for  docking  provided  the  dock"  was  ready; 
otherwise  from  the  time  the  dock  was  ready. 

49.  The  rate  for  docking  and  undocking  covers  the  arrangement  of  ordinary  blocks, 
hauling  the  vessel  into  and  out  of  the  dock,  pumping  the  dock  and  shoring  the  vessel, 
and  no  extra  charge  will  be  made  for  keeping  the  dock  dry.  Special  blocking  and 
shores  and  the  cost  of  cutting  out  and  replacing  blocks  and  shores  in  connection  with 
repairs,  including  the  cost  of  the  blocks  and  shores  destroyed,  will  be  charged  extrfi 
at  regular  rates. 

50.  The  rates  for  docking  and  undocking  cover  the  use  of  floats,  staging  horses, 
stage  planking,  staging  lines,  trestles,  scrapers,  brushes,  etc.,  for  use  in  connection 
with  cleaning  and  painting  the  vessel  or  making  repairs,  but  the  cost  of  work  per- 
formed in  rigging  staging,  etc.,  will  be  charged  extra  at  regular  rates. 

51.  Gangway  brows,  shores,  blocks,  etc.,  will  be  handled  without  extra  cost. 
Heavy  weights  handled  at  the  request  of  the  ship  or  in  connection  with  repairs  being 
undertaken  while  the  vessel  is  in  dock  will  be  subject  to  special  arrangements. 

52.  Shores,  blocks,  staging,  or  other  dock  equipment  damaged  or  destroyed  by  the 
ship  or  her  crew,  except  as  a  result  of  fair  wear  and  tear,  will  be  charged  at  regular 
rates. 

53.  Any  unusual  expense  involved  in  docking  a  vessel  will  be  charged  against  the 
vessel. 

54.  Vessels  lying  at  wharves  solely  for  the  purpose  of  waiting  to  enter  dock  will 
not  be  charged  wharfage. 

55.  If  desired,  water  and  current  for  ships'  use  will  be  supplied  to  vessels  in  dock 
and  charged  at  current  rates.  Application  for  the  same  should  be  made  to  the  dock 
authorities.  Should  water  be  required  for  extinguishing  fires  on  vessels  in  dock  it  will 
be  charged  at  the  same  rate  as  for  other  purposes. 

56.  Compressed  air  or  steam  will  be  supplied  for  operating  blowers  or  other  engines 
or  for  heating,  cooling,  or  ventilation  purposes  and  when  furnished  will  be  charged  in 
accordance  with  regular  rates. 

57.  Telephones  will  be  temporarily  installed  on  each  vessel  in  dock,  without  extra 
charge.    Service  on  this  telephone  is  unlimited. 

58.  Vessels  are  permitted  to  furnish  their  own  bottom  paint  if  they  so  desire  and 
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in  that  case  charge  for  application  will  be  limited  to  the  cost  of  applying  it,  at  regular 
rates,  and  the  cost  of  brushes  and  other  tools  used.  A  stock  of  United  States  Navy 
ship-bottom  composition  is  maintained  by  the  Canal.  It  is  a  varnish  paint  and  the 
price  varies,  but  averages  about  90  cents  per  gallon  for  the  anticorrosive  and  about 
$1.50  per  gallon  for  the  antifouling. 

59.  If  desired,  special  shop  orders  will  be  issued  for  particular  parts  of  the  work  on 
vessel,  and  bills  rendered  separately  for  work  so  covered,  but  in  order  that  this  may 
be  done  request  for  the  same  must  be  made  before  work  is  started.

Length  and  Draft  of  Ships  Making  the  Transit  of  the  Canal. 

The  length  of  the  oceangoing  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in 
August  ranged  from  110  feet  (barge  No.  51  of  the  Panama  Rail- 
road) to  536  feet  (the  collier  Jason).  The  average  length  of  the  142 
ships  was  357.7  feet,  and  their  aggregate  length  was  50,795.3  feet.  This 
is  equivalent  to  approximately  9  3/5  statute  miles.  The  ships  have 
been  classified  by  lengths  as  follows:

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Distribution  of  Cargo  Discharged  at  Cristobal  and  Colon. 

During  the  last  fiscal  year  there  were  73  ships  which  loaded  at 
Cristobal  for  ports  on  the  west  coast  by  way  of  the  Canal,  and  78 
which  made  Cristobal  their  terminus  after  passing  through  the  Canal 
from  west  coast  ports.  Together  they  were  19.2  per  cent  of  all  ships 
making  the  transit  of  the  Canal.  Mostly  small  ships,  they  aggrega- 
ted 259,591  net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  and  were  10.4  per 
cent  of  the  total  net  tonnage.  They  carried  185,262  tons  of  2,240 
pounds,  or  5.9  per  cent  of  the  cargo  which  went  through  the  Can^l. 

The  transfer  business  at  the  Atlantic  terminus  is  a  considerable 
item  in  the  Canal  trafific.  The  following  summaries  of  analyses  of 
cargoes  discharged  at  Cristobal  by  ships  from  Europe  and  the  United 
States  for  transfer  during  the  months  of  July  and  August  are  indica- 
tive of  the  origin  and  destination  of  these  goods.

Notice  to  Steamship  Companies. 

The  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Balboa  has  issued  the  following  notice  to 
steamship  companies: 

The  floats  at  dock  No.  19  are  available  for  use  as  a  landing  for  all  small  boats 
for  taking  on  or  discharging  passengers  or  stores,  but  small  boats  are  not  allowed 
to  lie  alongside  the  landing  except  when  taking  on  or  discharging  passengers  or 
stores.  In  other  words,  the  floats  at  dock  No.  19  are  open  to  the  public  for  the 
use  of  small  boats  as  above. 

By  small  boats  is  meant  boats  65  feet  in  length  or  less.  No  boats  over  65  feet 
in  length  are  allowed  to  land  at  these  floats. 

First  Spanish  Ship  to  Go  through  the  Canal. 

The  first  Spanish  vessel  to  make  use  of  the  Canal  was  the  Carlos  of 
Bilbao,  which  entered  from  Cristobal  on  September  21  in  passage 
from  Norfolk  to  Mejillones  with  3,391  tons  of  coal.  The  Carlos  is 
operated  by  Juan  L.  Prado  and  Son,  is  300  feet  in  length  by  40  feet 
beam,  and  was  built  at  Sunderland  in  1894.  A  second  Spanish  ship, 
the  Bartolo,  went  through  on  the  same  routing  on  September  30. 

Line  between  New  Orleans  and  India. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Transatlantic  Steamship  Company,  of 
Gothenburg,  Sweden,  will  establish  a  regular  service  between  Calcutta 
and  New  Orleans  by  way  of  the  Canal,  and  that  the  first  vessel  in  this 
line  was  to  have  left  Calcutta  the  latter  part  of  September.  The 
new  line  can  allow  direct  shipments  between  New  Orleans  and  India, 
whereas  in  previous  services  it  has  been  necessary  to  transfer  cargo. 

Sale  of  Three  American-Hawaiian  Ships. 
Press  reports  announce  the  sale  by  the  American-Hawaiian  Steam- 
ship Company  of  the  steamships  Arhorean,  Artisan,  and  Honolulan, 
all  of  which  have  been  through  the  Canal,  the  Arbor ean  and  Artisan 
on  their  recent  maiden  voyages  from  Philadelphia  and  twice  since,  and 
the  Honolulan  11  times.  The  Arhorean  and  the  Artisan  are  reported 
sold  to  Norwegian  and  the  Honolulan  to  Russian  interests. 

West  Coast  Line  House  Flag  and  Funnel  Marks  Registered. 

The  Bureau  of  Navigation  has  announced  the  registration  of  the 
house  flag  and  funnel  marks  of  the  West  Coast  Line,  which  is  operated 
by  Wessell,  Duval  &  Co.  between  New  York  and  the  west  coast  of 
South  America  by  way  of  the  Canal.  The  house  flag  bears  a  white  H 
in  a  red  field ;  the  funnel  marks  are  a  white  H  in  a  red  band,  the  top 
and  bottom  of  the  funnel  being  black. 

Contribution  Days  for  Aid  of  Stricken  Syrian  and  Armenian  Peoples. 

By  the  President  of  the   United  States  of  America.    A  Proclamation: 
Whereas,  I  have  received  from  the  Senate  of  the  United  States   a    Resolution 
passed  July  7  (calendar  day,  July  10),  1916,  reading  as  follows:

"Whereas  the  attention  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  has  been  directed 
to  the  helpless  situation  in  which  many  of  the  Syrians  in  the  Mount  Lebanon 
district  have  been  placed,  and  that  many  thousands  have  perished  from  hunger 
and  exposure;   and 

"Whereas  thousands  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  in  practically  every 
State  of  the  Union  were  either  born  in  Syria  or  are  the  children  of  Syrians  born 
in  that  country,  and  that  thousands  of  American  citizens  are  related  by  blood  and 
affinity  to  many  of  the  said  suffering  and  helpless  people;  and 

"Whereas  the  people  of  the  United  States  have  demonstrated  their  sympathy 

,       for  the  suffering  people  on  all  sides  in  the  great  European  war,  having  helped 

in  a  practical  way  the  people  of  Belgium,  Serbia,  Ireland,  Poland,  and  others, 

as  becomes  a  nation  which  is  neutral  in  this  war  and  on  friendly  terms  with  all 

the  belligerents:    Therefore  be  it 

"Resolved,  That,  appreciating  the  sufferings  of  the  Syrian  people,  it  is  sug- 
gested that  the  President  of  the  United  States  set  aside  a  day  upon  which  a 
direct  appeal  to  the  sympathy  of  all  American  citizens  shall  be  made  and  an  op- 
portunity shall  be  given  for  our  public-spirited  people  to  contribute  to  a  much- 
needed  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  Syrian  people." 

And  Whereas,  a  Resolution  was  passed  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on 
July  18,   1916,  reading  as  follows: 

"Whereas  in  countries  now  engaged  in  war  there  are  several  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  Armenians  in  need  of  food,  clothing,  and  shelter;   and 

"Whereas  great  numbers  of  them  have  been  required  by  conditions  growing 
out  of  the  state  of  war  to  leave  their  homes  and  their  property,  deprived  of  an 
opportunity  to  make  provision  for  their  most  elementary  wants,  causing  star- 
vation, disease,  and  untold  suffering;   and 

"Whereas  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America  have  learned  with 
sorrow  of  this  terrible  plight  of  great  numbers  of  human  beings  and  have  most 
generously  responded  to  the  cry  for  help  whenever  such  an  appeal  has  reached 
them:    Therefore  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  (the  House  of  Representatives  concurring),  That, 
in  view  of  the  misery,  wretchedness,  and  hardships  which  these  people  are  suf- 
fering, the  President  of  the  United  States  be  respectfully  asked  to  designate  a 
day  on  which  the  citizens  of  this  country  may  give  expression  to  their  sympathy 
by  contributing  to  the  funds  now  being  raised  for  the  relief  of  the  Armenians 
in  the  belligerent  countries." 

And  Whereas,  I  feel  confident  that  the -people  of  the  United  States  will  be  moved 
to  aid  these  peoples  stricken  by  war,  famine  and  disease; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States,  in  compliance 
with  the  said  suggestion  of  the  Senate,  and  the  said  request  of  the  Congress  thereof; 
do  appoint  and  proclaim  Saturday,  October  21,  and  Sunday,  October  22,  1916,  as 
joint  days  upon  which  the  people  of  the  United  States  may  make  such  contributions 
as  they  feel  disposed  for  the  aid  of  the  stricken  Syrian  and  Armenian  peoples. 

Contributions  may  be  addressed  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  Washington,  D.  C, 
which  will  care  for  their  proper  distribution. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington  this  thirty-first  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  the  Independence  of  the  United 
States  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first.

Subsistence  for  Female  Nurses. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  September  25,  1916. 
Circular  No.  630-2: 

1.  Effective  October  1,  1916,  the  pay  of  all  female 
nurses  will  be  increased  S20  per  month,  and  they  will 
be  carried  on  the  rolh  at  a  non-siibsiated  rate. 

2.  When  subsistence  is  furnished,  deduction  will  be 
made  from  their  pay  at  the  rate  of  S20  per  month  or 
at  the  rate  of  67  cents  a  day  when  the  period  subsisted 
is  less  than  one  month — the  total  charge  for  subsistence 
not  to  exceed  $20  in  any  one  month. 

3.  A  nurse  ordinarily  subsisted  but  who  does  not  re- 
eeive  sabjistence  for  a  period  of  two  days  or  less,  will  be 
oharged  for  subsistence  the  same  as  if  actually  subsisted. 
Subsistence  for  any  part  of  a  day  will  be  charged  for  as 
a  full  day's  subsistence.

Credit  Basis  in  Pa}  ment  for  Laundry  WorI<. 

The  Panama  Canal, 

Supply  Department, 
Cristobal,  C.  Z..  September  29,  1916. 

Arrangements  have  been  effected  whereby,  com- 
mencing October  1,  1916,  laundry  work  will  be  done  for 
gold  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama 
Raihoad  and  deUvcred  to  their  homes  on  a  credit  basis, 
payment  of  charges  therefor  to  be  made  monthly  at 
commissaries  in  coupons. 

Agreements  will  be  signed  by  employees  to  the  effect 
that  they  will  pay  their  accounts  promptly  after  the 
close  of  the  month,  with  a  penalty  of  50  cents  additional 
charge  where  payroll  deduction  is  necessary. 

This  scheme  is  being  tried  out  solely  as  a  convenience 
to  employees  and  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  their  having 
to  call  at  the  commissary  or  launcby  for  their  work.  Its 
success  or  failure  will  depend  on  the  cooperation  shown 
by  employees,  and  it  is,  therefore,  desired  to  impress  upon 
them  the  importance  of  paying  their  accounts  promptly 
after  the  close  of  each  month.  The  privilege  of  having 
their  work  done  on  this  basis  will  be  revoked  in  cases  of 
persistent  delinquents,  and  should  too  much  trouble 
be  experienced  in  making  collections  the  plan  may  be 
abandoned.

Limit  of  Weiglit  on  Official  Matter. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Department, 
Division  of  Posts, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  September  29,  1916. 
To  all  postmasters. — -You  are   advised  of  the   issue 
on  August  16,  1916,  of  order  No.  9SS7  by  the   Post- 
master General,  amending  Sec.  499  of  the  United  States 
Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  edition  of  1913,  to  read 
as   follows: 

"Sec.  499:  No  article  or  package  exceeding 
four  pounds  in  weight  shall  be  admitted  to  the  mails 
under  the  penalty  privilege  unless  it  comes  within 
the  exceptions  named  in  the  Acts  of  June  8,  1896, 
Chap.  370,  29,  Stat.  262,  and  June  26,  1906,  Chap; 
3546,  34.  Stat.  477  (Act  of  May  18,  1916,  Sec.  11, 
Pub.  81)". 

The  exception  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
covers  only  single  books,  books  and  documents,  published 
or  circulated  by  order  of  Congress,  printed  or  written 
official  matter  emanating  from  any  of  the  departments  of 
the  Government,  postage  stamps,  stamped  envelopes, 


newspaper  wrappers,  postal  cards,  and  internal  revenue 
stamps.  OiBcial  matter  exceeding  four  pounds  in  weight 
which  is  not  embraced  in  these  exceptions  shall  not  be 
accepted  for  maihng  free  of  postage  under  a  penalty 
envelope  or  label,  but  if  it  does  not  exceed  the  limit  of 
weight  prescribed  by  Sec.  462,  shall  be  accepted,  pro- 
vided postage  is  paid  thereon  at  the  rate  for  the  class  to 
which  the  matter  belongs. 

Paragraph  4,  Sec.  463,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations, 
making  the  limit  of  weight  on  official  matter  partaking  of 
the  characteristics  of  fourth-class  matter,  the  same  as  the 
limit  of  weight  on  parcels  post  matter,  is  annulled.    Para- 
graph 3  of  the  same  section  is  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
'  '3.  Printed  or  written  official  matter  weighing  in 
excess  of  4  pounds  emanating  from  any  of  the  depart- 
ments of  the  Government  or  the  Smithsonian  Insti- 
tute, sliall  be  accepted  for  mailing  under  the  penalty 
envelope  or  label  by  the  post  office  at  Washington, 
D.  C,  only.  Such  official  matter  weighing  more  than 
4  pounds  but  not  exceeding  the  limit  of  weight  pre- 
scribed by  Sec.  462,  may  be  accepted  for  mailing 
at  other  post  offices  only  when  postage  is  prepaid 
thereon." 

These  regulations  shall  apply  in  the  Canal  Zone  with 
regard  to  official  matter  originating  in  the  Canal  Zone 
and  addressed  for  delivery  outside  of  the  Canal  Zone 
excepting  the  Republic  of  Panama.  They  will  not  apply 
in  the  Canal  Zone  as  regards  official  matter  mailed  in 
the  Canal  Zone  and  addressed  for  delivery  in  the  Canal 
Zone  or  the  Republic  of  Panama,  the  Umit  of  weight 
of  which  shall  not  exceed  20  pounds,  excepting  remit- 
tances of  coin,  which  shall  not  exceed  1,000  pesos,  or 
their  equivalent  in  weight  in  any  single  package  or  sack.

Award. 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Rev.  Dr.  Guillermo  Rojat, 
Bishop  of  Panama,  on  behalf  of  the  Catholic  Church, 
for  the  portion  of  the  lands  of  Sabana  Grande,  lying  within 
the  Canal  Zone,  award  No.  126,  docket  No'  974,  August 
7,  1916— On  May  15,  1913,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Guil- 
lermo Rojas,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Panama,  on  be- 
half of  the  Catholic  Church,  filed  with  the  Joint 
Commission  a  claim  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  $25,- 
234.76  United  States  currency,  for  the  expropriation 
by  the  United  States  of  America  of  that  portion  of  the 
estate  of  Sabana  Grande  lying  within  what  now  com- 
prises  the   Canal   Zone. 

_  This  claim  came  on  for  hearing  before  the  Commis- 
sion on  September  27,  1915,  at  which  time  it  developed 
that  there  was  a  conflict  between  the  bishop  and  the 
Chillibre  Land  and  Timber  Corporation  to  a  portion 
of  the  land  claimed  and  that  the  latter  had  also  filed 
a  claim,  under  Joint  Commission  docket  No.  7848, 
including  the  portion  of  the  lands  in  dispute  between 
them.  There  was  considerable  delay  pending  an  agree- 
ment between  the  parties  as  to  the  disputed  area.  On 
August  1,  1916,  final  hearing  and  argument  was  had, 
atwhich  time  the  parties  agreed  to  submit  to  this  Com- 
mission the  dispute  as  to  the  110  hectares  claimed  both 
by  the  bishop  and  the  Chillibre  Land  and  Timber  Cor- 
poration, and  that  the  finding  or  decision  of  the  Com- 
mission in  this  matter  would  be  binding  and  conclusive 
upon  them.  This  agreement  was  put  in  writing  and 
signed,  August  4,  1916,  by  Felix  E.  Porter,  attorney  for 
the  Chillibre  Land  and  Timber  Corporation,  and  Messrs. 
Oscar  Teran,  and  Hinckley  &  Ganson,  as  attorneys  for 
the  Bishop  of  Panama. 

Counsel  for  the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the 
trial  of  this  claim,  denied  the  title  of  the  Catholic  Church 
to  all  the  lands  claimed  in  docket  No.  974. 

In  order  to  establish  whether  the  church  has  a  le- 
gitimate title  to  the  lands  of  Sabana  Grande,  the  follow- 
ing premises  are  considered. 

By  decree  of  December  9,  1861  of  General  T.  C.  Mos- 
quera,  provisional  president  of  the  United  States  of 
New  Granada,  of  which  the  Isthmus  formed  a  part, 
all  of  the  rural  and  urban  properties  belonging  to  the 
Church  were  adjudicated  as  property  of  the  nation  for 
the  corresponding  value  of  the  net  rents  which  they 
at  that  time  produced  or  were  paying,  calculated  at 
an  interest  of  6  per  cent  per  annum.  It  appears  from 
the  evidence,  nevertheless,  that  the  church  was  never 
paid  for  the  lands  of  Sabana  Grande;  that  these  lands 
were  never  taken  out  of  the  possession  of  the  church, 
that  the  church  was  never  prevented  the  enjoyment 
of  all  the  rights  of  ownership  over  the  said  lands,  not- 
withstanding the  confiscation  decree;  that  by  subse- 
quent law  U  was  ordered  that  an  inventory  be  taken  of 
all  the  property  of  which  the  church  should  be  deprived 
as  per  the  confiscation  decree,  and  there  is  nothing  to 
show  that  the  lands  of  Sabana  Grande  were  ever  in- 
cluded in  any  such  inventory;  that  the  United  States 
of  New  Granada  changed  form  of  government  in  1886 
and  a  new  constitution  and  official  name  was  adopted 
that  in  such  constitution  the  Catholic  faith  was  pro- 
claimed to  be  the  official  religion  of  the  Republic  of 
Colombia;  that  in  said  constitution  the  properties 
taken  from  the  church  were  not  included  among  the 
things  belonging  to  the  nation;  that  the  civil  and  fiscal 
codes  adopted  sub.?equent  to  the  constitution  of  1888 
did  not  include  among  the  property  of  the  nation  the 
properties  of  the  church  confiscated  by  the  decree  of 
General  Mosquera;  and,  finally,  that  by  a  concord 
or  treaty  entered  into  by  the  Republic  of  Colombia 
and  the  Holy  See  it  was  agreed  that  the  proportion  com- 
prised in  the  Mosquera  decree  which  had  not  been 
sold  or  alienated  in  any  form  by  the  nation,  should 
revert   to   the  church. 

It  appears,  therefore,  that  neither  the  Republic  of 
Colombia  since  18S6,  nor  the  RepubUc  of  Panama 
in  her  whole  life  as  an  independent  nation  has  ever 
asserted  any  right  to  the  lands  of  Sabana  Grande,  and 
that  therefore  such  lands  were  not  included  among  the 
lands  conveyed  to  the  United  States  according  to  the 
Canal  Treaty.  And  it  is  also  the  conclusion  of  the  Com- 
mission that  neither  the  Republic  of  New  Granada  nor 
the  Republic  of  Colombia  did  ever  exercise  any  physical 
act  which  diverted  the  possession  of  the  said  landa 
from  the  church  to  the  nation;  and,  inasmuch  as  it  is 
a  rule  of  law  that  he  who  legally  recovers  the  last  pos- 
session should  be  understood  to  have  had  it  during  the 
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intermediate  time,  and  furtliermore  that  if  anyone 
shall  prove  that  he  had  former  possession  and  actually 
possesses,  the  possession  in  the  intermediate  time  is 
presumed,  the  lands  of  Sabana  Grande  must  be  held 
to  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the  Church  since  the 
year  18oS  up  tD  the  present  time. 

In  order  to  determine  the  area  for  which  this  award 
must  be  made,  the  Commission  must  decide  the  con- 
flict existing  between  the  titles  of  the  Chillibre  Land 
and  Timber  Corporation  and  those  of  the  Church.  _  It 
has  been  agreed  by  the  attorneys  for  these  two  claim- 
ants that  the  Commission  should  decide  to  which  of 
the  two  the  lands  in  conflict  belong:  and  that  they  would 
accept  the  decision  of  the  Commission  as  final  insofar 
as   their  rights   are   concerned. 

The  titles  presented  by  the  Chillibre  Land  and  Tim- 
ber Corporation  are  the  following:  First — Deed  No.  53 
of  the  4th  of  May,  1892,  whereby  Y.  Mecias  Villanuera 
filed  in  the  protocol  of  the  first  notary  of  the  Circuit 
of  Panama  certain  proceedings  instituted  in  the  year 
1796  in  order  to  establish  the  ownership  of  one  Juan 
de  Urriola  y  Gonzales  to  the  lands  called  "Sitio  de 
Chilibre;"  Second— Deed  No.  920  of  the  2l3t  of  Au- 
gust, 1905,  whereby  the  succession  proceedings  of  Senora 
Maria  ds  los  Reyse  Villareal  de  Jivon  were  filed  in  the 
protocol  of  the  same  notary,  said  procedings  having 
been  ended  in  April,  1912;  nM— Deed  No.  861  of 
the  4th  of  December,  1912,  whereby  AngeUca  and  Jose- 
fina  Jiron  sold  the  lands  known  as  Sitio  de  Chilibre  to 
Senor-  Enrique  A.  Jiminez;  Fourth — Deed  No.  862 
of  the  same  date,  whereby  Senor  Enrique  A.  Jimenez 
sold  the  same  lands  of  Chilibre  to  Charles  Terry;  and 
Fifth — Deed  No.  863  of  the  same  date,  whereby  Charles 
Terry  sold  the  same  lands  of  Chilibre  to  the  Chilibre 
Land  and  Timber  Corporation. 

In  studying  all  these  titles  of  the  above-mentioned 
corporation,  the  Commission  finds  that  the  proceed- 
ings of  1796  fix  the  boundaries  of  the  Sitio  de  Chilibre 
in    the    following    way: 

"The   lands   are   between   the   road   of   Cruces 
and  that  of  Porto  Bello,   and  they  stretch  from 
the  creek  called  El  Pedernal.  which  passes  through 
the  hill  called  Chilibre,  to  the  river  or  creek  of 
Sota  Caballo." 
These  boundaries  are  so  vague  and  indeterminate  that 
they  throw  absolutely  no  light  upon  the  dispute.    From 
the  year  1795,  no  chain  of  title  is  established,  showing 
from  whom  Mrs.  Reyes  Villareal  de  Jiron,  the  mother 
of  _  Angelica   and  Josefina  Jiron,   acqmred  the   owner- 
ship of  the  property. 

In  1892,  judicial  proceedings  were  instituted  by  the 
Missea  Jiron  for  the  demarcation  of  the  ChiUbre  lands. 
In  such  proceedings,  according  to  a  certificate  issued 
by  Esequiel  Feruandea  Jaon,  judge  of  the  First  Circuit 
of  Panama,  a  map  of  the  Clii'ibre  lands  and  adjoining 
properties  as  filed  by  the  Misses  Jiron,  in  which  the 
following  boundaries  are  given  as  those  of  the  Sabana 
Grande     lands: 

"On  the    north,   by    Las    Caucus  and   Chilibre, 
which  separated  from  Sabana  Grande  by  the  Chilibre 
River,  from  the  piint  in  which  this  receives  the  wafers 
of  the  Cabulla  River  upstream  to  the  point  in  which 
the  same   Chilibre   River  receives   the  waters  of  the 
Quebrada  Pedernal;   on  the  east,  this  same  Quebrada 
which  separates  Sabana  grande  from  the  Hacienda 
de  Chilibre;   on  the  west,  the  Cabulla  River;  and  on 
the  south,  the  Royal  Road  of  Cruces." 
Furthermore,    the   act    of   demarcation   which   took 
place  from  May  25th  to  May  27th,  1892,  copy  of  which 
is  found  in  the  record,  does  not  call  for  the  Cabulla 
River,  wliich  is  not  even  mentioned  as  a  boundary  of  the 
Chilibre  land,  it  being  thus  established  beyond  doubt 
that  in^  the  year  1892  the  Jiron  sisters  admitted  that 
the  Chilibre  River  was  the  western  boundary  of  their 
property  and  that  the  Cabulla  was  the  western  limit 
of  Sabana  Grande. 

Notwithstanding  these  facts,  when  the  Misses  Jiron 
made  an  inventory  of  the  estate  of  their  deceased  mother 
they  established  the  boundaries  of  the  Chihbre  lands 
in  the  following  way: 

"From  the  mouth  of  the  River  Cabuya  in  the 
Chihbre  River  upstream  of  the  said  River  Cabuya 
to  the  point  where  it  receives  the  waters  of  the 
River  Pedernal  or  Eugenia;  thence  upstream  of 
this  latter  river  to  its  headqarters  in  some  small 
hills;  thence  along  the  crest  of  those  hi'ls  in  a 
southern  direction  down  to  the  place  where  they 


terminate;    thence  a  straight  line  to  the  nearest 
point  of  the  River  Chilibre;  thence  along  the  Chili- 
bre River  up  to  its  headwaters  in  the  Montana  de 
Chilibre;    thence  along  the  crest  of  those  hills  up 
to  the  hill  called  Panon  Chico;   thence  in  a  straight 
line  un  to  the  hill  called  Penon  Grande;    thence  in 
a  straight  line  to  the  mouth  of  the  River  Cabuya 
in  the  River  Chilibre;   thence  along  this  latter  river 
downstream  to  the  mouth  in  the  River  Chilibre, 
and    from  there  follow  the  River  Chilibre  to  the 
point  where  it  receives  the  waters  of  the  River  Ca- 
buya, which  was  the  starting  point." 
These  same  boundaries  were  given  in  the   transfer 
made  by  the  Misses  Jiron  to  EMique    Jimenez,    by 
Enrique  Jimenez  to  Charles    Terry,  and    by    Charles 
Terry  to  the  Chillibre  Land  and  Timber  Corporation. 
On  the  other  hand,  the  titles  of  the  churcU  estab- 
lish since  1851  the  boundaries  of  the  Sabana  Grande 
lands  in   the  folio  whig  way: 

"From  the  creek  known  as  the  Agua  Buena.  which 
bounds  with  the  waters  of  the  Quebrada  Tejarria. 
limiting  with  the  lands  of  Messrs.  Icaza  along 
the  Royal  Road  on  the  risht  going  from  Panama 
to  Cruces  up  to  the  River Cabulli;  and  going  down- 
stream always  on  the  rght  until  it  comas  to  the 
River  Chilibre;  and  along  the  River  Chihbre  up- 
stream until  it  comes  to  the  Quebrada  de  Pedernal, 
which  bounds  with  the  lands  of  ChiUbre  and  Cai- 
mitillo." 

On  the  part  of  the  church,  therefore,  ia  titles  dating 
from  1851,  and  in  the  demarcation  proceedings  of  1892 
instituted  by  the  Misses  Jiron,  it  was  estabUshed  that 
the  Cabulla  River  from  its  crossing  with  the  Cruces 
road  to  its  mouth  on  the  Chilibre  River  was  the  west- 
ern boimdary  of  the  Sabana  Grande  estate,  its  eastern 
boundary  being  the  Chilibre  River  up  to  the  Quebrada 
Pedernal.  It  was  not  until  1912  that  the  Jiron  sisters 
by  themselves,  in  a  nonjudicial  inventory  of  the  estate 
of  their  mother,  changed  the  boundaries  of  their  prop- 
erty on  the  west  side  and  established  as  such  boundary 
a  river  called  Pedernal  or  Eugenia,  that  does  not  ap- 
pear under  those  two  names  in  any  of  the  maps  pro- 
duced by  the  parties,  with  the  exception  of  the  map 
filed  by  the  Chililbre  Land  and  Timber  Corporation, 
not  signed  by  any  responsible  surveyor,  so  full  of  in- 
accui'acies  and  so  different  from  the  surveys  of  the 
land  by  the  Government  and  by  the  church,  that  the 
Commission  cannot  attach  any  weight  to  it.  Between 
titles  dating  from  1851,  confirmed  in  their  boundary 
calls  by  a  judicial  demarcation  made  in  1892,  on  the 
one  side,  and  titles  which  date  from  1912  on  the  other 
side,  the  Commission  considers  that  the  former  should 
be  given  more  weight,  especially  for  the  reason  that 
nothing  is  found  to  justify  the  charge  made  by  the 
owners  in  1912  of  the  western  boundary  of  the  Chili- 
bre land  as  established  by  the  court  in  1892.  Therefore 
the  Commission  recognizes  as  the  western  boundary 
of  the  Sabana  Grande  estate  the  Riyer  Cabulla  from 
its  crossing  with  the  Cruces  road  to  its  mouth  on  the 
Chihbre  River.  As  to  the  southwestern  boundary  on 
the  side  of  the  Zone,  it  is  the  conclusion  of  the  Com- 
mission that  it  should  be  drawn  along  the  Agua  Buena 
creek  inasmuch  as  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining 
the  property,  that  is,  the  lands  of  .^gua  Buena,  claim  that 
these  lands  are  separated  from  those  of  Sabana  Grande 
by  the  above-mentioned  Agua  Buena  creek.  The 
Commission  refrains  from  expressing  any  '  pinion  as 
to  the  rest  of  the  boundaries  between  the  Sabana  Grande 
estate  and  the  Chilibre  land  which  appear  to  be  in  con- 
flict, inasmuch  as  thev  have  no  bearing  on  the  award 
to  be  made,  such  conflict  being  located  in  the  Republic 
of  Panama  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  that  Re- 
public. 

Regarding  the  extent  of  the  land  to  be  the  subject  of 
this  award,  according  to  the  foregoing  conclusion  the 
Commission  adheres  to  the  figuros  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment survey,  showing  the  total  area  of  496  hectares 
comprised  mthin  the  original  10-mile  strip  of  the  Canal 
Zone,  to  which  must  be  added  30  hectares  lying  below 
the  ioO-foot  contour  line  outside  of  the  original  10- 
mile  strip  but  within  the  territory  now  comprised  in 
the  Canal  Zone,  making  a  total  area  of  526  hectares, 
which  are  valued  at  S20  United  Stales  currency  a  hectare, 
for  which  an  awar.l  is  therafore  made  in  the  sum  of 
10,520  United  States  currency.

The  tides  are  placed  in  the  order  of  occurrence,  with 
their  times  on  the  first  line  and  heights  on  the  second 
line  of  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  The 
heights  in  feet  and  tenths  are  reckoned  from  mean  low 
water  springs,  which  is  the  datum  of  the  soundings  on 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this  region, 
and  which  is  8.2  feet  below  mean  sealevel.  To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  be- 
fore the  height,  in  which  case  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  the 
meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  Oh  (midnight)  to  2Zh  (11.00  p.  m.). 
All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.) 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reckoning; 
for  instance,  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

Ten  Miles  of  Ships. 

In  July  of  this  year,  the  month  of  greatest  traffic  since  the  reopen- 
ing of  the  Canal  in  April,  the  aggregate  length  of  the  149  ships  pass- 
ing through  the  Canal  was  53,905  feet,  or  approximately  10.2  statute 
miles.  The  average  length  of  the  vessels  was  260.92  feet,  and  their 
average  draft  was  20.9  feet. 

The  vessel  having  the  largest  draft  was  the  Ohioan,  drawing  29 
feet  4  inches.  The  vessel  having  the  smallest  draft  was  Panama 
Railroad  barge  No.  71,  drawing  2  feet.  The  vessels  having  the  greatest 
lengths  were  the  Siberia  and  the  Korea,  each  552  feet,  and  the  vessel 
having  the  least  length  v^as  the  Sir  Francis,  32  feet. 

American  Ships  in  Foreign  Trade. 

The  ships  of  the  United  States  engaged  in  the  foreign  trade  numbered 
3,135  on  June  30,  1916,  according  to  a  report  of  the  Department  of 
Commerce.  Their  aggregate  gross  tonnage  was  2,194,470,  which  is 
double  the  tonnage  at  the  end  of  the  preceding  fiscal  year.  The  net 
tonnage,  reckoned  as  approximately  seven-tenths  of  the  gross,  would 
be  about  1,540,000  tons. 

The  number  of  American  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  was  238,  and  their  aggregate  net  Canal 
tonnage  was  737,169.  Of  these,  93  with  350,966  net  tons  were  in  the 
United  States  coastwise  trade  and  145  with  386,203  net  tons,  in  the 
foreign  trade.  In  the  preceding  fiscal  year  a  much  higher  proportion 
of  the  American  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  in  the  coastwise 
trade. 

Two  Years  of  Canal  Operation. 

Two  years  of  the  operation  of  the  Canal  were  completed  at  the  close 
of  business  on  August  14,  1916,  the  Canal  having  been  opened  to 
commercial  traffic  on  August  15,  1914. 

During  the  two  years  a  total  of  2,097  ships  made  the  transit.  Their 
aggregate  net  tonnage,  according  to  the  rules  for  the  measurement  of 
vessels  for  the  Panama  Canal,  was  7,046,407.  The  total  quantity  of 
cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  by  them  was  9,031,613  tons  of  2,240 
pounds.

During  the  year  from  August  15,  1915,  to  August  14,  1916,  the  Canal 
was  closed  approximately  one-half  the  period,  from  the  rniddle  of  Sep- 
tember to  the  middle  of  April.    The  second  year  had  59  per  cent  as 
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many  ships  as  the  first,  53.3  per  cent  as  much  net  tonnage,  and  52.8 
per  cent  as  much  cargo. 

The  following  chart  shows  the  progress  of  traffic.  The  black  spaces 
represent  aggregate  net  tonnage  as  computed  on  the  basis  of  measure- 
ment for  the  Panama  Canal,  and  the  white  spaces  indicate  cargo 
carried,  in  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  The  columns  on  the  right  give  the 
exact  figures  for  net  tonnage  and  cargo  each  month.  The  last  line 
shows  the  traffic  in  the  first  half  of  August  of  this  year:

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Coliimbus  Statue  Moved  to  Washington  Hotel  Grounds. 

The  bronze  statue  of  Christopher  Columbus  and  the  Indian  maiden 
which  has  stood  in  front  of  the  de  Lesseps  building  at  Cristobal  Point, 
and  overlooked  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  French  canal  prior  to  the 
erection  of  Docks  9  and  10  on  the  adjacent  waterfront,  has  been  moved 
to  the  grounds  of  the  Washington  Hotel  and  is  to  be  erected  in  the 
yard  facing  toward  the  Atlantic. 

The  statue  was  presented  by  the  Empress  Eugenie  of  France  to  the 
United  States  of  Colombia,  and  was  accepted  by  the  congress  of 
Colombia  through  a  decree  dated  June  29,  1866.  A  law  which  had 
been  passed  by  the  congress  on  May  12,  1855,  had  provided  for  the 
dedication  of  a  monument  to  Columbus,  "which  will  be  placed  in  the 
city  of  Colon  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,"  and  authorized  the  neces- 
sary expenditure  "as  soon  as  the  state  of  the  national  treasury  will 
permit." 

In  accepting  the  statue  from  the  empress  the  congress  provided  that 
it  should  be  placed  in  Colon,  in  compliance  with  the  law  of  1855. 
In  1871  the  congress  directed  that  the  statue  be  placed  at  the  Atlantic 
entrance  of  the  Canal. 

In  a  map  of  Colon  dated  March,  1882,  the  monument  is  shown  in  a 
position  about  opposite  the  south  end  of  the  present  commissary 
building  in  Cristobal,  which  would  have  allowed  it  to  overlook  the 
French  canal.  From  other  records  it  appears  that  the  statue  was 
removed  about  the  end  of  1882  and  put  in  storage,  to  make  way  for 
building  operations,  and  that  after  the  completion  of  the  terre-plein 
at  Cristobal,  about  1887,  was  set  up  on  Cristobal  Point.  The  Bulletin 
du  Canal  Interoceanique  of  December  15,  1884,  commenting  on  the 
removal  of  the  statue  to  storage,  added  that  the  statue  was  "the  work 
of  a  great  Italian  sculptor,  which  was  much  noticed  at  the  Expo- 
sition of  1867." 

From  time  to  time  since  the  American  occupation  there  have  been 
suggestions  as  to  a  relocation  of  the  monument.  On  January  20,  1916, 
the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Relations  of  Panama  suggested  to  the  Govern- 
or that  the  monument  be  placed  in  front  of  the  Washington  Hotel, 
"at  the  entrance  to  the  Panama  Canal,  thereby  complying  with  the 
wishes  as  expressed  by  Empress  Eugenie  when  donating  same,  and 
by  the  Colombian  Congress  when  accepting  it."  This  suggestion  was 
in  consequence  of  an  agreement  between  diplomatic  ofiicials  of  the 
United  States  and  Panama  made  in  Washington,  that  the  statue  would 
be  moved  to  overlook  the  Atlantic  entrance  of  the  Canal  and  placed 
on  territory  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  The  sug- 
gestion was  repeated  by  the  Secretary  on  September  15  and  was 
approved  by  the  Governor. 

Executive  Order. 


Transferring  to  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  the  Administration  of  the  Act  Ap- 
proved Septemoer  7,  1916,  so  far  as  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad 
Employees  are  Concerned. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  Section  42  of  the  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  provide  compensation  for  employees  of  the  United 
States  suffering  injuries  while  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  approved  September  7,  1916,  it  is  hereby  ordered: 

1.  That  the  administration  of  the  Act  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide 
compensation  for  employees  of  the  United  States  suffering  injuries  while 
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in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved 
September  7,  1916,  so  far  as  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  of  the 
Panama  Railroad  Company  are  concerned,  is  hereby  transferred  to  the 
Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal. 

2.  That  in  the  case  of  compensation  to  employees  of  The  Panama 
Canal,  or  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  for  temporary  disability, 
either  total  or  partial,  the  Governor  of  the  Panama  Canal  is  hereby 
authorized  to  Wdive,  at  his  discretion,  the  making  of  the  claim  re- 
quired by  section  eighteen  of  said  Act. 

3.  That  in  the  case  of  alien  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal,  or  of 
the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  the  minimum  limit  established  by 
section  six  on  the  monthly  compensation  for  disability,  and  the  mini- 
mum limit  established  by  clause  (K)  of  section  ten  on  the  monthly  pay 
on  which  death  compensation  is  to  be  computed,  is  hereby  removed. 
■..  4.  That  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  is  hereb}^  authorized  to 
pay  the  compensation  provided  by  said  Act,  including  the  medical, 
surgical,  and  hospital  services  and  supplies  provided  by  section  nine 
and  the  transportation  and  burial  expenses  provided  by  sections  nine 
and  eleven,  out  of  the  appropriations  for  The  Panama  Canal,  such  ap- 
propriations to  be  reimbursed  lor  such  payments  by  transfer  of  funds 
from  the  employees'  compensation   fund.

Contribution  Day  for  Aid  of  Stricken  Lithuanian  People. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America.    A  Proclamation: 

Whereas,  I  have  received  from  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
a  Resolution,  passed  July  21,  1916,  reading  as  follows: 

Whereas  in  the  various  countries  now  engaged  in  war  there  are  four  millions 

of  Lithuanians,  the  great  majority  of  whom  are  destitute  of  food,  shelter,  and 

clothing;    and 

Whereas  millions  of  them  have  been  driven  from  their  homes  without  warning, 

deprived  of  an  opportunity  to  make  provision  for  their  most  elementary  wants, 

causing  starvation,  disease,  and  untold  suffering;   and 

Whereas  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America  have  learned  with  sorrow 

of  this  plight  of  millions  of  human  beings  and  have  most  generously  responded 

to  the  cry  for  help  whenever  such  an  opportunity  has  reached  them:  Therefore 

be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  misery,  wretchedness,  and  hardships  which 

these  four  millions  of  Lithuanians  are  suffering  the  President  of  the  United 

States  be  respectfully  asked  to  designate  a  day  on  which  the  citizens  of  this 

country  may  give  expression  to  their  sympathy  by  contributing  to  the  funds 

now  being  raised  for  the  relief  of  the  Lithuanians  in  the  war  zone. 

And  Whereas,  I  feel  confident  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  will  be  moved 
to  aid  a  people  stricken  by  war,  famine  and  disease; 

Now,  therefore,  1,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States,  in  compliance 
with  the  request  of  the  House  of  Representatives  thereof,  do  appoint  and  proclaim 
Wednesday,  November  1,  1916,  as  a  day  upon  which  the  people  of  the  United  States 
may  make  such  contributions  as  they  feel  disposed  for  the  aid  of  the  stricken  Lith- 
uanian people. 

Contributions  may  be  addressed  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  Washington,  D.  C, 
which  will  care  for  their  proper  distribution. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington  this  thirty-first  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United 
States,  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first.

Rule  of  Dismissal. 

In  the  matter  of  sundry  claims  in  ichich  rules  of  de- 
fault have  been  entered,  rule  of  dismissal .  No  203.  docket 
numbers  as  shown,  August  7 ,  1916 — On  April  13,  1916, 
the  Joint  Commission,  with  the  approval  of  the  two 
Governments  parties  to  the  treaty,  adopted  a  rule 
relative  to  the  continuance  or  dismissal  of  claims  in 
which  the  claimants  are  not  ready  for  trial  on  the  date 
their  claims  are  set  for  hearing  or  who  fail  to  appear 
for  hearing.

sufficient  cause  why  such  default  should  be  set 
aside,  and  take  actiye  steps  to  prosecute  their 
claims,  and  failing  to  so  appear  within  sixty  days 
from  said  first  publication  their  claims  will  be 
considered  as  having  been  either  settled  or  aban- 


doned and  the  same  will  be  dismissed  and  forever 

barred.'"

October  18,  1916,  be- 
ginning promptly  at  8  a.  m.,  for  persons  desiring  the 
following  classes  of  licenses:  Pilots,  masters,  mates, 
marine  engineers,  chauffeurs,  and  navigators  of  motor 
boats.  All  applicants  for  license  must  procure  from  the 
office  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights, 
form  of  application  and  information  respecting  the 
filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  day  previous 
to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all  persons  desiring 
chauffeurs'  licenses  must  provide  themselves  with 
automobiles  with  which  to  demonstrate  their  ability 
properly  to  operate  the  same. 

The  demonstration  test  for  applicants  for  chauffeurs' 
licenses  will  be  given  on  Tuesday,  the  day  preceding  the 
written  examination,  at  2  p.  m.,  at  the  Administration 
Building,  Balboa  Heights. 

Applicants  for  licenses  as  navigators  of  motor  boats 
will  be  required  to  give  demonstration  of  their  ability 
to  operate  such  boats,  and  will  be  obliged  to  provide 
themselves  with  boats  for  this  purpose.  This  test  will 
be  given  on  Thursday,  the  day  following  the  written 
exr.inination,  as  follows:  At  Cristolal  upon  arrange- 
ment with  the  Captain  of  the  Port;  at  Gamboa,  at  8 
a.  m.,  and  at  Balboa  at  2  p.  m.  Apilicants  for  the  test 
at  Cristobal  or  Balboa  should  present  themselves  at 
the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port;  at  Gamboa,  the 
deputy  inspector  will  be  present  at  the  Panama  Railroad 
station  at  the  hour  mentioned  above. 

For  the  benefit  of  applicants  residing  in  Gatun  and 
Cristobal  or  Colon,  examination  for  licenses  as  navi- 
gators of  motor  boats,  and  as  chauffeurs,  will  be  held 
at  the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Cristobal  on 
Friday,  October  20,  1916,  from  9  a.  m.,  until  11  a.  m. 
Applicants  should  be  provided  with  motor  boats  or 
automobiles  for  the  demonstration  test.

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Fire  Aboard  the  "Mandasan  Maru." 

The  steamship  Mandasan  Maru,  bound  from  Port  Arthur  for 
Dairen  with  a  cargo  of  petroleum  in  cases,  came  into  the  harbor  at 
Cristobal  in  the  night  of  October  15  with  fire  in  the  hold.  The  fire  wis  ex- 
tinguished before  2  a.  m.  by  the  crew,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Canal 
tug  Bohio.  The  Mandasan  Maru  proceeded  through  the  Canal  on 
October  17,  after  an  investigation  by  in?5urance  reprcsentati\ es. 

The  "City  of  Sydney"  Returned  to  Service. 

The  steamship  City  of  Sydney,  which  used  to  ply  between  San  Fran- 
cisco and  Balboa  in  the  ser\ice  of  the  Pacific  Mail  but  was  retired 
from  service  aboct  two  years  ago  and  sold  as  junk  for  $15,000,  has  been 
rehabilitated  at  Oakland,  California,  made  into  a  six-masted  barken- 
tine,  and  is  now  engaged  in  the  lumber  trade  between  the  west  coast 
and  Australia.  Her  last  clearance  from  Balboa  was  on  August  24, 
1914. 

Dead  Letters  Originating  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  the  Canal  Zone  postal  service  all  unclaimed 
first-class  mail  matter  originating  in  the  Canal  Zone  has  been  for- 
warded to  the  Division  of  Dead  Letters,  Washington,  D.  C.  for  dis- 
position. This  has  caused  considerable  delay  in  the  return  of  unclaimed 
matter  to  the  senders.  The  greater  portion  of  this  unclaimed  mail 
matter  consists  of  letters  returned  from  the  islands  of  the  West  Indies, 
concerning  which  inquiry  is  frequently'  made,  and  in  order  to  expedite 
the  return  of  such  letters  to  the  senders  arrangements  have  been  made 
to  handle  these  letters  by  the  Canal  Zone  postal  service.  Under  the 
new  arrangement  all  unclaimed  mail  matter  originating  in  the  Canal 
Zone  w  ill  be  opened  in  the  ofiice  of  the  Director  of  Posts  and  restoied 
direct  to  senders.

The  "Bohio"  in  Dry  Dock  at  Balboa. 

The  tug  Bohio,  operated  by  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Cristobal 
as  a  harbor  tug,  went  through  the  Canal  on  Wednesda)-,  October  4, 
and  entered  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa  in  the  morning  of  October  5  for 
a  general  overhauling.  The  tug  was  sent  to  Balboa  dry  dock  for 
the  reason  that  the  dock  at  Mount  Hope  was  occupied  by  three  sub- 
marines.    She  returned  to  Cristobal  on  October  14. 


Peruvian  Line  Establishes  Separate  Office  in  Colon. 

The  Peruvian  Steamship  Company  (Compafiia  Peruana  de  Vapores 
y  Dique  de  Callao)  has  established  its  own  agency  on  the  Isthmus, 
eflFective  October  10.    The  head  office  is  in  Colon,  and  communications 
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should  be  addressed  to  the  General  Agent,  Peruvian  Steamship  Com- 
pany, Colon,  R.  P. 

Such  business  as  the  company  has  to  transact  at  Balboa  will  be 
handled  through  its  office  in  the  terminal  office  building.  An  office 
has  also  been  opened  in  the  city  of  Panama. 

The  Peruvian  Line  has  a  service  between  Cristobal  and  west  coast 
ports  as  far  south  as  Callao,  with  sailings  each  way  about  once  a  week. 


Personnel  and  Inspection  Requirements  for  Foreign-built  ships  Admitted 
to  United  States  Registry. 

Directly  after  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  August  18,  1914,  allowing 
certain  suspensions  by  the  President  of  personnel  and  inspection  re- 
quirements for  foreign-built  ships  admitted  to  United  States  registry, 
the  President  suspended  for  two  years  the  requirement  that  watch 
officers  on  such  vessels  be  United  States  citizens.  On  September  1 
of  this  year,  following  the  presentation  of  petitions  by  the  United 
Fruit  Company,  the  Standard  Oil  Company,  and  the  United  States 
Steel  Products  Company,  he  signed  an  order  making  an  extension  of 
time,  under  this  provision: 

"All  watch  officers  now  employed  on  foreign-built  ships  which  have  been 
admitted  to  United  States  registry  under  said  Act,  who,  heretofore,  have 
declared  their  intention  to  become  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  watch  ofiticers 
on  such  ships  v\ho,  within  six  months  from  this  date,  shall  declare  their  inten- 
tion to  become  such  citizens  shall  be  entitled  to  serve  on  foreign-built  ships 
so  registered  until  the  time  shall  have  expired  within  which  they  may  become 
such  citizens  under  their  declarations,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion  upon  ' 
any  foreign-built  ships  so  registered." 

The  provisions  of  law  requiring  survey,  inspection,  and  measure- 
ment by  officers  of  the  United  States  of  foreign-built  ships  admitted 
to  registrj'  under  the  Act  were  suspended  conditionally: 

"The  said  provisions  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  foreign-built  ship  during 
the  period  of  one  year  from  this  date  provided  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  is 
satisfied  in  the  case  of  any  such  ship  that  the  ship  is  safe  and  seaworthy  and  that 
the  proper  effort  is  being  made  to  comply  with  the  said  provisions."

National  Engineer  Reserve. 

The  Panama  Section  of  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  En- 
gineers makes  the  following  announcement: 

The  War  Department  has  completed  the  details  of  the  requirements  and  quali- 
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fications  for  commissions  in  the  Officers'  Reserve  Corps  of  the  Army  as  provided 
by  the  new  law  which  became  effective  July  1,  1916. 

Commissions  in  the  Reserve  Corps  of  Engineers  will  be  issued  for  the  rank  of  major' 
captain,  first  lieutenant,  and  second  lieutenant.  Reserve  officers  from  the  following 
civilian  occupations  will  be  required  for  the  special  services  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers: 
Bridge  engineers;  constructing  engineers  (earth  and  concrete) ;  constructing  engi- 
neers (wharves,  piers,  and  buildings);  electrical  engineers  (for  small  plants  and  power 
lines);  highway  engineers;  mining  engineers  (skilled  in  tunneling  and  use  of  ex- 
plosives); railroad  engineers  (construction  and  maintenance);  railroad  operating 
officials;    sanitary  engineers;    topographic  engineers. 

The  Corps  of  Engineers  of  the  United  States  Army  has  at  present  a  total  of  254 
officers.  In  case  of  hostilities  many  more  would  be  needed.  The  selection  of  engineer 
officers  in  such  a  case,  and  at  the  present  time  for  the  new  engineer  reserve,  will  be 
made  from  men  in  the  actual  performance  of  engineering  duties,  who  can  show 
sufficient  experience  to  qualify  under  the  regulations. 

The  national  engineering  societies,  including  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical 
Engineers,  American  Society  of  Civil  Engineers,  American  insticute  of  Mining 
Engineers,  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  and  American  Society' of  Con- 
sulting Engineers,  have  been  active  in  encouraging  the  engineer  reserve  proposition, 
and  membership  in  these  bodies  will  undoubtedly  be  a  factor  in  making  appointments. 

The  Panama  Section  of  the  American  Institute  of  Electrical  Engineers,  con- 
forming to  its  policy  of  promulgating  engineering  information  in  the  Canal 
Zone,  has  arranged  a  series  of  illustrated  lectures  to  be  given  by  officers  of  the  En- 
gineers Corps  of  the  United  States  Army,  setting  forth  in  detail  some  of  the  more 
important  phases  of  engineer  work  in  the  Army.  The  Engineer  School,  United  States 
Army,  at  Washington  Barracks,  D.  C,  has  loaned  a  large  collection  of  lantern  slides 
to  be  used  in  connection  with  this  work.    The  subjects  will  be  handled  as  follows: 

Reconnaisance,  fortifications,  and  trench  warfare,  by  Maj.  C.  O.  Sherrill. 

Mining,  obstacles,  demolitions,  searchlights,  and  armored  trains,  by  Maj.  W.  H. 
Rose. 

Water  supply,  sanitation,  military  roads,  and  stream  crossings,  by  Maj.  W.  D.  A. 
Anderson. 

The  first  lecture,  by  Major  Sherrill,  will  be  given  at  the  Ancon  clubhouse  on 
Wednesday,  October  25,  beginning  at  8  p.  m.  Special  train  service  has  been  arranged 
in  order  that  all  may  have  an  opportunity  to  attend.  Train  will  leave  Colon  at 
6  p.  m.;  returning,  will  leave  Panama  at  10.45  p.  m.  This  course  is  open  to  all  who 
are  interested. 

The  time  and  place  of  the  other  sessions  will  be  announced   at  an  early    date. 

Sightseeing  Trips  through  the  Canal. 

Persons  desiring  to  make  the  trip  through  the  Canal  may  secure 
passage  from  Cristobal  to  Balboa  on  ships  of  the  Pacific  Steam  Nav- 
igation Company  or  of  the  Peruvian  Line  which  sail  from  the  Atlantic 
terminus  through  the  Canal  to  west  coast  ports.  Between  these  two 
lines  there  are  at  least  two  southbound  transits  every  week.  Details 
of  times  of  sailing,  charges,  etc.,  may  be  obtained  from  the  offices  of 
the  lines  in  Colon  or  Panama  or  Balboa. 

The  lines  do  not  attempt  to  carry  local  passengers  from  Balboa  to 
Cristobal  for  the  reason  that  the  ships  coming  in  from  the  west 
coast  ports  are  subject  to  quarantine  restrictions  and  may  not  be 
boarded  until  the  expiration  of  the  quarantine,  which  is  usually  after 
the  ship  has  reached  Cristobal.  Such  vessels  are  handled  through 
the  Canal  in  quarantine  when  northbound,  but  on  the  return  trip 
from  Cristobal  are  free  of  restrictions. 

The  Pacific  Mail  and  the  Chilean  Line  are  not  carrying  local  pas- 
sengers through  the  Canal  at  this  time. 

The  new  coaling  plant  at  Cristobal  recently  delivered  400  tons  of 
coal  to  a  ship  in  3S  minutes.  The  vessel  came  alongside  the  reloader 
wharf  at  8.35  p.  m.,  received  400  tons  in  her  bunkers,  and  cleared 
at  9.13.     Another  ship  received  50  tons  in  3^  minutes.

Warning  against  Activity  in  Politics.

Notice  to  all  cnnrinwi — At  the  request  of  the  Uni!ed 
States  Civil  Service  ('omraission  the  following  warning 
against  activity  in  politics  by  Federal  oinccrs  and  em- 
ployees is  issued: 

Political  Activities. 
Rule  I,  section,  1,  of  the  Civil  Service  Rules  reads  as 
follo'.vs: 

"No  person  in  the  executive  civil  service  shall  use 
official  authority  or  induence  for  the  purpose  of  intcr- 
fering  with  an  election  or  affecting  the  result  thereof. 
Persons  who  by  the  proii.sions  of  these  rules  are  in 
the  competitive  classifieJ  service,  while  retaining  the 
right  to  vote  as  they  please  and  to  express  privately 
their  opinions  on  all  political  subjects,  shall  take  no 
active  part  in  political  management  or  in  political 
campaigns." 

The  first  sentence  of  the  rule  applies  to  all  persons  in 
the  executive  civil  service,  irrespective  of  the  method  of 
appointment. 

The  second  sentence  of  the  rule  applies  to  all  persons 
holdinc;  positions  in  the  competitive  classified  service, 
whether  the  appointment  be  permanent  or  temporary  in 
character,  and  by  departmental  action  has  also  generally 
been  made  applicable  to  unclasitied  laborers.  The  fol- 
lowing are  some  of  the  f>)rms  of  activity  which  have  been 
held  to  be  forbidden  to  tnis  class  of  employee.s: 

Service  on  politio'al  committees:  service  as  delegate 
to  county.  State,  or  district  conventions  of  a  political 
party;  service  as  ofHce-,  representative,  or  delegate  of  a 
political  club,  or  as  chairman  of  a  political  meoiing;  ac- 
tivity at  the  polls  on  election  day;  publi  'ation  of  po- 
litical articles  bo.irin';  on  qualiii  .-atioas  of  di'Terent  candi- 
dates; the  publication  or  editing  of  a  newspaper  in  the 
interests  of  a  political  party;  the  distribution  of  political 
literature;  making  speeches  before  political  meetings  or 
political  clubs;  circulation  of  petitions  having  a  nolitical 
object;  service  as  inspector  of  eleotions,  ballot  clerk,  balLt 
inspector;  judge  of  election,  or  memlier  ot  ele  'iion  board; 
candidacy  for  or  holding  of  elective  oifice.  'See  circular 
of  U.  S.  Civil  Service  Commission  giving  information 
concerning  political  activity,  issue  of  May,  lUlij.)  It  is 
not  to  be  assumed  that  other  forms  of  political  activity 
are  permissible  because  they  are  not  mentioned. 
2.  Political  Assessments  or  Contribittims. 
The  civil-service  act  provides  that  "no  person  in  the 
public  service  is  for  that  reason  under  any  obligation  to 
contribute  to  any  political  fund,  or  to  render  any  polidcal 


service,  and  *  *  •  he  will  not  he  removed  or  other- 
wise prejudired  for  reCiising  to  do  so."  Section  IIS  of  the 
Criminal  Code  providei  that  no  Federal  officer  or  employee 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  solicit  or  receive,  or  ha  in  any 
manner  concerned  in  soliciting  or  receivin'-',  any  political 
assessment,  subscription,  or  contribution  from  any  other 
Federal  officer  or  employee.  Section  120  of  the  Criminal 
Code  prohibits  the  discharge,  promotion,  or  deirading 
ot  any  ofScor  or  employee  for  giving  or  failing  to  make  any 
political  contribution.  Section  121  of  the  Criminal  Code 
prohibits  any  Federal  officer  or  employee  from  making 
any  such  political  contribution  to  another  Federal  officer 
or  employee,  and  Section  119  prohibits  the  solicitation  or 
receipt  of  any  political  contribution  in  any  room  or  build- 
ing occupied  in  the  discharge  of  official  duties  bv  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  United  States,  or  on  other  Federal 
premises,  by  anv person  wha tsoe\er,  whether  in  the  public 
service  or  not.  In  connection  with  this  latter  provi.'ion 
the  Supreme  Court  has  held  that  a  solicitation  by  letter 
or  circular  addressed  and  delivered  by  mail  or  otherwi-e 
to  an  officer  or  employee  of  'he  United  States  at  the  office 
or  building  in  which  ho  is  employed  in  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties,  is  a  solicitation  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law,_  the  solicitation  taking  place  whore  the  letter  was 
received.  Section  132  of  the  Crirain.al  Code  provides  that 
whoever  shall  violate  any  provision  of  the  four  sections 
mentioned  above  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  S.5,090,  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  throe  years,  or  both. 

Uhile  persons  not  in  the  competitive  classified  serwce 
are  not  subject  to  the  prohibitions  of  section  1  of  Rule  I, 
the  statutes  concerning  the  solicitation  or  receipt  by  one 
otiicer  or  employee  of  pohiical  contributions  from  another 
officer  or  employee  apply  with  equal  force  to  all  who 
serve  the  United  States,  whether  classitiel  or  unclassified. 
By  thus  serving  in  the  capacity  of  treasurer  of  a  political 
club  any  officer  or  em.oloyee  receiving  from  another 
officer  or  employee  who  is  a  member  of  the  club  any 
fees  or  dues  or  other  contribution  for  a  political  purpose 
thereby  renders  himself  liable  to  prosecution  for  viola- 
tion of  Section  118  of  the  Criminal  Code  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  member  so  paying  him  such  dues  or  other 
contribution  for  a  political  purpose  violates  Section  121 
of  the  Criminal  Code." 

Employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  affected  by  Rule  I, 
Sec.  1,  of  the  Civil  Service  Rules  should  be  governed  by 
the  foregoing.

Effects  of  Collision  on  Two  Concrete  Pontoons. 

Apropos  ot  the  discussion  of  the  possibilities  of  concrete  vessels, 
aroused  by  the  building  in  Sweden  of  reinforced  concrete  barges  for 
use  in  sea  ferries,  the  experience  of  two  concrete  pontoons  at  the  time 
of  the  flooding  of  the  dry  dock  entrance  basin  at  Balboa  may  be  perti- 
nent. 

These  were  rectangular  pontoons,  120  feet  long  by  28  feet  wide  by  8 
feet  deep,  with  bottom,  sides,  gnd  deck  of  reinforced  concrete.  They 
were  built  to  be  used  as  landing  stages  for  boats  up  to  65  feet  in  length. 
The  reinforcement  in  each  contained  approximately  45,000  pieces  of 
steel,  weighing  67,783  pounds  and  aggregating  107,493  lineal  feet. 
The  concrete  in  each  is  about  186  cubic  yards.  Bufifer  timbers  were 
affixed  at  the  ends  and  sides  by  means  of  anchor  bolts. 

The  pontoons  were  built  on  the  floor  of  the  dry  dock  while  the  latter 
was  in  course  of  construction.  In  anticipation  of  the  removal  of  the 
cofferdam  which  had  kept  the  dock  in  the  dry,  water  was  pumped  over 
the  dam  to  a.llow  the  pontoons  to  be  floated  out,  after  which  the  gates 
of  the  dock  were  closed  and  the  dock  pumped  out  to  allow  work  on  its 
floor  to  continue.    The  pontoons  were  moored  outside  the  gates. 

At  the  time  of  the  blowing  up  of  the  cofferdam  the  surface  of  the 
W3ter  in  the  entrance  basin  was  about  15  feet  below  the  mean  tide 
level.  The  gap  made  by  the  explosion  did  not  allow  the  water  to  pour 
in  from  the  sea  until  the  tide  rose.  The  stream  which  broke  over  the 
dam  at  high  tide  cut  an  increasing  channel  in  the  earth,  resulting  irf 
a  strong  inrushing  current.  The  current  was  sufficient  to  make  the 
barges  part  their  moorings  and  circle  about  the  basin.  In  so  doing  one 
of  ihem  struck  one  of  the  fender  piles  along  the  face  of  the  south 
entrance  pier,  and  broke  it  at  a  point  about  20  feet  below  the  butt, 
where  its  diameter  was  about  12  inches.  The  barge  groaned  under  the 
impact,  and  one  of  the  end  tim.bers  was  sheared  oft",  dragging  its  anchor 
bolts  through  the  concrete  and  causing  it  to  crack.  This  damage  was 
abo\'e  the  water  line.  In  other  respects  the  pontoon  was  uninjured. 
The  two  pontoons  collided  once  in  their  course  around  the  basin,  but 
this  did  no  damage  to  either. 

Both  pontoons  have  been  in  regular  use  since  tha.t  timiC  as  landings, 
and  are  standing  the  service  well. 

Applicants  for  ChafTeur's  Licenses  May  Ee  Examined  Any  Week  Day. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  has  authorized  a  change  in  t!:e  times 
for  examining  applicants  for  chauffeur's  licenses.  Examinations  have 
been  made  only  every  second  v.'eek,  on  Tuesday  at  Balboa  and  on 
Friday  at  Cristobal.  Hereafter  applicants  for  examination  for  license 
as  chauffeur  may  present  themselves  at  the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the 
Port  at  Balboa  or  Cristobal  on  any  week  day  between  9  a.  m.  ^;nd  12 
noon,  and  between  1  and  4  p.  m.  for  examination,  and  presence  in  the 
board  room  during  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  will  not 
be  required. 
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Sailing  Vessels  and  Motorships  Using  the  Canal. 

The  number  of  transits  of  sailing  vessels  through  the  Canal  in  the 
period  between  its  opening  and  September  1,  1916,  was  13  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  19  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic.  The  total 
net  tonnage  of  the  32  ships,  according  to  the  measurement  for  the 
Panama  Canal,  was  47,718  and  the  aggregate  of  cargo  carried  by 
them  was  70,174  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  Eight  of  them  went  through 
in  ballast.  The  total  length  was  7,330.7  feet,  an  average  of  229.08 
feet  per  ship.    The  average  beam  was  37.4  feet. 

The  transits  of  motorships  in  the  same  period  numbered  24  from 
Atlantic  to  Pacific  and  16  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic.  One  ship  went 
through  5  times,  and  two  made  the  transit  4  times.  The  40  transits 
aggregated  168,201  net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  an  average 
c^f  4,205  tons,  and  carried  an  aggregate  of  216,459  tons  of  cargo, 
averaging  5,411  tons  per  ship.  The  total  length  of  the  motorships  was 
15,071.8  feet,  which  makes  an  average  of  376.79  feet  in  length;  and 
the  average  beam  was  52.2  feet. 

In  the  period  from  the  opening  of  the  Canal  to  September  1,  1916, 
the  total  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  was  2,166,  with  aggregate 
net  tonnage  of  7,238,567,  carrying  cargo  amounting  to  9,316,781  tons. 
The  sailing  ships  amounted  to  1.47  per  cent  of  the  total  number, 
were  .65  per  cent  of  the  net  tonnage,  and  carried  .75  per  cent  of  the 
cargo.  The  percentages  of  numbers,  net  tonnage,  and  cargo  of  the 
motorships  were  1.84,  and  2.3237,  and  2.3233,  respectively. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  the  cargo,  net  tonnage,  beam, 
length  and  date  of  the  transit  of  the  commercial  sailing  vessels  that 
have  passed  through  the  Panama  Canal  in  the  period  from  August 
15,  1914,  to  September  1,  1916.

Increase  of  Shipping  Business  at  Callao. 

Increasing  trade  through  the  port  of  Callao  is  indicated  by  a  state- 
ment of  the  Department  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States  to  the 
effect  that  the  exports  from  Callao  during  the  first  six  months  of  1916 
(amounting  to  $14,288,822)  were  more  by  $974,866  than  the  exports 
for  the  entire  year  of  1915. 


Death  Rates  in  the  Registration  Area  of  the  United  States,  1913,  1914,  1915, 
as  Compared  with  the  Panama  Canal  Zone. 

A  preliminary  statement  made  public  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  Washington,  prepared  under  the 
supervision  of  the  chief  statistician  for  vital  statistics,  shows  a  death 
rate  of  13.5  (the  lowest  on  record)  per  1,000  estimated  population  of 
the  registration  area  of  the  United  States  in  1915. 

Following  is  a  table  showing  death  rates  (by  States)  in  the  registration 
area  for  the  years  1913,  1914,  and  1915,  to  which  have  been  added 
the  rates  for  the  Canal  Zone.  In  comparing  rates  for  the  Canal 
Zone  with  death  rates  for  the  various  States,  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  gold  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  the  military 
garrisons  stationed  on  the  Isthmus,  who  make  a  large  percentage  of 
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the  population  of  the  Zone,  were  required  to  pass  rigid  physical  ex- 
aminations prior  to  appointment  in  the  Government  service  or  enlist- 
ment in  the  Army. 

Approximately   43  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  Zone  is  made 
up  of  American  employees,  soldiers,  and  their  families:

For  the  Canal  Zone  and  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon,  together, 
the  population  on  July  1,  1915,  was  121,650;  deaths  were  2,860,  and 
the  rates  for  the  three  years  were  23.51,  25.59,  and  23.57,  respectively. 


First  Cuban  Ship  through  the  Canal. 

The  steamship  Jalisco,  flying  the  flag  of  Cuba,  arrived  at  Cristobal 
in  the  afternoon  of  October  21,  on  a  voyage  which  begins  the  service 
of  the  New  York  and  Cuban  Mail  Steamship  Company  between  New 
York  and  Salina  Cruz,  by  way  of  Havana,  the  Canal,  and  west  coast 
ports  of  Central  America.  The  ship  brought  eight  through  passengers 
and  24  who  disembarked  at  Cristobal,  and  carried  1,400  tons  of  cargo. 
She  completed  transit  of  the  Canal  on  October  23,  and  was  the  first 
Cuban  ship  to  go  through  the  Canal.

The  delivery  of  all  coal  to  steamships  at  Cristobal  has  been  con- 
solidated in  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  the  new  coaling  plant. 
He  has  the  direction  of  deliveries  from  cars  and  from  barges  equipped 
with  portable  convej'ors,  serving  ships  tied  up  at  the  commercial 
docks,  as  well  as  from  the  coaling  plant  proper.  Orders  for  coal  will 
continue  to  be  placed  through  the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port, 
and  may  be  given  to  the  boarding  officer  as  soon  as  the  ship  reaches 
port,  if  not  placed  by  letter  or  radio  in  advance  of  arrival.

Act  of  Congress.— Injury  Compensation. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  September  23,  1916. 
Circular  No.  GOO-27: 

The  Act  of  Congress  quoted  below  is  published  for 
the  information   of  all   concerned. 

Chester  Harding, 

Acting  Governor. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  compensation  for  employees  of  the 
United  States  suffering  injuries  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled. 
That  the  United  States  shall  pay  compensation  as  here- 
inafter specified  for  the  disability  or  death  of  an  employee 
resulting  from  a  personal  injury  sustained  while  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty,  but  no  compensation  shall  be 
paid  if  the  injury  or  death  is  caused  by  the  s'illful  mis- 
oonduct  of  the  employee  or  by  the  employee's  intemion 
to  bring  about  the  injury  or  death  of  himself  or  of 
another,  or  if  intoxication  of  the  injured  employee  is  the 
proximate  cause  of  the  injury  or  death. 

Sec.  2.  That  during  the  first  three  days  of  disability 
the  employee  .=hall  not  be  entitled  to  compensation  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  section  nine.  No  compensation  shall 
at  any  time  be  paid  for  such  period. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  the  disability  is  total  the  United  States 
shall  pay  to  the  disabled  employee  during  such  disability 
a  monthly  compensation  equal  to  sixty-six  and  two-thirds 
per  centum  of  his  montlJy  pay,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

Sec.  4.  That  if  the  disability  is  partial  the  United 
States  shall  pay  to  the  disabled  employee  during  such 
disability  a  monthly  coniisensation  equal  to  sixty-.six 
and  two-thirds  per  centum  of  the  difference  between  his 
monthly  pay  and  his  monthly  wage-earning  capacity 
after  the  beginning  of  such  partial  disability.  The  com- 
mission may,  from  time  to  time,  require  a  partially  dis- 
abled employee  to  make  affidavit  as  to  the  wages  which 
he  is  then  receiving.  In  such  affidavit  the  employee  shall 
include  a  statement  of  the  value  of  housing,  board,  lodg- 
ing, and  other  advantages  which  are  received  from  the 
employer  as  a  part  of  his  remuneration  and  which  can 
be_  estimated  in  money.  If  the  employee,  when  required, 
fails  to  make  such  affidavit,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
any  compensation  while  such  failure  continues,  and  the 
period  of  such  failure  shall  be  deducted  from  the  period 
durlag  which  compensation  is  payable  to  him. 


Sec.  5.  That  if  a  partially  disabled  employee  refuses 
to  seek  suitable  work  or  refuses  or  neglects  to  work  after 
suitable  work  is  offered  to,  procured  by,  or  secured  for 
him,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  compensation. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  monthly  compensation  for  total  dis- 
abiUty  shall  not  be  more  than  $66.67  nor  less  than  $33.33, 
unless  the  employee's  monthly  pay  is  less  than  $33.33, 
in  which  case  his  monthly  compensation  shall  be  the  full 
amount  of  his  monthly  pay.  The  monthly  compensation 
for  partial  disability  shall  not  be  more  than  .566.67.  In 
the  case  of  persons  who  at  the  time  of  the  injury  were 
minors  or  employed  in  a  learner's  capacity  and  who  were 
not  physically  or  mentally  defective,  the  commission 
shall,  on  any  review  after  the  time  when  the  monthly 
wage-earning  capacity  of  such  persons  would  probably, 
but  for  the  injury,  have  increased,  award  compensation 
based  on  such  probable  monthly  wage-earning  capacity. 
The  commission  may,  on  any  review  after  the  time  when 
the  monthly  wage-earning  capacity  of  the  disabled  em- 
ployee would  probably,  irrespective  of  the  injury,  have 
decreased  on  account  of  old  age,  award  compensation 
based  on  such  probable  monthly  wage-earning  capacity. 

Sec.  7.  That  as  long  as  the  employee  is  in  receipt  of 
compensation  under  this  Act,  or,  if  he  has  been  paid  a 
lump  sum  in  commutation  payments,  until  the  expiration 
of  the  period  during  which  such  installment  payments 
would  have  continued,  he  shall  not  receive  from  the 
United  States  any  salary,  pay,  or  remuneration  whatso- 
ever except  in  return  for  services  actually  performed,  and 
except  pensions  for  service  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  8.  That  if  at  the  time  the  disability  begins  the 
employee  has  annual  or  sick  leave  to  bis  credit  he  may, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  head  or  of  the  department, 
use  such  leave  until  it  is  exhausted,  in  which  case  his 
compensation  shall  begin  on  the  fourth  day  of  disabihty 
after  the  annual  or  sick  leave  has  ceased. 

Sec.  9.  That  immediately  after  an  injury  sustained 
by  an  employee  while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty, 
whether  or  not  disabihty  has  arisen,  and  for  a  reasonable 
time  thereafter,  the  United  States  shall  furnish  to  such 
employee  reasonable  medical,  surgical,  and  hospital  serv- 
ices and  Bupphes  unless  he  refuses  to  accept  them. 
Such  services  and  supplies  shall  be  furnished  by  United 
States  medical  officers  and  hospitals,  but  where  this  is 
not  practicable  shall  be  furnished  by  private  physicians 
and  hospitals  designated  or  approved  by  the  commission 
and  paid  for  from  the  employees'  compensation  fund. 
If  necessary  for  the  securing  of  proper  medical,  surgical, 
and  hospital  treatment,  the  employee,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  commission,  may  be  furnished  transportation  at 
the  expense  of  the  employees'  compensation  fund. 

Sec.  10.  That  if  death  results  from  the  injury  within 
six  years  the  United  States  shall  pay  to  the  following 
persons  for  the  following  periods  a  monthly  compensation 
equal  to  the  following  percentages  of  the  deceased  em- 
ployee's monthly  pay,  subject  to  the  modification  that 
no  compensation  shall  be  paid  where  the  death  takes 
place  more  than  one  year  after  the  cessation  of  disabihty 
from  such  injury,  or,  if  there  has  been  no  disability  pre- 
ceding death,  more  than  one  year  after  the  injury: 

(a)  To  the  widow,  if  there  is  no  child,  thirty-five  per 
centum.  This  compensation  shall  be  paid  until  her  death 
or  marriage, 

(bj  To  the  widower,  if  there  is  no  child,  thirty-five  per 
centum  if  wholly  dependent  for  support  upon  the  de- 
ceased employee  at  the  time  of  her  death.  Tliis  com- 
pensation shall  be  paid  until  his  death  or  marriage. 

(c)  To  the  widow  or  widower,  if  there  is  a  child,  the 
compensation  payable  under  clause  (a)  or  clause  (6)  and 
in  addition  thereto  ten  per  centum  for  each  child,  not  to 
exceed  a  total  of  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  centum  for 
such  widow  and  children.  If  a  child  has  a  guardian  other 
than  the  survi^'ing  widow  or  widower,  the  compensation 
payable  on  account  of  such  child  shall  be  paid  to  such 
guardian.  The  compensation  payable  on  account  of  any 
child  shall  cease  when  he  dies,  marries,  or  reaches  the 
age  of  eighteen,  or  if  over  eighteen,  and  incapable  of 
self-support,  becomes  capable  of  self-support. 

(d)  To  the  children,  if  there  is  no  widow,  twenty-five 
per  centum  for  one  child  and  ten  per  centum  additional 
for  each  additional  child,  not  to  exceed  a  total  of  sixty- 
six  and  two-thirds  per  centum,  divided  among  such 
children  share  and  share  alike.  The  compensation  of 
each  child  shall  be  paid  until  he  dies,  marries,  or  reachee 
the  age  of  eighteen,  or,  if  over  eighteen  and  incapable  of 
self-support,  becomes  capable  of  self-support.    The  com- 
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pensatioD  of  a  child  under  legal  age  shall  be  paid  to  ita 
guardian. 

(e)  To  the  parents,  if  one  is  wholly  dependent  for  sup- 
port upon  the  deceased  employee  at  the  time  of  his  death 
and  the  other  is  not  dependent  to  any  extent,  twenty-five 
per  centum;  if  both  are  wholly  dependent,  twenty  per 
centum  to  each;  if  one  or  both  are  partly  dependent,  a 
proportionate  amount  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission. 

The  above  percentages  shall  be  paid  if  there  is  no 
widow,  widower,  or  child.  If  there  is  a  widow,  widower, 
or  child,  there  shall  be  paid  so  much  of  the  above  per- 
centages as,  when  added  to  the  total  percentages  payable 
to  the  widow,  widower,  and  children,  will  not  exceed  a 
total  of  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  centum. 

(f)  To  the  brothers,  sisters,  grandparents,  and  grand- 
children, if  one  is  wholly  dependent  upon  the  deceased 
employee  for  support  at  the  time  of  his  death,  twenty  per 
centum  to  such  dependent;  if  more  than  one  are  wliolly 
dependent,  thirty  per  centum,  divided  among  such  depend- 
ents share  and  share  alike;  if  there  is  no  one  of  them 
wholly  dependent,  but  one  or  more  partly  dependent,  ten 
per  centum  divided  among  such  dependents  share  and 
share  like. 

The  above  percentages  shall  be  paid  if  there  is  no 
widow,  widower,  child,  or  dependent  parent.  If  there  is 
a  widow ,  widower,  child ,  or  dependent  parent ,  there  shall 
be  paid  so  much  of  the  above  percentages  as,  when  added 
to  the  total  percentages  payable  to  the  widow,  widower, 
children,  and  dependent  parents,  will  not  exceed  a  total 
of  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  centum. 

(3)  The  compensation  of  each  beneficiary  under  clauses 
(e)  and  (/)  shall  be  paid  for  a  period  of  eight  years  from 
the  time  of  the  death,  unless  before  that  time  he,  if  a 
parent  or  grandparent,  dies,  marries,  or  ceases  to  be  de- 
pendent, or,  if  a  brother,  oister,  or  grandchild,  dies, 
marries,  or  reaches  the  age  of  eighteen,  or,  if  over  eighteen 
and  incapable  of  self-support,  becomes  capable  of  self- 
support.  The  compensation  of  a  brother,  sister,  or  grand- 
child under  legal  age  shall  be  paid  to  his  or  her  guardian. 

(h)  As  used  in  this  section,  the  term  "child"  includes 
stepchildren,  adopted  children,  and  posthumous  children, 
but  docs  not  include  _  married  claildren.  The  terms 
''brother"  and  "sister"  include  stepbrothers  and  step- 
sisters, half  brothers  and  half  sisters,  and  brothers  and 
sisters  by  adoption,  but  do  not  include  married  brothers 
or  married  sisters.  All  the  above  terms  and  the  term 
"grandchild"  include  only  persons  who  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  the  deceased  employee  are  under  eighteen  years 
of  age  or  over  that  age  and  incapable  of  self-support.  The 
term  "parent"  includes  stepparents  and  parents  by  adop- 
tion. The  term  "widow"  includes  only  the  decedent's 
wife  living  with  or  dependent  for  support  upon  him  at 
the  time  of  his  death.  The  term  "widower"  includes  only 
the  decedent's  husband  dependent  for  support  upon  her 
at  the  time  of  her  death.  The  terms  "adopted"  and 
"adoption"  aa  used  in  this  clause  include  only  legal 
adoption  prior  to  the  time  of  the  injury. 

(i)  Upon  the  cessation  of  compensation  under  this 
section  to  or  on  account  of  any  person,  the  compen.sation 
of  the  remaining  persons  entitled  to  compensation  for 
the  unexpired  part  of  the  period  during  which  their  com- 
pensation is  payable  shall  be  that  which  such  person 
would  have  received  if  they  had  been  the  only  persons 
entitled  to  compensation  at  the  time  of  the  decedent's 
death. 

(j)  In  case  there  are  two  or  more  classes  of  persons 
entitled  to  compensation  under  this  section  and  the  ap- 
portionment of  such  compensation,  above  prowded, 
would  result  in  injustice,  the  commission  may,  in  its 
discretion,  modify  the  apportionment  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  case. 

ik)  In  computing  compensation  under  this  section,  the 
monthly  pay  shall  be  considered  not  to  be  more  than  -SlOO 
nor  less  than  -SoO,  but  the  total  monthly  compensation 
shall  not  exceed  the  monthly  pay  computed  as  provided 
in  section  twelve. 

TO  If  any  person  entitled  to  compensation  under  this 
section,  whose  compensation  by  the  terms  of  this  section 
ceases  upon  his  marriage,  accepts  any  payments  of  com- 
pensation after  his  marriage  he  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  more  than  $2,000  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprison- 
ment. 

_  Sec.  11.  That  if  death  results  from  the  injury  within 
ax  years  the  United  States  shall  pay  to  the  personal 
representative  of  the  deceased  employee  burial  expenses 
not  to  exceed  -5100,  in  the  discretion  of  the  commission. 


In  the  case  of  an  employee  whose  home  is  within  tie 
United  States,  if  his  death  occurs  away  from  his  homo 
office  or  outside  of  the  United  States,  and  if  so  desired  h^ 
his  relatives,  the  body  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  cora- 
mission,  be  embalmed  and  transported  in  a  hermetical'y 
sealed  casket  to  the  home  of  the  employee.  Such  burial 
expenses  shall  not  be  paid  and  such  transportation  shr.ll 
not  be  furnished  where  the  death  takes  place  more  thai 
one  year  after  the  cessation  of  disability  resulting  frcm 
such  injury,  or,  if  there  has  been  no  disability  precedin<i 
death,  more  than  one  year  after  the  injury. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  computing  the  monthly  pay  the  usual 
practice  of  the  service  in  which  the  employee  was  em- 
ployed shall  be  followed.  Subsistence  anl  the  value  of 
quarters  furnished  an  employee  shall  be  included  as  part 
of  the  pay,  but  overtime  pay  shall  not  be  taken  iuto  ac- 
count. 

Sec.  13.  That  in  the  determination  of  the  employee's 
monthly  wage-earning  capacity  aficr  the  beginning  of 
partial  disabihty,  the  value  of  housing,  board,  lodging, 
and  other  advantages  wtiich  are  received  from  his  em- 
ployer as  a  part  of  his  remuneration  and  which  can  be 
estimated  in  money  shall  be  taken  into  account. 

See.  14.  That  in  cases  of  death  or  of  permanent  total 
or  permanent  partial  disabihty,  if  the  monthly  pajTnent 
to  the  beneficiary  is  less  than  S3  a  month,  or  if  the  bene- 
ficiary is  or  is  about  to  become  a  non-resident  of  the  United 
States,  or  if  the  commission  determines  that  it  is  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  beneficiary,  the  liabihty  of  the  United 
States  for  compensation  to  such  beneficiary  may  be  dis- 
charged by  the  payment  of  a  lump  sum  equal  to  the  pres- 
ent value  of  all  fut'jre  payments  of  compensation  com- 
puted at  four  per  centum  true  discount  compounded 
annually.  The  probability  of  the  beneficiary's  death 
before  the  e.xpiration  of  the  period  during  which  he  is 
entitled  to  compensation  shall  be  determined  according 
to  the  American  Experience  Table  of  Mortahty;  but  in 
case  of  compensation  to  the  widow  or  widower  of  the 
deceased  employee,  such  liunp  sum  shall  not  exceed 
sixty  months'  compensation.  The  probability  of  the 
happening  of  any  other  contingency  affecting  the  amount 
or  duration  of  the  compensation  shall  be  disregarded. 

Sec.  15.  That  every  employee  injured  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duty,  or  some  one  on  his  behalf,  shall,  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  the  injury,  give  written  notice 
thereof  to  the  immediate  superior  of  the  employee.  Such 
notice  shall  be  given  by  delivering  it  personally  or  by  de- 
positing it  properly  stamped  and  addressed  in  the  mail. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  notice  sliall  state  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  employee,  the  year,  month,  day,  and  hour 
when  and  the  particilar  locahty  where  the  injury  oc- 
curred, and  the  cause  and  nature  of  the  injury,  and  shall 
be  signed  by  and  contain  the  addreas  of  the  person  giviug 
the  notice. 

Sec.  17.  That  unless  notice  is  given  within  the  time 
specified  or  unless  the  immediate  superior  has  actual 
knowled;;e  of  the  injury,  no  compensation  shall  be  allowed, 
but  for  any  reasonable  cause  shown,  the  commission  may 
allow  compensation  if  the  notice  is  filed  within  one  year 
after  the  injury. 

Sec.  IS.  That  no  compensation  under  this  Act  shall 
be  allowed  to  any  person,  except  as  provided  in  section 
thirty-eight,  unless  he  or  some  one  on  his  behalf  shall, 
within  the  time  specified  in  section  twenty,  make 
written  claim  therefor.  Such  claim  shall  be  made  by  de- 
livering it  at  the  office  of  the  commission  or  to  any  com- 
missioner or  to  any  parson  whom  the  commission  may  by 
regulation  designate,  or  by  depositing  it  in  the  mails 
properly  stamped  and  addressed  to  the  conunission  or  to 
any  person  whom  the  commission  may  by  regulation 
designate. 

Sec  10.  That  every  claim  shall  be  made  on  forms  to 
be  furnished  by  the  commission  and  shall  contain  all  the 
information  require  J  by  the  commission.  Each  claim 
shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  person  entitled  to  compensation 
or  by  the  person  acting  on  his  behalf,  and,  except  in  case 
of  death,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  em- 
ployee's pnysician  stating  the  nature  of  the  injury  and 
the  nature  and  probable  extent  of  the  disabihty.  For 
any  reasonable  cause  shown  the  commission  may  waive 
the  pro\dsion3  of  this  section. 

Sec.  20.  That  all  original  claims  for  compensation  for 
disability  shall  be  made  within  sixty  days  after  the  injury. 
All  original  claims  for  compensation  for  death  shall  be 
made  within  one  year  after  the  death.  For  any  reason- 
able   cause   shown    the  commission  m:iy  allow  original 
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chiims  for  compensation  for  disability  to  be  made  at  any 
time  within  one  year. 

Sec.  21.  That  after  the  injury  the  employee  shall,  as 
fre'juently  and  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be  reason- 
ably required,  submit  himself  to  examination  by  a  medi- 
cal officer  of  the  United  States  or  by  a  duly  qualified 
physician  designated  and  paid  by  him  present  to  partici- 
pi!e  in  such  examination.  For  all  examinations  after  the 
first  the  employee  shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  com- 
mission, be  paid  his  reasonable  traveling  and  other  ex- 
penses and  loss  of  wages  incurred  in  order  to  submit  to  such 
examination.  If  the  employee  refuses  to  submit  himself 
for  or  in  any  way  obstructs  any  examination,  liis  ri^ht 
to  claim  compensation  under  this  Act  shall  be  suspended 
until  such  refusal  or  obstruction  ceases.  No  compensa- 
tion shall  be  payable  while  such  refusal  or  obstruction 
continues,  and  the  period  of  such  refusal  or  obstruction 
shill  be  deducted  from  the  period  for  which 'compensa- 
tion is  payable  to  him. 

Sec.  22.  That  in  case  of  any  disagreement  between  the 
physician  making  an  examination  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  and  the  employee's  physician  the  com- 
mi  ision  shall  appoint  a  third  physician,  duly  qualified, 
win  shall  make  an  examination. 

Si'c.  23.  That  fees  for  examinations  made  on  the  part 
of  the  United  States  under  sections  twenty-one  and 
twenty-two  by  physician.s  who  are  not  already  in  the 
service  of  the  United  States  shall  be  fixed  by  the  com- 
mi.^^ion.  Such  fees,  and  any  sum  payable  to  the  employee 
ui  ler  section  twenty-one,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  ap- 
p-']')riation  for  the  work  of  the  commission. 

See.  24.  That  immediately  after  an  injury  to  an  em- 
ployee resulting  in  his  death  or  in  liis  probable  disability, 
his  immediate  superior  shall  make  a  report  to  the  com- 
mission containing  such  information  as  the  commi.'ssion 
may  require,  and  shall  thereafter  make  such  supplement- 
arj-  reports  as  the  commission  may  require. 
_  Sec.  25.  That  any  assignment  of  a  claim  for  compensa- 
tion under  this  Act  shall  be  void  and  all  compensation 
and  claims  therefor  shall  be  exempt  from  all  claims  of 
creditors. 

Sec.  26.  If  an  injury  or  death  for  which  compensation 
Ls  payable  under  this  Act  is  caused  under  circumstances 
creating  a  legal  liability  upon  some  person  other  than  the 
United  States  to  pay  damages  therefor,  the  commission 
may  require  the  beneficiary  to  assign  to  the  United  States 
anv  riglit  of  action  he  may  have  to  enforce  such  hability 
of  such  person  or  any  ri','ht  which  he  may  have  to  share 
in  any  money  or  other  property  received  in  satisfaction 
of  such  li.ibiUty  of  such  other  person,  or  the  commission 
mav  require  said  beneficiary  to  prcsecute  said  action  in 
his  own  name. 

If  I  he  beneficiary  shall  refuse  to  make  such  as.signment 
or  to  prosecute  said  action  in  his  own  nam?  when  re- 
qtiiri'  I  by  the  commission,  he  .shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 
cuDiponsatirsn  under  this  Act. 

'I'll"  cause  of  action  when  assigned  to  the  United  States 
miv  •'€  pro3(>cuted  or  compromised  by  the  commission 
ani  if  the  commission  realizes  upon  su?h  action,  it  shall 
apply  the  money  or  other  property  so  received  in  the 
following  manner:  After  deducting  the  amount  of  any 
comprnsation  already  paid  to  the  beneficiary  and  the 
expenses  of  such  realization  or  collection,  wluch  sum  shall 
be  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  employees'  compensation 
fund,  the  surplus,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  beneficiary 
and  credited  upon  any  future  payments  of  compensation 
payable  to  him  on  account  of  the  same  injury. 

Sec.  27.  That  if  an  injury  or  death  for  which  compensa- 
tion i.s  payable  under  this  Act  is  caused  under  circum- 
stan '03  creatinga  legal  liability  in  some  person  other  than 
the  United  States  to  pay  damages  therefor,  and  a  bene- 
ficiary entitled  to  compensation  from  the  United  States 
for  such  injury  or  death  receive  as  a  result  of  a  suit 
brouL'ht  by  him  or  on  his  behalf,  or  as  a  result  of  a  settle- 
ment made  by  him  or  on  his  behalf,  any  money  or  other 
property  in  satisfaction  of  the  liability  of  such  other  person, 
such  beneficiary  shall,  after  deducting  the  costs  of  suit 
and  a  reasonable  attorney's  fee,  apply  the  money  or 
other  property  so  received  in  the  following  manner: 

{a)  If  his  compensation  has  been  paid  in  whole  or  in 
part,  he  shall  refund  to  the  United  States  the  amount  of 
compivisation  which  has  been  paid  by  the  United  States 
anil  iTc  lit  any  surplus  upon  future  payments  of  compen- 
a  iticn  paj'able  to  him  onaccount  of  the  same  injury.  Any 
amount  so  refunded  to  the  United  Statfts  shall  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  the  emplo.vees'  compensation  fund. 

(b)  If  no  compensation  has  been  paid  to  him  by  the 


UnitedStates,  he  shall  credit  the  money  or  other  property 
BO  received  upon  any  compensation  payable  to  him  by  the 
United  States  on  account  of  the  same  injury. 

Sec.  28.  That  a  commission  is  hereby  created,  to  be 
known_  as  the  United  States  Employees'  Compensation 
Commission,  and  to  be  composed  of  three  commissioners 
appointed  by  the  I're.sident,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  one  of  whom  shall  be  designated  by 
the  President  as  chairman.  No  commissioner  shall  hold 
any  other  office  or  position  under  the  United  States.  No 
more  than  two  of  said  commissioners  shall  be  members 
of  the  same  political  party.  One  of  the  said  commissioners 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for  a  term 
of  four  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  six  years,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  each  of  said  terms,  the  commissioner  then 
appointed  shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  .six  years. 
Each  commissioner  shall  receive  a  salary  of  $4,000  a  year. 
The  principal  office  of  said  oonmiission  shall  be  in  Wash- 
ington, I5istrict  of  Columbia,  but  the  said  commission 
is  authorized  to  perform  its  work  at  any  place  deemed 
necessary  by  said  commission,  subject  to  the  restrictions 
and  limitations  of  this  Act. 

Sec.  28a.  Upon  the  organisation  of  said  commission  and 
notifis.ation  to  the  heads  of  all  executive  departments  that 
the  commission  is  ready  to  take  up  the  work  devolved 
upon  it  by  this  Act,  all  commissions  and  independent 
bureaus  by  or  in  which  paj-ments  for  compensation  are 
now  provided  together  with  the  adjustment  and  settle- 
ment of  such  claims  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the 
executive  departments,  commissions,  and  independent 
bureaus  sh:Jl  transfer  all  pending  claims  to  said  com- 
mission to  be  administered  by  it.  The  said  commission 
may  obtain,  in  all  cases  in  addition  to  the  reports  pro- 
vided in  section  twenty-four,  such  information  and  such 
reports  from  employees  of  the  departments  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  commission  and  the  heads  of  the  re- 
spective departments.  All  clerks  and  employees  now 
exclu.sively  engaged  in  carrjnng  on  said  work  in  the  various 
executive  departments,  conunissions,  and  independent 
bureaus  shall  be  transferred  to,  and  become  employees  of 
the  commission  at  their  present  grades  and  salaries. 

Sec.  29.  That  the  commission,  or  any  commissioner 
by  authority  of  the  commission,  shall  have  power  to- 
issue  subpoenas  for  and  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses within  a  radius  of  one  hundred  miles,  to  require 
the  production  of  books,  papers,  documents,  and  other 
evidence,  to  administer  oaths  and  to  examine  witnesses, 
upon  any  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  commis- 
sion. 

Sec.  .30.  That  the  commission  shall  have  such  assist- 
ants, clerks,  and  other  employees  as  may  be  from  time 
to  time  provided  by  Congress.  They  shall  be  appointed 
from  lists  of  eligibles  to  be  supplied  by  the  Civil  Service 
Commission,  and  in  accordance  with  the  civil  service  law. 

Sec.  31.  That  the  commission  shall  submit  annually 
to  the  Secretar.v  of  the  Treasury  estimates  of  the  ap- 
propriations necessary  for  the  work  of  the  commission. 

See.  .32.  That  the  commission  is  authorized  to  make 
necessary  rules  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of 
this  Act,  and  shall  decide  all  questions  arising  under  this 
Act. 

Sec.  33.  That  the  commission  shall  make  to  Congress 
at  the  beginning  of  each  regular  session  a  report  of 
Its  work  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  including  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
a  detailed  statement  showing  receipts  of  and  expendi- 
tures from  the  employees'  compensation  fund,  and  its 
recommendations  for  legislation. 

Sec.  34.  That  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  there  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  be  appropriated,  from  any  money  in  the 
Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  the  sum  of  ?5p,- 
000  for  the  work  of  the  commission,  including  salaries 
of  the  commissioners  and  of  such  assistants,  clerks,  and 
other  employees  as  the  commission  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  for  traveling  expenses,  expenrses  of  medical 
e:;amination3  under  sections  twenty-one  and  twenty-two, 
reasonable  travelijig  and  other  expenses  and  loss  of 
wages  payable  to  employees  under  section  twenty- 
one,  rent  and  equipment  of  offices,  purchase  of  books, 
stationery,  and  other  supplies,  printing  and  binding 
to  be  done  at  the  Government  Printing  OlSce,  and  other 
necessary  expenses. 

Sec  3.5.  That  there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  ap- 
propriated, from  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  the  sum  of  SoOO.OOO,  to  be  set  aside 
as  a  separate  fund  in  the  Treasury,  to  be  known  as  the 
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employees'  compensation  fund.  To  this  fiinH  'here 
shall  be  added  such  sums  as  Conoiress  may  from  time 
to  time  appropriate  for  the  purpo.-e.  Such  f'j;id,  in- 
cluding all  additions  that  may  be  made  to  it,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  be  permanently  appropriated  for  the 
pajTonent  of  the  compensation  pro\'ideJ  by  this  Act, 
including  the  medical,  sur-ical,  and  hospital  services 
and  supplies  provided  by  section  nine,  and  the  trans- 
portation and  burial  expenses  provided  by  sections 
nine  and  eleven.  The  commission  shall  submit  annually 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  estimates  of  the  ap- 
propriations necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fund. 

See.  33.  The  commission,  upon  con>ideratinn  of  the 
claim  presented  by  the  beneficiary,  and  the  report  fur- 
nished by  the  immediate  superior  and  the  completion 
of  such  investigation  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  shall 
determine  and  make  a  finding  of  fact?  thereon  and 
make  an  award  for  or  asrainst  payment  of  the  com- 
pensation provided  for  in  this  Act.  Compensation  when 
awarded  shall  be  paid  from  the  employees'  compensation 
fund. 

Sec.  37.  That  if  the  ori;^nal  claim  for  compensatioa 
has  been  made  within  the  time  specified  in  section 
twenty,  the  commission  may,  at  any  time,  on  its  own 
motion  or  on  application,  review  the  award,  and,  in 
accordance  \vith  the  facts  found  on  such  review,  may 
end,  diminish,  or  increase  the  compensation  previou.sly 
awarded,  or,  if  compensation  has  been  refused  or  dis- 
continued, award  compensation. 

Sec.  38.  That  if  any  compensation  is  paid  under  a 
mistake  of  law  or  of  fact,  the  commission  shall  im- 
mediately cancel  any  award  under  which  such  com- 
pensation has  been  paid  and  shall  recover,  as  far  as 
practicable,  any  amount  which  has  been  so  paid.  .'Vny 
amount  so  recovered  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
employees'  compen.sation  fund. 

Sec.  39.  That  whoever  makes,  in  any  affida\nt  re- 
quired under  section  four  or  in  any  claim  for  compen- 
sation, any  statement,  knowing  it  to  be  false,  shall  be 
guilty  of  perjury  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  S2,000,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more 
than  one  year  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

See.  40.  Tliat  wherever  used  in  this  Act^ 

The  singular  includes  the  plural  and  the  masculine 
includes    the    feminine. 

The  term  "employee"  includes  all  civil  employees 
of  the  United  States  and  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany. 

The  term  "commission"  sh.all  be  taken  to  refer  to  the 
United  States  Employees'  Compensation  Commission 
provided    for    in    section    twenty-eight. 

The  term   "physician"  includes  surzeons. 

The  term  "monthly  |)ay"  shall  be  taken  to  refer  to 
the  mo.nthly  pay  at  the  time  of  thi  inju'y. 

Sec.  41.  That  all  Acts  or  parts  of  Acts  inconsistent 
with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed:  Provided,  however, 
That  for_2injuries  occiirring  prior  to  the  passage  of  this 
Act  compensation  shall  be  paid  under  the  law  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  pa.ssage  of  this  Act:  And  proiided  fur- 
Ihrr,  That  if  an  injury  or  death  for  which  compensation 
is  payable  under  this  Act  is  caused  under  circumstances 
creating  a  legal  liability  in  tlie  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  pay  damages  therefor  under  the  laws  of  any 
State,  Territory,  or  possession  of  the  United  States 
or  of  the  District  of  Colurahia  or  of  any  foreign  country, 
no  compensation  shall  be  payable  until  the  person  en- 
titled to  compensation  releases  to  the  Panama  Rail- 
road Company  any  right  of  action  which  he  may  have 
to  enforce  such  liibiUty  of  tlie  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany, or  until  he  a.ssi.;n3  to  the  United  States  any  right 
which   he   may   have   to   share  in   any  money  or  other 

Property  recei\ed  in  satbfaction  of  such  liability  of  the 
anama  Raiboad  Company. 

Sec.  42.  That  the  President  may  from  time  to  time 
transfer  the  administration  of  this  Act  so  far  as  em- 
ployee of  the  Panama  Canal  and  of  the  Panama  Rail- 
road Company  are  concerned  to  the  governor  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  and  so  far  as  employees  of  the  Alaskan 
Engineering  Commission  are  concerned  to  the  chaiiman 
of  that  commission,  in  wliich  cases  the  words  "com- 
mission", and  "[t4_"  wherever  they  appear  in  this  Act 
shall,  so  far  as  necessary  to  give  eifeot  to  such  transfer 
be  read  "governor  of  the  Panama  Canal"  or  "chair- 
man of  the  Alaskan  I'^ngineering  Commission,"  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  "his",  and  the  exp^itses  of  medical 
examinations  under  section  twenty-one  and  twenty- 
two    and    the    reasonable    traveling  and  other  expenses 


and  loss  of  wages  payable  to  employees  under  section 
twentv-one,  shall  be  paid  out  of  appropriations  for  the 
Panama  Canal  or  for  the  Alaskan  Engineering  Com- 
mission or  out  of  funds  of  the  Panama  Railroad,  as  the 
case  m  ly  be.  instead  of  out  of  the  appropriation  for  the 
work  of  the  commission. 

In  the  case  of  compensation  to  employees  of  the  Pana- 
ma Canal  or  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  tem- 
porary disability,  either  total  of  partial,  the  President  may 
authorize  the  governor  of  the  Panama  Canal  to  waive 
at  his  discretion,  the  m,aking  of  the  claim  required  by 
section  eighteen.  In  tlie  ca~e  of  alien  employees  of  the 
Panama  Canal  or  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  or 
of  any  cla.ss  or  classes  of  them,  the  President  may  remove 
or  modify  the  minimum  limit  established  by  section  six 
on  the  montlily  compensation  for  disabilitj'  and  the  mini- 
mum limit  established  by  clause  (i)  of  section  ten  on  the 
monthly  pay  on  which  death  compensation  is  to  be  com- 
puted. The  President  may  authorize  the  governor  of  the 
Panama  Canal  and  the  chairman  of  Alaskan  Engineering 
Commission  to  pay  the  compensation  provided  by  tliis 
Act,  includiigthe  medical,  surgical,  and  hospital  services 
and  supplies  provid:;d  by  section  nine  and  the  transpor- 
tation and  burial  expenses  provided  by  sections  nine  and 
eleven,  out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  Panama  Canal 
and  for  the  .Alaskan  Engineering  Commission,  such  ap- 
propriations to  be  reimbursed  for  such  payments  by  the 
transfer  of  funds  from  the  employee,?'  compensatioa 
fund.

Injury  Compensation. 

The  P.a.nam.\  Can.\l, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  October  3,  1916. 
CiRCt-iLAR  No.  66S-1  (superseding  Circular  No.  668) : 

1.  By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  ia  me  bj"  the 
United  States  Employees'  Injury  Compensation  Act 
approved  September  7,  1916,  and  the  Executive  Order 
approved  September  15,  1916,  the  following  rules  and 
regulations  are  hereby  prescribed  for  the  enforcement  of 
said  act  so  far  as  it  concerns  employees  of  Tiie  Panama 
Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  Company. 

NOTICE  OF  INJURY. 

2.  Every  emplo>-ee  injured  in  the  performance  of  his 
duty  on  or  after  September  7,  1916,  should  give  notice 
thereof  to  his  foreman  or  other  immediate  suixjrior. 
The  report  of  injury  made  by  the  foreman  or  other  im- 
mediate superior,  or  the  certificate  of  the  attending 
physician  wiU  be  sufficient  to  constitute  the  notice  of 
injury  required  by  law. 

RErOST  or  INJURY. 

3.  When  a  foreman  or  other  immediate  superior  re- 
ceives information  of  an  injury  to  an  emploj-ee.  occurring 
in  connectio;)  with  his  work,  he  shall  investigate  t'tve 
matter  immediately  and  make  report  thereof  on  form  .4-18 
(revised).  The  report  when  completed  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  first  mail  to  the  Claim  Officer,  Balboa  Heights, 
C.mal  Zone.  Due  diligence  will  be  required  of  foremen 
and  other  immediate  superiors  in  obtaining  information 
relative  to  injuries  occurring  to  employees  under  their 
charge  and  in  making  of  reports  of  injuries.  Reports 
shall  be  mads  whether  the  injury  results  in  immediate 
disability  or  not. 

REPORT  OF  DEATH. 

4.  The  death  of  any  employee  resulting  from  an  inj«ry 
shall  be  reported  by  his  immediate  superior  to  the  Cliim 
Officer,  Balboa  Heights,  Canal  Zone,  on  form  A-19 
(revised). 

M3DIC.\L  .AND  SURGICAL  TREATMENT. 

5.  An  injured  employee  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama 
shall  report  for  treatment  to  the  nearest  physician  of 
The  Panama  Canal  immediately  after  disabihty  results 
from  an  injury,  if  one  is  av.ailable,  and  he  shall  be  subject 
to  the  orders  of  such  physician  until  discharged  from  treat- 
ment. 

CERTIFICATE  OF  ATTENDING   PHYSICIAN. 

6.  Any  physician  of  The  Panama  Canal  who  attends 
an  employee  unable  to  perform  his  duty,  claiming  that 
his  disability  is  due  to  an  injury,  shall  issue  certificates  of 
disability  as  follows: 

(a)  After  the  period  of  disability  shall  have  continued 
for  more  than  two  full  consecutive  days  following  the 
day  of  the  inception  of  such  disability,  a  certificate  on 
form  .A-24  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Claim  Officer. 

(b)  When  an  employee  who  has  been  disabled  on  ac- 
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count  of  injury  which  has  continued  for  more  than  two 
full  days,  is  discharged  from  treatment  he  stiall  be  given 
a  discharge  slip  fform  A-25)  with  instructions  to  show  it 
to  his  foreman  and  deliver  it  to  the  timekeeper. 

(f)  When  an  employee  is  transferred  to  another  point 
for  treatment  on  account  of  injury,  the  period  of  continu- 
ous disability  prior  to  his  transfer,  shall  be  certified  upon 
the  papers  which  accompany  the  employee  to  the  point 
of  transfer.  The  physician  at  the  point  of  transfer  shall 
include  in  his  certificate  of  disability  and  discharge  slip, 
the  period  of  disability  from  the  beginning  date  shown 
upon  the  transfer  papers. 

DISPOSITION  OF  REPORT. 

7.  The  report  of  injury  or  death  shall  be  forwarded  by 
the  Claim  Officer  to  the  Chief  Timekeeper  or  other  person 
who  may  have  the  custody  of  the  time  records,  and  the 
report  shall  be  verified  from  the  records  as  to  tiic  name, 
metal  check,  occupation,  and  rate  of  pay  of  the  injured  or 
deceased  employee,  and  there  shall  be  added  to  the  report 
the  roll  reference  and  such  other  information  as  the  Claim 
Officer  may  require.  After  the  report  shall  have  been 
verified  by  the  Chief  Timekeeper  or  other  por-son  who  may 
have  the  custody  of  the  time  records,  it  shall  be  returned 
to  the  Claim  Officer. 

DISPOSITION  OF  DISCHARGE  SLIP. 

8.  .\n  employee  receiving  a  discharge  slip  upon  dis- 
charge from  treatment  shall  show  it  to  his  foreman  or 
other  immediate  superior,  upon  his  return  to  his  station 
and  then  deliver  it  to  his  timekeeper.  The  timekeeper 
shall  attach  the  discharge  slip  to  the  time  book  and  it 
shall  accompany  the  time  book  to  the  timekeeping  office. 
Tho  office  timekeeper  shall  note  on  the  discharge  slip 
such  information  in  regard  to  the  employee's  status  on 
the  pay  rolls  as  may  be  required,  and  forward  it  to  the 
Claim  Officer.  If  the  employee  does  not  return  to  work, 
he  should  forward  his  discharge  slip  direct  to  the  Claim 
Officer. 

TR.\NSIT  TIME. 

9.  In  addition  to  the  time  that  an  employee  is  certified 
for  injury,  he  shall  be  allowed  the  time  necessarily  con- 
sumed in  returning  from  the  hospital,  or  other  place  in 
which  he  has  been  detained  for  treatment  on  account  of 
injury,  to  the  place  of  accident,  or  to  his  place  of  work, 
or  to  his  home  in  the  Canal  Zone.  Provided,  that  pay- 
ment for  no  part  of  the  time  has  been  otherwise  allowed. 

DUTIES  OF  CHIEF  HEALTH  OFFICER. 

10.  The  Chief  Health  Officer  shall  require  officers  under 
his  jurisdiction  to  submit  to  the  Claim  Officer  reports 
on  the  physical  condition  of  employees,  whenever  such 
reports  are  requested;  to  give  written  notice  of  the  dis- 
charge of  an  injured  employee  who  is  in  need  of  no  further 
medical  treatment,  but  is  still  disabled;  to  give  written 
notice  when  an  injured  employee  whose  disability  is 
permanent,  is  able  to  travel  to  his  home,  if  such  employee 
IS  not  a  permanent  resident  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama; 
and  to  furnish  such  other  information  as  the  Claim  Officer 
may  require. 

The  Chief  Health  Officer  shall  require  also  that  there 
be  kept  in  all  hospitals  and  dispensaries  operated  imder 
his  jurisdiction,  registers  (form  A-31)  of  all  injury  eases 
which  may  be  treated  in  such  hospitals  and  dispensaries 
and  that  the  necessary  entries  be  made  in  such  registers 
at  the  time  of  the  initial  treatment  of  the  patient.  These 
registers  shall  be  available  for  inspection  by  the  Claim 
Officer  and  his  assistants. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  AUDITOR. 

11.  The  Auditor  of  The  Panama  Canal  shall  designate 
an  employee  of  his  department  to  perform  the  duties  of 
Claim  Officer.  Tho  Claim  Officer  shall  keep  accurate 
recordsofall  transactions  in  connection  with  claims  arising 
out  of  personal  injuries  to  employees,  prepare  the  neces- 
sary payrolls  and  vouchers,  and  certify  the  same  as  correct. 
He  shall  collect  evidence  for  the  proper  determination 
of  any  question  which  may  arise  upon  a  claim  for  com- 
pensation, and  shall  exercise  jurisdiction  over  the  ad- 
ministrative details  of  the  operation  of  the  United  States 
Employees' Compensation  Act.  All  claims  for  compensa- 
tion on  account  of  death,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Gov- 
ernor by  the  Auditor,  with  a  brief  of  the  facts  in  the  case 
and  a  recommendation  as  to  the  action  to  be  taken. 

PROCURING  EVIDENCE. 

12.  The  heads  of  departments  or  divisions  are  requested 
to  cooperate  with  the  Claim  Officer  and  his  assistants 
in  securing  the  testimony  of  witnesses  and  in  procuring 
evidence  in  any  matter  touching  a  claim  for  compensa- 
tion for  injury  or  death. 


RE-EMPLOYMENT  OF   PARTIALLY  DISABLED 
EMPLOYEE. 

1.3.  Whenever  it  may  be  advisable  to  continue  in  the 
service  a  partially  disabled  employee,  the  employee  shall 
be  referred  to  the  head  of  the  department  or  division 
in  which  he  was  employed  at  the  time  of  the  injury  with 
a  view  to  securing  suitable  employment. 

14.  The  above  rules  apply  especially  to  employees  of 
The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  Company  on 
the  Isthmus.  They  shall  govern  as  far  as  practicable 
injuries  sustained  by  employees  away  from  the  Isthmus 
of  Panama.

Act   of  Congress.— Panama   Canal   Bonds- 
Panama  Railroai  Vessels. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  September  27,  1916. 
ClRctTLAR  No.  600-29: 

The  extracts  from  an  Act  of  Congress  quot-ed  below 
are  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 
Chester  Harding, 
Acting  Governor. 

AN  ACT  To  establish  a  United  States  Shipping  Board 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging,  developing,  and 
creating  a  naval  auxiliary  and  naval  reserve  and  a 
merchant  marine  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
commerce  of  the  United  States  with  its  Territories 
and  possessions  and  with  foreign  countries;  to 
regulate  carriers  by  water  engaged  in  the  foreign 
and  interstate  commerce  of  the  United  States; 
and  for  other  purposes. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represcntatizea 

of  the    United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  board,  with  the  approval  of  the 
President,  is  authorized  to  have  constructed  and  equip- 
ped in  American  shipyards  and  navy  yards  or  elsewhere, 
giving  preference,  other  things  being  equal,  to  domestic 
yards,  or  to  purchase,  lease,  or  charter,  vessels  suitable, 
as  far  as  the  commercial  requirements  of  the  marine 
trade  of  the  United  States  may  permit,  for  use  as  naval 
auxiliaries  or  Army  transports,  or  for  other_  naval  or 
military  purposes,  and  to  make  necessary  repairs  en  and 
alterations  of  such  vessels:  Provided,  That  neither  the 
board  nor  any  corporation  formed  under  section  eleven 
in  which  the  United  States  is  then  a  stockholder  shall 
purchase,  lease,  or  charter  any  vessel — 

(i)  Which  is  then  engaged  in  the  foreign  or  domestic 
commerce  of  the  United  States,  unless  it  is  about  to  be 
withdrawn  from  such  commerce  without  any  intention 
on  the  part  of  the  owner  to  return  it  thereto  within  a 
reasonable  time: 

(6)  Which  is  under  the  registry  or  flag  of  a  foreign 
country  which  is  then  engaged  in  war; 

(c)  Which  is  not  adapted,  or  can  not  by  rexsonable 
alterations  and  repairs  be  adapted,  to  the  purposes 
specified  in  this  section: 

(d)  Which,  upon  e.xpert  c:<amination  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  board,  a  written  report  of  such  examina- 
tion being  filed  as  a  public  record,  is  not  without  altera- 
tion or  repair  found  to  be  at  I'jast  seventy-five  per  cent- 
um as  efficient  as  at  the  time  it  was  originally  put  ia 
commission  as  a  seaworthy  vessel. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  President  may  transfer  either  per- 
manently or  for  limited  periods  to  the  board  such  vessels 
belonging  to  the  War  or  Navy  Department  as  arc  suit- 
able for  commercial  uses  and  not  required  for  military 
or  naval  use  in  time  of  peace,  and  cause  to  be  transferred 
to  the  board  vessels  owned  by  the  Panama  Railroad 
Company  and  not  required  in  its  business. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  board,  upon  terms  and  conditions 
prescribed  by  it  and  approved  by  the  President,  may 
charter,  lease,  or  sell  to  any  person,  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  any  vessel  so  purchased,  constructed  or 
transferred. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  vessel  purchased,  chartered,  or  leased 
from  the  board  may  be  registered  or  enrolled  and  licensed 
or  both  registered  and  enrolled  and  licensed,  as  a  vessel 
of  the  United  States  and  entitled  to  the  benefits  and 
privileges  appertaining  thereto;  Provided,  That  foreign- 
built  vessels  admitted  to  .American  registry  or  enroll- 
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ment  and  license  under  this  Act,  and  vessels  owned, 
chartered,  or  leased  by  any  corporation  in  which  the 
United  States  is  a  stockholder,  and  vessels  sold,  leased, 
or  chartered  to  any  person  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
as  provided  in  this  act,  may  engage  in  the  coastwise 
trade  of  the  United  States. 

Every  vessel  purchased,  chartered,  or  leased  from  the 
board  shall,  unless  otherwise  authorized  by  the  board, 
be  operated  only  under  such  registry  or  enrollment  and 
license.  Such  vessels  while  employed  solely  as  mer- 
chant vessels  shall  be  subject  to  all  laws,  regulations 
and  liabilities  governing  merchant  vessels,  whether 
the  United  States  be  interested  therein  as  owner,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  or  hold  any  mortgage,  lien,  or  other 
interest  therein.  No  such  vessel,  without  the  approval 
of  the  board,  shall  be  transferred  to  a  foreign  registry  or 
flag,  or  sold;  nor,  except  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  board,  be  chartered  or  leased. 
_  When  the  United  States  is  at  war,  or  during  any  na- 
tional emergency  the  existence  of  which  is  declared  by 
proclamation  of  the  President,  no  vessel  registered  or 
enrolled  and  licetticd  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
shall,  without  the  approval  of  the  board,  be  sold,  leased 
or  chsirtered  to  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  or  transferred  to  a  foreign  registry  or  flag.  No 
▼essel  registered  or  enrolled  and  licensed  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  owned  by  any  person  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  except  one  which  the  board 
is  prohibited  from  purchasing,  shall  be  sold  to  any 
person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  transferred 
to  a  foreign  registry  or  flag,  unless  such  vessel  is  first 
tendered  to  the  board  at  the  price  in  good  faith  offered 
bj;  others,  or,  if  no  such  offer,  at  a  fair  price  to  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  provided  in  section  ten. 

Any  vessel  sold,  chartered,  leased,  transferred,  or 
operated  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  forfeited  to 
the  United  States,  and  whoever  violates  any  provision 
of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $5,000,  or  to  imprison- 
ment of  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  President,  upon  giving  to  the  person 
interested  such  reasonable  notice  in  writing  as  in  his 
judgment  the  circumstances  permit,  may  take  pos- 
session, absolutely  or  temporarily,  for  any  naval  or  mili- 
tary purpose,  of  any  vessel  purchased,  leased,  or  charter- 
ed frsm  the  board:  Provided,  That  if,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  President,  an  emergency  exists  requiring  such  action 
he  may  take  possession  of  any  such  vessel  without 
notice. 

Thereafter,  upon  ascertainment  by  agreement  or 
otherwise,  the  Urdted  States  shall  pay  the  person  inter- 
ested the  fair  actual  value  based  upon  normal  con- 
ditions at  the  time  of  taking  of  thie  interest  of  such  per- 
son in  every  vessel  taken  absolutely,  or  if  taken  for  a 
limited  period,  the  fair  charter  value  under  normal  con- 
ditions for  such  period.  In  case  of  disagreement  as  to 
Buch  fair  value  it  shall  be  determined  by  appraisers, 
one  to  be  appointed  by  the  board,  one  by  the  person 
interested,  and  a  third  by  the  two  bo  appointed.  The 
finding  of  such  appraisers  shall  be  final  and  binding 
upon  both  parties. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  board,  if  in  its  judgment  such  action 
is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  may 
form  under  the  laws  of  the  District  of  Columbia  one  or 
more  corporations  for  the  purchase,  construction,  equip- 
•ment,  lease,  charter,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  mer- 
chant vessels  in  the  commerce  of  the  United  States. 
The  total  capital  stock  thereof  shall  not  exceed  350,000,- 
000.  The  board  may,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  United 
State),  subscribe  to,  purchase,  and  vote  not  less  than  a 
majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  any  such  corporation,  and 
do  all  other  things  in  regard  thereto  necessary  to  protect 
the  interests  of  the  United  States  and  to  carry  out  the 
purposes  of  this  Act.  The  board,  with  the  approval 
of  the  President,  may  sell  any  or  all  of  the  stock  of  the 
United  States  in  such  corporation,  but  at  no  time  shall 
it  be  a  minority  stockholder  therein:  Provided,  That  no 
corporation  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  stockholder, 
formed  under  the  authority  of  this  section,  shall  engage 
in  the  operation  of  any  vessel  constructed,  purchased, 
leased,  chartered,  or  transferred  under  the  authority 
of  this  Act  unless  the  board  shall  be  unable  after  a  bona 
fide  effort,  to  contract  with  any  person  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  for  the  purchase,  lease,  or  charter  of  such 
vessel  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  board. 


The  board  shall  give  pubhc  notice  of  the  fact  that 
vessels  are  offered  and  the  terms  and  conditions  upon 
which  a  contract  will  be  made,  and  shall  invite  com- 
petitive offerings.  In  the  event  the  board  shall,  after 
full  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  proviso,  determine 
that  it  is  unable  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  such  privat* 
parties  for  the  purchase,  lease,  or  charter  of  such  vessel, 
it  shall  make  a  full  report  to  the  President,  who  shall 
examine  such  report,  and  if  he  shall  approve  the  same 
he  shall  make  an  order  declaring  that  the  conditions 
have  been  found  to  exist  which  justify  the  operation  of 
such  vessel  by  a  corporation  formed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section. 

At  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  the  conclusion 
of  the  present  European  war  the  operation  of  vessels  on 
the  part  of  any  such  corporation  in  which  the  United 
States  is  then  a  stockholder  shall  cease  and  the  said  cor- 
poration stand  dissolved.  The  date  of  the  conclusion  of 
the  war  shall  be  declared  by  proclamation  of  the  Presi- 
dent. The  vessels  and  other  property  of  any  such  cor- 
poration shall  revert  to  the  board.  The  board  may  sell, 
lease,  or  charter  such  vessels  as  provided  in  section 
seven  and  shall  dispose  of  the  property  other  than  vessels 
on  the  best  available  terms  and,  after  payment  of  all 
debts  and  obhgations,  deposit  the  proceeds  thereof  in 
the  Treasury  to  its  credit.  All  stock  in  such  corpora- 
tions owned  by  others  than  the  United  States  at  the  time 
of  dissolution  shall  be  taken  over  by  the  board  at  a  fair 
and  reasonable  value  and  paid  for  with  funds  to  the  cred- 
it of  the  board.  In  case  of  disagreement,  such  value 
shall  be  determined  in  the  manner  provided  in  section 
ten.

Sec.  13.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  five  and  eleven  no'  liability  shall  be 
incurred  exceeding  a  total  of  550,000,000  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  upon  the  request  of  the  board,  ap- 
proved by  the  President,  shall  from  time  to  time  issue  and 
sell  or  use  any  of  the  bonds  of  the  United  States  now 
available  in  the  Treasury  under  the  Acts  of  August  fifth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  February  fourth ,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  and  March  second,  nineteen  hundred 
and  eleven,  relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Panama  Canal,  to  a  total  amount  not  to 
exceed  550,000,000:  Provided,  That  any  bonds  issued  and 
sold  or  used  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  be 
made  payable  at  such  time  within  fifty  years  after  issue 
as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  fix,  instead  of  fifty 
years  after  the  date  of  issue,  as  prescribed  in  the  Act  of 
August  fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  and  the  net  proceeds  of  all 
sales,  charters,  and  leases  of  vessels  and  of  sales  of  stock 
made  by  the  board,  and  all  other  moneys  received  by  it 
from  any  source,  shall  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  board,  and  are  hereby  permanently 
appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  five  and  eleven.

Exantination  by  Board  of  Local  Inspectors. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  will  conduct  examina- 
tions at  the  Administration  Building,  Balboa  Heights, 
room  No.  304,  on  Wednesday,  November  1,  1916,  be- 
ginning promptly  at  8  a.  m.,  for  persons  desiring  the 
following  classes  of  licenses:  Pilots,  masters,  mates, 
marine  engineers,  chauffeurs,  and  navigators  of  motor 
boats.  All  applicants  for  license  must  procure  from  the 
office  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights, 
form  of  application  and  information  respecting  the 
filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  day  previous 
to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all  persons  desiring 
chauffeurs'  licenses  must  provide  themselves  with 
automobiles  with  which  to  demonstrate  their  ability 
properly  to  operate  the  same. 

The  demonstration  test  for  applicants  for  chauffeurs' 
licenses  will  be  given  on  Tuesday,  the  day  preceding  the 
written  examination,  at  2  p.  m.,  at  the  Administration 
Building,  Balboa  Heights. 

Applicants  for  licenses  as  navigators  of  motor  boats 
will  be  required  to  give  demonstration  of  their  abiUty 
to  operate  such  boats,  and  will  be  obUged  to  provide 
themselves  with  boats  for  this  purpose.  This  test  wiil 
be  given  on  Thursday,  the  day  following  the  xvritten 
examination,  as  follows:  At  Cristobal,  upon  arrange- 
ment with  the  Captain  of  the  Port;  at  Gamboa,  at  8 
a.  m.,  and  at  Balboa  at  2  p.  m.  Applicants  for  the  test 
at  Cristobal  or  Balboa  should  present  themselves  at 
the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port;  at  Gamboa,  the 
deputy  inspector  will  be  present  at  the  Panama  Railroad 
station  at  the  hour  mentioned  above. 

For  the  benefit  of  apphcants  residing  in  Gatun  and 
Cristobal  or  Colon,  examination  for  hcenses  as  navi- 
gators of  motor  boats,  and  as  chauffeurs,  will  be  held 
at  the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Cristobal  on 
Friday,  November  3,  1916,  from  9  a.  m.,  until  11  a.  m. 
Apphcants  should  be  provided  with  motor  boats  or 
automobiles  for  the  demonstration  test.

Joint  Commission. 


Decision  ol  the  Umpire. 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim,  of  John  McGregor,  deceased, 
Egcrton  Shaw  Humber,  administrator,  for  property 
located  near  Empire,  decision  of  the  umpire,  award 
No.  123,  docket  No.  408,  August  7,  /P/ (5— Wherever 
reference  is  made  in  this  decision  to  "the  treaty"  it 
is  understood  to  mean  the  Canal  Treaty  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  Republic  of  Panama, 
ratified    February    26,    1904. 

On  April  26, 1913,  John  McGregor  filed  with  the  Joint 


Commission  a  claim,  docket  No.  40S,  against  the  United 
States  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  $109, 203. .50  United 
States  currency  on  account  of  the  expropriation  of 
60p  hectares  of  land,  more  particularly  described  in 
this  claim,  to  which  he  asserts  ownership,  as  also  for 
buildings  and  certain  improvements  upon  s.iid  lands. 
To  this  claim  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
has  filed  a  general  denial  and  alleging  specially  that  the 
claimant  was  not  an  any  time  the  owner  of  said  lands, 
but  that  they  were  public  lands. 

After  a  full  hearing  which  was  begun  on  the  19th 
day  of  March,  1915,  the  Commission  unanimously 
decided  that  the  claimant  was  the  owner  of  the  land 
claimed  and  of  the  improvements  and  cultivations 
thereon,  which  deci>;ion  according  to  the  treaty  is  final, 
but  was  unable  to  agree  as  to  the  amount  to  be  awarded 
to  the  claimant,  and  the  claim  was  therefore  certified 
to  the  umpire  for  decision  on  the  question  of  value 
in  accordance  with  Article  XV  of  the  treaty. 

The  lands  of  McGregor  were  situated  near  the  old 
Panama  Railroad  station  at  Empire  and  along  the  road 
to_  Panama,  and  three  hundred  (300)  hectares  of  the 
said  lands  were  considered  to  have  a  greater  value  than 
the  balance  of  the  property  on  account  of  being  nearer 
to  the  road  and  in  better  condition.  Mr.  McGregor 
has  as  a  neighbor  Mr.  B.  Burns  Duncan,  whose  131 
hectares  of  land  and  improvements  thereon  the  agents 
of  the  United  States  made  a  direct  settlement  in  the 
Bum  of  S20,000  United  States  currency.  The  Com- 
m'ssion  made  an  ocular  inspection  of  the  lands  of  Mc- 
Gregor which  are  considered  to  be  similar  to  those  of 
Duncan. 

The  total  value  of  the  lands  of  McGregor  as  placed 
thereon  by  witnesses  on  the  part  of  the  claimant  varies 
from  $20,000  to  $114,000  United  States  cm-rency,  with 
hke  differences  in  the  value  of  the  improvements.  On 
the  other  hand  the  record  shows  that  the  Government 
had  offered  $10,000  .for  said  improvements  which 
McGregor  would  not  accept,  at  that  time  the  Govern- 
ment contending  that  the  lands  claimed  by  McGregor 
were  pubUo  lands. 

The  umpire  must  confess  that  this  claim  while  not  the 
most  important  claim  as  to  value  he  has  had  to  decide, 
is  without  doubt  the  most  difficult  and  one  in  which 
an  unfavorable  impression  is  caused  in  reading  that 
part  of  the  testimony  which  refers  to  the  Duncan 
property  and  the  settlement  made  with  him,  the  ex- 
planation of  which  settlement  and  the  details  thereof 
being  energetically  suppressed,  when  as  a  matter  of 
fact  it  was  very  necessary  to  determine  same,  becaustj 
it  is  practical,  usual,  and  very  just  to  appraise  the  value 
of  lands  in  accordance  with  the  value  of_  adjoining 
properties,  so  much  more  so  too  when  in  this  case  the 
Commission  by  an  ocular  inspection  had  recognized 
that  the  lands  were  similar  and  the  Duncan  property 
having  been  appraised  and  settled  for  directly  by  th« 
agents  of  the  United  States  it  would  serve  as  a  basis 
of  the  value  for  the  Commission.  It  is  apparent_  that 
this  was  so  recognized,  in  part,  by  the  Commission 
as  three  of  the  Commissioners — Messrs.  Cornet,  Lewis, 
and  Boyd — based  their  opinions  upon  what  was  done 
by  the  Government  in  their  direct  settlement  with 
Duncan,  and  the  umpire  agrees  with  their  action  in 
this    respect. 

The  attorneys  for  the  claimant  in  their  brief  filed 
with  this  Commission  'page  33)  make  the  following 
citation  which  seems  to  be  particularly  appHcable 
to  the  situation  here: 

"In  the  ease  of  the  United  States  vs.  Anguizola, 
17  Law.  2d.  U.  S.  613,  1.  c,  615-616,  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  speaking  through  Mr. 
Justice  Field,  stated: 

'To  these  observations,  so  just  and  pertinent, 
we  will  only  add  that  the  United  States  have 
never  sought  by  their  legislation  to  evade  the 
obligations  devolved  upon  them  by  the  Treaty 
of  Guadaloupe  Rida!i;o  to  protect  the  rights 
of  property  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  ceded  Ter- 
ritory, or  to  discharge  it  in  a  narrow  and  il- 
liberal manner.  They  have  directed  their  tri- 
bunals, in  passing  upon  the  rights  of  the  in- 
habitants, to  be  governed  by  the  stipulations 
of  the  treaty,  the  laws  of  nations,  the  laws, 
usages,  and  customs  of  the  former  government, 
the  principles  of  equity,  and  the  decisions  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  so  far  as  they  are  appUeable. 
"They  have  not  desired  the  tribunals  to  con- 
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duct  their  investigations  as  if  the  rights  of  the 
iuhaljitants  to  the  property,  which  they  claim, 
depended  upon  the  nicest  observance  of  every 
legal    formahfcy.     They   have   desired    to   act 
as  a  great  nation,  not  seeking,  in  extending  their 
authority  over  the  ceded  country,  to  enforce 
forfeitures,  but  to  afford  protection  and  security 
to  all  just  rights  which  could  have  been  claimed 
from  the  govoriimcnt  they  superseded.'  " 
Commissioner   Bouve   in   his   opinion   devotes   con- 
siderable space  and  sound  study  to  a  resume  of  the 
declarations  of  the  various  witnesses  and  in  summing 
up  places  a  value  of  815, .500  to  the  land,  and  with  S-5,- 
511.75  "the  appraisement  of  the  improvements  by  the 
Government's   witnesses",  values    the   whole   property 
at  521,011.75  United  States  currency. 

Commissioner  Cornet,  referring  in  his  written  opinion 
to  the  settlement  made  by  the  agents  of  the  United 
States  direct  with  Mr.  Burns  Duncan,  states: 

"Accordin^jly,  the  McGregor  600  hectares  would 
be  worth  S35,29S  and  wich  S5,511.7o  for  cultiva- 
tion, would  place  the  value  of  the  McGregor  es- 
tate at  S40,609.75,  and  that,  too,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  the  cultivations  and  improvements  of 
Mr.  Duncan  wore  generally  taken  higher  than  those 
of  Mr.  McGregor. 

"I  am  convinced  that  the  McGregor  estate  as  a» 
whole  had  a  much  greater  value  than  the  Duncan 
estate,   and   being   unable   to   conclude   that   Mr. 
McGregor's  estate  is   worth   the  amount  reached 
under   the   Duncan   calculation,   I   must   conclude 
there  was  some  reason,  not  disclosed  by  the  evi- 
dence, for  making  the  Duncan  settlement  so  high, 
otherwise  it  was  largely  in  excess  of  its  true  value." 
He  reaches  the  conclusion  that  the  value  of  the  Mc- 
Gregor property  is  .?27,889.68  but  deducts   80,472.42 
for  increased  value  dne  to  Canal  construction,  leavirg 
a  net  value  to  the  McGregor  property  of  $21,417.26, 
in  which  amount  Commissioner   Cornet  considers  an 
award  is  due  the  claimant. 

Commissioners  Lewis  and  Jorge  E.  Boyd,  though 
basing  their  opinions  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  Dun- 
can settlement,  fix  different  values  and  divide  the  land 
into  two  portions  of  20J  hectares  and  400  hectares, 
respectively,  appraising  the  land  at  827,000  and  add- 
ing the  sum  of  -SIO.OOO  which  the  agents  of  the  United 
States  offered  McGregor  for  his  improvements,  his 
title  to  the  land  being  denied  by  the  Government, 
these  two  Commissioners  consider  that  the  claimant 
is  entitled  to  an  award  in  the  sum  of  537,000  United 
States     currency. 

As  the  umpire  duly  appointed  under  the  treaty, 
insiired  with  what  I  consider  to  be  equity  and  strict 
justice  and  giving  due  weight  to  the  opinions  of  the 
four  Commis.sioncrs,  my  decision  is  that  the  claimant 
herein  is  entitled  to  compensation  in  the  sum  of  .830,000 
United  States  currency  for  ail  rights,  title,  and  interest 
in  and  to  the  property  claimed  in  Joint  Commission 
docket  No.  40S,  all  expenses  incurred  to  date,  and  all 
damages  sustained  through  the  expropriation  of  this 
property   by   t!ie   United   States   of  America. 

An  award  is  therefore  hereby  made  against  the  United 
States  in  favor  of  Edgerton  Shaw  Number,  as  admin- 
istrator of  the  estate  of  John  McGregor,  deceased,  in 
the  sum  of  $30,000  United  States  currency,  for  all  rights 
title,  and  inti.-rest  of  the  claim  in  and  to  the  land 
claimed  in  Joint  Commission  docket  No.  408,  all  im- 
provements thereon,  and  any  and  all  expenses  incurred 
to  date  and   damages  of  whatever    nature   sustained 


through  the  expropriation  by  the  United  States  of 
the  property  of  the  said  John  McGregor,  deceased, 
located  near  Empire,  Canal  Zone. 

If  payment  or  tender  of  pajTncnt  of  this  award  ia 
not  made  on  or  before  the  seveutii    day    of    Septem- 
ber,  1913,  said  award  shall  thereafter    bear    interest 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  until  paid.

"Your  favor  of  the  2Sth  inst.  came  to  hand  in 
due  course  and  v.'e  have  noted  very  caref\illy  all 
that  you  wTite  regarding  complaints  from  Panama, 
account  weevil.s  in  the  tins  of  Quaker  yellow  corn- 
meal. 

"In  spite  of  the  most  modern  methods  used  for 
milling  grain,  no  way  has  as  yet  been  discovered  to 
prevent  weevils  from  getting  into  cereals  in  tropical 
countries  once  the  goods  are  exposed  to  the  air. 
Our  hermetically  sealed  tins  are  a  protection  in  this 
respect  so  long  as  tliey  arc  unopened:  but,  once 
opened,  weevils  are  likely  to  develop  in  spite  of  any- 
thing that  can  be  done. 

"Our  long  business  experience  in  tropical  countries 
has  brought  very  few  complaints  of  the  nature  of  the 
one  you  have  brourrht  to  our  attention,  and  in  some 
instances  when  the  trouble  has  been  thoroughly  in- 
vestigated, it  has  developed  that  the  goods  com- 
plained of  have  been  opened  in  the  consumer's 
posses.sion  for  a  sufliciently  long  time  to  permit  of 
the  deterioration. 

"As  previously  stated,  we  have  had  a  few  complaints 
of  this  nature,  but  they  have  not  turned  out  to  be 
serious,  and  we  hope  the  same  will  prove  to  be  the 
ease  in  the  present  instance."

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Canal  Traffic  in  September. 

The  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  in  the  month  of  September, 
1916,  amounting  to  662,170  tons,  was  the  greatest  that  has  passed 
through  since  the  reopening  ot  the  Canal,  and  has  been  exceeded  but 
once  since  the  opening  of  the  Canal  in  1914.  In  July  of  1915  the  num- 
ber of  tons  of  cargo  which  passed  through  was  705,469. 

The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in  seagoing  or  com- 
mercial service  was  154.  This  number  has  been  exceeded  but  twice, 
in  July  and  August  of  1915,  when  the  numbers  were  170  and  161, 
respectively. 

In  respect  of  nationality,  the  British  ships  were  just  one-half  of  the 
total  number.  They  were  more  than  twice  the  American  ships  and 
almost  eight  times  as  many  as  the  Norwegian  ships,  the  next  highest 
in  number,  respectively.  The  number  of  ships  of  the  several  nations, 
with  their  aggregate  net  tonnage  and  the  aggregate  of  cargo  carried  by 
them,  is  presented  herewith:

The  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  in  ballast  during  Septem- 
ber consisted  of  10  going  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  with  an  ag- 
gregate net  tonnage  of  39,417  tons,  according  to  Panama  Canal 
measurement;  and  three  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  with  an 
aggregate  net  tonnage  of  6,052  tons.  The  total  for  south  and  north 
trafhc  was  13  ships,  45,469  tons. 

United  States  Government  ships  included  the  collier  Orion,  bound 
from  Norfolk  to  Manila,  and  the  submarines  C-^,  C~3,  and  C-5,with 
their  tender,  thecruiser  Charleston,  all  bound  from  Balboa  to  Cristobal. 
The  submarines  are  not  included  in  the  summary  of  traffic. 

The  tolls  earned  in  September  amounted  to  $493,603.34.  Of  this 
amount,  $200,671.89  was  for  ships  passing  from  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  and  $292,931.45  for  ships  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic. 
The  collier  Orion  paid  no  tolls,  being  in  the  United  States  Naval  service. 
Tolls  paid  by  ships  in  the  United  States  coastwise  trade  were  $16,- 
545.95,  paid  by  four  ships  passing  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic.

The  total  length  of  ships  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  was  24,387.1  feet; 
from  Pacific  to  Atlantic,  30,734.4  feet. 

The  aggregate  length  of  all  the  vessels  was  55,121.5  feet  or  10.44 
.statute  miles. 

The  average  length  was  357.9  feet.  The  shortest  vessel  to  make  the 
transit  was  the  Izabal,  with  a  length  of  103  feet;  the  longest  vessel  was 
•the  United  States  collier  Orion,  having  a  length  of  514  feet. 

The  average  draft  of  all  the  vessels  was  21.6.  The  vessel  having  the 
least  draft  was  the  Flora,  drawing  7.8  feet,  while  the  largest  drafts 
were  those  of  the  Chipana  and  the  Olaki,  both  vessels  drawing  29.6 
feet  in  salt  water.

Weather  Conditions,  September,  1916. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  11.93 
inches,  or  three  per  cent  above  the  6-year  mean,  while  over  the 
Chagres  River  Basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  13.97  inches,  or  14  per 
cent  above  the  15-year  mean. 

No  fogs  were  ob.served  on  either  coast,  and  of  those  that  were  ob- 
served at  interior  stations,  4  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m. 
and  all  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  7.30  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as 
follows:  Maximum,  on  the  12th,  86.49;  minimum,  on  the  1st,  86.23; 
mean  for  the  month,  86.35.  Evaporation  from  the  Lake  surface 
amounted  to  4.545  inches.

November  Weather  Probabilities. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month  of  November,  1916.  Predictions  are 
based  on  November  records  of  9  and  10  years  at  Colon  and  Ancong 
respectively. 

Winds — Light  and  variable  winds  of  an  average  hourly  velocity  of 
from  6  to  12  miles  an  hour  will  prevail  throughout  the  month  at  the 
Atlantic  entrance,  the  higher  hourly  average  occurring  during  the 
middle  ot  the  day.  Southeast  and  west  winds  will  .predominate,  the 
former  during  the  early  morning  hours,  and  the  latter  during  the 
afternoon.  Maximum  velocities  of  from  30  to  40  miles  an  hour  are 
possible  during  local  rain  or  thunder  squalls. 

At  the  Pacific  entrance  and  over  the  interior  light  northwest  winds 
will  prevail,  with  a  considerable  percentage  of  variable  wind  during 
the  daytime.  The  average  hourly  velocity  will  range  between  from  5 
miles  during  the  early  morning  to  8  miles  during  the  middle  of  the 
day,  although  maximum  velocities  of  from  25  to  30  miles  an  hour 
are  liable  to  occur  during  rain  of  thunder  squalls. 

Rain — The  average  November  rainfall  at  Colon  is  21.68  inches,  and 
at  the  Pacific  entrance,  10.27  inches,  these  averages  being  for  periods 
of  45  and  19  years,  respectively.  Twenty-six  days  with  rain  may  be 
expected  at  the  Atlantic  entrance,  and  23  days  at  the  Pacific,  while 
the  average  number  of  days  with  heavy  rain  (1.00  inch  or  more),  is 
9  at  the  Atlantic  entrance,  and  3  on  the  Pacific  vside.  The  greater  part 
of  the  rainfall  (about  70  per  cent)  occurs  during  the  daytime  at  the 
Pacific  entrance  and  over  the  interior,  while  along  the  Atlantic  coast 
nearly  half  of  the  November  rain  occurs  during  the  nighttime. 

Fogs — A  few  fogs  may  be  expected  on  the  Pacific  coast,  but  none  are 
likely  to  occur  on  the  Atlantic.  The  average  number  of  nights  with 
light  or  dense  fog  over  the  Gaillard  Cut  section  of  the  Canal  is  14. 
These  fogs  should  not  prove  a  hindrance  to  its  navigation  in  the  day- 
time, as  practically  all  of  the  fogs  that  occur  may  be  expected  to  lift 
or  become  dissipated  before  8:30  a.  m. 

Temperature — The  average  shade  air  temperature  will  be  approxi- 
mately 79  degrees  Fahrenheit  over  both  coasts.  The  temperature 
is  more  equable  on  the  Atlantic  coast  than  on  the  Pacific,  but  the  time 
of  occurrence  of  the  maximum  and  minimum  temperatures  is  practically 
the  same  for  both  coasts,  the  higher  temperature  occurring  from  12 
noon  to  2  p.  m.,  and  the  lower  from  4  to  6  a.  m.  The  temperature  is 
not  likely  to  rise  above  90°  Fahrenheit  or  fall  lower  than  70°  F.  on 
the  Atlantic  coast,  while  at  the  Pacific  entrance  the  maximum 
temperature  may  be  as  high  as  94°  F.  and  the  minimum  as  low  as 
67°  F.  The  mean  daily  range  of  the  temperature  is  approximately 
8°  F.  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  14°  F.  on  the  Pacific. 

Barometric  pressure — The  average  sealevel  atmospheric  pressure  will 
be  about  29.85  inches.  Local  barometric  readings  are  of  little  value 
in  forecasting  weather  conditions,  as,  except  for  the  well-marked 
diurnal  change,  fluctuations  in  air  pressure  on  the  Isthmus  are  so 
slight.  The  maximum  pressure  during  the  month  may  not  be  ex- 
pected to  exceed  29.98  inches,  nor  the  minimum  pressure  to  be  less 
than  29.68  inches. 

Relative  humidity — ^The  relative  humidity  of  the  atmosphere  will 
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average  about  88  per  cent  over  both  coasts.  The  range  is  greater 
on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  nighttime  humidity  being  about  95  per 
cent,  and  the  average  minimum  during  the  day  about  75  per  cent, 
while  on  the  Atlantic  coast  they  are  92  per  cent  and  82  per  cent, 
respectively. 

Storms — The  so-called  "northers"  may  extend  as  far  south  as  the 
Atlantic  entrance  of  the  Canal  during  the  month  of  November. 
These  storms  are  characterized  by  steady,  brisk,  northerly  winds, 
ranging  in  velocity  up  to  30  or  more  miles  an  hour,  and  are  usually 
accompanied  by  a  heavy  swell.  Local  wind,  thunder,  and  rain  squalls 
of  more  or  less  limited  extent  may  be  expected  quite  frequently  during 
the  month.  Generally  cloudy  weather  will  continue  over  both  coasts, 
and  smooth  to  moderate  seas  may  be  expected  at  the  Pacific  entrance. 

Tides— TidiA  fluctuations  need  not  be  considered  in  navigating  the 
Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal,  as  the  extreme  range  is  about  two 
feet.  An  average  tidal  range  of  about  13  feet  occurs  at  the  Pacific 
entrance,  while  the  maximum  range  may  reach  20  feet  during  spring 
tides.

Notice  has  been  received  from  the  Anglo-American  Steamship 
Agencies,  on  behalf  of  the  New  York  and  Cuban  Mail  Steamship 
Company  (Ward  Line),  that  the  company  has  granted  a  reduced  rate 
of  $48  from  Cristobal  to  New  York  to  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal 
and  Panama  Railroad  and  members  of  the  Army  and  Navy  forces 
stationed  on  the  Isthmus,  and  their  families,  in  place  of  the  usual  fare 
of  $64. 

Ships  of  this  line  will  sail  about  every  21  days.  The  next  sailing 
to  New  York  will  be  that  of  the  Jalisco,  which  is  due  to  arrive  at  Balboa 
about  November  18  and  to  clear  from  Cristobal  on  the  20th  of  this 
month.

Sale  and  Change  of  Name  of  the  "John  A,  Hooper.** 

The  name  of  the  steamship  John  A.  Hooper,  which  has  been  through 
the  Canal  11  times,  the  latest  time  on  October  23,  her  last  previous 
trip  having  been  on  June  26,  has  been  changed  to  Santa  Alicia.  The 
ship  has  been  purchased  from  Sudden  and  Christenson  by  W.  R.  Grace 
and  Company,  and  has  been  used  for  the  past  four  months  in  the 
lumber  trade  from  Gulf  of  Mexico  ports. 

The  Santa  Alicia  arrived  at  Cristobal  from  Gulfport  on  October  15 
with  2,570,123  feet  of  lumber  for  The  Panama  Canal,  to  be  used  in 
the  erection  of  authorized  new  buildings,  and  1.400  tons  of  general 
cargo.  Following  the  discharge  of  the  lumber,  she  cleared  with  the 
remainder  of  her  cargo  for  Los  Angeles. 

Oil  Tank  Steamship  Makes  Maiden  Voyage  through  Canal. 

The  oil  tanker  Paiilshoro,  which  passed  through  the  Canal  on  Oc- 
tober 15,  was  on  her  maiden  voyage.  She  had  been  launched  at  San 
Francisco  in  August  and  after  the  trials  was  despatched  to  London, 
by  way  of  the  Canal,  with  approximately  70,000  barrels  of  oil.  The 
Paulsboro  is  a  handsome  ship,  435  feet  in  length  by  56  feet  beam,  and 
was  drawing  27  feet  7  inches,  in  fresh  water,  at  the  time  of  passing 
through  the  Canal. 

The  Exports  and  Imports  of  the  Republic  of  Panama. 

The  total  value  of  the  exports  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  during 
the  calendar  year  1915,  according  to  a  bulletin  issued  by  the  com- 
mercial section  of  the  Direccion  General  de  Estadistica  in  July,  was 
$3,348,261.60.  The  tonnage  was  approximately  150,000  tons  of 
2,240  pounds,  being  stated  as  151,951,210  kilos.  These  figures  do  not 
include  exports  from  the  Canal  Zone.  Over  96  per  cent  of  the  exports, 
reckoned  on  the  basis  of  value,  went  to  the  United  States. 

The  complete  report  of  imports  for  the  year  has  not  been  made  public. 
During  1914  the  imports  into  the  Republic  had  an  aggregate  value  of 
$9,910,434.71,  of  which  $6,344,872.83  represents  the  imports  from  the 
United  States  (64  per  cent).  The  weight  of  the  imports  during  1914 
was  140,576,309  kilos,  or  138,362  tons. 

The  foregoing  figures  do  not  include  the  Canal  Zone.  During  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  3C,  1916,  the  value  of  the  goods  imported  for 
The  Panama  Canal  and  contractors  under  it,  through  the  Supply 
Department  but  exclusive  of  the  Commissary  Division,  was  $10,034,- 
613.49,  practically  all  of  which  was  from  the  United  States.  In  addi- 
tion, the  importations  by  the  Commissary  Division  were  valued  at 
$5,605,952.73  for  the  same  period;  of  this  quantity,  $4,944,836.79 
came  from  the  United  States  and  $661,115.94  from  foreign  countries, 
in  which  are  included  cattle  from  Colombia  and  Central  America. 
The  total  does  not  include  $547,212.41  ot  local  purchases  and  $44,- 
739.89  from  The  Panama  Canal.  The  value  of  goods  brought  in  by  the 
Army  during  the  year  is  not  available.  The  aggregate  of  importa- 
tions, exclusive  of  the  Army  and  of  importations  by  individuals 
through  the  par:els  post,  was  $15,640,565.92. 

Exports  from  the  Canal  departments  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1916,  were  made  up  of  obsolete  and  surplus  material  and  scrap 
sold  by  the  Supply  Department  for  $222,735.24;  approximately  $97,000 
worth  ot  hides,   bones,   fats,  casings  and  other  by-products  of   the 
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slaughterhouse,  and  $8,008  worth  of  cacao  shipped  from  the  surplus 
products  of  the  plantations.  The  value  of  goods  sent  to  the  United 
States  by  the  Army  and  individuals  is  not  available.

Decision  of  the  Umpire. 

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  the  heirs  of  Gerardo  Lewit 
for  property  disiijnnted  as  Las  Caheceras  or  La  Pita, 
decision  of  the  umpire,  award  No.  174,  docket  No.  575, 
August  7,  1916 — Wherever  reference  is  made  in  this 
decision  to  "the  treaty"  it  is  understood  to  mean  the 
Canal  treaty  between  the  United  .'tates  of  America 
and  the  Republic  of  Panama,  ratified  February  26, 
1904. 

On  the  2nd  of  May,  1913,  Lastenia  Uribe  dc  Lewis, 
Atilia  Lewis  de  Diaz,  and  Lastenia  Lewis  filed  with 
the  Joint  Commission  a  claim  in  the  amount  of  $30,000 
United  States  currency,  for  damages  caused  through 
the  use  and  later  e:ipropriation  by  the  United  States 
of  two  hectares  of  land  in  the  city  of  Gorgona,  and  a 
two-story  frame  house  destroyed  by  the  Sanitary  De- 
partment of  the  Isthmian  Canal  Commission,  claim 
being  made  also  for  interest  at  ?k  per  cent  from  the 
date  of  the  occupation  of  the  land  by  the  United  States, 
and  costs. 

The  Commission  after  havini  accorded  to  this  claim 
public  hearing,  which  was  commenced  on  the  loth  day 
of  .\pril,  1015,  was  unable  to  arrive  at  a  decision  rela- 
tive thereto  on  account  of  being  divided  in  conclusion 
on  the  question  of  liability  and  value,  and  therefore 
certified  this  claim  to  the  umpire  for  decision  in  ac- 
cordance with  .\rticle  XV  of  the  treaty. 

According  to  the  testimony  Manuela  Prieto  de  Barrio 
possessed  these  lands  prior  to  the  year  1.S65,  and  upon 
her  death  they  passed  to  her  heirs,  who,  in  the  year 
1903,  prior  to  American  occupation  of  the  Canal  Zone, 
sold  the  two  hectares  in  question  to  Gerardo  Lewis, 
the  deed  bein';  daly  made  before  a  notary  February 
25,  1904.  Upon  the  death  of  Gerardo  Lewis,  the  prop- 
erty passed  to  his  heirs — his  widow  and  daughters — 
the  claimants  in  this  case. 

The  20,000  square  meters  of  land  claimed  called  "Las 
Caheceras"  or  "La  Pita,"  was  situated  about  11  or  15 
meters  from  the  Panama  Railroad  station  at  Gorgona, 
now  entirely  inundated  by  the  waters  of  Lake  Gatun, 
and  in  my  opinion  it  cannot  be  sustained  that  this 
property  has  increased  in  value  on  account  of  the  con- 
struction of  this  Panama  Canal,  for  as  a  matter  of 
fact  many  years  prior  to  the  commencing  of  operations 
by  even  the  first  French  canal  company,  the  land  in 
question  was  close  to  a  way  station  of  a  transcontinental 
railway  and  now  the  place  where  that  station  stood  and 
the  land  claimed  by  the  claimants  in  this  case  are  en- 
tirely covered  with  the  waters  of  the  Canal. 

In  the  years  1905  and  1906  the  Canal  Zone  Govern- 
ment valued  these  lands  for  ta.'cation  purposes  at  SIO,- 
OiJO  and  taxes  were  accordingly  paid  thereon.  It  also 
appears  in  evidence  that  the  Governor  of  the  Canal 
Zone  requested  permission  from  the  claimants  to  erect 
a  hospital  on  this  property,  thereby  acknowledging  the 
ownership  in  the  Hairaants,  and  after  the  construc- 
tion of  the  hospital  building  the  two-atory  frame  house 
belonging  to  Gerardo  Lewis,  which  according  to  the 
testimony  produced  60  pesos  rent  per  month,  was  de- 
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stt/ysd   by  the  Sanitary   Department  of  the  Isthmian 
Cana'  Commi'isioTi. 

Counsel  for  the  Uni'ed  States  dcniea  thr.t  the  claim- 
ants herein  ha',  e  any  title  to  the  lands  claimed,  asserts 
that  »hcy  are  public  lands  and  liiercfo-e  the  prop^Tty 
of  the  United  Stat  :s  under  the  tre;it,v,  but  as  the  claim- 
g'"*"  r^st  their  title  udop  a  public  instrument  and  other 
r  aable  teBt::nony  the  burden  was  on  counsel  for  the 
United  Sta»t->  to  prove  that  those  lands  were  public 
lands.  Tr  tois  case,  as  in  many  others,  maps  and  plana 
of  the  old  French  companies  were  produced,  plans  of 
won'lfcrtui  merit  as  the  work  of  pioneers,  in  which  great 
Bectir,:a  of  territory  are  marked  by  straight  lines  which 
are  not  natural  boundaries  edsting  on  the  ground, 
but  these  maps  cannot,  in  ceneral,  be  alleged  as  abso- 
lute evidence  or  proof  of  ow'iership  of  smaller  areas. 

After  considering  all  the  evidence  in  the  Commis- 
gioa's  record  of  this  claim  and  the  wTitton  opinions 
of  the  Commissioners,  O'le  of  whom  values  the  prop- 
erty at  $2,500,  while  two  other  members  appraise  it 
at  $4,000.  my  decision  as  the  umpire  duly  appointed 
under  the  treaty  is  that  the  land  claimed  in  docket 
No.  575  is  undeniably  proved  to  be  the  property  of  the 
claimants  and  1  assess  the  damages  due  them  in  the 
sum  of  84,000  United  States  currency. 

According  to  the  record  of  the  siiocession  proceedings 
filed  as  an  exhibit  in  the  case,  the  heirs  of  Gerardo 
Lewis  are  Mrs.  Lastenia  Uribe  de  Lewis,  Atilia  Lewis 
de  Diaz,  and  Lastenia  Lewis. 

An  award  is  therefore  hereby  made  against  the  United 
States  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Lastenia  Urihe  de  Lewis,  Atilia 
Lewis  de  Diaz,  and  Lastenia  Lewis,  in  the  sum  of  S4,000 
United  States  currency,  for  all  right,  title,  and  interest 
they  may  possess  or  may  have  possessed  in  and  to  the 
property  claimed  for  in  Joint  Commission  docket  No.

In  the  malter  of  the  claim  of  E.  M.  de  Alhii  et  al.  for 
the  property  known  as  "Cerro  de  Cobra",  situated  at  tht 
mouth  of  the  Canal  opposite  Balboa,  Canal  Zone,  award  No. 
129.  docket  No.  1467,  September  8,  1916-On  Julf  15, 
1913,  Emilia  M.  de  .\lba,  Emilia  A.  de  Henriquez,  Carmen 
A.  de  Casanova,  .Angelica  A.  de  Dominguez,  and  Josefa 
E.  Alba  filed  with  the  Joint  Commission  a  claim  in  the 
amount  of  S759,190  United  States  currency  for  dam- 
ages caused  through  the  expropriation  by  the  United 
States  of  America  of  the  property  known  as  "Cerro  de 
Cabra",  said  to  contain  3,659.3  hectares  of  land  within 
the  Canal  Zone,  includiiig  the  value  of  the  land,  improve- 
ments thereon,  damages  said  to  have  been  caused  by  the 
construction  of  the  breakwater  to  Flamenco  Island, 
and  for  the  surrender  of  certain  pri\-ileges  said  to  have 
been  obtained  by  the  Alba  family  from  the  Compagnie 
Universelle  du  Canal  Interoceanique.  On  June  19, 
1916,  the  claimants  through  their  counsel  filed  a  motion 
for  leave  to  amend  this  claim  as  to  the  amount  claimed 
80  as  to  increa.se  s^me  to  $856,690  United  State* 
currency. 

Counsel  for  the  United  States  while  admitting  the  title 
of  the  claimants  to  the  property  involved  in  this  case 
denies  that  it  has  the  value  claimed  and  asserts  that  the 
area  of  that  part  of  tliis  tract  of  land  within  the  Canal 
Zone  is  but  3,220.7  hectares. 

Subsequent  to  the  fiUng  of  this  claim  with  the  Joint 
Commission  and  prior  to  the  hearing  had — which  waa 
commenced  June  29, 1916,  and  concluded  July  25, 1916—

The 
heights  in  feet  and  tenths  are  reckoned  from  mean  low 
water  springs,  which  is  the  datum  of  the  soundinge  on 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this  region, 
and  which  is  8.2  feet  belovs  mean  sealevel.  To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  bit- 
fore  the  height,  in  which  case  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  thd 
meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  OA  (midnight)  to  23/i  (11.00  p.  m.). 
All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.) 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reakoning; 
for  instance,  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

We  are  unable  to 
account  for  the  rumor,  and  have  had  no  advice  from  the 
manufacturers  of  any  increase.

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All  Colon  and  Cristobal  Waterfront  for  Commercial  Uses. 
All  of  the  lots  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  on  the  water- 
front of  Colon,  south  of  the  artillery  reservation  (Battery  Morgan), 
have  been  reserved  for  commercial  purposes.  No  leases  will  be  granted 
for  lots  on  this  waterfront  for  the  erection  of  private  buildings.  As 
the  company  owns  all  the  lots  in  the  section  except  one  controlled  by 
the  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Company,  this  order  means  that  the 
entire  waterfront  from  the  Washington  Hotel  to  Cristobal  is  reserved 
for  commercial  uses. 

Preparations  for  Increased  Use  of  Mississippi  River  in  Connection  with  the 

Canal. 

The  Panama  Canal  has  been  advised  by  the  Association  of  Commerce 
of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota,  that  shippers  in  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis  are 
arranging  for  the  establishment  of  a  boat  line  between  those  cities 
and  New  Orleans,  a  feature  of  which,  the  letter  says,  will  be  to  "carry 
Pacific  products  to  this  market  through  the  Panams  Canal." 

The  New  Orleans  Association  of  Ccmjmerce  has  advised  that  the 
city  is  making  extensive  developments  on  the  waterfront  for  transfer 
of  cargo  there  between  ocean  vessels  and  Mississippi  River  steam- 
ships. There  is  now  one  regular  line  of  boats  between  New  Orleans 
and  St.  Louis,  and  the  general  manager  of  the  association  adds,  "we 
hope  to  have  other  boats  in  the  service  in  the  not  distant  future." 
He  further  states: 

"Commercial  use  of  the  navigable  rivers  of  the  Valley  has  become  an  economic 
necessity. 

"The  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  has  made  the  cheap  haul  between  the  coasts 
of  the  United  States  the  ship  haul  through  the  Canal  instead  of  the  rail  haul  across  the 
continent.  It  has  robbed  the  cities  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  of  their  part  way  ad- 
vantage over  the  coast  on  transcontinental  business.  This  loss  of  advantage  com- 
pels the  cities  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  to  use  their  most  economic  means  of  trans- 
portation, which  is  the  river.  To  do  this  they  have  found  it  essential  to  install 
economic  terminal  facilities  for  the  boats.  The  movement  to  secure  such  terminal 
facilities,  which  of  course  must  be  coordinated  with  rail,  is  now  under  way." 

In  response  to  a  letter  of  inquiry  as  to  what  plans,  if  any,  Cin- 
cinnati has  for  the  use  of  the  river  in  connection  with  the  Canal,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  that  city  advised  that  the  city  has  "no 
steamer  or  barge  service  from  the  Upper  Ohio  Valley  to  New  Orleans, 
with  the  exception  of  the  movement  of  coal,  in  barges,  from  the  Upper 
River."     It  stated,  also: 

"Prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Canal  by  the  slides  and  the  withdrawal  of  boats  on 
that  account,  and  also  on  account  of  the  demand  for  bottoms  for  foreign  parts  ac- 
count of  the  European  war,  the  Canal,  in  some  respects,  had  proved  a  detriment  to 
the  Central  Slates,  inasmuch  as  the  manufacturers  in  New  England  and  our  Eastern 
Seaboard  States,  who  had  available  steamship  service  from  Boston,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  etc.,  were  able  to  and  did  procure  n:urh  more  favorable  rates  via 
steamship  than  could  the  manufacturers  in  the  Central  States,  who  were  obliged  to 
ship  by  rail  to  the  Pacific  Coast  or  to  the  Atlantic  or  Gulf  i)orts." 

The  St.  Paul  project  is  stated  to  comprehend  the  use  of  "towboats 
and  barges  that  will  draw  a  maximum  of  six  feet  of  water,  carrying 
1,000  tons  at  that  depth." 
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CANAL  WOKK  IN  SEPTEMBER. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Acting  Governor  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  the  month  of  September: 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  October  17,  1916. 
The  Honorable  the  Secretary  of  War, 
Washington,  D.  C. 
Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus 
for  the  month  of  September,  1916: 

CANAL   BUSINESS. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  oceangroing  vessels  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal,  69 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  85  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic.  The  aggregate 
net  tonnage  of  these  ships  was  513,978  tons,  according  to  The  Panama  Canal  rules  of 
measurement,  and  the  total  quantity  of  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  662,170 
tons  of  2.240  pounds.  Ships  making  the  transit  were  divided  by  nationalities  as 
follows:  British,  77;  United  States,  37;  Norwegian,  10;  Peruvian,  7;  Chilean,  6; 
Japanese,  5;  Dutch,  4;  Costa  Rican,  2;  Spanish,  2;  Danish,  1;  Italian,!;  Russian, 
1;  Swedish,  1.  The  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  was  the  largest  for  any  month 
since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal  in  April,  1916.  Traffic  was  suspended  from  Septem- 
ber 1  to  6,  inclusive,  but  was  normal  for  the  remainder  of  the  month. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $497,504.99  and  deposits  were  made  with  assistant 
treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $316, 266.98  to  be  applied  on  payment 
of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal. 

Port  of  Cristobal — At  the  port  of  Cristobal  173  vessels  entered  and  169  cleared,  in- 
cluding those  which  passed  through  the  Canal.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage  entering 
was  506,380,  and  that  clearing  was  499,872.  Local  cargo  arriving  amounted  to  87,716 
tons;  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  6,306  tons.  Cargo  handled  by  the  receiving 
and  forwarding  agency  of  the  Panama  Railroad  amounted  to  180,516  tons,  including 
38,000  tons  of  rehandled  cargo.  Coal  bunkered  in  ships  amounted  to  26,521  tons. 
On  September  20  all  coaling  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  the  new 
coaling  plant.  Fuel  oil  issues  aggregated  11,105.51  barrels,  of  which  3,539.08  barrels 
were  sold  to  steamships.  Passengers  arriving  numbered  1,664  cabin  and  562  steerage, 
a  total  of  2,226;  passengers  departing  numbered  1,289  cabin  and  910  steerage,  a 
total  of  2,199. 

Port  of  Balboa — At  the  port  of  Balboa,  127  vessels  entered  and  135  cleared,  including 
those  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  enter- 
ing was  316,772  and  of  those  clearing,  337,220  tons.  Local  cargo  arriving  amounted 
to  20,905  tons,  and  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  240  tons.  Cargo  handled  by  the 
receiving  and  forwarding  agency  amounted  to  4,671  tons,  including  98  tons  rehandled 
and  501  tons  stevedored.  Coal  bunkered  in  ships  amounted  to  3,253  tons.  Fuel 
oil  issues  aggregated  49,875.75  barrels,  of  which  5,334.08  were  to  steamships.  Pas- 
sengers arriving  numbered  595  first-cabin  and  832  others,  a  total  of  1,427;  departing 
passengers  numbered  554  first-cabin  and  719  others,  a  total  of  1,273.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as  launches, 
which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  the  commercial  traffic. 

TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — Pier  No.  7  was  used  for  commercial  purposes  for  the  first  time 
on  September  20,  when  the  steamship  Ucayali  was  berthed  alongside  and  unloaded. 
During  the  month  26  steel  doors  were  erected  by  the  contractor,  completing  the  erec- 
tion of  the  82  doors  required.  The  roofing  was  completed;  73  squares  of  tile  were  laid 
during  the  month,  making  the  total  1,701.  The  concrete  work  on  the  shed  walls  was 
completed;  the  total  concrete  used  in  the  construction  was  2,510.13  cubic  yards,  and 
the  reinforcing  for  the  shed  amounted  to  93,640.31  pounds.  Paving  bricks  to  the 
number  of  370,886  were  laid  during  the  month,  making  1,380,929  at  the  close  of  the 
month,  when  this  work  was  99.8  per  cent  complete.  Preliminary  borings  for  the  ex- 
tension of  the  mole  were  continued,  and  23,190  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  were  dumped 
on  the  extension,  making  the  dumping  approximately  10  per  cent  complete  at  the  end 
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of  the  month.  On  the  approach  fill  for  Pier  6  and  the  fill  for  the  track  yard,  11,250 
cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  were  dumped  during  the  month,  making  about  80  per  cent 
in  place.  Contracts  were  awarded  for  piling  and  6-foot  steel  cylinders  to  be  used  in 
sinking  the  caissons  for  Pier  6,  and  for  3-foot  steel  cylinders  for  caissons  for  the  boat 
landing  and  launch  house  to  be  built  between  Piers  7  and  8. 

The  production  of  concrete  blocks  required  for  the  East  and  West  Breakwaters 
was  completed  on  September  9.  Three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  the  1,000  blocks 
authorized  to  be  manufactured  for  storage  were  manufactured  during  the  month 
and  294  were  placed  in  storage.  The  derrick  barges  placed  790  blocks  during  the 
month  in  the  construction  of  the  East  Breakwater  and  684  in  making  repairs  to  the 
West  Breakwater.  Five  hundred  lineal  feet  of  single-track  trestle  was  salvaged  during 
the  month  from  the  East  Breakwater,  and  the  saw  mill  sawed  141,197  feet,  board 
measure,  of  lumber  from  the  salvaged  material. 

At  the  new  Cristobal  coaling  station  the  four  reloaders  were  kept  in  regular  use  by 
the  operating  force,  for  the  coaling  of  merchant  vessels.  The  four  unloaders  have 
been  in  use  in  discharging  the  Canal  colliers,  and  are  under  inspection. 

Pacific  terminals — Grouting  the  castings  of  the  floor  of  the  dry  dock  was  completed, 
687,245  pounds  of  castings  having  been  placed.  Resurfacing  the  floor  with  a  veneer 
of  concrete  was  practically  completed.  The  handrails  around  the  coping  of  the 
dock  were  set.  The  installation  of  electrical  equipment  was  practically  completed. 
The  No.  1  unit  of  the  pumping  plant,  which  had  become  damaged  during  the  official 
tests,  was  taken  down  and  repaired  and  realigned.  The  work  of  grading  at  various 
places  about  the  terminal  and  in  preparing  the  slope  back  of  the  bulkhead  wall  was 
continued. 

At  the  coaling  plant  the  installation  of  the  track  scales  was  completed,  and  the 
tracks  leading  to  them  were  aligned  and  ballasted.  The  unloader  towers  continued 
laid  up,  awaiting  final  acceptance  tests.  All  structural  steel  work  on  the  reloader 
towers  was  completed  with  the  riveting  of  the  boom  conveyor  trusses.  The  installa- 
tion of  the  operating  machinery  and  the  conveyor  machinery  was  95  per  cent  com- 
pleted for  both  towers  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  erection  of  structural  steel  in  the 
viaduct  was  completed  during  the  month.  The  main  conveyor  structure  was  erected 
complete  and  riveted  and  given  the  first  field  coat  of  paint.  Mechanical  installation 
on  the  wharf  bunker  was  continued. 

At  pier  No.  18  the  experimental  slabs  for  ratproofing  were  completed.  A  ratproofing 
slab  was  laid  on  the  slope  under  dock  No.  16,  using  2,890  pounds  of  reinforcing  steel 
and  48  cubic  yards  of  concrete.  Structural  steel  decking  for  the  section  C-B  of  the 
quay  wall  was  set  and  rivetted,  and  the  work  of  placing  forms  for  encasing  the  steel 
in  concrete  was  well  advanced  at  the  close  of  the  month. 

DREDGING. 

Six  dredges  removed  66,235  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  729,749  cubic  yards  of  rock 
from  Gaillard  Cut,  as  follows:  32,230  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  353,565  cubic  yards  of 
rock  from  the  Culebra  slides;  376,184  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  Cucaracha  slide;  and 
34,005  cubic  yards  of  earth  between  Stations  1735  and  1765,  removed  by  the  dredge 
Culebra.  In  addition,  127,603  cubic  yards  were  rehandled.  The  Culebra  slides  were 
more  or  less  active  during  the  month,  but  did  not  interrupt  the  passage  of  shipping 
at  any  time.  Cucaracha  slide  continued  active  and  interrupted  traffic  from  Septem- 
ber 1  to  6,  inclusive. 

There  was  no  dredging  in  the  Canal  prism  in  the  sealevel  sections  during  the  month. 
In  the  inner  harbor  at  Balboa  three  dredges  removed  a  total  of  233,884  cubic  yards 
during  the  month,  of  which  225,714  cubic  yards  were  earth  and  8,170  rock.  One  hun- 
dred and  fifty-seven  thousand  cubic  yards  were  from  the  inner  harbor  proper,  the 
remainder  from  the  entrance  to  the  dry  dock  and  along  the  reloader  wharf  of  the  coal- 
ing station.  In  the  Atlantic  section  pipeline  suction  dredge  No.  84  excavated  65,393 
cubic  yards  of  earth  at  the  site  of  Pier  6,  and  446  cubic  yards  in  the  approach  channel 
opposite  the  site,  the  spoil  being  dumped  on  the  extention  of  the  mole.  Dredge 
No.  4  removed  94,143  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the  inner  harbor  and  11,713  cubic 
yards  of  earth  from  the  trench  for  oil  and  water  pipelines  between  Dock  13  and  the 
coaling  station. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  the  month  was  1,363,452  cubic  yards. 
The  estimated  amount  of  dredging  remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation 
was  5,008,258  cubic  yards  at  the  end  of  the  month,  including  both  harbor  excavation 
and  Canal  prism. 

SHOPS,   FOUNDRY,    AND  DRY  DOCK   WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Paraiso,  and  Cristobal  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of 
the  Mechanical  Division  together  completed  746  shop  orders,  leaving  685  uncompleted 
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at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  159,732  pounds  of  iron, 
176,979  pounds  of  steel,  and  28,251  pounds  of  brass.  Hostling  was  performed  for 
3,740  locomotives,  171  cranes,  and  one  ditcher.  Five  hundred  and  ninety  shop  and 
5,015  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  3  heavy  and  1,247  light  repairs  were  made 
on  locomotives  and  cranes. 

At  Balboa  shops  and  dry  dock  repairs  to  the  steamship  Lautaro  were  completed  on 
September  6,  and  the  vessel  was  undocked.  The  cruiser  Charleston,  dredge  Cascadas, 
and  barges  Nos.  132,  138,  and  141  were  overhauled  in  the  dry  dock  during  the  month, 
and  extensive  repairs  to  the  CAar/e5/(?w,  the  steamship  .4  cajwf/a,  and  the  dredge  Marmot 
were  made  with  the  vessels  moored  alongside  the  repair  wharf. 

At  Cristobal  shops  and  dry  dock  the  principal  work  was  on  submarines,  two  of  the 
five  in  the  flotilla  being  in  dock.  Other  vessels  docked  during  the  month  were  the 
tugs  Bolivar,  Reliance,  Engineer,  and  Mariner;  yacht  Flora;  and  barges  Nos.  1,  102, 
118,  and  21. 

At  the  Paraiso  shops  the  work  was  confined  largely  to  equipment  of  the  Dredging 
Dix'ision.  The  principal  jobs  were  on  the  tugs  Tavernilla  and  Gorgona,  barge  No.  142, 
and  dredge  Cascadas,  in  preparation  for  placing  the  latter  in  dry  dock. 

BUILDING   CONSTRUCTION. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  new  school  building  in  Ancon,  on  a  new  concrete  building 
for  the  restaurant  in  Ancon,  and  on  a  grandstand  for  the  playground  at  Balboa. 
Work  was  continued  on  the  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital,  and 
the  group  was  37  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  dispensary  build- 
ing was  25  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  In  the  Ancon-Balboa  district 
46  of  the  100  authorized  type  17  cottages  were  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month, 
and  23  were  under  construction.  Sixty-one  of  the  75  authorized  4-family  frame  houses 
were  under  construction,  and  work  on  the  four  4-family  concrete  houses  was  ap- 
proximately 80  per  cent  completed.  Construction  of  the  electrical  storehouse,  Balboa 
school,  paint  storehouse,  and  Balboa  restaurant  was  continued,  and  the  extension  of 
the  motorcar  house  at  the  Balboa  station  was  completed.  One  10-stall  garage  at 
Ancon  was  99  per  cent  completed  and  a  similar  building  at  Balboa  20  per  cent  com- 
pleted at  the  end  of  the  month. 

In  the  district  from  Corozal  to  Darien,  work  was  begun  on  the  new  white  school 
at  Pedro  Miguel,  and  on  a  building  for  the  hog  farm  at  Corozal.  Construction  of 
quarters  was  continued  at  Pedro  Miguel. 

In  the  district  between  Gatun  and  Colon,  the  ice  cream  and  milk  bottling  plant 
at  Cristobal  was  completed.  The  terminal  office  building  at  Cristobal  was  78  per 
cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Work  was  continued  on  the  freight  and  bag- 
gage house,  the  restaurant,  the  school  building  for  white  children,  and  the  electrical 
repair  and  charging  station  at  Cristobal.  The  construction  of  4-family  concrete 
quarters  in  the  grounds  of  Colon  Hospital  was  35  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month.

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  numbered  6,719  Americans,  of  whom 
3,496  were  men,  1,545  women,  and  1,678  children;  268  Europeans,  of  whom  205  were 
men,  19  women,  and  44  children;  and  11,108  West  Indians,  of  whom  5,973  were  men, 
2,166  women  and  2,969  children. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.    The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  was  10.82  per  thousand  per  year. 

RECEIPTS   AND   EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  September  30,  exclusive  of  fortifica- 
tions, was  $18,825,185.20;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $5,680,967.37.  Payrolls 
on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $972,281.12,  including  $20,659.21  for  fortifications. 
Payments  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $655,610.15,  and  by 
the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,430,111.24.  Payment  of  $255,116.73  was  also 
made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  commissary  books.  Total  Panama  Canal 
collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,229,259.66,  and  collections  by  the  Dis- 
bursing Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $14,632.57.  Requisitions  for  purchases 
in  the  United  States  amounted  to  $1,115,413.60.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and 
miscellaneous  funds  amounted  to  $184,617.36  and  disbursements  under  the  same 
heading  amounted  to  $24,264.77.

Executive  Order. 


Providing  for  the  Payment  of  Interest  on  Deposit  Money  Orders  Issued  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  law,  it  is  hereby  ordered: 

1.  That  deposit  money  orders  issued  by  the  Canal  Zone  Postal  Service  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  for  each  period  of  three  full  calendar 
months,  from  August  21,  1916,  or  subsequent  date  of  issue.  Interest  shall  be  payable 
when  the  order  is  paid  but  shall  not  accrue  on  any  order  for  more  than  three  years. 

2.  The  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  is  authorized  to  prescribe  such  detailed 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  this  order.

companies: 

(a)  For  departments  and  divisions  of  The  Pana- 
ma Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  Company,  em- 
ployees, and  others  entitled  to  employees'  rates, 
per  battery:

(b)  For  individuals  and  companies,  per  battery:

Small  hatterios  Cmotor  eyelet. . .     1 .00 

2.  For  batteriis  charged  at  the  motor  car  house  at 
Balboa  for  individuals  and  companies  or  employees,  pay- 
ment of  the  charges  in  cash  will  be  required  before  bat- 
tery is  delivered  to  the  owner.  Batteries  charged  by  the 
Electrical  Division  at  Cristobal  or  Miraflores  will  be 
delivered  to  the  owners  only  upon  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipt showing  payment  of  charges  to  the  Collector  at 
Balboa  Heights,  or  deputy  collector  at  Cristobal.  The 
original  receipt  will  be  presented  to  the  employee  of  the 
substaton  in  charge  of  this  work  and  will  be  indorsed  by 
him  showing  the  date  of  the  delivery  of  the  battery  to 
the  owner. 

3.  Batteries  left  at  any  charging  station  sliould  be 
tagged  with  the  name  of  owner,  license  number  of 
launch,  motor  cycle,  or  automobile,  in  case  of  employees 
and  individuals  and  companies,  and  with  the  tharging 
current   required. 

4.  Departments  and  divisions  should  issue  blanket 
work  requests  to  cover  this  service.  Blanket  work 
request  coverin,';  all  small  electric  jobs  is  sufE''ient.

Closets  for  Construction  Gangs.

In  several  instances  recently,  foremen  have  begun  con- 
struction work  with  considerable  numbers  of  men  on  the 
job,  in  our  re.sidence  districts,  without  making  any 
provision  in  advance  for  earth  closets  for  the  use  of  these 
men.  This  results  either  in  delays  on  the  work  incident 
to  long  trips  which  the  men  have  to  make  to  find  a  closet 
or  to  polluting  the  soil  in  violation  of  sanitary  regula- 
tions. 

Please  have  your  foremen  arrange  to  have  the  nec- 
essary facilities  provided  in  proximity  to  the  work 
before  they  put  men  on  the  job.

Examination  by  Board  of  Local  Inspectors. 

The  P'oard  of  Local  Inspectors  will  conduct  examina- 
tions al  the  Administration  Building,  Balboa  Heights, 
room  No.  304,  on  Wednesday,  November  15,  1916,  be- 
ginning promptly  at  8  a.  m.,  for  persons  desiring  the 
following  classes  of  licenses:  Pilots,  masters,  mates, 
marine  engineers,  chauffeurs,  and  navigators  of  motor 
boats.  All  applicants  for  license  must  procure  from  the 
office  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights, 
form  of  application  and  information*  respecting  the 
filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  day  previous 
to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all  persons  desiring 
chauffeurs'  licenses  must  provide  themselves  with 
automobiles  with  which  to  demonstrate  their  ability 
properly  to  operate  the  same. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  has  authorized  a  change 
in  the  times  for  examining  applicants  for  chauffeur's 
licenses.  Examinations  have  been  made  only  every 
second  week,  on  Tuesday  at  Balboa  and  on  Friday  at 
Cristobal.

Applicants  for  licenses  as  navigators  of  motor  boats 
will  be  required  to  give  demonstration  of  their  ability 
to  operate  such  boats,  and  will  be  obliged  to  provide 
themselves  with  boats  for  this  purpose.  This  test  will 
be  given  on  Thursday,  the  day  following  the  written 
examination  as  follows:  At  Cristobal,  upon  arrange- 
ment with  the  Captain  of  the  Port;  at  Gamboa  at  8 
a.  m.  and  at  Balboa  at  2  p.  m.  Applicants  for  the  test 
at  Cristobal  or  Balboa  should  present  themselves  at 
the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port;  at  Gamboa  the 
deputy  inspector  will  be  present  at  the  Panama  Railroad 
station  at  the  hour  mentioned  above. 

For  the  benefit  of  applicants  residing  in  Gatun  and 
Cristobal  or  Colon,  examination  for  licenses  as  navi- 
gators of  motor  boats,  will  be  held  at  the  office  of  the 
Captain  of  the  Port  of  Cristobal  on  Friday,  Novem- 
ber 17,  1916,  from  9  a.  m,  until  11  a.  m.

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The  Time  Required  for  Transit  through  the  Canal. 

The  weekly  report  of  the  traffic  through  the  Canal,  published  in 
The  Panama  Canal  Record,  contains  the  day  and  hour  each  ship 
arrived  at  the  port  of  entrance,  the  time  she  entered  the  Canal  for 
transit,  completed  transit,  and  cleared  for  sea.  This  is  designed  to 
place  on  record  the  time  spent  by  each  ship  at  the  Canal. 

There  is  presented  below  a  tabulation  of  the  158  transits  through 
the  Canal  in  October  according  to  the  time  required  b}'  the  ships. 
It  will  be  noted  that  89  of  the  ships,  or  more  than  half,  were  in  the  Canal 
between  9  and  12  hours.  The  percentage  requiring  over  12  hours  was 
30.7,  and  the  proportion  passing  through  in  less  than  9  hours  was  15 
per  cent.     Detailed  classification  follows:

The  aggregate  time  of  all  the  vessels  was  76  days,  19  hours,  33 
minutes,  giving  an  average  time  for  all  the  vessels  of  11  hours  and  40 
minutes.  The  minimum  time  was  that  of  the  Izabal,  7  hours,  17  min- 
utes. The  maximum  time  was  that  of  the  Nereus,  1  day,  8  hours, 
10  minutes. 


Moving  of  Cftice  of  Cristobal  Port  Captain. 

The  offices  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Cristobal,  deputy  collect- 
or, receiving  and  forwarding  agent  of  the  Panama  Railroad,  customs 
officials,  and  hydrographer,  with  other  employees  of  the  Canal  de- 
voted to  terminal  and  traffic  operation,  are  moving  into  the  new  ter- 
minal office  building  opposite  the  entrance  to  the  concrete  piers  at 
Cristobal.  The  moving  will  probably  be  completed  by  the  end  of 
this  week. 

Use  of  Site  of  Old  Panama  Railroad  Office  Building. 

The  site  of  the  former  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  previously 
the  general  office  building  of  the  Panama  Railroad,  is  included  In  the 
area  along  the  waterfront,  south  of  Battery  Morgan,  which  will  be 
built  up  as  the  coast  defense  headquarters  and  known  as  Fort  deLes- 
seps.  A  headquarters  office  building,  barracks,  and  several  family 
quarters  for  officers  are  to  be  built  in  the  area.  In  order  to  Increase 
the  available  land,  operations  are  under  way  In  the  construction  of  a 
concrete  seawall  along  the  edge  of  the  semlsubmerged  reef  which 
extends  beyond  the  present  shore  line,  and  a  fill  will  be  made  behind 
this  wall. 
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Weather  Conditions  in  October. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  above  normal  everywhere  except  at 
Balboa  Heights,  Frijoles,  and  Gatun.  Totals  ranged  from  10.17 
inches  at  Balboa  Heights  to  24.29  inches  at  the  station  on  the  Chili- 
brillo  River.  The  rainfall  at  Juan  Mina,  Trinidad,  and  the  station 
on  the  Pequini  River  was  the  highest  October  rainfall  ever  recorded  at 
these  stations,  while  the  rainfall  at  Frijoles  was  the  lowest  October 
rainfall  at  this  place  for  the  years  of  record.  The  greatest  amount  of 
precipitation  recorded  on  any  one  day  was  3.77  inches,  at  Frijoles  on 
the  6th. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  16.84 
inches,  or  7  per  cent  above  the  6-year  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres 
River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  18.41  inches,  or  30  per  cent  above 
the  15-year  mean. 

The  air  temperature  was  approximately  one  degree  Fahrenheit  be- 
low the  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  one  degree  above  on  the  At- 
lantic. The  atmospheric  pressure,  daytime  cloudiness,  and  wind 
movement  were  above  normal  on  both  coasts,  while  the  evaporation 
was  slightly  below  normal  at  the  Canal  entrances,  and  slightly  above 
normal  over  Gatun  Lake.  The  relative  humidity  was  approximately 
normal  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  slightly  below  on  the  Atlantic,  while 
the  surface  temperature  of  the  sea  water  was  two  degrees  Fahrenheit 
below  the  average  at  the  Pacific  entrance  to  the  Canal,  and  approxi- 
mately normal  at  the  Atlantic  entrance. 

No  fogs  were  observed  at  either  coast  station,  and  of  the  fogs  ob- 
served at  interior  stations,  54  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m., 
93  per  cent  by  7  30,  and  all  fogs  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  9.20  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel  were  as  follows: 
Maximum,  on  the  7th,  86.59;  minimum,  on  the  7th  and  24th,  86.26; 
mean  for  the  month,  86.37.  Evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amount- 
ed to  4.267  inches. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  climatological  conditions  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month: 
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Heavy  Discharge  of  Water  thiough  Spillways  in  October. 

The  quantity  of  water  discharged  through  Gatun  Spillway  during 
the  month  of  October,  1916,  has  been  exceeded  during  only  two  months 
since  the  formation  of  Gatun  Lake,  October,  1914,  and  November, 
1915.  The  wastage  last  month  was  33.17  billion  cubic  feet.  Eight 
times  as  much  water  was  wasted  as  was  used  for  lockages  and  power. 
The  draft  of  water  for  use  in  the  locks  and  for  power  was  at  the  rate 
of  1,545  cubic  feet  per  second  during  the  month,  as  compared  with 
1,473  in  September,  and  1,527  in  August.    The  water  used  for  power 
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at  the  hydroelectric  station  in  October  was  2.25  times  the  water  used 
for  lockages  at  Gatun  and  Pedro  Miguel  together. 

The  spillway  discharge  from  Mirafiores  Lake  was  the  highest  on 
record.  It  amounted  to  669,49  million  cubic  feet,  as  compared  with 
537.4  million  cubic  feet  in  November,  1914,  and  481.24  million  cubic 
feet  in  November,  1915. 

New  Form  for  Identification  of  Chafieurs  Licensed  to  Drive  in  the  Canal 

Zone. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  has  arranged  an  application  blank 
to  be  submitted  by  all  taking  out  chauffeurs*  licenses  and  a  card  to 
be  carried  by  every  licensed  chauffeur,  which  embody  means  of  identi- 
fication. This  has  been  done  in  order  to  do  away  with  abuses  of  licenses 
in  the  illegal  transfer  of  badges  and  license  cards  to  others  than  the 
authorized  holders. 

The  new  application  for  license  will  state  age,  color,  sex,  height, 
weight,  color  of  hair,  color  of  eyes,  and  nationality,  and  will  bear  a 
photograph  of  the  applicant,  attached  in  a  designated  space,  with  the 
seal  of  the  Board  applied  partly  over  it.  The  card  to  be  issued  to  the 
licensee  will  have  the  same  data  and  the  signature  of  the  holder. 
This  will  give  the  office  of  the  Board  a  good  record  of  the  licensee 
and  allow  the  police  to  ascertain  immediately  the  right  of  any  chauffeur 
to  operate  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

In  order  to  make  the  system  thorough,  all  present  holders  of  licenses 
will  be  required  to  submit  new  applications,  giving  the  description 
and  photograph.  Only  photographs  made  by  the  official  photographer 
of  The  Panama  Canal  will  be  accepted.  He  has  ananged  to  take  them 
in  uniform  style,  and  will  have  his  studio  in  the  attic  of  the  Admin- 
istration Building  open  on  Saturdays  to  attend  to  this  work.  Each 
applicant  must  submit,  on  his  application  form,  a  certificate  signed 
by  two  reputable  citizens  of  the  Canal  Zone  or  of  Panama  or  Colon 
to  the  effect  that  the  applicant  "is  a  person  of  temperate  habits  and 
good  character,"  recommended  as  "a  suitable  person  to  be  entrusted 
with  the  duties"  of  chauffeur. 

Forms  of  application  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of 
Local  Inspectors,  room  211,  Administration  Building,  Balboa  Heights. 

Heavy  Business  through  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  Canals,  Compared  with 

Panama. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Saint  Marys  Falls  Canal  at  Sault  Ste.  Marie, 
Michigan,  was  used  for  the  transportation  of  14,031,262  tons  of  cargo 
of  2,000  pounds  each,  in  the  montft  ot  August,  1916,  setting  a  new  high 
record.     The  September  quantity  was  12,906,524  short  tons. 

Equivalent  to  12,529,000  long  tons  of  2, 240  pounds  (the  unit  of  cargo 
measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal),  the  quantity  for  the  month  of 
August  is  nearly  four  times  the  quantity  (3,140,046  tons)  carried 
through  the  Panama  Canal  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1916.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  during  the  year  the  Panama 
Canal  was  closed  approximately  six  months.  During  the  time  that 
the  Panama  Canal  has  been  in  operation,  from  August  15,  1914,  to 
November  1,  1916,  which  is  two  years,  two  and  a  half  months,  the 
aggregate  of  cargo  passing  through  it  has  reached  approximately 
10,585,000  tons. 

The  American  canal  at  Saint  Marys  Falls  handles  about  85  per 
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cent  of  the  traffic  past  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  and  the  Canadian  canal 
about  15  per  cent.  The  American  and  Canadian  canals  together  are 
reported  to  have  handled  in  a  single  day  as  high  as  125  vessels,  car- 
rying 569,060  long  tons.  This  is  as  great  a  traffic  as  went  through 
the  Panama  Canal  in  any  month  during  the  first  seven  months  of 
operation.  The  Sault  Ste.  Marie  canals  are  said  to  handle  regularly 
over  twice  as  much  traffic  as  the  Suez  Canal.

such  accumulated  leave,  on  the  basis  of  one-twelfth  of  the  annual  allowance  ol 
cumulative  and  annual  leave  for  each  full  month  served  for  which  leave  has  not 
been  granted.

Establishing  Proportions  and  Sizes  of  United  States  Flags. 
The  Executive  Order  of  October  29,  1912,  is  hereby  revoked,  and  for  it  is  substi* 
tuted  the  following: 

Whereas,  "An  Act  to  Establish  the  Flag  of  the  United  States,"  approved  on  the  4th 
of  April  1818,  reading  as  follows: 

"SECTION  I.  Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  That  from  and  after  the  fourth  day  61 
July  next,  the  flag  of  the  United  States  be  thirteen  horizontal  stripes,  alternate 
red  and  white;  that  the  union  be  twenty  stars,  white  in  a  blue  field. 

"SECTION  2.    And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  on  the  admission  of  every 
new  State  into  the  Union,  one  star  be  added  to  the  union  of  the  flag;  and  that 
such  addition  shall  take  effect  on  the  fourth  of  July  then  next  succeeding  such 
admission." 
fails  to  establish  proportions;  and 

Whereas,  investigation  shows  some  sixty-six  different  sizes  of  National  flags,  and 
of  varying  proportions,  in  use  in  the  Executive  Departments; 

It  is  hereby  ordered  that  National  Flags  and  Union  Jacks  for  all  Departments  of 
the  Government,  with  the  exception  noted  under  (a),  shall  conform  to  the  following 
proportions :

(a)  Exception:  The  colors  carried  by  troops,  and  camp  colors,  shall  be  the  sizes 
prescribed  for  the  Military  Service  (Army  and  Navy). 

Limitation  of  the  number  of  sizes:  With  the  exception  of  colors  under  note  (a), 
the  sizes  of  flags  manufactured  or  purchased  for  the  Government  Departments  will 
be  limited  to  those  with  the  following  hoists:

Union  Jacks:  The  size  of  the  Jack  shall  be  the  size  of  the  Union  of  the  National

flag  shall  be  as  indicated  on  a  plan  which  will  be  furnished  to  the  Departments  by 
the  Nav>'  Department.     From  this  plan  can  be  determined  the  location  and  size  oi 
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stars  for  flags  ot  any  dimensions.    Extra  blue-prints  of  this  plan  will  be  furnished 
upon  application  to  the  Navy  Department. 

Order  effective:  All  National  Flags  and  Union  Jacks  now  on  hand  or  for  which 
contracts  have  been  awarded  shall  be  continued  in  use  until  unserviceable,  but  all 
those  manufactured  or  purchased  for  Government  use  after  the  date  of  this  order 
shall  conform  strictly  to  the  dimensions  and  proportions  herein  prescribed. 

President's  Fl^:  The  President's  flag  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  plan*  ac- 
companying and  forming  a  part  of  this  order.  In  case  sizes  are  needed  other  than 
the  two  sizes  shown  on  the  plan,  they  shall  be  manufactured  in  the  same  proportions 
as  those  shown.

New  Restaurants  Designed  to  Be  Models  of  Cleanliness  and  Comfort. 

Permanent  restaurants  of  concrete  construction  for  the  use  of  Canal 
employees  are  being  huiit  at  Cristobal,  Ancon,  and  Balboa.  For  the 
sake  of  light  and  air,  and  in  comfortable  adaptation  to  the  climate  of 
the  Isthmus,  the  buildings  are  designed  to  be  as  much  like  open  pavil- 
ions as  possible.  The  walls  are  to  be  a  series  of  square  columns, 
with  the  spaces  between  columns  screened  with  copper  screening. 
The  roof  eaves  project  eight  feet,  to  obviate  the  use  of  balconies. 
The  buildings  will  be  one  story  in  height,  and  the  ceiling  will  be  17 
feet  above  the  floor. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  will  be  finished  in  white  enamel,  and  the  floors 
in  white  tile.    The  tables  will  have  opaque  glass  tops. 

At  Cristobal  the  restaurant  is  being  constructed  on  a  plot  opposite 
the  Canal  clubhouse.  At  Ancon  it  is  on  the  site  of  the  old  laundry, 
and  at  Balboa  it  is  facing,  from  the  south  side,  the  triangular  plaza 
near  the  lodge  hall  and  post  office. 

At  Balboa  shops  an  eating  room  similarly  finished  will  be  built  as 
the  first  story  of  a  two-story  building  of  which  the  second  floor  will 
be  used  for  pattern  storage.  It  will  be  without  a  kitchen,  and  the  food 
will  be  brought  from  the  restaurant  at  Balboa  and  served  from  steam 
tables. 


Sailing  of  the  "Ancon." 

The  steamship  Ancon  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line, 
which  arrived  at  Cristobal  on  Monday,  November  6,  sails  for  New 
York  on  Wednesday,  November  15. 

The  name  of  the  steamship  Arborean,  report  of  the  sale  of  which 
was  published  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of  October  4,  has 
been  changed  to  Vadrli.  She  is  now  carrying  coal  from  Virginia  ports 
to  Rio  de  Janeiro. 
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Canal  Postal  Service  to  Handle  United  States  Mail  for  South  and  Central 

America. 

Effective  with  the  dispatches  of  mail  from  New  York  on  November 
2  and  from  New  Orleans  on  November  4  on  ships  to  the  Canal  Zone, 
mail  from  the  United  States  for  Central  and  South  America  by  way  of 
the  Isthmus  is  consigned  to  the  Director  of  Posts  of  the  Canal  and 
handled  by  him  instead  of  the  British  packet  agent,  as  heretofore. 
The  consignment  of  mail  in  charge  of  the  latter  began  when  the  Isth- 
mus was  first  made  a  transfer  point  for  mail,  in  the  early  days  of  the 
Panama  Railroad,  and  the  arrangement  has  continued  in  effect  until 
the  first  of  this  month.  The  change  is  considered  the  logical  step, 
placing  the  handling  of  United  States  mails  on  the  Isthmus  in  charge 
of  this  branch  of  the  American  postal  service. 

An  average  of  about  8,000  bags  of  mail  a  month  is  now  handled 
across  the  Isthmus  for  South  and  Central  America. 

In  connection  with  the  new  arrangement,  all  dispatches  of  mail  from 
the  Canal  Zone  to  South  and  Central  America  are  to  be  made 
through  the  Cristobal  post  office.  The  former  arrangement  had  the 
parcels  post  mail  dispatched  through  the  Ancon  ofiice  and  other  mail 
sent  to  the  Panama  post  office.  All  mail  will  hereafter  go  to  Cris- 
tobal because  the  ships  from  the  Isthmus  to  South  and  Central 
America  clear  from  that  port,  and  mail  can  be  placed  aboard  there 
with  less  expenses  and  delay  than  at  Balboa. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  the  Director  of  Posts  has  issued  the 
following  circular  to  Canal  Zone  postmasters: 

You  are  advised  that  Sections  23  and  24  of  the  Canal  Zone  Postal  Guide  are  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  23.  All  mail  addressed  to  Argentina,  Paraguay,  and  Urugay,  shall  be 
dispatched  to  Cristobal  distribution  except  during  the  months  of  June,  July,  and 
August(winter  season)  during  which  time  it  should  be  routed  via  New  York,  foreign. 

Sf-CTIon  24.  All  mail  for  Central  and  South  America  shall  be  forwarded  to  Cris- 
tobal distribution.  The  Cristobal  post  office  will  make  direct  dispatch  to  all  exchange 
offices  in  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Peru,  Chile,  Bolivia,  Argentina,  Uruguay,  Paraguay, 
Salvador,  Honduras,  Nicaragua,  Mexico,  and  U.  S.  warships  on  the  west  coast. 
In  cases  of  small  quantities,  mail  for  Bolivia  may  be  included  in  I.ima,  Peru,  district, 
and  mail  for  Argentina,  Paraguay  and  Uruguay,  in  Valparaiso,  Chile,  district.

To  all  postmasters — By  Executive  Order  signed  by 
the  President  October  22,  1916,  the  payment  of  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  j  of  1  per  cent  for  each  period  oi 
three  full  calendar  months  from  August  21,   1916.  or 
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subsequent  date  of  issue  was  authorized  on  all  deposit 
money  orders  issued  by  the  Canal  Zone  postal  service. 
Therefore,  all  deposit  money  orders  issued  prior  to 
August  21,  1916,  will  draw  interest  from  that  date, 
and  all  deposit  money  orders  issued  since  that  time 
will  draw  interest  in  accordance  with  the  Order  men- 
tioned above. 

In  accordance  with  this  Order,  Sections  83  to  94, 
inclusive.  Chapter  VI,  of  the  Canal  Zone  Postal  Guide 
are  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  83.  Non-transferable  deposit  money  orders 
for  which  no  fee  shall  be  charged,  and  which  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of  one  per  centum  for  each 
period  of  three  full  calendar  months,  may  be  issued  at 
any  money  order  office  in  the  Canal  Zone  for  payment 
to  the  depositor  only  at  the  office  of  issue.  Deposits 
shall  be  accepted  from  married  women  only  in  their 
own  names  and  free  from  any  control  of  their  husbands. 
No  deposit  will  be  accepted  in  the  name  of  children 
under  ten  years  of  age. 

"Sec.  84.  Deposits  must  be  made  by  the  depositor 
in  person,  and  the  orders  will  be  valid  until  paid,  but 
no  interest  will  accrue  for  more  than  three  years  from 
August  21,  1916,  or  from  subsequent  date  of  issue. 
Deposits  will  not  be  accepted  in  the  name  of  any  cor- 
poration, association,  society,  firm,  or  partnership,  or 
in  the  name  of  two  or  more  persons  jointly.  Deposit 
orders  will  be  is.sued  only  in  even  denominations  of 
$5  or  multiples  thereof.  Single  orders  can  not  be  issued 
for  more  than  $100.  Postmasters  shall  issue  the  smallest 
possible  number  of  orders  on  account  of  a  single  deposit. 
"Sec.  85.  All  applications  for  deposit  money  orders, 
the  original  orders  and  corresponding  advices  and 
Btubs.  shall  be  stamped  across  the  face  by  the  issuing 
clerk  with  the  special  rubber  stamp — "Non-negotiable 
with  interest  at  2  per  cent  after  three  months."  This 
Bhould  be  done  before  the  i.ssue  of  the  money  order. 
Employees  may  be  required  to  place  their  metal  check 
numbers  on  all  applications  for  depo.sit  money  orders 
and  whenever  necessary  postmasters  may  require  a 
depositor  to  place  on  back  of  corresponding  advice  his 
signature,  metal  check  number,  age,  nationality,  or  any 
other  data  for  proper  identification. 

"Sec.  86.    (Same  as  in  Guide.    No  change.) 
"Sec.  87  as  at  present  in  the  Official  Guide  is  annulled 
and  the  following  section  substituted: 

"Simple  interest  only  shall  be  paid  and  for  peri- 
ods of  three  full  calendar  months.    When  a  deposit 
money  order  is  paid  the  amount  of  interest  due 
shall  be  noted  in  red  ink  under  tW?  blocks  on  the 
right-hand  side  of  the  order  in  question  and  added 
to  the  original  amount  of  the  order,  showing  the 
total   amount  received   by   the   depositor.     When 
the  computation  of  interest  results  in  a  fraction 
of  a  cent,  the  fraction  shall  be  disregarded.     In- 
terest will  be  paid  only  when  the  order  is  paid." 
"Sec.  88.    (Same  as  in  Guide.    No  change.) 
"Sec.  89.    The  advices  of  deposit  money  orders  shall 
be  placed  in  a  special  file  until  they  are  paid.     Upon 
payment  of  a  deposit  money  order  the  amount  of  in- 
terest paid  shall  be  added  to  the  original  amount  of 
the  advife  and  the  same  stamped  with  the  date  of  pay- 
ment and  transferred  to  the  regular  file  of  paid  money 
order    advices." 

"Sees.  90,  91,  and  92  remain  the  same  as  in  the  Guide. 
No  change. 

"Sec.  93.  Postmasters  shall  list  paid  deposit  money 
orders  on  a  separate  sheet  of  their  semimonthly  state- 
ments to  the  Auditor.  The  column  for  "State,"  on 
Form  0014  shall  be  changed  to  read  "Date  Paid,"  and 
the  date  of  payment  of  deposit  money  orders  shall  be 
shown  in  that  column.  The  original  amount  of  the 
order  shall  be  shown  in  the  usual  column  and  in  the 
column  headed,  "Date  of  Payment,"  the  amount  of  in- 
terest paid  shall  be  shown.  The  heading  of  this  column 
shall  be  changed  to  read  "Interest  Paid."  The  total 
amount  of  deposit  money  orders  paid  for  each  semi- 
monthly period  and  the  total  amount  of  interest  paid 
shall  be  placed  in  the  recapitulation  sheet  of  the  regu- 
lar money  order  statement  to  the  Auditor  under  "In- 
ternational Paid,"  which  shall  be  changed  to  read  "De- 
posit Orders  and  Interest  Paid."  This  will  not  change 
the  total  amount  of  money  orders  paid  for  the  period, 
which  should  include  both  deposits  and  regular  money 
orders. 

"Sec.  94.  When  transacting  deposit  money  order 
business  postmasters  shall  be  governed  by  all  the  rules

All  hours  greater  than  12  are  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.), 
and  when  diminished  by  12  give  the  usual  reckoning; 
for  instance,  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

Canal  Traffic  in  October. 

The  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  in  the  month  of  October,  1916, 
amounting  to  647,893  tons,  exceeded  the  average  tor  the  months  since 
the  reopening  of  the  Canal  in  April,  1916,  by  79,915  tons  and  has  been 
exceeded  during  but  three  months  since  the  opening  of  the  Canal  on 
August  15,  1914. 

The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in  seagoing  or  com- 
mercial service  was  158.  This  number  has  been  exceeded  but  twice, 
in  July  and  August  of  1915,  when  the  numbers  were  170  and  161, 
respectively.

The  ships  making  the  transit  in  -ballast  during  October  consisted 
of  15  going  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  with  an  aggregate  net 
tonnage  of  45,817  tons,  according  to  Panama  Canal  measurement; 
and  three  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic,  with  an  aggregate  net 
tonnage  of  939  tons.  The  total  for  south  and  north  trafific  was  18 
ships,  46,756  tons. 

Ships  in  the  United  States  Government  service  included  the  naval 
collier  Nereus,  bound  from  Norfolk  to  San  Fransicco,  and  the  com- 
mercial steamship  .Brasj/,  carrying  a  cargo  of  coal  for  the  Government 
from  Norfolk  to  San  Francisco. 

The  tolls  earned  in  October  amounted  to  $465,949.34.  Of  this 
amount  $198,592.57  was  for  ships  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  and  $267,356.77  for  ships  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic. 
Neither  the  collier  Nereus  nor  the  Brazil  paid  tolls,  both  being  in  the 
United  States  Government  service.    Tolls  paid  by  ships  in  the  United 
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States  coastwise  trade  were  $6,142.50,  which  was  paid  by  two  ships 
passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

In  res  »ect  of  nationahty,  the  British  ships  were  approximately  one- 
half  of  the  total  number.  They  were  nearly  thre©  times  the  number 
of  the  American  ships  and  over  seven  times  as  many  as  the  Japanese 
ships,  the  next  highest  in  number,  respectively.  The  number  of  ships 
of  the  several  nations,  with  their  aggregate  net  tonnage  and  the  aggre- 
gate of  cargo  carried  by  them,  is  presented  herewith:

Addressing  Mail  lor  Balboa  Heights. 

AH  mail  for  the  divisions  and  departments  located  in  the  Admin- 
istration Building  at  Balboa  Heights  should  be  addressed  "Balboa 
Heights"  only.  A  considerable  amount  of  mail  is  delayed  by  being 
misdirected  to  "Balboa  Heights,  Balboa." 

Activities  oJ  the  Customs  Service  in  October. 

During  the  month  of  October  the  customs  service  of  the  Canal  Zone 
had  to  deal  with  entrances  and  clearances  of  ships  aggregating  643 
in  number.  This  exceeds  by  39  the  number  of  ships  handled  during 
any  previous  month. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  vessels  entered  at  the  port  of  Cristobal 
and  191  cleared;  and  at  Balboa  132  vessels  entered  and  130  cleared. 

Seven  arrests  were  made  for  violations  of  the  customs  regulations, 
and  convictions  secured  in  every  case.  Forty  pounds  of  opium  were 
confiscated  and  destroyed. 

Filling  in  the  Atlantic  Entrance  Channel  by  Sedimentation. 

The  survey  of  the  Atlantic  entrance  channel  made  in  October 
showed  net  filling  by  sedimentation  in  the  channel  between  mile  zero, 
near  the  gap  between  the  breakw^aters,  and  Gatun  Locks  of  33,088 
cubic  yards  during  the  preceding  four  months,  in  addition  to  135,756 
cubic  yards  removed  in  October  by  the  seagoing  suction  dredge  Culebra. 

In  mile  0-1  the  survey  showed  scour  of  989  cubic  yards.  In  the  fol- 
lowing three  miles  the  fill  amounted  to  173  and  11,829  and  15,244 
cubic  yards,  respectively.  The  excavation  was  made  between  mile 
4  and  the  point  of  intersection  at  Mindi.  From  this  point  to  milepost 
6  the  fill  was  3,500  cubic  yards,  and  from  mile  6  to  Gatun  Locks  it 
was  2,342  cubic  yards. 

Surveys  of  the  channel  are  made  every  four  months.  During  the 
year  since  the  survey  of  October,  1915,  the  fill  in  this  section  had 
amounted  to  295,403  cubic  yards,  scour  to  989  and  excavation  by 
dredging  to  135,756  cubic  yards.  In  the  preceding  year,  from  Oc- 
tober, 1914,  the  fill  had  been  597,279  cubic  yards,  scour  3,651  and 
excavation  776,485  cubic  yards.  The  tendency  to  fill  has  been  re- 
duced by  the  advance  of  the  breakwaters  and  the  construction  of  a 
dike  near  Mindi  and  of  groins  along  the  southwest  shore  of  Limon 
Bay,  which  have  diminished  the  scouring  of  the  shore  with  con- 
sequent deposits  in  the  dredged  channel. 
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Maximum  Selling  Price  of  Coal. 

The  Acting  Governor  has  issued  the  following  notice,  under  date  of 
November  11,  1916,  addressed  to  all  concerned: 

1.  Considerable  misunderstanding  exists  on  the  part  of  coaling  interests  as  to  the 
application  of  circular  No.  70-i-2,  issued  April  17,  1916,  and  paragraph  15  of  circu- 
lar No.  704,  issued  July  31,  1915,  fixing  the  maximum  selling  price  of  coal  sold  by 
individuals  and  companies  at  the  Panama  Canal. 

2.  There  is  no  intention  on  the  part  of  The  Panama  Canal  to  interfere  with  any 
company  carrying  out  its  contracts  or  with  the  regular  conduct  of  its  business.  These 
regulations  were  designed  solely  to  protect  shipping  from  discrimination  or  exorbi- 
tant charges  for  bunker  coal  at  such  times  as  there  is  a  shortage  of  bunker  coal  on  the 
Isthmus  and  The  Panama  Canal  is  unable  to  supply  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Only 
under  such  circumstances  will  the  provisions  of  the  circulars  referred  to  be  enforced. 

Circular  No.  704-2,  referred  to  above,  was  headed  "Maximum  Coal 
Prices,"  and  is  as  follows: 

1.  Circular  No.  704,  dated  July  31,  1915,  outlining  for  the  information  of  indi- 
viduals and  companies  general  conditions  relative  to  leasing  of  coal  storage  areas  in 
the  permanent  coaling  plants  at  the  Canal  terminals,  contains  the  following  para- 
graph, viz: 

15.  A  maximum  price  per  ton  will  be  fixed  by  the  Panama  Railroad.  All 
coal  in  storage,  owned  by  individuals  and  companies,  will  be  subject  to  purchase 
by  any  vessel  using  the  Canal. 

2.  Effective  July  1,  1916,  and  thereafter  until  further  notice,  the  maximum  price 
for  coal  supplied  by  individuals  and  private  companies  to  steamships  at  the  terminal 
ports  of  the  Panama  Canal  will  be  cost,  plus  25  per  cent. 

3.  Lessees  will  be  required  to  furnish  The  Panama  Canal  such  information  as  will 
enable  The  Panama  Canal  to  check  the  maximum  price  on  this  basis. 

Number  and  Tonnage  of  Ships  of  Various  Nations  Passing  through  the 
Canal  during  First  Fiscal  Year  of  Operation. 

In  order  to  make  the  published  records  of  Canal  trafHc  complete, 
there  is  presented  elsewhere  in  this  issue  (pages  172  and  173)  a  table 
showing  the  number  and  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  ships  of  various 
nations  passing  through  the  Canal  each  month  of  the  fiscal  year  1914- 
1915,  with  the  total  cargo  carried  by  them.  Inasmuch  as  the  Canal 
was  opened  to  traffic  on  August  15,  1914,  prior  to  which  there  had  been 
only  a  slight  traffic  in  carrying  sugar  through  the  Canal  in  barges 
towed  by  tugs,  no  figures  are  reported  for  the  month  of  July,  1914, 
the  first  month  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915. 

Case  of  Smallpox. 

A  case  of  smallpox  was  discovered  in  Panama  on  November  2,  in 
the  person  of  a  negro  sailor  off  the  steamship  Coya,  which  arrived  from 
South  American  ports  on  October  18.  Infection  had  been  contracted 
prior  to  the  man's  arrival  on  the  Isthmus.  The  case  was  treated  in  the 
isolation  ward  of  Ancon  Hospital,  and  has  about  recovered.  All 
contacts  were  vaccinated ;  one  other  case  has  developed. 

The  last  case  of  smallpox  on  the  Isthmus  preceding  this  was  that  of  a 
sailor  who  was  taken  off  a  ship  from  Ecuador  in  April,  1915. 

Return  of  the  Prison  Ship  "Success." 

The  old  British  prison  ship  Success,  which  passed  through  the  Canal 
on  December  31,  1914,  on  the  way  from  England  to  San  Francisco, 
where  she  was  exhibited  in  connection  with  the  Panama- Pacific  Inter- 
national Exposition,  arrived  at  Balboa  on  Sunday,  November  19. 
She  is  on  the  way  to  New  Orleans  by  way  of  Pensacola.  She  came  in 
tow  of  the  steam  schooner  Wellesley  of  San  Francisco.  The  Wellesley 
took  supplies  at  Balboa  before  clearing  for  Pensacola. 

A  historical  sketch  of  the  Success  was  published  in  The  Canal  Record 
at  the  time  she  made  her  first  trip  through  the  Canal. 
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Annual  Physical  Examination. 

The  annual  physical  examination  of  gold  employees  of  The  Panama 
Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  was  begun  with  Balboa  shops  in  the  morn- 
ing of  Monday,  November  20.  This  year  the  examinations  will  be 
conducted  by  having  the  physicians  go  about  the  principal  centers  of 
employment  and  meet  the  men  at  central  points.  Two  physicians 
will  do  all  the  examining,  and  two  clerks  will  accompany  them  to 
attend  to  the  clerical  work  in  connection  with  the  reports.  Examina- 
tions for  the  Balboa  shops,  Pacific  terminal  construction  forces.  Port 
Captain's  and  other  forces  at  the  terminal  are  to  be  conducted  in  the 
office  building  of  Balboa  shops.  Following  this,  the  physicians  will 
go  to  the  lodge  hall  at  Balboa  to  examine  the  men  of  the  Building 
Division,  and  other  forces  at  work  on  the  flat  in  Balboa.  They  will  then 
go  to  the  Administration  Building,  for  the  men  at  Balboa  Heights, 
and  then  to  Ancon  Hospital  for  the  men  in  Ancon.  Following  this  they 
will  go  out  along  the  line  of  the  Panama  Railroad. 

At  the  Atlantic  end  examinations  will  be  conducted  in  the  office  on 
Dock  13,  for  the  dry  dock  and  dredging  employees;  at  some  central 
point  in  Cristobal  for  other  employees,  and  at  Colon  Hospital  for  em- 
ployees stationed  in  that  vicinity.  Heads  of  departments  and  divisions 
will  be  advised  of  the  days  on  which  examinations  for  their  men  are  to 
be  conducted.  The  work  required  six  weeks  last  year,  and  it  is  expected 
that  approximately  a  month  will  be  required  this  year. 

Securing  New  Licenses  to  Drive  Automobiles. 
About  250  holders  of  chauffeurs'  licenses  secured  renewal  of  license 
on  last  Saturday,  under  the  new  arrangements  for  identification.  It  is 
desired  that  all  licensed  chauffeurs  and  motor -boat  operators  present 
themselves  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  promptly 
to  secure  new  licenses.  The  official  photographer  will  take  identifi- 
cation photographs  on  Saturdays. 

Christmas  Seals  of  the  Red  Gross  on  Sale. 

Sixty  thousand  Christmas  seals  have  been  received  from  the  Red 
Cross  headquarters  in  Washington  by  the  Canal  Zone  chapter,  and 
the  annual  campaign  has  begun.  Seals  are  on  sale  in  the  Canal  club- 
houses, the  post  exchanges,  post  offices,  and  commissary  stores  and 
are  being  vended  about  the  streets  and  houses  by  school  children.  The 
local  chapter  has  realized  that  the  children  are  effective  agents  and 
expects  them  to  make  the  greater  part  of  the  sales;  but  an  effort  will 
be  made  to  restrain  their  activities,  so  that  normally  charitable  people 
need  not  be  exasperated  by  their  recurrent  importunities.  One 
hundred  thousand  seals  has  been  set  as  a  goal  toward  which  the  sales 
efforts  will  be  directed.  As  in  previous  years,  the  proceeds  will  be 
devoted  to  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis,  and  a  proportion  of  the  in- 
come from  local  sales  will  be  used  for  antituberculosis  work  on  the 
Isthmus. 


Barge  No.  63  Used  as  Wharf  at  Gafio  Saddle. 
Barge  No.  63,  notice  of  the  condemnation  and  intended  disposal 
of  which  appeared  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of  October  25, 
has  been  sunk  at  Caiio  Saddle  to  serve  as  a  landing  place.  Being  of 
steel,  and  110  feet  long  by  30  feet  beam,  with  vertical  sides,  it  makes  a 
very  satisfactory  wharf  for  light  service.

1.  Effective  December  1,  1910,  commissary  coupon 
books  wil  be  sold  to  gold  employees  for  cash  only  on 
presentation  of  an  authority  card  showing  the  name  and 
metal  check  number  of  the  employee  and  date  of  ex- 
piration of  the  authority  printed  thereon  by  an  addres- 
sograph.  Before  being  honored  the  cards  must  be  signed 
by  the  employees  to  whom  is.sued.  Commissary  books 
wll  not  be  sold  thereafter  on  metal  check  identification. 

2.  Requests  for  the  issue  of  authority  cards  will  be 
forwarded  to  the  Chief  Timekeeper's  office  attached 
to  the  time  books.  The  cards  will  be  forwarded  with 
the  time  books  to  the  field  clerks  for  delivery. 

3.  The  authority  cards  will  be  valid  for  a  period  of 
not  exceeding  3  months.  The  date  of  expiration  will 
be  shown  on  each  card. 

4.  After  the  first  authority  card  is  issued  to  any  em- 
ployee, new  cards  will  be  issued  at  regular  intervals 
without  further  request  so  long  as  the  employee  re- 
Bains  on  the  roll. 

5.  Commissary  coupon  books  may  be  sold  to  mem- 
bers of  an  employee's  family  when  the  name  and  rela- 
^onship  of  such  member  is  written  on  the  back  of 
tiie  card  presented,  over  the  signature  of  the  employee. 

_  6.  These  authority  cards  ^vill  be  accepted  by  sta- 
tion agents  as  authority  for  the  sale  of  half-rate  mile- 
age books  to  the  employee  to  whom  issued.  Employees 
purchasing  mileage  books  must  sign  the  auditor  s 
stub  as  the  receipt  for  the  book.  The  use  of  form  PC

Examination  by  Board  of  Local  Inspectors. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  will  conduct  examina- 
tions at  the  Administration  Building,  Balboa  Heights, 
room  No.  304,  on  Wednesday,  November  29,  1916,  be- 
ginning promptly  at  8  a.  m.,  for  persons  desiring  the 
following  classes  of  licenses:  Pilots,  masters,  mates, 
marine  engineers,  chauffeurs,  and  navigators  of  motor 
boats.  All  applicants  for  license  must  procure  from  the 
office  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights, 
form  of  application  and  information  respecting  the 
filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  day  previous 
to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all  persons  desiring 
chauffeurs'  licenses  must  provide  themselves  with 
automobiles  with  which  to  demonstrate  their  ability 
properly  to  operate  the  same.

for  instance,  15:47  is  .S.47  p.  m.

To  commissary  managers — It  does  not  seem  to  be  gen- 
erally understood  that  the  Commissary  Division  will 
order  any  artii^le  not  carried  in  stock  on  request  of  com- 
missary patrons.  Circular  No.  564,  issued  under  date 
of  June  9,  1914,  is  therefore  repubfished,  and  it  is  re- 
quested that  this  notice  be  posted  on  your  bulletin 
board  so  that  customers  may  know  that  purchases  of 
this  kind  mav  be  mide: 

"This  office  will  hereafter  accept  special  orders 
from  persons  entitled  to  commissary  privileges,  for 
special  material  and  supplies  not  carried  in  the 
regular  stock.  Such  material  and  supplies  will  be 
sold  to  patrons  at  cost,  plus  10  per  cent  to  cover 
clerioa,!  expense,  cwhan're,  etc.,  and  actual  cost  of 
transportation  on  the  Isthmus. 

"Orders  should  be  accepted  only  for  specified  arti- 
cles obtainable  from  specified  firms,  and  will  not  be 
subject  to  return  or  exchange  if  the  specified  article 
is  found  not  to  be  in  accordance  with  expectations;

or  articles  when  similar  articles  are  carried  in  the 
regular  stock,  without  reference  to  this  office.

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Canal  Traffic  Attaining  Former  Quantities. 

The  closing  of  the  Canal  by  the  Culebra  slides  for  the  six  months 
between  the  middle  ol  September,  1915,  and  the  middle  of  April,  1916, 
caused  complete  suspension  of  traffic  for  a  time,  broke  up  established 
services  of  lines  through  the  Canal,  and  diverted  many  ships  to  other 
routings,  from  which  they  have  not  returned.  The  closing  was  regarded 
as  something  of  a  calamity  in  the  shipping  world,  and  in  connection 
with  inaccurate  reports  of  the  nature  of  the  slides,  led  to  some  doubt- 
ing statements  as  to  the  ultimate  feasibility  of  the  Canal.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  the  extent  to  which  the  Canal  traffic  has  been  resumed 
since  the  reopening  on  April  15,  1916: 

In  the  six  months  from  May  1  to  November  1,  1916,  the  traffic 
through  the  Canal  has  totaled  856  ships,  aggregating  2,612,916  net 
tons,  according  to  the  rules  of  measurement  of  the  Panama  Canal. 
The  ships  carried  3,493,105  tons  of  cargo,  of  2,240  pounds  to  the  ton. 
This  was  an  average  of  143  ships,  435,486  net  tons,  and  582,184  cargo 
tons  per  month. 

The  average  for  the  first  six  whole  months  of  Canal  operation, 
beginning  with  September,  1914,  was  87  ships,  314,396  net  tons,  419,- 
787  cargo  tons.  The  aggregate  for  this  period  was  523  ships,  314,396 
net  tons,  419,787  tons  ot  cargo.  The  number  of  vessels  for  the  last 
six  months  was  164.3  per  cent  of  the  number  for  the  first  six  months; 
the  net  tonnage  was  138  per  cent,  and  the  cargo  was  115  per  cent. 

The  six  months  of  heaviest  traffic  through  the  Canal  were  those 
.immediately  preceding  September,  1915,  the  month  in  which  the  Canal 
was  closed.  The  traffic  for  that  period  aggregated  872  ships,  2,943,103 
net  tons,  and  3,620,592  tons  of  cargo.  It  averaged  145  vessels,  490,512 
net  tons,  603,432  cargo  tons.  The  average  for  the  six  months  from 
May  1  to  November  1,  1916,  is  98.6  percent  of  that  for  the  busiest  six 
months  in  ships,  88.7  per  cent  in  net  tonnage,  and  96.4  per  cent  in 
cargo  tons. 

Expenses  and  Revenues  during  the  Last  Fiscal  Year. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  cost  of  the  opera- 
tion and  maintenance  of  the  Canal  proper,  which  includes  keeping  the 
Canal  open  and  handling  the  ships  through,  and  about  one-third  of  the 
total  overhead  expense  of  the  organization,  such  as  for  health  work, 
civil  government,  and  administration,  was  $6,999,750.15.  The  tolls 
collected  during  the  year  amounted  to  $2,399,830.42.  The  Canal 
was  closed  about  half  of  the  year,  with  a  corresponding  falling  oft"  in 
tolls,  and  at  the  same  time  the  dredging  charges  ran  up.  The  sum  of 
the  tolls  failed  by  $4,599,919.73  to  meet  the  cost  of  operation  and 
maintenance. 

All  the  expenses  of  the  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  together,  ex- 
clusive of  expenditures  for  construction,  which  are  not  a  regular  part 
of  the  operating  cost,  amounted  to  $29,327,504.32  during  the  year. 
The  total  revenues  were  $27,339,888.89.    The  excess  of  expenses  over 
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revenues  was  $1,987,615.43.  The  loss  was  6.77  per  cent  of  the  ex- 
penditure. The  loss  was  considerably  less  than  the  discrepancy 
between  cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  and  tolls  collected;  had 
traffic  been  normal  throughout  the  year  the  revenues  would  have 
exceeded  the  expenses. 

From  a  commercial  point  of  view  it  would  be  necessary  to  consider 
the  interest  on  the  money  invested  in  the  enterprise,  also  depreci- 
ation, as  depreciation  is  now  charged  on  a  comparatively  few  items 
only.  To  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  the  money  investment  was  ap- 
proximately $400,000,000.  The  interest  on  this  at  three  per  cent  a 
year  (which  is  the  rate  on  the  last  bonds  issued  for  the  Canal  work), 
amounts  to  $12,000,000  a  j^ear.

In  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  ending  June  30,  1915,  the  tolls  ex- 
ceeded current  expenses  of  operation  and  maintenance  by  $276,656.38, 
representing  a  profit  of  6.7  per  cent,  not  counting  anything  for  interest 
or  depreciation.  The  aggregate  expenses  of  the  Canal  and  railroad, 
exclusive  of  fortifications,  were  $18,283,315.72,  and  revenues  were 
$19,236,818.07,  an  excess  of  $953,502.35,  equivalent  to  5.2  per  cent  of 
the  total  outlay.  Counting  depreciation  and  interest,  this  apparent 
profit  disappeared  and  left  a  deficit  of  at  least  $10,000,000. 

In  comparison  with  the  Suez  Canal,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  tolls 
at  Suez,  which  were  122,248,853  francs  ($23,594,028.63)  for  the  cal- 
endar year  1914  and  made  a  handsome  profit,  dropped  to  93,522,616 
francs  ($18,049,964.89)  for  the  year  1915.  The  decrease  in  net  tonnage 
was  from  19,409,495  to  15,266,155  tons.  The  net  tonnage  passing 
through  the  Panama  Canal  in  the  fiscal  year  1916  was  2,479,761  tons,  as 
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compared  with  3,843,035  tons  in  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1915, 
for  which  fiscal  year  there  were  101  months  of  operation,  or  seven- 
eighths  of  a  calendar  year.  The  transit  receipts  of  the  Suez  Canal  for 
the  first  nine  months  of  1916,  that  is,  to  October  1,  are  reported  as 
56,500,000  francs.  At  this  rate  the  probable  receipts  for  this  calendar 
year  will  be  approximately  76,500,000  francs,_  or  $15,300,000.  The 
Suez  Company  has  increased  its  rates  twice  this  year,  on  April  1  and 
October  1,  and  a  further  increase  is  announced  for  January  1,  1917. 
They  will  then  be  7.75  francs  (approximately  $1.50)  per  ton  for  loaded 
ships  and  5.25  francs  (approximately  $1)  for  vessels  in  ballast.  The 
tolls  for  the  Panama  Canal  have  remained  at  $1.20  per  net  ton,  Pana- 
ma Canal  measurement,  for  loaded  ships  and  72  cents  for  vessels  in 
ballast,  with  the  provision  that  the  amount  collected  shall  not  exceed 
$1.25  per  net  ton  on  the  basis  of  measurement  for  registry  in  the  United 
States  or  be  less  than  75  cents  per  net  ton  on  the  basis  of  United  States 
measurement. 

The  report  of  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  Company  for  the  calendar 
year  1915  showed  a  net  income  of  £466,218,  which,  with  £29,790 
carried  forward  from  the  account  of  1914,  made  a  total  balance  of 
£496,008  ($2,413,575.93).  Of  this,  £15,000  was  reserved  for  contin- 
gencies and  repairs,  £346,050  paid  for  prior  charges,  £7,815  carried 
forward  to  next  year's  account,  and  £127,143  distributed  in  dividends. 
A  report  of  the  earnings  to  October  1,  1916,  indicates  that  the  dividend 
this  year  will  be  as  great  as  last. 


CANAL  WORK  IN  OCTOBER. 

The  following  is  the  monthly  report  of  the  Acting  Governor  to  the 
Secretary  of  War,  for  October,  1916:

The  Honorable,  the  Secretary  of  War, 
Washington,  D.  C. 
Sir:   I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus, 
for  the  month  of  October,  1916: 

CANAL   BUSINESS. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-eight  oceangoing  ships  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal  during 
the  month,  74  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  84  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic 
The  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  these  ships  was  493,774  tons,  according  to  the  Panama 
Canal  rules  of  measurement,  and  the  total  quantity  of  cargo  carried  through  the 
Canal  was  647,893  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  Ships  making  the  transit  were  divided  by 
nationalities  as  follows:  British,  78;  United  States,  28;  Japanese,  11;  Norwegian, 
10;  Chilean,  9;  Peruvian,  7;  Dutch,  5;  Costa  Rican,  2;  French,  2;  Swedish,  2; 
Cuban,  1;  Danish,  1;  Italian,  1;  Spanish,!.  The  number  of  ships  passing  through 
the  Canal  was  larger  than  in  any  preceding  month  since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal 
in  April,  1916.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage  and  cargo  were  less,  however,  than  in 
September. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $465,949.34,  and  deposits  were  made  with  assist- 
ant treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $234,307.90,  to  be  applied  on 
payment  of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  com- 
missary supplies  to  ships  aggregated  $17,879.92;  of  ice,  $1,180.68;  and  of  supplied 
from  storehouses,  $7,857.85. 

Port  of  Cristobal — At  the  port  of  Cristobal  190  vessels  entered  and  191  cleared, 
including  those  which  passed  through  the  Canal.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage  enter- 
ing was  563,802  tons;  clearing,  567,429  tons.  Local  cargo  arriving  amounted  to  76,- 
318  tons;  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  16,461  tons.  Cargo  handled  by  the  re- 
ceiving and  forwarding  agency  of  the  Panama  Railroad  amounted  to  156,598  tons, 
including  36,138  tons  of  rehandled  cargo,  and  68,641  tons  stevedored.  Coal  bunkered 
in  ships  amounted  to  28,610  tons.  Fuel  oil  issues  aggregated  7,754.61  barrels,  of 
which  2,893.19  barrels  were  sold  to  steamships.     Sales  of  water  made  to  99  ships 
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amounted  to  4,835,000  gallons.  Passengers  arriving  numbered  1,618  cabin  and  1,002 
■teerage,   a  total  of  2,620;   departing,  1,236  cabin  and  859  steerage,  a  total  of  2,095. 

Port  of  Balboa — At  the  port  of  Balboa  132  vessels  entered  and  130  cleared,  includ- 
ing those  passing  through  the  Canal.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage  entering  was  324,180 
tons;  clearing,  321,296  tons.  Local  cargo  arriving  amounted  to  34,232  tons,  and 
local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  206  tons.  Cargo  handled  by  the  receiving  and  for- 
warding agency  of  the  Panama  Railroad  amounted  to  18,949  tons,  including  7,346 
tons  rehandled  and  665  tons  stevedored.  Coal  bunkered  in  ships  amounted  to  1,952 
tons.  Fuel  oil  issues  aggregated  42,224.73  barrels,  of  which  1,380.57  barrels  were 
Bold  to  a  steamship.  Sales  of  water  made  to  31  ships  amounted  to  619,500  gallons. 
Passengers  arriving  numbered  578  first-cabin  and  389  others,  a  total  of  967;  departing 
passengers  numbered  443  first-cabin  and  371  others,  a  total  of  814.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
bunches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic. 

Installation  of  the  regulating  valves  at  Pedro  Miguel  and  Miraflores  Locks  was 
continued,  and  was  approximately  85  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

TERMINAL    CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — Construction  work  on  pier  No.  7  is  now  practically  complete, 
tliere  remaining  only  a  small  amount  of  painting  and  the  placing  of  grill  work  over  the 
end  doors,  delayed  in  delivery.  Work  on  the  final  borings  for  pier  No.  6  continued, 
and  was  approximately  15  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  In  the  plac- 
ing of  the  approach  fill  for  pier  No.  6  and  for  the  track  yard,  23,250  cubic  yards  of 
soft  rock  were  dumped,  making  a  total  of  108,870  cubic  yards  in  place  and  bringing 
the  work  to  95  per  cent  of  completion.  For  the  extension  of  the  Cristobal  mole, 
11,100  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  were  dumped,  making  the  total  in  place  40,230  cubic 
yaifds,  about  15  per  cent  of  the  estimated  quantity  required.  The  driving  of  cylinders 
for  the  foundation  of  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house  between  piers  Nos.  7  and  8 
is  about  32  per  cent  completed  and  excavation  from  them  about  24  per  cent  complete. 

The  manufacture  of  the  1,000  concrete  blocks  for  storage  for  maintenance  of  the 
breakwaters  was  completed  on  October  30,  thus  completing  the  manufacture  of  blocks 
ander  present  plans.  Six  hundred  and  twenty-three  blocks  were  made  during  the 
mmith.  The  derrick  barges  placed  3,097  blocks  during  the  month  in  the  construction 
of  the  East  Breakv/ater,  and  97  blocks  during  the  month  in  maintenance  of  the  West 
Breakwater.  The  last  of  the  blocks  made  by  contractors  were  placed  on  the  East 
Breakwater  on  October  10.  In  the  work  of  salvaging  the  trestle,  all  of  the  decking 
material  on  the  harbor  track  from  station  2  plus  33  to  station  15  plus  00  was  removed. 
The  log  saw  mill  sawed  199,245  feet,  board  measure,  of  lumber  from  salvaged  ma- 
terial. 

At  the  Cristobal  coaling  station  the  contractor  submitted  the  wharf  bunker  for 
sjfficial  tests  on  October  18  and  19.  He  has  been  working  on  adjustments  of  tracks  and 
switches  and  improving  the  overhead  trolley  system.  The  four  reloaders  have  been 
in  regular  operation  during  the  month,  coaling  ships,  and  the  contractor  was  engaged 
in  the  installation  of  modified  backing-down  brakes.  The  four  unloaders  have  been 
in  use  by  the  operating  force  for  discharging  Canal  colliers,  and  are  under  continued 
inspection.  On  October  30  a  special  test  was  made  on  the  holding  power  of  the  brakes 
and  traveling  mechanism  of  the  stocking  and  reclaiming  bridges. 

Pacific  terminals — Resurfacing  of  the  floor  of  the  dry  dock  was  completed  early  in 
the  month,  and  the  dry  dock  floor,  culverts,  and  area  at  the  coping  level  were  cleaned 
ap  generally.  The  No.  2  unit  of  the  pumping  plant  was  realigned,  and  some  minor 
repairs  were  made  to  its  motor.  One  capstan  was  set  in  place  at  the  dry  dock  and 
one  at  the  entrance  pier.  A  line  of  sheet  steel  piling  was  driven  for  a  length  of  50 
tfeet  from  the  most  easterly  pier  to  the  unloader  wharf  in  preparation  for  building  a 
concrete  cut-ofi"  wall  to  prevent  leakage  into  the  earth  fill  around  building  No.  29. 

AH  structural  work  and  all  mechanical  and  electrical  installation  on  the  reloader 
towers  of  the  coaling  plant  were  completed  during  the  month,  and  the  towers  are 
;fflOW  mechanically  and  electrically  ready  for  operation.  All  of  the  conveyor  cars 
bave  been  erected  on  the  viaduct.  The  mechanical  installation  on  the  wharf  bunker 
was  practically  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.    The  conveyor  truss  between  the

conveyor  tower  and  the  wharf  bunker  was  erected  complete  and  painted.  The  un- 
loader  towers  continued  laid  up,  awaiting  acceptance  tests.  The  slopes  under  the 
reloader  wharf  were  sluiced  down  by  hydraulic  grader,  this  work  being  about  90 
per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  work  remaining  to  be  done  on  the 
machinery  is  principally  in  the  electrical  installation. 

The  structural  steel  decking  on  section  C-D  of  the  quay  wall  was  completed  and 
permanent  tracks  were  placed.  The  scraping  and  painting  of  the  doors,  pipe,  and 
conduits  on  pier  No.  18  was  completed,  inspected,  and  accepted,  and  the  floor  of  the 
pier  was  cleaned  up  generally. 

DREDGING. 

Six  dredges  removed  118,127  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  748,841  cubic  yards  of  rock 
from  Gaillard  Cut,  as  follows:  Fifty-nine  thousand,  five  hundred  and  thirteen  cubic 
yards  of  earth  and  388,301  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the  Culebra  slides;  22,434  cubic 
yards  of  earth  and  338,924  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  Cucaracha  slide;  19,585  cubic 
yards  of  rock  from  La  Pita  slide;  and  8,124  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  2,031  cubic  yards 
of  rock  from  the  east  Empire  slide.  In  addition,  54,623  cubic  yards  of  earth  were 
rehandled.  The  Culebra  slides  were  more  or  less  active  during  the  month,  but  did 
not  interfere  with  the  passing  of  ships.  Cucaracha  slide  became  quiescent  during 
October  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  a  reliable  channel  was  being  maintained.  The 
dredging  at  La  Pita  was  in  connection  with  the  breaking  up,  by  blasting,  of  boulders; 
and  at  the  east  Empire  slide  material  was  washed  down  by  the  heavy  rains. 

No  work  was  performed  in  the  Canal  prism  in  the  Pacific  sealevel  section.  Three 
dredges  removed  128,166  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  8,827  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the 
reloader  wharf,  drj'  dock  entrance  basin,  and  inner  harbor  at  Balboa. 

In  Miraflores  Lake  dredge  No.  83  removed  79,730  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the 
Canal  channel.  Twenty  thousand  cubic  yards  were  construction  excavation,  the 
other  maintenance. 

In  the  Atlantic  entrance  section  the  dredge  Culebra  removed  135,756  cubic  yarda 
of  fill  from  the  channel,  between  milepost  4  and  Mindi  point  of  intersection.  The 
spoil  was  dumped  on  the  sea  side  of  the  breakwaters.  A  general  survey  of  the  Canal 
from  Station  0  to  Gatun  Locks  was  made  during  the  month.  Dredge  No.  4  removed 
65,196  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the  harbor  channels  near  the  coaling  plant  and 
opposite  Dock  11,  and  dredge  No.  84  excavated  72,217  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the 
Folks  River  basin  for  sanitary  fills. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  October  was  1,373,428  cubic  yarda,  of 
which  1,201,832  cubic  yards  were  from  the  Canal  prism.  Of  the  latter  500,736  cubic 
yards  were  construction  excavation  and  701,096  were  in  maintenance.  The  estimated 
amount  of  dredging  remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation  in  Canal  and 
harbor  work,  exclusive  of  the  section  between  Pedro  Miguel  and  Gamboa,  on  No- 
vember 1,  was  4,270,472  cubic  yards. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,   AND  DRY  DOCK   WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Paraiso,  and  Cristobal  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of  the 
Mechanical  Division  together  completed  781  shop  orders,  leaving  651  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  148,742  pounds  of  iron, 
161,952  pounds  of  steel,  and  21,103  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostled  aa 
follows:  Locomotives,  3,521;  cranes,  201;  ditchers,  2.  Six  hundred  and  five  shop 
and  4,777  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  four  heavy  and  1,261  light  repairs 
were  made  on  other  rolling  equipment. 

At  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa,  the  cable  ship  Cyrus  W.  Field,  suction  dredge  No,  4, 
the  tug  Bohio,  and  two  scows  were  docked  during  the  month;  and  miscellaneous 
work  was  performed  at  the  repair  wharf  on  nine  other  vessels  belonging  to  individuals 
and    companies. 

At  Cristobal  dry  dock  one  barge  and  four  of  the  five  submarines  of  the  flotilla 
were  docked  for  repairs.  At  the  Paraiso  shops  the  repairs  to  the  machinery  of  the 
tug  Tavernilla  and  on  barge  No.  142  were  completed,  a  crane  was  overhauled  and 
installed  on  clapet  No.  7,  and  miscellaneous  repairs  were  made  on  five  tugs,  three 
dredges,  and  six  barges. 

BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION. 

Work  on  the  machine  shop  for  the  Cristobal  coaling  plant  was  completed,  and  the 
building  turned  over  for  operation.  Work  was  begun  on  the  preparation  of  the  site 
for  a  general  storehouse  to  be  erected  near  the  dry  dock  at  Mount  Hope,  and  on  a  6- 
stall  garage  at  Paraiso.  The  construction  of  other  buildings,  previously  reported, 
continued.  The  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital  was  46  per  cent 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  month;    the  laboratory,  64  per  cent;    dispensary,  42 
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per  cent.  The  electrical  storehouse  at  Balboa  was  completed  up  to  and  including  the 
third  floor  slab,  the  building  as  a  whole  beinsj  50  percent  completed.  Work  was  con- 
tinued on  the  paint  storehouse,  which  was  98  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month;  on  the  restaurants  at  Ancon  and  Balboa;  the  grandstand  at  the  Balboa 
playgrounds;  the  Ancon  police  station;  school  buildings  at  Ancon,  Balboa,  Pedro 
Miguel,  and  Cristobal;  the  hog  barn  at  Corozal;  quarters  for  employees;  the  ter- 
minal office  building  at  Cristobal,  and  the  charging  station  and  the  local  freight  and 
baggage  building  adjacent  to  the  piers.  Work  on  the  restaurant  at  Balboa  stopped 
during  the  month  on  account  of  the  nonarrival  of  steel,  and  no  work  was  done  on  the 
Cristobal  restaurant  during  October  for  the  same  reason.  In  the  construction  of 
authorized  new  quarters,  62  of  the  100  type-17  cottages  have  been  completed.

The  total  gold  force  is  an  increase  of  196  over  the  3,662  employed  on  September  27 
and  the  silver  force  is  an  increase  of  340  over  the  21,360  employed  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  numbered  6,928  Americans,  of  whom 
3,660  were  men,  1,573  women,  and  1,695  children;  289  Europeans,  of  whom  226  were 
men,  20  women,  and  43  children;  and  11,816  West  Indians,  of  whom  6,252  were  men, 
2,584  women,  and  2,980  children. 

PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  con- 
tinued good.  The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  for  the  month  was  9.66  per  thousand 
per  year.- 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  October  31,  exclusive  of  fortifications, 
was  $17,407,955.70;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $5,645,223.49.  Payrolls  on  the 
Isthmus  amounted  to  $984,714.97,  including  $20,216.38  for  fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $1,093,405.95, 
and  by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,240,175.87.  Payment  of  $238,171.40 
was  also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  commissary  books.  Total 
Panama  Canal  collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,693,550.46,  and  collec- 
tions by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $60,930.41.  Requisitions 
for  purchases  in  the  United  States  amounted  to  $827,603.55.  Receipts  from  the 
Canal  Zone  and  miscellaneous  funds  amounted  to  $204,956.37,  and  disbursements 
under  the  same  heading  amounted  to  $294,620.95.

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The  "Themis"  Grounds  on  West  Breakwater. 

The  Norwegian  steamship  Themis,  bound  from  Iloilo  for  New 
York  with  a  cargo  of  11,250  tons  of  sugar,  grounded  on  the  outer  end 
of  the  West  Breakwater  in  Limon  Bay  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening 
of  Tuesday,  November  21,  directly  after  leaving  the  Canal  for  sea. 
The  master  whistled  for  help  and  Canal  tugs  immediately  put  out  from 
Cristobal  to  his  assistance.  The  ship  lay  with  her  bow  aground  until 
Saturday  afternoon,  while  extra  pumps  controlled  the  water  in  her  and 
divers  placed  patches  over  the  holes  in  the  hull  and  bulkheads.  She 
was  then  pulled  off  and  towed  stern  first  to  Pier  9,  to  discharge  cargo 
preparatory  to  going  into  dry  dock.  Cargo  amounting  to  about 
2,000  tons,  was  lost  at  the  breakwater  by  being  dissolved  and 
pumped  out.  The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  has  not  completed  its 
investigation  of  the  accident. 

The  Themis  is  445  feet  in  length  by  60  feet  beam,  and  was  drawing 
26  feet  6  inches  aft  when  she  grounded. 


Service  of  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line. 

The  steamship  Cristobal,  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line, 
which  arrived  at  Cristobal  on  Friday,  November  24,  will  assume 
the  schedule  of  the  Allianca  from  the  Isthmus,  sailing  from  Cristobal 
at  11  a.  m.,  Wednesday,  November  29.  The  Allianca  is  expected  to 
be  out  of  dr>  dock  in  time  to  make  her  regular  sailing  from  New  York 
on  December  14. 

When  the  Allianca  comes  out  of  dry  dock  the  program  of  overhauling 
for  the  ships  of  the  line  wall  have  been  completed.  The  Colon,  Panama, 
and  Allianca  have  been  in  dock  in  turn,  the  regular  service  being  sup- 
plemented by  the  use  of  the  Ancon  and  the  Crisiohal. 

Health  Inspections  of  Neighboring  Ports  on  Atlantic  Side. 

The  Chief  Health  Officer  returned  to  Cristobal  on  Sunday,  Novem- 
ber 19,  after  an  inspection  trip  to  Almirante  (Bocas  del  Toro)  and  Port 
Limon.  These  ports  are  entered  by  numbers  of  ships  which  come  to 
Cristobal,  and  the  Health  Department  maintains  a  quarantine  repre- 
sentative at  Bocas  del  Toro.  "Bocas"  lies  144  miles  to  the  west  of 
Cristobal,  and  the  distance  to  Port  Limon  is  192  miles  by  most  direct 
sailing.  The  inspection  disclosed  very  satisfactory  conditions  about 
the  terminals  at  Limon  and  Almirante,  though  in  the  town  of  Bocas 
del  Toro  conditions  are  capable  of  improvement. 

The  Assistant  Chief  Health  Officer  recently  visited  the  new  port  of 
Mandinga,  about  80  miles  east  of  Colon,  which  was  opened  on  Sep- 
tember 26.  His  visit  was  made  to  investigate  a  report  that  malaria 
was  prevalent  in  that  vicinity  and  that  a  considerable  number  of 
cases  were  coming  from  Mandinga  to  Cristobal.  Following  his  recom- 
mendations, conditions  at  the  new  port  have  been  improved. 

Milk  from  Corozal  Hospital  Dairy  Pasteurized. 

All  milk  sent  out  from  the  dairy  of  Corozal  Hospital  is  now  pasteur- 
ized at  the  dairy.  Previously  the  milk  was  put  up  in  sterilized  bottles 
and  consumers  were  directed  to  pasteurize  it  immediately  on  receipt, 
as  set  forth  in  The  Canal  Record  of  January  12,  but  on  account  of  un- 
satisfactory results  it  was  decided  to  treat  the  milk  at  the  dairy  to 
assure   its   safety. 

The  dairy  has  67  cows  in  its  herd,  of  which  42  are  being  milked  at 
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this  time.  In  October  the  aggregate  production  of  milk  for  the  month 
was  7,486  quarts,  or  a  little  over  60  gallons  a  day.  On  November 
28  the  schedule  of  daily  supply  was:  To  Ancon  Hospital,  140  quarts; 
Colon  Hospital,  16  quarts;  Corozal  Hospital,  7  quarts;  to  indi\'iduals, 
87  quarts.  The  milk  is  sold  to  individuals  at  25  cents  a  quart,  with  an 
allowance  of  five  cents  for  the  return  of  bottles.  Distribution  to  points 
along  the  line  of  the  Panama  Railroad  north  of  Corozal  is  made  by 
handing  the  bottles  off  the  hospital  car.  For  Ancon  and  Balboa,  dis- 
tribution is  made  from  the  medical  storehouse  and  the  kitchen  of 
Ancon  Hospital.  Milk  is  delivered  at  residences  in  Balboa  Heights, 
and  the  supply  for  the  residents  of  Balboa  proper  is  stored  in  an  ice 
box  at  the  Administration  Building,  to  be  called  for. 

The  milk  from  the  dairy  forms  a  small  part  of  the  consumption  on 
the  Isthmus.  The  Commissary  Division  brings  in  from  the  United 
States  approximately  11,000  gallons  of  frozen  milk  each  month,  and 
sales  of  evaporated  and  condensed  milk  amount  to  about  169,150 
cans  and  113,660  cans  per  month,  respectively.  The  fresh  milk  is 
used  by  patients  and  infants,  but  even  for  these  classes  the  canned 
milk  is  used  in  much  greater  quantity.' 

Securing  New  Licenses  for  Operation  of  Automobiles  and  Motor  Boats. 

The  licenses  now  outstanding  for  the  operation  of  automobiles  and 
motor  boats  will  be  void  on  and  after  January  1,  1917,  and  all  persons 
holding  such  licenses  must  provide  themselves  with  renewals  thereof 
on  or  before  that  date.  A  new  application  form  must  be  submitted 
by  each  licensee.  This  form  may  be  obtained  at  the  office  of  the  Board 
of  Local  Inspectors,  Balboa  Heights,  or  at  the  offices  of  the  Port 
Captains  at  Balboa  and  Cristobal.  Persons  desiring  to  obtain  the 
new  license  must  file  application  and  present  themselves  at  the  follow- 
ing places  on  the  dates  named  for  the  purpose  of  being  photographed : 

Cristobal,  office  of  the  Port  Captain,  December  1,  from  9  a.  m.  to  4.30  p.  m. 

Balboa  Heights,  Administration  Building,  room  211,  December  2,  9,  16,  from  8 
a.  m.  to  4  p.  m. 

Paraiso,  Dredging  Division  office,  December  6,  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m. 

Licensees  living  at  Gatun  should  go  to  Cristobal,  and  those  living 
at  Pedro  Miguel  should  go  to  Paraiso  on  the  dates  specified. 

Two  More  Cases  ol  Smallpox  from  Panama. 

Two  more  cases  of  smallpox  have  been  admitted  to  Ancon  Hospital, 
in  addition  to  the  sailor  off  the  steamship  Coya,  reported  last  week. 
These  were  children  who  had  been  living  in  the  house  in  Panama 
from  which  the  sailor  was  taken.  One  was  admitted  to  the  hospital 
on  November  21  and  the  other  on  the  following  day. 

Condemnation  of  the  Launch  "Chagres." 

The  gasoline  launch  Chagres,  formerly  used  by  the  police  on  Gatun 
Lake,  has  been  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  as  un- 
seaworthy,  and  following  a  survey  it  has  been  ordered  that  the  machin- 
ery be  removed  and  stored  with  the  Supply  Department  for  reissue 
and  that  the  hull  be  burned.  The  Chagres  was  built  at  the  dry  dock 
shops  at  Cristobal  in  October,  1911,  at  a  cost  of  $712.72.  The  hull  was 
of  wood,  with  copper  sheathing,  and  its  dimensions  were  23  feet  9  inches 
by  6  feet  8  inches  by  2  feet  3  inches.  The  engine,  which  is  two-cylin- 
dered,  developing  Ih  horsepower,  was  transferred  to  the  Chagres  from 
the  old  launch  La  Zona,  which  had  been  purchased  in  the  United  States 
in  1908. 
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Supplanting  Horse-drawn  Carriages  by  Automobiles  for  Official  Use. 

The  Supply  Department  has  placed  five  passenger  automobiles 
of  relatively  low  initial  and  operating  cost  in  service  at  Ancon  and 
Cristobal  to  supplant  horse-drawn  vehicles  in  the  transportation  of 
employees  on  official  business.  Four  are  in  use  at  Ancon  and  one  at 
Cristobal.  A  tentative  charge  of  50  cents  an  hour  against  divisions 
for  the  use  of  the  machines  has  been  established,  compared  with  the 
charge  of  28  cents  an  hour  for  single  and  39  cents  per  hour  for  double 
horse-drawn  vehicles,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  greater  speed  of  the 
automobiles  will  offset  the  difference. 

The  Red  Gross  Seal  for  1916. 

The  design  of  the  Christmas  seal  of  the  American  National  Red 
Cross  for  1916  is  shown  in  the  accompanying  cut.    The  pins  which  are 
given  to  the  children  for  each  sale  of  25  seals  bear 
the  same  design  of  Santa  Claas  and  his  pack,  and 
both  are  printed  in  red  and  green. 

Last  year  over  76,000,000  seals  were  sold,  and 
the  announcement  is  made  that  ICO, 000, 000  is  the 
mark  set  for  this  year.  The  Canal  Zone  chapter  is 
attempting  to  dispose  of  the  one-thousandth  part 
of  this  quantity,  that  is,  100,000.  Last  year  it  sold 
60,000. 

The  use  of  Red  Cross  seals  for  the  Holidays  began  nine  years  ago 
in  the  United  States,  and  was  adopted  from  a  similar  practice  in 
Norway.  During  the  Civil  War  in  the  United  States  "charity  stamps" 
were  used  to  raise  funds  for  hospital  work,  but  their  regular  use  in  con- 
nection with  the  Holidays  is  a  comparatively  recent  development. 

Thanksgiving  Proclaination. 

By  the  President  of  the    United  States  of  America:    A  Proclamation — 

It  has  long  been  the  custom  of  our  people  to  turn  in  the  fruitful  autumn  of  the  year 
in  praise  and  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for  His  many  blessings  and  mercies  to 
us  as  a  nation.  The  year  that  has  elapsed  since  we  last  observed  our  day  of  thanks- 
giving has  been  rich  in  blessings  to  us  as  a  people,  but  the  whole  face  of  the  world  has 
been  darkened  by  war.  In  the  midst  of  our  peace  and  happiness  our  thoughts  dwell 
with  painful  disquiet  upon  the  struggles  and  sufferings  of  the  nations  at  war  and  of  the 
peoples  upon  whom  war  has  brought  disaster  without  choice  or  possibility  of  escape  on 
their  part.  We  cannot  think  of  our  own  happiness  without  thinking  also  of  their 
pitiful  distress. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Wood  row  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
do  appoint  Thursday,  the  thirtieth  of  November,  as  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving 
and  prayer  and  urge  and  advise  the  people  to  resort  to  their  several  places  of  worship 
on  that  day  to  render  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  the  blessings  of  peace  and  unbroken 
prosperity  which  He  has  bestowed  upon  our  beloved  country  in  such  unstinted 
measure.  And  I  also  urge  and  suggest  our  duty  in  this  our  day  of  peace  and  abun- 
dance to  think  in  deep  sympathy  of  the  stricken  peoples  of  the  world  upon  whom  the 
curse  and  terror  of  war  has  so  pitilessly  fallen,  and  to  contribute  out  of  our  abundant 
means  to  the  relief  of  their  suffering.  Our  people  could  in  no  better  way  show  their 
real  attitude  toward  the  present  struggle  of  the  nations  than  by  contributing  out 
of  their  abundance  to  the  relief  of  the  suffering  which  war  has  brought  in  its  train. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  aftixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this  seventeenth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixteen  and  of  the  independence  of  the 
United  States  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first.

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Executive  Order. 
Civil  Service  Rule  VI,  section  3,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  sen- 
tence: 

This  term  may  be  suspended  under  such  conditions  as  the  Commission  may 
prescribe  in  the  case  of  an  eligible  who  as  a  member  of  the  National  Guard 
or  Reserves  was  mustered  into  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States  under  the  call  by  the  President  of  June  18,  1916,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  such  service  his  elibigility  may  be  restored  for  a  period  equivalent  to  that 
during  which  it  was  suspended. 

As  amended  the  section  will  read: 

3.  The  term  of  eligibility  shall  be  one  year,  beginning  with  the  date  on  which 
the  name  of  the  eligible  is  entered  on  the  register.  This  term  may  be  extended, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  for  all  those  on  any  register,  when  the 
conditions  of  good  administration  render  it  inexpedient  to  hold  a  new  examina- 
tion. This  term  may  be  suspended  under  such  conditions  as  the  Commission 
may  prescribe  in  the  case  of  an  eligible  who  as  a  member  of  the  National  Guard 
or  Reserves  was  mustered  into  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
under  the  call  bj'  the  President  of  June  18,  1916,  and  at  the  expiration  of  such 
service  his  eligibility  may  be  restored  for  a  period  equivalent  to  that  during 
which  it  was  suspended.

December  Weather  Probabilities. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal  en- 
trances during  the  month  of  December,  1916.  Predictions  are  based 
on  Colon  and  Ancon  records  for  the  past  9  and  10  years,  respectively: 

Winds — With  the  approach  of  the  dry  season,  there  will  be  an  ac- 
celeration of  the  wind  movement  at  both  Canal  entrances.  North 
and  northeast  winds  will  prevail  over  the  Atlantic  coast,  with  an  av- 
erage hourly  velocity  of  from  9  to  14  miles  an  hour,  the  higher  velocity 
occurring  from  noon  to  5  p.  m.  The  maximum  velocity  for  a  5-min- 
ute  period  is  not  likely  to  exceed  35  miles  an  hour. 

Northwest  winds  will  continue  over  the  interior  and  at  the  Pacific 
entrance,  the  average  hourly  velocity  being  from  6  to  9  miles  an  hour. 
Here,  too,  a  maximum  velocity  of  35  miles  an  hour  may  occur,  although 
the  probability  of  so  high  a  velocity'  is  slight. 

Rain — The  month  of  December  usuallv  marks  the  transition  from 
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rainy  season  to  dry  season  conditions.  Occasionally  the  dry  season 
begins  as  early  as  the  first  of  the  month,  while  in  other  years  rainy 
season  weather  has  continued  until  the  end  of  the  month.  The  ten- 
dency is  for  the  rains  to  linger  later  in  the  season  along  the  Atlantic 
coast  than  on  the  Pacific,  and  for  the  percentage  of  daytime  rainfall 
to  be  greater  on  the  Pacific  side.  The  average  rainfall  for  the  month  is 
12.04  inches  at  the  Atlantic  entrance,  and  4.40  inches  at  the  Pacific, 
these  averages  being  for  periods  of  45  and  19  j^ears,  respectively. 
Twenty-two  days  with  rain  may  be  expected  on  the  Atlantic  coast, 
and  16  on  the  Pacific  side,  while  the  average  number  of  days  with 
heavy  rain  (1.00  inch  or  more)  is  4  and  2,  respectively. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  at  either  Canal  entrance,  but  night 
and  early  morning  fogs  may  be  expected  over  the  interior.  The  aver- 
age number  of  fogs  during  the  month  over  the  Gaillard  Cut  section  of 
the  Canal  is  15.  All  of  the  fogs  that  occur  may  be  expected  to  lift  or 
become  dissipated  before  8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — The  average  shade  air  temperature  will  be  close  to 
80°  Fahrenheit  over  both  coasts.  On  the  Atlantic  coast  the  tempera- 
ture is  not  likely  to  rise  above  89**  F.,  or  fall  lower  than  66°  F.,  while 
on  the  Pacific  side  a  maximum  temperature  as  high  as  94°  F.  may  oc- 
cur The  record  minimum  on  both  coasts  is  66°  F.  The  maximum 
temperature  for  the  day  usually  occurs  between  noon  and  2  p.  m., 
and  the  minimum  between  4  and  6  a.  m.  The  mean  daily  range  in 
temperature  should  be  about  8°  F.  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  16°  F. 
on  the  Pacific. 

Barometric  pressure — Atmospheric  pressure  over  the  Isthmus  is 
remarkably  constant  and  uniform,  and  except  for  the  well  marked 
diurnal  change,  changes  in  pressure  are  so  slight  that  they  have  little 
value  as  indicators  of  future  weather  conditions.  The  average  sea- 
level  pressure  will  continue  close  to  29.85  inches.  The  maximum 
reading  for  the  month  is  not  likely  to  exceed  30.00  inches,  nor  the  min- 
imum to  fall  lower  than  29.65  inches. 

Relative  humidity — With  the  arrival  of  the  dry  season  there  will  be 
a  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  moisture  in  the  air.  The  humidity 
should  average  about  85  per  cent  over  both  coasts.  The  range,  how- 
ever, is  greater  on  the.  Pacific  coast,  percentages  ranging  between  67 
per  cent  and  92  per  cent.  On  the  Atlantic  coast  the  humidity  should 
vary  between  80  per  cent  and  90  per  cent. 

Storms — The  so-called  "northers"  occasionally  reach  as  far  south 
as  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal  during  the  i5eriod  from  Novem- 
ber to  April.  These  storms  are  characterized  by  stead)^  brisk,  nor- 
therly winds,  ranging  in  velocity  up  to  30  or  more  miles  an  hour. 
The  winds  alone  are  of  insufficient  force  to  affect  navigation  seri- 
ously but  they  are  usually  accompanied  by  a  heavy  sea  or  swell  that 
may  at  times  prove  troublesome.  Local  thunderstorms  will  not  be  so 
frequent  during  the  month  of  December.  The  average  number  of 
thunderstorms  during  the  month  is  4  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  6  on 
the  Pacific. 

Smooth  seas  may  be  expected  throughout  the  month  at  the  Pacific 
entrance  to  the  Canal. 

Tides — Tidal  fluctuations  at  Colon  are  so  slight  that  they  need  not 
be  considered  in  navigating  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal.

The  tides  are  placed  in  the  order  of  occurrence,  with 
their  times  on  the  first  line  and  heights  on  the  second 
line  of  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  The 
heights  in  feet  and  tenths  are  reckoned  from  mean  low 
water  springs,  which  is  the  datum  of  the  soundings  on 
the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this  region, 
and  which  is  8.2  feet  below  mean  sealevel.  To  find 
the  depth  of  water,  add  the  tabular  height  to  the  sound- 
ings given  on  the  chart,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  bo- 
fore  the  height,  in  which  case  subtract  it. 

The  time  used  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard,  for  the 
meridian  75°  W.  The  hours  of  the  day  are  numbered 
consecutively  from  OA  (midnight)  to  234  (11.00  p.  m.). 
AU  hours  greater  than  12  ai-e  in  the  afternoon  (p.  m.), 
and  when  diminished  b.v  12  give  the  usual  reckoning; 
for  instance,  15:47  is  3.47  p.  m.

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New  Record  for  Quick  Passage  through  the  Canal. 

The  steamship  Balboa  has  lowered  the  record  for  time  of  passage 
through  the  Canal.  Entering  from  the  Pacific  at  11.35  a.  m.,  Sun- 
day, December  3,  she  reached  Cristobal  at  6  p.  m.,  having  taken  6 
hours  and  25  minutes  in  passage.  On  the  same  day  the  Cauca  made 
the  transit  in  7  hours  and  9  minutes,  and  the  San  Juan  in  8  hoars  and 
5  minutes.  These  are  all  relatively  small  ships  and  were  the  only  ves- 
sels passing  through  the  Canal  northbound  on  that  day.  Four  larger 
vessels  made  the  transit  southbound,  in  average  time. 


Laying  Tracks  for  New  Railroad  Yard  at  Cristobal  Terminals. 

The  laying  of  the  remainder  of  the  tracks  for  the  new  yard  adjoining 
the  concrete  piers  at  Cristobal  will  begin  next  week.  The  yard  has 
been  partly  completed  for  several  months,  but  delay  has  been  caused 
by  the  nonarri  val  of  railroad  ties  ordered  from  the  United  States.  These 
are  now  at  hand.  The  laying  out  of  the  new  yard  is  an  important  part 
of  the  project  to  revise  the  system  of  handling  goods  and  passengers 
to  and  from  the  piers,  and  do  away  with  the  grade  crossings  in  Cris- 
tobal which  are  a  source  of  danger  and  cause  a  great  many  delays 
to  N-ehicles  and  [)edestrians.  A  description  of  this  project  was  published 
in  The  Canal  Record  of  April  19,  1916. 

Sosa  Hill  Qaarry  Reopened. 

The  quarry  at  Sosa  Hill  was  reopened  on  November  27,  with  one 
shovel  working  on  the  upper  level,  near  the  southern  end.  The  rock 
will  be  used  for  various  fills,  of  which  the  most  important  are  in  con- 
nection with  the  Naos  Island  Breakwater.  Heavy  seas  rolling  in 
recently  under  a  strong  wind  from  the  west,  along  with  unusually 
high  tides,  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  damage  to  the  breakwater, 
and  this  will  be  repaired  and  the  fill  extended  to  proper  width. 
In  addition,  the  fill  extending  the  breakwater  from  Naos  to  Perico  and 
Flamenco  Islands  will  be  widened  sufficiently  to  allow  the  construction 
of  a  highway  alongside  the  railroad  track.  This  will  require  about 
100,000  cul)ic  yards. 

It  is  proposed  to  use  Sosa  Hill  rock  for  armoring  the  extension  of 
the  mole  at  Cristobal,  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  Pier  6. 
The  extension  is  being  made  with  material  from  the  borrow  pit  at 
Mount  Hope,  but  as  this  is  mostly  soft  rock  which  disintegrates  on 
exposure  it  is  to  be  armored  with  the  hard  rock  from  Sosa  Hill.  The 
rock  which  will  be  required  in  this  work  is  estimated  roughly  at  50,000 
cubic  yards. 

Royal  Mail  Service  between  Colon  and  New  York. 

The  resumption  of  the  Royal  Mail  Steam  Packet  Company's 
service  between  Colon  and  New  York,  noted  in  The  Panama  Canal 
Record  of  August  23,  has  been  scheduled  to  begin  with  the  sailing 
of  the  Tagus  from  New  York  on  January  13.  The  first  sailing  from 
Colon  for  New  York  in  the  service  will  be  on  January  27. 
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Condition  of  Dredging  in  the  Gut. 

The  channel  is  now  in  good  condition  and  ships  are  handled  past  the 
slides  without  delay,  althou'^h  there  rcin.iins  to  be  done  a  great  deal 
of  excavation  to  maintain  the  channel  and  bring  it  to  full  width  and 
depth.  The  dredges  now  at  work  in  the  Cut  are  the  15-yard  dipper 
dredges  Gamboa  and  Paraiso,  the  ladder  dredge  Corozal,  pipeline  suc- 
tion dredge  No.  86,  and  the  old  French  ladder  dredge  Marmot.  The 
latter  is  cleaning  out  spoil  which  was  dumped  in  the  completed  channel 
between  Cucaracha  slide  and  Paraiso  when  the  Cut  was  blocked  by 
the  Culebra  slides  and  it  was  not  possible  to  send  barges  from  the  south 
side  to  the  damping  grounds.  The  Cardenas  and  the  Culebra  are  work- 
ing in  the  Pacific  entrance  channel  and  the  old  French  ladder  dredges 
No.  I  and  No.  5  have  been  retired  and  moored  at  Gamboa  with  the 
5-yard  dipper  dredges  Cardenas,  Chagres,  and  Muidi. 

Projected  Visit  of  the  Atlantic  Fleet. 

It  is  expected  that  the  Atlantic  Fleet  of  the  United  States  Navy 
will  visit  the  Canal  the  latter  part  of  March,  1917.  Present  plans 
contemplate  the  departure  of  the  fleet  from  Guantanamo  for  Cristobal 
on  March  17,  and  a  visit  of  four  or  five  days  at  the  Isthmus.  Every 
facility  for  seeing  the  Canal  will  be  given  the  personnel,  which  will 
probably  include  over  1,000  officers  and  16,000  men. 

The  fleet  will  comprise  the  battleships  ConnecticiU,  Michigan,  South 
Carolina,  Florida,  Utah,  Arkansas,  Pennsylvania,  New  York,  Delaware, 
Oklahoma,  Texas,  Wyoming,  Nevada,  and  Arizona;  24  destroyers;  a 
mine  force  of  seven  ships;  and  a  train  including  the  repair  ship  Vestal 
and  fuel  ship  Prometheus,  the  hospital  ship  Solace,  and  several  others. 
No  supplies  or  shop  work  will  be  required  from  the  Canal  facilities, 
but  the  coaling  and  oil  handling  plants  at  the  terminals  will  probably 
be  tested  in  connection  with  naval  ships. 

Folks  River  Pier  in  Use. 

The  Panama  Railroad  has  completed  and  turned  over  for  service  a 
concrete  pier  on  Folks  River,  adjoining  the  southeast  end  of  Colon,  to 
afford  a  landing  place  for  rmall  boats  engaged  in  the  coastwise  shipping 
of  Panama.  This  was  done  in  accordance  with  a  provision  of  the 
boundary  convention,  requiring  such  facilities  to  be  arranged  in  case 
of  interference  whh  the  use  of  the  waterfront  of  Colon  as  a  landing 
place  for  such  vessels.  The  fill  which  has  been  made  for  railroad  yards 
adjoining  the  new  piers  at  Cristobal  has  abutted  on  the  waterfront 
of  Colon,  and  further  extensions  may  in  future  shut  off  entirely  the 
section  between  the  Panama  Railroad  passenger  station  and  Cristobal. 
Up  to  the  present  this  has  not  occurred  and  most  of  the  boats  use  the 
old  landing  in  preference  to  the  new,  because  it  is  the  established  place 
and  nearer  the  center  of  the  city. 

The  pier  is  150  feet  long  by  20  feet  wide.  It  is  supported  on  built- 
up  piles,  each  made  of  4  steel  railroad  rails.  The  concrete  deck  is 
at  an  elevation  5  feet  above  sealevel. 


Hotel  Aspinwall  to  Open  on  January  1. 

The  Supply  Department  will  reopen  the  Hotel  Asplnwall  at  Taboga 
Island  on  January  1,  1917.  The  hotel  was  closed  on  June  30,  1916, 
at  which  time  it  was  the  intention  to  reopen  it  on  February  1  for  the 
period  during  which  most  employees  will  spend  their  annual  leave. 
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It  has  been  decided  to  open  on  January  1,  and  run  until  May  1  or 
possibly  later,  depending  on  the  patronage. 

Transportation  between  Balboa  and  Taboga  will  be  afforded  by  the 
use  of  the  launch  Taboga,  w  hich  makes  the  trip  one  way  in  an  hour. 
The  following  is  the  schedule,  effective  January  1 : 

Leave  landing  at  dock  No.  19,  back  of  Pacific  terminal  building, 
at  9.40  a.  m.  daily;  leave  Hotel  Aspinwall  at  Taboga  Island  at  10.40 
a.  m.  daily. 

Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays — Leave  landing  at  dock  No.  19 
at  9.40  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.  Leave  Hotel  Aspinwall  at  10.40  a.  m.  and 
6.30  p.  m. 

The  bus  that  leaves  the  Hotel  Tivoli  at  8.45  a.  m.  will  connect  at 
Balboa  Heights  station  with  the  9.05  train  from  Colon  and  run  as 
far  as  the  new  oil  house,  vhich  is  three  minutes  walk  from  Dock  19. 
On  the  return  trip  of  the  launch  from  the  Hotel  Aspinwall  on  Sunday 
nights  and  holiday  nights,  there  will  be  a  bus  to  meet  the  boat  at 
Dock  19,  running  as  far  as  the  Hotel  Tivoli. 

Anyone  wishing  to  make  reservation  for  the  opening  date  should 
write  to  the  Assistant  Chief  Quartermaster,  Ealboa  Heights;  after  the 
hotel  is  opened  letters  should  be  addressed  to  the  Manager  of  the 
Hotel  Aspinwall,  Balboa,  C.  Z. 

The  rates  at  the  Aspinwall  have  not  risen.  For  Government 
employees  and  adult  members  of  their  families  the  charge  for  room  and 
board  is  $2  per  day;  for  a  stay  of  14  days  or  over.  $1.75  per  day.  For 
nonemployees  the  rate  is  $2.50  per  day;  after  a  stay  of  30  days  a  rate 
of  $2  per  day  will  be  given.  For  children  under  12  years  of  age,  and 
servants,  both  of  employees  and  nonemplojces,  the  rate  is  $1  per  day, 
flat.  For  single  meals,  without  room,  the  rates  for  employees  and  non- 
employees  are  the  same:  Breakfast,  50  cents;  luncheon  or  dinner,  75 
cents. 

Fates  for  the  launch  trip,  one  way,  are  30  cents  for  employees  and 
adult  members  of  their  families,  20  cents  for  their  children  between  6 
and  12  years  of  age.  For  nonemployees  the  launch  fares  are  double 
those  for  employees. 

Owners  of  Valuable  Watches  Should  Note  their  Numbers. 

On  account  of  the  relatixcly  numerous  thefts  ol  watches  and  other 
valuables  which  occur  on  the  Isthmus,  the  Di\'ision  of  Police  suggests 
that  everyone  who  owns  a  valuable  watch  will  do  well  to  make  a  mem- 
orandum ol  the  number  of  the  works  and  of  the  case  of  his  watch. 
Numbers  afford  the  most  reliable  means  of  identification.  This  is 
especiall}  important  in  view  of  the  fact  that  stolen  watches  are  fre-' 
quently  kept  for  several  months  before  being  sold,  and  with  the  lapse 
of  time  identification  by  anything  else  than  the  numbers  becomes  in- 
creasingly difficult.  It  is  important  to  ha\e  the  number  of  both  case 
and  works,  because  the  latter  may  be  removed  from  the  case  and  sold 
separ.ilely. 

The  idea  applies  as  well  to  other  Aalunbles.  such  as  jewelry  and  sib'er- 
ware.  and  it  is  suggested  that  owners  jot  down  accurate  (U^scription's 
of  the  pieces,  and  file  I  hem  for  r(f(>rcnce  In  case  ol  tluft.  Accurate 
data  arc  of  great  assistance  (o  the  police,  and  it  happens  often  that 
after  a  theft  onl>'  vague  descriptions  can  be  given. 

There  is  no  effective  law  in  Panama  against  purchasing  stolen  goods. 
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This  encourages  their  sale  and  tends  to  increase  the  probability  of 
stolen  valuables  appearing  on  the  market  in  the  course  of  time. 
If  they  can  be  identified  positively  they  can  sometimes  be  recovered 
without  indemnifying  the  holder,  but  it  is  essential  to  have  positive 
means  of  identification. 


Increased  Price  of  Evening  Meals  at  Tivoli  and  Washington  Hotels. 

On  account  of  the  increased  cost  of  food  stuffs,  the  charge  for  Gov- 
ernment employees  for  the  evening  meals  at  the  Tivoli  and  Washington 
Hotels  is  now  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  person,  instead  of  75  cents 
as  heretofore. 


Steamer  Special  Trains  to  be  Discontinued. 

Henceforth  steamer  specials  will  be  run  by  the  Panama  Railroad 
only  when  the  ships  of  that  line  arrive  at  Colon  too  late  to  make 
connection  with  the  train  that  leaves  Colon  at  5.10  p.  m.,  or  when  the 
number  of  passengers  carried  by  the  steamer  is  unusually  large. 

Last  Feats  for  the  Sending  of  Gnristmas  Mail. 

The  last  sailing  from  the  Isthmus  to  deliver  mail  to  the  United 
States  in  time  to  receive  a  reply  before  Christmas  will  be  that  of  the 
Parismina  from  Cristobal  on  December  10  for  New  Orleans.  She  will 
reach  New  Orleans  on  the  15th,  The  Santa  Marta,  sailing  from  Cris- 
tobal for  New  York  on  December  7,  will  reach  port  on  the  14th. 

The  last  sailing  to  deliver  mail  to  friends  in  the  United  Slates  before 
Christmas  will  be  that  of  the  Cartago,  from  Cristobal  on  Decem.ber  17, 
reaching  New  Orleans  on  December  22.  The  schedule  of  sailings  of 
mail  ships  is  published  on  the  last  page  of  The  Panama  Canal  Record, 
under  the  heading,  "Sailings  of  Vessels  in  Regular  Serv^ice  with  the 
United  States."

Reimbursement  lor  Personal  Expenditures.

KxEcuTHE  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  November  24,  1916. 
CraCTJLAR  \o.  65S-4  (superseding  all  circulars  of  the 
658  series): 

1.  ESertive  December  1,  1916.  the  following  regu- 
Iation«  will  ttovern  the  preparation  and  rendition  of 
reimbursement  vouchers  covering  adciitio'  al  expenses 
incurred  by  officers  and  employees  of  The  Panama 
Canal  and  Panama  Ralroad  Company,  while  traveling 
on  official  business  under  proper  orders  on  the  Isthmus 
or  while  temporarily  assigned  for  duty  away  from  their 
official  stations.  These  regulations  do  not  apply  when 
the  order  requires  travel  which  begins  beyond,  or  ex- 
tends '-eyuud  the  I.-thmu?. 

2.  When  employee^!  are  ordered  away  from  their 
regular  stations  for  tcmi)orary  duty  for  a  jieriod  exceed- 
ing three  days,  a  written  order  for  such  detail  must  be 
issued  by  the  head  of  the  department  or  division 
where  employed,  stating  the  ne.egsity  for  a'^signing 
such  employees  to  temporary  duty  at  places  other  than 
their  official  s'ations.  The  o;i;inal  written  order  mast 
be  attached  to  claim  for  reimbursement. 

3.  Reimbursement  for  expenses  incurred  by  an  em- 
ployee while  on  du;y  away  froai  his  official  station  will 
be  allowed  only  when  such  expenses  are  in  addition  to 
the  ordinary  daily  llyi.^g  expenses  of  the  employee  at 
home  and  are  necessitated  by  the  performance  of  the 
duty  required. 

4.  Expense  accounts  should  be  presented  immediately 
after  the  close  of  each  month  and  should  cover  all  ex- 
penses for  that  month.  They  must  be  rendered  on  the 
prescribed  form  and  be  prepar  d  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  on  the  back  thereof. 

MEALS. 

5.  Employees  who  board  at  a  Panama  Canal  hotel, 
when  at  iiicir  official  stations,  are  not  en' i tied  to  reim- 
bursement if  detailed  for  duty  at  a  place  where  there 
is  a  Panama  Canal  hotel.  If  such  employees  are  de- 
tailed for  duty  at  a  place  where  no  Panama  Canal  hotel 
is  available,  they  will  be  reimbursed  for  the  actual  and 
reasonable  cost  of  meals  less  30  cents  per  meal  or  00  cents 
per  day. 

6.  Employees  who  keep  house  and  are  away  from  their 
official  stations  for  more  than  five  meals  during  the 
month,  if  accessible  to  a  Panama  Canal  hotel,  will  be 
reimbursed  their  actual  expenses  for  the  first  five  meals 
and  50  per  cent  of  their  actual  expenses  for  additional 
meals,  subject  to  the  limitation  of  paragraph  8. 

If  such  employees  are  detailed  to  a  place  where  there  is 
no  Panama  Canal  hotel,  they  will  be  reimbursed  their 
actual  and  reasonable  expenses,  less  50  per  cent  of  the 
Panama  Canal  hotel  rate  for  any  number  of  meals  taken 
in   excess   of  five. 

7.  Employees  who  subsist  themselves  at  their  official 
stations  by  boarding  at  a  monthly  rate,  will  be  reimburs- 
ed their  actual  additional  expenses  subject  to  the  limi- 
tation of  paragraph  8  and  with  the  deduction  provided 
in  paragraph  6  for  all  meals  over  five  taken  on  consec- 
utive dajs. 

8  Reimbursement  for  meals  taken  at  a  Panama 
Canal  hotel  having  an  a  la  carte  service  only,  is 
limited  to  40  cents  per  meal  for  the  noon  and  evening 
meals,  or  a  total  of  90  cents  per  day.  At  hotels  where 
the  regular  30-cent  meal  is  served,  reimbursement  is 
limited  to  30  tents  per  meal. 

9.  The  Panama  Canal  hotel  at  Ancon  is  to  be  con- 
sidered accessible  to  employees  detailed  to  duty  at 
.\ncon  or  Panama.  Tie  Panama  Canal  hotel  at  Cris- 
tobal is  to  be  considered  accessible  to  employees  detailed 
to  duty  at  Cristobal  or  Colon. 

10.  The  limitation  to  reimbursement  at  Panama 
Canal  hotel  rates  does  not  apply  to  meals  necessarily 
taken  outside  of  regular  hours,  but  the  necessity  for 
taking   such   meals   must   l>e  explained. 

.  11.  No  tips  of  any  kind  will  be  allowed  while  travel- 
ing on  the  isthmus. 

12.  Sunday  aud  holiday  expenses  incurred  while 
under  oral  orders  require  specific  explanation  by  tht 
office  giving  Buch  orders. 

LODOINO. 

13.  ReimbtirsemeDt  for  lodging  at  the  Tivoll  and 
Waahiogton  hotels,  made  necessary  by  official  business 


will  be  limited  to  the  employees'  rate  for  minimum- 
priced  accommodations. 

14.  Claim  for  reimbursement  at  a  higher  rate  will  be 
allowed  only  when  accomjianied  by  a  certificate  of 
the  manager  that  on  the  date  on  which  room  was  fur- 
nished no  room  at  a  less  rate  was  available. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

15.  No  reimbui'sement  will  \>o  made  by  The  Panama 
Canal  for  transportation  paid  to  the  Panama  Railroad 
Company. 

16.  Should  it  be  necessary  at  any  time  for  an  em- 
ployee of  The  Panama  Canal  to  pay  for  transportation 
either  for  himself,  his  assistants,  or  necessary  equip- 
ment, while  carrying  out  official  orders,  he  should  se- 
cure receipt  of  the  auent  to  whom  pa^Tnent  is  made 
aiid  present  claim  for  reimbursement  to  the  Panama 
Railroad    Company. 

17.  Reimbursement  for  cab  or  .street  car  fare  will  be 
made  only  when  the  incurring  ol  such  expense  has  been 
previously  authorized  by  the  Governor  of  The  Panama 
Canal.  The  starting  point  and  destination  must  be 
shown,  as  "Panama  R.  R.  station  to  Administration 
Building,  Ancon,"  and  tariff  rates  mu=t  not  be  exceeded. 

SPECIAL  REOm-ATIONS. 

18.  There  are  certain  special  resrulations  that  will 
govern  the  exner.sc  accounts  of  poli-emen  and  others 
detailed  to  plain-clothes  duty.  These  men  may  l« 
allowed  the  actual  cost  of  meals  taken  even  though 
in  excess  o!  30  cents  and  when  there  i=  a  Panama  Can.al 
hotel  accessil'le,  pro\nderl  in  each  case  the  voucher  is 
accompanied  by  a  special  certificate  stating  that  "to 
have  availed  themselves  of  The  Panama  Canal  hotel 
rate  would  have  revealed  their  identity  and  nullified  ef- 
forts in  investigations."

Pack  arti'-les  carefully  and  wrap  them  securely,  but 
do  not  seal  them,  as  sealed  parceb  are  subject  to  postage 
at  letter  rate. 

Parcels  that  are  mailed  early  may  be  marked  "Do  not 
open  until  Christmas." 

Recister  valuable  rarcels. 

Written  inscriptions  such  as  "Merry  Christmas," 
"Happy  New  Year,"  "With  Best  Wishes"  aud  numbers, 
names,  or  letters  for  the  purpore  of  description  are  per- 
mis=i!  le  additions  to  4tli-ciass  parcel-post  mail. 

Books  may  bear  simple  dedicatory  inscriptions  not  of 
a  pc'sonal  nature. 

Other  written  additions  sub-ert  parcels  to  letter  post- 
age. 

Communications  prepaid  at  first-class  rate  may  be 
sent  with  parcels  prepaid  at  4th-class  rate,  provided 
they  are  placed  in  envelopes  and  securely  attached  to 
outs'de  of  parcels. 

Do  not  ask  the  po.^tmasfer  his  opinion  as  to  whether 
or  not  (h»  parcel  will  be  held  for  customs  duty,  as  this 
is  somethina  he  does  not  know,  and  on  which  he  can 
secure  no  information. 

Please  remember  that  postal  employees  work  long 
hard  hours  during  the  holiday  rush  and  be  as  patient  snd 
considerate  as  possible.

December  13,  1916,  be- 
einnine  promptly  at  8  a.  m.,  for  persons  desiring  tLe 
following  classes  of  licemes:    Pilots,    masters,  mates, 


marine  engineers,  chauffeurs,  and  navigators  of  motor 
boats.  All  applicants  for  license  must  procure  from' the 
office  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights, 
form  of  application  and  information  respecting  the 
filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  day  previous 
to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all  persons  desiring 
chauffeurs'  hceuses  must  provide  themselves  with 
automobiles  with  which  to  demonstrate  their  ability 
properly  to  operate  the  same.

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Dredging  on  Sundays  or  Holidays  in  the  Cut  Discontinued. 

On  account  of  the  improved  condition  of  the  channel  in  the  Cut, 
dredging  on  Sundays  and  holidays  has  been  discontinued,  beginning 
with  Sunday,  December  3.  After  this,  unless  conditions  change  de- 
cidedly for  the  worse,  Sunday  work  in  the  Cut  will  be  confined  to 
the  necessary  blasting  at  the  rock  known  as  "Gibraltar." 

Continuous  work,  Sundays  and  holidays  included,  three  shifts  a  day, 
had  been  carried  on  steadily  since  the  first  of  June,  1915,  when  trouble 
with  the  east  and  west  Culebra  slides  became  imminent.  The  opera- 
tion of  three  shifts  on  week  days  will  continue. 

First  Run  oS  Coal  through  Balboa  Coaling  Plant. 

The  new  coaling  plant  at  Balboa  performed  its  first  coal  handling 
on  December  6,  when  120  tons  were  dug  from  the  stock  pile  by  a 
reclaiming  crane,  loaded  into  the  viaduct  cars,  and  handled  by  the 
reloaders.    Sixty  tons  were  handled  through  each  reloader,  into  lighters. 

This  operation  was  in  the  nature  of  a  preliminary  operating  test. 
The  plant  will  not  be  in  complete  operating  condition  until  the  reclaim- 
ing cranes  are  fitted  with  new  grab  buckets.  These  were  supposed  to 
have  been  shipped  from  the  United  States  about  the  first  of  this  month. 
The  run  on  December  6  was  made  with  the  use  of  an  old  bucket 
temporarily  fitted  on  one  crane.  It  is  expected  that  the  regular  operat- 
ing tests  can  begin  about  February  1,  and  that  if  these  are  satisfactory 
the  plant  can  be  placed  in  operation  about  March  1. 


Customs  Lines  at  Cristobal  Terminal. 

Effective  January  1,  1917,  customs  lines  will  be  established  on  the 
Cristobal  docks  and  maintained  during  the  time  of  discharge  of  passen- 
gers, mail,  and  baggage  from  all  steamships  arriving  at  that  port. 

A  Canal  Zone  police  officer  will  be  placed  on  duty  at  these  lines 
and  will  restrict  passage  beyond  them.  No  person  not  provided  with 
a  customs  pass  will  be  permitted  to  pass  beyond  the  lines  except  with 
the  permission  of  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector.  Passengers  who  go 
outside  the  lines  before  they  have  had  the  inspection  and  checking  of 
their  baggage  completed  will  not  be  permitted  to  return  unless  they 
are  properly  identified  as  passengers.  Such  persons  will  be  advised  of 
this  restriction  on  leaving  the  lines. 

Customs  passes  will  be  issued  by  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector  at 
Cristobal.  Passes  for  persons  regularly  employed  on  the  docks  will  be 
issued  for  all  piers,  and  will  not  expire  until  December  31,  1917.  Passes 
for  persons  who  wish  to  meet  friends  arriving  on  incoming  ships  will 
be  limited  to  the  date  on  which  the  ship  arrives  and  will  indicate  the 
ship  for  which  the  pass  is  intended.  The  Chief  Customs  Inspector 
will  use  his  own  discretion  regarding  the  issuance  of  these  passes  and 
it  is  not  to  be  understood  that  every  person  who  wishes  to  go  beyond 
the  customs  lines  shall  be  given  a  pass.  Passes  are  to  be  restricted  to 
persons  who  wish  to  go  beyond  the  lines  for  business  reasons  that  are 
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legitimate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  members  of  their  immediate 
family  or  unaccompanied  lady  passengers,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting 
them  in  the  inspection  and  checking  of  their  baggage. 

Revision  of  Pay  and  Conditions  of  Employment  of  Silver  Employees. 

On  October  21,  1916,  the  Acting  Governor  appointed  a  Board  on 
Silver  Rates  of  Pay,  consisting  of  the  Special  Attorney,  the  Marine 
Superintendent,  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  the  Chief  Quartermaster, 
and  the  Executive  Secretary,  to  whom  he  addressed  the  following 
letter : 

You  are  hereby  appointed  a  Board  on  Silver  Rates  of  Pay  to  investigate  and  re- 
port to  me  from  time  to  time  on  such  matters  as  may  be  referred  to  you,  which  will 
include  requests  of  silver  employees  for  increases  of  pay  or  better  living  conditions. 

It  is  desired  that  you  investigate  generally  the  subject  of  the  increased  cost  of 
living  for  silver  employees  within  the  past  three  years,  taking  for  comparative  pur- 
poses the  present  time  as  compared  with  the  period  about  January  1,  1914.  You  are 
also  requested  to  investigate  and  report  on  the  question  of  housing  silver  employees 
in  a  sanitary  and  decent  manner,  with  especial  reference  to  the  cost  oi  rentals  and 
the  class  of  accommodations  furnished  in  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  to  our  em- 
ployees. It  is  also  desired  that  a  comparative  statement  be  prepared  showing  rates 
of  pay  for  different  classes  of  silver  employees,  as  of  the  present  date  and  January  1, 
1914. 

It  is  desired  that  the  board  will  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  The  Panama  Canal 
recognizes  an  obligation  on  its  part  to  compensate  its  labor  on  a  basis  that  will  en- 
able the  laborers  to  live  in  reasonable  comfort  and  decency,  and  if  adjustments  are 
necessary  to  meet  this  end  they  should  be  recommended. 

The  board  is  at  liberty  to  consider  and  make  suggestions  on  such  matters  concern- 
ing this  general  subject  as  it  may  consider  pertinent,  whether  specific  recommenda- 
tions are  requested  or  not. 

The  board  will  elect  its  own  chairman. 

On  December  9,  the  Board  submitted  the  following  report: 

Pursuant  to  your  letter  of  October  21,  1916  appointing  the  undersigned  a  Board  on 
Silver  Rates  of  Pay  to  investigate  generally  and  report  upon,  (a)  the  increased  cost 
of  living,  (b)  the  question  of  housing  in  a  sanitary  and  decent  manner,  with  especial 
reference  to  the  cost  of  rentals  and  the  class  of  accommodations  furnished  in  the  cities 
of  Panama  and  Colon,  and  (c)  requests  for  increases  of  pay  or  better  living  conai- 
tions  of  the  silver  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  the  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany on  the  Isthmus,  the  board  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

The  board  organized  on  November  8,  Judge  Feuille  being  elected  chairman  and 
Mr.  Albert  Korsan  being  designated  secretary.  Subsequent  meetings  were  held  on 
November  10,  13,  14,  17,  19,  20,  21,  22,  24,  27,  29,  December  1,4,  7,  and  9,  1916. 

In  order  that  the  silver  employees  might  feel  that  the  fullest  justifiable  considera- 
tion would  be  given  to  their  needs,  the  several  branches  of  each  department  were 
requested  to  have  their  silver  employees  appoint  committees  to  appear  before  the 
board  to  present  their  grievances. 

The  board  has  heard  94  silver  employees,  members  of  these  committees,  and  in 
addition  heai'd  19  white  gold  employees  composed  of  foremen,  sanitary  inspectors, 
supervisors,  the  Electrical  Engineer,  the  Acting  Superintendent  of  the  Mechanical 
Division,  and  others  who  from  their  long  service  on. the  Isthmus  were  qualified  to 
testify  as  to  the  fairness  of  the  present  wage  scale  from  the  point  of  sei^vice  rendered, 
living  conditions  on  the  Isthmus  at  the  present  time  as  compared  with  that  of 
several  years  ago,  and  whether  the  present  rates  of  pay  were  sufficient  to  meet 
present  living  conditions.  The  Reverend  S.  Moss  Loveridge,  who  has  had  many 
years  of  experience  on  the  Isthmus  among  the  white  and  colored  population,  at  the 
request  of  the  board,  gave  the  benefit  of  his  experience  on  these  subjects. 

The  hearings  developed  many  complaints  and  recjuests,  some  of  which  were  not 
considered  to  be  within  the  province  of  the  board  to  act  upon,  but  which  merited 
administrative  action.  Such  complaints  and  requests  were  referred  to  the  head  of 
the  department  interested  for  such  action  as  he  might  desire  to  take  in  the  premises. 
Copies  of  the  correspondence  are  forwarded  herewith  for  your  information. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience,  the  results  of  the  deliberations  of  the  board  and  the 
recommendations  submitted  are  treated  under  the  following  general  headings: 
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Living  conditions. 

Cost  of  living. 

Labor  supply. 

Quarters  for  married  and  bachelor  employees. 

Hospital  charges. 

General  conditions — Payment  of  rentals,  deductions  'from  pa}',  commissaries,  issue 
of  commissary  books,  school  privileges,  garden  privileges,  dissemination  of  informa- 
tion. 

Wage  schedule.

LIVING   CONDITIONS. 

The  investigation  made  shows  that  housing  and  sanitary  conditions  in  quarters 
occupied  by  employees  in  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  are  generally  unsatisfac- 
tory, due  to  overcrowding  and  high  rentals.  At  the  instance  of  tlie  board,  the  health 
officers  in  Panama  and  Colon  had  studies  made  of  22  buildings  in  Panama  and  9 
buildings  in  Colon  of  various  types  usuallj'  rented  by  our  silver  employees.  The 
average  rental  per  room  for  the  22  buildings  in  Panama  was  found  to  be  $6.12,  and 
the  average  floor  space  in  tliese  rooms  143.81  square  feet,  approximating  a  room  12 
feet  square.  The  average  rental  per  room  for  the  9  buildings  in  Colon  was  found  to 
be  $7.36.  The  data  furnished  did  not  state  the  dimensions  of  the  rooms,  but  it  is 
assumed  that  the  average  is  about  the  same  as  in  Panama.  Other  details  may  be 
obtained  by  reference  to  the  statements  compiled  b}'  the  health  officers  and  to  the 
comparative  statement  of  quarters  included  in  the  exhibits. 

Generally  speaking,  the  conditions  as  to  quarters  in  the  Canal  Zone  are  satisfac- 
tory but  there  are  a  few  exceptions,  in  the  case  of  buildings  and  cars  which  are  oc- 
cupied temporarily,  and  certain  buildings  at  La  Boca  in  which  no  toilet  facilities 
exist,  community  toilets  and  baths  being  used,  with  different  hours  for  men  and 
women  for  use  of  the  baths,  recommendations  concerning  which  are  made  elsewhere 
in  this  report.  The  rental  charged  for  silver  married  quarters  provided  by  1  he  Pan- 
ama Canal  range  from  $2.75  to  $7.50  and,  like  for  like,  average  about  one-half  the 
rental  charge  in  Panama  and  Colon.  The  higher  rentals  in  the  Zone  are  for  quarters 
vastly  superior  to  any  which  can  be  obtained  in  Panama  or  Colon  at  double  the  price. 

COST  OF  LIVING. 

It  should  be  recognized  that  the  standard  of  living  of  the  West  Indian  laborer  has 
been  made  higher  due  to  his  improved  surroundings  while  working  for  the  Canal,  and 
in  consequence  of  which  his  necessities  have  risen  to  conform  to  that  standard. 
Factors  in  increasing  the  cost  of  living  are: 

(a)  Prior  to  the  depopulation  of  the  Zone,  large  numbers  of  laborers  lived  in  houses 
owned  or  rented  by  them  along  the  line  of  the  Canal  and  when  these  houses  were 
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caken  over  by  the  Canal,  they  were  forced  to  move  Into  the  terminal  cities  and  this 
large  increase  in  the  population  at  those  points  resulted  in  an  increased  demand  for 
rooms  with  a  consequent  increase  in  rentals. 

(b)  When  living  along  the  line,  it  was  possible  for  them  to  cultivate  small  patches 
of  ground  adjacent  to  their  homes,  and  in  addition  purchase  tropical  products  at 
low  prices  from  natives  who  brought  them  into  the  settlements  on  pack  animals. 
The  depopulation  of  the  Zone  has  removed  this  source  of  supplies,  the  result  of  which 
is  that  prices  for  tropical  products  are  higher  now  than  heretofore.  Included  in  the 
secretary's  memorandum  of  November  29,  is  a  statement  showing  the  cost  of  articles 
in  the  commissaries  in  1914.  1915,  and  1916,  in  which  considerable  increases  are 
shown. 

(c)  Higher  prices  are  universal,  not  being  confined  to  the  Isthmus. 

(d)  Prices  in  the  commissaries  are  higher  now  than  heretofore,  fresh  beef  being 
one  of  the  few  items  which  has  shown  a  reduction  in  price,  this  being  due  to  the  slaugh- 
ter of  native  beef  by  the  Supply  Department  instead  of  importing  all  beef  from  the 

United  States. 

LABOR  SUPPLY. 

By  a  process  of  elimination,  from  the  commencement  of  work  on  the  Panama  Canal 
to  the  present  time,  the  West  Indian  has  become  the  common  laborer  in  general  use. 
Such  being  the  case,  they  should  no  longer  be  treated  as  a  temporary  source  of  labor 
to  be  repatriated  when  their  services  are  no  longer  needed;  there  should  be  created 
within  the  Canal  Zone  permanent  settlements  for  this  class  of  employees,  housing 
chem  in  a  decent  and  reasonably  comfortable  manner.  Rents  for  such  quarters  should 
be  fixed  at  a  figure  which  will  cover  the  expense  of  care  and  maintenance  incurred 
by  the  Government,  but  not  to  include  the  capital  charge. 

QUARTERS  FOR  MARRIED  AND  BACHELOR  EMPLOYEES. 

The  general  policy  of  the  Canal  should  be  to  house  all  workmen.  It  Is  understood 
chat  you  have  cabled  an  addition  to  the  1918  estimates  of  $1,500,000  to  provide  ad- 
ditional quarters  for  silver  employees.  This  amount  should  be  made  available  as 
soon  as  practicable,  as  conditions  have  reached  an  acute  state  and  require  immediate 
improvement. 

MARRIED  QUARTERS. 

SufTicIent  quarters  should  be  built  to  provide  accommodations  for  the  permanent 
•  force.  It  is  difficult  to  state  the  number  which  will  be  required,  as  from  present  in- 
dications it  will  be  at  least  two  years  before  all  construction  work  is  completed.  A 
sufficient  variety  of  types  should  be  provided,  with  rentals  having  a  sufficient  range 
between  the  minimum  and  maximum  to  suit  the  needs  of  the  lov/er  as  well  as  the 
aigher  paid  classes. 

The  use  of  community  closets  and  baths  in  the  permanent  settlements  should  be 
discontinued,  as  they  are  Inconvenient  and  tend  to  lower  the  standard  of  living.  Each 
door  In  each  house  should  have  separate  water  closets  for  each  sex,  a  bath  and  a  sink 
with  running  water.  Community  laundry  facilities  (wash  tubs),  there  can  be  no 
9bjection  to  and  these  should  be  provided. 

The  community  closets  and  baths  at  La  Boca  should  be  removed  and  replaced 
with  the  facilities  recommended  in  the  foregoing  paragraph.  This  should  also  be 
done  in  other  permanent  settlements. 

Where  community  closets  and  baths  exist  in  temporary  settlements,  separate  fa- 
cilities should  be  provided  for  each  sex,  and  bath  houses  should  have  partitions  be- 
tween shower  baths. 

BACHELOR  QUARTERS. 

For  the  permanent  force,  the  use  of  the  present  open  type  of  camp  accommodating 
trom  60  to  84  bachelors  and  equipped  with  standee  bunks,  should  be  discontinued. 
Buildings  should  be  provided,  with  rooms  accommodating  from  two  to  three  men  each. 
Some  of  these  rooms  should  be  unfurnished  and  others  equipped  with  dresser,  table, 
chairs,  and  beds  or  cots.  Rents  should  charged  for  these  quarters  on  the  same  basis 
as  for  married  quarters. 

To  accommodate  floating  labor,  such  as  is  employed  intermittently  on  the  docks 
and  elsewhere,  until  the  approximate  number  for  which  it  will  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide permanently  can  be  ascertained,  a  number  of  the  present  open  type  of  camps 
should  be  reserved,  but  lockers  In  which  the  men  may  keep  their  personal  belongings 
should  be  provided,  and  the  present  laced  type  of  bunk  bottom  which  leaves  the  metal 
framework  of  the  bunk  exposed  should  be  replaced  with  a  bunk  bottom  which  will 
cover  the  metal  framework.  The  complaint  has  been  made,  and  is  probably  justi- 
fied, that  the  metal  framework  of  the  bunks  is  cold  to  the  touch  and  that  the  present 
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narrow  bunk  bottom  does  not  allow  the  men  to  turn  over  without  resting  on  the  lac- 
ing with  which  they  are  secured  to  the  framework.  The  use  of  a  bunk  bottom  which 
will  extend  over  and  cover  the  framework  and  lace  underneath  the  bunk  should 
obviate  both  these  complaints.    These  open  camps  should  be  rent  free,  as  at  present 

HOSPITAL    CHARGES. 

A  statement  in  the  exhibits  gives  the  present  schedule  of  hospital  charges  for  em- 
ployees and  members  of  their  families,  as  compared  with  the  schedule  in  effect  in 
1914.  Prior  to  June  1,  1914,  no  charge  was  made  for  hospital  treatment  for  employees 
in  "fault"  cases,  or  for  elective  operations  for  emploj^ees.  Under  the  present  sched- 
ule a  moderate  charge  is  made  in  such  cases.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  tht 
schedule  of  hospital  charges  in  the  case  of  families  of  employees  when  the  salary  of 
the  employee  is  over  $30  per  month,  where  the  ward  charges  have  been  increased 
from  30  cents  to  50  cents  per  day  for  families  of  employees  receiving  more  than  $30 
but  less  that  $50  per  month.  Other  slight  increases  are  also  noted.  However,  the 
present  schedule  of  charges  is  generally  reasonable  and  does  not  even  cover  the  cost 
of  subsistence  in  the  case  of  families  of  the  lower  paid  employees. 

It  is  the  recommendation  of  the  board  that  in  view  of  the  narrow  margin  left  thf 
average  silver  employee  after  paying  all  other  expenses,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  payment  of  hospital  charges  in  accordance  with  the  present  schedule  works  a 
hardship  in  many  cases,  that  the  schedule  be  readjusted  on  a  eliding  scale  in  accord- 
ance with  the  earnings  of  the  employee. 

The  present  method  of  deduction  from  pay  rolls  to  cover  the  cost  of  hospital  treat- 
ment needs  readjustment  and  is  commented  upon  elsewhere  in  this  report. 

GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

Payment  of  rentals — The  present  rule  is  that  where  rents  are  not  paid  by  the  IStfc 
of  the  month,  the  amount  is  deducted  from  the  pay  roll  and  a  fine  of  50  cents  is  in»- 
posed  for  the  failure  to  pay  the  rent  to  the  Collector.  There  are  a  few  exceptions  to 
the  rule  of  imposing  the  fine,  but  they  are  unimportant.  The  Auditor,  in  a  memo 
randum  to  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  dated  November  24,  states  that  rentals  are  at 
present  collected  from  about  2,500  silver  employees  at  a  cost  of  about  $125  per  montb 
to  his  office,  and  that  the  amount  collected  in  fines  amounts  to  from  $250  to  $300  per 
month.  In  answer  to  a  query  as  to  whether  it  would  be  feasible  to  collect  all  rents 
by  pay  roll  deductions,  thus  avoiding  cause  for  a  fine,  he  stated  that  it  would  resuh 
in  excessive  cost  without  any  resulting  advantage.  Notwithstanding  this  adverse 
comment,  your  board  respectfully  recommends  that  the  rent  collecting  machinerj' 
be  transferred  to  the  timekeeping  office  and  that  all  rents  be  collected  by  pay  rolJ 
deduction.  It  is  not  seen  wherein  it  will  cost  the  timekeeping  division  any  more  to 
handle  rent  collections  than  it  does  the  Auditor's  office,  nor  where  the  loss  to  the 
Government  will  be  greater.  The  Auditor's  memorandum  is  forwarded  for  your  id- 
formation. 

The  collection  of  rents  by  pay  roll  deduction  will  be  a  convenience  to  the  employee 
relieving  him  of  the  responsibility  of  seeing  that  his  rent  is  paid  by  the  15th  of  the 
month,  save  him  making  trips  to  the  Collector's  office,  and  eliminate  the  possibility' 
of  fines.     To  employees  at  isolated  points,  this  is  especially  true. 

Deductions  from  pay — The  present  form  of  pay  receipt  shows  the  net  amount  duf 
after  deductions  are  made  on  the  pay  roll.  When  a  number  of  charges  are  collected 
in  this  manner,  as  for  commissary  books,  hospital  charges,  rent,  and  other  charges 
it  is  difficult  for  an  employee  to  know,  especially  one  paid  on  an  hourly  basis,  of  what 
the  deductions  are  composed.  This  is  true  of  both  gold  and  silver  employees,  li 
is  recommended  that  the  form  of  pay  receipt  be  changed  so  as  to  itemize  the  deduc- 
tions made,  and  in  the  event  that  this  is  impracticable,  that  the  employee  be  lur- 
nished  a  bill  by  the  departments  making  the  charges.  In  any  event  the  pay  receipt 
should  show  both  the  gross  and  net  amounts,  as  in  the  form  of  pay  receipt  used  some 
years  ago. 

The  present  manner  of  making  collections  from  silver  employees  for  hospital  charges 
is  open  to  criticism.  When  a  silver  employee  or  a  member  of  his  family  enters  a 
hospital,  the  hospital  forwards  a  statement  to  the  Chief  Timekeeper,  who  thereupon 
holds  up  the  employee's  pay  receipt  as  security  for  such  charges,  although  the  employ- 
ee is  allowed  to  draw  commissary  books.  This  results  in  the  employee  being  deprived 
of  the  use  of  the  cash  due  him,  which  he  is  in  need  of  to  pay  rent  and  other  necessary 
expenses  and  inflicts  a  real  hardship  upon  him.  It  is  recommended  that  not  more  than 
twenty  per  cent  of  the  amount  earned  during  the  month  be  held  back  as  security 
for  the  payment  of  hospital  charges,  and  that  he  be  allowed  to  collect  the  net  amount 
due  him  after  deducting  other  charges  and  the  twenty  percent  of  his  earnings  whicb 
are  held  as  security  for  the  payment  of  the  hospital  charges. 
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Commissaries — A  list  of  prices  in  the  commissaries  in  1914,  1915,  and  1916  on  ap- 
proximately 400  items  of  meats,  fruits,  dairy  products,  vegetables,  groceries,  hard- 
ware, house  furnishings,  boots  and  shoes,  and  dry  goods,  and  prices  which  now  ob- 
tain in  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon,  form  one  of  the  exhibits  accompanying  this 
report.  The  board  is  unable  to  offer  any  recommendations  bearing  upon  the  high 
prices  now  prevailing,  except  to  offer  the  suggestion  that  the  Commissary  Division 
make  arrangements  to  sell  silver  employees  such  items  as  sugar,  flour,  kerosene  oil 
and  other  necessities,  in  smaller  quantities  than  those  at  which  they  are  now  retailed. 
This  was  one  of  the  most  common  requests  made  before  the  board  and  is  deserving 
of  consideration.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  commissaries  are  the  sole  source  of 
supplies  in  the  Canal  Zone,  a  greater  effort  should  be  made  to  cater  to  the  tastes  of 
the  West  Indians,  especially  where  food  supplies  are  concerned,  and  the  stock  on 
hand  should  be  ample  to  supply  the  demand. 

Another  suggestion  made  to  the  board  by  the  silver  employees  was  that  an  effort 
be  made  to  carry  a  line  of  merchandise  similar  to  that  of  five  and  ten-cent  stores  in 
the  United  States,  the  statement  being  made  that  while  the  line  carried  in  the  com- 
missaries was  of  good  quality,  much  of  it  is  too  expensive  for  people  of  small  incomes. 
The  board  recommends  that  this  suggestion  be  carried  out,  as  far  as  practicaljle. 

Issue  of  commissary  books — A  common  cause  of  complaint  was  the  long  interval 
between  issue  of  commissary  books  at  the  end  of  one  month  and  until  the  first  issue 
Sn  the  following  month.  The  rules  provide  that  the  last  date  on  which  requests  can  be 
made  for  commissary  books  is  the  24th  of  the  month;  these  books  are  issued  on  the 
25th  and  the  26th  and  reach  the  employees  between  the  26th  and  28th.  The  first 
date  on  which  request  can  be  made  for  commissary  books  is  the  4th  of  the  month. 
In  some  cases,  if  not  sufficient  time  is  earned,  request  can  not  be  made  before  the  8th. 
These  are  issued  on  the  5th,  6th,  and  7th,  and  reach  the  employees  between  the  7th 
and  the  11th.  The  attention  of  the  Auditor  and  the  Chief  Timekeeper  was  called 
to  this  fact  and  they  have  arranged  to  have  the  issue  of  books  brought  forward  from 
one-half  to  a  full  day  earlier  on  the  first  issue  of  the  month  and  the  last  date  on  which 
request  can  be  made  for  books  has  already  been  extended  to  the  28th,  in  which  case 
the  books  will  reach  the  employees  between  the  29th  and  1st  of  the  following  month. 
This  arrangement  will  relieve  the  situation  to  the  extent  that  they  will  be  enabled  to 
have  conmiissary  books  when  they  need  them  most,  i.  e.,  just  before  pay  day. 

School  privileges — All  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  who  reside  in  the  Canal 
Zone  are  entitled  to  free  tuition  for  their  children  in  the  Canal  Zone  schools.  Alien 
employees  of  the  Canal  who  reside  in  Panama  and  Colon  are  required  to  pay  50  cents 
per  month  for  tuition  for  each  child  in  the  Canal  Zone  schools.  They  can  not  relieve 
themselves  of  this  charge  by  sending  them  to  schools  in  Panama  and  Colon,  as  the 
payment  of  a  tuition  fee  is  required  there  also.  When  sufficient  quarters  are  built  to 
house  all  employees  in  the  Canal  Zone,  this  question  will  solve  itself. 

Garden  privileges — Where  the  ground  is  available,  the  cultivation  of  small  gardens 
of  annual  crops  by  employees  while  in  the  service,  who  occupy  Panama  Canal  quar- 
ters, which  will  be  of  material  assistance  in  feeding  their  families,  should  be  en- 
couraged, with  the  understanding,  however,  that  no  buildings  or  cabins  will  be  al- 
lowed on  the  ground  and  that  cultivation  shall  be  confined  to  annual  crops  only.  The 
objection  to  allowing  them  to  erect  houses  or  cabins  on  these  plots  is,  that  when  the 
employee  is  required  to  vacate,  as  for  instance  when  he  leaves  the  service,  it  would 
be  difficult  to  compel  him  to  do  so  without  compensating  him  for  its  value.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  Land  Agent  and  representatives  of  the  Supply  and  Health  De- 
partments confer  with  a  view  to  selecting  areas  in  each  district  to  be  made  available 
for  cultivation  by  employees  and  submit  regulations  governing  the  use  of  such  plots, 
for  your  approval. 

A  misunderstanding  exists  among  the  employees  as  to  the  latitude  allowed  them 
in  cultivating  gardens.  The  only  objection  which  exists  is  that  they  shall  not  inter- 
fere with  Canal  work  and  shall  comply  with  the  sanitary  regulations.  It  is  the  squat- 
ters who  have  been  dispossessed. 

Disseminalion  of  information — Better  facilities  should  be  provided  for  the  dissem- 
ination of  information  of  interest  to  silver  employees.  This  could  be  done  by  plac- 
ing bulletins  at  La  Boca,  Camp  Bierd,  Red  Tank,  and  other  silver  residence  commun- 
ities, and  on  the  silver  side  of  commissaries,  post  offices  and  colored  clubhouses,  and 
also  in  all  field  offices  and  other  places  convenient  of  access  to  silver  employees,  such 
as  the  locks,  shops,  storehouses,  docks,  and  other  places  of  employment. 

WAGE   SCHEDULE. 
The  board  has  found  from  its  inve  tigations  that  there  has  been  a  very  noticeable 
increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  with  special  reference  to  the  cost  of  food  supplies,  cloth- 
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ing  and  rentals,  resulting  in  an  approximate  increase  of  at  least  20  per  cent.  The  in- 
crease in  the  cost  of  rentals  has  been  commented  on  earlier  in  this  report. 

The  wages  of  the  silver  employees  were  decreased  in  the  early  part  of  19 14  in  antic- 
ipation of  the  organization  of  the  force  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  while  it  is  true 
that  in  some  of  the  higher  paid  classes  of  work  there  has  been  no  decrease,  and  in 
some  cases  wages  have  been  increased,  yet  the  board  finds  that  in  the  lower  paid 
grades  of  labor  the  wages  at  present  are  not  sufficient,  ■>  enable  the  laborers  to  live 
and  support  their  families  in  ordinary  comfort  and  decency.  The  aim  of  the  board 
has  therefore  been  to  provide  relief  for  the  lower  paid  grades  of  labor,  especially  the 
hourly  men  and  the  lower  grades  of  monthly  men.  As  a  general  proposition,  the  wages 
of  the  men  paid  less  than  IS  cents  per  hour  have  been  increased,  in  most  cases  two  cents 
per  hour,  and  in  some  cases  one  cent  per  hour.  The  15-cent  and  18-cent  artisans 
are  increased  one  cent  per  hour.    The  rate  of  22  cents  per  hour  for  artisans  is  retained. 

In  the  monthly  rates  the  entrance  rate  of  pay  has  generally  been  advanced  so 
that  employees  can  enter  these  grades  at  a  rate  of  pay  of  about  $2.50  per  month  more 
than  previously,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  will  have  a  tendency  to  fix  a  slightly 
higher  standard  for  lower  grades  of  monthly  employees. 

There  was  a  number  of  requests  received  that  the  validity  of  clearances  should  be 
extended  for  a  greater  period  of  time  so  that  employees  could  obtain  work  at  the  same 
rate  of  pay  previously  received  in  case  their  services  terminated,  and  this  has  been 
corrected  in  the  revised  circular  submitted  herewith  for  your  approval. 

The  time  limit  for  promotions  which  has  heretofore  been  three  months,  six  months, 
and  one  year  in  various  grades,  has  been  reduced  to  one  month  in  all  cases,  the  idea 
being  that  if  an  employee  demonstrates  his  capacity  for  earning  a  higher  rate  of  pay 
after  one  month's  services  and  is  actually  earning  a  higher  rate,  and  the  work  justi- 
fies payment  of  a  higher  rate,  the  foreman  should  have  the  authority  to  recommend 
the  increase  to  the  head  of  his  department  without  the  restrictions  heretofore  made. 
This  was  a  serious  matter  of  complaint  and  it  is  believed  that  the  complaints  have  been 
justified  in  many  cases. 

The  board  submits  herewith  a  complete  revision  of  circular  No.  666-6,  covering 
the  remedies  suggested  for  the  wage  schedule  of  the  silver  employees,  for  your  ap- 
proval. 

On  the  same  day  on  which  the  report  was  submitted,  the  Acting 
Governor  signed  the  following  memorandum : 

I  approve,  in  general,  the  conclusions  and  recommendations  of  the  board.  I 
wish  to  have  separate  reports  from  the  heads  of  the  departments  concerning  ac- 
tion taken  by  them  on  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  board  as  meriting  adminis- 
trative action. 

The  Chief  Quartermaster  will  have  estimated  the  cost  of  installing  water  closets 
and  shower  baths  in  the  houses  in  the  permanent  settlements  where  community 
closets  and  baths  are  now  in  use,  and  will  have  the  work  done  so  far  as  available 
funds  permit. 

The  Chief  Health  Officer  will  submit  revised  schedule  of  hospital  charges  for  the 
silver  employees,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  board. 

The  Chief  Health  Officer  and  the  Chief  Quartermaster  will  submit  regulations  gov- 
erning garden  privileges  and,  after  conferring  with  the  Land  Agent,  will  recommend 
areas  for  assignment  as  gardens, 

The  housing  of  Canal  employees  in  the  Canal  Zone  meets  my  approval,  and  the 
matter  will  be  presented  to  the  Appropriations  Committee  in  connection  with  esti- 
mates already  submitted  of  the  funds  required  for  the  purpose. 

I  have  approved  the  revised  schedule  of  wages  for  silver  employees  as  submitted, 
as  they  are  believed  to  be  justified  by  the  data  obtained  by  the  board.  It  must  be 
realized  by  the  heads  of  departments  and  divisions  that  increases  in  wages  will 
require  especial  care  on  the  part  of  their  subordinates  in  employing  men  who  are  ef- 
ficient, and  that  economy  must  be  promoted  in  the  conduct  of  their  work  in  order 
to  accomplish  the  required  results  with  available  funds.

a  higher  or  lower  rate  or  to  use  a  different  rating  than 
•hown,  each  case  should  be  taken  up  separately  and 
authority  secured  to  use  the  higher  or  lower  rate  of  pay 
or  different  rating.  It  is  thought  that  the  ratings  and 
rates  of  pay  hereinafter  shown  will  be  sufficient  to  meet 
all  ordinary  requirements  and  no  changes  should  be 
requested  unless  absolutely  necessary  in  order  to  make  the 
employee's  pay  commensurate  with  the  work  done  or 
to  maike  the  rating  correspond  with  the  duties  per- 
formed. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  the  maximum  salary 
paid  an  employee  on  entering  the  service  shall  be  the 
lowest  rate  of  pay  given  in  the  table  of  authorized  rat- 
ings, and  a  new  emploj-ment  shall  not  be  made  at  a 
higher  rate  of  pay  than  that  authorized  as  the  maxi- 
mum entrance  salary  for  the  class  of  work  performed; 
roll  timekeepers  must  see  that  new  employees  are  not 
started  at  higher  rates  unless  specially  authorized  by  the 
Governor;   however, 

(o)  An  employee  may  be  regularly  transferred  from 
one  department,  division,  or  gang  to  another  without 
reduction. 

(b)  An  employee,  absent  for  not  more  than  sixty  days, 
with  the  prior  consent  of  competent  authority  in  his 
department  or  division,  may  be  reinstated  at  his  former 
rate,  or  an  employee  discharged  on  account  of  reduc- 
tion of  force  or  lack  of  work,  may  be  reinstated,  within 
lis  months  at  his  former  rate  of  pay. 

(c)  An  employee  transferred  from  one  class  of  work 
to  another  (artisan  to  clerk,  etc.)  may  be  paid  at  the 
monthly  rate  or  hourly  rate  corresponding  to  that  re- 
ceived at  the  time  of  transfer  or  the  next  higher  or  lower 
rate,  at  the  discretion  of  the  head  of  the  department, 
regardless  of  the  entrance  salary  of  the  position  to  which 
transferred. 

4.  The  following  conditions  shall  govern  the  reem- 
ployment of  former  employees  on  the  silver  roll  who 
nave  been  discharged  for  unsatisfactory  service  or  mis- 
conduct, with  no  objections  to  reemployment,  or  who 
have  left  the  service  of  their  own  accord: 

(a)  If  discharged  for  unsatisfactory  service  or  mis- 
conduct, with  no  objections  to  reemployment,  he  may 
be  reemployed  only  at  a  lower  rate  of  pay  than  that, 
previously  recei\'ed  and  may  not  be  promoted  to  his  old 
rate  under  si.x  months. 

(h)  If  he  quits  voluntarily,  with  no  objections  to  re- 
employment, without  having  given  five  days'  notice, 
he  may  be  reemployed  only  at  a  lower  rate  of  pay  than 
that  previously  received  and  may  not  be  promoted  to 
his  old  rate  under  two  months. 

(c)  If  he  quits  voluntarily,  with  no  objections  to  re- 
employment, after  ha^^ng  given  five  days'  notice,  he 
may  be  reemployed  within  60  days  at  the  same  rate 
previously  received,  or  at  the  entrance  salary  of  any 
other  position  for  which  he  is  qualified,  even  though 
such  entrance  rate  be  higher  than  his  old  rate.  After 
60  days  have  elapsed,  he  may  be  reemployed  only  at  a 
lower  rate  of  pay  than  that  previously  received. 

5.  An  employee  on  the  silver  roll  who  has  been  dis- 
charged for  unsatisfactory  service  or  misconduct,  with 
objections  to  recmploj-ment,  may  not  be  reemployed 
unless  objections  are  removed  by  the  department  or 
division  entering  the  obiections,  or  by  the  Governor, 
and  then  only  under  the  conditions  quoted  in  para- 
graph 4,  section  (n). 

6.  All  employees  leaving  the  service  or  transferring 
from  one  department,  division,  or  gang,  to  another 
with  the  exception  of  Boys  "A"  and  Laborers  "A," 
will  be  furnished  with  "Silver  Employee's  Service  Slip," 
form  PC  No.  2G2-2,  properly  filled  out. 

7.  The  maximum  monthly  rate  of  pay  for  silver  em- 
ployees shall  be  SfiO,  U.  S.  currency,  except  where  other- 
wise shown  or  where  special  authority  has  been  granted 
as  provided  in  paragraph  21  to  pay  a  higher  rate.  The 
monthly  silver  rates  of  pay  are  intended  for  those  em- 
ployees whose  hours  of  work  are  more  or  less  irregular, 
or  whose  time  it  would  be  difficult  to  check  up  on  an 
hourly  basis.  The  rate  of  pay  per  month  shall  noc 
exceed  the  pay  which  would  be  received  for  the  number  of 
hours  worked  at  the  hourly  rate  of  pay  established  for 
the  same  class  of  work.  Whenever  practicable,  an 
hourly  rate  should  be  applied  in  preference  to  a  monthly 
rate.  The  following  table  shows  the  corresponding 
monthly  amount,  at  the  different  standard  hourly 
rates  of  pay  based  on  eight,  nine,  ten,  and  twelve  hours 
work  per  day:

8.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  employees  may  be  pro- 
moted after  having  served  one  month,  within  the  dis- 
cretion of  proper  authority.  Promotions  shall  be  made 
only  to  the  next  higher  grade. 

9.  All  employments,  changes  in  ratings,  transfers, 
and  terminations  of  American  citizens,  or  of  aliens  who 
receive  more  than  ?75  a  month,  or  40  cents  an  hour 
on  the  silver  roll,  should  be  reported  in  the  same  manner 
and  on  the  same  forms  as  in  case  of  persons  employed 
on  the  gold  roll,  excepting  that  no  medical  certificate  is 
reouired  in  connection  with  a  person  employed  on  the 
silver  roll.  As  the  above  classes  of  employees  are  en- 
titled to  leave  privileges,  it  is  necessary  that  this  in- 
formation be  furnished  in  all  cases,  and  that  all  absences 
be  reported  on  the  prescribed  form  (PC  484). as  promptly 
as  possible  in  order  that  proper  entries  may  be  made 
on  the  records. 

10.  In  all  time  books  and  on  all  pay  rolls  the  designa- 
tions used  will  be  Laborer  ''A,"  Laborer  "B."  Laborer 
"C",  Laborer  "D,"  Helper,  Artisan  "A,"  Artisan  "B," 
Artisan  "C,"  Artisan  "D,"  as  the  ease  may  be.  The 
term  "Artisan"  will  cover  the  various  vocations  as  shown 
under  this  heading. 

11.  The  standard  hourly  rates  of  pay  for  silver  em- 
ployees shall  be  five  cents,  seven  cents,  tight  cents, 
nine  cents,  ten  cents,  eleven  cents,  twelve  cents,  thirteen

He  will,  if  retpined  in  the 
seri'ice,  be  promoted  to  twelve  cents  per  hour  on  the 
first  of  the  month  following  the  completion  of  thirty 
daj's'  service.  This  shall  apply  to  the  laborers  now  in 
service  who  have  been  eraploj'ed  thirty  days. 

15.  Laborer  "B" — Twelve  cents  per  hour — Laborers 
shall  receive  this  rate  after  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  preceding  paragraph. 

16.  Laborer  "C" — Fourteen  cents  per  hour — This  is  a 
special  rate  and  can  be  used  only  where  the  wtrk  is 
especially  difficult,  extra  hazardous,  or  particularjy 
disagreeable,  as  work  that  requires  the  men  to  be  in 
mud  continuously,  caisson  work,  cleaning  sewers,  etc. 
Prior  authority  must  be  obtained  in  each  case  where  it 
is  considered  necessary  to  use  this  rate  and  a  statement 
should  be  furnished  showing  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be 
performed  and  the  approximate  length  of  the  time  that 
this  class  of  labor  will  be  required.  It  will  also  be  the 
entrance  rate  for  white  labor. 

17.  Laborer  "D" — Sixteen  cents  per  hour — Only  white 
labor  is  included  in  this  class.    Whenever  it  Incomes 
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necessary  to  employ  laborers,  it  is  desired  that  colored 
labor  be  employed  whenever  and  wherever   practicable. 

18.  Helper — Fourteen  cents  per  hour — This  rating  can 
be  applied  only  to  those  performing  the  duties  of  helpers 
to  shop  or  other  mechanics,  such  as  machinists,  car 
repairers,  carpenters,  plumbers,  etc.

Formation  of  Naval  Reserve. 

Men  on  tl  e  Isthmus  who  hold  an  honorable  discharge  from  the 
regular  United  States  Navy  are  requested  to  communicate  their  names 
to  the  Marine  Superintendent,  Commander  H.  I.  Cone,  U.  S.  Navy, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  in  order  that  circular  letters  concerning  re- 
cent legislation  relative  to  the  Fleet  Naval  Reserve  may  be  mailed 
to  them. 

The  regulation  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  for  this  class  of 
reserves  has  been  completed  and  the  Navy  Department  asks  for  the 
enrollment  of  men  qualified  by  virtue  of  an  honorable  discharge  after 
one  4-year  cruise  or  a  minority  enlistment. 

The  naval  appropriation  Act  of  1916  provides  for  six  classes  of  re- 
serves, namely: 

Class  1,  Fleet  Naval  Reserve;  Class  2,  Naval  Reserves;  Class  3, 
Naval  Auxiliary  Reserves;  Class  4,  Naval  Coast  Defense  Reserves; 
Class  5,  Volunteer  Naval  Reserves;  Class  6,  Naval  Reserve  Flying 
Corps. 

Class  1  is  confined  to  ex-service  men  or  officers  who  will  be  given 
rank  or  rating  corresponding  to  that  held  at  time  of  discharge  or  resig- 
nation. Such  persons  may  transfer  from  one  class  to  another  class 
for  which  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  may  in  time 
of  war  volunteer  for  or  be  assigned  to  duties  prescribed  for  any  class 
which  they  may  be  deemed  competent  to  perform. 

Full  information  has  been  received  about  Class  1.  Relative  to  the 
remaining  classes  complete  information  is  expected  about  January  1, 
1917. 

Any  civilian  not  a  member  of  any  military  organization  and  who  is 
not  qualified  for  enrollment  in  Class  1,  but  is  interested  in  the  formation 
of  a  naval  reserve  force  and  will  consider  enrollment  when  further 
data  are  available  is  also  asked  to  communicate  with  Commander  Cone, 
in  order  that  his  name  may  be  placed  on  the  mailing  list  for  future 
reference. 
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Status  of  Supply  Department  Pasture  Development. 

In  the  development  of  pastures  in  the  Canal  Zone  by  the  Supply 
Department  for  fattening  the  imported  cattle  and  maintaining  a 
reliable  reserve  supply,  over  12,000  acres  of  land  have  been  cleared. 
Of  this,  about  50  per  cent  is  in  fairly  good  condition  and  in  use. 

Pastures  in  regular  operation  are  in  the  areas  south  of  Mount  Hope, 
east  of  Miraflores,  and  west  of  Empire.  The  pasture  east  of  the  Panama 
Railroad  in  the  vicinit)^  of  New  Culebra  is  now  being  fenced.  Each 
pasture  is  in  charge  of  a  foreman,  and  his  house,  with  adjoining  stables 
and  a  blacksmith  shop,  constitutes  the  pasture  headquarters.  For  the 
Mount  Hope  pasture  the  haedquarters  are  on  the  Mount  Hope-Gatun 
road,  just  south  of  the  east  diversion;  for  Miraflores,  on  the  Miraflores 
dump,  east  of  the  Panama-Gamboa  road  at  the  point  where  the  road 
crosses  the  Cardenas  River ;  for  Empire,  at  the  old  Mandingo  stockade, 
used  for  housing  the  convicts  during  the  building  of  the  Empire- 
Chorrera  road. 

The  cattle  on  the  three  pastures  at  present  aggregate  about  3,800. 
Fifty  head  are  killed  every  day,  to  supply  a  consumption  of  38  head 
per  day  and  place  the  extra  quantity  in  cold  storage. 

The  Nitrate  Trade  from  Chile  in  1915,  and  Shipments  through  the  Canal. 

During  1915  the  total  exports  of  nitrate  of  soda  from  Chile  amounted 
to  4,460,108,000  pounds,  or  1,991,120  tons  of  2,240  pounds,  valued  at 
$77,117,063,  United  States  currency.  The  total  quantity  of  nitrates 
carried  through  the  Panama  Canal  during  that  period  from  south 
Pacific  ports  was  933,341  tons.  The  imports  of  nitra.te  of  soda  into  the 
United  States  during  1915  were  valued  at  $16,355,595.  The  closing 
of  the  Canal  in  September,  1915,  interfered  with  the  traffic  and  tended 
to  depress  the  market. 

Since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal,  on  April  15,  1916,  the  traffic  in 
nitrates  through  the  Canal  to  November  1,  1916,  amounted  to  1,267,- 
883  tons.  Four  thousand  tons  came  through  the  Canal  in  March, 
1916,  on  the  Navy  colliers  Mars,  bound  from  Antofagasta  to  Plampton 
Roads.  This  makes  the  total  traffic  this  year  to  November  1  amount  to 
1,271,883  tons. 

A  high  record  for  exportation  of  nitrates  in  one  month  was  estab- 
lished in  September  of  this  year,  when  shipments  aggregated  7,697,000 
quintals  or  348,438  tons.  This  was  over  twice  the  exportation  in 
August.  The  great  increase  was  due  primarily  to  the  availability  of  an 
unusual  amount  of  tonnage  at  the  nitrate  ports.  Shipments  through 
the  Canal  in  September  were  281,261  tons  and  in  October,  198,500 
tons.

Condition  of  the  Channel  in  the  Cut. 

The  channel  in  the  Cut  is  in  better  condition  now  than  ever  before. 
The  central  cut  through  which  the  vessels  pass,  known  as  the  sailing 
channel,  has  a  minimum  depth  of  33  feet,  and  the  least  width  of  a 
channel  of  30-foot  depth  is  180  feet.  This  is  opposite  the  rock  known 
as  "Gibraltar,"  at  the  foot  of  the  east  Culebra  slide.  This  rock 
extends  into  the  channel  about  110  feet  from  the  prism  line,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  about  200  feet  along  the  axis  of  the  Canal,  from  station  1792 
to  1794.  At  other  parts  between  the  Culebra  slides  and  at  Cucaracha 
slide  as  well  the  channel  has  been  dredged  to  at  least  30  feet  for  the 
full  width  of  300  feet  between  the  prism  lines. 

The  dredges  Corozal,  and  Paraiso  are  at  work  in  the  slide  area. 
They  are  working  close  to  Gibraltar,  removing  the  rock  itself  and 
cutting  in  behind  it  to  prevent  its  being  pushed  forward.  A  number  of 
drills  are  engaged  everyday,  including  Sundays,  on  the  work  of  drilling 
and  blasting  the  rock  for  the  dredges  to  remove  it.  It  has  been  con- 
siderably reduced  in  size  and  now  extends  only  about  30  feet  above  the 
surface  of  the  water  in  the  Cut.  The  smaller  dredges  have  been  with- 
drawn because  only  a  few  can  work  to  advantage  in  the  area  to  which 
dredging  is  now  confined,  and  the  large  dredges  can  operate  less 
expensively. 

Canal  Traflic  in  Noi^ember. 

The  cargo  carried  through  the  Panama  Canal  in  the  month  of  No- 
vember, 1916,  amounted  to  519,043  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  The  total 
net  tonnage  for  the  month  was  436,204  tons  according  to  the  rules 
for  measurement  of  The  Panama  Canal. 

The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  148,  which  is 
a  drop  of  seven  per  cent  from  the  total  for  October,  when  158  ships 
made  the  transit.    The  distribution  by  trade  routes  follows:

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The  Cyrus  W. Field,  United  States  cable  ship,  going  from  Balboa  to 
Colon,  was  the  only  Government  vessel  to  make  the  transit.  Being 
in  the  Government  service,  she  paid  no  Canal  tolls. 

The  tolls  earned  in  November  amounted  to  $420,113.23.  Of  this 
amount  $202,760.16  was  from  ships  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  and  $217,353.07  from  ships  passing  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Atlantic. 

The  tolls  on  ships  in  the  United  States  coastwise  trade  amounted 
to  $1,195.  This  amount  was  collected  on  the  sailing  ship  Falcon,  from 
San  Francisco  to  New  York.  No  tolls  were  collected  from  ships  mov- 
ing from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  in  the  coastwise  trade. 

With  respect  to  nationality,  the  British  ships  were  nearly  a  half  of 
the  total  number  making  the  transit.  They  were  approximately 
twice  the  number  of  the  United  States  ships  and  more  than  five  times 
the  number  of  the  Norwegian  vessels,  the  next  highest,  respectively, 
in  number.  The  numbers  of  ships  of  the  several  nations  with  their 
aggregate  net  tonnages  and  the  aggregate  of  the  cargoes  carried  by 
them,  are  presented  herewith:

The  total  length  of  ships  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  was  25,024  feet, 
3  inches;   from  Pacific  to  Atlantic,  25,609  feet,  9  inches. 

The  aggregate  length  of  all  the  vessels  was  50,634  feet  or  9.5  statute 
miles. 
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The  average  length  was  342.1  feet.  The  shortest  vessel  to  make 
the  transit  was  the  Izabal,  with  a  length  of  103.6  feet;  the  longest 
v^essel  was  the  Ruahme,  having  a  length  of  481  feet. 

The  average  draft  of  all  the  vessels  was  20.05  feet.  The  vessels 
having  the  least  draft  were  the  Izabal  and  the  San  Ramon,  both 
drawing  9  feet,  while  the  largest  drafts  were  those  of  the  /.  L.  Luck- 
enbach,  the  De  Soto,  and  the  Santa  Catalina,  all  three  drawing  29 
feet  at  the  time  of  passing  through  the  Canal.

The  Panama  Railroad  cattle  ship  Caribbean  was  not  considered 
in  making  up  this  summary  inasmuch  as  she  did  not  go  completely 
through  the  Canal  on  either  of  the  two  trips  that  she  made. 

The  aggregate  time  of  all  the  vessels  was  123  days,  18  hours  and 
55  minutes,  giving  an  average  time  for  all  the  vessels  of  10  hours 
and  14  minutes.  The  ship  making  the  quickest  transit  was  the  Ucay- 
ali  which  consumed  6  hours  and  52  minutes  in  the  Canal.  The  Ter- 
rier took  the  maximum  time  for  transit  of  all  the  vessels,  being  in 
the  Canal  for  1  day,  9  hours,  and  35  minutes. 

An  analj^sis  of  the  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  during  the 
month,  based  on  the  itemized  declarations  submitted  by  the  masters 
of  vessels,  is  presented  on  pages  220—24. 

Alaska  Steamship  Company  Cancels  Projected  Coastwise  Service. 

The  service  of  the  Alaska  Steamship  Company  in  the  United  States 
coastwise  trade,  between  Seattle  and  Philadelphia,  which  was  to 
have  been  begun  in  November,  as  reported  in  The  Canal  Record 
of  July  26,  has  been  cancelled.  The  Seattle  office  of  the  company 
has  advised  The  Panama  Canal  that  arrangements  had  been  made  to 
withdrawoneofthesteamers  from  the  Alaska  run,  overhaul  her,  and  start 
the  service  from  Seattle  on  November  22,  but  that  just  prior  to  with- 
drawal one  of  her  cylinders  cracked  and  that  as  it  was  nearly  a  three 
months'  job  to  make  the  necessary  repairs  it  has  been  decided  to 
cancel  the  service.  It  had  been  the  intention  to  have  the  ship  make 
at  least  two  round  voyages  during  the  winter  months. 

Regulations  as  to  Hunting  and  Carrying  Arms. 

The  laws  and  regulations  governing  hunting  and  the  carrying  of 
arms  in  the  Canal  Zone  have  been  compiled  in  pamphlet  form.  Copies 
may  be  procured  by  application  to  the  Executive  Office  at  Balboa 
Heights.

New  Record  for  Quick  Transit. 

The  record  for  time  of  transit  through  the  Canal  was  lowered  again 
on  Sunday,  December  17.  The  steamship  Acajutla  of  the  Pacific 
Steam  Navigation  Company,  bound  from  Guayaquil  to  Colon,  enter- 
ed the  Canal  at  12.15  p.  m.  and  dropped  anchor  in  the  harbor  at 
Cristobal  at  6.35  p.  m.,  thus  making  the  transit  in  6  hours  and  20 
minutes.     This  is  five  minutes  less  than  the  best  previous  time. 

The  starting  and  ending  point  at  Balboa  is  the  outer  end  of  the 
buoyed  channel.  At  Cristobal  it  is  wherever  the  ship  docks  or  drops 
anchor,  or  a  point  opposite  the  end  of  the  mole  if  she  passes  without 
stopping. 
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Landing  Place  and  Repair  Wharf  for  Launches  at  Cristobal. 

The  new  boat  landing  and  launch  house  which  is  being  built  at  the 
head  of  the  slip  between  Piers  7  and  8  at  Cristobal  will  be  approxi- 
mately 424  feet  long  by  60  feet  wide  and  will  cost  about  $70,000.  It 
wfll  be  built  on  the  principle  of  a  pier,  with  the  decking  resting  on  3 
and  4-foot  cylinders,  driven  to  rock  and  filled  with  concrete  and 
vertical  reinforcement.  The  average  penetration  of  the  cylinders  is 
about  70  feet. 

The  landing  will  contain  16  slips  for  housing  launches  and  two  in 
which  they  may  be  moored  for  repairs.  Each  slip  will  be  about  12 
feet  wide  by  50  feet  in  length.  A  machine  shop  will  be  installed,  and 
tackle  will  be  provided  to  hoist  two  launches,  weighing  up  to  20  tons. 
A  platform  of  5,400  square  feet  at  the  north  end  and  one  of  1,500 
square  feet  at  the  south  end  will  provide  room  for  repair  operations 
and  storage.  The  landing  will  be  covered  with  a  red  tile  roof,  resting 
on  steel  tmsses  encased  in  concrete  for  protection.  The  eaves  of  the 
roof  will  be  about  9  feet  above  the  mole  alongside  which  the  landing 
is  being  built. 

Fuel  Oil  Depots  at  Chilean  Ports. 

In  November  the  steamship  Cordelia  delivered  5,000  tons  of  crude 
oil  at  Vifia  del  Mar,  which  is  reported  to  be  the  first  consignment  of 
fuel  oil  received  at  Valparaiso.  The  ports  in  Chile  which  have  oil  depots 
now  include  Tocopilla,  Taltal,  Antofagasta,  Iquique,  and  Valparaiso. 

Weather  Conditions  in  November,  1916. 

There  was  a  marked  deficiency  of  rainfall  on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  northern  part 
of  the  Central  section,  and  over  the  whole  Atlantic  section,  while  over  the  northern 
part  of  the  Pacific  section  and  the  southern  part  of  the  central  section  there  was  a 
corresponding  excess  of  rainfall.  Totals  ranged  from  8.12  inches  at  Balboa  to  21.49 
inches  at  Brazos  Brook.  The  greatest  amount  of  precipitation  recorded  on  any  one 
day  was  8. 1 7  inches,  at  Brazos  Brook  on  the  1 7th.  Rains  in  excess  of  four  inches  were 
also  recorded  at  Trinidad,  Monte  l.irio,  and  Gatun  on  the  17th. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  13.91  inches,  or  8  per 
cent  below  the  6-year  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres  River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it 
was  14.15  inches,  or  27  per  cent  below  the  15-year  mean. 

The  air  temperature  was  approximately  one  degree,  Fahrenheit,  below  normal  on 
the  Pacific  coast,  and  one  degree  above  normal  on  the  Atlantic.  The  atmospheric 
pressure  was  approximately  normal,  while  the  relative  humidity,  temperature  of  the 
sea-water  and  the  evaporation  were  below  normal  on  both  coasts.  The  daytime 
cloudiness  was  above  the  average.  The  wind  movement  was  normal  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  above  normal  on  the  Atlantic.  The  evaporation  over  Gatun  Lake  was 
slightly  above  the  average. 

No  fogs  were  observed  on  either  coast,  and  of  those  observed  at  interior  stations 
49  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m.,  77  per  cent  by  7.30  a.  m.,  and  all  fogs 
lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  8.45  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Maximum, 
on  the  17th,  86.85;  minimum,  on  the  1st,  86.25;  mean  for  the  month,  86.39.  Evap- 
oration from  the  Lake  surface  amounted  to  3.797  inches  during  the  month. 

A  summary  of  the  conditions  at  the  Canal  entrances  is  presented  herewith: 
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Additional  Service  from  New  Zealand  by  Way  of  Canal. 

The  firm  of  Shaw,  Savill  and  Albion  Company,  Limited,  of  Lon- 
don, has  announced  its  intention  of  sending  some  of  its  steamers 
from  New  Zealand  to  London  by  way  of  the  Canal,  and  of  probably 
despatching  outward  vessels  by  this  route  instead  of  by  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope.  No  information  has  been  given  as  to  dates,  but  the 
steamship  Waimana  of  this  line  made  the  transit  of  the  canal  on 
December  18,  took  400  tons  of  coal,  and  sailed  on  the  19th  for  Lon- 
don via  Newport  News.  The  first  ships  will  be  cargo  carriers  only,  but 
mail  and  passenger  steamers  may  also  be  diverted  to  this  route. 

Fumigation  Officer  on  Ships  Coming  Regularly  from  Colombia. 

The  steamship  Balboa,  which  plies  between  the  Canal  and  Buena- 
ventura and  1  umaco,  Colombia,  has  added  to  her  stafif  a  fumigation 
ofificer,  in  order  to  reduce  the  time  which  she  must  spend  in  quarantine 
at  the  Pacific  entrance  before  being  allowed  to  enter  the  Canal.  The 
ship  is  not  allowed  in  until  six  days  after  she  has  been  fumigated. 
Fumigation  was  formerly  done  on  arrival  off  Balboa.  It  is  now  done 
just  prior  to  the  ship's  sailing  from  Buenaventura,  and  as  it  takes  two 
days  to  reach  Balboa  the  wait  there  is  shortened  by  that  m.uch. 

Fumigation  is  done  by  an  ofificer  in  the  employ  of  the  operators  of 
the  Balboa  but  he  makes  direct  report  on  each  voyage  to  the  quarantine 
authorities  of  the  Canal.  He  was  formerly  a  sanitary  inspector  in  the 
employ  of  the  Canal,  whose  service  had  been  terminated  on  account 
of  reduction  in  force.  In  addition  to  giving  a  detailed  account  of  the 
fumigation,  he  reports  on  the  distance  the  ship  anchored  ofif  shore  at 
port,  whether  any  of  the  personnel  went  ashore,  the  condition  of  the 
weather,  and  the  general  sanitary  observances  aboard.  Inasmuch  as 
acceptance  of  his  services  in  lieu  of  longer  quarantine  and  fumigation  at 
Balboa  means  a  considerable  saving  to  the  ship  the  tendency  of  the 
master  is  to  comply  carefully  with  all  requirements. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Jamaica,  which  likewise  plies  between  the 
Canal  and  Colombian  ports,  will  also  employ  a  fumigation  ofificer  to 
efifect  the  same  saving  in  time.  The  quarantine  against  Buenaventura 
is  a  protective  quarantine  against  yellow  fever. 

Colombia  Considering  a  Substitute  for  Buenaventura. 

The  Republic  of  Colombia  has  made  provision  for  a  survey  of  Mag- 
dalena  Bay,  on  the  Pacific  coast,  with  a  view  of  establishing  a  port 
there.  The  entrance  to  this  bay  lies  in  latitude  approximately  3° 
50'  N.  and  longitude  77°  20'  W.  and  is  about  12  miles  north  of  the 
entrance  to  Choco  or  Buenaventura  Bay,  and  the  idea  in  developing 
a  separate  port  there  would  be  to  do  away  with  the  use  of  Buenaven- 
tura, which  is  in  an  unsanitary  condition.  The  commission  which  is 
to  have  the  matter  in  hand  is  to  compare  the  cost  of  establishing  a 
new  port  with  that  of  improving  Buenaventura.  In  the  project  for 
a  new  port  it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  cost  of  building  a  branch 
to  it  from  the  railroad  which  now  runs  to  Buenaventura. 

Buenaventura  is  359  miles  from  Balboa. 


Notice  to  Mariners.— Spar  Buoy  at  Toro  Point  Gove  Replaced  by  Gas  Buoy. 

On  December  11,  1916,  a  gas  buoy  was  established  marking  the 
southern  extremity  of  a  reef  near  Toro  Point  Cove.  This  buoy  has  a 
pyramidal  superstructure  painted  black,   and  exhibits  an  occulting 
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white  light  with  the  following  characteristic:    One  second  dark,   1 
second  Hght;  focal  plane  10  feet. 

The  18-foot  spar  buoy  at  the  entrance  to  Toro  Point  Cove,  the 
establishment  of  which  was  announced  in  circular  No.  643-19,  Notice 
to  Mariners,  of  February  24,  1916,  has  been  discontinued. 

Special  Rate  for  Temporary  Room  Accommodatiors  at  Hotels. 

In  order  to  accommodate  persons  who  come  in  from  the  line  for 
dinner  at  the  Tivoli  or  Washington  Hotel,  or  to  attend  a  dance,  and 
wish  a  room  in  which  to  wash  and  dress,  a  special  rate  of  $1  has  been 
granted  for  the  use  of  second-grade  rooms  for  this  purpose.  Such 
rooms  are  to  be  vacated  by  9  p.  m.  If  a  better  room  is  desired  or 
the  room  is  used  for  a  longer  time  the  regular  hotel  rates  will  apply. 

How  to  Handle  Baggage  for  Aspinwail  Hotel. 

Baggage  can  be  checked  from  any  depot  of  the  Panama  Railroad 
to  the  Balboa  Heights  station,  and  will  be  transferred  to  Dock  19 
by  the  district  quartermaster  for  a  charge  of  25  cents  per  piece. 

The  bill  will  be  charged  to  the  patron's  account  at  the  Hotel  As- 
pinwail. Anyone  shipping  is  advised  to  call  the  district  quarter- 
master, Balboa  Heights,  before  5  p.  m.  the  day  previous,  advising 
that  he  is  shipping  baggage  to  Hotel  Aspinwail  the  following  day. 
Baggage  should  be  tagged  for  HOTEL  ASPINWALL  and  baggage 
checks  left  with  baggage  man  at  Balboa  Heights  depot. 

All  persons  living  in  Balboa  and  Ancon  can  telephone  to  the  dis- 
trict quartermaster  for  handling  of  baggage.

Obituary. 

George  IL  Evans,  cliirf  engineer  of  the  steamship 
Caribbean,  diod  on  bonrd  the  ship  in  Gatun  Lake  on 
December  5.  His  address  in  the  United  States  was 
400  Manhattan  Avenue,  New  York,  N.  Y. 
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Largest  Motorship  through  the  Canal. 

The  motorship  George  Washington  of  the  Norway-Pacific  Line 
(Fred  Olsen,  operator),  which  passed  through  the  Canal  on  December 
22,  is  under  charter  to  the  Government  to  carry  coal  from  Norfolk 
to  Tiburon.  On  her  first  trip  in  this  service  the  ship  carried  9,121  tons 
of  coal.  She  is  445  feet  in  length  by  55  feet  beam  and  was  drawing 
26  feet  9  inches  at  time  of  transit.  This  is  the  largest  motorship 
which  has  passed  through  the  Canal.  The  Chile,  which  made  the 
transit  on  July  31,  1916,  has  a  length  of  445  feet  and  beam  of  53  feet; 
her  Canal  tonnage  is  slightly  less  than  the  George  Washington's. 

The  largest  cargo  which  has  been  carried  through  by  a  motorship 
was  9,200  tons,  that  of  the  Falstria,  which  made  the  transit  on  June 
30,  1916. 

CANAL  WORK  IN  NOVEMBER. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  acting  Governor  for  the  month 
of  November,  1916: 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  December  16,  1916. 
The  Honorable,  the  Secretary  of  War, 

Washington,  D.  C. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus  for 
the  month  of  November,  1916: 

canal  business. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  oceangoing  ships  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal  dur- 
ing the  month,  72  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  76  from  the  Pacific  to  the  At- 
lantic. The  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  these  ships  was  436,204  tons,  according  to 
the  Panama  Canal  rules  of  measurement,  and  the  total  quantity  of  cargo  carried 
through  the  Canal  was  519,04^  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  Ships  making  the  transit 
were  divided  b>  nationalities  as  follows:  British,  64;  United  States,  33;  Xorwegian, 
11;  Chilean,  9;  Dutch,  8;  Peruvian,  8;  Spanish,  4;  Costa  Pican,  3;  Danish,  2; 
Japanese,  2;  Swedish,  2;  Cuban,  1;  Mexican,  1.  Traffic  was  less  than  in  October 
and  September,  but  slightly  greater  than  in  August. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $411,910.79.  and  deposits  were  made  with  as- 
sistant treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $256,032.23,  to  he  applied 
on  payment  of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  \essels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of 
commissary  supplies  to  ships  aggregated  $30,890.99;  of  ice,  $1,090.69;  and  of  sup- 
plies from  the  storehouses,  $13,831.80. 

Port  of  Cristobal — At  the  Port  of  Cristobal  178  vessels  entered,  and  177  vessels 
cleared,  including  those  which  passed  tJirough  the  Canal.  1  he  aggregate  net  ton- 
nage entering  was  51 1,194  tons;  clearing,  508,635  tons.  Local  cargo  arriving  amount- 
ed to  82,480  tons;  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  6,512  tons.  Cargo  handled  by 
the  receiving  and  forwarding  agency  of  the  Panama  Railroad  amounted  to  214,423 
tons,  including  984  tons  of  rehandled  cargo  and  73,251  tons  stevedored.  Coal  bunk- 
ered in  ships  amounted  to  25,769  tons.  Fuel  oil  issues  from  the  Canal  tanks  amoimt- 
ed  to  7,707.60  barrels,  of  which  1,281.15  barrels  were  sold  to  steamships;  receipts 
during  the  month  were  61,126.68  barrels,  and  the  oil  on  hand  on  December  1  was  140,- 
860.20  barrels.  Sales  of  water,  made  to  123  ships,  aggregated  6,310,970  gallons. 
Passengers  arriving  numbered  1,714  cabin  and  981  steerage,  a  total  of  2,695;  de- 
parting, 1,195  cabin  and  1,194  steerage,  a  total  of  2.389. 

Port  of  Balboa — At  the  Port  of  BalLoa  128  vessels  entered  and  125  cleared,  in- 
cluding those  passing  through  the  Canal.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage  entering  was 
285.960  tons;  clearing,  281,823  tons.  Local  cargo  arriving  amounted  (o  13,0(iO  tons, 
and  local  cargo  shipped  amounted  to  124  tone.    Cargo  handled  by  the  receiving  and 
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forwarding  agency  of  the  Panama  Railroad  amounted  to  19,853  tons,  including 
5,704  tons  rehandled,  and  1,024  tons  stevedored.  Coal  bunkered  in  ships  amounted 
to  1,670  tuns.  Fuel  oil  issues  from  Canal  tanks  aggregated  47,779.44  barrels,  of  which 
3,116.71  barrels  were  sold  to  a  steamship.  Receipts  during  the  month  were  27,- 
649.73  barrels,  and  the  oil  on  hand  on  December  1  in  Canal  tanks  was  156,362.52 
barrels.  Sales  of  water,  made  to  55  vessels,  aggregated  1,216,800  gallons.  Passen- 
gers arriving  numbered  598  first  cabin,  and  842  second  and  third  class,  a  total  of 
1,440;  departing,  608  first  cabin,  and  749  others,  a  total  of  1,357.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
launches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic. 

A  launch  dock  at  the  northeast  wing  wall  of  Gatun  Locks  was  completed  during 
the  month. 

TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — The  placing  of  the  bronze  grill  work  over  the  end  doors  is 
the  only  construction  work  remaining  on  Pier  7;  material  has  been  delayed  in  de- 
livery. The  work  on  the  final  borings  for  I'ier  6  is  approximately  25  per  cent  complete. 
Construction  of  the  main  trestle  for  Pier  6  was  begun  on  November  14;  the  200- 
foot  unloading  trestle,  wliich  had  been  begun  on  October  12,  was  completed  on  No- 
vember 25.  The  driving  of  the  6-foot  steel  cylinders  for  the  foundation  was  begun 
on  November  29,  and  20  lineal  feet  were  driven  during  the  month.  In  the  approach 
fill  for  Pier  6,  and  fill  for  track  yard,  16,285  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  from  the  Mount 
Hope  borrow  pit  were  dumped,  making  125,155  cubic  yards  in  place  on  the  first  of 
December,  which  is  97  per  cent  of  the  quantity  required.  The  driving  of  3-foot  steel 
cylinders  for  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house  was  50  per  cent,  excavation  from 
them  62  per  cent,  and  filling  with  concrete  26  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  In  the  extension  of  the  mole  15,600  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  were  dumped 
-during  the  month,  which  made  the  total  in  place  55,830  cubic  yards,  about  20  per 
cent  of  the  total  required. 

Fill  for  the  East  Breakwater  was  completed  during  the  first  week  in  November, 
162  blocks,  containing  i:59.8  cubic  yards  of  concrete  having  been  placed  during  the 
week.  One  hundred  and  forty-three  blocks  remaining  on  barges  were  returned  to 
land  and  added  to  the  storage  of  blocks,  increasing  the  number  in  storage  to  1,143. 
The  derrick  barges  No.  156  and  No.  157  were  then  transferred  to  Pier  7.  The  sal- 
vaging of  trestle  material  from  the  harbor  track  was  completed.  The  log  saw  mill 
sawed  241,401  feet,  board  measure,  of  lumber  from  salvaged  material. 

At  the  coaling  plant  at  Cristobal  an  overall  capacity  test  was  made  on  all  the 
units,  with  the  exception  of  the  wharf  bunker,  on  November  18.  The  contractor 
has  been  engaged  in  making  various  adjustments.  One  of  the  four  unloaders  was 
out  of  service  at  the  end  of  the  month  for  engine  repairs.  There  was  no  dredging 
in  the  coaling  station  areas  during  the  month. 

Pacific  terminals — The  realignment  of  motors  and  shafts  for  the  pumping  system 
of  the  dry  dock  was  completed.  The  concrete  cut-off  wall  from  the  most  easterly 
pier  tb  the  unloader  wharf  was  completed',  and  prevents  the  flow  of  water  into  the 
backfill  which  had  previously  occurred  at  each  high  tide.  Five  capstans  were  re- 
ceived and  set  in  place,  making  11  to  date.  Electrical  installation  in  connection 
with  the  capstans  was  begun  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  The  water  supply  sys- 
tem for  the  Sosa  Hill  signal  station  was  connected  with  the  dry  dock  pumping  plant. 
The  crane  track  from  the  dry  dock  to  quay  w-all  C-D  was  completed.  The  concrete 
■ -vork  on  quay  wall  C-D  was  about  80  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
The  rip-rap  slopes  back  of  Dock  19  were  completed. 

At  the  Balboa  coaling  plant  the  structural  work  on  the  viaduct  was  completed. 
The  overhead  trolley  system  was  completed  and  32  of  the  34  viaduct  cars  were  in 
operation  at  the  end  of  the  month.  All  structural  work  and  electrical  and  mechani- 
cal installation  on  the  transformer  and  the  wharf  bunker  were  completed.  The  qn- 
loaders  remained  laid  up,  awaiting  final  acceptance  tests.  With  the  exception  of 
adjustments  and  a  few  minor  changes,  the  equipment  of  contractors  at  the  plant  was 
-  ready  for  shake-down  tests  at  the  end  of  the  month;  the  additional  buckets  for  the 
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reclaihiing.  cranes,  erected  by  The  Panama  Canal,  have  not  arrived  from  the  United 
States. 

At  the  oil  crib  a  dolphin  was  driven  to  replace  one  which  was  destroyed  some, 
months  ago.     Twenty-two  creosoted  piles  were  used. 

DREDGING.  • 

The  total  excavation  for  the  month,  including  earth,  rock,  and  gravel,  was  1,376,208 
cubic  yards.    In  addition,  41,915  cubic  yards  were  rehandled. 

Six  dredges  removed  128,610  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  692,273  cubic  yards  of  rock 
from  Gaillard  Cut,  as  follows:  Thirty-eight  thousand,  five  hundred  and  ten  cubic 
yards  of  earth,  and  672,143  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the  Culebra  slides;  76,130 
cubic  yards  of  earth  and  20,130  cubic  3'ards  of  rock  from  Cucaracha  slide;  and 
13,970  cubic  yards  of  miscellaneous  earth  excavation.  Rehandled  material,  not 
counted  in  the  totals,  amounted  to  41,915  cubic  yards.  The  Culebra  slides  were 
more  or  less  active  through  the  month,  but  caused  no  interference  with  traffic. 
Cucaracha  slide  was  semi-quiescent,  and  a  reliable  channel  was  maintained. 
""  In  the  Pacific  entrance  channel.  35, 152  cubic  yards  of  rock,  and'8,788  ctrbic  yards 
of  earth  construction  excavation,  and  87,634  of  earth  maintenance  excavation  were 
performed.  Two  dredges  removed  4.204  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  20,000  cubic  yards 
of  rock  irqm  the  dry  dock  entrance  basin,  and  147,023  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the 
inner  harbor. 

In  Miraflores  Lake,  dredge  No.  83  removed  71,030  cub  c  yards  of  earth  from  the 
Canal  channel.  Of  this,  27,407  cubic  yards  were  constructi:)n  excavation,  and  43,- 
623  cubic  yards  were  maintenance. 

No  excavation  was  made  in  the  Atlantic  entrance  Canal  channel.  Two  pipeline 
suction  dredges  removed  158,398  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the  inner  harbor,  Folks 
River,  dry  dock  slip,  and  borrow  pits. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  November  was  1,376,208  cubic  ya,rds,  of 
which  352,721  cubic  yards  were  from  auxiliary  works  and  1,023,487  cubic  yards  were 
from  the  Canal  prism.  Of  the  latter,  167,607  cubic  yards  were  original  construction 
excavation,  and  855.880  were  in  maintenance  work.  The  estimated  amount  of  dredg- 
ing remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation  in  Canal  and  harbor  work,  ex- 
clusive of  Gaillard  Cut,  on  December  1,  was  4,027,898  cubic  yards. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,   AND  DRY  DOCK  WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa.  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of 
the  Mechanical  Division  together  completed  736  shop  orders,  leaving  668' uncom- 
pleted at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Ralboa  turned  out  142.510  pounds 
of  iron,  169,199  pounds  of  steel,  and  18,952  pounds  of  brasj.  Equipment  was  hos- 
tled  as  follovv:  Locomotives,  2,752,  and  cranes,  203.  Four  himdred  and  sixty-one 
shop  and  4,058  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  three  heavy  and  1,09.!  light  re* 
pairs  were  made  on  other  rolling  equipment. 

A  new  mold  drying  oven  was  completed  and  put  in  service  at  Balboa  shops.  Work 
was  begun  on  two  supply  boats.  Two  dispatch  boals,  the  keels  of  which  were  laid 
on  November  1.  were  75  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Steel  work  on 
a  new  bucket  ladder  for  the  dredge  Coruzal  was  about  90  per  cent  complered  at  the 
end  of  the 'month.  The  steamships  Jalisco  and  Salvador,  tug  Gen.  Geo.  W.  Getty, 
dredge  Culebra,  and  barges  No.  140,  No.  143,  and  No.  i57' were  in  the  dry  dock 
during  the  month. 

At  the  Cristobal  shops  and  dry  dock  the  submarines  C-2,  C-3,  and  C-5,  and  barges. 
No.  77  and  No.  156  were  in  dock  during  the  montli.  Forty  jobs  were  performed 
for  individuals  and  companies  in  addition  to  the  work  on  the  submarines;  26  of  these 
were  for  steamships  using  the  Canal  or  the  Atlantic  terminal. 

The  Paraiso  shops  made  extensive  repairs  on  the  t\\:^sGatun,  Sam'dad,  and Em/nre 
and  began  work  on  the  tug  Reliance;  and  minor  repairs  were  made  on  other  dredg- 
ing equipment. 

BUILDING   CONSTRUCTION. 

The  Atlantic  terminal  office  building  was  completed  on  November  15  and  has 
been  occupied.  Forms  for  the  iloor  for  one-half  of  the  general  storehouse  near  the 
dry  dock  at  Mount  Hope  were  completed,  and  the  co:icrcte  littings  50  per  oent  com-, 
pleted.  The  demolition  of  the  old  buildings  of  Coloa  Hospital  was  completed,  and 
most  of  the  material  removed  from  the  site.  Steel  for  the  roof  of  the  resiaurant  at 
Cristobal  arrived  and  was  placed,  and  work  was  resumed  on  the  restaurant  at  B.il- 
boa.  Work  was  begun  on  the  erection  of  a  concrete  sc  hool  bidlding  at  Gatun.  The 
foundations  and  first  floor  slab  of  the  restaurant  ai  Ancon  were  completed.  AH 
buildings  of  the  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital  were  under  roof 
at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  two  buildings  were  plastered.  The  group  was  59  per 
cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.    The  laboratory  and  the  dispensary  were 
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placed  under  roof.  The  new  paint  storehouse  at  Balboa  was  completed,  and  work  was 
continued  on  various  structures  which  have  been  reported  previously.  Seventy- 
seven  of  the  authorized  100  type-17  cottages  in  the  Ancon-Balboa  district  were  com- 
plete at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  11  were  40  per  cent  complete;  12  of  the  60  four- 
family  buildings  in  this  district  were  complete,  and  48  under  construction. 

Municipal  construction  work  included  the  placing  of  31,940  cubic  yards  of  fill 
in  the  new  Colon  Beach  townsite;  work  on  a  concrete  culvert  and  drainage  ditch  for 
the  Corundu  River,  to  facilitate  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  parts  of  Panama  City 
and  Ancon;  work  in  the  Balboa  townsite  and  about  the  Pacific  terminal;  resurfacing 
the  road  between  Cristobal  and  Mount  Hope,  and  resurfacing  the  road  between  the 
restaurant  at  Balboa  and  the  Ancon  post  office;  and  work  foi  the  Army  at  the  sev- 
eral posts.

The  total  gold  force  is  an  increase  of  19  over  the  3,858  reported  on  October  25, 
and  the  silver  force  is  an  increase  of  257  over  the  21,700  employed  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  November  30  numbered  6,978 
Americans,  of  whom  3,619  were  men,  1,605  women,  and  1,754  children;  274  Euro- 
peans, of  whom  215  were  men,  20  women,  and  39  children;  and  10,621  West  In- 
dians, of  whom  5,902  were  men,  1,949  women,  and  2,770  children. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  contin- 
ued good.  The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  for  the  month  was  7.73  per  thousand 
per  year.  Three  cases  of  smallpox  developed  in  Panama  City  during  the  month, 
and  were  isolated  in  Ancon  Hospital  for  treatment.  The  last  case  was  admitted  on 
November  23.    One  died. 

RECEIPTS    AND    EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  November  30,  exclusive  of  fortifi- 
cations, was  $15,660,679.61;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $5,492,417.22.  Pay- 
rolls on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,017,847.07,  including  $20,103.77  for  fortifica- 
tions. 

Payments  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $820,790.63,  and 
by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,234,613.21.  Payment  of  $229,238.25  was 
also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  commissary  books.  Total  Panama 
Canal  collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,100,522.84,  and  collections  by  the 
Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  to  $30,870.38.  Requisitions  for  purchases  in  the 
United  States  amounted  to  $536,987.32.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscel- 
laneous funds  amounted  to  $202,051.91,  and  disbursements  under  the  same  beading 
amounted  to  $176,199.94.

In  connection  with  the  launch  leaving  for  Taboga  at  5  p.  m.  on  Saturdays,  Sun- 
days, and  holidays,  the  motor  bus  which  leaves  the  Hotel  Tivoli  at  4.45  p.  m.  will 
run,  after  passing  the  Balboa  railroad  station,  direct  to  the  oil  house,  three  minutes 
walk  from  Dock  19.  The  bus  leaving  the  Tivoli  at  8.45  a.  m.  connects  every  morn- 
ing with  the  launch  leaving  for  Taboga  at  9.40  a.  m.,  and  on  Sunday  and  holiday 
nights  a  bus  will  meet  the  launch  which  leaves  Taboga  at  6.30  p.  m.

To  all  concerned — Heretofore  it  has  been  necessary  for 
persons  entitled  to  the  remission  of  customs  duty  on 
express  shipments  of  goods  consigned  to  them  through 
Messrs.  C.  G.  Alberga  &  Company  or  Halphen  &  Com- 
pany to  present  properly  approved  free  entry  requests  to 
one  of  these  firms  within  three  days  after  date  of  noti- 
fication of  the  arrival  of  a  shipment,  in  order  to  secure 
release  without  the  payment  of  duty.  Failure  to  do  so 
necessitated  the  pajment  of  duty  the  refund  of  which 
could  subsequently  be  requested  from  the  Panama 
Government  through  this  office. 

This  practice  has  been  more  or  less  unsatisfactory  to 
all  parties  concerned,  and  arrangements  have  just  been 
completed  by  which,  effective  .January  1,  1917,  persons 
entitled  to  the  remission  of  customs  duty  will  be  allowed 
10  days  from  the  date  specified  on  the  notice  sent  out  by 
the  express  agent  in  which  to  present  properly  approved 
free  entry  requests  and  claim  the  shipment.  If  thesameis 
not  presented  to  the  express  agent  holding  the  shipment 
within  the  specified  10  days,  the  consignee  will  be  required 
to  pay  customs  duty  before  the  shipment  will  be  released 
and  request  for  the  refund  of  the  same  will  not  be  made 
on  the  Panaman  Government  by  this  office.

To  commissary  managers— On  account  of  the  quantity 
of  fresh  milk,  ordered  for  delivery  on  the  last  two  steam- 
ers, having  been  reduced  one-half,  and  the  change  in 
schedule  of  the  Panama  Railroad  steamer  due  to  arrive 
WiHinesday  (December  20),  the  supply  of  milk  now  on 
hand  will  not  be  suflicient  to  protect  normal  require- 
ments for  the  next  few  days,  or  until  after  the  arrival 
of  the  steam.ship  Cristobal  on  Monday  (December  25). 

Confirming  telephone  instructions  of  this  date,  effec- 
tive at  once,  the  sale  of  milk  to  the  "silver"  trade,  ho- 
tels, post-exchanges,  and  Y.  M.  C.  A's  will  be  discon- 
tinued until  the  new  supply  is  received.

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Dredges  to  Be  Offered  for  Sale. 

The  following  dredges  have  been  formally  retired  from  service  and 
will  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  Chief  Quartermaster:  The  5-yard 
dipper  dredges  Mindi,  Chagres,  and  Cardenas,  and  ladder  dredges 
No.  I  and  No.  5.  As  previously  noted,  the  improved  condition  of  the 
channel  has  made  it  possible  to  retire  these  dredges. 

New  Ships  tor  the  Ward  Line. 

The  new  American  steamship  Cau/o  of  the  New  York  and  Cuba  Mail 
SteamshiD  Company  (Ward  Line)  arrived  at  Balboa  on  December  31 
from  Seattle,  and  cleared  in  the  afternoon  of  January  2  for  Havana. 
She  is  to  be  followed  shortly  by  the  Panuco,  traveling  over  the  same 
route.  The  local  agents  of  the  line  say  that  it  is  probable  that  both 
of  these  new  ships  will  be  placed  in  the  New  York-Salina  Cruz  service. 

Pilot  Launches  Capable  of  Making  17  Knots. 

Two  fast  launches  for  use  as  pilot  boats  or  for  messenger  and  de- 
li\ery  service  about  the  terminal  harbors  arrived  from  the  I  nited 
States  on  the  steamship  Cristobal  on  December  25.  One,  design.. ted  the 
P-1,  was  placed  in  service  at  Cristobal  and  the  other,  the  P-  2.  started 
through  the  Canal  on  December  26  for  Balboa,  arriving  the  folk  wing 
day. 

The  boats  are  capable  of  making  1 7  knots  for  three  continuous }  ours. 
They  are  40  feet  in  length  by  8  feet  beam  and  ha\'e  a  draft  of  4  feet. 
They  are  specially  designed  for  seaworthiness  as  well  as  speed  and 
equipped  with  grab  rails  and  ropes  to  facilitate  boarding.  The  addi- 
tion of  these  new  boats  gi\es  the  Balboa  terminal  four  launches  of  the 
pilot  boat  tj'pe,  and  the   Cristof)al   terminal  six. 

Notice  to  Mariners.— Lights  Extinguisht^d  in  British  West  Indies. 

1.  Advice  has  been  received  from  the  British  Leg.ition,  Panama, 
that  lighthouses  and  navigation  lights  have  been  extinguished  in 
Carlisle  Bay,  Needhams  Point,  South  Point,  Barbados;  Castries, 
St.  Lucia;  St.  George's.  Grenada;  all  Jamaica  harbor  lights;  Nassau; 
Guadeloupe;    and  St.  John's,  Antigua. 

2.  The  British  Legation,  Panama,  also  advises  that  the  Governor  of 
Barbados  wishes  it  to  be  known  that  vessel?  should  not  enter  Ci.rlisle 
Bay  at  night. 

Tug  "Reliance"  Sunk  Outside  Colon  Breakwaters. 

The  tug  Reliance,  employed  by  the  Dredging  Division  at  the 
Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal,  was  sunk  in  the  morning  of  Decem- 
ber 27  near  the  entrance  to  Limon  Bay  between  the  breakwaters.  The 
master  and  at  least  two  of  the  crew  were  drowned.  Others  of  the 
crew  were  rescued  by  launches  from  the  Port  Captain's  ofifice  which 
were  out  in  the  harbor  at  the  time,  meeting  ships,  and  by  a  boat 
sent  from  the  steamship  Steinstad,  which  was  coming  into  port  when 
the  accident  occurred. 

The  Reliance  was  towing  a  loaded  3,000-yard  barge  to  be  dumped 
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outside  the  breakwaters.  Heavy  seas  were  running  at  the  time,  and 
efforts  to  keep  the  barge  from  sheering  off  against  the  breakwater 
caused  the  tug  to  heel  over  so  that  the  waves  broke  into  her  hold  and 
she  sank.  Her  going  down  was  very  sudden.  She  sank  in  about  40 
feet  of  water,  and  the  tops  of  her  masts  are  above  the  surface. 

The  Reliance  was  the  longest  and  fastest  and  among  the  three  most 
powerful  of  the  tugs  at  the  Canal.  She  was  distinguished  locally 
for  a  voyage  around  South  America,  towing  three  barges,  which  was 
accomplished  in  the  126  days  from  February  11  to  June  17,  1912. 

January  Weather  Probabilities. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month  of  January,  1917.  Predictions  are  based 
on  the  records  at  Colon  and  Ancon  for  the  past  10  and  11  years,  re- 
spectively: 

Winds — January  is  normally  a  dry  season  month.  Fresh  northerly 
trade  winds  will  prevail,  and  there  will  be  an  increase  in  the  average 
wind  velocity  on  both  coasts,  as  compared  with  December  conditions. 
On  the  Atlantic  coast  the  average  hourly  wind  .velocity  will  range 
from  12  to  16  miles  an  hour,  north  and  northeast  winds  prevailing. 
The  maximum  velocity  is  not  likely  to  exceed  35  miles  an  hour. 

The  prevailing  winds  will  continue  from  the  northwest  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  and  the  average  hourly  velocity  will  range  from  7  to  12  miles  an 
hour.  The  maximum  velocity  may  not  be  expected  to  exceed  30  miles 
an  hour. 

Rain — Occasional  light  showers  may  be  expected  during  the  month, 
although  January  is  a  dry  season  month.  The  rainfall  is  usually 
heavier  on  the  Atlantic  than  on  the  Pacific  side,  the  average  January 
rainfall  being  3.92  inches  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  1.04  inches  on  the 
Pacific,  these  averages  being  for  periods  of  46  and  18  years,  respec- 
tively. About  16  days  with  rain  may  be  expected  at  the  Atlantic 
entrance  and  7  days  at  the  Pacific.  The  average  number  of  days 
with  heavy  rain  (1  inch  or  more)  is  one  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  while  no 
heavy  rains  are  likely  to  occur  on  the  Pacific  coast  during  the  month. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  during  the  month  on  either  coast, 
but  over  the  Gaillard  Cut  section  of  the  Canal,  night  and  early  morn- 
ing fogs  may  be  expected.  The  average  number  of  nights  with  fog 
at  this  place  is  8,  but  the  fogs  that  occur  are  usually  light  and  may  be 
expected  to  lift  or  become  dissipated  before  8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — There  is  little  change  in  the  average  air  temperature 
on  the  Isthmus  from  month  to  month,  and  the  average  shade  air  tem- 
perature should  be  about  80  degrees,  Fahrenheit,  on  both  coasts. 
The  temperature  may  be  expected  to  rise  a  little  higher  during  the 
day  and  fall  a  little  lower  during  the  night  than  during  the  wet  season. 
On  the  Atlantic  coast  the  temperature  is  not  likely  to  rise  higher  than 
88°  F.,  or  fall  lower  than  70°  F.,  while  on  the  Pacific  coast  the  maximum 
temperature  for  the  month  may  be  as  high  as  93°  F.,  and  the  mini- 
mum as  low  as  63°  F.  The  mean  daily  range  in  temperature  is  ap- 
proximately 7°  F.  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  and  18°  F.  at  the  Pacific. 

Barometric  pressure — The  atmospheric  during  the  month  of  January 
should  be  slightly  higher  than  during  the  preceding  month,  the  average 
sealevel  pressure  being  about  29.88  inches.  The  maximum  reading 
for  the  month  is  not  likely  to  exceed  30.04  inches,  or  the  minimum 
reading  to  be  lower  than  29.70  inches. 
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Relative  humidity — The  relative  humidity  of  the  atmosphere  will  be 
lower  with  the  arrival  of  the  settled  dry  season  conditions,  and  should 
average  about  80  per  cent  over  both  coasts.  The  range  will  be  greater 
on  the  Pacific  coast,  the  nighttime  humidity  being  about  90  per  cent, 
and  the  average  minimum  during  the  day  about  55  per  cent,  while  on 
the  Atlantic  coast  they  are  85  and  75  per  cent,  respectively. 

Storms — No  severe  general  storms  are  likely  to  occur  during  the 
month,  although  the  so-called  "northers"  occasionally  reach  as  far 
south  as  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal,  during  the  period  from 
November  to,  April,  inclusive.  The  winds  are  usually  of  insufficient 
force  to  affect  navigation  seriously,  but  the  heavy  sea  or  swell  that 
accompanies  these  storms  may  at  times  prove  troublesome.  Few,  if 
any,  local  thunderstorms  are  likely  to  occur  on  either  coast,  and  smooth 
seas  and  fair  weather  may  be  expected  at  the  Pacific  entrance. 

Tides — Tidal  fluctuations  need  not  be  considered  at  the  Atlantic 
entrance  to  the  Canal,  as  the  average  tidal  range  is  less  than  one  foot, 
and  the  extreme  range  approximately  two  feet.

The  times  of  hi^h  and  low  tides  are  shown  on  the  upper 
lines.  The  figures  in  boldfaced  type  are  hours  and 
elevations  betvveea  nojo  ;inl  miliii^ht;  ante  meridiem 
fiu;ures  are  ijiven  in  the  ordinary  lightfaceil  type.  The 
time  is  Cosm  ipolitan  .Standard  for  the  meridian  7.5°  W. 

The  elevations  of  the  water  are  shown  on  the  second 
line  for  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  Heights 
are  reckoned  from  mean  low  water  springs,  which  is 
8  3  feet  below  mean  sealevel,  and  is  the  datum  of  sound- 
ings on  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  .Survey  charts  for  this 
region.  The  depth  of  water  may  accordingly  be  esti- 
mated by  adding  the  tabular  height  of  the  tide  to  the 
soundings,  unle.ss  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  iMjfore  the  height, 
in  which  case  it  is  to  be  subtracted.  The  annual  in- 
equality or  variation  in  the  mean  sealevel  is  included  io 
the  predictions. 
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The  Repairing  ol  the  "Themis." 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Mechanical  Division  has  made  the 
following  report  on  the  repairing  of  the  steamship  Themis: 

This  vessel,  carrying  a  cargo  of  11,207  tons  of  sugar,  outward  bound  from  Cris- 
tobal on  the  night  of  November  21,  ran  aground  on  the  West  Breakwater.  Wreck- 
ing operations  were  commenced  at  once  and  the  vessel  was  hauled  off  the  rocks  on  the 
afternoon  of  November  25,  and  placed  alongside  of  Dock  H,  Cristobal.  After  dis- 
charging her  cargo,  vessel  was  brought  through  the  Canal,  on  December  9,  and  put  in 
dry  dock  at  Balboa  on  December  10.  The  work  of  repairing  damaged  hull  and 
bulkhead,  scraping,  and  painting  ship's  side,  overhauling  engine  and  auxiliaries, 
etc.,  was  completed  and  vessel  undocked  on  December  22,  and  proceeded  through 
the  Canal  on  December  24  to  reload  cargo. 

DETAILED   STATEMENT  OF  WORK    PERFORMED. 

Fitted  on  port  bow,  14  new  shell  plates,  4  new  bulkhead  plates,  15  new  frames  and 

reverse  frames,  and  3  new  bulkhead  stififeners. 
Removed  from  ship's  side  in  No.  1  hold,  6  shell  plates  and  6  frames,  straightening 

and  refitting  them. 
Renewed  all  flooring  in  forepeak. 
Fitted  one  new  stringer  in  No.  1  hold. 
Renewed  all  rivets  in  web  frame  brackets  in  No.  2  hold. 
Cut  out  and  renewed  16,400  |-inch  rivets. 
Overhauled  main  engine  and  all  auxiliaries. 
Cleaned  out  holds  Nos.  1,2,  and  3. 

Removed  and  renewed  all  ceiling  in  holds  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3. 

Cleaned  out  double  bottom,  and  repaired  cement  in  No.  1  hold,  and  forepeak  tank. 
Scraped  and  painted  ship's  side,  bulkhead  and  tank  tops  in  holds  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  and 

forepeak  tank.

The  above  charges  are  complete,  including  labor,  material,  and  surcharge,  but  do 
not  include  charges  incident  to  getting  vessel  off  rocks,  which  was  under  the  cog- 
nizance of  the  Dredging  Division. 

The  completion  of  repairs  within  12  days,  considering  the  extent  of 
the  damage  which  the  Themis  suffered  in  grounding,  is  regarded  as 
quick  work;  and  the  cost,  $42,768.62,  is  thought  relatively  low.  Rush 
work  on  the  ship  reduced  her  time  in  dock,  cutting  down  the 
dockage  charges;  it  was  also,  of  course,  important  in  returning  a 
valuable  carrier  to  service  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

The  Themis  sailed  at  11.30  a.  m.  on  January  1.  Since  December  24 
she  had  been  tied  up  at  berth  A  of  Pier  9,  Cristobal,  reloading  her 
cargo.  This  was  an  extensive  labor  in  itself.  The  bags  of  sugar 
covered  the  pier  almost  from  one  end  to  the  other,  for  a  width  of  ap- 
proximately 60  feet  and  to  a  depth  of  as  much  as  20  feet.  The  adjoin- 
ing floor  was  stick)  with  the  sugar  which  had  broken  from  the  bags 
and  been  melted  under  foot,  and  the  air  was  dense  with  the  smell. 

Two  Cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis. 

Two  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were  taken  to  Ancon  Hospital  from 
Balboa  on  December  19.  Both  occurred  in  the  same  family,  in  the 
persons  of  a  girl  of  1 1  and  a  boy  of  6  years.  Measures  have  been  taken 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  no  other  cases  have  been 
discovered  so  far.  The  children  had  contracted  the  disease  on  the 
Isthmus.  A  note  concerning  the  steps  which  were  taken  last  July 
to  prevent  the  entry  of  the  disease  from  the  United  States  was  pub- 
lished in  The  Canal  Record  of  August  2.

It  is  not  desired  to 
curtail  the  hunting  privilege  at  present  enjoyed,  but  un- 
less the  proper  amount  of  care  is  exercised  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  place  certain  restrictions  on  the  pri\'ilege.  Your 
cooperation  is  requested.

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Impioving  Approach  Channel  at  Cristobal  Coaling  Plant. 

Several  ledges  of  hard  coral  and  blue  rock  in  the  channel  leading 
to  the  coaling  plant  at  Cristobal  are  being  taken  out  by  the  15-yard 
dipper  dredge  Gamboa.  These  were  left  at  the  time  the  original 
channel  was  excavated  by  smaller  dredges,  and  the  improved  condi- 
tion in  the  Cut  has  made  it  feasible  to  transfer  the  Gamboa  to  this 
work.  The  removal  of  the  ledges  will  widen  the  available  channel 
considerably  and  expedite  the  handling  of  ships  to  and  from  the  plant. 

Private  Storage  Spaces  at  the  Coaling  Plants. 

The  coaling  plants  offer  storage  space  for  individuals  and  companies. 
Numerous  inquiries  as  to  storage  rights  have  been  received  by  the 
Canal  and  three  applications  are  on  file  for  definite  assignments  of 
space.  An  order  has  been  given  for  the  construction  of  partitions  to 
separate  the  several  spaces. 

The  conditions  governing  the  rental  of  storage  spaces  have  been  set 
forth  in  official  circulars,  and  any  other  companies  which  are  interested 
may  secure  details  on  application  to  The  Panama  Canal. 

Notice  to  Mariners.— Wreck  Gas  Buoy  Established. 

1.  A  gas  buoy  painted  black  and  red  horizontal  stripes,  exhibiting 
red  occulting  light  (4  seconds  light,  4  seconds  dark),  focal  plane  10 
feet,  was  established  December  27,  1916,  125  feet  east  of  wreck  of  tug 
Reliance,  in  43  feet  of  water.

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  a  proportion  of  the  general  admin- 
istrative and  sanitary  expenditures  (about  one-third  of  the  total  over- 
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head)  is  included  in  operation  and  maintenance,  and  also  that  the 
dredging  at  the  Culebra  slides  has  been  charged  in.  The  heavy  pro 
rata  for  the  fiscal  year  1916  was  due  to  the  closing  of  the  Canal  for  six 
months  of  that  year,  which  cut  down  the  trafific  and  ran  up  the  costs. 

In  this  connection  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  cost,  per  net  ton  of 
ships'  measurement.  During  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  1915  to  December  1,  1916,  in  which  the  cost  of  operation 
and  maintenance  was  $13,976,249.85,  the  aggregate  net  tonnage  of 
the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  8,725,689  tons,  according  to 
the  rules  for  measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal.  The  proportionate 
cost  was,  accordingly,  $1.6017  per  ton. 

Tolls  are  levied  at  the  rate  of  $1.20  per  net  ton  for  ships  carrying 
cargo  or  passengers  and  72  cents  per  ton  for  ships  in  ballast,  with  the 
regulation  that  the  sum  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  secured  by  multi- 
plying the  net  tonnage  according  to  United  States  rules  of  measure- 
ment by  $1.25.  During  the  fiscal  year  1916  this  proviso  reduced  the 
tolls  by  $390,714.95,  a  loss  of  14.9  per  cent.  The  total  of  tolls  collected 
to  December  1,  1916,  was  $9,014,701.65.  Distributed  over  the 
aggregate  net  tonnage,  the  tolls  averaged  $1,033  per  net  ton. 

Pipeline  Suction  Dredge  "No.  4"  for  Sale. 

The  18-inch  pipeline  suction  dredge  No.  4  has  been  retired,  with  the 
three  dipper  and  two  ladder  dredges  previously  withdrawn  from  work 
in  the  Cut,  and  like  them  will  be  oflered  for  sale  by  the  Chief  Quarter- 
master. This  is  the  most  powerful  dredge  of  its  type  on  the  Isthmus, 
and  work  which  it  did  at  Toro  Point  in  pumping  spoil  to  an  elevation 
of  64  feet  through  3,000  feet  of  pipeline  without  the  use  of  relay  pumps, 
is  believed  to  have  set  a  record  for  this  sort  of  work. 

The  dredge  was  assembled  at  the  Cristobal  dry  dock  in  1910,  using 
an  old  French  hull  in  which  were  installed  triple  expansion  pumping 
engines,  with  the  necessary  boilers  and  auxiliary  plant,  including  a 
complete  electric  lighting  system.  Forty- two  feet  is^the  limit  of  the 
depth  of  excavation  for  No.  4.

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Fees  to  Be  Collected  by  Customs  Officers. 

The  Acting  Governor  of  the  Canal  has  issued  circular  No.  679-1, 
under  date  of  December  22,  1916,  concerning  the  collection  of  fees  by 
customs  officers.     The  circular  follows: 

1.  The  Act  of  Congress  passed  on  August  21,  1916,  (circular  No.  600-24)  author- 
izing the  establishment  of  certain  regulations  for  the  Canal  Zone,  provides,  in  part: 

"Sec.  8.  That  whenever  a  customs  officer  of  the  Canal  Zone  shall  certify  an  invoice, 
landing  certificate,  or  other  similar  document,  or  shall  register  a  marine  note  of  pro- 
test, or  shall  perform  any  notarial  services,  he  shall  be  authorized  to  collect  a  fee 
equivalent  to  the  fee  prescribed  by  the  United  States  consular  regulations  for  the 
same  act  or  service  when  performed  by  consular  officials." 

2.  In  accordance  with  the  above  the  following  charges  shall  be  made  by  Canal 
Zone  customs  inspectors,  effective  January  1,  1917: 

(a)  Invoice  of  returned  American  goods,  in  triplicate  or  quadruplicate.  ...   $1 .00 

(b)  Certificate  of  goods  purchased  by  importer,  in  triplicate  or  quadrupli- 

cate  .. 2.50 

(c)  Certificate  of  goods  not  purchased  by  importer,  in  triplicate  or  quad- 

ruplicate       2 .  50 

(d)  Landing  certificate,  including  oaths  of  master  and  mate 2.50 

(e)  Declaration  of  inspected  household  goods,  in  triplicate  or  quadruplicate     1 .00 
(t)    Certificate  to  e.xtra  copies  of  invoice  or  other  document  (except  certifi- 
cate of  inspection),  each 1 .00 

3.  All  receipts  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector  on  form 
A-128.  Remittances  shall  be  made  to  the  Collector,  The  Panama  Canal,  by  the  Chief 
Customs  Inspectors,  and  monthly  collection  accounts  submitted  to  the  Auditor, 
The  Panama  Canal. 


Weather  Conditions  during  December.  19!6. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  below  the  normal  everywhere  except  at  Balboa 
Heights  and  Empire,  the  deficiency  being  greater  in  the  Atlantic  section.  Totals 
ranged  from  3.16  inches  at  Trinidad,  to  7.78  inches  at  the  Cucherbo  station  on  the 
Trinidad  River.  Settled  dry  season  conditions  began  on  the  23rd  of  the  month  and 
continued  until  its  close.  The  greatest  amount  of  rainfall  on  any  one  day  was 
1.74  inches,  at  Balboa  Heights  on  the  17th  of  the  month. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  one  per  cent  above 
the  6-year  mean,  or  4.91  inches  against  a  mean  of  4.88  inches,  while  over  the  Chagrea 
River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  54  per  cent  below  the  15-year  mean,  or  4.68  inches 
against  a  mean  of  10.25  inches. 

The  air  temperature  was  approximately  1"  Fahrenheit  below  the  normal  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  normal  on  the  Atlantic.  The  atmospheric  pressure  was  slightly 
above  normal  on  both  coasts,  while  the  relative  humidity  was  above  normal  on  the 
Pacific  side  and  below  normal  on  the  Atlantic.  The  daytime  cloudiness,  wind  move- 
ment, and  temperature  of  the  sea  water  were  below  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast 
and  above  on  the  Atlantic.  There  was  a  slight  excess  of  evaporation  on  both  coasts 
and  over  Gatun  Lake. 

No  fogs  were  observed  during  the  month  on  either  coast,  and  of  those  observed  at 
interior  stations,  44  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m.,  92  per  cent  by  7.30  a.  m., 
and  all  fogs  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  8.30  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Mean  for 
the  month,  86.48;  maximum,  on  the  27th,  86.68;  minimum,  on  the  1st  and  15th, 
86.29.    Evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  4.865  inches. 

Qimatological  conditions  at  the  Canal  entrances  are  summarized  below: 
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New  Tariff  on  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  has  issued  freight  classi- 
fication and  tariff  No.  20,  effective  January  6,  1917,  which  publishes 
class  and  commodity  rates  from  New  York  to  Colon  and  Cristobal. 
It  cancels  freight  classification  and  tariff  No.  17  and  the  supplements 
Nos.  1  and  2  thereto.  The  class  rates  remain  the  same,  but  advances 
are  made  in  some  of  the  commodity  rates. 

Cristobal  Coaling  Plant  Able  to  Load  2,400  Tons  an  Hour. 

The  report  on  the  overall  reclaiming  test  of  the  Cristobal  coaling 
plant,  which  was  made  in  the  afternoon  of  November  18,  has  been 
submitted  by  the  committee. 

In  view  of  the  coaling  plant's  being  a  naval  auxiliary,  it  was  designed 
to  have  a  maximum  reloading  capacity  of  2,400  tons  an  hour,  of  2,000 
pounds  each,  and  to  be  capable  of  a  sustained  output  of  2,000  tons 
an  hour. 

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  conduct  the  official  ac- 
ceptance tests  showed  an  average  capacity  for  the  three  hours  the  test 
was  run  of  1,950  tons  per  hour,  and  a  maximum  capacity  of  2,486  tons 
per  hour. 

The  average  capacity  was  reduced  by  the  necessity  for  stopping  one 
of  the  four  bridge  diggers  about  an  hour  after  the  test  began,  due  to 
difficulty  with  the  bucket,  but  even  with  but  three  of  the  four  diggers 
in  operation  for  the  greater  part  of  the  test,  the  average  capacity  was 
but  50  tons,  or  2^  per  cent,  less  than  the  contract  capacity. 

Loading  at  the  rate  of  2,400  tons  an  hour  is  considerably  in  excess  of 
the  rate  at  most  plants,  even  the  coaling  piers  from  which  railroads 
deliver  cargoes  of  coal  by  gravity  from  pockets.  The  Canal  collier 
Ulysses,  at  a  recent  loading  at  Newport  News,  received  her  cargo  of 
12,000  long  tons  in  8  hours,  which  is  at  the  rate  of  1,500  long  tons 
or  1,650  short  tons  an  hour. 

The  test  at  Cristobal  was  made  simply  for  overall  capacity  of  out- 
put. There  was  no  attempt  to  load  a  merchant  ship  at  this  rate,  and 
most  ships  are  so  constructed  that  they  are  not  able  to  take  coal  as 
fast  as  the  Cristobal  plant  could  supply  it.  Their  hatches  are  too 
'small  or  their  bunkers  so  arranged  as  not  to  admit  coal  at  a  rate  ap- 
proaching 2,000  tons  an  hour.  In  the  case  of  naval  colliers,  however, 
their  arrangements  are  usually  such  as  to  admit  very  rapid  loading. 

Twenty-four  hundred  tons  is  the  capacity  of  a  train  of  80  cars, 
each  holding  30  tons.  It  would  be  the  capacity  of  two  fair-sized  trains 
as  they  are  usually  made  up  in  the  United  States.  The  Panama 
Railroad  handles  about  18  gondolas  to  the  train,  in  hauling  coal 
across  the  Isthmus,  loading  approximately  35  tons  to  each  car. 

One  of  the  four  reloaders  at  the  Cristobal  plant  recently  de- 
livered 417  tons  of  coal  to  the  steamship  Herakles  in  24  minutes,  in 
the  time  between  8.50  and  9.14  p.  m.  This  is  at  the  rate  of  1,042  tons 
an  hour  for  one  reloader;  it  does  not  follow,  however,  that  the  four 
working  at  the  same  time  could  deliver  4,000  tons  an  hour,  as  the  supply 
is  limited  by  the  operation  of  the  reclaiming  plant. 

The  sailing  of  the  steamship  Cristobal  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steam- 
ship Line  for  New  York  was  made  on  January  4.  On  her  voyage  from 
New  York  she  had  been  delayed,  by  dry  docking,  from  December  14 
to  December  18,  and  arrived  at  Cristobal  in  the  morning  of  Decem- 
ber 25. 
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Automobiles  Licensed  on  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  number  of  automobiles  licensed  for  operation  b}'  private  owners 
in  the  Canal  Zone  at  the  end  of  1916  was  223.  In  addition,  106  resi- 
dents of  Panama  and  Colon  have  reciprocal  licenses,  which  allow  them 
to  drive  in  the  Canal  Zone.  The  total  of  privately  owned  automobiles 
licensed  for  operation  in  the  Zone  is,  accordingly,  329. 

Fourteen  machines  were  licensed  to  carry  passengers  for  hire  in  the 
Canal  Zone,  including  the  busses  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company. 
The  number  of  for-hire  automobiles  owned  in  Panama  and  licensed  to 
operate  in  the  Canal  Zone  was  136,  making  a  total  of  150  machines 
licensed  to  carry  passengers  for  hire  in  the  Zone. 

Eight  trucking  licenses  were  in  effect  for  privately  owned  machines, 

The  Panama  Canal  has  54  official  automobiles  in  use,  and  the  Army 
has  12,  making  a  total  of  66  official  machines.  Most  of  the  official 
machines  are  trucks. 

The  total  number  of  automobiles  licensed  in  the  Zone  is  553,  includ- 
ing all  classes. 


Reciprocal  License  Fees  for  Slotor  Vehicles. 

The  municipal  councils  of  Panama  and  Colon  have  adopted  the 
following  reciprocal  rates  for  automobiles  already  licensed  in  the 
Canal  Zone  by  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone: 

Automobiles  for  personal  use  only,  $1  (registration  fee) ;  automo- 
biles to  be  used  in  carrying  passengers  for  hire,  irrespective  of  horse- 
power, $12.50  per  annum;  automobiles  to  be  used  for  trucking,  $15 
per  annum. 

These  rates  are  also  in  force  in  the  Canal  Zone  for  machines  licensed 
in  Panama  or  Colon  by  residents  of  those  municipalities. 

In  order  to  secure  the  reciprocal  rate  it  is  necessary  for  the  licensee 
to  exhibit  the  receipt  from  the  office  in  which  his  machine  is  originally 
licensed.  A  machine  must  be  originally  licensed  in  the  place  where  the 
owner  resides.  It  should  be  noted  that  all  license  fees  in  the  Cana) 
Zone  are  payable  in  advance  up  to  December  31,  1917. 


New  Motor  Vehicle  License  Tags. 

Effective  January  1,  1917,  all  motor  vehicles  in  the  Canal  Zone 
must  be  relicensed,  and  new  license  tags  have  been  secured  from  the 
United  States  for  that  purpose.  Automobiles  operated  for  personal 
use  will  bear  yellow  tags  12  inches  by  5f  inches  in  size,  with  black 
raised  letters  and  figures  commencing  with  No.  001. 

Automobiles  operated  for  commercial  purposes,  as  well  as  official 
automobiles,  will  bear  the  same  kind  of  tags,  except  that  the  series 
commences  with  No.  5001. 

Motorcycles  will  bear  light  blue  tags,  61  inches  by  4  inches,  with 
black  raised  letters  and  figures  commencing  with  No.  001. 

These  tags,  which  were  delayed  in  delivery,  arrived  on  the  steamship 
Heredia  on  January  8,  and  may  now  be  secured  from  the  office  of  the 
Division  of  Civil  Affairs,  Room  320,  Administration  Building,  Balboa 
Heights.  The  old  tags  need  not  be  turned  in  by  the  holders,  as  they 
will  not  be  recognized  after  January  20.  This  does  not  apply  to  any 
of  the  old  tags  issued  since  January  1,  all  of  which  should  be  turned 
in  at  once  to  the  Division  of  Civil  Affairs. 
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Demonstration  Licenses  for  Automobile  Dealers. 

In  compliance  with  various  requests  from  automobile  dealers,  such 
dealers  may  be  granted  demonstration  licenses,  to  be  used  only  upon 
new  unlicensed  cars  operated  for  demonstration  purposes  alone. 
Only  one  tag,  distinctive  in  appearance,  will  be  issued  to  each  dealer, 
who  must  sign  an  agreement  upon  receipt  of  the  tag  that  any  abuse 
of  the  privilege  will  result  in  its  revocation.  The  number  of  this  tag 
will  be  furnished  to  the  Canal  Zone  police,  and  it  may  be  used  by  the 
dealer  to  whom  it  is  issued  upon  any  number  of  new  unlicensed  cars 
\vhich  are  being  operated  by  him  or  his  employees  for  demonstration 
purposes  only  to  prospective  purchasers. 

The  fee  for  demonstration  licenses  will  be  $5  per  annum,  and  they 
will  be  issued  by  the  Division  of  Civil  Affairs,  Balboa  Heights. 

Appearance  of  the  "Alaska  Railroad  Record." 
The  Panama  Canal  Record  has  recei\'ed  the  first  two  numbers  of 
the  Alaska  Railroad  Record,  an  official  publication  of  the  Alaskan 
Engineering  Commission,  published  every  Tuesday  at  Anchorage, 
Alaska.  The  purpose  is  announced  as  furnishing  "concise  information 
concerning  the  operation  and  construction  of  the  Government  railway 
system  in  Alaska",  with  the  secondary  purpose  of  furnishing  "a  con- 
venient form  for  the  distribution  of  official  orders  and  circulars." 
The  format  is  11  by  8  inches,  eight  pages.  The  editor  is  Mr.  Charles 
W.  Jones,  a  former  resident  of  the  Isthmus,  and  the  ofiEicial  directory 
published  in  the  first  number,  dated  November  14,  1916,  contains  the 
names  of  several  former  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  employees. 

Christmas  Celebration  at  Leper  Asylam. 

The  Superintendent  of  Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum  has  made  ac- 
knowledgement, with  thanks,  of  cash  contributions  amounting  to 
$22.75  and  of  presents  sent  to  the  asylum  for  the  Christmas  celebra- 
tion for  the  leper  patients. 

Expenditures  during  the  celebration  were:  For  three  electric 
lights  for  tree,  75  cents;  six  evergreen  festoons,  90  cents;  refresh- 
ments for  dance,  $10.55,  a  total  of  $12.20.  The  balance  on  hand, 
$10.55,  has  been  added  to  the  amusement  fund.

Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays — Leave  Landing  at  dock  No.  19 
at  9.40  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.  Leave  Hotel  Aspinwall  at  10.40  a.  m.  and 
6.30  p.  m. 

The  bus  that  leaves  the  Hotel  TivoH  at  8.45  a.  m.  will  connect  at 
Balboa  Heights  station  with  the  9.05  train  from  Colon  and  run  as 
far  as  the  new  oil  house,  which  is  three  minutes  walk  from  Dock  19. 
On  the  return  trip  of  the  launch  from  the  Hotel  Aspinwall  on  Sunday 
nights  and  holiday  nights,  there  will  be  a  bus  to  meet  the  boat  at 
Dock  19,  running  as  far  as  the  Hotel  Tivoli. 

Anyone  wishing  to  make  reservation  at  the  hotel  should  address 
the  Manager  of  the  Hotel  Aspinwall,  Balboa,  C.  Z. 

The  rates  at  the  Aspinwall  are  as  follows:  For  Government  employees 
and  adult  members  of  their  families  the  charge  for  room  and  board 
is  $2  per  day;  for  a  stay  of  14  days  or  over,  $1.75  per  day.  For  non- 
employees  the  rate  is  $2.50  per  day;  after  a  stay  of  30  days  a  rate 
of  $2  per  day  will  be  given.  For  children  under  12  years  of  age,  and 
servants,  both  of  employees  and  nonemployees,  the  rate  is  $1  per  day, 
flat.  For  single  meals,  without  room,  the  rates  for  employees  and  non- 
employees  are  the  same:  Breakfast,  50  cents;  luncheon  or  dinner,  75 
cents. 

Rates  for  the  launch  trip,  one  way,  are  30  cents  for  employees  and 
adult  members  of  their  families,  20  cents  for  their  children  between  6 
and  12  years  of  age.  For  nonemployees  the  launch  fares  are  double 
those  for  employees. 
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How  to  Handle  Baggage  for  Aspinwall  Hotel. 

Baggage  can  be  checked  from  any  station  of  the  Panama  Railroad 
to  the  Balboa  Heights  station,  and  will  be  transferred  to  Dock  19 
by  the  district  quartermaster  for  a  charge  of  25  cents  per  piece. 

The  bill  will  be  charged  to  the  patron's  account  at  the  Hotel  As- 
pinwall. Anyone  shipping  is  advised  to  call  the  district  quarter- 
master, Balboa  Heights,  before  5  p.  m.  the  day  previous,  advising 
that  he  is  shipping  baggage  to  Hotel  Aspinwall  the  following  day. 
Baggage  should  be  tagged  for  HOTEL  ASPINWALL  and  baggage 
checks  left  with  baggage  man  at  Balboa  Heights  depot. 

All  persons  living  in  Balboa  and  Ancon  can  telephone  to  the  dis- 
trict quartermaster  for  handling  of  baggage. 

Special  Rate  for  Temporary  Room  Accommodations  at  Hotels. 

In  order  to  accommodate  persons  who  come  in  from  the  line  for 
dinner  at  the  Tivoli  or  Washington  Hotel,  or  to  attend  a  dance,  and 
wish  a  room  in  which  to  wash  and  dress,  a  special  rate  of  $1  is 
granted  for  the  use  of  second-grade  rooms  for  this  purpose.  Such 
rooms  are  to  be  vacated  by  9  p.  m.  If  a  better  room  is  desired  or 
the  room  is  used  for  a  longer  time  the  regular  hotel  rates  will  apply.

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Trying  to  Raise  the  "Reliance." 

Efforts  are  being  made  to  raise  the  tug  Reliance,  which  was  sunk  off 
the  breakwaters  at  the  entrance  to  Limon  Bay  on  December  27.  Up 
to  the  present  the  heavy  seas  which  have  kept  roUing  in  from  the  north 
under  the  trade  winds  have  prevented  extensive  salvage  operations, 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  tug  may  be  raised  if  she  is  not  broken  to 
pieces  before  it  is  possible  to  advance  the  work  on  the  wreck. 


Registered  Mail. 

Registered  mail  for  ships  calling  at  Canal  terminal  ports  or  passing 
through  the  Canal,  unless  specially  addressed  in  care  of  a  local  agency, 
will  be  delivered  by  the  boarding  officer  of  the  Bureau  of  Customs. 
Boarding  officers  will  deliver  registered  mail  to  addressees  upon  proper 
identification  or  to  their  authorized  representative  or  some  responsible 
person  such  as  the  master  or  an  officer  of  the  ship. 

When  it  is  impossible  to  deliver  registered  mail  within  30  days 
after  its  receipt  it  is  to  be  returned  to  the  post  office.  When  it  is 
possible  to  effect  delivery  of  registered  mail  by  holding  it  over  the 
regular  time,  it  should  be  indorsed  to  that  effect  and  held  pending  the 
arrival  of  the  ship  for  which  it  is  intended. 

Boarding  officers  will  accept  for  registration  all  mailable  matter 
properly  prepared  and  fully  prepaid.  The  registration  fee  is  10  cents 
in  addition  to  the  regular  postage.  The  return  address  of  the  sender 
is  required  on  all  matter  presented  for  registration. 


Addressing  Mail  for  Ships. 

Mail  for  vessels  of  regular  lines,  with  offices  or  known  representatives 
on  the  Isthmus,  should  be  addressed  in  care  of  such  office  or  represent- 
ative. Where  they  are  no  such  representatives  of  the  vessel  on  the 
Isthmus  mail  may  be  addressed  "Care  of  Captain  of  the  Port"  at 
Balboa  or  Cristobal,  and  such  mail  will  be  delivered  to  the  ship  upon 
arrival.  Such  mail  should  bear  the  return  address  of  the  sender,  and 
note  advising  approximate  date  of  the  arrival  of  the  vessel  at  the  Canal. 
Mail  should  not  be  addressed  to  Colon  or  Panama  as  the  post  offices 
in  these  cities  are  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Canal  and  mail  is 
likely  to  be  held  there  until  called  for  by  addressee. 

Postage-due  mail  will  be  sent  to  the  Captains  of  the  Ports*  offices 
for  collection  of  postage  due  and  delivery.  A  great  amount  of  the 
deficiency  in  postage  on  mail  for  shipping  is  due  to  the  fact  that  many 
of  the  letters  originating  in  Great  Britain  are  addressed  for  delivery 
in  the  United  States.  They  are  carried  at  the  tAVO-cent  letter  rate  to 
the  United  States  but  as  soon  as  they  are  forwarded  to  the  Canal  Zone 
they  become  subject  to  the  foreign  rate  of  five  cents  per  first  ounce, 
or  fraction  thereof.  The  full  foreign  rate  should  be  prepaid  on  all 
matter  that  is  likely  to  be  forwarded  outside  of  the  United  States. 

Sale  of  Postage  Stamps. 

The  boarding  officers  of  the  Bureau  of  Customs  carry  a  supply  of 
Canal  Zone  postage  stamps  for  sale.  Except  on  matter  mailed  at  sea 
only  Canal  Zone  postage  stamps  are  valid  in  Canal  Zone  post  offices. 
The  letter  rate  from  the  Canal  Zone  to  the  United  States  and  its  pos- 
sessions is  two  cents  an  ounce  or  fraction  thereof,  and  to  foreign  coun- 
tries the  rate  is  five  cents  for  the  first  ounce  and  three  cents  for  each 
additional  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.

The  Panama  Railroad  Company  has  issued  instruc- 
tions to  its  employees  to  accept  for  shipment  to  the 
States  no  empty  cement  sacks  which  are  not  bundled 
in  accordance  with  shipping  directions  issued  by  the 
Atlas  Portland  Cement  Company,  the  necessity  for  this 
being  the  refusal  on  the  part  of  the  railroad  eompauies 
in  the  States  to  accept  shipments  of  these  sacks  from 
the  Panama  Railroad  Company  steamers  unless  packed 
in  conformity  with  these  direi'tions.  Therefore,  in  order 
to  obviate  the  necessity  of  thes"  sacks  having  to  be  re- 
bundled  it  is  respectfully  requested  that  all  cement  sacks 
turned  in  to  the  storehouses  of  the  Supply  Department 
be  bundled  in  accordance  with  the  following  directions: 

"Lay  the  bags  out  flat  in  piles  of  50  each.  Never 
place  more  than  50  bags  in  a  bundle. 

"Pass  a  wire  or  stout  rope  40  inches  long  under  each 
end  of  the  pile,  and  lay  a  third  wire  or  rope,  8}  feet  long, 
lengthwise  on  top  of  the  pile. 

"Bring  the  two  short  wires  or  ropes  up  over  the  pile 


of  bags  and  tie  them  tightly.    This  will  roll  or  double 
the  bags  over  the  long  rope. 

"Turn  the  bundle  over.  Bring  the  ends  of  the  long 
rope  around  it.  Take  a  hitch  with  the  long  rope  wound 
the  two  short  ropes  already  tied. 

"Then  cross  the  long  rope  in  the  middle,  brisg  it 
around  the  middle  of  the  bund'e  and  tie  tightly. 

"Always  pack  the  same  number  of  bags  in  every 
bundle. 

"never  ship  bags  without  tags. 

"A  tag  should  be  attached  with  wire  to  every  bundle. 

"Bags  that  have  been  wet  or  mutilated  and  those 
not  bearing  the  Atlas  brand  are  not  accepted.  Do  not 
send  them  to  us  " 

In  the  event  that  you  have  occasion  to  ship  cement 
bags  other  than  those  bearing  the  Atlas  brand,  please 
bundle  as  above  and  mark  them  in  some  way  so  as  to 
distinguish  from  the  Atlas  sacks.

The  elevations  of  the  water  are  shown  on  the  second 
line  for  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heightf 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  Heights 
are  reckoned  from  mean  low  w.ater  springs,  which  w 
8.3  feet  below  mean  sealevel,  and  is  the  datum  of  sound- 
ings on  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this 
region.  The  depth  of  water  may  accordingly  be  esti- 
mated by  adding  the  tabular  height  of  the  tide  to  the 
soundings,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  before  the  height, 
in  which  case  it  is  to  be  subtracted.  The  annual  in- 
equality or  variation  in  the  mean  sealevel  is  included  in 
the  predictions.

The  Canal  Coaling  Plants. 
Description  of  Important  Terrrlnal  Adjuncts. 

The  two  coaling  plants  of  the  Canal  have  together  a  total  emer- 
genc}'  storage  capacity  of  700,000  tons.  Their  normal  storage  capacity 
will  be  approximately  500,000  tons.  Of  this,  350,000  tons  will  be  at 
Cristobal,  and  it  is  expected  that  most  of  the  coaling  will  be  done  at 
the  Atlantic  terminus.  The  plant  there  has  been  in  commercial 
operation  for  several  months,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Balboa 
plant  Avill  be  placed  in  use  about  the  first  of  March. 

Descriptions  of  the  two  plants  and  the  method  of  their  construction 
and  operation  have  been  published  before,  but  their  features  will  be 
summarized  here,  in  connection  v/ith  the  photographs  which  are  repro- 
duced in  this  issue. 

The  general  design  of  the  Cristobal  plant  is  .as  follows: 

One  of  the  long  sides  of  the  pier  is  designated  as  the  unloader  wharf  and  the  other 
side  as  the  reloader  wharf.  The  connection  between  these  two  at  the  north  or  water 
end  of  the  coaling  plant  is  known  as  the  end  wharf.  The  bottom  will  be  dredge;!  to 
afford  a  depth  of  41  feet  at  mean  sealevel  for  a  distance  of  1,055  feet  along  the  i  n- 
loader  and  reloader  wharves,  this  distance  being  measured  from  the  extreme  northerly 
end  of  the  plant.  This  same  depth  will  be  carried  along  the  end  wharf;  thus  the  finish- 
ed plant  will  have  approximately  2,500  linear  feet  of  berthing  space  with  a  depth  of 
41  feet  at  mean  seahvel.  The  tide  does  not  fall  more  than  1  foot  bslow  mean  sea- 
level,  so  that  deep  draft  vess2ls  can  be  accommodated  at  any  state  of  the  tide.  The 
decks  of  all  wharves  are  10  feet  6  inches  above  mean  seale\'el.  Beyond  the  end  of  the 
dredged  area  the  bottom  rises  comparatively  rapidly,  and  at  the  southerly  end  of  the 
coaling  plant  a  length  of  approximately  600  feet  is  considered  as  a  shore  extension, 
and  has  no  water  front.  The  coal  pile  is  spanned  by  two  movable  steel  structures 
known  as  stocking  and  reclaiming  bridges  which  are  capable  of  traveling  the  entire 
length  of  the  pile.  These  bridges  are  heavy  steel  structures,  each  supported  on  32 
wheels  at  each  end,  the  unloader  wharf  affording  support  for  one  end  of  the  bridges  and 
the  reloader  wharf  for  the  other.  The  span  from  center  to  center  of  end  bearings  is 
315  feet.  The  upper  chords  of  each  of  these  bridges  will  support  other  moving  units 
known  as  bridge  diggers.  As  these  can  move  longitudinally  of  the  bridge  and  the 
bridges  move  longitudinally  of  the  pile,  the  bridge  diggers  can  command  any  part  of 
the  storage  pile. 

The  unloader  wharf  also  supports  four  moving  units  known  as  unloaders,  each  of 
which  is  supported  on  16  wheels  which  run  on  two  pairs  of  rails  34  feet  6  inches  center 
to  center.  The  unloaders  have  a  travel  of  slightly  more  than  1,000  feet,  and  command 
the  entire  length  of  the  deep-water  mooring  berth  on  the  unloader  side  of  the  plant. 

The  reloader  wharf  affords  support  for  four  moving  units  known  as  reloaders,  each 
of  which  is  supported  on  16  wheels  which  run  on  two  pairs  of  rails  26  feet  center  to 
center.  The  maximum  range  of  the  reloader  travel  is  such  that  the}'  command  prac- 
tically all  of  the  deep  water  mooring  berth  on  the  reloader  side  of  the  plant.  The  end 
wharf  affords  support  for  a  wharf  bunker  of  1,500  tons  capaciLy,  which  is  provided  for 
the  supply  of  coal  to  tugs  and  other  comparatively  small  craft,  thus  rendering  it 
unnecessary'  to  start  up  the  plant  in  order  to  furnish  a  small  amount  of  coal. 

Surrounding  the  entire  coal  pile  is  a  double-track  elevated  railroad  of  3-foot  gauge 
supported  by  a  steel  viaduct  structure,  the  top  of  rail  being  29  feet  6  inches  above  the 
deck  of  the  wharf.  The  viaduct  is  supported  by  the  unloader  wharf,  end  wharf,  and 
reloader  wharf,  and  by  pile  foundations  at  the  shore  extension.  There  is  about  1,200 
linear  feet  of  storage  track  at  the  same  elevation,  situated  at  the  west  side  of  the  shore 
extension  and  connected  to  the  operating  lines  by  suitable  curves  and  switches. 

The  unloaders  are  operated  by  steam;  the  remainder  of  the  plant  is  operated  by 
electricity  and  all  parts  are  electric  lighted  throughout.  The  current  for  power  and 
lighting  is  alternating,  3  phase,  25  cycles.    The  Panama  Canal  supplies  this  current 
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at  2,300  volts  to  a  substation  included  in  the  contract.  This  substation  is  located 
on  the  west  side  of  the  plant  where  the  reloader  wharf  joins  the  shore  extension.  The 
current  is  stepped  down  to  440  volts  for  power  and  110  volts  for  lighting,  a  part  of 
the  necessary  transformers  being  located  on  the  stocking  and  reclaiming  bridges  and 
the  remainder  in  the  above-mentioned  substation.  The  2,300-volt  current  is 
supplied  from  the  main  Cristobal  substation  and  is  brought  to  the  coaling  plant 
siibstation  through  duct  lines,  submarine  cables  being  used  to  effect  the  crossing  of  the 
French  canal,  which  separates  the  coaling  plant  from  the  mainland. 

Railway  connection  to  the  Panama  Railroad  is  had  by  a  line  cross- 
ing the  French  canal  to  the  south  of  the  Cristobal  dry  dock.  On  the 
coaling  plant  side  of  the  French  canal  the  railroad  connection  is  con- 
tinued in  two  lines,  one  on  the  unloader  side  and  the  other  on  the 
reloader  side  of  the  coaling  plant,  these  lines  being  extended  the  full 
length  of  the  coaling  plant.  The  tracks  on  which  the  stocking  and  re- 
claiming bridges  run  are  of  the  standard  5-foot  gauge  of  the  Panama 
Railroad,  and  they  are  connected  at  their  south  ends  to  the  above 
described  lines,  thus  there  are  four  parallel  lines  of  standard-gauge 
track  extending  the  full  length  of  the  coaling  plant  and  connecting  to 
the  main  line  of  the  Panama  Railroad. 

The  operation  of  the  coal-handling  machinery  is  in  general  as 
follo\ys: 

For  unloading  and  stocking,  coal  is  taken  from  colliers  or  barges  by  one  or  more  of 
the  unloaders,  which  are  equipped  with  25-ton  buckets  and  have  a  normal  rated 
capacity  of  250  tons  per  hour  each.  This  coal  is  delivered  to  cars  running  on  the 
elevated  railroad,  each  car  having  a  capacity  of  10  tons  and  a  speed  of  200  feet  per 
minute.  The  cars  are  stopped  and  started  by  trackmen  working  on  the  viaduct,  no 
attendance  being  necessary  when  the  cars  are  in  motion.  The  cars  are  the  "W" 
bottom  type  and  they  are  dumped  by  the  trackmen  at  the  desired  points.  After 
having  been  filled  with  coal  the  cars  are  started  and  travel  over  a  predetermined  route 
to  the  desired  point  for  duin[jing,  no  throwing  of  switches  being  necessary  in  the  nor- 
mal operation.  For  stocking,  the  cars  must  dump  at  some  point  over  the  coal  pile, 
and  this  is  done  from  a  track  on  the  stocking  and  reclaiming  bridges,  at  about  the 
level  of  the  lower  chords.  These  bridges  are  connected  to  the  elevated  tracks  on  the 
viaduct  paralleling  the  bridge  travel,  by  means  of  sliding  switches  which  move  with 
the  bridges  and  guide  the  cars  on  or  off  the  bridges.  If  the  coal  delivered  to  the  cars 
by  the  unloaders  is  destined  for  the  wharf  bunker  or  the  reloaders,  the  cars  do  not 
necessarily  cross  the  stocking  and  reclaiming  bridges,  although  in  some  cases  this 
route  is  shorter  and  may  be  followed. 

The  coal  is  reclaimed  from  storage  by  means  of  one  or  more  of  the  four  bridge 
diggers  which  run  on  the  top  chords  of  the  two  stocking  and  reclaiming  bridges. 
These  bridge  diggers  are  each  equipped  with  a  5-ton  coal  bucket,  and  each  has  a 
normal  rated  capacity  of  500  tons  per  hour.  The  coal  thus  reclaimed  is  delivered 
by  suitable  hoppers  and  valves  to  the  coal  cars,  which  transport  the  coal  to  the 
desired  point,  which  may  be  the  reloaders  or  wharf  bunker,  or  to  some  other  part 
of  the  storage  pile  by  means  of  the  other  stocking  and  reclainiing  bridge. 

The  wharf  bunker  receives  its  coal  by  means  of  a  series  of  belts  fed  from  a  hopper, 
into  which  the  coal  is  dumped  from  cars.  The  reloaders  are  supplied  with  coal  also  by 
belts.  Each  reloader  is  provided  with  an  appendage  known  as  a  "trailer,"  which 
consists  essentially  of  a  hopper  at  the  lower  end,  supported  on  wheels,  which  receives 
coal  from  the  cars  and  delivers  it  to  an  inclined  belt  supported  by  a  truss  which  con- 
nects the  wheeled  hopper  to  the  reloader  proper;  thus  the  trailer  travels  with  the 
reloader.  From  this  inclined  belt  the  coal  is  delivered  to  a  second  belt  carried  by 
the  reloader  proper,  this  belt  being  supported  by  a  hinged  truss  capable  of  consid- 
erable range  of  motion  in  a  vertical  plane  and  fitted  at  its  water  end  with  a  hinged 
telescopic  chute.  The  hinged  truss  and  chute  are  raised  and  lowered  by  steel  wire 
ropes  passing  over  sheaves  secured  to  the  tower  structure  and  actuated  by  drums, 
whereby  a  very  considerable  range  of  point  of  discharge  is  had.  These  reloaders 
take  the  place  of  the  heavy  and  expensive  wharf  bunkers  which  have  been  provided 
in  most  coaling  plants  elsewhere.  They  are  comparatively  inexpensive  while  af- 
fording a  range  and  capacity  of  dicsharge  equal  to  that  of  a  very  high  wharf  bunker. 

The  weight  of  coal  handled  is  ascertained  by  four  semiautomatic  scales  provided 
at  suitable. points  along  the  elevated  railroad,  and  the  operating  routes  are  such  that 
a  car  must  pafes  over  a  scale  before  reaching  its  point  of  discharge.    It  is.proposed 
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to  use  a  duplicate  system  of  weight  tickets,  on  which  the  scales  will  print  the  weight 
of  each  car,  thus  effecting  an  autoinaiic  check  on  quantities  handled.  A  set  of  stand- 
ard railroad  scales  is  also  provided  for  the  railroad  track  at  the  wharf  level  which 
runs  under  the  unloaders,  thus  ascertaining  the  weight  of  coal  delivered  to  stand- 
ard-gauge railroad  cars  bj'  the  unloader.  For  this  delivery  suitable  valves  and 
chutes  are  provided  on  the  unloaders. 

A  complete  system  of  communication  and  signals,  these  latter  being  both  visible 
and  audible,  is  included  in  the  contract.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  descrip- 
tion that  for  unloading  operations  the  total  normal  rated  capacity  is  1.000  tons  per 
hour  and  for  reclaiming  and  reloading  operations  2,000  tons  per  hour.  To  attain 
these  normal  rated  capacities  the  individual  units  must  work  at  somewhat  higher 
rates  when  the  conditions  are  most  favcrable,  and  the  total  maximum  capacities 
are  1,200  tons  per  hour  for  the  unloaders  and  2,400  tons  per  hour  for  the  bridge  dig- 
gers and  reloaders.  These  rates  cf  handling  are  quite  high,  and  there  are  some 
somewhat  novel  combinations  of  parts  going  to  make  up  the  finished  plant. 

The  illustration  presented  on  page  267  shows  se\'eral  ships  discharg- 
ing and  receiving  coal  at  the  same  time  at  the  Cristobal  plant.  The  un- 
loaders are  on  the  left  and  the  ship  (with  the  white  band  on  the  funnel) 
lying  alongside  the  unloader  wharf  is  one  of  the  Canal  colliers,  which 
has  brought  coal  from  Norfolk.  On  the  right  the  cruiser  Charleston 
(with  four  funnels)  and  a  commercial  ship  are  receiving  coal.  As  the 
unloader  and  reloader  wharves  are  1,000  feet  long,  several  ships  may  be 
handled  at  the  same  time. 

In  the  foreground  of  the  picture,  on  the  end  wharf,  is  the  wharf 
bunker,  which  is  intended  to  be  used  for  loading  in  addition  to  the 
reloaders  on  the  reloader  v.'harf. 

The  subaqueous  storage  is  directly  behind  the  end  wharf.  The  dry 
storage  lies  beyond  the  wet  storage,  and  both  are  stocked  and  emptied 
through  the  agency  of  the  two  traveling  stocking  and  reclaiming 
bridges.  The  bridges  travel  on  trucks  on  the  unloader  and  reloader 
wharves  and  span  the  storage  spaces.  The  viaduct  seen  to  left  and 
right  of  the  wharf  bunker  extends  entirely  around  the  storage  spaces. 

BALBOA  COALING  PLANT. 

The  general  plan  of  the  Balboa  plant  is  materially  different  from 
that  of  the  Cristobal  coaling  pktnt,  due  to  difference  in  local  conditions. 
The  general  functions  of  the  unloader  and  reloader  wharves  are  the 
same  as  at  Cristobal,  but  instead  of  being  parallel  these  wharves  make 
an  angle  of  approximately  135  degrees  with  each  other,  thus  forming  a 
salient  angle.  The  unloader  wharf  is  approximately  850  feet  long  and 
the  reloader  wharf  approximately  750  feet  long.  This  makes  a  total 
length  of  approximately  1,600  feet  of  wharfage,  at  which  there  will  be  a 
depth  of  45  feet  at  mean  sealevel  and  34.4  feet  at  extreme  low  water. 

At  the  Balboa  coaling  plant  the  handling  capacities  arc  approximately 
half  those  at  the  Cristobal  coaling  plant,  there  being  two  unloaders  and 
two  reloaders  at  the  Balboa  plant.  The  transfer  of  coal  is  effected  by 
means  of  10-ton  electric  cars  running  on  a  single-track  elevated  rail- 
road of  the  same  gauge  as  at  Cristobal,  this  track  being  supported  in 
part  by  a  steel  viaduct  and  in  pa.rt  by  concrete  piers  built  in  connec- 
tion with  the  general  substructure.  The  Balboa  cars  dump  on  one 
side  only;  at  Cristobal  they  dump  on  both  sides.  They  receive  coal 
either  from  the  unloaders  or  from  the  berm  cranes  and  dump  directly 
into  the  storage  pile  or  to  the  hoppers  of  the  wharf  bunker  or  of  the 
reloaders,  as  desired.  The  wharf  bunker  and  reloaders  are  practically 
the  same  as  described  for  Cristobal.  The  current  for  lighting  and  power 
at  Balboa  is  the  same  as  at  Cristobal  so  far  as  the  contract  work  is 
concerned,  and  is  brought  to  the  contractor's  substation  from  the  main 
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Balboa  substation  by  cables  and  duct  lines  supplied  by  The  Panama 
Canal. 

The  stocking  and  reclaiming  of  coal  is  done  by  means  of  four  berm  cranes  of  the 
cantilever  type  which  were  remodelled  from  the  cranes  used  at  the  concrete  hand- 
ling plant  for  the  Pacific  locks.  They  consist  of  a  central  tower  supporting  two  can- 
tilever arms  which  command  the  fuH  width  of  the  coal  pile.  The  tower  rests  on 
wheels  which  run  en  two  5-foot  gauge  tracks,  50  feet  apart,  traversing  the  central  part 
of  the  stock  pile  and  paralleling  the  unloader  wharf.  The  stocking  operation  is 
effected  by  dumping  from  the  conveyor  cars  on  the  viaduct  directly  into  the  storage 
space  back  of  the  unloader  wharf.  The  berm  cranes  pick  up  the  coal  in  Gjrab  buckets 
and  distribute  it  wherever  desired  in  the  stock  pile.  Reclaiming  is  done  oy  dumping 
the  reclaimed  coal  into  hoppers  situated  in  the  towers  of  the  berm  cranes,  from  whicH 
it  is  loaded  into  conveyor  cars  on  the  trestle  which  parallels  the  berm  crane  tracks, 
near  the  center  of  the  stock  pile.  The  four  berm  cranes  are  operated  by  direct  cur- 
rent, and  provision  is  being  made  in  the  coaling  plant  substation  for  housing  the  nec- 
essary rotar}'  converters,  which  are  on  hand. 


Schedule  of  Rates  for  Supplies  and  Services  Furn'shed  to  Shipping. 

The  Panama  Canal  has  issued  "Tariff  No.  1,"  publishing  the  schedule 
of  rates  for  supplies  and  services  furnished  to  shipping  and  allied  inter- 
ests at  the  Panama  Canal.  It  is  effective  January  1,  1917,  and  super- 
sedes Panama  Railroad  circular  No.  500-B,  issued  January '29,  1916, 
and  all  supplements  thereto,  and  all  Panama  Canal  circulars  fixing  rates 
for  furnishing  supplies  and  services  included  \\ithin  the  terms  of  this 
tariff.  All  changes,  hov.ever,  which  affect  the  rates  contained  in  circu- 
lar No.-500-B  and  supplements  thereof  are  to  be  made  effective  Febru- 
ary 15,  1917. _ 

The  tariff  is  published  in  the  .same  size  and  binding  as  the  "Sailing 
Directions  and  General  Information,"  and  forms  a  supplement  to  the 
latter.  It  contains  an  introductory  section  on  general  conditions, 
followed  by  items  on  tolls;  pilotage;  handling  lines  in  locks;  tugs  and 
clapets ;  launches  and  very  small  tugs ;  lighters ;  pangas  or  whaleboa.ts ; 
floating  cranes;  divers;  repa.irs;  Mrecking  operations;  dry  docks; 
wharfage;  moorings  to  buoys;  shifting  berth;  storage  on  docks; 
stevedoring  and  transferring  ci\rgo ;  right  of  basin ;  ashes  and  garbage ; 
coal;  fuel  and  diesel  oils;  water;  provisions  and  supplies;  ice; 
Iaundr3';  medical  supplies;  medical  and  hospital  treatment;  quaran- 
tine; rat  guards;  bills  of  health;  Hotel  Washington;  Hotel  Tivoli; 
Panama  Railroad  passenger  tariff;    special  trains;    cablegrams. 

A  general  distribution  of  the  tariff  is  to  be  made  to  a,ll  shipping 
interests.  The  Washington  ofhce  of  The  Panama  Canal  has  a  supply 
for  distribution  in  tlie  United  States  and  abroad,  and  a  local  distribu- 
tion has  been  made  on  the  Isthmus.  The  Port  Captains  will  supply 
copies  to  ships  arriving  at  the  Canal  for  transit. 

EcT'-iipment  for  Alaska  Wilt  Probaoly  Be  Snipped  Next  Month. 

The  cargo  of  equipment  formerly  used  on  the  Canal  which  has  been 
prepared  for  shipment  to  the  Alaskan  Engineering  Commission,  as 
noted  in  The  Canal  Record  of  June  14,  1916,  is  still  awaiting  transpor- 
tation. It  is  stored  on  the  old  French  pier  at  Balboa.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  it  will  be  lifted  some  time  in  Febru.ary  by  the  steamship 
Turret  Crown,  which  is  due  February  15.  The  only  material  which  has 
gone  forvva.rd  from  the  Canal  for  the  Alaskan  Engineering  Commission 
is  a  shipment  of  47,000  pounds  of  copper  wire,  which  was  forwarded 
to  San  Francisco  on  September  21  on  the  steamship  San  Juan  of 
the  Paxific  Mail  Steamship  Company. 

The  material  waiting  on  the  pier  consists  of  50  Lidgerwood  flat  cars,

11  locomotives,  2  steamshovels,  and  5  dump  cars.  The  Commission 
has  sent  in  an  order  for  four  large  locomotives  in  addition  to  the  above, 
50  fiat  cars,  and  45  dump  cars,  and  it  is  expected  to  have  them  ready  for 
the  Turret  Crown. 

Of  the  material  which  has  been  in  readiness  under  the  previous 
order,  four  of  the  locomotives  are  of  the  kind  known  on  the  Isthmus  as 
the  201-type,  which  is  a  mogul  type,  class  2-6-0,  weighing  112|  tons 
with  the  tender  and  having  a  length  over  all  of  62  feet  2  inches;  one 
is  of  the  301-type,  essentially  the  type  of  the  201  but  smaller,  having 
weight  of  105  tons  and  length  over  all  of  59  feet  2  inches;  and  six  are 
42-inch  gauge  engines  carrying  all  weight  on  the  drivers  (type  0-6-0) 
for  hauling  on  steep  grades,  with  a  weight  of  33.4  tons  and  length 
over  all  of  28  feet  1 1  inches.  The  two  steamshovels  are  70-ton  Bucyrus. 
The  dump  cars  are  12-yard  Oliver.  All  of  the  rolling  stock  except  the 
narrow  gauge  locomotives  has  been  changed  from  the  Isthmian  stand- 
ard gauge  of  5  feet4;o  the  United  States  standard  of  4  feet  8§  inches. 


Notice  to  Mariners. — Margarita  Island  Range  Llglits  Ghan^sd. 

The  two  range  lights  on  Margarita  Island  were  changed  from  white 
lights  to  fixed  red  lights  on  January  8,  1917. 


Interruption  of  Traffic  by  East  Gulebra  Slide. 

A  movement  of  a  section  of  the  east  Culebra  slide  about  1,000  feet 
north  of  Gold  Hill  caused  the  suspension  of  traffic  through  the  Canal 
on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  January  10  and  11.  The  three  large 
dipper  dredges,'  Cascadas,  Gamhoa,  and  Paraiso,  were  concentrated  on 
the  obstruction,  and  traffic  was  resumed  on  January  12,  Conditions 
have  been  restored  to  normal. 


Higher  Rate  on  Iron  and  Steel  Scrap  Shipments. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  has  published  supplement 
No.  1  to  freight  tarfff  No.  18,  publishing  freight  rates  from  Colon  and 
Cristobal  to  New  York.  The  supplement  increases  rates  on  iron  and 
steel  scrap  and  relative  commodities  a.bout  25  per  cent.  It  is  effective 
January  23,  1917. 

Ward  Line  Can  Not  Take  Passengers  From  Cristobal. 

The  local  agents  of  the  New  York  a.nd  Cuba  Mail  Steamship  Com- 
pany (Ward  Line)  have  notified  The  Panama  Canal  that  the  line  will 
be  unable,  until  further  notice,  to  handle  passengers  between  Cristobal 
and  New  York  in  either  direction. 


Sea  Post  on  Panama  Railroad  Stiips  Discontinued. 

The  sea  post  on  the  ships  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line 
has  been  discontinued.  The  last  service  was  on  the  Advance,  sailing 
from  Cristobal  for  New  York  on  January  10,  which  was  in  accordance 
with  the  orders  ot  the  Post  Office  Department  ot  the  United  States 
that  the  service  would  terminate  on  the  completion  of  the  round  trips 
begun  by  the  clerks  at  New  York  prior  to  January  1,  1917.  The 
service  had  been  under  the  supervision  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent 
of  the  Division  of  Foreign  M.iils.  Discontinuance  is  attributed  to 
reasons  of  economy,  as  the  business  has  not  been  justifying  the  expense. 
About  fifty  per  cent  of  the  mail  from  the  Isthmus  for  the  United  States 
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goes  via  New  Orleans.  At  the  time  the  sea  post  was  established  the 
Panama  Railroad  ships  carried  practically  all  of  the  mail. 

The  omission  of  the  service  will  probably  not  be  felt  very,  generally 
on  the  Canal  Zone.  The  New  York  office  will  work  the  mail  for  the 
Canal  Zone  up  to  the  time  of  closing,  which  is  at  12  m.  of  the  day  of 
sailing,  and  such  mail,  received  before  closing  time,  will  be  ready  for 
immediate  despatch  to  the  Canal  Zone  offices  on  arrival  at  Cristobal. 
In  the  case,  however,  of  the  mail  for  the  Isthmus  received  at  the  New 
York  office  between  closing  time  and  the  sailing  of  the  ship,  which  may 
amount  to  as  much  as  30  sacks,  there  will  be  about  half  a  day's  delay 
at  Cristobal,  because  this  will  be  despatched  in  bulk  to  Cristobal  and 
will  have  to  be  reworked  on  arrival  for  local  distribution. 

The  absence  of  the  sea  post  will  not  interfere  with  the  delivery  of 
letters  to  passengers  on  the  ships.  Such  letters  will  be  delivered  by  the 
Cristobal  post  office  (or  the  New  York  office  on  outward  voyages)  to 
the  ship  and  handled  by  the  purser.  In  the  same  way,  letters  may 
be  mailed  aboard  ship  by  handing  them  to  the  purser. 

The  sea  post  was  of  considerable  service  in  working  mail  from  the 
Isthmus  tor  ready  despatch  on  arrival  at  New  York,  where  it  is  taken 
off  by  a  mail  boat  before  the  ship  reaches  her  dock.  A  service  of  greater 
importance  was  in  working  the  South  American  mails,  which  fre- 
quently amounted  to  400  or  500  bags.  It  is  probable  that  this  need  will 
eventually  be  met  by  making  Cristobal  an  international  exchange 
office,  on  which  miil  can  be  pouched  from  New  York  to  be  reworked 
for  the  west  coast  distribution,  and  mail  from  South  America  can  be 
sorted  for  northern  points.

The  ship  is  due  to  arrive  at  the  Isthmus  en  February  3.  The  first 
sailing  from  New  York  in  the  service  will  be  that  of  the  Tagus  on 
February  10.

New  York  to  Santiago,  the.icc  L.  >  Kingston,  then  to  Colon ;    from  Colon 
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a  side  trip  to  Puerto  Colombia  and  Cartagena,  Colombia,  returning 
to  Colon;  sailing  from  Colon  to  Kingston,  Santiago,  and  New  York.

Board  on  Rates  of  Fay. 

The  board  of  rates  on  pay  for  gold  employees  held  its  opening 
session  in  the  board  room  of  the  Administration  Building  in  the 
afternoon  of  Monday,  January  15.  The  board  will  consider  data 
submitted  by  the  clifTerent  labor  organizations  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
in  accordance  with  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  at 
the  initial  meeting: 

Committees  of  various  classes  of  employees,  or  of  organizations  of  employees,  that 
desire  a  hearing  before  the  board  on  gold  rates  of  pay,  may  communicate  with  the 
secretary  of  the  board  (telephone,  Balboa,  No.  14  Governor's  private  branch  exchange) 
who  will  arrange  a  date  for  each  hearing.  Committees  should  consist  of  not  more  than 
three  members.  The  hearings  must  be  completed  not  later  than  February  5.  The 
board  is  authorized  to  consider  only  data  of  compensation  paid  for  similar  services 
under  the  Government  in  continental  United  States,  except  in  cases  where  the  class 
of  service  is  not  comparable  with  any  in  the  Government  service,  when  data  relating 
to  wages  in  private  employ  in  the  United  States  will  be  considered.  Information 
concerning  the  cost  of  living,  effect  of  climate,  and  similar  conditions  will  not  be 
considered. 

Registrat'o.i  of  Buildings. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  January  8,  1917. 
Circular,  No.  696-2; 

\  1.  For  the  purpose  of  record,  all  buildings  in  the  Canal  Zone,  including  those  now 
authorized,  and  all  buildings  hereafter  constructed,  shall  be  numbered  and  registered. 
The  numbers  shall  be  2^  inches  high  and  painted  and  maintained  in  a  conspicuous 
place  near  the  main  entrance  of  the  building,  unless  otherwise  approved  by  the 
Municipal   Engineer. 

2.  The  registration  of  buildings  now  erected  or  in  course  of  erection  or  authorized, 
will  be  accomplished  under  instructions  which  will  be  issued  by  the  Chief  Quarter- 
master. 

3.  Application  for  registration  of  buildings  hereafter  authorized  wil!  be  made  by  the 
individual  or  corporation,  or  official  of  The  Panama  Canal  or  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany who  is  responsible  for  the  construction,  on  form  PC  2156.  This  form,  after 
completion  by  the  Municipal  Engineer,  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant  through  the 
district  quartermaster. 

4.  The  work  of  construction  will  not  be  considered  complete  until  the  building  has 
been  marked  with  the  registration  number  assigned  it  by  the  Municipal  Engineer. 

5.  The  following  structures  are  not  considered  as  buildings  within  the  meaning  of 
the  above  provisions:  Guard  or  sentry  boxes,  switchmen's  shelters,  earth  closets, 
shelters  from  the  weather  the  sides  of  which  are  not  enclosed,  and  temporary  struc- 
tures erected  for  the  shelter  of  men  or  material  which  are  required  during  the  process 
of  construction  of  permanent  buildings;  but  these  temporary  structures  will  be 
demolished  on  completion  of  the  permanent  work. 

6.  An  addition  shall  not  be  made  to  a  building,  nor  shall  a  building  be  used  for 
another  purpose  than  that  stated  on  its  registration,  without  the  approval  of  the 
Municipal  Engineer,  returned  through  the  district  quartermaster  of  the  district  in 
which  the  building  is  located.  Permission  to  use  as  a  habitation  a  building  which  was 
constructed  for  another  purpose  will  not  be  given  without  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Health  Officer. 

7.  Copies  of  form  PC  2156  may  be  obtained  from  the  district  superintendents 
of  the  Municipal  Division,  district  quartermasters,  or  by  requisition  upon  the 
Foreman  Printer,  Mount  Hope.

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Additions  to  the  Shipping  Accommodations  of  the  Pacific. 

It  is  reported  that  arrangements  have  been  completed  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  floating  dry  dock  at  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,  to  be 
capable  of  handling  ships  of  18,000  tons,  which  is  stated  to  be  the 
measure  of  maximum  requirements  on  the  Pacific  at  this  time.  This 
will  be  an  important  addition  to  the  shipping  facilities  of  the  upper 
coast  and  is  regarded  as  indicative  of  marine  development  on  the 
Pacific,  which  promises  to  be  rapid.  A  new  dry  dock  has  recently 
been  put  in  service  at  Prince  Rupert,  British  Columbia.  Its  first  big 
ship  was  the  Orbila,  which  is  550  feet  in  length  by  67  feet  3  inches  beam. 

The  largest  dry  dock  on  the  Pacific  is  the  1,000-foot  dock  at  Balboa. 
It  is  capable  of  handling  the  largest  ships  afloat,  and  is  said  to  be  third 
in  size  among  the  dry  docks  of  the  world,  the  two  which  are  larger  than 
it  being  one  in  England  and  that  under  construction  at  Boston, 
Massachusetts. 


Facilitating  Trade  between  Ne%v  Zealand  and  the  Atlantic  Seaboard  ol 

North  America. 

In  line  with  the  development  of  trade  between  New  Zealand  and 
Atlantic  ports  of  Canada  and  the  United  States,  the  Bank  of  New 
Zealand  has  arranged  for  the  establishm_ent  of  dollar  credits  with  banks 
in  America.  The  diversion  of  lines  of  steamships  through  the  Canal 
has  been  an  important  factor  in  building  up  the  trade  between  these 
countries.  Although  most  of  the  traffic  through  the  Canal  to  and  from 
New  Zealand  is  in  connection  with  Great  Britain,  an  increasing  quantity 
of  cargo  is  handled  through  American  ports.  Most  of  the  American 
shipments  to  and  from  New  Zealand  are  handled  by  the  New  Zealand 
Shipping  Company,  the  Federal  Steam  Navigation  Company,  the 
EUerman  and  Bucknall  Lines,  and  the  Union  Steamship  Company  of 
New   Zealand. 


Canal  Traffic  in  December. 

The  cargo  carried  through  the  Panama  Canal  in  the  month  of 
December,  1916,  amounted  to  547,683  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  This 
amount  exceeds  the  total  for  November,  1916,  but  does  not  equal  the 
amount  for  October,  the  totals  for  these  months  being  519,043  and 
647,893  tons,  respectively.  The  total  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  in 
December  was  483,814  tons,  according  to  the  rules  for  measurement 
for  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  155,  which 
number  has  been  exceeded  but  once  since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal — 
in  October,  1916,  when  the  number  was  158. 

With  respect  to  nationality,  the  British  ships  were  nearly  twice 
as  many  as  the  United  States  and  were  more  than  four  times  the  num- 
ber of  the  Norwegian  vessels,  the  next  highest,  respectively,  in  number. 
The  numbers  of  ships  of  the  several  nations  with  their  aggregate  net 
tonnages  and  the  aggregate  of  the  cargoes  carried  by  them,  are  pre- 
sented in  a  table  on  the  next  page:

Vessels  in  the  United  States  Government  service  included  the  collier 
Nereus  with  a  cargo  of  naval  stores  from  San  Francisco  to  Norfolk; 
the  Army  transport 5?//(7rcJ,  bound  from  New  York  to  Iquique;  the 
mine-planter  Gen.  J.  M.  Schofield,  from  Hampton  Roads  to  Balboa; 
and  the  Norwegian  motorship  George  Washington,  carrying  coal  for 
the  Government  from  Norfolk  to  Tiburon.  No  tolls  are  collected 
from  ships  in  the  service  of  the  Government. 

TOLLS. 

The  tolls  earned  in  December  amounted  to  $447,015.82.  Of  this 
amount  $231,778.48  was  from  ships  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific  and  $215,237.34  from  ships  passing  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Atlantic. 

The  tolls  on  ships  in  the  United  States  coastwise  trade  amounted  to 
$8,026.80.  This  amount  was  collected  from  ships  bound  from  Pacific 
to  Atlantic,  there  being  no  tolls  paid  by  coastwise  vessels  going  from 
Atlantic  to  Pacific.

The  total  length  of  ships  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  was  28,064  feet 
9  inches;  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic,  25,040  feet  3  inches. 

The  aggregate  length  of  all  the  vessels  was  53,105  feet  or  10.05  statute 
miles.  The  average  length  was  343.6  feet.  The  shortest  vessel  to  make 
the  transit  was  the  Marjorie,  a  69-foot  motorboat;  the  longest  vessel 
was  the  Nereus,  having  a  length  of  500  feet. 

The  average  draft  of  all  the  vessels  was  23.1  feet.  The  vessel  with 
the  least  draft  was  the  Marjorie,  drawing  6  feet,  while  the  deepest 
draft  was  that  of  the  Edward  Luckenbach,  which  was  drawing  31  feet 
at  the  time  of  transit.

The  Civil  Service  manual  of  examinations  for  the  spring  of  1917  and  the  pamphlet 
containing  information  for  applicants  for  stenographer  and  typewriter  examinations 
have  been  received  by  the  board  of  local  examiners,  Balboa  Heights,  and  are  ready 
for  distribution. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  women  will  be  admitted  to  the  examination  for 
clerk  as  well  as  to  the  examination  for  stenographer  and  typewriter,  and  that  the 
paragraph  in  the  manual  referring  to  the  clerk  examination  should  be  so  interpreted. 

The  board  has  been  authorized  to  announce  that  examinations  for  clerk  and  sten- 
ographer and  typewriter  will  be  held  regularly  in  the  spring  and  fall  of  each  year. 

The  dates  of  the  regular  spring  examinations  for  1917  will  be  announced  in  the 
next  issue  of  The  Panama  Canal  Record. 


Weather  Notes  for  the  Year  1916. 


The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  generally  above  the  normal  over  the  Pacific  section 
and  the  southern  part  of  the  central  section,  while  over  the  northern  jmrt  of  the  central 
section  and  the  whole  Atlantic  section,  there  was  a  marked  deficiency  of  rainfall.  The 
annual  totals  ranged  from  119.13  inches  at  the  Chillibrillo  station  to  75.06  inches  at 
Balboa.  The  dry  sea.son  rainfall  over  the  Pacific  section  amounted  to  11  per  cent 
of  the  annual  total ;  10  per  cent  in  the  central  section ;  and  12  per  cent  in  the  Atlantic 
section.  March  was  the  month  of  least  rainfall,  and  October  and  November  were  the 
months  of  greatest  rainfall.  The  maxinmm  24-hour  rainfall  during  the  year  was  8.17 
inches,  at  Brazos  Brook  on  November  16  and  17. 

The  average  air  temperature  for  the  year  was  approximately  1°  F.  above  normal  on 
the  Atlantic  coast  and  1°  F.  below  normal  on  the  Pacific.  The  atmospheric  pressure, 
relative  humidity,  and  daytime  cloudiness  were  above  the  average  on  both  coasts, 
while  the  wind  movement  was  slightly  below  the  average.  The  temperature  of  the 
sea  water  was  nearly  normal,  while  the  evaporation  was  slightly  below  the  normal 
on  the  Pacific  coast  and  slightly  above  on  the  Atlantic.  Over  the  Gatun  Lake  there 
was  a  slight  deficiency  in  the  evaporation. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel  were  as  follows:  Mean  for 
the  year,  86.37;    maximum,  on  November  17,  86.85;    minimum,  on  May  5,  85.90. 

Evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  61.540  inches  through  the  year,  an 
average  of  5.1283  inches  per  month.

Treatment  in  Hospitals  and  Elsewhere. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  December  27,  1916. 

Circular  No.  618-11  (superseding  all  previous  circulars  of  the  618  series  and  modify- 
ing Circular  624): 
The  following  rates  and  regulations  governing  medical  and  hospital  services  are 

efTective  on  and  after  January  1,  1917: 

1.  Employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  in  case 
of  illness  or  injury  will  receive  free  treatment  in  the  hospitals  of  The  Panama  Canal, 
except  in  cases  of  alcoholism  or  venereal  disease. 

2.  An  employee  who  is  not  ill  or  injured,  but  who  desires  hospital  treatment  or  a 
surgical  operation  for  his  own  convenience  or  for  cosmetic  or  other  reasons,  when  such 
hospital  treatment  or  operalion  is  not  considered  as  necessary  to  preserve  or  maintain 
the  employee's  health  or  efficiency,  will  be  charged  for  hospital  care  and  treatment 
and  for  surgical  operation  or  X-ray  examination  at  the  rates  specified  for  families  of 
employees. 

3.  Employees  will  be  admitted  to  the  hospitals  of  The  Panama  Canal  upon  request 
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made  by  a  physician  in  the  employ  of  the  Health  Department  or  by  the  official  head 
of  the  department  or  division  in  which  they  are  employed. 

4.  Form  PC-821,  "Request  for  medical  treatment,"  properly  filled  out,  will  be 
required  before  sending  silver  employees  or  members  of  their  families  to  hospitals. 
The  necessities  of  patients  will  be  given  first  consideration,  and  no  one  in  urgent  need 
of  hospital  care  will  be  refused  admission. 

5.  Officials  who  issue  "Requests  for  medical  treatment,"  will  see  that  they  bear 
not  only  the  metal  check  number  but  the  name  of  the  employee  as  it  appears  on  the 
payroll.  Special  care  should  be  used  to  obtain  the  full  name  of  patient,  as  much 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  identifying  employees  on  account  of  incomplete  or  incorrect 
names  being  given. 

6.  Employees  living  with  their  families  in  Government  quarters  who,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  visiting  physician  can  not  safely  or  conveniently  report  at  the  dis- 
pensary for  treatment,  shall,  if  they  so  desire,  be  treated  at  their  homes  without 
charge,  except  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  district  physician  convalescence  may  be 
unduly  prolonged. 

7.  The  family  of  an  employee  shall  be  understood  to  include  those  persons  who  are 
members  of  his  immediate  household,  and  dependent  upon  him. 

8.  Employees  holding  silver  family  quarters  regularly  assigned  to  them  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  payment  of  the  hospital  bills  of  any  nonemployees  allowed  to  live 
in  their  cjuarters  with  them,  and  will  be  required  to  see  that  no  nonemployees  are 
allowed  to  live  in  their  quarters  unless  they  are  willing  to  be  responsible  for  the 
hospital  treatment  of  such  nonemployees  in  case  it  should  at  any  time  be  necessary 
to  send  them  to  the  hospital. 

9.  District  physicians  who  send  nonemployees  to  the  hospital  will  ascertain  if  the 
patient  has  been  occupying  Canal  quarters,  and  if  so  will  secure  and  furnish  the 
superintendent  of  the  hospital  the  name  of  the  employee  holding  the  quarters,  his 
check  number,  and  the  division  for  which  he  works,  so  that  payroll  deduction  can  be 
made  unless  bill  is  otherwise  settled. 

10.  The  members  of  families  of  employees  may  consult  their  district  physician  free 
of  charge.  On  the  recommendation  of  their  district  physician  they  may  also  consult 
hospital  physicians  free  of  charge. 

11.  For  dependent  members  of  employees'  families  and  others  entitled  to  the  same 
rates,  all  surgical  operations  and  X-ray  examinations  will  be  charged  for  at  rates 
based  on  the  estimated  cost  of  the  operation  or  examination.  The  minimum  charge 
for  families  of  employees  and  othprs  entitled  to  the  same  rates,  will  be  50  cents  for 
this  class  of  cases  when  the  person  responsible  for  the  charge  receives  $50  or  less  per 
month  and  $1  for  all  others.  The  maximum  charge  for  families  of  employees  and 
others  entitled  to  the  same  rates,  will  be  S5  when  the  responsible  person  receives 
$50  per  month  or  less,  and  $25  for  all  others. 

12.  Charges  for  operations  and  other  professional  services  on  private  pay  patients 
will  be  made  in  accordance  with  similar  charges  for  the  same  services  rendered  in 
other  institutions,  to  be  determined  in  each  case  by  the  superintendents  of  Ancon 
and  Colon  Hospitals,  respectively. 

13.  Persons  having,  or  suspected  of  having,  contagious  or  infectious  diseases,  who 
are  sent  to  the  hospital  for  the  protection  of  the  public,  shall  receive  treatment  without 
charge. 

14.  The  indigent  sick,  insane,  and  lepers  of  the  Republic  of  Panama,  shall  be 
admitted  to  such  hospitals  as  may  be  designated  for  their  reception,  upon  the  request 
of  a  duly  authorized  official  of  the  Republic,  bills  to  be  rendered  against  the  Republic 
of  Panama. 

15.  When  Canal  Zone  school  children  are  sent  to  hospital  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  district  physician  as  a  result  of  his  inspection,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  any 
necessary  operation;  if  admission  to  hospital  is  necessary,  regular  rates  will  be 
charged  for  hospital  treatment. 

16.  In  case  of  emergency,  or  where  humanity  or  the  public  good  requires  it,  a 
physician  may  depart  from  these  regulations,  but  in  each  such  case  a  written  report 
shall  be  made  immediately  to  the  Chief  Health  Officer.  The  superintendents  of  Ancon 
and  Colon  Hospitals  may  make  such  reductions,  not  to  exceed  50  per  cent  from 
the  minimum  charges  for  operations  and  hospital  treatment,  as  may  be  necessary 
on  account  of  lack  of  means  of  the  patient.  A  written  report  of  all  such  cases  shall  be 
made  immediately  to  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  the  Auditor. 
The  Chief  Health  Officer  may,  in  case  of  destitution,  remit  the  charges  entirely. 

17.  The  charges  for  treatment  shall  be  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 
Where  the  charges  in  any  case  are  not  specifically  provided  for  in  tiie  accompanying 
table,  the  charges  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Chief  Health  Officer,  based  on  the  charges 
herein  prescribed.

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The  "Nicaraguan"  Arrives  for  Repairs  alter  Grounding. 

The  steamship  Nicaraguan,  which  had  run  aground  near  Bluefields 
early  in  the  month,  arrived  at  Cristobal  in  the  morning  of  January  26 
in  tow  of  the  tug  R.  W.  Wilmot,  to  go  into  dry  dock.  She  went  through 
the  Canal  on  the  same  day  to  be  docked  at  Balboa  and  is  now  being 
repaired  there.  The  Nicaraguan  is  228  feet  in  length  by  32  foot  beam, 
and  carries  a  crew  of  25.  The  distance  from  Bluefields  to  Colon  is 
276  miles. 

The  dry  dock  at  Cristobal  is  large  enough  to  have  handled  the  iVica- 
raguan,  but  the  nature  of  the  repairs,  involving  among  other  things  the 
fitting  of  55  shell  plates  and  the  replacing  of  a  number  of  floors  and 
frames,  was  such  that  the  work  could  be  done  more  satisfactorily  and 
economically  by  docking  the  ship  in  access  to  the  extensive  shop 
facilities  at  Balboa. 

Toll  Chargjes  on  Ships  Passing  through  the  Canal  to  Go  into  Dry  Dock. 

Shipping  operators  and  agents  should  note  that  vessels  which  pass 
through  the  Canal  for  the  purpose  of  going  into  dry  dock  are  charged 
the  regular  tolls.  These  are  $1.20  per  net  ton,  Panama  Canal  measure- 
ment, for  ships  carrying  cargo  and  72  cents  per  net  ton  for  those  in 
ballast,  with  the  regulation  that  the  amount  collectible  shall  not  be 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  75  cents  per  net  ton  on  the  basis  of  measure- 
ment for  registry  in  the  United  States  or  more  than  the  equivalent  of 
$1.25  per  net  United  States  registry  ton. 

These  charges  have  been  fixed  by  Congress  and  the  President,  and 
there  is  no  authority  for  their  remission  or  for  a  lower  rate  on  ships 
making  the  transit  to  reach  one  of  the  terminal  dry  docks. 

The  dock  at  Balboa  is  1,(700  feet  long,  110  feet  wide,  with  a  depth  of 
35  feet  over  the  blocks  at  mean  tide.  High  tides  vary  from  four  to 
ten  feet  above  mean  tide.  The  dock  at  Cristobal  is  300  feet  long,  and 
48  feet  wide,  with  a  draft  at  mean  high  water  of  13  feet  6  inches  over 
the  blocks.  Occasionally  the  depth  of  water  reaches  14  feet  6  inches 
but  not  more  than  13  feet  6  inches  can  be  counted  upon. 


CANAL  WORK  IN  DECEMBER,  1916. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Acting  Governor  to  the  Secretary 
of  War  for  the  month  of  December,  1916:

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus  for  tht 
month  of  December,  1916: 

CANAL  BUSINESS. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-five  oceangoing  ships  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal  during 
the  month,  82  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  73  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic. 
The  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  these  ships  was  483,814  tons,  according  to  the  Panama 
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Canal  rules  of  measurement,  and  the  total  quantity  of  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal 
was  547,683  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  Ships  making  the  transit  were  divided  by  nation- 
alities as  follows:  British,  63;  United  States,  37;  Norwegian,  15;  Chilean,  8; 
Peruvian,  7;  Dutch,  6;  Japanese,  5;  Danish,  4;  Costa  Rican,  3;  Swedish,  3; 
Spanish,  2;  Cuban,  1;  iVIexican,  1.  Traffic  was  greater  by  seven  ships  and  47,610 
net  tons,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  than  for  the  month  of  November. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $447,015.82,  and  deposits  were  made  with  assistant 
treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $346,532.55,  to  be  applied  on  payment 
of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  commissary  sup- 
plies to  ships  aggregated  $29,023.24;  of  ice,  $766.30;  and  of  supplies  from  the 
storehouses,    $32,839.99.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
launches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  trafific.  Dredging 
equipment  is  not  included. 

The  installation  of  the  upper  regulating  valves  at  Pedro  Miguel  was  completed 
during  the  month,  and  this  completed  all  work  on  both  sets  of  valves  at  Pedro  Miguel. 
Work  on  the  lower  regulating  valves  at  Miraflores  was  completed  during  the  month, 
and  that  on  the  upper  valves  was  approximately  77  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the 
month. 

A  machine  for  applying  a  protective  coating  of  zinc  on  other  metals  by  a  process 
of  hot  spraying  was  received  at  Gatun  Locks  during  the  month,  under  lease  from  the 
manufacturers.  Experiments  were  begun  by  coating  sample  pieces  of  different 
metals  and  immersing  them  in  sea  water  in  order  to  observe  to  what  e.xtent  they  will 
be  protected.  >t  is  hoped  that  the  process  may  prove  effective  for  protecting  im- 
mersed valve  parts  against  electrolytic  action  and  other  forms  of  corrosion. 
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TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 
Atlantic  terminals — EflFectlve  December  1  the  organization  of  the  Engineer  of 
Docks  was  transferred  from  the  Panama  Railroad  to  The  Panama  Canal.  The  work 
on  the  final  borings  for  Pier  6  was  advanced  to  40  per  cent  of  completion;  20  holes, 
with  a  penetration,  of  1,651  feet  of  wash  drilling,  were  drilled  during  the  month, 
making  the  total  51  holes,  with  3,897  feet  of  drilling.  Nine  hundred  linear  feet  of 
trestle  for  the  construction  of  Pier  6  were  driven  during  December,  making  the  total 
to  the  end  of  the  month  978  feet,  which  is  75  per  cent  of  the  total  required.  One 
hundred  and  fifteen  linear  feet  of  steel  cylinders  were  placed  during  the  month,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  135  linear  feet  in  place.  Material  for  approximately  500  feet  arrived 
from  the  United  States  during  the  month;  this  is  4  per  cent  of  the  quantity  to  be 
furnished.  The  work  of  excavating  the  cylinders  was  begun  in  December,  and  68.4 
cubic  yards  of  material  were  removed. 

No  caissons  were  driven  during  the  month  for  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house, 
on  account  of  the  nonarrival  of  material.  Ninety-six  cubic  yards  of  material  were 
excavated  from  the  cylinders  already  in  place. 

On  the  extension  of  the  Cristobal  mole,  7,683  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  from  the 
Mount  Hope  borrow  pit  and  3,535  cubic  yards  of  hard  rock  and  dirt  removed  from 
the  shore  end  of  the  mole  were  dumped  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  67,048 
cubic  yards  to  January  1,  or  25  per  cent  of  the  estimated  amount  required.  Three 
hundred  and  seventy-five  yards  of  hard  rock  were  dumped  for  armoring  the  mole 
extension;  this  is  one  per  cent  of  the  estimated  quantity  required.  The  approach  fill 
for  Pier  6  and  the  fill  for  the  track  yard  were  completed  during  the  month.  The 
total  quantity  of  fill  in  this  job  was  129,448  cubic  yards,  of  which  4,293  cubic  yards 
were  placed  in  December.  The  latter  included  1,200  cubic  yards  from  the  shore  end 
of  the  mcle.  The  work  of  armoring  the  fill  for  track  yard  in  rear  of  the  Cristobal 
fire  station  was  begun,  and  1,970  cubic  yards  of  hard  rock  recovered  from  the  shore 
end  of  the  mole  were  used  for  this  purpose.  This  was  12  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
requirements. 

The  work  on  the  East  Breakwater  having  been  brought  to  completion,  the  organiza- 
tion was  disbanded  on  December  23.  During  the  month  the  force  completed  a 
temporary  tie  up  station  for  the  submarines  and  constructed  a  bunkhouse  for  their 
crews.  The  log  saw  mill  cut  ties  for  the  fortifications  section  and  for  Pier  6  during  the 
month,  sawing  in  all  131,479  feet,  board  measure,  of  lumber  from  salvaged  trestle 
material.    The  mill  was  transferred  to  the  fortifications  section  on  December  21. 

The  handling  machinery  for  the  Cristobal  coaling  plant  was  accepted  during  the 
month  as  essentially  complete,  and  the  only  work  which  was  being  done  in  connection 
with  it  by  the  contractors  at  the  end  of  the  month  consisted  of  making  certain  adjust- 
m.ents  and  changes  which  were  deemed  expedient  in  connection  with  their  guarantees. 
The  dredge  Gamboa  excavated  60,227  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the  west  slip  and  ap- 
proach channel  at  the  station  during  December. 

Pacific  terminals — Holes  were  drilled  and  concrete  was  chipped  in  the  tunnel  of  dry 
dock  No.  1  in  preparation  for  the  installation  of  check  valves  to  prevent  "geysers." 
A  drain  was  placed  at  the  capstan  at  the  head  wall  to  prevent  flooding  of  the  capstan 
pit,  and  75  cubic  yards  of  earth  fill  were  placed  over  the  cut-off  wall.  Drains  were 
cleaned  and  drain  covers  placed  along  300  feet  of  the  north  side  of  the  dock.  Electrical 
installation  for  the  five  capstans  which  Vi'ere  placed  in  November  was  finished, 
completing  the  installation  of  the  11  capstans.  The  decking  of  quay  wall  C-D  was 
completed,  248  cubic  yards  of  concrete  being  placed  during  December.  Earth  fill 
was  placed  between  the  crane  rails  preparatory  to  placing  the  asphalt  pavement, 
and  in  grading  behind  headwali  IJ-MN.  The  grading  for  the  permanent  track  oppo- 
site building  No.  25  of  the  Balboa  shops  was  completed. 

The  coaling  plant  performed  its  first  coal  handling  on  December  6,  when  120  tons 
were  dug  from  the  stock  pile  by  reclaiming  crane  No.  1,  loaded  into  viaduct  cars,  and 
handled  by  the  reloaders  into  lighters.  Sixty  tons  were  handled  through  each  reloader. 
This  operation  was  a  preliminary  operating  test.  The  reloader  towers,  viaduct, 
transformer  house,  etc.,  being  furnished  under  contract,  have  been  awaiting  accept- 
ance tests.  The  tests  are  waiting  on  the  arrival  of  grab  buckets  for  the  reclaiming 
cranes.  Work  was  done  in  December  in  placing  the  two  reclaiming  cranes  in  satis- 
factory operating  condition  and  a  few  minor  alterations  to  the  equipment  were  made. 
The  unloader  towers  remained  laid  up,  awaiting  final  acceptance  tests. 

DREEGING. 

The  total  excavation  for  the  month,  including  earth,  rock,  and  gravel,  was  1,260,- 
647  cubic  yards.  In  addition  2,817  cubic  yards  were  rehandled,  and  were  not  credited 
to  the  Canal  e.xcavation. 

Five  dredges  removed  149,470  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  441,778  cubic  yards  of 
rock  from  Gaillard  Cut,  as  follows:    Three  hundred  and  ninety-three  thousand  six

hundred  and  fifty-five  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  the  Culebra  slides;  7,230  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  38,883  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  Cucaracha  slide;  144,400  cubic  yards  of 
earth  and  8,640  cubic  yards  of  rock  (miscellaneous  maintenance)  in  the  vicinity  of 
stations  1820-1870  W.  Rehandled  material,  not  counted  in  the  totals,  amounted  to 
2,817  cubic  yards.  Both  the  Culebra  and  Cucaracha  slides  were  more  or  less  quies- 
cent during  the  month  and  a  reliable  channel  was  maintained. 

In  the  Pacific  entrance  channel  the  dredge  Cascadas  made  75,039  cubic  yards  of 
original  excavation,  consisting  of  20,364  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  54,675  cubic  yards 
of  rock;  the  Culebra  removed  235,409  cubic  yards  in  maintenance  work,  and  also 
excavated  2,200  cubic  yards  of  sand  at  Chame  Point.  Dredge  No.  85  removed  7,300 
cubic  yards  of  earth  in  maintaining  the  channel  and  7,000  cubic  yards  of  earth  in 
maintenance  of  the  slip  at  the  oil  berth.  In  the  inner  harbor,  two  dredges  removed 
70,750  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the  inner  harbor  proper  and  18,160  cubic  yards  from 
the  slip  in  front  of  the  reloader  wharf  of  the  coaling  plant. 

In  Miraflores  Lake,  dredge  No.  83  removed  70,690  cubic  yards  from  the  Canal  prism , 
of  which  60,810  cubic  yards  were  maintenance  and  9,880  construction  excavation. 
All  was  earth  excavation  except  2,000  yards  of  the  construction  work. 

In  the  Atlantic  section  there  was  no  excavation  from  the  Canal  prism  during  the 
month.  The  dredges  Gamboa,  No.  4,  and  No.  84  removed  158,818  cubic  yards  from 
the  inner  harbor,  borrow  pit  No.  2,  and  the  approach  channel  and  west  slip  of  the 
coaling  station. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  December  was  1,260,647  cubic  j'ards,  of 
which  281,561  cubic  yards  were  from  auxiliary  works  and  979,086  cubic  yards  were 
from  the  Canal  prism.  Of  the  latter,  128,872  cubic  yards  were  original  construction 
excavation,  and  850,214  were  in  maintenance  work.  The  estimated  amount  of 
dredging  remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation  in  Canal  and  harbor  work, 
exclusive  of  Gaillard  Cut,  on  January  1,  was  3,854,069  cubic  yards. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,  AND  DRY  DOCK  WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  ©f  the 
Mechanical  Division  together  completed  680  shop  orders,  leaving  642  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  191,332  pounds  of  iron, 
195,007  pounds  of  steel,  and  27,377  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostled  as 
follows:  Locomotives,  2,751,  and  cranes,  195.  Five  hundred  and  fifty-three  shop  and 
3,811  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  5  heavy  and  753  light  repairs  were  made 
on  other  rolling  equipment. 

At  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa  extensive  repairs  were  made  to  the  hull  of  the  steamsh^) 
Themis,  which  ran  aground  on  tlie  West  Breakwater  in  Limon  Bay  on  November  21, 
and  to  the  wooden  steamship  San  Ramon,  which  had  nan  on  an  island  ia  the  Carib- 
bean Sea.  The  San  Ramon  had  lost  her  rudder,  rudder  post,  and  stern  post,  and  50 
feet  of  her  keel.  No  timber  of  suitable  size  for  the  necessary  repairs  was  in  stock  on  the 
Isthnms,  and  the  owners  could  not  locate  it  in  New  Orleans.  A  gang  sent  into  the 
jungle  found  nispero  trees  of  suitable  size  in  the  Tri-nidad  Valley,  in  the  watershed  of 
Gatun  Lake.  The  trees  were  cut  down  and  brought  to  Balboa,  and  repairs  were 
completed.  A  new  pi-opeller  was  also  cast  and  fitted  for  the  San  Ramon.  Repairs  to 
the  tugBolivar  were  continued.  The  hull  of  one  dispatch  boat  was  completed,  and  the 
installation  of  the  engine  was  begun.  The  kull  of  the  other  dispatch  boat  was  75 
per  cent  completed.  Work  was  begun  on  a  new  top  tumbler  shaft  and  tumbler  for  the 
ladder  dredge  Corozal. 

At  Cristobal  dry  dock  and  shops  the  schooner  Chas.  D.  Loveland,  tugs  Forse  and 
Porto  Bella,  and  launch  Coco  Solo  were  docked  during  the  month  and  their  hulls  were 
scraped  and  painted.  Barges  Nos.  156, 77,  97, 104,  and  108  were  docked  and  repaired, 
and  repairs  were  continued  on  the  submarines  C-1,  C-2,  C-3,  and  C-5.  Fifty-two 
work  requests  were  received  from  individuals  and  companies  during  the  month, 
26  of  which  were  for  ships  making  the  port  of  Cristobal  or  passing  through  the  Canal. 

The  Paraiso  shops  continued  to  perform  running  repairs  to  dredging  equipment. 
No  extensive  repairs  were  made  on  any  one  piece.  A  reduction  of  the  force  was  made, 
and  a  further  reduction  in  overtime  work. 

BUILDING   CONSTRUCTION. 

Twenty  4-family  houses  were  begun  in  the  Ancon-Balboa  district  during  Decem- 
ber, and  26  houses  of  this  type  were  completed  during  the  month.  This  makes  38  of  the 
authorized  75  4-family  houses  completed,  and  37  under  construction.  Of  the  author- 
ized 100  type-17  cottages,  3  were  completed  during  the  month,  making  80  complete; 
12  others  were  from  40  to  98  per  cent  completed.  Completion  of  the  four  4-family 
concrete  houses  has  been  delayed  by  nonarrival  of  hardware.  The  second  group|of 
ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital  was  70  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  and  the  main  stairway  leading  to  groups  4  and  5,  with  the  requisite  backfilling 
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and  grading,  was  completed  during  the  month.  Tlie  laboratory  and  the  dispensary 
were  80  and  75  percent  completed,  respectively.  The  electrical  storehouse  at  Balboa 
was  placed  under  roof.  The  roof  steel  for  the  restaurant  at  Balboa  was  placed,  and 
all  concrete  work  necessary  before  the  placing  of  the  roof  steel  was  done  on  the  Ancon 
restaurant.  Work  was  begun  on  a  restaurant  for  the  Balboa  shops.  The  grandstand 
at  the  Balboa  playground  was  completed. 

Sixtefen  type-17  cottages  were  completed  at  Pedro  Miguel  and  turned  over  to  the 
Supply  Department,  and  four  4-family  houses  were  completed.  Work  was  begun 
on  four  12-family  apartments  and  two  bachelor  buidlings  at  Gamboa  for  silver 
employees. 

The  exterior  and  interior  walls  for  the  electric  charging  station  at  the  terminal 
at  Cristobal  were  completed,  and  the  roofs  and  floors  were  75  per  cent  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  Work  on  the  roof  of  the  local  freight  shed  has  been  delayed 
by  nonarrival  of  roof  steel.  One-third  of  the  floor  in  the  extension  of  the  local  freight 
shed  has  been  finished,  and  forms  were  in  place  at  the  end  of  the  month  for  one-third 
of  the  unfinished  portion.  All  concrete  work  on  the  general  storehouse  at  Mount 
Hope  was  completed  up  to  the  first  floor,  and  erection  of  forms  for  the  walls  was  begun. 
The  roof  of  the  Cristobal  restaurant  was  75  per  cent  completed.  Preparatory  work 
was  done  at  the  hydroelectric  station  at  Gatun  Spillway  for  the  installation  of 
additional  power  units,  and  excavation  was  begun  for  the  drafting  tubes  and  the 
foundation  for  the  machines. 

Municipal  work  included  construction  of  a  storm  sewer  in  Colon  from  Third 
Street  to  the  sea;  placing  of  fill  and  construction  of  ditches  in  the  reclamation  of 
swamp  area  at  Mount  Hope;  construction  of  concrete  culvert  and  drainage  ditches 
along  the  Corundu  River;  resurfacing  the  La  Boca  road;  additional  townsite  work 
at  Balboa  and  Pedro  Miguel  for  new  quarters;  and  extensive  work  for  the  Army  at  the 
several  posts.

The  total  gold  force  is  an  increase  of  112  over  the  3,877  reported  on  November  22, 
and  the  silver  force  is  a  decrease  of  70  from  25,834  employed  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  December  31  numbered  7,033 
Americans,  of  whom  3,678  were  men,  1,630  women,  and  1,725  children;  277  Europeans, 
of  whom  219  were  men,  23  women,  and  35  children;  and  9,993  West  Indians,  of  whom 
5,848  were  men,  1,647  women,  and  2,498  children. 

PUBLIC    HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.  The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  was  10.05  per  thousand  per  year,  from  all 
causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  8.12,  and  from  external  causes,  1.93.  No  cases  of 
smallpox  or  plague  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthmus  during  the  month,  and 
the  two  cases  of  smallpox  which  were  in  Ancon  Hospital  at  the  first  of  the  month 
proceeded  to  satisfactory  convalescence.    Two  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  were  dis- 
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covered  at  Balboa  and  isolated  in  Ancon  Hospital.  No  other  cases  have  developed, 
and  these  are  making  satisfactory  convalescence.  The  disease  was  contracted  on 
the  Isthmus. 

RECEIPTS    AND   EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  December  31,  exclusive  of  fortifica- 
tions, was  $14,503,099.60;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $4,838,886.73.  Payrolls 
on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,025,962.62,  including  $20,684.83  for  fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $984,542.72,  and 
by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus,  $1,288,829.78.  Payment  of  $245,369.12  was  also 
made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  commissarj'  books.  Total  Panama 
Canal  collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,268,828.11,  and  collections  by 
the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  to  $36,529.66.  Requisitions  for  purchases  in  the 
United  States  amounted  to  $811,970.57,  making  the  total  for  the  six  months  of  the 
fiscal  year  $4,626,239.47.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscellaneous  funds 
amounted  to  $216,305.89,  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading  amounted  to 
$195,863.31.

A  card  of  admission  will  be  sent  to  those  found  eligible  to  be  admitted,  upon  receipt 
of  the  examination  questions  from  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 

In  answer  to  questions  as  to  residence,  applicants  must  show  residence  in  a  State 
or  Territory  of  the  United  States,  and  county  thereof,  up  to  the  time  of  filing  appli- 
cation, a  ruling  having  been  made  that  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  can  claim 
residence  in  the  United  States  while  temporarily  employed  on  the  Isthmus. 


February  Weather  Probabilities. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month  of  February,  1917.  Records  at  Colon  and 
Ancon  for  the  past  9  and  1 1  years,  respectively,  were  used  in  making 
these  predictions: 

Winds — Fresh  northerly  dry  season  v/inds  will  prevail  throughout 
the  month,  with  a  slight  increase  in  the  wind  movement  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  month.  The  average  hourly  velocity  on  the  At- 
lantic coast  will  be  about  15  miles  an  hour,  north  and  northeast  winds 
prevailing.  The  maximum  velocity  for  five  minutes  is  not  likely  to 
exceed  40  miles  an  hour,  or  be  as  high  under  normal  conditions. 
Thirty-nine  miles  an  hour  was  recorded  during  the  "norther"  of  Febru- 
ary, 1915. 

North  and  northwest  winds  will  prevail  over  the  Pacific  coast  and  the 
interior,  the  average  hourly  velocity  being  about  10  miles  an  hour. 
A  maximum  velocity  of  more  than  30  miles  an  hour  is  not  likely  to  occur. 

Rain — No  heavy  rains  are  to  be  expected  during  the  month  at  either 
Canal  entrance  except  during  the  presence  of  a  so-called  "norther." 
Occasional  light  showers  may  be  expected,  under  normal  conditions, 
although  February  is  a  dry  season  month.  The  average  February  rain- 
fall for  the  years  of  record  is  1.72  inches  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  0.92 
inch  on  the  Pacific  coast,  these  averages  being  for  periods  of  46  and 
18  years,  respectively. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  during  the  month  at  either  Canal 
entrance,  but  night  and  early  morning  fogs  may  be  expected  to  form 
occasionally  over  the  interior.  Over  the  Gailiard  Cut  section  of  the 
Canal,  the  average  number  of  nights  with  fog  is  five.  Practically 
all  fogs  may  be  expected  to  be  light  and  to  clear  away  before  8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — The  monthly  mean  shade  air  temperature  should  be 
about  80  degrees  Fahrenheit  over  both  coasts.  The  temperature  on 
the  Pacific  coast  is  not  likely  to  rise  higher  than  94°  F.,  or  fall  lower  than 
65°  F.,  while  on  the  Atlantic  side  the  maximum  may  not  be  expected 
to  be  above  90°  F.,  or  the  minimum  below  70°  F.  The  mean  daily 
range  of  the  temperature  is  greater  on  the  Pacific  than  on  the  Atlantic 
coast,  and  greater  during  the  dry  season  than  during  the  wet  season. 
The  mean  daily  ranges  for  the  month  will  be  about  19°  and  7°  F., 
respectively. 

Barometric  pressure — The  sealevel  atmospheric  pressure  is  slightly 
higher  during  the  dry  season,  and  should  average  about  29.89  inches  on 
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both  coasts  during  the  month.  The  maximum  for  the  month  is  not 
likely  to  exceed  30.05  inches  or  the  minimum  to  be  lower  than  29.70 
inches. 

Relative  humidity — The  average  percentage  of  moisture  in  the  air, 
(0  for  absolute  dryness  and  100  for  complete  saturation)  should  be  about 
75  of  the  Pacific  coast  and  80  on  the  Atlantic.  Owing  to  the  location 
of  the  Pacific  coast  with  regard  to  the  prevailing  winds,  the  range  there 
is  much  greater,  the  humidity  varying  between  50  and  90  percent. 
On  the  Atlantic  coast  it  varies  between  70  and  85  per  cent  during  the 
month  of  February. 

Storms — No  severe  general  storms  are  likely  to  occur  at  either  Canal 
entrance  during  the  month,  although  this  is  the  season  of  the  so-called 
"norther"  and  the  Isthmus  may  be  affected  by  one  of  these  storms  at 
any  time  if  one  of  the  anticyclonic  areas  that  cross  the  United  States  at 
this  time  of  the  year,  reach  far  enough  south  to  disturb  the  normal  air 
circulation  of  the  Isthmus.  The  winds  alone  are  of  insufficient  force 
to  affect  navigation  seriously,  although  they  may  at  times  prove  trouble- 
some, but  the  heavy  sea  or  swell  that  usually  accompanies  these  storms 
has  done  considerable  damage  at  times.  No  local  thunderstorms  are 
likely  to  occur  and  generally  fair  weather  may  be  expected  on  both 
coasts.  Smooth  to  moderate  seas  may  be  expected  at  the  Pacific 
entrance. 

Tides — Tidal  fluctuations  need  not  be  considered  at  the  Atlantic 
entrance  to  the  Canal,  owing  to  the  slight  variations. 

Panama  (Balboa)  tide  predictions  for  the  period  until  March  1  are 
given  on  page  309. 

Traffic  during  the  Year  1916. 

During  the  calendar  year  1916  the  Panama  Canal  was  transited  by 
1,253  oceangoing  vessels.  Their  aggregate  net  tonnage,  according  to 
the  rules  for  measurement  for  the  Canal,  was  3,933,869  tons.  The 
total  amount  of  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  in  the  year  was  4,931,- 
911  tons  of  2,240  pounds.  The  gross  tonnage  of  the  ships,  according  to 
the  rules  for  measurement  for  the  Canal,  was  5,574,661. 

ChafTeurs'  and  Navigators'  Licenses. 

The  new  licenses  of  a  number  of  chauffeurs  and  navigators  of  motor- 
boats  who  have  been  operating  under  old  licenses  but  have  been  photo- 
graphed for  the  issuance  of  the  new  form,  are  waiting  in  the  office  of 
the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  at  Balboa  Heights  for  delivery.  It  is 
advisable  for  chauffeurs  and  navigators  to  secure  the  new  form  as 
early  as  practicable. 

The  Poisonous  Oleander. 

An  inquiry  whether  the  oleander  is  poisonous  was  referred  to  the 
Chiief  of  the  Board  of  Health  Laboratory  at  Ancon.  He  replied  in  the 
affirmative,  stating  that  "the  leaves  and  bark  of  the  common  oleander 
( Neriiim  Oleander  L)  are  actively  poisonous.  They  contain  the  gluco- 
cides  oleandrin  (pseudocurarin,  very  similar  to  digitalis)  and  neriin." 
In  addition  he  quoted  the  statement  in  a  dictionary  that  "every  part 
of  the  plant  is  dangerously  poisonous,  and  death  has  occurred  from 
using  its  wood  for  skewers  in  cooking  meats." 

The  steamship  Ancon,  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line,  is 
to  sail  from  Cristo  ;al  for  New  York  on  Wednesday,  January  31, 
at  3  p.  m.

Freight  Tariff  Change. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  has  publislied  supplement  No.  6,  to  freight 
classification  and  tariff  No.  10,  publishing  class  and  commodity  rates  from  New 
York  to  south  Pacific  ports  in  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Peru,  and  Chile.  It  establishes 
hoisting  charges  on  automobiles,  and  is  made  effective  January  13,  1917.

Transportation  between  Balboa  and  Taboga  is  afforded  by  the  use  of  the  launch 
Taboga,  which  makes  the  trip  one  way  in  an  hour.    The  following  is  the  schedule: 
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Leave  landing  at  dock  No.  19,  back  of  Pacific  terminal  building,  at  9.40  a.  m.,  daily; 
leave  Hotel  Aspinwall  at  Taboga  Island  at  10.40  a.  m.  daily. 

Saturdays,  Sundays,  and  holidays — Leave  landing  at  dock  No.  19  at  9.40  a.  m. 
and  5  p.  m.    Leave  Hotel  Aspinwall  at  10.40  a.  m.  and  6.30  p.  m. 

The  bus  that  leaves  the  Hotel  Tivoli  at  8.45  a.  m.  will  connect  at  Balboa  Heights 
station  v.-ith  the  9.05  train  from  Colon  and  run  as  far  as  the  new  oil  house,  which  is 
three  minutes  walk  from  Dock  19.  On  the  return  trip  of  the  launch  from  the  Hotel 
Aspinwall  on  Sunday  nights  and  holiday  nights,  there  will  be  a  bus  to  meet  the  boat 
at  Dock  19,  running  as  far  as  the  Hotel  Tivoli.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  launch 
docks  at  the  Port  Captain's  landing,  and  not  at  the  dredging  landing,  as  before.

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  will  conduct 
exantiaations  at  the  .'\d;uinistration  Building, 
Balboa  Heights,  room  No.  304,  on  Wednesday, 
February  7.  ]917,  beginning  rromptly  at  8  a.  m., 
for  persons  de  iring  the  following  classes  of  licen- 
ses: Pilots,  masters,  mates,  marine  engineers, 
chaufteurs,  and  navigators  of  motor  boats.  All 
applicants  for  license  must  procure  from  the 
office  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights 
form  of  application  and  information  respecting 
the  filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  day 
previous  to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all 
persons  desiring  chauffeurs'  licenses  must  provide 
themselves  with  automobiles  witk  which  to 
demonstrate  their  ability  properly  to  operate  the 
Bame.

Obituary. 

George  H.  Besby,  employed  as  a  plumber 
by  the  Building  Divisiom,  died  in  Ancon  Hos- 
pital on  January  17.  His  residence  in  the  United 
States  was  at  738  Lincoln  Place,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 
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Review  of  Canal  Traffic  to  First  of  This  Year. 

Including  the  1,253  ships  making  the  transit  in  1916,  the  total 
number  of  ships  which  used  the  Canal  in  the  time  from  its  opening, 
on  August  15,  1914,  to  January  1,1917,  was  2,780.  Their  gross  and  net 
Canal  tonnages  were  13,086,535  and  9,209,503,  respectively.  The 
total  quantity  of  cargo  which  was  carried  through  the  Canal  was 
11,652,405  tons. 

The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in  1916  exceeded 
by  83  the  number  (1,170)  making  the  transit  in  the  year  1915.  This 
was  a  gain  of  7.09  per  cent.  In  net  tonnage  and  cargo,  however,  1915 
surpassed  1916.  Net  tonnage  was  less  by  .92  of  one  per  cent  in  1916 
than  in  1915,  and  cargo  was  less  by  .69  of  one  per  cent.  It  will  be  noted 
that  the  variation  in  both  cases  was  less  than  one  per  cent.  A  summary 
of  the  traffic  through  the  Canal  by  years  and  months  is  presented  on 
page  315  for  comparisons. 

The  Canal  has  not  been  open  to  all  traffic  throughout  any  of  the 
calendar  years  in  which  it  has  been  in  operation.  In  1914  there  were 
only  4^  months  of  traffic,  the  Canal  having  been  opened  on  August  15. 
In  1915  traffic  was  suspended  from  the  middle  of  September  to  the 
close  of  the  year,  3h  months.  In  1916  it  was  likewise  suspended  3j 
months,  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  until  April  15.  Of  28^  months 
of  time,  the  Canal  was  open  21|  months.  This  does  not  take  into 
account  temporary  suspensions. 

The  years  1915  and  1916  are  closely  comparable  in  spite  of  the 
suspensions,  since  in  each  year  the  Canal  was  open  for  a  continuous 
period  of  85  months.  An  advantage  may  be  conceded  to  1915,  however, 
in  the  fact  that  its  period  of  suspension  was  preceded  by  months  of 
continuously  developing  traffic,  both  in  1914  and  1915;  while  traffic 
in  1916  had  to  pick  up,  beginning  April  15,  from  the  inertia  of  a 
complete  suspension  for  seven  months  which  had  demoralized  routings. 
This  suspension,  too,  had  diverted  nearly  all  of  the  ships  which  had 
been  plying  through  the  Canal  in  the  United  States  co  tstwise  trade  to 
the  foreign  trade.  The  statistics  show  that  the  coastwise  trade,  reck- 
oning on  the  basis  of  the  net  tonnage  of  the  ships,  formed  only  one- 
thirty-third  (slightly  over  3  per  cent)  of  the  total  traffic  for  the  year 
1916.  In  1915  it  was  slightly  over  27  per  cent  of  all  traffic,  and  in  the 
4^  months  of  1914  it  was  41.4  per  cent  of  all. 

The  proportions  of  this  trade  in  the  traffic  through  the  Canal  are 
shown  in  the  tabulation  presented  on  page  314. 

The  total  tolls  from  the  coastwise  trade  in  1916  were  $59,782.45. 
This  is  disproportionately  low  for  the  reason  that  many  of  the  29 
ships  when  through  the  Canal  on  this  routing  were  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States  Government  and  paid  no  tolls.  Tolls  collected 
from  ships  on  other  routings  than  the  coastwise  trade  amounted  to 
$3,617,913.15.  The  aggregate  revenue  from  tolls  for  the  year  was 
$3,677,695.60.  The  cost  for  operation  and  maintenance  in  the  same 
period  was  $7,142,124.05. 
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View  of  New  1,000-root  Dry  Dock  at  Balboa  in  Use. 

Below  is  a  view  of  the  1,000-foot  dry  dock  at  Balboa  in  active  service. 
The  vessel  docked  at  the  far  end  is  the  United  States  cruiser  Charleston, 
and  that  in  the  foreground  is  one  of  the  barges  used  in  the  dredg- 
ing operations  in  the  Canal.  The  buildings  on  the  right  are  part  of 
Balboa  shops.    In  the  left  middle  distance  is  the  dock  operating  house. 

The  dock  has  been  in  continual  service  in  the  six  months  in  which 
it  has  been  in  use,  handling  Government  and  commercial  ships. 
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The  Service  of  the  Royal  Mail. 

In  the  resumption  of  the  New  York  service  of  the  Royal  Mail  Steam 
Packet  Company,  previously  noted  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record, 
the  steamship  Tagus  left  New  York  on  January  27  for  Colon,  by  way 
of  Santiago  and  Kingston.  She  arrived  at  Colon  on  February  4  and 
cleared  on  February  5  for  Puerto  Colombia  and  Cartagena,  from  which 
she  will  return  to  Colon  on  the  8th,  clearing  for  New  York  on  Saturday, 
February  10.  The  home  voyage  will  be  by  way  of  Kingston  and  Santi- 
ago. 

The  Tagus  and  the  Danube  will  alternate  in  a  fortnightly  schedule, 
the  next  sailing  from  Colon  for  New  York  being  that  of  the  Danube 
on  February  24.  The  line  has  accorded  to  employees  of  The  Panama 
Canal  and  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  to  officers  of  the  United 
States  Army  and  Navy  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent  from  the  regular  pas- 
senger rates. 

Disinfection  of  Hides. 

Under  the  new  regulations  regarding  the  disinfection  of  hides  to  be 
exported  to  the  United  States,  the  American  Consul  General  in  Panama 
has  decided  that  all  such  hides,  skins,  etc.,  shipped  to  the  United  States 
from  the  Panama  consular  district  must  be  disinfected  in  a  1  to-1,000 
solution  of  bichloride  of  mercury  for  24  hours.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  anthrax  is  known  to  be  more  or  less  endemic  in  interior  points 
and  the  old  method  gave  no  conclusive  assurance  that  the  disinfertion 
was  properly  carried  out.  All  hides  must  now  be  disinfected  under  the 
supervision  of  a  veterinarian  officially  appointed  for  this  purpose,  and 
upon  the  presentation  by  the  shipper  of  a  certificate  signed  by  him  that 
the  hides  have  been  properly  disinfected,  the  American  Consul  Genera) 
issues  the  official  certificate  required.  This  procedure  was  adojited 
with  the  approval  of  the  Chief  Health  Officer  of  The  Panama  Canal. 


The  Cool  Weather  in  the  Dry  Season. 

The  lowest  temperature  which  has  been  recorded  at  Balboa  Heights 
this  season  occurred  in  the  early  morning  of  Monday,  February  5; 
it  was  66.1°  Fahrenheit.  The  minimum  of  record  at  this  station  is  63* 
F.  The  lowest  record  for  the  Isthmus  is  58°  F.  Temperatures  as  low 
as  60°  F.  are  not  infrequent  at  Alhajuela,  on  the  upper  Chagres  River, 
during  the  dry  season. 

The  minimum  temperature  at  Colon  in  the  morning  of  February  5 
was  75°  F.  The  lowest  temperature  recorded  there  this  year  was 
69.6°  F.,  on  January  11. 

The  highest  temperature  ever  recorded  at  Balboa  Heights  was  97* 
P.,  on  April  7,  1912.    The  highest  at  Colon  was  92°  F.,  on  June  3,  1909. 


New  Leave  Regulations. 

The  new  Executive  Order  governing  leave  regulations,  secured  by 
the  Governor  while  in  Washington,  and  published  in  this  issue  as 
Canal  circular  No.  601-59,  makes  changes  of  advantage  to  the  em- 
ployees as  well  as  to  the  Canal.  It  avoids  the  forfeiture  of  annual 
leave  which  was  sometimes  necessary  under  the  old  regulations, 
and  permits  employees  to  take  as  much  or  as  little  at  a  time  of  any 
leave  due  as  may  be  convenient  to  the  head  of  the  department,  and 
to  accumulate  the  balance  up  to  a  maximum  of  120  days.  The  order 
also  does  away  with  the  provision  that  cumulative  leave  must  be  taken 
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within  a  certain  period  of  four  months,  and  permits  the  taking  of 
leave  at  any  time  after  it  is  due,  if  satisfactory  to  those  in  charge  of  the 
work. 

Roads  on  the  Isthmus  Suitable  for  Automobile  Traffic. 

As  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  Republic  of  Panama  are  contiguous, 
most  of  the  automobiles  on  the  Isthmus  are  licensed  for  operation  in 
both,  and  consideration  of  the  extent  of  the  Canal  Zone  roads  naturally 
embraces  the  connecting  roads  in  Panama. 

Since  there  is  no  road  across  the  Isthmus,  and  as  the  completion  of 
the  Canal  has  cut  off  highway  communication  with  the  west  side  of  the 
Canal,  there  are  three  separate  areas  in  which  automobiles  may  operate, 
without  the  ability  to  go  from  one  to  another  except  by  rail. 

The  principal  area  is  at  the  Pacific  end  of  the  Canal  Zone.  This 
embraces  the  city  of  Panama  and  the  Canal  Zone  as  far  as  the  Chagres 
River,  and  roads  leading  into  rural  sections  of  Panama  (known  as  the 
Sabanas  district),  in  the  direction  of  the  ruins  of  Old  Panama  and  the 
Juan  Diaz  River.  The  roads  in  this  area  consist  of  21  miles  of  city 
streets  in  Panama,  17.3  miles  of  road  in  the  Sabanas,  and  48  miles  in 
the  Canal  Zone.    The  total  length  of  connecting  highways  is  86.3  miles. 

The  area  of  second  importance  is  at  the  Atlantic  end.  This  includes 
the  city  of  Colon,  with  the  adjoining  town  of  Cristobal  in  the  Canal 
Zone,  having  8  miles  of  streets  together,  and  a  road  leading  to  Gatun, 
a  distance  of  9  miles,  making  a  total  of  17  miles  of  road  for  the  area. 
A  new  road  to  Fort  Randolph,  5  miles  in  length,  is  being  constructed. 

The  third  area  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  Canal,  and  embraces  the 
three  villages  of  Culebra,  Empire,  and  Las  Cascadas,  and  the  Empire- 
Chorrera  road,  running  from  Empire  to  the  Canal  Zone  boundary. 
The  total  length  of  road  in  this  area  is  18  miles. 

The  roads  are  all  good,  in  the  sense  of  being  easily  traveled  over  by 
automobiles,  and  work  of  improvement  and  extension  is  going  on  all 
the  time.  The  asphalt  concrete  roads,  which  have  been  built  (15 
miles)  and  are  being  built  at  the  south  end  of  the  Canal  Zone  are  among 
the  best  roads  in  the  world.  They  are  founded  on  a  Telford  base,  on 
which  is  placed  a  layer  of  macadam,  and  finished  like  city  pavements, 
with  a  surface  layer  of  asphaltic  concrete.  They  have  been  very 
durable,  both  against  traffic  and  the  wearing  rains  of  the  tropics.

Executive  Order.— Leave  Regulations. 

Relating  to  Conditions  of  Employment  in  The  Panama  Canal  Service. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  law,  the  general  conditions  of  employ- 
ment of  government  employees  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  necessary  for  the  comple- 
tion, care,  management,  maintenance,  sanitation,  government,  and  operation  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  the  Canal  Zone,  the  Panama  Railroad,  and  other  adjuncts,  provided 
by  the  Executive  Order  of  February  2,  1914.  are  hereby  amended  by  rescinding 
paragraphs  numbered  22  to  41,  inclusive,  and  substituting  in  lieu  of  such  rescinded 
paragraphs  the  following: 

ANNUAL  LEAVE. 

22.  Twenty-four  days  annual  leave  will  be  allowed  each  employee  for  each  year 
after  entry  into  service  and  any  annual  leave  not  used  prior  to  the  end  of  the  service 
year  in  which  it  is  earned  shall  be  thereafter  in  the  same  status  and  subject  to  the 
same  rules  as  cumulative  leave. 

23.  The  service  year  shall  date  from  the  day  on  which  an  employee's  pay  in  the 
permanent  organization  begins. 

24.  Absences  of  one-half  day  or  more,  when  regularly  authorized,  will  be  charged 
against  annual  leave;  also  absences  on  account  of  illness  or  injury,  upon  the  certifi- 
cate of  an  authorized  physician  in  the  service  of  The  Panama  Canal,  except  that  in 
the  following  classes  of  cases  no  payment  shall  be  made  for  time  lost,  but  the  time 
shall  be  charged  against  the  annual  leave: 

(a)   Illness  due  to  the  fault  of  the  employee,  as  venereal  disease  and  alcoholism. 

{b)  Injury  due  to  the  employee's  willful  intention  to  bring  about  the  injury  or 
death  of  himself  or  another. 

(c)  Elective  surgical  operations  to  relieve  conditions  existing  prior  to  service 
on  the  Isthmus. 

25.  Teachers  employed  only  during  the  school  months,  from  October  to  June, 
inclusive,  may  be  granted  not  to  exceed  twenty-four  days  leave  within  those  months 
to  cover  illness  or  emergency,  but  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  other  leave  with  pay  and 
will  be  entitled  to  no  leave  with  pay  from  July  to  September,  inclusive. 

26.  In  the  cases  of  hourly  and  per  diem  employees  annual  leave  on  account  of 
sickness  or  injury  shall  be  based  upon  a  day  of  eight  hours. 

27.  Not  more  than  fourteen  days  annual  leave  may  be  taken  during  the  first  six 
months  of  a  service  year.  In  case  of  illness  or  injury  in  the  first  six  months,  to  cover 
which  no  annual  leave  remains  to  the  employee's  credit,  the  time  lost  will  be  charged 
against  the  annual  leave  remaining  for  the  year,  and  payment  will  be  made  after 
completing  ten  months  of  the  service  year.  After  the  entire  twenty-four  days  annual 
leave  has  been  used,  additional  leave  in  that  service  year  on  account  of  illness  or 
injury  will  be  deducted  from  the  cumulative  leave  for  that  year  and  when  the  cumu- 
lative leave  becomes  due  the  employee  will  be  paid. 

28.  After  exhausting  both  annual  and  cumulative  leave  for  the  year,  additional 
absence  on  account  of  illness  or  injury  will  be  without  pay,  except  such  compensation 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law  for  employees  receiving  personal  injuries. 

CUMULATIVE  LEAVE. 

29.  Thirty  days  cumulative  leave  will  be  allowed  each  employee  paid  on  a  monthly 
or  annual  basis  for  each  year  of  his  service,  and  twenty  days  to  each  employee 
paid  on  an  hourly  basis.  This  leave  will  be  due  after  completing  ten  months'  service 
each  year  and  may  be  taken  when  the  employee's  service  can  be  spared.  It  may  be 
taken  annually  or  left  to  accumulate  to  the  credit  of  the  employee,  provided,  however, 
that  the  maximum  number  of  days  leave  with  pay  of  all  kinds  which  may  be  granted 
at  any  one  time  or  which  may  be  commuted  into  a  cash  payment  at  termination  of 
service  is  120. 

30.  After  cumulative  or  annual  leave  is  earned  and  due  it  may  be  taken  at  such 
times  and  in  such  numbers  of  days  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  the  Governor. 

31.  Leave  taken  after  the  close  of  the  service  year  in  which  it  was  earned  shall  be 
paid  for  at  the  rate  of  pay  received  at  the  end  of  the  tenth  month  of  the  service  year

in  which  the  leave  was  earned.  When  an  employee  enters  on  a  leave  of  absence  which 
consists  of  or  includes  annual  leave  earned  in  the  same  year  in  which  he  enters  on  the 
leave,  such  annual  leave  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  received  by  the  employee  when 
he  entered  on  the  leave. 

32.  In  case  an  employee  serves  part  of  a  year  on  the  monthly  or  annua!  basis  and 
part  on  the  hourly  basis,  he  will  be  allowed  twenty  days  cumulative  leave,  except 
that  if  he  has  served  eight  months  or  more  on  the  monthly  or  annual  basis  during  the 
year  he  will  be  granted  thirty  days  cumulative  leave. 

TRAVEL   LEAVE. 

33.  Employees  who  travel  to  points  outside  the  tropics,  when  on  cumulative  leave, 
will  be  allowed  seven  days  additional  leave  (or  travel  leave)  with  full  pay,  provided 
the  total  of  all  leave  with  pay  granted  shall  not  exceed  120  days.  Travel  leave  may 
be  allowed  approximately  once  a  year  and  is  not  cumulative. 

34.  Employees  will  be  compensated  for  travel  leave  at  the  rate  earned  when 
cumulative  leave  last  became  due. 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

35.  After  accumulating  leave  of  all  kinds  amounting  to  120  days,  an  employee 
ceases  to  earn  additional  cunmlniive  leave  until  he  is  granted  all  or  part  of  the  cumu- 
lative leave  already  earned,  unless  he  shall  enter  on  cumulative  leave  within  two 
months  thereafter,  or  be  ordered  by  the  Governor  to  defer  taking  leave  for  official 
reasons. 

36.  When  an  employee's  service  is  terminated,  a  cash  payment  in  commutation  of 
leave  will  be  made  to  him  for  the  number  of  days  cumulative  leave  due,  plus  the 
annual  leave  due.     In  the  event  of  his  death  his  estate  will  be  paid  the  sum  due 

37.  Employees  must  report  from  leave  within  one  week  after  the  authorized  leave 
expires  or  forfeit  pay  for  the  leave.  In  case  of  unavoidable  delay,  the  Governor  will 
decide  whether  the  circumstances  warrant  an  exception  to  this  rule. 

38.  No  restrictions  are  placed  on  the  localities  where  leave  may  be  spent. 

39.  Any  employee  transferred  from  the  present  force  to  the  permanent  operating 
force  will  be  paid  at  the  time  of  transfer,  in  addition  to  his  regular  compensation, 
the  amount  he  would  have  received  in  payment  for  leave  had  he  been  separated  from 
the  service  at  the  time  of  transfer. 

40.  Leave  may  be  taken  only  at  the  convenience  of  heads  of  departments,  who  may 
direct  an  employee  to  accumulate  his  leave  if  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  the  work. 

41.  Leave  without  pay  may  be  granted  by  the  Governor  to  all  employees,  including 
laborers,  for  such  period  as  may  be  prescribed  by  him. 

OFFICE  HOURS  AND  HOURS  OF   LABOR. 

42.  Office  hours  and  hours  of  labor  will  be  fixed  by  the  Governor  within  the  limits 
prescribed  by  law. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  31st  day  of  December,  1916,  and  shall 
apply  to  all  classes  of  leave  with  pay  earned  and  due  as  of  that  date  and  thereafter.

Gardens  for  Silver  Employees. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  January  25,  1917. 
Circular  No.  713: 

1.  Certain  tracts  of  land,  when  available,  near  each  silver  settlement,  may  be  set 
aside  for  truck  gardening. 

2.  Silver  employees  occupying  Panama  Canal  quarters,  upon  application  to  the 
district  quartermaster  in  their  districts,  may  be  assigned  a  lot  of  this  land  for  the 
cultivation  of  garden  truck  for  their  own  use.  Any  such  assignment  will  be  made 
with  the  definite  understanding  that  the  rights  of  The  Panama  Canal  are  in  no  way 
limited  thereby  and  it  is  free  to  use  the  tract  assigned  at  any  time  and  for  any  purpose 
with  no  obligation  to  compensate  the  employee  for  the  value  of  any  crop  which  may 
be  on  the  land  at  the  time. 

3.  It  will  be  understood  further  that  such  assignment  is  revocable  if  the  area  is  not 
maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  the  crops  being  planted  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
leave  the  ground  open  to  inspection  at  all  times,  and  that  weeds  and  grass  be  kept 
down  on  the  plot  and  that  no  old  cans  or  receptacles  for  water  be  permitted  to 
accumulate  thereon,  and  that  drainage  ditches  on  or  adjacent  to  the  plot  be  not 
interfered  with.

Weather  Conditions  in  January,  1917. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  below  the  normal  throughout  the  Isthmus,  the 
average  deficiency  being  greatest  over  the  Atlantic  section.  Totals  ranged  from  zero 
at  Rio  Grande,  Culebra,  and  Camacho,  to  2.32  inches  at  Quipo  station,  on  the  Trini- 
dad River.  The  greatest  amount  of  rainfall  on  any  one  day  was  .41  inch,  at  Colon, 
on  the  9th  of  the  month. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  58  per  cent  below  the 
7-year  mean,  or  .68  inch  against  a  mean  of  1.62  inches.  Over  the  Chagres  River 
basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  85  per  cent  below  the  16-year  mean,  or  .49  inch  against  a 
mean  of  3.34  inches. 

The  temperature  was  1.9°  Fahrenheit  below  the  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast  and 
1°  F.  below  the  normal  on  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  atmospheric  pressure  was  slightly 
above  the  normal  on  both  coasts,  while  the  relative  humidity  was  above  normal  on 
the  Pacific  side  and  below  normal  on  the  Atlantic.  The  daytime  cloudiness  and  tem- 
perature of  the  sea  water  were  below  the  normal  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts, 
while  the  wind  movement  was  above  the  normal  on  both  sides.  There  was  an  excess 
of  evaporation  on  both  coasts  and  over  the  Gatun  Lake. 

No  fogs  were  observed  during  the  month  on  either  coast  and  of  those  observed 
at  mterior  stations  33  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  7  ;30  a.  m.,  66  per  cent  by  8:30  a.  m., 
and  all  fogs  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  9  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Mean 
for  month,  86.51;  maximum,  on  the  2nd,  86.70;  minimum,  on  the  31st,  86.22. 
Evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  6.194  inches.

Inventory    of    Lights   and    Appliances    in 
Quarters. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Electrical  Dtvision, 
Balboa  Heights.  C.  Z.,  February  2,  1917. 

To  electrical  supervisors,  foremen,  and  district 
wiremen — Form  PC  1530,  house  inventory, 
has  been  prepared  to  be  filled  out  by  the  district 
wireman  and  tacked  up  in  each  house  or  apart- 
ment of  The  Panama  Canal,  both  gold  and 
silver  married  and  bachelor  quarters,  on  panel 
box.  or  in  some  other  convenient  place. 

It  will  show  the  number  and  size  of  lights 
authorized  for  each  room  of  the  house  or  apart- 
ment. 

In  making  renewals  of  burned  out  or  broken 
lamps,  wiremen  will  be  governed  by  the  inven- 
tory asshown  on  the  card. 

I  A  check  of  appliances  in  use  in  married  quar- 
ters is  to  be  shown  together  with  the  name  of  the 
occupant. 

A  copy  of  weekly  changes  in  gold  married  quar- 
ters is  sent  to  the  field  each  week  and  this  is  to 
be  used  in  checking  transfer  of  appliances  from 
one  house  or  apartment  to  another,  new  inven- 
tories being  pointed  with  every  change  of  occu- 
pant, and  the  old  card  being  taken  up  and  used 
to  check  the  appliances  in  the  house  to  which 
owner  has  transferred,  after  which  it  should  be 
destroyed. 

_  Occupants  must  not  deface  nor  make  altera- 
tions in  the  inventory  cards. 

As  the  work  of  posting  these  cards  progresses, 
the  Electrical  Engineer's  office  is  to  be  furnished 
with  copies  of  PC  1504-rev.  showing  the  total 
number  of  lights  and  appliances  in  each  house 
(not  each  apartment)  so  that  the  present  inven- 
tory on  file  may  be  revised  at  the  earliest  practi- 
cable date. 

So  far  as  possible,  the  inventory  cards  PC 
1530  should  be  made  out  in  the  field  offices,  and 
uniformity  in  the  number  and  size  of  linhts  in  the 
same  types  of  houses  striclty  adhered  to.  Authority 
for  special  sizes  of  lights  should  be  noted  on  the 
card.  In  houses  having  several  rooms  of  the 
same  size,  such  as  bedrooms,  they  may  be  desig- 
nated as  bedroom-left;  bedroom-center;  bed- 
room-right; bedroom-first  floor,  etc.,  or  by  other 
convenient  method.

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The  Canal's  Biggest  Month  to  Date. 

A  new  record  for  the  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  in 
a  month  was  established  in  January.  During  that  month  the  total 
number  of  ocean-going  ships  making  the  transit,  with  which  are  not 
included  local  launches  and  vessels  in  the  service  of  the  Canal  or  of  the 
Army  on  the  Isthmus,  was  176.  Their  aggregate  net  tonnage,  Panama 
Canal  measurement,  was  557,831  tons. 

The  month  of  greatest  traffic  previous  to  this  was  July,  1915,  with 
170  ships,  having  an  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  547,370  tons.  In  only 
one  other  month,  August  of  1915,  with  161  ships,  had  the  number  of 
ships  making  the  transit  exceeded  160. 

The  traffic  in  January  consisted  of  78  ships,  of  258,317  net  tons, 
moving  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  98  ships,  299,514  net  tons, 
from  Pacific  to  Atlantic.  This  is  the  largest  number  of  ships  which 
have  gone  through  in  any  month  from  Pacific  to  Atlantic,  but  the 
number  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  has  been  exceeded  in  four  previous 
months,  July,  August,  and  September  of  1915  and  December  of  1916. 

New  Record  for  Traffic  through  the  Terminal  Ports. 

During  the  month  of  January  the  customs  service  at  the  Canal  ports 
performed  services  for  an  aggregate  of  736  ships.  This  exceeds  by  92 
the  number  of  ships  handled  in  any  preceding  month.  Two  hundred 
and  four  vessels  entered  and  203  cleared  at  the  port  of  Cristobal  and 
165  entered  and  164  cleared  at  Balboa.  These  include  the  ships  which 
passed  through  the  Canal. 

Proportion  of  Ships  Making  Canal  Transit  in  Ballast. 

Over  13  ships  of  every  hundred  (13.88  per  cent)  making  the  transit 
of  the  Canal  in  1916  went  through  without  cargo,  or  in  ballast.  The 
total  number  of  them  was  174,  of  which  128  were  passing  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  and  46  from  the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic.  A 
factor  in  the  preponderance  of  ballast  ships  from  the  Atlantic  has 
been  the  practice  of  sending  ships  light  to  the  Chilean  nitrate  ports 
to  load  quickly  with  nitrate  for  Europe  and  the  United  States. 

The  total  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  in  ballast  during  the  year  was 
459,745,  according  to  the  rules  for  measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal. 
This  was  composed  of  409,619  tons  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  and  50,126 
from  Pacific  to  Atlantic.  On  the  basis  of  net  tonnage,  the  ballast 
ships  formed  11.68  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  net  tonnage  during  the 
year.

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LINES  THROUGH  THE  CANAL. 


Services  In  Fairly  Regular  Operation  over  the  Great  Trade  Routes. 

The  lines  which  have  established  regular  or  approximately  regular 
services  through  the  Canal  since  the  resumption  of  traffic  last  April 
include: 

From  the  Atlantic  terminus  to  South  and  Central  America — The 
Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company  has  services  from  Cristobal  to 
west  coast  ports  as  far  south  as  Valparaiso  and  Coronel  and  as  far 
north  as  San  Jose  de  Guatemala,  calling  at  the  principal  way  ports. 
Sailings  for  the  Central  American  ports  to  the  north  are  monthly. 
Sailings  for  Tumaco  and  Ecuadorian  ports,  as  far  as  Guayaquil, 
are  every  two  weeks;  sailings  to  Valparaiso  via  Chilean  and  Peruvian 
ports  are  fortnightly;  and  a  service  between  Cristobal  and  Buena- 
ventura and  Tumaco  has  a  sailing  every  three  weeks. 

The  South  American  Steamship  Company  (Chilean  Line)  maintains 
practically  a  weekly  service  between  Cristobal  and  nearly  all  west 
coast  ports  as  far  south  as  Talcahuano. 

The  Peruvian  Steamship  and  Dock  Company  of  Callao  (Peruvian 
Line)  maintains  a  service  between  Cristobal  and  Ecuadorian  and 
Peruvian  ports,  going  as  far  south  as  Mollendo  and  making  its  prin- 
cipal calls  on  the  way  at  Guayaquil,  Paita,  Eten,  Pacasmayo,  Salaverry, 
Callao,  and  southern  ports.  The  line  has  sailings  each  way  once  a 
week.     Its  ships  arrive  at  and  sail  from  Cristobal  every  Monday. 

The  Colombian  Maritime  Steamship  Company,  Limited,  operates  a 
vessel  in  regular  service  between  Cristobal  and  Buenaventura,  making 
about  two  round  voyages  a  month. 

All  of  the  lines  named  above  carry  both  passengers  and  cargo. 

From  the  Atlantic  terminus  to'  Central  and  North  America — The 
Pacific  Mail  Steamship  Company  is  operating  a  line  between  Cristobal 
and  San  Francisco,  with  a  sailing  each  way  about  every  10  days. 
Calls  are  made  at  ports  of  Central  America  and  Mexico  on  the  way, 
and  passengers  are  carried. 

The  steamship  Izabal,  operated  by  the  Empresa  de  Trasportes 
Maritimos,  makes  a  round  voyage  between  Cristobal  and  Puntarenas, 
Costa  Rica,  with  cargo  only,  about  every  three  weeks. 

Between  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  and  the  west  coast  of 
Central  America — The  New  York  and  Cuba  Mail  Steamship  Company 
(Ward  Line)  operates  a  freight  and  passenger  service  through  the 
Canal  between  New  York  and  west  coast  ports  of  Central  America  and 
Salina  Cruz,  Mexico.  The  ships  discharge  and  load  cargo  at  Cristobal. 
Sailings  are  every  three  weeks  in  egch  direction.  The  Jalisco  and  the 
Mexico  carry  cargo  and  passengers,  the  Manzanillo  cargo  only. 

From  ihe  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  the  Pacific  coast  of 
South  America— This  is  the  route  of  heaviest  traffic.  Many  of  the 
vessels  plying  over  it  are  in  the  nitrate  trade  and  used  exclusively  by 
charterers;  the  following  commercial  lines  maintain  fairly  regular 
services : 

The  Merchants'  Line,  operated  by  W.  R.  Grace  and  Company,  plies 
between  New  York  and  ports  of  Ecuador,  Peru,  and  Chile,  with  a 
sailing  each  way  about  every  two  weeks. 

The  United  States  Steel  Products  Company  operates  the  New  York 
and  South  America  Line  between  New  York  and  the  west  coast,  as  far 
south  as  Valparaiso,  with  a  sailing  each  way  about  every  third  week. 
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The  West  Coast  Line  (Wessels,  Duval,  and  Company) ,  plies  between 
New  York  and  Chile  and  Peru,  with  a  vessel  going  each  way  about 
every  third  week. 

The  three  lines  named  in  this  section  carry  cargo  only. 

From  Europe  to  the  Pacific  coast  of  South  America — The  East  Asiatic 
Company  has  a  line  from  Copenhagen,  by  way  of  Gothenburg  and 
Christiania,  to  Valparaiso  and  intermediate  ports,  operating  on  a 
fortnightly  schedule.     Passengers  are  carried. 

The  Johnson  Line  plies  between  Swedish  and  other  Scandinavian 
ports  and  the  west  coast,  as  far  as  Valparaiso,  with  a  sailing  each 
way  about  every  60  days.     Passengers  are  carried. 

The  Booth  Line  has  a  number  of  vessels  in  service  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  west  coast  of  South  America;  sailings  have  not  been 
regular,  and  the  ships  are  regular  Brazil  traders,  tramping  during  the 
war  on  account  of  interrupted  trade  .in  their  usual  area.  They  are 
cargo  ships. 

The  vessels  of  the  Nautilus  Steam  Shipping  Company  (the  old  Gulf 
Line)  sailing  from  Great  Britain  to  the  west  coast  of  South  America 
via  the  Strait  of  Magellan,  and  returning  up  the  coast,  make  the  home 
voyage  through  the  Canal.     The  service  has  cargo  steamers,  monthly. 

The  Royal  Dutch  West  India  Mail  Steamship  Company  has  approxi- 
mately a  monthly  service  from  Rotterdam  to  the  west  coast  of  South 
America  and  return.    The  ships  handle  cargo  only. 

The  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company  has  a  vessel  frequently 
direct  from  Great  Britain  to  Peru  and  Chile;  but  the  principal  service 
of  this  company  is  rendered  through  its  lines  from  Cristobal  to  the 
west  coast,  connecting  at  Cristobal  with  the  lines  of  the  Royal  Mail 
Steam  Packet  Company  and  other  Atlantic  carriers.  The  same  ar- 
rangement governs  homeward  shipments  from  the  west  coast,  the 
vessels  which  go  all  the  way  to  Great  Britain  being  a  minor  part  of  the 
service. 

The  transfer  service  at  the  Atlantic  terminus  of  the  Canal,  referred 
to  in  the  first  section  of  this  article,  cares  for  the  greater  part  of  Euro- 
pean shipments  through  the  Canal  to  the  west  coast  of  South  America. 

From  Europe  to  the  west  coast  of  North  America — The  East  Asiatic 
Company  has  a  service  between  Scandinavian  ports  and  San  Francisco, 
operating  a  vessel  each  way  about  every  fourth  week.  The  ships  carry 
passengers.  .  • 

The  Johnson  Line  has  a  service  over  this  route,  primarily  between 
Sweden  and  San  Francisco,  with  a  vessel  each  way  about  every  60  days, 
with  passengers. 

The  Harrison-Direct  Line  has  a  service  between  Great  Britain  and 
the  west  coast  as  far  as  Puget  Sound,  with  a  vessel  each  way  approxi- 
mately every  sixth  week.     These  are  cargo  ships. 

The  Maple  Leaf  Line  plies,  from  New  York  to  Vancouver,  to  return 
to  Europe  by  way  of  California  ports  and  Santa  Rosalia.  Ships  of  this 
line  are  scheduled  to  sair every  five  weeks.  They  do  not  carry  pas- 
sengers. 

From  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  Japan,  Siberia,  China, 
and  the  Philippine  Islands — The  movements  of  vessels  over  this  trade 
route  have  not  been  regular,  ?s  most  of  the  ships  load  and  clear  as  cargo 
offers  and  do  not  attempt  a  fixed  schedule.  The  tendency  to  this 
practice  is  fostered  by  the  length  of  the  voyage  and  a  general  uncer- 
tainty as  to  the  return  voyage,  with  what  cargo  and  by  what  route. 
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The  principal  lines  operating  in  this  service  are  the  American  and 
Oriental  Line,  the  Barber  Line,  Shewan  Tomes  and  Company,  and 
Alfred  Holt  and  Company,  sending  out  a  vessel,  among  them,  about 
once  every  10  days  from  New  York;  the  American  and  Manchurian 
Line  (Ellerman  and  Bucknall),  about  once  in  three  weeks;  the  Nippon 
Vusen  Kabushiki  Kaisha,  approximately  semimonthly  in  each  di- 
rection; and  ships  operated  by  Norton,  Lilly,  and  Company  sail  at 
irregular  intervals,  approximately  once  a  month. 

The  Luckenbach  Line  is  operating  in  this  area,  sending  a  ship  out 
from  New  York  about  once  in  three  weeks. 

It  may  be  noted  here  that  the  East  Asiatic  Company  sends  an  oc- 
casional vessel  to  the  Far  East  direct  through  the  Canal;  and  at 
irregular  times  the  vessels  of  the  company  return  from  the  Far  East 
to  Denmark  through  the  Panama  Canal. 

The  Atlantic-Gulf-Far  East  Line  has  sent  a  ship  through  the  Canal, 
outward  bound  from  the  United  States  to  Japan,  and  will  continue  the 
service  according  to  the  availability  of  tonnage. 

The  Prince  Line  uses  the  Canal  for  its  service  between  the  Far  East 
and  Boston  and  New  York.  Some  of  the  ships  have  sailed  to  or  from 
Vladivostok,  others  from  japan,  others  Irom  Australia.  The  saihngs 
are  irregular,  and  passengers  are  not  carried. 

From  the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand — The  United  States  and  Australia  Line  operates  between 
New  York  and  the  ports  of  New  Zealand  and  Australia,  with  a  vessel 
out  about  every  month. 

The  Ellerman  Lines  have  a  service  from  New  York  to  Australia 
and  New  Zealand,  with  irregular  sailings. 

The  Luckenbach  Line  is  operating  a  service  to  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  with  irregular  sailings. 

The  Federal  Steam  Navigation  Company  has  established  a  line  be- 
tween New  Zealand  and  New  York,  with  a  ship  each  way  approxi- 
mately every  six  weeks. 

The  American-Australia  Line  operates  between  New  York  and 
Australia,  with  a  vessel  each  way  about  every  60  days. 

The  Commonwealth  and  Dominion  Line  serves  these  trade  areas, 
with  a  ship  about  every  fourth  week. 

The  Stoomvarts  Maatschappe  Nederland,  the  Rotterdamsche 
Lloyd,  and  the  Holland-American  Line  cooperate  in  a  service  be- 
tween New  York  and  Batavia,  Surabaya,  and  Samarang. 

From  Europe  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand — The  New  Zealand  Ship- 
ping Company  operates  a  line  between  New  Zealand  and  Great  Britain 
with  possible  way  calls  at  Norfolk  and  New  York.  Sailings  each  way 
are  every  28  days  for  mail  boats,  with  intermediate  sailings  of  cargo 
ships. 

The  Federal  Steam  Navigation  Company  operates  over  the  same 
route,  with  a  ship  each  way  about  once  a  month. 

The  Shaw,  Savill  and  Albion  Company,  Limited,  of  London,  has  been 
sending  some  of  its  ships  through  the  Canal  on  tlie  homeward  voyage 
from  New  Zealand.  The  service  is  irregular.  The  outward  bound 
ships  have  been  going  around  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  none  have 
been  sent  through  the  Canal  to  date.    This  is  a  cargo  service. 

The  Swedish  East  Asiatic  Company  has  an  irregular  service  be- 
tween Scandinavian  ports  and  the  Far  East. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  regular  service  in  the  United  States 
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coastwise  trade,  between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  ports  of  the  United 
States.  During  the  fiscal  year  1915  this  was  the  heaviest  traffic 
through  the  Canal,  being  nearly  40  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  inter- 
ruption of  traffic  through  the  Canal  by  the  slides  for  six  months,  be- 
ginning in  the  middle  of  September,  1915,  caused  the  diversion  of  most 
of  the  vessels  formerly  in  the  coastwise  trade  to  the  foreign  trade. 
Since  the  reopening  of  the  Canal  the  coastwise  trade  has  been  relatively 
slight,  and  there  is  no  line  which  at  this  time  operates  a  service  ap- 
proaching regularity.  The  Pacific  Mail  picks  up  at  Cristobal  a  con- 
siderable quantity  of  cargo  for  San  Diego,  Los  Angeles,  and  San 
Francisco. 

Egual  Numbers  of  Ships  in  Both  Directions. 

The  total  number  of  ships  which  had  passed  through  the  Canal  to  the 
end  of  the  calendar  year  1916,  from  the  beginning  of  traffic  on  August 
15,  1914,  was  evenly  divided  between  south  and  northbound  traffic. 
The  number  moving  each  way  was  1,390,  making  a  total  of  2,780. 

The  net  tonnage  moving  from  the  Atlantic,  however,  exceeded  that 
from  the  Pacific  by  1.68  per  cent  (4,643,113  compared  with  4,566,390); 
while  on  the  other  hand  the  cargo  from  the  Pacific  exceeded  that  from 
the  Atlantic  by  33.11  percent  (6,653,809  tons  compared  with  4,998,596.) 
The  shipments  from  the  Pacific  are  made  up  mostly  of  raw  products, 
such  as  nitrates,  grain,  ores,  sugar,  copper,  etc.,  which  are  loaded  more 
heavily  than  the  shipments  of  manufactured  goods  coming  from  the 
Atlantic. 


Queries  as  to  Time  of  Arrival  of  Ships. 

Information  regarding  the  arrival  of  incoming  vessels  at  Cristobal 
will  be  furnished  promptly  and  correctly  by  the  operator  on  the 
Atlantic  Terminal  telephone  board.  Persons  desiring  such  informa- 
tion should  not  ask  for  the  signal  station. 

Cargo  Transferred  between  Ships  at  Cristobal. 

Statements  showing  the  origin  and  distribution  of  cargo  transferred 
at  Cristobal  between  Atlantic  and  Pacific  carriers  during  the  months 
of  July  and  August,  1916,  were  published  in  The  Panama  Canal 
Record  of  October  4.  Similar  data  for  the  subsequent  months,  to 
February  1,  are  presented  in  the  tables  below. 

Nearly  one-fourth  of  the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  make 
Cristobal  their  terminus.  In  the  calendar  year  1916  the  ships  clearing 
from  Cristobal  through  the  Canal  to  the  west  coast,  both  south  and 
north  of  Balboa,  numbered  148;  the  ships  coming  from  the  west  coast 
through  the  Canal  and  terminating  their  voyages  at  Cristobal  num- 
bered 160.  The  total,  308,  was  24.58  per  cent  of  the  grand  total  of 
ships,  1,253,  which  passed  through  the  Canal  during  the  year.  One 
came  or  went  on  an  average  of  every  28  hours  and  20  minutes. 

The  number  of  voyages  through  the  Canal  on  this  routing  is  greater 
than  the  number  over  any  other  of  the  great  trade  routes  using  the 
Canal  with  the  single  exception  of  the  route  between  the  Atlantic 
seaboard  of  the  United  States  and  the  west  coast  of  South  and  Central 
America.  The  number  of  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  on  the  latter 
routing  during  the  year  was  320.  The  route  of  next  highest  number  of 
ships  during  the  year  was  that  between  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Far  East,  including  Australasia,  on  which  167 
voyages  were  made  through  the  Canal. 
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The  following  shows  the  distribution  of  cargo  discharged  at  Cris- 
tobal from  September  to  February,  1916-1917,  from  Europe  and  the 
United  States  for  transfer  to  ports  on  the  west  coast  of  South  America:

The  "Colombia"  Joining  the  Pacific  Mail  Fleet. 

The  Pacific  Mail  steamship  Colombia  arrived  at  Cristobal  on  Satur- 
day, February  10,  on  the  way  from  New  York  to  San  Francisco,  to  go 
into  the  recently  reestablished  Oriental  service  of  the  company.  She 
is  carrying  1,000  tons  of  structural  steel.  The  Colombia  is  one  of  three 
ships  purchased  from  the  Royal  Dutch  West  India  Mail,  at  a  cost 
of  $4,000,000.  The  others,  the  Eaiador  and  the  Venezuela,  passed 
through  the  Canal  on  July  27  and  October  1,  1916,  respectively.  The 
Colombia  struck  a  mine  in  the  English  Channel  and  had  to  go  into 
dry  dock  at  Gravesend  for  repairs;  later,  at  Amsterdam,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  removal  of  a  number  of  plates  from  the  hull,  for  further 
repairs,  she  was  partly  submerged  alongside  the  wharf  at  which  she 
was  moored.  These  accidents  delayed  her  appearance  on  the  Pacific, 
but  she  is  said  to  be  in  excellent  condition  now.  She  is  a  passenger 
ship,  380  feet  in  length  by  48  feet  7  inches  beam. 

Restriction  of  Distribution  of  Bound  Copies  of  Volume  X. 

The  number  of  copies  of  this  volume,  X,  of  The  Panama  Canal 
Record  to  be  bound  will  be  considerably  less  than  the  number  for 
the  preceeding  volumes,  and  the  distribution  will  be  restricted  accord- 
ingly.

This  notice  is  given  in  order  that  those  who  have  been  receiving  the 
bound  volumes  free  may  keep  a  file  of  the  current  issues  as  they  come 
to  hand;   this  is  done  now  in  a  number  of  cases.

Cable  and  Radio  Messages  Sent  over  Panama  Railroad  Telegraph. 

Employees  of  the  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad,  and  others  in  the 
Government  service,  are  advised  that  cable  messages  for  the  United 
States  and  foreign  countries  and  radio  messages  to  ships  at  sea  may 
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be  transmitted  through  the  office  of  the  dispatcher  of  the  railroad, 
room  336,  Administration  Building,  Balboa  Heights,  or  from  any 
station  of  the  railroad  at  which  there  is  an  operator. 

The  messages  are  telegraphed  to  Colon,  to  the  cable  office  or  radio 
station  as  the  case  may  be.  The  rates  are  essentially  the  same  as  those 
granted  employees,  on  proper  authority,  at  the  cable  office,  but  as  the 
railroad  offices  are  frequently  more  readily  accessible  this  convenience 
may  afford  a  saving  in  time.

The  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  makes  a  rate  of  $45  between 
New  York  and  Cristobal  for  nondependent  relatives  of  employees, 
visiting  on  the  Isthmus. 

The  transports  of  the  United  States  Army  carry  employees  of  The 
Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad,  when  accommodations  are 
available,  at  the  rates  accorded  them  on  the  Panama  Railroad  Steam- 
ship Line.    The  rate  to  persons  in  the  Army  is  $1  per  day  at  sea.

Infantile  Paralysis. 

The  two  cases  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  which  were  previously 
reported  as  admitted  to  Ancon  Hospital  on  December  19,  have 
recovered  and  were  discharged  from  the  hospital  on  January  30. 
No  disability  whatever  remains  in  one  case,  and  in  the  other  a  paralysis 
persists  only  in  one  group  of  muscles  of  the  left  arm.  These  are  the 
only  cases  which  have  occurred  in  the  Canal  Zone  or  terminal  cities 
during  the  past  year.

The  «'Port  Newark  Terminal." 

The  Panama  Canal  has  received  from  the  Board  of  Trade  of  New- 
ark, N.  J.,  booklets  describing  the  new  terminal  facilities  through 
which  the  city  is  establishing  itself  as  a  port  for  ocean  carriers.  These 
include  the  reclamation  of  meadow  lands  adjoining  Newark  Bay, 
opposite  Bayonne,  for  factory  and  warehouse  sites  and  the  con- 
struction of  piers  and  docks  to  be  operated  by  the  city.  The  channel 
to  the  terminal  is  reported  as  having  a  depth 'of  20  feet  at  mean  low 
water.

Rates  at  the  Hotel  Aspinwall,  Taboga. 

The  rates  at  the  Aspinwall  are  as  follows:  For  Government  employees  and  adult 
members  of  their  families  the  charge  for  room  and  board  is  $2  per  day;  for  a  stay  of 
14  days  or  over,  $1.75  per  day.  For  nonemployees  the  rate  is  $2.50  per  day;  after  a 
stay  of  30  days  a  rate  of  $2  per  day  will  be  given.  For  children  under  12  years  of  age, 
and  servants,  both  of  employees  and  nonemployees,  the  rate  is  SI  per  day,  flat.  For 
single  meals,  without  room,  the  rates  for  employees  and  nonemployees  are  the  same: 
Breakfast,  50  cents;  luncheon  or  dinner,  75  cents. 

Rates  for  the  launch  trip,  orie  way,  are  30  cents  for  employees  and  adult  members  of 
their  families,  20  cents  for  their  children  between  6  and  12  years  of  age.  For  non- 
employees  the  launch  fares  are  double  those  for  employees. 

Baggage  can  be  checked  from  any  station  of  the  Panama  Railroad  to  the  Balboa 
Heights  station,  and  will  be  transferred  to  Dock  19  by  the  district  quartermaster  for  a 
charge  of  25  cents  per  piece.

Retention  of  Quarters.

Paragraphs  20  and  21  of  Circular  No.  627-15, 
dated  August  5,  1916,  are  amended  to  read  aa 
follows: 

20.  Family  quarters  may  be  held  during  the 
absence  of  the  employee  to  whom  assigned,  or 
his  family,  or  both  simultaneously,  not  to  exceed 
a  total  of  120  days  in  any  one  service  year,  pro- 
vided that  quarters  may  not  be  held  for  a  con- 
tinuous period  of  more  than  90  days  unless  va- 
cated by  the  employee  himself  while  on  author- 
ized leave  of  absence  with  pay.

leave  and  who  is  granted  this  leave  effective  at 
the  time  he  is  tendered  quarters  on  an  original 
assignment,  or  within  30  days  thereafter,  may  be 
allowed  time  for  the  occupancy  of  his  quarters 
until  the  expiration  of  leave  granted;  provided 
that  in  no  case  shall  a  house  be  so  held  for  more 
than  150  days

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Postal  Rates  between  the  Canal  Zone  and  Foreign  Countries. 

The  attention  of  the  shipping  interests  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
two-cent  postage  rate  in  effect  between  the  United  States  and  Great 
Britain,  Germany,  Newfoundland,  British  Honduras,  Barbados,  and 
certain  other  islands  in  the  West  Indies,  does  not  apply  to  the  Canal 
Zone.  The  rate  from  the  Canal  Zone  is  five  cents  per  ounce  or  fraction 
on  first-class  matter  to  all  countries  outside  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States  except  Canada,  Cuba,  Mexico,  and  Panama. 

The  areas  to  which  the  two-cent  rate  from  the  Canal  Zone  is  extended 
are  Alaska,  American  Samoa,  Canada,  Cuba,  Hawaii,  Mexico,  Panama, 
Philippine  Islands,  Porto  Rico,  United  States  naval  vessels,  U.  S. 
Naval  Hospital  at  Yokohama,  U.  S.  Postal  Agency  at  Shanghai, 
and  the  continental  United  States. 

Letters  for  foreign  countries  (to  which  the  five-cent  rate  applies) 
need  not  be  prepaid,  but  the  deficiency  in  postage  will  be  collected  by 
the  delivering  office  at  double  the  amount  of  the  original  deficiency. 
The  rate  on  post  cards  to  foreign  countries  is  two  cents  each. 

On  commercial  papers  the  rate  for  sending  from  the  Canal  Zone  to 
foreign  countries  is  five  cents  for  the  first  10  ounces  or  less  and  one  cent 
for  each  additional  2  ounces  or  fraction.  Commercial  papers  include 
all  papers  and  documents,  whether  writings  or  drawings,  produced 
wholly  or  partly  by  hand,  not  having  the  character  of  an  actual  and 
personal  correspondence,  such  as  open  letters  and  post  cards  of  old 
date  which  have  already  fulfilled  their  original  purpose,  papers  of  legal 
procedure,  deeds  of  all  kinds  drawn  up  by  public  functionaries,  way- 
bills or  bills  of  lading,  invoices,  etc.  Commercial  papers  must  be 
placed  under  band  or  in  an  open  envelope.  The  maximum  weight  of  a 
package  of  commercial  papers  which  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Canal 
Zone  post  offices  is  4  pounds  6  ounces.  The  maximum  length  is  18 
inches,  except  that  papers  may  be  put  up  in  rolls  which  do  not  exceed 
30  inches  in  length  and  4  inches  in  diameter. 

On  samples  of  merchandise  the  foreign  rate  is  two  cents  for  the  first 
4  ounces  or  less,  and  one  cent  for  each  additional  2  ounces  or  fraction. 
On  printed  matter  it  is  one  cent  for  each  2  ounces  or  fraction.  The  rate 
on  parcels  post  is  12  cents  for  each  pound  or  fraction  of  a  pound. 

The  rates  as  explained  above  for  mailing  through  Canal  Zone  post 
ofiiices  are  reciprocal.  That  is,  the  rate  to  the  Canal  Zone  from  a 
foreign  country  is  the  same  as  the  rate  from  the  Canal  Zone  to  that 
country.  Accordingly,  in  foreign  countries  persons  sending  mail  to 
the  United  States  likely  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Canal  Zone  should  be 
careful  to  pay  the  Canal  Zone  rate  in  case  a  lower  rate  applies  to  the 
United  States.  Such  letters  when  forwarded  to  the  Canal  Zone  have 
postage  due,  which  must  be  collected  from  the  addressee.  This  is 
liable  to  occasion  delay  in  delivery. 

Tolls  Earned  in  January. 

The  tolls  earned  in  January  amounted  to  $526,193.03.  Of  this 
amount  $222,434,72  was  from  ships  passing  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
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Pacific  and  $303,758.31  from  ships  passing  from  the  Pacific  to  the 
Atlantic. 

No  tolls  were  collected  during  the  month  on  ships  in  the  coastwise 
trade,  the  only  coastwise  vessels  being  in  the  Government  service. 


March  Weather  Probabilities. 

During  the  month  of  March,  1917,  the  following  weather  conditions 
may  be  expected  at  the  Canal  entrances.  These  predictions  express 
average  conditions  and  are  based  on  the  records  at  Colon  and  Ancon  for 
the  past  9  and  11  years,  respectively: 

Winds — There  should  be  a  slight  increase  of  the  wind  movement  as 
compared  with  February  conditions.  Fresh  northerly  dry  season 
winds  may  be  expected  throughout  the  month.  At  the  Atlantic  en- 
trance to  the  Canal,  north  and  northeast  winds  will  prevail  with  an 
average  hourly  velocity  of  about  15  miles  an  hour.  The  maximum 
velocity  here  is  not  likely  to  exceed  35  miles  an  hour. 

Northwest  winds  will  prevail  over  the  interior  and  on  the  Pacific 
coast,  with  an  average  hourly  velocity  of  about  11  miles  an  hour. 
Probabilities  of  a  maximum  velocity  of  more  than  30  miles  an  hour 
are  slight. 

Radn — ^March  is  almost  invariably  the  month  of  least  rainfall,  and 
no  heavy  rains  are  likely  to  occur  during  the  month,  although  light 
showers  may  be  expected  occasionally  at  both  Canal  entrances.  The 
average  rainfall  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  is  1.66  inches,  and  on  the 
Pacific  side,  0.68  inch,  these  averages  being  for  periods  of  47  and  18 
years,  respectively. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  at  either  Canal  entrance,  but  night 
and  early  morning  fogs  may  be  expected  to  form  over  the  interior 
occasionally.  The  average  number  of  nights  with  fog  over  the  Gaillard 
Cut  section  of  the  Canal  is  four.  No  dense  fogs  are  likely  to  occur, 
and  practically  all  light  fogs  may  be  expected  to  clear  away  before 
8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — An  average  shade  air  temperature  of  80  degrees, 
Fahrenheit,  can  be  expected  at  the  Atlantic  entrance,  while  at  the 
Pacific  entrance  it  should  be  slightly  higher,  about  82°.  The  tempera- 
ture is  not  likely  to  rise  above  88°,  or  fall  lower  than  67°  on  the  At- 
lantic coast,  while  on  the  Pacific  it  may  be  as  high  as  96°  or  as  low  as 
65°.  The  mean  daily  range  in  temperature  is  greater  on  the  Pacific 
coast  than  on  the  Atlantic,  especially  so  during  the  dry  season  months. 
For  the  month  of  March  it  should  be  about  20  degrees  and  7  degrees, 
Fahrenheit,  respectively. 

Barometric  pressure — There  will  be  little  change  in  the  atmospheric 
pressure  over  the  Isthmus  as  compared  with  that  of  the  preceding 
month.  The  average  sealevel  pressure  will  be  about  29.88  inches  over 
both  coasts.  A  maximum  pressure  of  over  30.00  inches  or  a  minimum 
of  less  than  29.73  inches,  is  not  likely  to  occur  at  either  entrance  to 
the  Canal. 

Relative  humidity — The  average  percentage  of  moisture  in  the  air 
should  be  about  70  per  cent  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  77  per  cent  on  the 
Atlantic.  On  the  Pacific  coast  the  humidity  will  vary  between  90 
per  cent  and  45  per  cent,  while  on  the  Atlantic  side  the  variation  will 
be  less,  between  85  per  cent  and  65  per  cent. 

Storms — Fair  weather  may  be  expected  on  both  coasts  and  probabil- 
ities of  any  severe  general  storms  are  slight.     However,  a  rough  sea 
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and  heavy  swell  may  at  times  be  produced  outside  the  breakwaters  at 
Colon  by  the  fresh  northerly  trades,  and  during  this  season  of  the 
years,  the  so-called  "northers"  occasionally  reach  as  far  souti  as  the 
Isthmus.  Smooth  to  moderate  seas  may  be  expected  at  the  Pacific 
entrance  to  the  Canal  and  generally  fair  weather  on  both  coasts. 

Tides — Owing  to  the  slight  variations  at  Colon,  tidal  fluctuations 
at  the  Atlantic  entrance  need  not  be  considered.

Circular  No.  664-1  (superseding  circular  No. 
664): 

The  statidnery  for  use  of  The  Panama  Canal 
and  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  shall  be 
standardized  as  herein  provided,  and  all  requi- 
sitions for  printing  will  be  made  on  the  Foreman 
Printer. 

SIZES  FOR  GENERAL  FORMS. 

1.  The  following  shall  be  standard  sizes  for 
general  forms,  with  special  sizes  permitted  if 
necessity  requires: 

8  X  3J  inches — One-third  letter  size. 

8  X  5j  inches — One-half  letter  size. 

8x7  inches — Two-thirds  letter  size. 

8  X  10|  inches — Letter  size. 

8x14  inches — One  and  one-third  letter  size, 
or  legal  size. 

The  above  sizes  will  be  strictly  adhered  to  ex- 
cept in  such  cases  as  come  under  "Special  Size 
Forms." 

SPECIAL  SIZE  FORMS. 

2.  Special  size  forms,  which,  for  any  reason, 
can  not  be  made  to  conform  to  the  standard,  shall 
be  arranged  for  between  the  requisitioning  official 
and  the  l'"oreman  Printer.  However,  this  iS  not 
intended  to  mean  sizes  varying  one-eighth,  one- 
quarter,  or  one-half  inch  from  standard,  unless 
they  are  to  be  be  used  in  card  cabinets. 

STOCK  FOR  GENERAL  FORMS. 

3.  The  following  weights  in  white  paper  shall 
be  standard  for  general  forms.  For  comparative 
purposes  only,  the  weights  in  each  instance  refer 
to  a  ream  of  17  by  22  inch  stock.  The  Supply 
Department  will  purchase  stock  in  sizes  which 
will  cut  and  print  to  the  best  advantage  the  stand- 
ard sizes  given  above,  but  same  will  approximate 
the  weight  mentioned  in  17  by  22  inch  sheets. 

32  lb. — Extra  heavy.  Same  as  present  Daily 
Leave  Order. 

24  lb. — Heavy.  Will  make  about  one  good  car- 
bon copy. 

20  lb. — Same  as  that  on  which  regular  letter- 
heads are  printed. 

16  lb. — For  forms  requiring  three  carbon  copies. 

13  lb. — For  forms  requiring  four  to  seven  car- 
bon copies. 

7^0  8  lb. — Unglazed  tissue. 

7  5  to  8  lb. — Glazed  tissue. 

The  Foremaa  Printer  will  keep  in  stock  the 
best  grade  and  a  medium  grade  in  all  the  above 
weights  except  the  first  and  last. 

LOOSE-LEAF  BLANKS  AND  BLANK  BOOKS. 

4.  Sizes  for  loose-leaf  blanks  and  blank  books 
should,  as  far  as  practicable,  be  made  to  conform 
to  the  limitations  of  the  ledger  papers  carried  in 
stock  at  the  Printing  Plant. 

COLORED  PAPERS  AND  CARDBOARD. 

5.  The  standard  colored  papers  to  be  kept  in 
stock  by  the  Foreman  Printer  shall  be  blue,  pink, 
and  buff  in  the  20  and  16  pound  weights.  Other 
colors   and   weights   will    be  considered  special. 

When  the  price  of  the  colored  paper  is  excessive, 
its  use  shall  be  restricted  as  much  as  possible. 
The  use  of  red  cardboard  shall  be  strictly  con- 


fined to  explosiye  and  similar  warning  notices 
inviting  attention  to  danger. 

STOCK  FORMS. 

6.  All  stock  forms  (those  used  in  common  by 
two  or  more  departments  or  divisions)  shall  be 
approved  by  this  office,  and  before  any  such  form 
is  reprinted  copy  of  the  same  shall  be  submitted 
to  this  office  for  any  necessary  revision.  Forms 
in  use  by  two  or  more  departments  or  divisions 
carrying  but  slightly  different  matter  shall  be 
made  into  stock  forms,  if  possiblt,  the  matter 
to  be  taken  up  by  the  Foreman  Printer  with  the 
requisitioning  officials  with  this  end  in  view  when- 
ever he  tinds  such  forms  are  being  ordered. 

NUMBERING  FORMS. 

7.  All  stationery  forms  will  be  numbered  by 
the  Foreman  Printer,  under  one  general  series 
without  prefix,  and  sub-numbers  will  indicate 
revisions. 

FORMS  AFFECTING  OTHER  DEPARi MENTS. 

8.  In  order  to  secure  uniformity,  and  eliminate 
duplication  and  unnecessary  expense,  any  form 
which  concerns  the  j urisdiction  or  work  of  another 
department  shall  not  be  printed  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  department  or  division  concerned; 
thus  forms  prepared  for  financial  and  accounting 
purposes  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the  Ac- 
counting Department,  while  those  concerning 
personnel  matters  shall  be  approved  by  this 
office. 

OBSOLETE  FORMS. 

9.  No  form  will  be  considered  obsolete  or 
destroyed  without  authority  of  .'lis  office,  or 
without  consulting  the  office  originating  or  using 
the  form. 

COPIES  OF  FORMS. 

10.  The  Foreman  Printer  will  furnish  the  Ex- 
ecutive Office  two  copies  of  each  new  or  revised 
form  printed,  in  order  that  a  proper  record  may 
be  maintained. 

LETTERHEADS. 

11.  A  stock  letterhead  for  each  department  of 
The  Panama  Canal,  printed  on  8"  by  10|"  paper 
in  three  weights,  shall  be  used  by  all  departments 
and  divisions,  unless  exception  is  authorized  by 
the  Governor. 

MEMORANDUM    LETTERHEADS." 

12.  All  departments  and  divisions  having  need 
for  memorandum  forms  shall  use  the  stock  mem- 
orandum form  462,  printed  on  8"  by  5  i"  paper  of 
the  same  quality  as  the  regular  letterhead,  and 
put  up  in  pads  of  50  sheets  each.

18.  Requisitioning  officials  should  state  whether 
a  form  is  to  be  used  with  pencil,  typewriter,  or 
pen,  and  the  number  of  copies  it  is  desired  to  make 
at  one  time.  Tille  as  well  as  form  number  must  be 
slated,  and  a  copy  oj  the  form  should  accompany 
the  requisition.  In  giving  sizes  of  forms  always 
state  width  first;  for  e.xample,  8"  x  lOj"  (mean- 
ing 8"  wide  by  IO2"  long). 

Formal  requisitions  will  be  lequired  for  print- 
ing forms  that  are  not  carried  in  stock,  and  fore- 
man's orders  will  be  accepted  only  for  stationery 
sunplies  and  slock  forms  not  requiring  special 
printing. 

SPECIAL  AND  UNNECESSARY  PRINTING

To  all  concerned — Paragraph  20,  of  circular  No. 
627-15,  as  amended  by  circular  No.  627-17,  reads 
as  follows: 

"Family  quarters  may  be  held  during  the  ab- 
sence of  the  employee  to  whom  assigned,  or  his 
family,  or  both  simultaneously,  not  to  exceed  a 
total  of  1 20  days  in  any  one  service  year,  provided 
that  quarters  may  not  be  held  for  a  continuous 
period  of  more  than  90  days  unless  vacated  by 
the  employee  himself  while  on  authorized  leave 
of  absence  with  pay.  Any  vacation  of  quarters 
for  10  days  or  more,  either  by  the  employee  or  his 
family,  or  both  simultaneously  (except  for 
hospital  treatment),  will  be  charged  against  the 
total  allowance  for  the  service  year." 

Employees  occupying  regularly  assigned  family 
quarters  are  directed  to  report  to  the  local  district 
quartermaster  any  vacation  of  quarters  for  10 
days  or  more  either  by  the  employee  or  bia  family. 


except  in  cases  where  transportation  request  has 
been  issued  by  this  office  fixing  the  time  limit  for 
the  retention  of  quarters,  a  coiy  of  which  is 
furnishe  i  the  district  quartermaster.  Report  of 
absence  should  be  made  to  the  district  quarter- 
master immediately  upon  reoccupancy  of  quar- 
ters.

Trip  Passes  for  Use  on  Sundays  and  Holi- 
days. 

Panama  Railroad  Company, 
Office  of  Master  of  Transportation, 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  February  13,  1917. 
Heads  of  Departments  and  Divisions: 

Rule  34  of  Book  of  Rules  for  the  guidance  of 
conductors  and  collectors  in  the  handling  of 
passenger  train  transportation,  reads  in  part  as 
follows: 

"Panama  Railroad  employees  trip  passes.  34. 
This  form  of  transportation  is  not  good  on  Sun- 
days or  holidays  unless  so  marked,  and  is  not 
good  for  stop-over  unless  this  information  is 
on  face  of  pass." 

A  similar  rule  has  been  incorporated  in  the 
Book  of  Rules  of  the  Panama  Railroad  for  a  num- 
ber of  years,  but  apparently  has  not  been  lived 
up  to.  Conductors  and  collectors  are  now  living 
up  to  this  rule  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  depart- 
ments having  authority  to  issue  P.R.R.  employees' 
trip  passes  or  emijloyees'  gang  passes  to  see  that 
such  transportation  is  stamped  "Good  on  Sun- 
days and  Holidays"  before  same  will  be  accepted 
by  our  train  conductors  and  collectors.  It  is 
necessary  that  such  transportation  be  so  marked 
in  order  that  same  will  not  be  abused,  and  also 
the  desire  on  the  part  of  the  P.R.R.  to  restrict  as 
much  as  possible  the  traveling  on  official  business 
passes  on  Sundays  and  holidays.  In  case  it  is 
desired  to  use  this  transportation  on  Sundays  and 
holidays  same  should  be  stamped  with  rubber 
stamp  accordingly.

Notice  to  Mariners. — Radio  Time  Signals. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  February  21,  1917. 
Circular  No.  643-35: 

1.  There  has  been  installed  by  the  Navy  Department,  at  the  Darien 
Radio  Station.  Canal  Zone,  a  time  transmitting  clock  so  constructed  as 
to  send  time  signals  by  radio.  The  clock  isadjusted  daily  to  Washington 
Observ'atory  time  by  radio  signal,  with  a  maximum  error  not  to  exceed 
five-tenths  of  a  second,  ordinarily  not  to  exceed  one-tenth  of  a  second. 
The  signal  is  sent  out  by  radio  each  day  at  1 :00  p.  m.,  75th  meridian 
time.  This  signal  begins  at  12.55  p.  m.  and  continues  for  five  minutes. 
During  this  inter\al  every  tick  of  the  clock  is  transmitted  by  radio 
except  the  29th  second  of  each  minute,  the  55th  to  the  59th  second  of 
each  of  the  first  four  minutes,  and  finally  the  50th  to  the  59th  second  of 
the  last  minute.  The  1.00  p.  m.  signal  is  a  longer  contact  after  the 
longer  break.  The  wave  length  used  is  4,000  meters  and  is  sent  out 
so  that  any  ship  with  ordinary  commercial  receiving  apparatus  capable 
of  tuning  as  high  as  4,000  meters  should  be  able  to  receive  it. 

2.  As  the  Navy  Department  of  the  United  States  has  spared  no 
expense  in  making  the  service  reliable,  it  is  desired  that  maximum 
benefits  will  result  to  shipping,  and  it  is  hoped  that  ship  captains  will 
communicate  with  the  radio  office  at  Darien,  either  by  letter  or  radio, 
giving  data  as  to  distance  of  reception,  clearness  of  signal,  etc.,  in 
order  that  the  service  may  be  improved.  If  it  is  found  that  many 
merchant  ships  cannot  tune  to  the  4,000  meter  wave  length,  arrange- 
ments will  be  made  to  send  time  simultaneously  from  Colon  Radio 
Station  on  a  spark  transmitter  with  shorter  wave  length.

CANAL  WORK  IN  JANUARY,  1917. 

The  following  is  the  report,  in  part,  of  the  Governor  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  the  month  of  January,  1917: 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  February  15,  1917. 
The  Honorable,  the  Secretary  of  War, 

Washington,  D.  C. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus  for 
the  month  of  January,  1917: 

CANAL    BUSINESS. 

Traffic  through  the  Canal  and  its  terminal  ports  during  January  exceeded  that  in 
any  previous  month.  The  total  number  of  ships  entering  and  clearing  was  736; 
and  the  number  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  was  175.  The  aggregate  net  tonnage 
of  the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  561,447,  Panama  Canal  measurement. 
The  total  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  671, .^93  tons  of  2,240  pounds. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $534,331.17,  and  deposits  were  made  with  assistant 
treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $353,197.77  to  be  applied  on  pay- 
ment of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  commissary 
supplies  to  ships  aggregated  $36,245.30;  of  ice,  $1,103.89;  and  of  supplies  from  the 
storehouses,  $12,899.92. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  business  at  the  ports  at  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific 
ends  of  the  Canal,  respectively,  during  the  month:

LOCKS. 

The  work  of  applying  bitumastic  enamel  to  the  upper  side  of  the  guard  gates  of  the 
east  flight  of  Mirallores  Locks  was  completed  on  January  9,  thus  completing  the 
application  of  bitumastic  to  all  submerged  parts  of  the  gates  of  Miraflores  Locks. 
Protective  work  on  the  gates  and  valves  was  also  carried  on  at  Pedro  Miguel  and  Gatun 
Locks.  Experiments  with  the  zinc  coating  machine  were  continued  at  Gatun. 
Grading  the  backfill  at  Pedro  Miguel,  east  of  the  permanent  track  on  the  east  side, 
was  completed  during  the  month.  The  installation  of  permanent  track  on  the  east 
backfill  at  Miraflores  was  in  progress  at  the  end  of  the  month.

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The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
launches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic.  Dredging 
equipment  is  not  included. 

TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — The  bronze  grill  work  and  glass  for  the  end  doors  of  Pier  7 
were  received  early  in  January,  and  installation  was  about  40  per  cent  complete  at 
the  end  of  the  month.    This  is  the  only  construction  work  remaining  on  this  pier.    ' 

No  work  was  done  on  the  trestle  and  false  work  for  the  construction  of  Pier  6 
during  the  month,  on  account  of  delay  in  delivery  ct  piling;  the  final  shipment  of 
this  material  arrived  during  the  last  week  of  January.  Nine  hundred  and  seventy-five 
linear  feet  of  steel  caissons  were  placed  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  1,190 
feet  in  place,  approximately  9  per  cent  of  the  total  required.  Material  for  3,835 
linear  feet  arrived  during  the  month,  making  4.435  feet  received  to  date,  or  35  per 
cent  of  the  amount  to  be  furnished  from  the  United  States.  Material  excavated 
from  the  caissons  amoimted  to  858  cubic  yards,  bringing  the  total  to  930  cubic 
yards,  approximately  5.5  per  cent  of  the  total  to  be  excavated.  The  pouring  of 
concrete  into  the  steel  cylinders  was  begun  on  January  25,  and  205  cubic  yards  ' 
were  poured  before  the  end  of  the  month;  this  is  about  one  percent  of  the  total  re- 
quired. Final  borings  for  Pier  6  were  completed  on  January  24;  the  total  drilled 
during  the  month  comprised  42  holes,  with  2,705  linear  feet  of  wash  drilling;  and 
the  aggregate  of  drilling  was  93  holes,  with  6,602  linear  feet. 

Work  on  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house  was  held  up  by  nondelivery  of  the 
caisson  material  ordered  in  the  United  States. 

In  the  extension  of  the  Cristobal  mole,  32,225  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  from  the 
Mount  Hope  borrow  pit  were  dumped  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  99,273 
cubic  yards,  or  approximately  90  per  cent  of  the  amount  required.  Armor  rock 
placed  in  January  amounted  to  922  cubic  yards,  bringing  the  total  in  place  to  1,297 
cubic  yards,  or  four  per  cent  cf  the  total  required.  No  armor  rock  was  placed  on  the 
fill  for  the  track  yard  in  rear  of  the  fire  station  at  Cristobal  in  January,  all  of  this 
class  of  rock  obtained  having  been  used  in  armoring  the  extension  of  the  mole. 

Preliminary  work  was  begun  for  the  erection  of  an  anemometer  tower  on  the  Cris- 
tobal mole. 

Pacific  terminals — The  installation  of  check  valves  in  the  tunnel  of  dry  dock  No.  1, 
and  the  grading  around  the  buildings  on  the  south  side  of  the  dock,  were  completed. 
Holes  were  drilled  and  anchor  nuts  grouted  in,  for  the  bolts  of  a  fender  to  be  placed 
in  front  of  the  granite  caisson  posts  at  the  entrance  to  the  dock.  Erection  was  begun 
on  the  jib  of  a  50-ton  locomotive  crane  for  the  dry  dock,  and  75  per  cent  of  the  steel 
work  was  completed  during  the  month. 

Fill  amounting  to  770  cubic  yards,  obtained  from  Diablo  Hill  and  from  grading 
around  the  buildings  of  the  terminal,  was  placed  at  quay  wall  C-D.  Foot  castings 
for  boom  connections  on  cargo  handling  booms  were  installed  on  both  sides  of  Pier 
18.  Seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-six  linear  feet  of  creosoted  pile  fenders 
were  driven  at  the  reloader  wharf  of  the  coaling  plant. 

Both  contractors  for  the  coaling  plant  equipment  made  minor  alterations  and  addi> 
tions  during  the  month;  their  work  was  practically  completed  prior  to  January  1, 
and  the  acceptance  tests  are  waiting  on  the  operation  of  the  reclaiming  cranes.  The 
2  ^-ton  grab  buckets  for  these  cranes  arrived  at  the  site  on  January  26,  and  the  bucket 
for  crane  No.  1  was  reeved  and  a  small  amount  of  coal  was  dug  from  the  storage 
pile  before  the  end  of  the  month.  Work  was  done  in  January  for  placing  cranes  3  and 
4  in  satisfactory  operating  condition ;  No.  3  was  operated  during  the  mont  h,  and  No.  4 
was  75  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  A  total  of  2,917  rivets  were  cut 
out  and  redriven  on  the  four  reclaiming  cranes. 

DREDGING. 

The  total  excavation  for  the  month,  including  earth,  rock,  and  gravel,  was  1,307,037 
cubic  yards.  In  addition,  47,922  cubic  yards  were  rehandled,  and  not  credited  to  the 
Canal  excavation. 

Seven  dredges  removed  152,038  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  691,349  cubic  yards  of  rock 
from  Gaiilard  Cut,  as  follows:  Six  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  six  hundred  and 
fifteen  cubic  yards  of  rock  and  35,709  cubic  yards  of  earth  from  the  Culebra  slides; 
47,720  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  Cucaracha  slide;  116,329  cubic  yards  of  earth  and 
13  014  cubic  yards  of  rock  (miscellaneous  maintenance)  in  the  vicinity  of  stations 
1825-1920.  Rehandled  material,  not  counted  in  the  totals,  amounted  to  47,922 
cubic  yards.  The  Culebra  slide  showed  a  small  movement  during  the  month,  par- 
ticularly in  the  vicinity  of  stations  1770-1785  east;  Cucaracha  slide  was  quiescent 
throughout  the  month  and  a  reliable  channel  was  maintained  past  it. 

In  the  Pacific  entrance  channel  there  was  no  original  excavation;    maintenance 
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excavation  included  119,706  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  2,000  cubic  yards  of  rock. 
In  the  inner  harbor  at  Balboa  the  excavation,  performed  by  two  dredges,  consisted 
of  118,823  cubic  yards  of  original  and  40,000  cubic  yards  of  maintenance  excavation. 

In  Miraflores  Lake  dredge  No.  83  removed  59,990  cubic  yards  from  the  Canal 
prism;  8,984  cubic  yards  were  original  and  51,006  cubic  yards  were  mainlenance  work. 

In  the  Atlantic  section  there  was  no  excavation  from  the  Canal  prism  during  the 
month;  the  dredges  Ga/K^oa  and  No.  84  removed  99,084  cubic  yards  of  material 
from  the  west  slip,  opposite  piers  7  and  8,  from  borrow  pit  No.  2,  and  from  the  barge 
slip. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  January  was  1,307,037  cubic  yards,  of 
which  281,954  cubic  yards  weie  from  auxiliary  works  and  1,025,083  cubic  yards  were 
from  the  Canal  prism.  Of  the  latter,  56,704  cubic  yards  were  original  construction 
excavation,  and  968,379  were  in  maintenance  work.  The  estimated  amount  of 
dredging  remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation  in  Canal  and  harbor  work, 
exclusive  of  Gaillard  Cut,  on  February  1,  was  3,721,200  cubic  yards. 

SHOPS,    FOUNDRY,    AND  DRY  DOCK    WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso,  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of 
the  Mechanical  Division  together  completed  721  shop  orders,  leaving  619  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  153,462  pounds  of  iron, 
205,9201  pounds  of  steel,  and  27,791  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostled  as 
follows:  Locomotives,  2,868,  and  cranes,  236.  Six  hundred  and  fifty  se\ en  shop  and 
4,846  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  4  heavy  and  1,188  light  repairs  were  made 
on  other  rolling  equipment. 

The  principal  jobs  at  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa  were  extensive  repairs  to  the  steamship 
Nitaragiian;  cleaning  and  painting  the  steamship  Za  5/-ea;  and  three  days  work  on 
the  ladder  dredge  Corozal.  The  rebuilding  of  the  tug  Bolivar  was  completed,  and  ma- 
chinery and  boiler  were  removed  frcm  the  tug  Catun.  During  the  month  one  dis- 
patch boat  was  completed  and  turned  over  to  the  Dredging  Division,  and  hull  No.  2 
was  about  95  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  One  2  j-inch  turret  lathe  and 
one  3-inch  and  one  8-inch  pipe  machine  were  installed  in  the  shops  during  the  month. 

The  overhauling  of  four  submarines  continued  at  the  Ciistobal  dry  dock.  Six 
vessels  used  the  dock  during  the  month.  Sixty-seven  work  requests  were  received 
from  individuals  and  companies  during  the  month,  of  which  30  were  for  ships 
making  the  port  of  Cristobal  or  passing  through  the  Canal. 

At  the  Paraiso  shops,  in  addition  to  the  usual  running  repairs  to  the  dredging 
equipment,  the  forces  overhauled  completely  the  screen  for  the  Chagres  River  gravel 
plant,  and  made  extensive  repairs  to  the  tugs  Cham?  and  Miraflores,  the  dredge  Mar- 
mot, motorboat  No.  11,  and  barges  Nos.  117  and  132. 

BUILDING  CONSTRUCTION. 

At  the  end  of  the  month  all  of  the  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital 
were  complete  except  for  the  trim  and  the  plumbing.  Concrete  work  on  the  school 
buildings  at  Ancon  and  Balboa  was  completed.  The  roof  was  partly  laid  on  the 
restaurant  at  Ancon  and  completely  laid  on  the  restaurant  at  Balboa,  and  interior 
plastering  for  the  latter  practically  completed.  The  electrical  storehouse  was  com- 
pleted with  theexceptionof  the  trim  and  the  installaiion  of  the  elevator.  The  founda- 
tion and  first  floor  slab  for  the  restaurant  at  Balboa  shops  were  poured  during  the 
month.  Work  was  begun  on  a  new  sanitary  office  at  Balboa.  Of  the  authorized 
100  type-17  cottages,  three  were  completed  during  the  month,  making  56  complete; 
3  were  begun,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  11  were  from  5  to  96  per  cent  complete. 
Of  the  authorized  75  four-fann'ly  frame  houses,  11  were  completed  during  the  month, 
making  45  completed  and  29  under  construction.  Only  one  of  these  houses  is  yet  to 
be  begun.  One  of  the  four-family  concrete  houses  was  completed,  and  the  three 
others  were  98  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month. 

The  12  four-family  frame  houses  at  Pedro  Miguel  were  completed  during  the  month, 
and  turned  over  for  assignment.  Six  12-family  silver  apartment  houses  in  the  Pedro 
Miguel  district  were  99  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  14  were  from 
60  to  95  per  cent  complete.  Excavation  for  a  new  dispensary  building  at  Pedro 
Miguel  was  completed.  Work  continued  on  the  four  12-family  silver  apartment 
houses  at  Gamboa. 

In  the  district  from  Gatun  to  Colon,  the  electric  charging  station  at  the  Atlantic 
terminal  was  completed.  The  freight  shed  and  extension  were  about  ready  to  receive 
the  roofing  steel  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  roof  of  the  Cristobal  restaurant  was 
completed  and  the  interior  of  the  dining  room  plastered.  The  general  storehouse 
near  the  dry  dock  was  42  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  At  Gatun  work 
was  advanced  on  the  school  building  and  the  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  station. 
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Municipal  work  included  making  fill  and  the  construction  of  concrete  drainage  ditches 
in  swamp  areas  at  Mount  Hope;  construction  of  new  townsite  on  Colon  Beach; 
construction  of  a  storm  sewer  on  "G"  street,  Colon,  and  concreting  streets  in  that 
city;  construction  of  drainage  ditches  in  the  hydraulic  fill  along  the  Ancon-Diablo 
road;  construction  of  a  road  leading  to  the  site  of  new  garbage  incinerator  on  Gabilaa 
Island;   and  extensive  work  for  the  Army  at  the  several  posts.

The  total  gold  force  is  a  decrease  of  14  from  the  3,989  employed  on  December  20, 
and  the  silver  force  is  an  increase  of  914  over  the  21,775  reported  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  January  31  numbered  7,180  Ameri- 
cans, of  whom  3,708  were  men,  1,706  women,  and  1,766  children;  342  Europeans,  of 
whom  274  were  men,  27  women,  and  41  children;  and  10,362  West  Indians,  of  whom 
5,927  were  men,  1,807  women,  and  2,628  children. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  con- 
tinued good.  The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  was  12.44  per  thousand  per  year, 
from  all  causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  7.46,  and  from  external  causes,  4.98. 
No  cases  of  smallpox,  yellow  fever,  or  plague  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthmus 
during  the  month.  The  two  cases  of  infantile  paralysis  which  had  been  taken  to 
Ancon  Hospital  in  December  were  discharged  from  the  hospital  on  January  30. 

RECEIPTS  AND   EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  January  31,  exclusive  of  fortifications, 
was  $13,055,278.27;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $4,875,919.04.  Payrolls  on  the 
Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,055,543.75,  including  $21,586.09  for  fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $1,044,216.66 
and  by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,434,260.45.  Payment  of  $285,478.01 
was  also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  commissary  books.  Total 
Panama  Canal  collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,400,865.88,  and  collec- 
tions by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  to  $73,552.47.  Requisitions  for  pur- 
chases in  the  United  States  amounted  to  $813,322.61,  making  the  total  for  the  seven 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  $5,439,562.08.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscel- 
laneous funds  amounted  to  $208,222.52,  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading 
amounted  to  $156,692.06.

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Emergency  in  Water  Transportation  of  the  United  States. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States,  A  Proclamation: 

Whereas,  Congress  did  by  "An  Act  to  Establish  a  United  States  Shipping  Board 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging,  developing,  and  creating  a  naval  auxiliary  and  naval 
reserve  and  a  merchant  marine  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  commerce  of  the 
United  States  with  its  Territories  and  possessions  and  with  foreign  countries;  to 
regulate  carriers  by  water  engaged  in  the  foreign  and  interstate  commerce  of  the 
United  States;  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  September  7,  1916,  provide  that 
"during  any  national  emergency  the  existence  of  which  is  declared  by  proclamation 
of  the  President,  no  vessel  registered  or  enrolled  and  licensed  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  shall,  without  the  approval  of  the  board,  be  sold,  leased,  or  chartered 
to  any  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or  transferred  to  a  foreign  registry  or 

flag": 

And  whereas,  many  shipowners  of  the  United  States  are  permitting  their  ships  to 

pass  to  alien  registers  and  to  foreign  trades  in  which  we  do  not  participate,  and  from 

which  they  cannot  be  brought  back  to  serve  the  needs  of  our  water-borne  commerce 

without  the  permission  of  governments  of  foreign  nations; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  in  me  by  said  Act  of  Congress, 
do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  I  have  found  that  there  exists  a  national  emer- 
gency arising  from  the  insufficiency  of  maritime  tonnage  to  carry  the  products  of  the 
farms,  forests,  mines  and  manufacturing  industries  of  the  United  States  to  their  con- 
sumers abroad  and  within  the  United  States,  and  I  do  hereby  admonish  all  citizens 
of  the  United  States  and  every  person  to  abstain  from  every  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  said  Act  of  Congress,  and  I  do  hereby  warn  them  that  all  violations  of  such  pro- 
visions will  be  rigorously  prosecuted,  and  I  do  hereby  enjoin  upon  all  officers  of  the 
United  States,  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws  thereof,  the  utmost  diligence 
in  preventing  violations  of  said  Act,  and  this  my  proclamation  issued  thereunder,  and 
in  bringing  to  trial  and  punishment  any  offenders  against  the  same. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed.

Money  Order  Business  with  Cuba. 

Money  order  business  between  the  Canal  Zone  and  Cuba  has  been  restricted.  This 
is  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  to  postmasters  in  the  United  States  on 
February  17,  to  suspend  payment  of  any  money  orders  drawn  upon  them  by  all 
postmasters  in  the  provinces  of  Camaguey  or  Oriente  after  February  12;  also  to 
suspend  payment  of  money  orders  issued  at  any  ofiice  in  Cuba  except  Havana  after 
February  17;  also  to  refuse  drawing  orders  after  the  receipt  of  above  notice  on  any 
office  in  Cuba  except  Havana,  which  office  alone  will  continue  to  issue  and  pay  orders 
on  or  from  the  United  States. 

The  Director  of  Posts  has  made  these  restrictions  effective  in  the  Canal  Zone.

Certificates  for  Employees  Who  Are  Sick  in  Quarters. 

At  the  suggestion  of  several  district  physicians,  the  following 
extract  from  the  rules  governing  the  issuance  of  sick  certificates  to 
employees  sick  in  quarters  is  republished  for  the  information  of  all 
concerned : 

A  daily  register  is  kept  of  a!!  employeed  who  are  confined  to  their  quarters  because 
of  illness  and  are,  therefore,  under  the  professional  care  of  a  physician  of  the  Health 
Department. 

The  greatest  care  and  accuracy  are  exercised  in  keeping  this  register  of  employees 
sick  in  quarters,  and  sick  certificates  will  be  issued  only  in  accordance  with  the  reading 
of  the  register,  and  in  order  that  the  names  of  sick  employees  may  be  entered  on  the 
register  to  cover  full  lime  of  sickness  they  must  be  seen  on  each  t/a^' of  illness  by  a 
physician. 

An  employee  visiting  the  dispensary,  obtaining  treatment,  and  then  absenting 
himself  from  his  duties  without  being  specificnliy  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  attending 
physician,  will  not  be  given  a  certificate  covering  loss  of  time. 

An  employee  who  becomes  sick  in  quarters  and  is  unable  on  account  of  his  illness  to 
report  to  the  dispensary  will  notify  a  physician  of  his  condition  and  if,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  physician  visiting  him,  he  is  too  ill  to  perform  his  duties,  his  name  will  be  entered 
in  the  sick  register  as  "sick  in  quarters"  from  the  hour  of  notification  by  him  to  the 
attending  physician.  The  sick  certificate  will,  therefore,  cover  the  time  of  illness  from 
the  hour  of  receipt  of  notification  by  the  attending  physician,  to  the  time  of  discharge 
for  return  to  duty,  or  transfer  to  hospital. 
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Canal  Colliers  to  Use  Oil  as  Fuel. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Company  has  arranged  to  convert  the  Canal 
colliers  Achilles  and  Ulysses  from  coal  to  oil  burners.  Contract  has 
been  entered  into  by  which  the  company  can  secure  fuel  oil  for  the 
ships  at  Cristobal  for  $1.25  per  barrel,  from  which  has  been  calculated 
a  considerable  economy  over  coal  consumption.  The  colliers  will  be 
withdrawn  successively,  beginning  probably  in  March,  for  the  lay-up 
of  10  days  which  will  be  required  for  the  installation  of  the  oil-burning 
machiner>^  at  New  York.  The  cost  will  be  about  $15,000  per  ship, 
including  the  preparation  of  the  inner  bottoms  to  receive  and  carry  oil. 


Additional  Colliers  Not  to  Be  Contracted  for  Now. 

The  intended  purchase  of  two  additional  colliers  of  the  general  type 
of  the  Achilles  and  the  Ulysses,  but  equipped  with  coal  handling  gear, 
to  carry  coal  to  the  Canal  plants  has  been  abandoned  for  the  present. 
There  were  no  bids,  although  the  appropriation  for  them  had  been 
increased  from  $1,300,000  to  $1,500,000  each  to  cover  the  advance  of 
charges  in  the  shipbuilding  industry. 

One  of  the  largest  companies  advised  simply  that  it  "would  not  be 
able  to  submit  a  proposal;"  another  stated  that  its  yards  were  engaged 
to  capacity  for  the  next  30  months,  and  another  that  its  capacity  was 
taken  for  3  years;  others  stated  that  they  could  not  undertake  the 
construction  under  the  restrictions  on  cost  which  were  imposed  by  the 
appropriating  act. 

Inquiry  was  made  later  of  one  of  the  companies  as  to  the  approxi- 
mate lump  sum  price  for  which  it  would  undertake  the  work;  the 
reply  was  $2,325,000  each.  Inquiry  was  then  made  as  to  the  cost 
if  certain  cheapening  departures  were  made  from  the  original  plans. 
The  result  of  the  correspondence  was  a  decision  to  do  without  the 
additional  colliers  for  the  present. 


Earthquake  of  Considsrable  Displacement  Not  Generally  Felt. 

In  the  afternoon  of  February  20  the  instruments  at  the  Balboa 
Heights  observatory  recorded  an  active  seismic  disturbance  which 
was  not  generally  felt  on  the  Isthmus.  A  few  persons  working  at 
Pedro  Miguel  at  the  time  were  the  only  ones  who  reported  feeling  it. 
The  disturbance  began  at  2 :32 :19  p.  m.,  75th  meridian  time,  and  ended 
at  3:18:08,  having  been  in  duration  over  45  minutes.  The  maximum 
amplitude  on  the  north-south  component  was  39  millimeters,  and  on 
the  east-west  component  45  millimeters  plus,  the  pen  having  left  the 
scale  for  four  minutes.  In  view  of  this  record  the  quake  was  rated  as 
of  intensity  IV  on  the  Rossi-Forel  scale.  The  epicenter  of  disturbance 
was  reckoned   as   approximately  1,045  miles  distant. 

A  quake  occurring  from  10.57  to  11.03  p.  m.,  February  25,  was 
generally  felt,  although  the  maximum  amplitude  was  only  2.4  milli- 
meters. The  epicenter  of  disturbance  was  estimated  to  be  195  miles 
distant,  and  the  local  intensity  was  rated  at  II. 

The  absence  of  general  perception  of  the  larger  quake  is  attributed 
to  the  wave  motion  characteristic  of  Wave  transmission  due  to  the 
distance  from  the  epicenter. 

The  United  States  Army  transport  Sumner,  which  ran  aground  off 
Barnegat  Inlet,  New  Jersey,  in  the  night  of  December  11,  while  on  the 
way  from  Cristobal  to  New  York,  has  br-pu  abandoned  as  a  total  loss 
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Official  Circulars.

The  Executive  Order  quoted  below  is  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned.

Relating  to  the  Exclusion  of  Chinese. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Congress 
approved  August  21,  1916,  entitled  "An  Act  extending  certain  privileges  of  Canal 
employees  to  other  officials  on  the  Canal  Zone,  and  authorizing  the  President  to  make 
rules  and  regulations  affecting  the  health,  sanitation,  quarantine,  taxation,  public 
roads,  self-propelled  vehicles  and  police  powers  on  the  Canal  Zone,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses, including  provision  as  to  certain  fees,  money  orders  and  interest  deposits," 
I  do  hereby  establish  the  following  Executive  Order  for  the  Canal  Zone: 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Order  of  January  9,  1908,  extending  to  the  Canal  Zone  Law 
,No.  6  of  1904  of  the  Republic  of  Panama,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  No  Chinese  person  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  into  cr  remain  in  the  Canal 
Zone,  except  as  provided  in  this  order;  and  any  Chinese  person  found  in  the  Canal 
Zone  in  contravention  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  shall  be  punished  as  hereinafter 
prescribed. 

Any  Chinese  person  who  shall  come  into  the  Canal  Zone,  with  the  intention  of 
passing  into  the  Republic  of  Panama,  in  contravention  of  the  laws  of  the  Republic  of 
Panama,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  violation  of  this  section. 

Sec.  3.  The  master  of  any  vessel,  who  shall  knowingly  bring  into  the  Canal  Zone 
on  such  vessel  and  land,  or  attempt  to  land,  or  permit  to  be  landed,  any  Chinese  person 
except  as  provided  for  in  this  order,  shall  be  punished  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pre- 
scribed, for  each  Chinese  person  so  brought  into  and  landed  in  the  Canal  Zone,  or 
attempted  or  permitted  to  be  landed  therein;  provided,  however,  that  when  a  vessel, 
having  Chinese  persons  on  board,  comes  within  the  Canal  Zone  in  distress,  or  under 
stress  of  weather,  or  when  a  vessel,  having  Chinese  persons  on  board,  touches  at  a  port 
of  the  Canal  Zone  on  its  voyage  to  any  foreign  port  or  place,  such  Chinese  persons 
may  be  permitted  to  land  when  authorized  by  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal 
but  they  must  depart  from  the  Canal  Zone  with  the  vessel  on  its  leaving  the  port. 

Every  person  who  aids  or  abets  in  the  violation  of  this  order  shall  be  deemed 
equally  guiliy  with  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

Sec.  4.  The  master  of  any  vessel  from  a  foreign  port,  with  one  or  more  Chinese 
persons  on  board,  stopping  at  a  port  in  the  Canal  Zone,  in  addition  to  the  other 
matters  required  to  be  reported  by  him,  shall  deliver  to  the  customs  official  of  such 
Canal  port,  when  he  delivers  his  manifest  of  cargo,  or  if  there  be  no  cargo  when  he 
makes  legal  entry  of  his  vessel,  a  descriptive  list  of  all  Chinese  persons  on  board  of  his 
vessel  at  the  time  of  its  arrival  in  the  Canal  Zone.  Such  list  shall  contain  the  names 
of  such  Chinese  persons,  and  other  particulars  regarding  them,  shown  by  the  ship's 
papers,  and  shall  be  sworn  to  and  subscribed  by  the  master  before  the  customs  official 
to  whom  the  list  is  delivered;  and  the  customs  official  is  hereby  authorized  to  admin- 
ister the  oath  to  the  master,  provided,  that  when  a  vessel  passes  through  the  Canal, 
without  discharging  or  taking  on  cargo  or  passengers  therein,  the  master  of  such  vessel 
shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  the  list  of  i)ersons  prescribed  by  this  section.  If  the 
master  of  the  vessel  refuses  to  deliver  the  list  as  required  by  this  section,  or  fails  or 
refuses  to  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  prescribed  herein;  or  if  the  master  of  such 
vessel  permits  any  Chinese  persons  on  board  the  ship  to  land  in  the  Canal  Zone  except 
by  authority  of  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
violation  of  this  section. 

Sec.  5.  Chinese  persons,  arriving  from  foreign  ports,  who  desire  to  enter  the  Canal 
Zone  in  transit  to  other  countries,  may  be  permitted  to  do  so  upon  such  conditions 
as  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  may  prescribe  by  general  or  special  authoriza- 
tion. 

Shoud  the  destination  of  such  transients  be  a  place  in  the  Republic  of  Panama,  they 
shall  not  be  permitted  to  land  in  the  Canal  Zone  unless  the  consent  of  the  authorities 
of  Panama  is  obtained  for  their  entry  into  the  Republic. 

Sec.  6.  No  Chinese  member  of  the  crew  of  any  vessel  shall  be  paid  off  and  discharged 
within  a  port  of  the  Canal  Zone,  without  the  consent  of  the  Panama  Canal  authorities, 
unless  it  be  shown  by  the  ship's  articles  that  said  Chinese  member  of  the  crew  signed 
said  articles  at  a  port  in  the  Canal  Zone;  and  seamen  or  other  members  of  a  ship's 
crew  of  the  Chinese  race,  when  discharged  at  any  port  in  the  Canal  Zone  under 
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authority  of  the  Governor,  may  land  and  remain  temporarily  therein  until  a  re-ship- 
ment is  obtained  by  them,  provided  a  bond  in  tiie  sum  of  $500.00  in  each  case,  is 
executed  by  such  Chinese  persons,  satisfactory  to  tlie  shipping  commissioner,  and 
payable  to  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal,  and  his  successors  in  office,  and 
conditioned  that  the  principal  in  the  bond,  in  good  faith,  will  obtain  a  re-shipment 
and  leave  the  Canal  Zone  at  the  earliest  date  practicable,  to  be  fixed  by  the  shipping 
commissioner;  and  said  bond  may  he  forfeited,  for  the  full  amount  thereof,  in  favor 
of  The  Panama  Canal,  by  judgment  in  the  district  court  of  the  Canal  Zone,  should  the 
principal  in  said  bond  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  the  conditions  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  This  order  shall  not  apply  to  diplomatic  and  consular  agents  of  the  Chinese 
Government,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  be  admitted  into  the  Canal  Zone  upon  proof 
of  their  official  character;  neither  shall  it  apply  to  Chinese  persons  lawfully  residing 
in  the  Canal  Zone  at  the  time  of  the  promulgation  of  this  order,  but  this  shall  not 
prevent  their  removal  from  the  Canal  Zone  in  accordance  with  the  depopulation  or 
deportation  laws;  neither  shall  this  order  apply  to  a  Chinese  person  who  is  lawfully 
residing  in  the  Republic  of  Panama  at  the  time  of  the  promulgation  of  this  order,  and 
such  person  shall  be  authorized  to  enter  into  and  cross  the  Canal  Zone  in  a  like  manner 
as  is  permitted  to  the  residents  of  the  Republic  of  Panama;  neither  shall  this  order 
apply  to  Chinese  persons  whose  services  have  been  contracted  for  by  the  United 
States,  The  Panama  Canal,  or  Panama  Railroad  Company,  or  any  of  the  auxiliaries 
of  the  Canal  or  the  Railroad  Company;  nor  to  domestic  servants  and  others  employed 
by  persons  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States,  stationed 
in  the  Canal  Zone,  when  such  employment  is  with  the  sanction  of  the  respective  com- 
manding officers  of  such  forces  on  the  Isthmus,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  any  Chinese  per- 
son coming  into  the  Canal  Zone  by  authority  of  the  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal. 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  rules 
and  regulations  to  more  effectively  carry  out  this  order. 

Sec.  9.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  $500  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  one  year,  or  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  in  conformity  with  the  above  mentioned 
Act  of  Congress  approved  August  21,  1916. 

Sec.  10.  This  order  shall  take  effect  sixty  (60)  days  from  and  after  its  publication 
in  The  Panama  Canal  Record.

Largest  Ship  through  the  Canal. 

The  American  steamship  Minnesota,  which  made  the  transit  of 
the  Canal  on  Tuesday,  February  27,  is  the  largest  ship  to  have  used 
the  Canal  to  date.  She  is  622  feet  in  length  by  73  feet  5  inches  beam, 
and  her  gross  and  net  tonnage,  Panama  Canal  measurement,  are 
22,053  and  15,777  tons,  respectively.  Her  United  States  registry  net 
tonnage  is  13,097.  The  ship  was  carrying  cargo  and  the  tolls  amounted 
to  $16,371.25. 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  Minnesota  the  record  for  size  of  ships 
using  the  Canal  was  held  by  the  Finland  and  Krooyiland.  The  length 
of  the  latter  ships  is  560  feet  and  beam  60  feet  2  inches,  and  their  gross 
and  net  Canal  tonnage  13,075  and  8,233  tons,  respectively. 

The  Minnesota  is  the  largest  ship  under  the  American  flag.  Her 
operators  have  stated  that  her  cubic  capacity  is  1,191,000  cubic  feet, 
and  her  deadweight  capacity  22,500  tons,  and  that  she  has  greater 
cargo  capacity  than  any  other  ship  in  the  world.

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  the  number  of  passen- 
gers carried  from  Cristobal  to  New  York  on  the  line  was  5,833,  and  the 
number  from  New  York  to  Cristobal  was  5,511.  The  total  for  the 
period  was  11,344. 

Tolls  and  the  Cost  of  Operation  and  Maintenance. 

The  tolls  collected  on  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  from  the 
beginning  of  traffic  to  January  1,  1917,  amounted  to  $9,461,717.47. 
During  that  time  the  expenses  for  operation  and  maintertance  were 
$14,717,072.38.  The  latter  item  exceeded  the  tolls  by  $5,255,354.91, 
or  over  55  per  cent. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  the  current  fiscal  year  the  collections 
of  tolls  amounted  to  $2,703,884.68  and  operation  and  maintenance 
cost  $3,428,163.23,  exceeding  tolls  by  $724,278.55,  or  less  than  27 
per  cent.  In  the  corresponding  period  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  the 
cost  of  operation  and  maintenance  ($3,285,789.33)  was  more  than  twice 
the  amount  of  tolls  ($1,430,482.00) 


Traffic  in  Native  Produce  over  Gatun  Lake. 

Gatun  Lake  is  the  highway  of  an  increasing  traffic.  The  depopula- 
tion of  the  Canal  Zone,  which  has  removed  practically  all  of  the  native 
squatters  from  the  land  within  its  boundaries,  caused  three  forms  of 
migration,  namely,  to  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon,  to  new  settle- 
ments down  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts,  established  with  the 
help  of  the  Canal  administration,  and  to  new  areas  directly  beyond  the 
limits  of  the  Canal  Zone.  The  latter  form  of  migration  has  cared  for 
most  of  the  natives  of  the  lake  area,  and  on  any  daylight  trip 
across  the  Isthmus  one  may  see  their  cayucas  on  the  lake,  bringing 
their  produce  to  market  or  carrying  the  general  merchandise  of  the 
outside  world  to  the  settlements. 

The  principal  migrations  of  natives  to  new  areas  beyond  the  level 
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of  the  lake  were  up  the  Chagres  and  Gatun  Rivers,  on  the  east  side 
of  the  lake  area,  and  up  the  Trinidad  River  on  the  west  side.  Cor- 
respondingly, the  stations  of  the  Panama  Railroad  which  handle  most 
of  their  traffic  are  Gamboa,  Monte  Lirio,  and  Gatun. 

In  the  period  from  February  1  to  26  the  shipments  of  native  produce 
from  Gamboa  included  57  barrels  and  78  sacks  of  plantains,  having 
a  total  weight  of  19,308  pounds,  nearly  10  short  tons.  One  crate,  one 
tierce,  24  sacks,  and  45  barrels  of  yams  weighed  8,286  pounds.  One 
box,  2  tierces,  and  140  sacks  of  corn  had  an  aggregate  weight  of  14,740 
pounds.  Thirty-eight  sacks  of  oranges  weighed  2,820  pounds. 
Fifty-three  pieces  of  rubber  weighed  3,570  pounds.  Six  hundred  and 
fifty-nine  pieces  of  cocobolo  had  an  aggregate  weight  of  49,000  pounds, 
and  four  sacks  of  ivory  nuts  weighed  1,250  pounds.  One  hundred  and 
four  tierces  of  syrup  made  from  sugar  cane  weighed  4,665  pounds. 
Fifteen  sacks  of  cassava  weighed  1,415  pounds;  and  one  sack,  one 
basket,  and  802  bunches  of  bananas  had  an  aggregate  weight  of 
39,273  pounds. 

The  grand  total  was  140,757  pounds,  over  5,400  pounds  per  day. 

At  Monte  Lirio  the  shipments  of  native  produce  in  the  month  of 
January  were  made  up  of  59,270  pounds  of  charcoal;  21,920  pounds 
of  yams;  20,715  pounds  of  bananas;  19,500  pounds  of  hardwoods; 
5,650  pounds  of  plantains;  5,650  pounds  of  ivory  nuts;  4,310  pounds 
of  yucca;  3,535  pounds  of  sugar  cane;  1,835  pounds  of  sorrel;  1,200 
pounds  of  corn;  840  pounds  of  rubber;  830  pounds  of  peas;  470 
pounds  of  coco  root;  200  pounds  of  papaya;  190  pounds  of  tomatoes; 
and  200  pounds  of  miscellaneous  vegetables.  This  makes  a  total  of 
146,315  pounds,  or  about  2^  tons  a  day. 

The  shipments  through  Gatun  in  February  were  reported  by  the 
station  agent  there  as  being  approximately  as  follows,  it  being  impos- 
sible to  give  accurate  figures  for  the  reason  that  a  considerable  part  of 
the  produce  coming  over  the  dock  is  not  handled  by  the  railroad  but 
taken  by  carts  and  sold  locally:  Bananas,  3,000  stems;  corn,  400 
sacks;  charcoal,  500  sacks;  potatoes,  10  sacks;  ginger,  50  sacks; 
ivory  nuts,  200  sacks;  rubber,  200  blocks;  sugar  cane,  25  tons; 
cane  syrup,  200  tins;  poultry,  500  head;  hogs,  100  head.  In  Febru- 
ary 169  cedar  logs  were  shipped  through  the  Gatun  station  for  export, 
and  50  "alcavoo"  logs  for  the  use  of  The  Panama  Canal. 


Official  Landings  for  Cristobal  Coaling  Plant. 

By  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Coaling  Plants  the  following 
notice  concerning  the  official  landings  for  the  Cristobal  coaling  station 
is  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 

Effective  Saturday  morning,  March  3,  and  thereafter,  the  official  passageway  to 
and  from  the  Cristobal  coaling  station  will  be  across  the  French  canal  by  way  of  the 
new  launch  piers.  One  pier  is  on  the  Cristobal  side  of  the  French  canal,  in  rear  of 
Camp  Bierd  and  between  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  north  end  of  Dock  13;  and  the 
other  is  on  the  southeast  side  of  the  coaling  plant. 

Constant  boat  service  will  be  maintained  between  these  two  launch  piers  at  all 
times  of  the  day  and  night.  Employees  of  the  coaling  station  will  be  required  to 
show  their  metal  checks  for  passage,  when  called  upon  to  do  so. 

The  boat  service  between  Dock  11  and  the  coaling  station  has  been  abolished. 

Until  such  time  as  satisfactorily  effective  boat  service  can  be  established  the  usual 
labor  trains  will  continue  to  run  to  and  from  the  coaling  station.  Notice  will  be 
given  in  due  time  as  to  ttie  date  when  the  labor  train  service  will  be  abolished. 
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Executive  Order.— Exclusion  of  Undesirable  Persons. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress approved  August  21,  1916,  entitled  "An  Act  extending  certain  privileges  of 
Canal  employees  to  other  officials  on  the  Canal  Zone,  and  authorizing  the  President 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  affecting  the  health,  sanitation,  quarantine,  taxation, 
public  roads,  self-propelled  vehicles  and  police  powers  on  the  Canal  Zone,  and  for 
other  purposes,  including  provision  as  to  certain  fees,  money  orders  and  interest 
deposits",  I  do  hereby  establish  the  following  Executive  Order  for  the  Canal  Zone: 

Sec.  1.  The  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  is  hereby  empowered  to  exclude  or 
to  cause  to  be  excluded  the  following  classes  of  persons  from  the  Canal  Zone:  Idiots, 
imbeciles,  feeble  minded  persons,  the  insane,  persons  who  have  been  insane  within 
five  years  previous  to  their  atteinpLed  entry  into  the  Canal  Zone,  epileptics,  paupers, 
criminals,  professional  beggars,  gypsies,  persons  of  notoriously  bad  character,  persons 
whose  presence  would  be  a  menace  to  the  public  health  or  welfare  of  the  Canal  Zone, 
or  who  would  be  liable  to  become  a  public  charge,  or  who  may  be  suffering  fronj  a 
loathsome  or  dangerous  contagious  disease,  those  who  have  been  convicted  of  felony, 
anarchists,  those  whose  purpose  it  is  to  incite  insurrection,  and  others  whose  presence, 
in  the  jiidgment  of  the  Governor,  would  tend  to  create  public  disorder  or  in  any  man- 
ner impede  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  opening  the  Canal  or  its  maintenance, 
operation,  sanitation,  and  protection;  and  the  Governor  may  expel  from  the  Canal 
Zone,  and  deport  therefrom,  any  person  convicted  of  a  criminal  offense  of  the  grade 
of  felony,  or  whose  presence,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Governor  would  tend  to  create 
public  disorder  or  in  any  manner  impede  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  opening  the 
Canal  or  its  maintenance,  operation,  sanitation,  or  protection. 

The  cost  of  excluding  or  deporting  persons  hereunder  shall  be  a  charge  against  the 
person  or  interest  reponsible  for  the  entry  of  the  undesirable  person  into  the  Canal 
Zone,  the  collection  thereof  to  be  enforced  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided.  In 
cases  of  deportation  in  which  no  person  or  interest  can  be  held  responsible  for  the 
cost  hereunder,  the  cost  of  such  deportation  shall  be  paid  from  the  appropriations 
made  for  the  maintenance,  operation,  sanitation,  and  protection  of  the  Canal. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  falling  within  any  one  of  the  excluded  classes  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  section,  who  desires  to  cross  the  Canal  Zone  in  order  to  reach  his  final  des- 
tination, may  be  allowed  to  effect  such  transit  in  the  custody  of  a  representative  of  the 
Panama  Canal  authorities,  provided  the  owner,  or  master  of,  or  person,  or  interest 
controlling  the  vessel,  upon  which  such  person  arrives  at  a  port  in  the  Canal  Zone 
will  agree,  in  writing,  that  if  such  person  is  rejected  at  his  final  destination  and  returned 
to  the  Canal  Zone,  his  deportation  therefrom  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  owner 
or  interest  controlling  the  vessel,  in  which  case  the  cost  of  the  deportation  shall  be 
enforced  against  the  owner  or  interest  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  law  of  Congress 
and  the  provisions  of  this  Executive  Order. 

Sec.  3.  The  owner  or  interest  controlling  a  vessel  bringing  a  person  to  the  Canal 
Zone,  who  is  subject  to  exclusion  under  this  order,  shall  carry  such  excluded  person 
to  his  port  of  embarkation,  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Panama  Canal  authorities, 
and,  when  so  required  by  the  Canal  authorities,  return  a  certificate  to  said  authorities 
from  the  proper  officials  of  the  port  of  embarkation,  stating  that  said  excluded  person 
had  been  landed  at  said  port. 

Sec.  4.  No  member  of  a  crew  of  any  vessel  shall  be  paid  off  and  discharged  at  any 
port  of  the  Canal  Zone  without  the  consent  of  the  Panama  Canal  authorities,  unless 
it  be  shown  by  the  ship's  articles  that  said  member  of  the  crew  signed  said  articles  at 
a  port  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owners,  officers,  and  agents  of  any  vessel  bringing 
persons  excluded  hereunder  to  the  Canal  Zone  to  adopt  due  precaution  to  prevent 
the  landing  of  any  such  persons  at  any  time  or  place  other  than  that  designated  by  the 
proper  officials  of  The  Panama  Canal,  and  any  such  owner,  officer,  agent  or  person  in 
charge  of  such  vessel,  who  shall  land  or  permit  to  land,  any  such  excluded  person  at 
any  time  or  place  other  than  that  designated  by  the  authorities  of  The  Panama  Canal, 
shall  be  punished  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  6.  The  master  or  person  in  charge  of  a  vessel  bringing  any  person  subject  to 
exclusion  hereunder  to  the  Canal  Zone  shall  be  required  to  receive  such  person  on 
board,  when  his  or  her  deportation  has  been  ordered,  at  any  time  previous  to  the 
advertised  date  of  sailing  of  the  said  vessel,  and  if  the  master  is  absent  at  the  time  the 
said  person  is  delivered  on  board,  the  officer  or  person  in  charge  of  the  vessel  shall 
receive  such  excluded  person. 

Sec.  7.  Any  excluded  person  awaiting  deportation,  or  any  person  held  for  the 
determination  of  his  right  of  entry  into  the  Canal  Zone,  may  be  detained  at  the  Canal 
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Zone  police  station  or  other  place  designated  by  the  detaining  officer,  when  such  action 
is  deemed  necessary  by  such  officer. 

Sec.  8.  All  expense  incident  to  the  detention,  maintenance,  transportation  (includ- 
ing transportation  of  baggage)  of  any  excluded  person  or  of  any  person  held  for  the 
determination  of  his  right  of  entry  into  the  Canal  Zone,  as  well  as  the  cost  of  depor- 
tation of  such  excluded  person,  shall  be  charged  to  the  owner  of  the  vessel  bringing 
such  excluded  person  to  the  Canal  Zone,  or  to  the  interest  controlling  such  vessel, 
except  where  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  9.  Clearances  may  be  withheld  from  vessels  until  all  expenses  authorized  by 
this  order  against  the  owner  of  or  interest  controlling  such  vessels  have  been  duly 
paid  to  the  Panama  Canal  authorities. 

Sec.  10.  Quarantine  officers  are  hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  and  for  that 
purpose  they  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  notary  public. 

Sec.  11.  The  Governor  of  The  Panama  Canal  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  rules 
and  regulations  to  carry  out  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  order,  not  inconsistent 
with  its  terms. 

Sec.  12.  The  penalty  for  each  violation  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
order  shall  be  a  fine  net  to  exceed  $500  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  one  year,  or 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court,  in  conformity  with 
the  above  mentioned  Act  of  Congress  approved  August  21,  1916. 

Sec.  13.  The  quarantine  rules  and  regulations  for  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  harbors 
of  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon,  Republic  of  Panama,  contained  in  the  President's 
Executive  Order  dated  April  15,  1913,  (No.  1761)  as  amended  by  the  Executive 
Orders  dated  August  14,1914,  (No.  2020)  and  January  11,  1915,  (No.  2118),  are  hereby 
re-enacted,  and  shall  become  effective  on  and  after  the  date  of  this  E.xecutive  Order, 
and  any  violation  of  said  quarantine  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  punislied  by  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  $500  or  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not  to  exceed  ninety  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  court's  discretion,  in  conformity  with  the  above 
mentioned  Act  of  Congress  of  August  21,  1910. 

Sec.  14.  All  laws  and  orders  in  conflict  with  this  order  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  this  date.

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  effective  April  1,  1917,  paragraph  14 
of  item  IS  of  Panama  Canal  Tariff  No.  1,  is  amended  so  as  to  prohibit  the  stevedoring 
6f  cargo  at  the  docks  operated  by  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  by  forces  other 
then  those  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  or  the  forces  directly  employed  by  the 
vessel  or  the  owners  or  agents  thereof.  The  vessel  or  the  owners  or  the  agents  em- 
ploying such  outside  stevedoring  force  shall  assume  entire  responsibility  for  any  damage 
done  to  property,  or  for  injury'  to  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  or  Panama 
Railroad  Company,  due  to  the  fault  or  negligence  of  the  stevedoring  force  so  employed. 

A  written  acknowledgment  from  the  agents  of  steamship  lines  or  from  the  rnaster 
of  the  individual  vessel  desiring  to  employ  their  own  stevedoring  force  will  be 
required  to  the  effect  that  the  liability,  as  indicated  above,  is  assumed  by  the  ves- 
sel or  the  owner  thereof.

Canal  employees  and  other  civilians 
are  especially  enjoined  that  the  instructions  of 
these  sentinels  must  be  obeyed.  If  a  sentinel's

Rule  Concerning  Rights  Claimed  by  Attor- 
neys in  Sundry  Claims. 

In  re  oral  motion  and  brief  of  counsel  regarding 
sundry  claims,  rule  No.  346,  dockets  No.  2687 
and  others,  March  2,  1917 — The  attorney  for  the 
claimants  in  all  the  claims  designated  in  the 
brief  and  the  motion  referred  to  in  the  title  and 
submitted  in  connection  with  docket  No.  2687, 
has  called  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission 
that  in  connection  with  each  petition  it  appears 
that  the  claimant  in  each  case  has  assigned  to 
the  firm  of  attorneys  of  which  counsel  is  a  mem- 
ber a  certain  percentage  of  the  inteTest  in  the 
oroDcrty  for  the  loia  or  destruction  of  which. 
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by  the  Canal  Zone  Government,  compensation 
is  now  being  sought  by  the  claimants  under  the 
convention  of  the  United  States  with  Panama 
of  November  18,  1903. 

Counsel  for  claimants  in  these  cases  alleges 
that  he  himself  is  a  claimant  in  each  and  every 
case  to  the  extent  of  the  percentage  set  out  on  the 
face  of  the  petition,  and  both  in  oral  argument 
and  in  voluminous  brief  has  made  clear  to  the 
Commission  that  the  conveyance  or  assignment 
in  each  and  every  claim  was  made  to  him  by  the 
claimant  at  his  request  in  return  for  services  to 
be  rendered  in  connection  with  the  presentation 
and  settlement  of  the  claim;  and  that  the  only' 
purpose  of  the  transaction  was  to  secure  and 
protect  himself  in  the  matter  of  obtaining  a  fee. 

Many  authorities  have  been  cited  by  counsel 
in  support  of  his  contention.  With  the  exception 
of  one  of  these  authorities,  the  Commission 
thinks  that  reference  to  them  is  unnecessary  in 
disposing  of  the  question  before  us.  The  authority 
in  question  is  the  case  of  Wright  against  Tebbitts, 
91,  U.  S.  251,  2,3  Lawed.  320.  This  case,  counsel, 
claims,  is  similar  to  his  own,  and  the  principles 
announced  by  the  court  in  deciding  it  apply,  he 
avers,  to  him. 

An  examination  of  the  facts  in  that  case  shows 
that  the  attorney  there  represented  his  client 
before  a  commissioner  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  to  investigate  certain  claims 
and  that  after  the  hearing,  his  client  made  an 
agreement  to  pay  his  attorney  one-tenth  of  what- 
ever might  be  awarded  him  under  his  claim. 

In  the  language  of  the  court: 

"Tebbitts  asserts  no  lien  upon  the  fund:  he 
only  asks  that  he  may  be  paid  by  Wright  for  his 
services  after  the  money  ha?  been  collected,  and 
in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  con- 
tract or  memorandum." 

In  the  case  before  us  it  was  admitted  that  coun- 
sel long  before  the  case  ever  came  to  trial, 
actually  obtained  from  his  clients  transfers  of 
the  property  for  the  obvious  purpose  of  attempt- 
ing to  create  a  lien  upon  any  award  which  the 
Commission  might  make  in  a  given  case. 

It  was  asserted  as  error  in  the  Tebbits  case  that 
the  arrangement  was  champertous  as  it  was  a 
bargain  to  pay  one-tenth  of  whatever  might  be 
collected,  but  on  this  point  the  court  said: 

"Here,  after  the  service  had  been  rendered, 
and  after,  as  supposed,  the  claim  had  been  se- 
cured, Wright  agreed  to  pay  ten  per  cent  of  the 
amount  eventually  realized  as  compensation  for 
the  labor  done." 

Article  VI  of  the  Treaty  provides  as  follows: 
"The  grants  herein  contained  shall  in  no  man- 
ner invalidate  the  titles  or  rights  of  private  land 
holders  or  owners  of  private  property  in  the  said 
zone  or  in  or  to  any  of  the  lands  or  waters  granted 
to  the  United  States  by  the  provisions  of  any 
article  of  this  treaty,  nor  shall  they  interfere  with 
the  rights  of  way  over  the  public  roads  passing 
through  the  said  zone  or  over  any  of  the  said 
lands  or  waters,  unless  said  rights  of  way  or 
private  rights  shall  conflict  with  rights  herein 
granted  to  the  United  States  in  which  case  the 
rights  of  the  United  States  shall  be  superior.  All 
damages  caused  to  the  owners  of  private  lands 
or  private  property  of  any  kind  by  reason  of  the 
grants  contained  in  this  treaty  or  by  reason  of  the 
operations  of  the  United  States,  its  agents,  or  em- 
ployees, or  by  rpason  of  the  construction,  main- 
tenance, operation,  sanitation,  and  protection 
of  the  said  Canal  or  of  the  works  of  sanitation 
and  protection  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  ap- 
praised and  settled  by  a  Joint  Commision  ap- 
pointed by  the  Governments  of  the  United 
States  and  the  Republic  of  Panama,  whose  de- 
cisions as  to  such  damages  shall  be  final  and 
whose  awards  as  to  such  damages  shall  be 
paid  solely  by  the  United  States.  No  part  of 
the  work  on  said  Cana5  or  the  Panama  Railroad 
or  on  any  auxiliary  works  relating  thereto  and 
authorized  by  the  terms  of  this  treaty  shall 
be  prevented  delayed,  or  impeded  by  or  pending 
Buch  proceedings  to  ascertain  such  damages. 
The  appraisal  of  said  private  lands  and  private 
proDcrty  and  the  aaseaament  of  damagea  to  Uicgd 


shall  be  based  upon  their  value  before  the  date 
of  this  convention." 

Counsel  has  alleged  that  he  considers  himself 
a  land  holder  or  owner  of  private  property  within 
the  meaning  of  the  above  article.  We  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  framers  of  the  treaty  did  not 
contemplate  as  coming  within  the  purview  of 
Article  VI  any  person  in  the  position  of  counsel 
whose  sole  and  avowed  purpose  in  coming  before 
the  Commission  in  the  capacity  of  a  claimant  is 
to  avail  himself  of  the  opportunity  of  collecting 
his  fees  imder  the  guise  of  an  award.

The  upstream  faces  of  the  gates  of  the  Gatun  Spillway  are  being 
covered  with  bitumastic  enamel  by  the  forces  of  the  American  Bitu- 
mastic Enamels  Company,  and  the  downstream  faces  are  being  painted 
Avith  United  States  Navy  bitumastic  enamel  by  the  forces  of  the 
Electrical  Division  connected  with  the  hydroelectric  station.  The 
floating  caisson  is  placed  in  front  of  each  gate  in  turn  and  the  gate 
is  raised  so  that  the  men  can  work  on  it  in  the  dry.  The  work  of 
covering  the  14  gates,  each  47  feet  lOj  inches  in  length  by  19  feet 
high,  w  ill  require  about  10  v.eeks. 


Hydraulic  Grader-  Working  South  Oi  Mrraflores  Locks. 

For  o\'er  a  month  past  one  of  the  hydraulic  graders  built  by  the 
Dredging  Division  for  sloping  the  banks  of  Gaillard  Cut  has  been  en- 
gaged in  reducing  the  slope  of  the  west  bank  of  the  Canal  channel  at  Co- 
coli  Hill,  directly  south  of  Mirafiores  Locks.  When  the  channel  past 
this  hill  was  excavated,  in  the  dry,  a  slide  of  considerable  proportions 
developed  on  the  high  bank.  It  was  then  cleared  away  by  stripping 
the  hill  to  rock  Mith  hydraulic  monitors,  but  about  the  first  of  this 
year  further  breaking  developed,  going  back  as  far  as  the  summit  of 
the  hill.  A  dredge  was  put  to  ■work  at  the  base  of  the  slide  and  exca- 
vated enough  material  to  obviate  the  danger  of  interference  with  the 
channel;  since  the  dredge  has  been  withdrawn  the  grader  has  been  re- 
ducing the  slopes  further.  A  dredge  will  be  sent  in  later  to  clear  away 
the  material  washed  down  by  the  grader. 


The  "Roosevelt"  Passes  through  the  Canal. 

The  former  polar  exploration  ship  Roosevelt,  now  in  the  service  of 
the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  of  the  Department  of  Commerce,  arrived  at 
Cristobal  from  Norfolk,  via  Guantanamo,  on  March  7,  and  passed 
through  the  Canal  to  Balboa,  where  she  entered  the  dry  dock  in  the 
niorning  of  March  13.  After  the  work  in  the  dry  dock  has  been  finished 
she  will  proceed  to  Seattle. 


Revision  of  the  Canal  Zone  Official  Postal  Guide. 

A  revised  edition  of  the  Official  Postal  Guide  for  the  Canal  Zone 
postal  service  has  been  issued  from  the  Canal  press  at  Mount  Hope. 
The  new  edition  contains  all  the  essential  data  in  the  first  edition 
and  considerable  amplification  on  certain  features,  including  practi- 
cally a  new  chapter,  covering  the  payment  of  interest  on  deposit 
money  orders.  The  format  is  standard  library  size  and  the  guide 
contains  78  pages. 


Dispatch  Boats  Designed  and  Built  at  Balboa. 

Two  boats  of  special  type,  known  as  "dispatch  boats",  have  been 
built  for  the  Dredging  Division,  for  use  in  carrying  the  crews  of  the 
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dredging  fieet  to  and  from  their  vessels  and  for  the  transportation  of 
supplies  from  the  storehouse  to  the  various  units  of  the  fleet. 

Each  boat  has  seating  capacity  for  80  persons,  and  the  after  cock- 
pit is  arranged  for  the  hauling  of  supplies.  As  shown  by  the  drawings 
on  the  opposite  page,  indicating  the  general  arrangement,  seats  extend 
along  both  sides  of  both  forward  and  after  cockpits,  w"ith  life  preserver 
boxes  in  each  cockpit  serving  as  settees. 

The  forward  cockpit  and  mcxhinery  room  are  covered  by  a  deck- 
house and  the  after  cockpit  is  protected  by  a  portable  awning.  Part 
of  the  top  of  the  deckhouse  forms  a  bridge  deck.  '  The  boat  is  operated 
from  the  bridge,  the  wheelsman  reversing  the  engines  by  means  of 
levers  located  on  each  side  of  the  wheel  stand.  In  rear  of  the  wheel 
stand  is  a  space  equipped  with  settees  and  chairs  for  passengers. 

The  boats  are  built  of  steel,  wath  an  over-all  length  of  68  feet;  at 
the  load  Avater  line  the  length  is  62  feet  6  inches.  The  beam  is  14 
feet,  and  extreme  draft  5  feet.    The  displacement  of  each  is  38  tons. 

Motive  power  is  furnished  by  two  6-cylinder,  7  by  9-inch,  60-to-70 
horsepower  Buffalo  engines,  operating  at  350  to  400  revolutions  per 
minute  and  driving  the  boat  at  a  normal  speed  of  12  miles  an  hour. 
Kerosene  is  used  for  fuel.  These  are  the  first  launches  in  the  Canal 
service  to  be  driven  by  kerosene,  although  there  have  been  pleasure 
launches  on  the  Isthmus  driven  by  kerosene  and  by  a  mixture  of 
kerosene  and  gasoline.  The  dispatch  boat  engines  are  started  on 
gasoline,  and  after  they  have  run  about  four  minutes  the  gasoline 
is  turned  off  and  kerosene  is  supplied  in  its  place.  The  engines  have 
been  giving  good  service,  delivering  about  one  horsepower  less  on 
kerosene  than  on  gasoline;  about  the  only  trouble  has  been  from 
imperfect  combustion,  which  has  resulted  in  the  discharge  of  a  trail 
of  smoke  behind  the  boat.  It  is  expected  that  this  trouble  will  be 
overcome.  Such  experience  as  has  been  had  with  kerosene  engines 
on  the  Isthmus  has  indicated  that  the  warm  air,  with  a  high  per- 
centage of  humidity,  is  favorable  to  satisfactory  vaporization  of  kero- 
sene in  the  carburetor. 

The  boats  are  named  the  Peqiieni  and  the  Siri,  from  rivers  tributary 
to  Gatun  Lake,  the  Pequeni  being  a  branch  of  the  Chagres  River  and 
the  Siri  a  tributary  of  the  Trinidad.

Weather  Conditions  in  February,  1917. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  below  the  norma!  throughout  the  Isthmus,  the  de- 
ficiency being  greatest  over  the  Atlantic  section.  Totals  ranged  from  trace  of  rain 
at  Pedro  Miguel  to  1.11  inches  at  Brazos  Brook.  The  maximum  amount  of  rainfall 
recorded  in  any  one  day  was  .30  inch,  at  Trinidad  station.  Light  showers  occurred 
generally'  throughout  the  Zone  during  the  month. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  v/as  85  per  cent  below  the 
7-year  mean,  or  .37  inch  against  a  mean  of  2.48  inches.  Over  the  Chagres  River 
basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  87  per  cent  below  the  16-year  mean,  or  .24  inch  against 
a  mean  of  1.83  inches. 

The  air  temperature  at  Balboa  Heights  and  Colon  was  the  lowest  recorded  for 
February  since  American  occupation  of  the  Canal  Zone.  It  was  2.1  degrees  Fahren- 
heit below  normal  at  Balboa  and  0.5  degree  below  at  Colon.  The  relative  huniidit}', 
daytime  cloudiness,  and  temperature  of  the  sea  water  were  below  the  normal  on  both 
coasts,  while  the  air  pressure  and  wind  movement  were  above  the  station  averages  on 
the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  sides.  The  evaporation  was  in  excess  at  both  coasts  and  over 
the  Gatun  Lake.  The  sea  water  temperature  was  7.2  degrees  below  normal  on  the 
Pacific  side  and  1.3  degrees  below  on  the  Atlantic.    The  minimum  at  Balboa  was  61 
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degrees,  on  the  15th  and  19th;  and  at  Colon  77  degrees,  on  the  8th,  9th,  and  10th. 

No  fogs  were  observed  during  the  month. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel  were  as  follows:  Mean  for 
the  month,  85.83;  maximum,  on  the  1st,  86.26;  minimum,  on  the  28t:h,  85.34. 
Evaporation  from  the  Gatun  Lake  surface  during  the  month  amounted  to  6.229 
inches.

AN  ACT  To  regulate  the  immigration  of  aliens 

to,  and  the  residence  of  aliens  in,  the  United 

States. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 

aenlalives  of  the   United  States  of  America  in  Con- 

!;ress  assembled,  That  the  word  "alien"  wherever 

used  in  this  Act  shall  include  any  person  not  a 

native-born  or  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United 
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States;  but  this  definition  shall  not  be  held  to  in- 
clude Indians  of  the  United  States  not  taxed  or 
citizens  of  the  islands  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States.  That  the  term  "United 
States"  as  used  in  the  title  as  well  as  in  the 
various  se.^tions  of  this  Act  shall  be  construed  to 
mean  the  United  States,  and  any  waters,  terri- 
tory, or  other  place  subject  to  the  jurisdiction 
thereof,  e<ccpt  the  Isthmian  Canal  Zone;  but  if 
any  alien  shall  leave  the  Can?,l  Zone  or  any 
insular  possession  of  the  United  States  and 
attem  )t  to  enter  any  other  place  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  nothing  con- 
tained in  this  Act  shall  be  construed  as  permit- 
tint;  him  to  enter  under  any  other  conditions 
than  those  applicable  to  all  aliens.

Concurring  Opinion. 

In  the  matter  of  sundry  claims,  concurring 
opinion  oj  Commissioner  Bou-ie  (in  award  No. 
14Z),  dockets  Nos.  3296,  3288.  3291.  and  3079, 
March  5.  1917 — In  connection  with  my  participa- 
tion in  the  awards  in  the  above  entitled  cases.  I 
wish  to  make  my  position  entirely  clear.  The 
claimants  were  bona  fide  tenants  of  the  Brachos 
or  their  agents  for  many  years  before  the  render- 
ing of  the  decision  by  Judge  Brown  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  Canal  Zone  in  1912.  whereby  he 
adjudged  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  the 
lands  on  which  the  houses  and  lots  at  Mt.  Hope 
belonging  to  the  claimants  were  situated.  Prior 
to  the  signing  of  certain  leases  which  were  intro- 
duced in  evidence  and  which  tended  to  limit  the 
rights  of  lessees  as  they  e.xist  under  the  general 
law  of  Panama,  it  appears  that  the  claimants 
held  for  years  under  an  oral  agreement  to  pay  a 
certain  small  sum  quarterly.  As  such  tenants 
they  possessed  certain  property  rights  in  their 
improvements  and  in  tnis  capacity  were  plainly 
"owners  of  private  property,"  as  that  term  is 
used  in  Article  VI  of  the  treaty,  and  hence  en- 
titled to  compensation  at  the  hands  of  this  Com- 
mission for  any  injury  which  might  result  to  those 
rights  as  the  result  of  the  canal  project.  Under 
the  law  of  Panama,  the  claimants  on  the  termina- 
tion of  the  lease  had  the  right  to  claim  from  their 
landlord  compensation  equal  in  amount  to  the 
value  of  the  materials  for  such  buildings  as  they 
might  have  constructed  upon  the  premises  or, 
failing  this,  an  opportunity  to  remove  the  build- 
ings themselves.  They  also  had  certain  rights 
with  regard  to  the  cultivations  which  they  had 
placed  upon  the  land.  It  would  necessarily  seem 
.  to  follow  that  the  damages  which  the  United  States 
should  pay  persons  in  the  position  of  the  claim- 
ants muse  be  measured  by  t'le  extent  of  the  value 
of  the  rights  of  which  they  were  deprived. 

It  appears,  however,  that  the  Commission  of 
1913  adopted,  in  regard  to  tenants,  a  different 
rule,  the  effect  of  wiiich  was,  in  a  few  words,  to 
hold  that  for  the  ourpose  of  compensation  under 
the  treaty  rights  of  such  tenants  are  to  be  meas- 
ured by  the  rights  of  cultivators  in  good  faith 
who,  it  is  said,  are  entitled  to  the  f  idl  value  of  the 
improvements  which  they  have  placed  upon  the 
land  occupied  by  them..  It  further  appears  that 
this  view,  although  at  first  opposed  by  the  at- 
torney for  the  United  States,  has  been  acquiesced 
in  by  him  and  that  for  some  considerable  time 
past  awards  have  been  made  to  tenants  on  this 
basis.  These  circumstances  were  alluded  to  and 
asserted  by  counsel  for  the  United  States  in 
open  court  at  the  termination  of  the  hearing  on 
these  ca.ses;  and  he  has  specifically  stated  that 
the  Government  claims  that  the  only  matter 
standing  between  it  and  a  liabliity  to  pay  the 
claimants  the  value  of  the  Mt.  Hope  houses  and 
lots  is  the  judgment  of  Judge  Brown  before 
alluded  to.  The  theory  of  the  Government  is 
that,  since  the  land  on  which  these  houses  and 
lots  stand  was  awarded  to  the  Panama  Railroad 
Company  and  the  claimants  were  tenants  at  will, 
they,  together  with  whatever  rights  they  might 
claim  in  the  property,  are  concluded  by  the  judg- 
ment. Counsel  for  the  Government  has  frankly 
admitted  that  the  issue  is  a  narrow  one. 

Conceding,  arguendo,  the  legal  application  of 
the  principle  invoked  to  the  situation  which  has 
developed  in  these  cases,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  its  effect  would  be  to  deprive  the  claimants 
w.ho  in  good  faith  entered  upon  the  land  and  paid 
rent  to  the  Brachos,  of  any  right  to  compensa- 
tion for  such  improvements  as  they  have  erected 
and  in  which  they  have  lived  for  years.  The  pur- 
pose of  Article  \'I  of  the  treaty  is  to  provide 
compensation  for  those  who  are  entitled  to  it 
under  the  treaty,  and  that  the  decisions  of  the 
Commission  making  those  awards  shall  be  ap- 
plied in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  law. 
equity,  and  common  sense,  1  believe  that  for  the 
purposes  of  the  work  of  this  Commission,  the  rule 
of  law  urged  by  counsel  for  the  Government  is 
not  applicable  to  cases  like  those  of-  the  present 
claimnnts. 

Nothing  in  these  remarks  should,  however, 
be  takcu  as  haviug  auy  bearing  on  any  situation 
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not  identical  with  that  presented  by  the  cases 
now  before  us.

Examination  by  Board  of  local  Inspectors. 

The  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  will  conduct 
examinations  at  the  Administration  Building, 
Balboa  Heights,  room  No.  304,  on  Wednesday, 
March  21,  1917,  beginning  promptly  at  8  a.  m., 
for  persons  desiring  the  following  classes  of  licen- 
ses: Pilots,  masters,  mates,  marine  engineers, 
chauffeurs,  and  navigators  of  motor  boats.  All 
applicants  for  license  must  procuer  from  the 
ofiice  of  the  board,  room  No.  211,  Balboa  Heights, 
form  of  application  and  information  respecting 
e  filling  out  of  the  same,  not  later  than  a  clay 
previous  to  the  examination.  In  addition,  all 
persons  desiring  chauffeurs  licenses  must  provide 
themselves  with  automobiles  with  vhifh  to 
demonstrate  their  ability  properly  to  operate  the 
same. 

Applicants  for  examination  for  licenses  as  chauf- 
feur may  present  themselves  at  the  office  of  the 
Captain  of  the  Port  at  Balboa  or  Cristobal  on 
any  week  day  between  9  a.  m.  and  12  noon,  and 
between  1  and  4  p.  m.  for  examination  and 
presence  in  the  board  room  during  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Local  Inspectors  will  not  be  required.

The  elevations  of  the  water  are  shown  en  the  second 
line  for  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  Heights 
are  reckoned  from  lew  mean  water  springs,  which  is 
8.3  feet  below  mean  scalevel,  and  is  the  datum  of  sound- 
ings on  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this 
repiun.  The  depth  of  w-ater  may  accordingly  be  esti- 
mated by  adding  the  tabular  height  of  the  tide  to  the 
soundings,  unless  a  m'nus  (-)  sign  is  before  the  height, 
in  which  case  it  is  to  be  subtracted.  The  annual  in- 
equality or  variation  in  the  mean  scalevei  is  included 
in  the  predictious. 

Obituary. 

Ralph  A.  Shires,  employed  as  machinist  in  the 
IMpchanica!  Division,  died  at  Ancon  Hospital 
on  March  3.  His  residence  iu  tlie  United  States 
waa  Lanslord,  I'a. 
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Machine  Shop  to  Facilitate  Repairs  at  Coaling  Plant. 

In  order  to  expedite  repairs  on  the  equipment  of  the  coal  handling 
machinery  at  the  Cristobal  coaling  station,  a  machine  shop  is  being 
erected  at  the  east  end  of  the  plant,  near  the  office  of  the  superintend- 
ent. The  building  contains  a  machine  shop  proper,  a  blacksmith 
shop,  and  a  room  for  an  air  compressor  plant  and  for  the  storage  of 
heavy  repair  parts,  all  housed  together.  The  building  has  outside  plan 
dimensions  of  36  by  94  feet  and  is  one  story  in  height.  The  black- 
smith shop  is  in  a  room  at  the  north  end,  16  by  36  feet;  the  air  com- 
pressor section  is  40  by  36  feet,  and  the  machine  shop  is  at  the  south 
end.  Equipment  for  the  machine  shop  includes  a  radial  drill,  20  and 
36-inch  lathes,  a  shaper,  and  work  benches  at  the  corners  of  the  room. 

As  a  part  of  the  policy  of  making  repairs  at  the  plant,  avoiding  the 
drafting  and  delays  necessary  in  sending  work  to  the  shops,  employ- 
ment of  the  coaling  plant  operators  is  confined  to  skilled  mechanics. 

When  an  unloader  tower,  for  instance,  is  not  in  operation  the  force  on 
it  can  work  at  overhauling  and  maintaining  it  in  the  bestof condition, 
or  can  go  into  the  machine  shop  to  work  at  repairs  when  called  upon. 
Heavy  repairs  will  continue  to  go  to  the  large  shops  of  the  Mechanical 
Division. 


Summary  of  Traffic  throjgh  the  Panama  Canal  since  its  Opening   to 

Commercial  Traffic. 

A  statement  of  the  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  of  the 
Canal  each  month,  from  Atlantic  to  Pacific  and  from  Pacific  to  At- 
lantic, with  their  aggregate  gross  and  net  tonnage,  according  to  the 
rules  of  measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal,  and  their  total  cargo  in 
tons  of  2,240  pounds,  is  presented  on  page  390. 


The  Depopulation  of  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  depopulation  of  the  Canal  Zone  of  native  landowners  and 
squatters  has  been  practically  completed,  although  the  settlement  of 
claims  has  lagged  behind  the  physical  transfer  of  the  property  to 
the  custody  of  the  United  States.  The  natives  now  living  in  the  Zone 
are  principally  employees  of  the  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  or  of  con- 
tractors, or  of  the- Army  forces,  and  they  occupy  houses  and  land  be- 
longing to  the  Government. 

i\t  the  time  of  the  census  of  the  Canal  Zone  in  February  and  March 
of  1912,  the  inhabitants  numbered  61,279.  Of  these,  18,562  were 
white  people,  30,948  blaclf,  10,225  were  classed  as  mixed,  648  were 
Indians,  521  yellow,  373  Hindoos,  and  2  Filipinos.  At  that  time  the 
military  forces  included  about  1,200  people  and  the  occupants  of 
Canal  quarters  numbered  approximately  25,800.  This  indicates  that 
27,000  people  were  in  Government  quarters  and  about  34,000  were 
living  in  the  Canal  Zone  in  other  quarters. 

There  are  now  about  31,000  people  in  the  Canal  Zone  and,  with  the 
exception  of  several    hundred  at    Paraiso.   they    are  provided  with 
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Government  quarters.  Several  steamship  and  oil  companies  have 
quarters  for  their  employees  in  the  Zone.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  police 
and  of  the  Land  Agent  that  this  is  a  fairly  close  approximation  of 
actual  conditions,  which  could  be  established  only  by  a  canvass  of 
all  the  houses  occupied. 

In  connection  with  the  depopulation,  the  Land  Agent  has  paid,  to 
March  1,  1917.  a  total  of  4,347  claims.  The  Joint  Commission  has 
made  782  awards,  dismissed  260  claims  for  lack  of  evidence  and  1,944 
because  of  previous  payments  by  the  land  office,  and  has  now  on  its 
docket  608  claims  to  be  heard,  as  of  March  1,  1917. 
}  A  request  was  made  of  the  Land  Agent  to  summarize  the  general 
directions  of  the  migrator}^  movements  involved  in  the  departure  of 
the  30,000  natives  and  colored  people  who  have  moved  out  of  the  Canal 
Zone,  from  quarters  other  than  those  controlled  by  the  Government, 
in  the  five  years  since  March  of  1912.  In  compliance  he  presented 
the  following  memorandum: 

\^^hen  the  depopulation  of  the  Canal  Zone  was  begun  in  January,  1913,  nothing 
definite  was  known  as  to  the  places  in  which  the  inhabitants  would  relocate,  but  from 
previous  experience  in  clearing  the  Gatun  Lake  area,  and  natural  tendencies  it  was 
supposed  that  the  Panainan  element  would  simply  move  outside  of  the  Canal  Zone, 
back  of  the  town  or  district  occupied,  or  farther  on  up  the  rivers.  This  proved  to  be 
the  case. 

That  part  of  the  alien  population  which  abandoned  the  idea  of  making  future 
homes  in  the  Republic  of  Panama  was  furnished  free  transportation  for  themselves 
and  families  to  their  respective  homes  in  the  West  Indies.  A  few  were  given  transporta- 
tion to  ports  of  Colombia  and  some  to  Spain,  and  in  the  case  of  several  American 
negroes,  to  the  United  States. 

The  movement  of  the  population  from  the  Canal  Zone  since  January,  1913,  has 
been   practically  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  Atlantic  end  of  the  Canal,  in  the  area  lying  to  the  east  of  Colon 
known  as  Margarita,  Pena  Guapa,  Majagual,  and  Puerto  Escondido  districts,  a  large 
number  of  the  people  moved  over  the  boundary  line  into  the  Republic  of  Panama. 
Some  left  for  their  native  homes,  and  a  few  moved  up  to  Gatun  River  to  the  points 
known  as  New  Providence  and  New  Limon.  The  same  might  be  said  with  respect 
to  those  people  who  hved  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mt.  Hope-Gatun  road,  and  on 
Stilson's  addition.  New  Gatun. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  Canal,  at  the  places  known  as  Nombre  de  Dios,  Sweetwater, 
Mindi,  and  Bracho,  practically  all  of  the  Panaman  inhabitants  moved  down  the  At- 
lantic coast  to  the  village  of  Chagres  and  beyond,  and,  since  the  village  of  Chagres 
has  been  moved  to  Lagarto  River,  the  population  has  moved  to  this  new  location. 
A  few  of  the  West  Indians  in  this  area  moved  up  the  coast  in  the  direction  of  Porto 
Hello,  some  went  up  the  Gatun  River  to  New  Providence  and  New  Limon,  and  some 
left  for  their  native  homes.  From  Mindi  to  Gatun  on  the  west  side  of  the  Canal  there 
were  practically  no  homes  or  squatters,  as  those  who  had  lived  in  this  area  abandoned 
their  fifica":  with  the  closing  of  navigation  on  the  Chagres  River  due  to  the  building 
of  Gatun  Dam  and  Spillway. 

There  were  some  few  people  living  in  the  area  between  Gatun  and  Monte  Lirio  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Canal  when  the  depopulation  order  went  into  effect,  and  they  moved 
up  the  Gatun,  Aguas  Claras,  and  tributary  rivers.  On  the  west  side  of  the  Canal 
south  of  Gatun  and  up  to  the  Cano  Quebrada  River  the  inhabitants  had  already 
moved  up  to  the  high  lands  in  the  Republic  of  Panam.a  along  the  Siri,  Trinidad,  and 
Cano  Quebrada  Rivers  immediately  after  they  were  reimbursed  for  their  property 
in  the  lake  area.  The  only  town  of  any  consequence  in  this  district  is  the  village  of 
Escobal,  located  on  high  ground  just  outside  of  the  Canal  Zone,  and  a  large  proportion 
of  houseowners  in  this  village  own  cultivations  some  distance  up  the  Siri  and  Trini- 
dad Rivers. 

From  the  area  between  Monte  Lirio  and  Gamboa,  east  of  the  Canal,  a  few  people 
moved  to  the  high  lands  in  the  Republic  of  Panama  above  the  village  of  Limon. 
A  majority  of  the  Panaman  inhabitants  in  the  sections  known  as  Waterloo,  Topeka, 
and  Cuatro  Calles  moved  to  the  town  of  New  Gorgona  at  the  time  old  Gorgona  was 
moved;  free  transportation  of  houses  was  furnished  by  The  Panama  Canal  to  those 
people  caring  to  receive  this  assistance.  Some  of  the  Panaman  element  moved  up 
the  Chagrea  liiver  to  the  highlands  io  the  Republic.     This  Baiue  statement  applies 
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to  those  Panamans  living  on  the  west  side  of  the  Canal  opposite  the  area  above  de- 
scribed. 

A  great  number  of  the  West  Indians  living  in  these  same  areas  were  employed  by 
The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad.and,  with  the  moving  of  the  shops  to  Balboa, 
these  people  secured  quarters  at  Panama  and  La  Boca;  those  working  for  the  Panama 
Railroad  and  Canal  around  Gamboa  are  now  living  in  quarters  at  this  point  furnished 
by  The  Panama  Canal. 

From  Gamboa  to  New  Culcbra,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Canal,  the  Panamans  who 
lived  near  the  Chagrcs  River  moved  farther  up  this  river  into  the  Republic  of  Panama, 
while  those  in  the  vicinity  of  New  Culebra  moved  to  points  in  the  Republic  known 
as  Maria  Eugenia  and  Agua  Buena,  small  settlements  having  a  surrounding  popula- 
tion of  several  hundred  people.  Some  few  moved  into  Panama  and  to  the  Pueblo 
Nuevo  district  at  Las  Sabanas. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  Canal  from  Matachin,  opposite  Gamboa,  to  Culebra,  a 
por*. ion  of  the  population  moved  into  Panama  City  and  to  the  Pueblo  Nuevo  district. 
Las  Sabanas,  some  went  to  New  Gorgona,  while  a  number  of  those  immediately  in 
the  Las  Cascadas,  Empire,  and  Culebra  districts  moved  back  over  the  western 
boundary  of  the  Zone  into  the  Paja  district  of  the  Republic  of  Panama.  The  village  of 
Paja  is  a  fairly  good-sized  village,  anrl  now  has  a  considerable  surrounding  population. 

In  and  around  Paraiso,  on  both  sides  of  the  Canal,  that  part  of  the  alien  population 
not  employed  by  The  Panama  Canal  or  Panama  Railroad  moved  into  Panama  City, 
Pueblo  Nuevo,  and  some  went  to  the  vicinity  of  Arraijan  village  in  the  Republic  of 
Panama,  west  of  the  Canal. 

On  the  east  side  of  the  Canal,  from  Pedro  Miguel  to  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
Canal  Zone,  the  majority  of  these  people  apparently  moved  into  Panama  City,  and 
engaged  in  strictly  agricultural  work  located  in  the  outlying  sections  of  Panama  known 
as  Pueblo  Nuevo,  Alagaroba,  and  beyond.  On  the  west  side  of  the  Canal,  opposite 
Pedro  Miguel,  to  the  Pacific  coast,  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  moved  back  to  the 
Arraijan  and  Cameron  districts,  while  some  went  farther  down  the  coast. 

Fully  50  per  cent  of  the  West  Indians  who  had  cultivations  and  houses  within  the 
Canal  Zone  when  the  depopulation  work  was  commenced  were  employees  of  The 
Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad,  and  after  being  reimbursed  for  their  improve- 
ments they  moved  into  Balboa,  La  Boca,  and  Panama  City  on  the  Pacific  side,  and 
into  Gatun,  Cristobal,  and  Colon  at  the  Atlantic  side,  where  they  arc  still  employed. 
A  large  number  of  these  same  people  are  now  occupying  silver  employees'  quarters 
of  The  Panama  Canal. 

Approximately  579  free  transportation  requests  have  been  issued  to  owners  of 
property  in  order  that  they  might  take  themselves  and  families  back  to  their  native 
homes.  On  these  579  transportation  requests,  transportation  was  furnished  for  1,394 
people.  This,  therefore,  would  indicate  that  a  little  over  2  per  cent  of  the  people 
living  on  the  Canal  Zone  in  July,  1912,  left  the  Isthmus  entirely,  the  population  as 
shown  for  that  year  being  about  60,000. 


Red  Cross  Membership  Campaign. 

The  Canal  Zone  chapter  of  the  American  National  Red  Cross  has 
begun  a  campaign  for  increased  membership.  Every  man  and  woman 
on  the  Isthmus  is  invited  to  join  the  chapter,  and  a  circular  letter  has 
been  issued  to  all  gold  employees  of  the  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad, 
urging  them  to  support  the  organization.  Membership  dues  are  $1 
per  year,  and  may  be  remitted  to  Mr.  S.  W.  Heald,  Balboa  Heights. 

A  dance  will  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  chapter  at  the  Hotel 
Tivoli  in  Ancon  on  April  21.  Tickets  are  being  sold  for  S2  each,  includ- 
ing transportation  for  bearer  and  accompanying  ladies  on  special 
trains.

Releasing  Cars  in  Sand  and  Gravel  Service. 
The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  Much  12,  1917. 
Heads  of  Departments  and  Divisions: 

For  the  past  several  months  there  has  been  a 
more  or  less  constant  shortage  of  cars  for  use  hi 
the  sand  and  gravel  service,  which  has  interfered 
seriously  with  the  operation  of  that  plant.  It  is 
reported  to  me  that  one  of  the  principal  causes 
for  this  shortage  is  (he  fact  that  certain  heids  of 
departments  and  divisions  are  in  the  habit  of 
holding  sand  and  gravel  cars  under  load  for  an 
unreasonable  period  and  frequently  send  ir  their 
orders  for  sand  and  gravel  far  in  advance  of  the 
actual  requirements  of  the  work,  with  the  idea 
of  holding  the  material  in  storage. 

In  the  interest  of  all  concerned  it  is  my  desire 
to  maintain  the  sand  and  gravel  service  on  an 
efficient  basis,  but  in  order  to  do  this  the  various 
departments  and  divisions  requiring  this  mnterial 
must  cooperate  with  the  Panama  Railroad  and 
the  p'ant.  1  wish  the  heads  of  such  departments 
and  divisions  to  give  this  matter  their  personal 
attention  and  see  that  all  cars  are  unloaded  with 
the  least  possible  delay.

AN  ACT  Authorizing  transfer  of  certain  retired 
Army  officers  to  the  active  list.  , 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives oj  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled.  That  hereafter  the  President  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  within  one  ^ear 
of  the  approval  of  this  Act,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  transfer,  upon 
application,  to  the  active  list  of  the  Army  any 
officer  under  6fty  years  of  age  who  may  have 
been  transferred  heretofore  from  the  active  to  the 
retired  list  of  the  Army  under  the  Act  to  provide 
for  recognizing  the  services  of  certain  officers 
of  the  Array,  Navj',  and  Public  Health  Service 
for  their  services  in  connection  with  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  for  other  purposes, 
approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen:  Provided,  That  such  officers  shall  take 
rank  at  the  foot  of  the  respective  grades  which 
they  held  at  the  time  of  their  retirement  and 
shall  be  carried  as  an  additional  number  in  the 
grade  to  which  he  may  be  transferred  or  at  any 
time  thereafter  promoted,  and  shall  be  promoted 
on  tile  nme  date  wt  tiie  officer  next  above  him  ia 


rank,  and  shall  be  commissioned  in  the  arm  or 
department  of  the  Army  from  which  he  was 
retired:  Pronided  further.  That  such  officer  shall 
stand  a  satisfactory  medical  examination,  and 
when  promoted  shall  stand  the  mediral  and  pro- 
fessional examinations  provided  for  by  law  And 
provided  furlhe".  That  any  officer  transferred  to 
the  active  list  under  this  act  shall  not  again^be 
entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Panama  Canal 
Act  described  above,  except  when  retired  for 
age  or  for  physical  disability  incurred  in  the  line 
of  daty.

Standard  Specifica  tions  for  Asphalt  Shingles. 

1.  The  shingles  shall  be  cut  square  and  true 
to  approximately  8  inches  by  12  j  inches;  shall 
weigh  approximately  220  pounds  per  square 
of  424  shingles;  must  be  packed  in  cartons  con- 
taining one-quarter  squares  per  box.  and  must  not 
stick  together  nor  show  excessive  curling. 

2.  The  individual  shingles  must  not  vary  more 
than  two  ounces  in  weight,  nor  shall  the  average 
weight  obtained  from  10  shingles  be  below  7.5 
ounces  per  shingle. 

3.  The  felt,  after  being  extracted  free  from 
bitumen  and  mineral  matter  and  carefully  dried 
at  105°  C.  for  2  hours,  shall  show  a  thickness  of 
not  less  than  .045  inch  and  shall  weigh  not  less 
than  U  pounds  per  100  square  feet. 

4.  Any  evidence  of  the  use  of  a  short  fiber,  low 
grade  felt,  will  be  sufficient  grounds  for  rejection 
of  this  material. 

5.  A  strip  4  inches  long  by  2  inches  wide  sus- 
pended vertically  in  an  oven  maintained  at  80° 
C.  (176°  F.)  for  5  hours  shall  show  no  evidence 
of  flowing  or  slipping  of  the  coating  nor  shall  the 
slate  particles  become  detached  and  slip  from 
their  place  under  this  test. 

6.  A  strip  cut  from  the  original  shingle,  after    i 
being  heated  to  105°  C.  for  24  hours  must  stand 
quick  bending  at  a  temperature  of  77=  F.  over  a 
mandril  15  mm.  in  diameter  without  cracking  or 
injury  to  the  coating.

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Acceptance  Tests  on  Balboa  Coaling  Plant  Begun. 

The  Canal  collier  Achilles,  arriving  at  Cristobal  on  March  24  from 
Norfolk  with  12,000  tons  of  coal,  was  brought  through  the  Canal  to 
Balboa  for  discharge  of  cargo,  in  the  course  of  which  acceptance  tests 
of  the  unloader  towers  will  be  made.  Construction  of  the  new  coal- 
ing plant  at  Balboa  is  essentially  complete  and  if  the  tests  show  the 
equipment  to  be  acceptable  the  plant  will  shortly  be  ready  for  com- 
mercial service. 

Charts  and  Other  Publications  for  Mariners. 

The  attention  of  agents  and  masters  of  vessels  using  the  Panama 
Canal  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the  Division  of  Meteorology  and  Hy- 
drography, through  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  at  Cristobal  and  Balboa, 
is  performing  the  usual  duties  of  a  branch  hydrographic  office. 

In  addition  to  handling  Hydrographic  Office  and  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey  charts  and  publications,  it  distributes  and  collects 
United  States  Weather  Bureau  publications,  compares  and  adjusts 
navigational  and  meteorological  instruments,  and  publishes  the  daily 
weather  conditions.  All  interested  parties  are  invited  to  avail  them- 
selves of  these  aids  to  navigation.  Communications  should  be 
addressed  or  application  mad^  to  the  office  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port, 
Balboa  or  Cristobal. 


Heavy  Dry  Season  Rains  Reported  from  Bocas  del  Toro. 

The  chief  hydrographer  has  received  from  the  manager  of  the 
United  Fruit  Company  at  Bocas  del  Toro  a  rainfall  report  of  several 
stations  in  that  district,  for  the  week  ending  March  17,  which  indicate 
excessive  precipitation.  During  the  week  the  rainfall  at  Guabito, 
Panama,  was  11.16  inches;  at  Victoria,  Panama,  it  was  14.59  inches; 
and  at  Suretka,  Costa  Rica,  it  was  16.37  inches. 

The  observer  also  stated  that  the  rain  which  fell  at  Bocas  del  Toro 
on  the  11th,  12th,  13th,  and  14th  flooded  the  Sixaola  district. 


CANAL  WORK  IN  FEBRUARY,  1917. 

The  following  is  the  report,  in  part,  of  the  Governor  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  the  month  of  February,  1917:

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  operations  on  the  Isthmus 
for  the  month  of  February,  1917: 

CANAL  BUSINESS. 

The  total  number  of  ships  entering  and  clearing  theCanal  terminal  ports  was  571. 
The  number  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal,  included  in  the  above,  was  140.  The 
aggregate  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  477,603,  Panama 
Canal  measurement,  and  the  total  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  557,769  tons 
of  2,240  pounds. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $448,663.16,  and  deposits  were  made  with  assistant 
treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $259,702.45  to  be  applied  on  payment 
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of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  commissary 
supplies  to  ships  aggregated  $26,554.99;  of  ice,  $824.51;  and  of  supplies  from  the 
storehouses,  .610,126.22.

LOCKS. 

The  painting  of  the  emergency  dams  at  Gatun  Locks  was  completed  during  the 
month,  and  general  painting  work  on  the  gate  surfaces  was  performed  by  the  forces 
ol  the  Canal  and  a  conlractor.  The  experiments  at  Gatun  with  the  zinc  coating  ma- 
chine indicated  that  if  the  cost  is  not  prohibitive  zinc  coating  will  prove  the  most 
desirable  method  of  protecting  the  under-water  meta!  parts  of  the  locks.  Grading 
the  west  backfill  at  I'edro  Miguel  continued,  approximately  5,100  cubic  yards  of 
material  being  removed.  Installation  of  permanent  tracks  on  the  east  backfill  at 
Mirallores  was  completed  and  work  is  in  progress  on  the  permanent  track  on  the 
west  backfill.  'J"he  status  of  the  installation  of  the  regulating  valves  in  the  upper 
flight  of  Miraflores  Locks  remains  the  same  as  at  the  close  of  the  preceding  month.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
launches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic.  Dredging 
equipment  is  not  included. 

SPILLWAY  OF  GATUN  DAM. 

Contract  was  entered  into  with  the  American  Ritumastic  Enamels  Company  on 
February  19  for  coating  with  its  products  the  upstream  side  of  the  gates  of  the  spillway 
at  Gatun.  Forces  of  the  Canal  were  engaged  during  the  month  painting  the  down- 
stream  side  of  the  gates  with  Navy  solu(i(jn  and  enamel.  At  the  end  of  the  month 
the  work  on  both  sides  of  the  gates  was  appro vimately  45  per  cent  completed. 

Excavatirm  for  the  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  station  was  continued,  and  was 
aboirt  50  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Excavation  for  the  new 
penstocks  was  begun  on  February  1,  and  11,664  cubic  yards  of  spoil  were  removed 
during  the  month;  10,500  cubic  yards  of  this  material  were  dumped  on  Gatu'n  Dam. 

TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — All  conR^rurtion  work  pertaining  to  pier  No.  7  was  completed 
during  the  month,  with  the  installation  of  the  bronze  grill  work  over  the  end  doors. 

The  trestle  for  pier  No.  6  was  completed.  During  the  month  156.25  linear  feet  of 
trestle  were  driven,  making  the  total  in  place  1,135  linear  feet.  Material  for  3,245 
linear  feet  of  steel  caissons  was  received  during  February,  making  7,580  linear  feet 
received  to  date,  or  60  per  cent  of  the  quantity  to  be  furnished  from  the  United 
States.  Cai-sons  placed  during  the  month  agg-egated  3,230  linear  feet,  making  a 
total  of  4,420  linear  feet,  or  18  per  cent  of  the  total  required,  in  place  on  the  first  of 
this  month.  Material  excavated  from  the  cais.sons  amounted  to  602  cubic  yards, 
bringing  the  total  to  the  first  of  M;irch  to  1,553  cubic  yards,  or  appro.ximately  9.5 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  e-xcavation  required. 

Work  on  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house  between  Piers  7  and  8  continued  held 
up  by  slow  delivery  of  caisson  materia!  from  the  United  States.  Material  for  approxi- 
mately 350  linear  teet  of  3-foot  caisson  was  received  during  the  month  and  fabrica- 
tion has  been  begun  by  the  shops  at  Cristobal. 

The  dumping  of  soft  rock  for  the  extension  of  the  Cristobal  mole  was  completed; 
18,440  cubic  yards  were  placed  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  127,700  cubic 
yards  in  this  feature  of  the  work.  Armoring  with  ha.d  rock  continued  and  was 
about  50  per  cent  compJetori  at  the  end  of  the  month;  17,247  cubic  yards  were 
placed,  making  a  total  cf  18,544  cubic  yaids  in  place. 

Armoring  the  fill  for  the  track  yard  in  rear  of  the  fire  station  was  continued; 
1,660  cubic  yards  were  placed  during  the  month,  making  4,986  cubic  yards  placed  to 
the  first  of  this  month,  or  about  3U  per  cent  of  the  estimated  requirements. 

The  anemometer  tower  on  the  mole  near  the  land  end  was  completed  and  placed  in 
use. 

Pacific  terminals — The  old  gratings  were  taken  out  of  the  tunnel  of  the  1,000-foot 
dry  dock  and  replaced  with  new.  Structural  steel  erection  of  the  jib  of  the  50-ton 
traveling  crane  for  the  dry  dock  was  completed.  The  trucks  were  placed  and  the  body 
of  the  car  completely  erected.  Forms  were  erected  and  five  cubic  j'ards  of  concrete 
poured  in  the  construction  of  the  counterbalance  of  the  crane.  Steel  ereci  ion  on  the 
crane  and  the  body  of  the  car  as  a  whole  was  65  per  cent  complete  at  the  end  of  the 
month,  and  the  Tuechanical  erection  was  40  per  cent  co.nplete. 

The  area  in  the  rear  of  quay  wall  C-D  wliich  was  filled  with  earth  during  January 
was  leveled,  and  all  old  materia!  was  removed  from  the  site. 

Installation  of  the  foot  castings  for  Iwom  connections  for  cargo-handling  booms 
on  both  sides  of  pier  No.  18  v/as  continued. 

At  the  coaling  plant  the  placing  of  lenders  on  the  reloader  and  uriloader  wharves 
has  been  cc>mpleted  as  far  as  id  po.ssible  until  fui-thcr  dredging  is  done  along  the  fare 
of  the  w  har\  es.  Riprap  was  placed  on  the  slope  back  of  the  reloader  wharf,  composed 
of  360  cubic  yards  of  rock  and  42  cubic  yards  of  mortar.  The  buckets  which  were 
received  tor  the  berm  cranes  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  certain  tests  wnich 
were  conducted  during  the  early  part  of  i  lie  month,  two  of  the  liuckeis  were  ove.- 
hauled  at  Cristobal,  the  length  of  the  shaft  being  reduced  18  inches.  Tlie  buckets 
were  returned  the  latter  part  of  tlie  month  and  operated  satisfactorily  on  cranes  Nos. 
1  and  2.  The  two  other  bu,:kets  were  then  foi warded  to  Cristof)al  for  similar  alter- 
ations.    The  contractors'  machinery  remained  laid  up,  awaiting  tests.     Additional 
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Kghts  were  found  to  be  required  on  the  wharf  bunker  and  conveyor  towers  and  were 
installed  by  the  contractor. 

DREDGING. 

The  total  excavation  for  the  month,  including  earth,  rock,  and  gravel,  was  1,050,172 
cubic  yards.  In  addition  36,990  cubic  yards  were  rehandled,  and  not  credited  to  the 
Canal  excavation. 

In  Gaillard  Cut  six  dredges  removed  181,077  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  578,513 
cubic  yards  of  rock,  as  follows:  Five  hundred  and  sixty-seven  thousand  five  hundred 
and  eighty  cubic  yards  of  rock  and  71,555  cubic  yards  of  eartli  from  the  Culebra 
slides;  5,060  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  1,265  cubic  yards  of  rock  from  small  slides 
north  of  Pedro  Miguel  Lock;  22,832  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  5,708  cubic  yards  of  rock 
near  Paraiso  point  of  intersection;  990  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  3,960  cubic  yards 
of  rock  from  Lirio  slide,  west;  80,640  cubic  yards  of  earth  in  maintenance  in  the 
Bection  from  station  1871  to  station  1875.  Rehandled  material,  not  counted  in  the 
totals,  amounted  to  36,990  cubic  yards.  The  Culebra  slide  showed  a  small  but 
continued  movement  during  the  month  in  the  vicinity  of  stations  1770-1775  east. 
Other  than  this  no  signs  of  slide  movement  were  apparent. 

In  the  Pacific  entrance  channel  the  dredge  Corozal  removed  9,280  cubic  yards 
of  earth  and  11,675  cubic  yaids  of  rock  from  the  base  of  Cocoli  Hill,  south  of  Mira- 
flores  Locks,  and  12,165  cubic  yards  of  earth  and  20,489  cubic  j'ards  of  rock  (original) 
from  the  Canal  prism.  In  the  inner  harbor  at  Balboa  dredge  No.  85  removed  47,544 
cubic  yards  of  earth  in  maintenance  work  and  95,089  cubic  yaids  of  earth  in  original 
excavation. 

In  Miraflcres  Lake  dredge  No.  83  excavated  42,443  cubic  yards  of  earth  in  main- 
tenance and  5,122  cubic  yards  of  earth  in  original  excavation  from  the  Canal  prism. 

In  the  Atlantic  section  there  was  no  dredging  in  the  Canal  prism  during  the  month. 
Dredge  No.  84  removed  9,759  cubic  yards  of  coral  and  sand  from  the  barge  slip  at 
the  south  end  of  the  west  slip  of  the  coaling  station,  and  19,506  cubic  yards  of  finger 
coral,  earth,  and  sand  from  borrow  pit  No.  2. 

The  total  excavation  by  dredges  during  February  was  1,050,172  cubic  yards,  of 
which  189,408  cubic  yards  were  from  auxiliary  works  and  860,764  cubic  yards  were 
from  the  Canal  prism.  Of  the  latter,  37,776  cubic  yards  were  ciiginal  construction 
excavation,  and  822,988  were  in  maintenance  work.  The  estimated  amount  of 
dredging  remaining  in  construction  or  original  excavation  in  Canal  and  harbor  work, 
exclusive  of  Gaillard  Cut,  on  March  1,  was  3,556,893  cubic  yards. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,   AND  DRY  DOCK  WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paicii?o  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of  the 
Mechanical  Division  together  completed  627  shop  orders,  leaving  599  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  inonth.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  160,927  poundsof  iron, 
181,965  pounds  of  steel,  and  24,795^  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostled  as 
follows:  Locomotives,  2,190,  and  cranes,  229.  Five  hundred  and  sixty-three  shop 
and  4,605  field  repairs  v/ere  made  on  cars,  and  eight  heavy  and  1,225  light  repairs 
were  made  on  other  rolling  equipment. 

The  principal  job  at  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa  was  the  extensive  repairs  to  the 
steamship  Nicaragiian,  the  work  on  which  was  completed  on  February  28  at  a  total 
cost  of  10  per  cent  less  than  the  estimate  which  had  been  made  to  the  owners.  Floating 
crane  Hercules,  derrick  barge  No.  161,  and  scows  No.  1 16  and  No.  135  were  also  in 
the  dry  dock  during  the  month.  At  the  shops  at  Balboa,  the  work  on  the  dispatch 
boats  was  practically  completed  and  that  on  the  supply  boats  was  about  60  per  cent 
complete  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Work  on  the  locomotives  for  the  Alaskan  En- 
gineering Commission  was  completed. 

At  the  Cristobal  shops  the  overhauling  of  the  submarines  continued,  and  during 
the  month  the  steamships  Cyrus  W.  Field,  Balboa,  and  Hornet,  launch  L-36,  and 
scows  No.  123  and  No.  145  were  in  the  dock  for  repairs.  Fifty-four  work  requests 
were  received  from  individuals  and  companies  during  the  month,  of  which  23  were 
lor  ships  making  the  port  of  Cristobal  or  passing  through  the  Cannl. 

At  Paraiso  the  usual  running  repaiis  were  made  on  dredging  equipment,  and  ex- 
tensive work  was  done  on  coal  hoist  No.  2,  the  crane  boat  La  Valley,  and  the  tugs 
Gorgona,  Miraflores.  Chame,  and  Bolivar.  The  overtime  in  the  Paraiso  shops  was 
materiallj'  reduced,  in  comparison  with  the  preceding  month. 

BUILDI.NG  CONSTRUCTIO.V. 

The  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital  was  90  per  cent  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  the  dispensary  and  the  laboratory  were  90  and  97  per 
cent  completed,  respectively.  The  trim  and  plumbing  and  painting  compose  prac- 
tically all  of  the  work  remaining  on  these  buildings.  The  school  and  the  restaurant 
at  Ancon  were  70  per  cent  and  87  per  cent  completed,  respectively,  on  the  first  of 
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Ma'-ch,  and  at  Balboa  the  school  was  60,  the  restaurant  90,  and  the  electrical  store- 
house 99  per  cent  completed.  The  sef^ond  floor  slab  of  the  Balboa  shops  resta-'rant 
was  poured  during  February  and  the  building  was  30  per  cent  completed  by  the  end 
of  the  month.  All  of  the  piles  for  the  lumber  storehouse  were  driven,  and  some  of  the 
steel  for  the  building  arrived.  Work  on  the  sanitary  office  at  Balboa  brought  that 
building  to  40  per  cent  of  completion  at  the  end  of  the  month.  Of  the  authorized 
100  type-17  cottages.  7  were  completed  during  the  month,  making  63  complete;  6 
were  begun;  including  these  six,  at  the  end  of  the  month  28  cottae;es  were  from  5  to 
75  per  cent  completed.  Of  the  75  four-family  frame  houses.  18  were  completed  during 
the  month,  makinj^  63  complete  and  11  under  construction.  Three  four-family  con- 
crete houses  Were  completed,  finishing  the  construction  of  the  four  of  this  type 
authorized  in  this  district.  At  Red  Tank,  adjoining  Pedro  Miguel,  two  of  the  12- 
apartment  siKer  qunrtcrs  were  completed  in  February,  and  the  remaining  18  houses 
were  99  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundation  and  the  first 
floor  slab  for  the  new  dispensary  at  Pedro  Miguel  were  poured  during  the  month. 
The  clubhouse  foi  gold  employees  at  Paraiso  was  92  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of 
the  month.  The  four  12-apartment  silver  quarters  at  Gamboa  were  from  80  to  99 
per  cent  complete,  and  the  two  silver  bachelor  quarters  at  Gamboa  were  30  and  40 
per  cent  completed,  respectively.  Work  was  begun  on  two  four-family  quarters  at 
Monte  Lirio. 

At  Gatun  work  was  continued  on  the  removal  of  the  concrete  wall  at  the  hydro- 
electric station,  and  the  work  as  a  whole  was  70  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the 
month.  The  Gatun  school  building  was  95  per  cent  completed.  At  Cristobal  the 
interior  wall  tiling  of  the  restaurant  was  95  per  cent  completed,  and  the  building  as  a 
whole.  82  per  cent  completed.  The  concrete  work  on  the  general  storehouseat  Mount 
Hope  was  approaching  completion  at  the  end  of  the  month  and  the  roof  steel  was  in 
readiness  for  erection.  The  school  building  was  90  per  cent  completed.  The  concrete 
wa-  pouted  and  30  percent  ot  the  roof  was  laid  for  the  Colon  Hospital  morgue,  and  the 
foundation  was  poured  for  a  garage  for  the  hospital.  The  clubhouse  for  silver  enj- 
ployees  at  Cristobal  was  90  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  tf  the  month. 

MU.N'ICIPAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Municipal  work  included  the  construction  of  a  sanitary  drainage  ditch  at  Paraiso, 
installation  of  playground  equipment  at  Balboa,  construction  of  asphalt  sidewalks  in 
La  Boca,  building  of  road  to  Gabilan  Island,  laying  of  concrete  streets  in  Panama 
City,  townsite  work  on  Colon  Reach,  including  the  installation  of  sewers  and  streets 
as  well  as  fill  for  the  reclamation  of  land,  concreting  streets  in  Colon,  making  dry  fill 
and  installing  drains  in  swamp  areas  at  Mount  Hope,  building  roadwav  for  the 
Cristobal  piers,  miscellaneous  maintenance  operations,  and  extensive  work  for  the 
Army  at  the  several  posts.

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Cana!  quarters  on  February  28  numbered  7,448 
Americans,  of  whom  3,811  were  men,  1,790  women,  and  1,838  children;  364  Euro- 
peans, of  whom  291  were  men.  27  women,  and  46  children;  and  10,371  West  Indians, 
of  whom  6,072  were  men,  1,761  women,  and  2,538  children. 

PUBLIC  HE.\LTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.  The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  was  9.28  per  thousand,  per  year,  from  all 
causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  6.96,  and  from  external  causes,  2.32.  No  cases  of 
disease  of  a  quaranlinable  nature  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthnms  during  the 
month. 

RECEIPTS  AND  E?CPENmTURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  February  28,  exclusive  of  forti- 
fications, was  $11,288,30^1.94;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $4,628,401.89.  Pay- 
rolls for  the  force  on  the  Isthmus  for  February  amounted  to  $1,032,654.02,  including 
$27,&85.02  for  fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washingfton  amounted  to  $1,150,233.81, 
and  by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,301,567.60.  Payment  of  $249,334.72 
was  also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  for  commissary  books.  Total 
Panama  Canal  collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1 ,144,049.64,  and  collections 
by  the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  Washington  to  $49,685.00.  Requisitions  for  purchase  in 
the  United  States  amounted  to  $1,243,631.03,  making  the  total  for  the  eight  months 
of  the  fiscal  year  $6,683,193.11.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscellaneous 
funds  amounted  to  $322,763.91,  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading  amounted 
to  $59,136.43.

Ships  Making  Chilean  Ports  from  the  North. 

For  the  benefit  of  shipping  interests  there  is  published  below  a 
translation  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Executive  Secretary  by  the 
Consul  for  Chile  in  Panama  under  date  of  March  14,  setting  forth 
certain  quarantine  restrictions  on  ships  making  Chilean  ports  from 
the  north: 

I  permit  myself  to  notify  you  that  under  date  of  December  20,  1916,  the  Executive 
Power  decreed  (No.  5328)  to  approve  the  Rules  and  Regulations  governing  the  Mari- 
time Sanitary  Service. 

Article  5  of  the  said  regulations  reads:  "Vessels  proceeding  from  the  North  shall 
not  be  received  at  any  port,  without  having  touched  at  Arica  for  sanitary  purposes." 

"Sailing  ships  and  those  of  the  cable  service  are  exempted,  unless  they  have  cases 
of  sickness  on  board  which  are  subject  to  quarantine.  Any  other  vessels  which 
according  to  previous  advice  of  the  Superior  Board  of  Health  designated  for  such 
purpose  by  the  President  of  the  Republic,  and  which  will  make  its  resolutions  pre- 
viously known  to  the  corresponding  local  authority  and  to  the  respective  Doctors  of 
Maritime  Service,  shall  also  be  exempted." 

Under  date  of  the  12th  of  this  month,  my  Government  informed  me  of  the  following 
by  cable: 

"Decree  of  the  30th  of  last  January  provider  that  vessels  proceeding  from  clean 
ports  in  the  United  States  and  Mexico  touching  only  at  Colon  or  Balboa  on  direct 
voyage  to  load  saltpetre  (nitrate)  or  to  unload  petroleum  are  exempted  from  calling 
at  Arica." 

Now,  therefore,  from  now  on  I  shall  clear  vesseb  bound  to  Chilean  ports  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  ai)ove  mentioned  regulation,  decree  of  the  30th  oi  last  January. 

In  order  to  facilitate  in  this  office  thecIearanLC  of  vessels  bound  to  Chilean  ports, 
It  is  required  that  the  following  particulars  be  submitted:  Name  of  steamer,  register 
of  tonnage,  nationality,  name  of  the  captain,  list  of  the  crew,  bill  of  health  issued  at 
the  previous  port,  list  of  the  ports  of  call,  destination,  manifest  of  cargo  in  transit 
or  ballast  certificate,  list  of  passengers,  manifest  of  local  freight  or  cargo.

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April  Weather  Probabilities. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month  of  April.  1017.  Colon  and  Ancon  records 
for  the  past  9  and  11  years,  respectively,  are  the  data  on  which 
these  predictions  are  based: 

Winds — Fresh  northerly  dry  season  winds  will  continue  during  the 
month  with  a  probable  decrease  of  the  wind  movement  with  the  ap- 
proach of  the  rainy  season.  At  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal 
northerly  winds  will  prevail,  with  an  average  hourly  velocity  of  about 
13  miles  an  hour.  A  maximum  velocity  of  more  than  33  miles  an 
hour  is  not  likely  to  occur,  although  a  maximum  velocity  of  46  miles 
an  hour  from  the  north  v.as  recorded  on  the  4th  of  April,  1915,  during 
the  most  severe  and  intense  storm  recorded  since  American  occupation. 
On  the  Pacific  coast  and  over  the  interior  the  prevailing  winds  will  be 
from  the  northwest,  ^ith  an  average  hourly  velocity  of  about  9  miles 
an  hour.  1  he  maximum  velocity  is  not  likely  to  exceed  26  miles  an 
hour. 

Rain — Light  showers  may  be  expected  occasionally  at  both  Canal 
entrances,  and  as  much  as  one  inch  of  rain  may  occur  in  one  day  under 
normal  conditions.  With  the  occurrence  of  a  "norther"  such  as  that 
of  April,  1915,  this  amount  is  likely  to  be  greatly  exceeded.  The 
average  April  rainfall  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  is  4.23  inches,  and  at  the 
Pacific  entrance,  2.87  inches,  these  averages  being  for  periods  of  46 
and  18  years,  respectively.  About  16  days  with  rain  may  be  expected 
on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  8  days  on  the  Pacific. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  at  the  Pacific  entrance,  and  few 
if  any  fogs  may  be  expected  at  the  Atlantic  entrance.  The  average 
number  of  nights  with  fog  o\er  the  Gaillard  Cut  section  of  the  Canal 
during  the  m.onth  of  April  is  11.  All  fogs  that  occur  may  be  reasonably 
expected  to  be  light  and  to  clear  away  before  8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — An  average  shade  air  temperature  of  81  degrees, 
Fahrenheit,  will  probably  occur  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  and  an  average 
of  82  degrees  may  be  expected  at  the  Pacific  entrance.  On  the  Atlantic 
side  the  temperature  is  not  likely  to  rise  above  90°  F.  or  fall  below  72°, 
but  a  maximum  of  97°  F.  and  a  minimum  of  64°  F.  may  occur  at 
the  Pacific  entrance.  The  mean  daiily  range  in  temperature  will  be 
about  7  degrees  on  the  Atlantic  side  and  18  degrees  on  the  Pacific  side. 
Barometric  pressure — There  will  be  a  slight  decrease  in  the  average 
atmospheric  pressure  with  the  approach  of  the  rainy  season.  The 
average  April  seale>  el  pressure  is  29.86  inches.  A  maximum  pres- 
sure of  more  than  29.99  inches  or  a  minimum  of  less  than  29.73  inches 
is  not  likely  to  occur  at  either  entrance  of  the  Canal. 

Storms — The  so-called  "northers"  sometimes  occur  during  the  luonth 
of  April,  but  with  the  exception  of  these  occasional  disturbances, 
no  severe  general  storms  of  wide  extent  are  likely  to  occur  during  the 
month.  A  rough  sea  and  heaxy  swell  may  be  produced  occasionally 
outside  the  breakwater  at  Colon  by  the  fresh  northerly  trade  winds. 
Occasional  thunderstorms  are  to  be  expected  at  both  Canal  entrances. 
Generally  fair  weather  with  smooth  to  moderate  seas  can  be  expected 
at  the  Pacific  entrance. 

Tides — The  average  tidal  range  at  Colon  is  less  than  one  foot,  and 
the  maximum  range  is  approximately  two  feet.     Owing  to  this  fact, 
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tidal  fluctuations  need  not  be  considered  in   navigating  the  Atlantic 
entrance  to  the  Canal. 

Panama  (Balboa)  tide  predictions  for  the  period  until  May  1  are 
given  on  prge  410. 

Number  and  Tonnage  of  Ships  Entering  and  Clearing  from  Canal  Ports  in 

1915  and  1916. 

The  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  entering  the  port  of  Cristobal 
during  the  calendar  year  1916  was  4,819,525  net  tons.  The  number  of 
ships  was  1,592.  For  Balboa  the  number  of  ships  entering  was  1,185, 
and  their  aggregate  net  tonnage  was  2,746,774.  The  total  for  both 
ports  was  2,777  ships,  7,566,299  net  tons. 

These  figures  include  the  ships  which  made  the  transit  of  the  Canal. 
During  the  year  627  ships,  with  2,000,260  net  tons,  passed  through 
the  Canal  from  Cristobal  and  626  ships,  1,933,609  tons,  from  Balboa. 
Some  of  the  ships  which  passed  through  the  Canal  have  entered  and 
cleared  from  both  ports,  in  connection  with  discharging  or  taking  on 
transfer  cargo. 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  and  aggregate  net  tonnage 
of  ships  of  various  nations  entering  and  clearing  from  the  port  of 
Cristobal  during  the  calendar  years  1915  and  1916.  Considering 
grand  totals  of  ships  entering  and  clearing,  the  year  1916  showed  a 
gain  of  6.47  per  cent  in  ships  and  5.13  per  cent  in  tonnage:

In  total  business  of  ships  handled  at  both  ports,  including  Canal 
traffic,  the  year  1915  showed  5,022  ships  with  aggregate  net  tonnage

A  wriiieii  acknowledgment  from  the  agents  of  steamship  lines  or  from  the  master 
of  the  individual  vessel  desiring  to  employ  their  own  stevedoring  force  will  be  required 
to  the  effect  that  the  liability,  as  indicated  above,  is  assumed  by  the  vessel  or  the  owner 
thereof.

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Panama  Canal  Museum. 

A  permanent  museum  has  been  started  in  the  Administration 
Building,  Balboa  Heights.  The  articles  placed  on  exhibition  so  far  con- 
sist of  models  of  construction  equipment,  samples  of  native  woods, 
rails,  etc.,  returned  from  the  San  Francisco  exposition;  zoological 
and  mineral  specimens  gathered  locally;  and  tools  and  implements 
used  by  the  French  canal  companies. 

Employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  the  Panama  Railroad  and  other 
persons  who  may  have  any  articles  of  interest  which  they  care  to  donate 
to  this  museum  are  requested  to  forward  them  to  the  Panama  Canal 
Museum,  care  of  the  Property  Bureati,  Balboa  Heights.  Only  small 
articles  can  be  accepted  at  this  time.  Heavy  and  bulky  items  can  not 
be  handled,  as  no  space  is  available  for  storing  them,  but  it  is  desired 
that  a  list  of  large  items  suitable  for  museum  exhibition  be  forward- 
ed for  future  use.  A  history  of  each  item,  as  complete  as  possible, 
should  accompany  the  exhibit. 

The  Cost  of  Tolls  per  Ton  oi  Cargo  Carried. 

The  basis  of  the  levy  of  tolls  on  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  is 
their  earning  capacity.  Their  earning  capacity,  without  deck  load,  is 
comprised  of  the  interior  spaces  available  for  carrying  cargo  or  pas- 
sengers. This  is  called  the  net  tonnage  as  derermined  by  the  rules  for 
measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal,  each  net  ton  being  100  cubic  feet 
of  earning  space. 

Tolls  are  levied  at  the  rate  of  $1.20  per  net  ton,  Panama  Canal 
measurement,  on  ships  carrying  cargo  or  passengers,  plus  $1.20  per 
100  cubic  feet  of  space  occupied  by  deck  load,  with  the  limitation  that 
the  amount  collectible  shall  not  exceed  the  equivalent  of  $1.25  per  net 
ton  on  the  net  tonnage  as  determined  by  the  rules  for  registry  in  the 
United  States. 

Inasmuch  as  it  is  the  practice  for  lines  to  consider  40  cubic  feet  of 
cargo  a  ton,  when  it  is  more  remunerative  to  charge  on  the  basis  of 
space  occupied  than  on  deadweight,  a  cargo  ship  can  carry  at  least  2^ 
bill-of-lading  tons  in  each  100  cubic  feet  (Canal  ton)  of  cargo  space. 
On  ideal  loading  the  charge  of  $1.20  per  net  ton  is  equivalent  to  48 
cents  per  bill-of-lading  ton. 

In  actual  practice  the  loading  of  ships  varies  greatly,  and  the  ratio 
of  the  tolls  to  the  cargo  carried  is  widely  variable.  The  tables  on  the 
following  pages  show  the  prorated  cost  of  Canal  tolls  per  ton  of  cargo 
carried  on  all  the  ships  making  the  transit  during  the  last  six  months  of 
the  calendar  year  1916  with  whole  cargoes;  that  is  to  say,  carrying 
only  one  commodity  at  the  time  of  transit. 

Commodities  shipped  through  the  Canal  in  whole  cargoes  during  that 
period  included  nitrates,  coal,  crude  oil,  sugar,  lumber,  iron  ore,  manu- 
factured goods  of  iron  and  steel,  refined  petroleum,  coke,  chrome  ore, 
fuel  oil,  manganese,  cattle,  oats,  naphtha,  barley,  cement,  gasoline, 
beans,  phosphates,  zinc  ore,  explosives,  wheat,  licorice,  copper  ore. 
coffee,  steel,  cacao,  and  jute  sacks. 

In  th«  tahmlation  for  each  commodity,  opposite  ihe  name  of  the  ship 
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are  given  the  tons  of  cargo  carried,  based  on  the  deadweight  statements 
made  by  the  masters  on  the  cargo  declarations,  the  net  Canal  tonnage, 
the  tolls  collected,  and  the  prorated  cost  of  the  tolls  per  ton  of  cargo:

Sites  for  Gardens  for  Employees  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  policy  has  been  adopted  of  allowing  employees  of  the  Canal 
to  make  gardens  at  available  locations  in  the  Canal  Zone,  in  addition 
to  the  plots  directly  in  rear  of  their  quarters.  Authority  for  such  use 
is  granted  subject  to  immediate  cancellation  if  the  land  should  be 
needed  by  the  Government. 

Applications  for  sites  may  be  submitted  to  the  Land  Agent.  He  and 
the  district  quartermaster  and  the  sanitary  inspector  for  the  district 
in  which  the  land  lies  will  be  a  committee  to  determine  whether  the 
land  is  likely  to  be  needed  in  the  near  future  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Canal  or  the  Army,  and  whether  its  use  as  a  garden  would  conflict 
with  the  public  interest  in  the  landscape  and  in  sanitation. 

These  provisions  apply  to  plots  at  some  distance  from  the  employee's 
quarters.  For  the  cultivation  of  land  directly  behind  an  employee's 
house,  which  may  be  regarded  as  his  back  yard  and  a  domain  essential- 
ly his  own.  permission  may  be  granted  directly  by  the  district  quarter- 
master. No  cultivations  are  to  be  carried  on  in  front  of  the  house, 
as  this  area  is  essentially  a  part  of  the  street  and  the  public  interest 
requires  that  it  be  preserved  in  a  pleasing,  uniform  appearance.

Notice  to  Mariners.— Terminal  Ports  Closed  at  Night. 
The  PanaiMA  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  April  4,  1917. 
Circular  No.  634-36: 

On  and  after  April  6,  1917,  the  terminal  ports  of  Cristobal  and  Balboa 
will  be  closed  between  sunset  and  sunrise.  All  navigational  lights  will 
be  extinguished  and  it  will  therefore  be  necessary  for  vessels  to  arrive 
off  these  ports  by  daylight.  On  account  of  lights  being  out  and  buoys 
being  removed,  it  will  be  unsafe  for  vessels  to  approach,  either  by  day 
or  night,  nearer  than  two  miles  from  the  harbor  entrances  without 
Canal  pilots.

Change  in  Hotel  Aspinwall  Launch  Schedule. 

In  view  of  the  closing  of  the  terminal  ports  at  night  on  and  after 
April  6,  until  further  orders  the  launch  will  leave  Balboa  for  Taboga 
at  3.30  p.  m.  and,  returning,  will  leave  Taboga  at  4.45  p.  m. 

Advance  of  Construction  of  New  Ancon  Hospital. 

The  second  group  of  the  ward  buildings  of  the  new  Ancon  Hospital 
was  finished  last  week.  On  Saturday  evening,  April  7,  the  buildings 
were  thrown  open  to  the  public  for  inspection,  and  a  group  of  employees 
of  the  hospital  conducted  visitors  through  the  new  buildings,  explaining 
the  various  conveniences  and  giving  them  opportunity  to  see  the  ad- 
vanced sanitary  construction.  The  buildings  were  also  kept  open  all 
of  the  next  day,  Sunday,  when  numbers  of  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone 
and  Panama  took  the  opportunity  to  visit  them.  The  wards  were 
spotlessly  clean  and  their  construction  of  concrete  and  tile  is 
designed  to  preserve  this  cleanliness  at  all  times.  The  buildings, 
erected  on  the  northeast  slope  of  Ancon  Hill,  within  the  grounds  of 
the  old  hospital,  were  arranged  to  make  the  most  of  the  views 
over  the  city  of  Panama  and  across  the  hills  to  the  north  and  across 
the  harbor  and  bay  of  Panama;  and  their  location  was  designed  to 
give  them  the  maximum  benefit  of  the  breezes. 

The  second  group  contains  private  rooms  and  maternity  wards. 
The  first  group  has  been  housing  male  wards.  The  two  groups  contain 
a  total  of  250  beds  and  15  cribs.  Two  other  groups,  each  to  accommo- 
date 190  beds,  are  yet  to  be  built,  and  there  is  to  be  a  separate  building 
for  contagious  diseases.  Other  buildings  yet  to  be  erected  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  hospital  include  an  administration  building, 
kitchen,  general  mess  building  and  orderlies'  quarters,  superintend- 
ent's quarters,  nurses'  home,  storage  building,  and  garage,  at  an 
estimated  cost  aggregating,  with  the  cost  of  demolishing  the  existing 
buildings,  $1,225,000. 

The  new  admitting  office,  and  new  laboratory  for  the  Board  of 
Health  have  been  practically  completed. 
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Weather  Ck>ndltloiis  in  March,  1917. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  below  normal  everywhere  except 
over  Mirafiores  Lake.  Totals  ranged  from  zero  at  the  Camacho 
reservoir  to  3.60  inches  at  the  Cucherbo  station  on  the  Trinidad  River. 
The  greatest  amount  of  precipitation  recorded  on  any  one  day  was 
.37  inch,  at  Colon  on  the  5th.  Dry  season  conditions  continued  over 
the  Canal  Zone,  but  at  Bocas  del  Toro  the  March  rainfall  was  the 
heaviest  since  a  record  was  established  in  1909. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  .74 
inch,  or  20' per  cent  below  normal,  while  over  the  Chagres  River  basin 
above  Alhajuela  it  was  .33  inch,  or  72  per  cent  below  normal.  The 
air  temperature  and  surface  temperature  of  the  sea  water  were  below 
normal  on  both  coasts,  while  the  atmospheric  pressure  and  wind  move- 
ment were  above  the  average. 

The  relative  humidity  was  above  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
below  normal  on  the  Atlantic,  while  the  daytime  cloudiness  was  the 
reverse.  The  evaporation  over  the  Pacific  coast  was  almost  two  inches 
above  the  average,  while  over  the  Atlantic  coast  and  Gatun  Lake  it 
was  slightly  below  the  average. 

No  fogs  were  observed  during  the  month. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  fol- 
lows: Maximum,  on  the  1st,  85.36;  minimum,  on  the  31st,  84.19; 
mean  for  the  month,  84.78 ;  evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amount- 
ed to  7.246  inches. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  climatological  conditions  at  the 
entrances  of  the  Canal,  based  on  the  records  at  Balboa  Heights  and 
Colon  stations: 
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The  Record  Repair  Job  to  Date  at  the  Balboa  Dry  Dock. 

The  most  extensive  job  which  has  been  performed  to  date  at  the 
new  1,000- foot  dry  dock  at  Balboa  was  the  repairing  of  the  steamship 
Nicaraguan,  which,  as  reported  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of 
January  31,  ran  aground  near  Bluefields  and  was  towed  to  the  Isthmus 
for  the  necessary  repairs. 

Work  was  begun  on  February  3  and  completed  on  February  28. 
Practically  the  entire  bottom  plating  of  the  ship  was  removed  and  re- 
placed. This  involved  placing  about  55  shell  plates;  86  floor  plates 
were  removed  and  renewed  and  39  others  were  refitted ;  and  74  inter- 
costal keelson  plates  were  either  fitted  or  renewed. 

The  engine  and  boiler  foundations  were  straightened  and  renewed 
as  necessary ;  the  engines  were  completely  overhauled  and  realigned ; 
new  flooring  was  placed  in  all  the  holds ;  and  cerrient  was  removed  and 
replaced  throughout  the  bottom  of  the  entire  ship, 

when  the  work  was  finished  on  February  28  the  ship  was  in  all 
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respects  ready  to  pass  through  the  Canal  on  regular  service. 

Including  the  docking  charges  and  about  two  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  extra  work,  not  mentioned  above,  the  total  cost  was  $55,000. 
This  was  10  per  cent  less  than  had  been  estimated  as  the  probable  cost 
of  doing  the  work,  which  estimate  was  furnished  the  owners  before 
the  ship  was  placed  in  the  dock.  The  low  cost  is  considered  a  fair 
index  to  the  ability  of  the  shops  at  Balboa  to  handle  extensive  repair 
and  manufacturing  jobs  promptly  and  economically. 

There  is  reproduced  below  a  photograph  of  the  steamship  Strathearn, 
considerably  larger  than  the  Nicaraguan,  as  she  appeared  in  the  large 
dock  at  Balboa. 
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Whistle  Signal  for  Fire  Alarm. 

A  standard  whistle  signal  forfire  alarm  service  on  the  Canal  Zone 
has  been  adopted  as  follows: 

Four  prolonged  blasts  (from  4  to  6  seconds' duration)  repeated  three 
times. 

This  signal  will  be  sounded  on  whistles  at  power  plants  when  alarms 
are  received  there  on  fire  alarm  gongs  installed,  or  by  telephone. 

Tugs,  clapcts,  and  other  vessels  equipped  with  pumps,  having  been 
designated  in  orders  to  serve  at  fires,  will  report  at  the  scene  of  the  fire 
promptly  on  receiving  an  alarm,  and  render  service  under  the  direction 
of  the  officer  or  firehian  in  charge  of  the  fire  district  in  which  the  fire 
occurs. 

When  this  signal  is  sounded  by  a  vessel  it  will  indicate  fire  on  board. 


Index  and  Numerical  List  of  Official  Circulars. 

An  index  and  numerical  list  of  the  official  circulars  published  by 
The  Panama  Canal  under  serial  numbers  has  been  revised  to  March  20, 
1917,  and  issued  by  the  Executive  Office  to  all  who  have  beeen  receiv- 
ing the  numbered  circulars.

Both  the  numbered  circulars  and  the 
unnumbered  are  published  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  unless 
the  latter  should  be  of  such  limited  interest  as  not  to  justify  publication 
in  the  paper. 

The  following  titles,  abstracted  from  the  "A"  section  of  the  index, 
will  indicate  the  scope  of  numbered  circulars:  Absence,  leave  of; 
abusive  language;  accounting;  acts  of  Congress;  age  limit;  aids  to 
navigation;  air,  compressed;  alcohol,  fuel,  use  in  quarters;  aliens; 
animals;  appointments  of  officials;  appraisals;  Army;  artificial 
limbs  and  appliances;   auditor,  duties  and  regulations;   automobiles. 

The  numerical  list  Indicates  under  the  three  classifications  of  execu- 
tive orders,  acts  of  congress,  and  miscellaneous,  the  titles  of  the  various 
circulars  In  the  order  of  their  serial  numbers. 

The  index  and  list  are  designed  to  be  used  primarily  in  connection 
with  files  of  the  circulars,  preserved  In  binders. 

Ball  Game  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Red  Gross. 

A  baseball  game  between  officials  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  those 
of  the  Army  forces  stationed  on  the  Canal  Zone  is  scheduled  to  be 
played  on  the  grounds  at  Balboa  on  Saturday  afternoon,  April  14, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Canal  Zone  chapter  of  the  American  National 
Red  Cross.  The  price  of  admission  Is  25  cents.  This  is  one  of  the  feat- 
ures In  a  campaign  being  carried  on  by  the  chapter  to  stimulate  Interest 
in  the  Red  Cross  and  increase  the  membership  and  funds  of  the  local 
chapter.  A  charity  ball  will  be  held  at  the  Hotel  Tlvoli  on  the  fol- 
lowing Saturday,  April  21. 

Contribution  Day  for  Aid  of  Stricken  Ruthenians  (Ukrainians). 

By  the  President  of  the   United  States  of  America,  A  Proclamation: 
Whereas,  I  approved  on  March  2,  1917,  a  Joint  Resolution  of  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  reading  as  follows:  .        u  t 

"Whereas  in  the  countries  situated  in  the  eastern  part  of  Europe,  the   theatre   ot 
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devastating  war,  there  are  at  least  one  million  of  Ruthenians  (Ukrainians)  in  dire 
need  of  food,  clothing,  and  shelter;   and 

"Whereas  hundreds  of  thousands  of  these  people  have  been  forced  to  abandon 
their  homes  and  their  property,  and  being  deprived  of  all  opportunity  to  provide  even 
for  their  most  elementary  wants  have  undergone  disease,  starvation,  and  indescribable 
suffering;   ana 

"Whereas  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America  have  learned  with  sorrow 
of  this  terrible  plight  of  great  numbers  of  their  fellow  beings  and  have  most  generously 
respcmded  to  the  appeal  of  humanity  for  assistance  whene^■er  such  appeal  has  reached 
them:    Therefore  be  it 

"Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  A  merica 
in  Congress  assembled.  That  in  view  of  the  wretchedness,  misery,  and  privation  which 
these  people  are  enduring,  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  respectfully  requested 
to  designate  and  appoint  a  day  on  which  the  citizens  of  this  country  may  give  expres- 
sion to  their  sympathy  by  contributing  to  the  funds  now  being  raised  for  the  relief 
of  the  Ruthenians  (Ukrainians)  in  the  belligerent  countries." 

And  Whereas,  I  feel  confident  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  will  be  moved 
to  aid  these  people  stricken  by  war,  famine  and  disease; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States,  in  compliance 
with  the  request  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  do  appoint  and  proclaim  April 
21,  1917,  as  a  day  upon  which  the  people  of  the  United  States  may  make  such  con- 
tributions as  they  feel  disposed  for  the  aid  of  the  stricken  Ruthenians  (Ukrainians) 
in  the  belligerent  countries. 

Contributions  may  be  addressed  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  Washington,  D.  C, 
which  will  care  for  their  proper  distribution. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington  this  sixteenth  day  of  March  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and    of  the  Independence 

[seal]    of  the  United  States  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first.

Fixing  the  Compensation  of  Joint  Commission  Umpire. 

By  direction  of  the  President  it  is  ordered  that  Senor  Don  Manuel  Walls  y  Merino, 
who  has  been  appointed  umpire  in  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  Articles  VI  and  XV  of 
the  Treaty  of  November  18,  1903,  between  the  United  States  and  the  Republic  of 
Panama  in  the  settlement  of  certain  claims  which  have  come  before  the  Joint  Com- 
mission provided  for  in  those  articles,  and  in  which  the  Commission  has  failed  to  render 
a  decision  owing  to  disagreement,  be  allowed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000),  per 
annum  for  his  services,  effective  the  day  he  sails  from  New  York,  N.  Y.,  for  the  Isth- 
mus of  Panama  and  terminating  upon  the  day  of  his  return  to  New  York,  N.  Y. 
In  addition,  he  shall  be  allowed  his  actual  and  necessary  traveling  expenses  from 
Washington,  D.  C,  to  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  and  return  to  Washington;  provided 
that  should  he  elect  not  to  return  to  Washington,  D.  C,  he  shall  be  paid  his  salary  for 
a  period  equal  to  that  for  which  he  would  have  been  paid,  and  he  shall  be  paid  in 
addition  a  sum  equal  to  that  which  he  w'ould  have  expended  for  steamship,  railroad 
and  Pullman  transportation  had  he  returned  to  Washington,  D.  C,  by  direct  route. 
He  shall  be  allowed  free  transportation  of  his  personal  effects  and  household  goods 
on  the  Panama  Railroad  and  on  the  steamers  of  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship 
Line;  he  shall  be  allowed  free  transportation  over  the  Panama  Railroad,  and  such 
other  transportation  as  may  be  necessary  when  traveling  on  official  business  on  the 
Isthmus  including  employes'  rates  at  the  hotels  of  The  Panama  Canal  or  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company  on  the  Isthmus.

(a)  That  the  word  "person"  as  used  in  para- 
graphs (b),  (c),*  next  hereafter  shall  include 
any  individual,  trustee,  firm,  association,  com- 
pany, or  corporation.  The  word  "ship"  shall 
include  any  boat,  vessel,  submarine,  or  any  form 
of  air  craft,  and  the  parts  thereof.  The  words 
"war  material"  shall  include  arms,  armament, 
ammunition,  stores,  supplies,  and  equipment  for 
ships  and  airplanes,  and  everything  required  for 
or  in  connection  with  the  production  thereof. 
The  word  "factorj-"  shall  include  any  factorj', 
workshop,  engine  works,  building  used  for  manu- 
facture, assembling,  construction,  or  any  pro- 
cess, and  any  shipyard  or  dockyard.  The  words 
"United  States"  shall  include  the  Canal  Zone  and 
all  territory  and  waters,  continental  and  insular, 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

(b)  That  in  time  of  war,  or  of  national  emer- 
gency arising  prior  to  March  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighteen,  to  be  determined  by  the 
President  by  proclamation,  the  President  is  here- 
by authorized  and  empowered,  in  addition  to 
all  other  existing  provisions  of  law: 

First.  Within  the  limits  of  the  amounts  ap- 
propriated therefor,  to  place  an  order  with  any 
person  for  such  ships  or  war  material  as  the 
necessities  of  the  Government,  to  be  determined 
by  the  President,  may  require  and  which  are  of 
the  nature,  kind,  and  quantity  usually  produced 
or  capable  of  being  produced  by  such  person. 
Compliance  with  all  such  orders  shall  be  obliga- 
tory on  any  person  to  whom  such  order  is  given, 
and  such  order  shall  take  precedence  over  all 
other  orders  and  contracts  theretofore  placed  with 
such  person.  If  any  person  owning,  leasing,  or 
operating  any  factory  equipped  for  the  building 
.or  production  of  ships  or  war  material  for  the 
Navy  shall  refuse  or  fail  to  give  to  the  United 
States  such  preference  in  the  execution  of  such 
an  order,  or  shall  refuse  to  build,  supply,  fur- 
nish, or  manufacture  the  kind,  quantity,  or 
quality  of  ships  or  war  material  so  ordered  at 
such  reasonable  price  as  shall  be  determined  by 
the  President,  the  President  may  take  immedi- 
ate possession  of  any  factory  of  such  person,  or 
of  any  part  thereof  without  taking  possession  of 
the  entire  factorj',  and  may  use  the  same  at  such 
times  and  in  such  manner  as  he  may  consider 
necessar>'  or  expedient. 

Second.  Within  the  limit  of  the  amounts  ap- 
propriated therefor,  to  modify  or  cancel  any 
existing  contract  for  the  building,  production, 
or  purchase  of  ships  or  war  material;  and  if  the 
contractor  shall  refuse  or  fail  to  comply  with  the 
contract  as  so  modified  the  President  may  take 
immediate  possession  of  any  factory  of  such  con- 
tractor, or  any  part  thereof  without  taking  pos- 
session of  the  entire  factory,  and  may  use  the 
same  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  he 
may  consider  necessary  or  expedient. 

Third.  To  require  the  owner  or  occupier  of 
any  factory  in  which  ships  or  war  material  are 
built  or  produced  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the 
United  States  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  output 
of  such  factory,  and,  within  the  limit  of  the 
amount  appropriated  therefor,  to  deliver  such 
output  or  parts  thereof  in  such  quantities  and 
at  such  times  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order  at 
such  reasonable  price  as  shall  be  determined  by 
the  President. 

Fourth.  To  requisition  and  take  over  for  use 
or  operation  by  ■  the  Government  any  factory, 
or  any  part  thereof  without  taking  possession  of 
the  entire  factory,  whether  the  United  States  has 
or  has  not  any  contract  or  agreement  with  the 
owner  or  occupier  of  such  factory. 

That  all  authority  granted  to  the  President  in 
this  paragraph,  to  be  exercised  in  time  of  national 
emergency,  shall  cea.se  on  March  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  eighteen. 

(d)  That  whenever  the  United  States  shall 
cancel  or  modify  any  contract,  make  use  of. 
•Hume,  occupy,  roquisition,  or  take  over  &oy 
(MtofT  or  part  tb«reof.  or  ant  fbipi  or  w 


material,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  (b),  it  shall  make  just  compensation 
therefor,  to  be  determined  by  the  President,  and 
if  the  amount  thereof  so  determined  by  the  Presi- 
dent is  unsatisfactory  to  the  person  entitled  to 
receive  the  same,  such  person  shall  be  paid  fifty 
per  centum  of  the  amount  so  determined  by  the 
President  and  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  the  United 
States  to  recover  such  further  sum  as  added  to 
said  fifty  per  centum  shall  make  up  such  amount 
as  will  be  just  compensation  therefor,  in  the 
manner  provided  for  by  section  twenty-four, 
paragraph  twenty,  and  section  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  of  the  Judicial  Code.

Scrap  steel  cable  has  heretofore  not  had  a 
sufficient  sale  value  to  warrant  its  collection  and 
shipment  to  the  States.  Due  to  the  present  high 
market  price  for  all  classes  of  scrap,  a  sample 
shipment  of  this  cable  was  recently  made  to  the 
States  for  advertisement  and  sale  with  profitable 
results.  It  is,  therefore,  respectfully  requested 
that  all  scrap  steel  cable  accumulated  by  the  dif- 
ferent departments  and  divisions  be  sent  in  to  the 
Storekeeper  at  Mount  Hope  for  shipment  to  the 
States.

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The  Ratio  of  Panama  Canal  Measurement  to  United   States   Registry 
Measurement  of  Net  Tonnage. 

A  note  published  in  the  first  issue  of  the  current  v^olume  of  this 
paper  stated  that  the  revenues ,pf  the  Canal  during  the  fiscal  year  1916 
had  been  diminished  by  $390,714.05  in  consequence  of  limiting  the 
amount  collectible  from  each  ship  to  the  equivalent  of  $1.25  times  her 
net  tonnage  as  determined  by  the  rules  for  registry  in  the  United 
States,  instead  of  levying  on  ships  with  cargo  at  the  rate  of  $1.20 
per  net  ton  as  determined  by  the  rules  of  measurement  for  the  Panama  • 
Canal.  This  was  a  loss  of  14.05  per  cent  of  the  amount  which  would 
have  been  collected  under  the  original  rules,  and  16.3  per  cent  of  the 
amount  actually  collected. 

Comparison  of  aggregate  net  tonnage  of  the  ships  using  the  Canal 
during  a  period  of  eight  months,  July,  1916,  to  February,  1917,  in- 
clusive, according  to  United  States  registry  and  Panama  Canal 
measurements  is  presented  below.  It  shows  that  the  Canal  net  has 
averaged  about  25  per  cent  more  than  the  United  States  net;  or 
that  the  latter  has  been  80.62  per  cent  of  the  Canal  net  during  the 
period  considered:

In  the  months  of  August,  September,  January,  and  February,  there 
were  naval  vessels  transiting  the  Canal.  Upon  these  vessels  the  U.  S. 
net  tonnage  is  not  available.  In  order  to  preserve  the  true  ratios  the 
Canal  net  tonnage  of  these  ships  has  been  omitted  in  the  above  table. 
Therefore  there  is  a  slight  variation  between  the  Canal  net  tonnages 
for  the  above  table  and  those  published  in  the  monthly  traffic  reports. 

First  Peninsular  and  Oriental  Liner  through  the  Canal. 

The  steamship  Palma,  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  on  April  2, 
was  the  first  ship  of  the  Peninsular  &  Oriental  Steam  Navigation 
Company  to  pass  through  the  Canal.  The  "P.  &  O."  was  established 
in  1825. 

'*La  Veloce"  Restricts  Tickets  to  Actual  Ports  of  Call. 

The  Isthmian  agents  of  La  Veloce  Navigazione  Italiana  a  Vapore 
(La  Veloce  Line)  have  discontinued  issuing  tickets  to  passengers 
destined  to  places  beyond  the  direct  ports  of  call  of  the  vessels  of  their 
line.  They  ascribe  this  action  to  the  inconveniences  with  which  their 
agents  at  Trinidad  and  Barbados  have  met  in  securing  connections  for 
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such  passengers  and  to  the  varying  immigration  regulations  in  the 
islands  of  the  West  Indies. 

The  next  steamer  of  this  line  sailing  from  Cristobal  will  not  call  at 
Trinidad;  tickets  will  be  issued  only  for  Barbados,  in  the  British 
West  Indies. 

Board  to  Determine  Loss  of  Earnmg  Capacity  of  Employees  Injiired  in 

Line  ol  Duty. 

In  connection  with  the  pro\'isions  for  compensation  for  emploj'ees 
of  the  Government  injured  in  line  of  duty,  the  Governor  has  appointed 
a  permanent  board  to  consider  each  case  in  which  claim  is  made  for 
compensation  on  account  of  loss  of  earning  capacity,  due  to  a  perma- 
nent partial  disability  resulting  from  injury  sustained  by  an  employee 
while  in  the  performance  of  his  duty.  The  law  provides  that  in  such 
cases  the  employee  shall  receive  compensation  for  injury  equivalent  to 
two-thirds  of  his  loss  of  earning  capacity,  subject  to  the  maximum  limi- 
tation,and  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  board  to  determine  what  is  to  be 
deemed  the  extent  of  such  loss. 

The  board  is  to  consist  of  the  Auditor  and  the  Chief  Health  Officer 
and  the  head  of  the  department  or  division  in  which  the  employee  was 
working  at  the  time  of  injury.  The  claim  officer  is  to  act  as  secretary 
of  the  board. 

Postal  Rates  between  tlie  Canal  Zone  and  the  Virgin  Islands. 

Domestic  postal  rates  have  been  established  between  the  Canal 
Zone  and  the  Virgin  Islands  (Danish  West  Indies).  The  Director  of 
Posts  has  issued  a  circular  to  this  efYect,  in  which  he  quotes  the  follow- 
ing order  from  the  Postmaster  General  of  the  United  States,  dated 
March  31,  1917: 

Section  395,  Postal  Laws  and  Regulations,  is  amended  as  follows,  so  as  to  extend 
the  domestic  rates  of  postage  and  conditions  to  mail  exchanged  between  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States  (these  islands  embrace  Saint  Thomas,  Saint  John,  Saint 
Croix,  and  adjacent  islands,  formerly  known  as  the  Danish  West  Indies)  and  the 
United  States  and  its  possessions,  effective  March  31,  1917: 

Sec.  395.  The  Domestic  rates  of  postage  and  conditions  apply  to  mail  addressed  for 
local  delivery,  or  for  transmissions  from  one  place  to  another  within  the  United  States, 
or  to  or  from  or  between  the  possessions  of  the  United  States,  and  to  that  for  trans- 
mission to  or  from  the  United  States  or  its  possessions  and  officers  or  members  of 
crews  of  United  States  naval  vessels,  and  to  or  from  the  United  States  postal  agency 
at  Shanghai,  China,  and  to  officers  and  men  of  the  United  States  Navy  in  the  United 
States  Naval  Hospital  at  Yokohama,  Japan.  The  term  "United  States  and  its  pos- 
sessions" includes  Porto  Rico,  Hawaii,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Guam,  Tutuila,  and 
Manua  Islands  of  the  Samoan  group,  the  Canal  Zone,  and  the  Virgin  Islands  of  the 
United  States. 

2.  Postage  stamped  paper  of  the  Danish  West  Indies  outstanding  in  the  hands  of 
the  public  will  be  recognized  for  payment  of  postage  on  matter  mailed  in  the  Virgin 
Islands  of  the  United  States. 

Mail  dispatches  from  the  Canal  Zone  for  the  Virgin  Islands  are  made 
by  way  of  New  York  at  this  time. 


Hotel  Aspinwall  Closed. 

The  Aspinwall  Hotel  on  Taboga  Island  was  closed  in  the  afternoon 
of  April  11  and  all  the  patrons  and  hotel  employees  returned  to  the 
mainland.  On  the  following  day  the  hotel  and  grounds  were  placed 
in  service  as  a  concentration  camp  for  German  citizens  interned  on  the 
Isthmus.  The  launch  service  between  Balboa  and  the  island  has  been 
ditfcontinued.

Executive  Order.— Control  of  Canal  and  Canal  Zone  During  Hostilities. 

By  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority  vested  in  and  conferred  upon  me  by  Section 
13  of  the  Panama  Canal  Act  approved  August  24,  1912  (37  Statutes  at  Large,  560, 
569),  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  the  officer  of  the  Army  commanding  the  United  States 
Troops  stationed  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  his  successors  in  command  shall,  from  the 
date  hereof  and  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war  between  the  United  States 
and  Germany  or  until  otherwise  ordered,  assume  and  have  exclusive  authority  and 
jurisdiction  over  the  operation  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  all  its  adjimcts,  appendants, 
and  appurtenances,  including  the  entire  control  and  government  of  the  Canal  Zone, 
and,  while  this  order  is  in  force,  the  Governor  of  the  Panama  Canal  shall,  in  all  respects 
and  particulars  as  to  the  operation  of  the  Panama  Canal,  and  all  duties,  matters  and 
transactions  affecting  the  Canal  Zone,  be  subject  to  the  orders  and  direction  of  the 
Officer  of  the  Army  hereby  designated.

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  Jesse  M.  Hyatt, 
award  No.  156.  docket  No.  1892,  March  26, 
1917 — An  e-xamination  of  the  record  in  this  case 
reveals  the  following  state  of  facts:  The  claimant, 
representing  the  Caribbean  Coconut  Company, 
on  August  26,  1893,  leased  a  tract  of  land  situ- 
ated at  Toro  Point  from  the  Panama  Railroad 
Company.  This  lease  was  renewed  on  Decem- 
ber 29,  1900.  In  the  early  part  of  1911  the  com- 
pany  cancelled  this  lease,  said  cancellation  being 
incidental   to   the  construction    by   the   United 
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States  Government  of  the  Colon  breakwater. 
The  question  of  the  amount  of  damages  to  which 
the  lessee  was  entitled  under  his  lease  for  its 
cancellation  and  ensuing  damages  to  the  coconut 
grove  belonging  to  the  claimant  and  situated  on 
the  land,  was  submitted  to  arbitration  and  an 
award  was  made  in  his  favor  in  the  sum  of  $33,- 
964.85.  As  stated  in  The  Canal  Record  of  May  3, 
1911: 

"After  making  a  deduction  of  8  per  cent  for 
interest,  the  total  amount  of  the  claim  was  agreed 
upon  as  $33,964.85,  and  this  payment  has  been 
made  by  the  Panama  Railroad  Company.  The 
railroad  will  be  reimbursed  from  Canal  funds, 
because  the  damage  is  caused  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Canal." 

It  further  appears  that  at  the  time  this  settle- 
ment by  arbitration  was  under  consideration, 
the  claimant  contended  that  he  was  entitled  to 
compensation  from  the  Railroad  Company  for 
the  coconut  trees  which  are  the  subject  of  this 
claim  and  which  were  situated  on  a  tract  of  land 
immediately  contiguous  to  the  grove  for  which  the 
award  was  made;  but  that  Mr.  Frank  Feuille, 
then  as  now  the  law  officer  and  legal  adviser  of 
the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  Canal  Zone,  informed  the  claim- 
ant that  the  company  would  refuse  to  pay  him 
any  compensation  for  the  small  adjacent  grove 
in  question,  on  the  ground  that  (1)  it  was  not 
within  the  boundary  of  the  land  leased  under  the 
1893  agreement,  and  (2)  that  the  claim.ant  had 
been  occupying  that  land  without  the  knowledge 
or  consent  of  the  company. 

The  claimant  contends  that  the  grove  of  coco- 
nuts for  which  he  is  now  claiming  was  bought  by 
him  from  a  person  or  persons  who  had  planted 
them  in  good  faith,  said  purchase  having  taken 
place  sometime  between  1895  and  1900.  There 
seems  to  be  no  dispute  with  regard  to  the  fact 
stated,  the  issues  being  confined  to  the  legal 
aspects  of  the  case. 

The  claimant  contends  (1)  that  having  pur- 
chased these  trees  in  good  faith  and  having  re- 
mained in  peaceful  and  open  possession  of  the 
ground  on  which  they  are  situated  and  having 
cared  for  and  cultivated  them  and  raised  others 
for  a  period,  say  of  from  10  to  15  years,  he  is 
entitled  to  compensation  for  being  deprived  of 
them;  (2)  that  the  injuries  inHicted  being  inci- 
dent to  canal  construction,  he  is  entitled  to  receive 
compensation  from  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment under  the  provisions  of  Article  VI  of  the 
treaty  of  November  3,  190?. 

The  contention  of  counsel  for  the  Government 
is  (1)  that  he  acquired  possession  of  the  land 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  Panama  Railroad 
Company  and  without  its  consent;  that  conse- 
quently he  is  a  possessor  in  bad  faith  and  under 
Article  966  of  the  civil  code  applying  to  the 
peculiar  facts  of  this  case,  he  is  entitled  to  no 
compensation;  (2)  that  his  occupancy  was  ter- 
minated in  1911  by  the  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany, a  private  corporation  and  that  his  remedy 
is,  or  was,  against  that  corporation  and  not 
against  the  United  States;  consequently  that 
the  United  States  is  under  no  obligation  to  pay 
him  compensation  under  Article  VI  of  the  treaty. 
We  are  not  satisfied  that  on  the  facts  as  ad- 
mitted and  shown,  the  claimant  can  be  said  to 
have  been  a  possessor  in  bad  faith  within  the 
meaning  of  the  civil  code.  It  appears  that  when 
he  bought  the  grove  in  question  there  were  a  num- 
ber of  trees  which  even  at  that  time  were  25  years 
of  age.  It  is  thought  that  he,  as  a  purchaser, 
could  fairly  assume  that  his  vendor  was  at  that 
time  and  had  been  for  many  years  past  an  occupier 
in  good  faith  and  was  on  the  land  with  the  tacit, 
if  not  the  express  permission,  of  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company.  He  might  well  have  been 
considered  an  occupant  in  bad  fatih  had  he  occu- 
pied the  land  under  a  claim  of  title  to  it,  knowing 
a,s  he  would  have  been  bound  to  know  as  a  lessor 
of  the  contiguous  tract,  that  the  land  in  fact 
belonged  to  the  company;  but  as  far  as  the 
record  shows,  he  does  not  make  claim  to  owner- 
ship in  anything  except  the  grove  which  he  pur- 
chased from  his  predecessor  in  title.    It  must  be 


admitted  that  at  the  time  the  claimant  vacated 
the  land,  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  was 
the  holder  of  the  documentary  title  to  that  land 
and  that  the  immediate  parties  involved  in  thf 
dispossession  were  the  company  and  the  claimant 

The  evidence  shows  that  the  grove  in  questioD 
was  really  a  part  of  the  large  grove  for  which  the 
award  was  made  by  the  arbitrators  as  above  stat- 
ed, and  separated  therefrom  only  by  an  imagin- 
ary boundary  line  of  the  lease  to  the  Caribbean 
Coconut  Company  in  1893.  It  is  also  such  as  tc 
satisfy  us  that  the  abandonment  of  both  the  large 
grove  for  which  the  Harding-Wilcox  award  was 
made  and  of  the  small  grove  here  in  question  was 
due  to  the  same  cause.  Tlie  Canal  Rerord  ol 
May  3,  191 1 ,  in  recording  the  fact  of  the  award  to 
the  Caribbean  Cocoanut  Company  states: 

"The  claim  of  the  Caribbean  Coconut  Com- 
pany for  damages  to  its  coconut  grove  at  Tore 
Point,  incident  to  the  construction  of  the  Colon 
breakwater,  has  been  adjusted  for  $;33,964.85, 
and  the  lease  of  land  from  the  Panama  Railroad 
Company  has  been  cancelled. 

"The  railroad  will  be  reimbursed  from  the 
Canal  funds  because  the  damage  is  caused  in 
the  construction  of  the  Canal." 

In  the  report  of  Colonel  Harding  and  Mr 
Wilcox  they  refer  to  themselves  as 
"appraisers  *  *  *  to  determine  the  extent 
of  damages  for  which  the  Caribbean  Coconut 
Company  should  be  compensated  on  account  ol 
the  impairment  of  the  commercial  value  of  the 
coconut  grove  at  Toro  Point  by  the  construction 
of  the  breakwater." 

They  further  state  that 
"in  view  of  the  fact  that  since  the  occupation  ol 
the  premises  by  the  forces  of  the  Isthmian  Canal 
Commission  the  condition  of  the  grove  has  de- 
teriorated, due  to  such  occupation,  we  have 
deemed  it  equitable  *  *  *  to  consider  the 
condition  of  the  grove  before  the  said  occupa- 
tion." 

Counsel  for  the  Government  has  stated  that 
the  Railroad  Company  has  been  paid  the  amount 
of  the  award  by  the  Canal  Zone  Government 

We  are  satisfied  as  to  the  existence  of  the  follow 
ing  facts:  That  the  claimant  acquired  the  coco- 
nut trees  in  question  in  good  faith  some  five  oi 
ten  years  before  the  American  occupation  and 
that  since  such  acquisition  he  maintained  such 
trees  as  existed  at  the  time,  planting  and  culti- 
vating others;  that  his  property  rights  in  this 
grove  as  well  as  in  the  large  grove  were  damaged 
by  the  same  cause,  to-wit  the  construction  of  the 
Colon  breakwater,  and  that  on  account  of  such 
interference  both  groves  were  abandoned  by  him 

It  appears  that  the  claimant  expressed  his 
desire  to  counsel  for  the  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany to  have  this  grove  included  in  the  list  ol 
improvements,  compensation  for  which  it  was 
agreed  between  the  claimant  and  the  said  counsel 
should  be  determined  by  arbitration,  which 
request  was  denied  by  counsel  for  the  railroad. 
This  fact  has  been  called  to  our  attention  as 
constituting  an  admission  on  the  part  of  the 
claimant  that  the  only  parties  interested  in  thia 
grove  were  himself  and  the  company. 

Aside  from  the  circumstance  that  it  has  not 
been  suggested  that  the  construction  of  the 
Colon  breakv/ater  or  any  subsequent  works  at 
Toro  Point  had  anything  to  do  with  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company,  it  seems  to  usthat  the  only 
real  question  for  us  to  decide  is  whether  the 
damage  of  which  claimant  complains  arises  from 
sources  which  under  the  treaty  justify  the  pay- 
ment of  compensation  to  him. 

These  sources  are  defined  in  Article  VI  of  the 
treaty  as 

(a)  The  grants  contained  in  this  treaty. 
{b)  The  operations  of  the  United  States,  it« 
agents  or  employees. 

(c)  The  construction,  maintenance,  operation 
sanitation,  and  protection  of  the  Canal. 

(d)  The  works  of  sanitation  and  protection 
herein  provided  for. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  injury  for  which 
the  claimant  seeks  compensation  arose  from  th» 
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sanstructwn  of  the  Colon  breakwater,  a  work 
carried  out,  not  only  in  the  course  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  United  States,  its  agents  and  em- 
ployees, but  in  the  construction,  maintenance, 
ipperation,  sanitation,  and  protection  of  the  Canal, 
tf  we  are  correct  in  attributing  the  damages  in 
question  to  the  above  sources,  we  must  make  an 
award  in  the  clainianc's  favor;  and  for  the  pur- 
poses of  such  an  award,  it  is  in  our  opinion 
immaterial  whether  he  was  evicted  in  the  name 
»f  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  or  that  of 
the   Isthmian  Canal  Commission. 

We  feel  that  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  an 
award  -for  injury'  to  his  property  rights  caused 
by  the  operations  of  the  United  States,  its  agents, 
tnd  employees,  within  the  meaning  of  those 
terms  as  employed  in  .'Article  VT  of  the  treaty. 

An  award  is  hereby  made  against  the  United 
States  in  favor  of  Jesse  M.  Hyatt  in  the  sum  of 
61,437  United  States  currency  for  all  right,  title, 
and  interest  the  said  Jesse  M.  Hyatt  may  possess 
©r  may  have  possessed  in  and  to  the  coconut 
grove  located  at  Tore  Point,  the  property 
described  in  this  claim,  docket  No.  1892,  which 
coconut  grove  covers  all  property  of  any  de- 
scription and  all  damages  thereto  sustained  on 
account  of  the  taking  thereof  by  the  United 
States  of  America. 

If  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  this  award 

b  not  made  on  or  before  the  26th  day  of  April, 

1917,  said  award  shall  thereafter  bear  interest  at 

the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  until  paid.

In  the  matter  of  the  claim  of  V.  A.Avila,for  prop- 
erty located  at  Empire,  award  No.  153,  docket  No. 
S571,  March  26,  i9/7— this  is  a  claim  for  S2, 500 
for  the  improvements  on  a  piece  of  property  sit- 
uated at  Empire.  The  evidence  introduced  by 
the  claimant  is  to  the  effect  that  on  the  26th  day 
of  February,  1904,  he  bought  the  improxement 
situated  at  that  time  on  the  property,  consisting 
of  a  house  of  wood  and  zinc, a  building  containing 
a  cockpit,  and  a  stable  surrounded  by  a  fence, 
and  a  meadow  containing  600  square  meters 
more  or  less,  of  guinea  grass  likewise  surrounded 
by  a  fence,  from  one  Santiago  Samudio  for  the 
price  of  two  thousand  pesos  silver;  that  almost 
immediately  after  acquiring  the  property  he 
cleared  and  planted  with  guinea  grass  some  four 
or  five  additional  hectares  of  land,  which  grass 
was  ready  for  harvesting  some  ten  months 
thereafter;  that  about  a  year  after  buying  this 
property  the  claimant,  leaving  it  in  charge  of  an 
agent,  left  for  an  extended  visit  to  Chorrera  and 
upon  his  return  sometime  in  1905  found  that  the 
property  had  been  destroyed  and  taken  over  by 
the  United  States  Government. 

In  answer  to  this  the  Government  has  pre- 
sented (a)  a  plea  of  payment,  and  (6)  that  the 
damage  done  to  the  property  in  question  was 
done  by  the  Panama  Railroad  Company  and  not 
by  the  CanaJ  Zone  Government,  hence  that  the 
United  States  Government  is  not  liable  under 
the  trea  ty .  This  last  contention  will  be  consi  dered 
first. 

1.  The  Government  bases  its  contention  largely 
on  a  judgment  rendered  by  Judge  Gudger  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  Canal  Zone,  in  favor  of  the 
defendant  in  the  case  of  Santiago  Samudio 
against  the  Panama  Railroad  Company,  holding 
that  the  title  to  the  land  on  which  the  improve- 
ments in  question  were  situated  was  in  the  Pana- 
ma Railroad  Company.  This  judgment  was  ren- 
dered on  March  15,  1906,  a  year  or  so  after  the 
claimant's  improvements  had  been  taken  and 
would  appear  to  be  concluaive  as  to  the  fact  that 
the  lands  on  which  the  improvements  were,  be- 
longed to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company. 

The  Government,  for  the  purpose  of  proving 
that  the  ejection  of  the  claimant  was  an  act  of  the 
Panama  Railroad  Company  rather  than  an  act 
of  the  Canal  Zone  Government,  introduced  a 
QUmber  of  letters  of  a  much  later  date  than  that 


of  the  acts  complained  of  which  show  that  with- 
out a  question  the  Panama  Railroad  Company 
was  leasing  some  of  the  land  in  close  proximity 
to  the  tract  covered  by  the  claimant's  improve- 
ments if  not  part  of  that  tract  itself,  to  various 
parties. 

The  attorney  for  the  Government  admitted 
that  this  was  all  the  testimony  which  he  could 
submit  for  the  purposes  of  showing  that  the  claim- 
ant was  actually  dispossessed  by  the  railroad 
company.  His  attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact 
that  the  claimant's  testimony  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  act  of  dispossession  was  the  act  of  the 
Canal  Zone  Government,  it  being  stated  likewise, 
that  it  was  accomplished  through  the  Sanitary 
Department.  One  of  the  witnesses  went  so  faj 
as  to  describe,  although  he  could  not  name,  the 
foreman  of  the  squad  of  men  in  charge  of  thii 
work  with  whom  he  said  he  came  into  contact 
by  reason  of  having  his  own  fences  removed  by 
this  man  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  evidence  tends  to  show  that  the  property 
of  tliis  witness  herein  referred  to  was  situated  close 
to,  if  not  actually  upon  that  tract  upon  which 
the  claimant's  improvements  were  placed.  The 
attorney  for  the  Government  was  asked  by  the 
Commission  if  there  were  no  records  either  of  the 
Panama  Railroad  Company,  or  of  the  Canal 
Zone  Government  which  would  show  orders  or 
by  what  persons  the  acts  complained  of  were 
committed,  and  in  reply  informed  the  Commission 
that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  no  such  records 
existed. 

For  the  purposes  of  the  special  issue  raised,  it 
may  be  observed  that  the  Panama  Railroad  Com- 
pany is  and  was  at  the  time  the  acts  complained 
of  took  place  for  many  purposes  an  auxiliary,  if 
not  actually  an  instrumentality  of  the  Canal 
Zone  Government.  Without  going  so  far  as  to 
detmitely  state  that  acts  performed  by  that 
company  in  furtherence,  in  practical  effect  at 
least,  of  the  purposes  of  the  canal  project,  mak« 
the  company  an  agent  of  the  Canal  and  its  acti 
those  of  the  Canal,  it  seems  no  more  than  just 
to  require  proof  that  the  Railroad  Company  is 
acting  in  its  independent  capacity  as  a  private 
corporation.  It  .seems  to  us  that  this  proof  is 
not  forthcoming  here  and  hence  that  the  claim 
of  the  Government  that  the  acts  complained  o) 
were  committed  by  the  railroad  in  such  capacity, 
has  not  been  established. 

2.  In  support  of  its  claim  of  settlement  it  has 
been  satisfactorily  established  by  the  Govern- 
ment that  on  February  28,  1915,  the  claimant 
received  in  settlement  from  the  Government  the 
sum  of  $2,500  for  five  houses  situated  in  the 
village  of  Empire;  that  in  the  document  of  settle- 
ment which  contains  a  receipt  signed  by  the 
claimant,  it  is  stated  "this  transfer  includes  all 
my  improvements  situated  with  (sic)  the  Canal 
Zone."  There  is  also  in  evidence  a  certificate 
of  the  paymaster  certifying  that  the  claimant 
has  been  paid  this  amount  for  the  five  houses 
mentioned  in  said  settlement,  stating  specifically 
that  the  sum  is  for  the  purchase  of  these  houses 
"together  with  all  other  improvements  in  the 
Canal  Zone."  There  was  further  introduced  by 
the  Government  a  file  containing  mimeographed 
claims  in  the  Land  Office,  containing  among 
other  items,  the  following:  "has  claimant  any 
other  property  in  the  Zone"  and  in  answer  to 
this  mimeographed  query  is  written  the  word 
"none"  in  English  in  the  hand  writing  of  Mr. 
Carlson.  Mr.  Carlson  testified  that  he  remem- 
bered the  settlement  with  Mr.  Avila,  and  that 
this  file  was,  in  his  case,  as  in  all  others,  drawn 
up  in  connection  with  the  settlement;  and  that 
while  he  could  not  remember  having  specifically 
asked  Mr.  Avila  at  the  time  of  the  settlement, 
which  took  place  in  1915,  whether  he  had  any 
other  property  in  the  Zone,  or  as  to  whether  the 
claimant  said  he  had  not,  he  did  state  that  it 
was  the  invariable  custom  to  ask  all  claimants 
this  question  before  settlement  and  to  insert  their 
answers  in  the  mimeographed  report  at  the  time 
settlement  was  made. 

In  opposition  to  the  claim  of  settlement  the 
daimant    baa    introduced    two    witnesses,    both 
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men  of  some  means  and  standing,  who  testified 
in  a  straightforward  and  simple  manner  to  the 
effect  that  they  Icnew  him  at  the  time  of  the 
purchase  of  the  property,  and  that  each  one  of 
them  had  made  a  bona  fide  offer  to  buy  the  prop- 
erty from  him  in  the  year  1904;  he  presented 
the  deed  of  1904,  the  authenticity  of  which  the 
Government  has  m nde  no  effect  to  impeach; 
there  is  a  letter  or  form  addressed  by  the  claimant 
to  tlie  Panania  Claims  Commission  dated  April 
25,  1913,  in  which  in  imtting  the  claim  in  their 
hands,  he  refers  to  the  property  transferred  by 
the  deed  as  well  as  the  deed  itself;  the  fact  that 
in  November,  1914,  thiough  that  Commission, 
this  claim  was  filed  witlr  the  Joint  Commission; 
the  further  fact  that  the  existence  of  the  deed  as 
svell  as  of  the  property  itself  has  been  testified 
to  by  two  witnesses  of  good  character  and  good 
standing,  whose  statements  have  not  been  im- 
peached by  the  Government  in  any  way;  the 
further  very  important  fact  that  the  Government 
in  contending  that  the  Panama  Railroad  Company 
toolc  the  property  of  tlie  claimant  and  introduced 
evidence  to  show  that  this  was  so,  admits  that 
the  property  in  qtiestion  was  taken  in  1905  or 
1906;  and  finally  the  circumstance  that  Mr. 
Carlson  staled  that  the  only  property  which 
was  dealt  with  at  the  timeof  settlement  were  the 
five  houses  situated  in  a  different  locality  in  the 
town  of  Empire. 

In  reaching  this  conclusion  that  the  claimant 
is  entitled  to  an  award  in  this  case,  we  do  not 
wish  to  be  understood  as  holding  that  we  have 
the  right  to  examine  into  the  merits  of  any  settle- 
ment actually  concluded  by  the  Government. 
We  do,  however,  consider  it  our  right  and  duty 
where  a  plea  for  settlement  is  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment and  denied  by  the  claimant,  to  inquire 
Into  the  question  of  fact  aa  to  whether  the  prop- 
erty for  which  compensation  is  sought  was 
actually  included  in  the  settlement — that  is, was 
ever  actually  settled  for.  Nor  do  we  desire  to  be 
understood  as  holding  any  oi)inion  other  than 
that  a  document  of  settlement  signed  by  a  claim- 
ant and  containing  the  statement  that  the  settle- 
ment covers  all  his  prope  ty  in  the  Canal  Zone, 
constitutes  powerful  and  convincing  evidence 
»f  the  facts  which  it  relates,  the  effect  of  which 
can  only  be  overthrown  by  the  introduction  by 
the  claimant  of  testimorfy  to  the  contrary  of  a 
aature  more  powerful  and  more  convincing. 

With  regards  to  the  amount  to  be  awarded,  the 
claimant  states  that  at  the  time  his  property  was 
destroyed  he  had  four  hectares  of  guinea  grass 
ready  for  harvesting.  His  witnesses  state  in 
effect  the  same  thing,  but  it  is  to  be  noted  that 
the  amount  purchased  by  him  is  limited  in  the 
deed  to  600  square  meters;  that  when  in  191.^, 
he  submitted  his  claim  to  the  Panama  Claims 
Commission,  he  brings  to  their  attention  the  fact 
that  he  is  claiming  for  the  pasture  that  he  bought 
from  Samudio  as  it  is  described  in  the  deed  and 
that  the  claim  filed  by  that  Commission  in  No- 
I'ember,  1914,  gives  the  same  amount;  that  there 
was  no  substitution  of  attorneys  in  May,  1916, 
and  that  from  that  time  to  this,  this  claim  has 
been  in  the  care  of  his  present  attorneys  for  ten 
months  with  no  amendment  suggested  by  them 
as  to  the  amount  of  pasture;  and  that  now  is  the 
first  time  Mr.  Avila  claims  for  four  or  five  hec- 
tares instead  of  600  square  meters  of  pasture 
land. 

On  this  point,  the  deed  which  was  so  effective 
in  overcoming  the  effect  of  the  settlement,  far 
from  helping  the  claimant  in  his  claim  as  to  the 
four  hectares,  tends  to  operate  against  him,  for 
it  is  plain  that  that  could  not  have  been  included 
within  the  limits  of  the  transfer  from  Samudio. 
The  claimant's  right  to  compensation  lies  in  the 
fact  that  he  was  a  bona  fide  purchaser  from  Mr. 
Samudio,  who  it  appears  was  occupying  land 
belonging  to  the  Panama  Railroad  Company 
under  the  impression  that  it  belonged  to  him, 
1  nd  to  that  extent  was  a  holder  and  cultivator  in 
good  faith. 

We  agree  with  counsel  for  the  Government 
that  the  four  or  five  hectares  of  guinea  grass, 
which  could  not  be  possibly  included  in  the  deed 
from    Mr.    Samudio    to    the   claimant,    can    not 


properly  be  considered  as  included  in  the  claln 
filed  by  him  in  November,  1914.  and  under  aB 
the  circumstances  of  the  case,  we  feel  that  w« 
would  not  be  justified  in  including  an  amounf 
equal  to  their  value  at  the  time  they  were  taker>, 
in  the  award. 

On  the  whole,  we  feel  that  tlie  claimant  is 
entitled  to  an  award:  and  an  award  is  hereby 
made  against  the  United  States  in  favor  of  V.  A. 
Avila  in  the  sum  of  SI  ,000  United  States  currency, 
for  all  right,  title,  and  interest  which  the  said  V. 
Avila  may  possess  or  may  have  possessed  in  and 
to  the  property  located  at  Empire  covered  by  his 
claim,  docket  No.  2571,  filed  with  the  joinl 
Commission,  including  aJl  cultivations,  houses, 
and  other  improvements  of  whatever  nature, 
located  on  the  said  property,  and  any  and  ail 
damages  sustained  on  account  of  the  expro- 
priation of  this  property  by  the  United  States  oJ 
America,  this  award  being  for  other  property 
than  that  for  which  payment  of  $2500  was  mad« 
to  V.  A.  Aviia  on  February  28,  1915. 

If  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  this  award 
is  not  made  on  or  before  the  26th  day  of  April, 
1917,  said  award  shall  thereafter  bear  interest 
at  the  rate  oi  six  per  centum  per  annum  until 
paid.

In  the  matter  of  sundry  claims  in  which  rulet 
of  default  have  been  entered,  rule  of  dismissal  No. 
364,  docket  numbers  as  ■thoivn,  April  It,  1917 — 
On  April  13,  1916,  the  Joint  Commission,  with 
the  approval  of  the  two  Governmer>ts  parties  to 
the  Treaty,  adopted  a  rule  relative  to  the  con- 
tinuance or  dismissal  of  claims  in  which  tht 
claimants  are  not  ready  for  trial  on  the  date  theii 
claims  are  set  for  hearing  or  who  fail  to  appear  few 
hearing.  This  rule  provides  for  the  entering  of  a 
rule  of  default  against  claimants  who  fail  to 
appear  when  called. 

The  said  rule  also  provides  that: 

"Upon  the  entry  of  such  rule  of  default  (at  th« 
end  of  each  month)  notice  thereof  shall  be  given 
by  four  successive  publications,  one  each  week 
in  the  English  and  Spanish  languages,  in  news- 
papers of  general  circulation  in  the  Republic  o} 
Panama,  notifying  such  claimants  to  appear  in 
person  or  by  attorney  within  sixty  days  from  the 
first  of  said  publications  and  shOw  good  and  suf- 
ficient cause  why  such  default  should  be  set  aside, 
and  take  active  steps  to  prosecute  their  claims, 
and  failing  to  so  appear  within  sixty  days  from 
said  first  publication  their  claims  will  be  con- 
sidered as  having  been  either  settled  or  aban- 
doned and  the  same  will  be  dismissed  and  foreveJ 
barred." 

In  the  following  claims  set  for  hearing  on  the 
dates  shown,  there  was  no  appearance  on  th-f 
part  of  the  claimants,  and  rules  of  default  were 
accordingly  entered  against  them:

A  Record  for  the  Voyage  from  Nev/  Zealand. 

The  voyage  from  Wellington,  New  Zealand,  to  Balboa  was  made  in 
19  days  and  7  hours  by  the  steamship  Northumberland,  arriving  the 
early  part  of  this  month.  This  is  believed  to  be  a  record  for  the 
voyage,  covered  at  an  average  of  14.3  knots.  With  a  quick  transit  of 
the  Canal,  a  ship  making  such  time  could  reach  Newport  News  in  25 
days  after  leaving  New  Zealand,  which  would  be  as  fast  as  the  mail 
service  via  San  Francisco  and  overland.

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Increase  in  the  Price  of  Bread. 

The  price  of  bread  in  the  commissaries  has  been  increased  one  cent 
a  loaf,  and  the  size  of  the  loaf  has  been  increased  one  ounce.  The 
increase  in  price  is  due  to  increased  cost  of  raw  material,  which  had 
caused  a  loss  in  bakery  operations  of  $1,386  in  the  month  of  February 
and  approximately  $1,500  in  March. 

During  March  the  bakery  turned  out  464,000  loaves  of  pan  bread. 
An  increase  of  one  cent  a  loaf  without  enlarging  the  size  would  increase 
the  revenue  about  $4,640  a  month,  which  would  be  more  than  the 
conditions  warrant.  Adding  an  ounce  to  the  loaf  increases  the  monthly 
cost  about  $1,008.50  and  the  net  revenue  by  $3,631.50.  The  16-ounce 
loaf  for  5  cents  is  cheaper  than  the  prevailing, prices  in  the  United 
States,  where  7  cents  is  being  charged  for  a  loaf  of  16  ounces. 


Periodicals  Received  Regularly  in  the  Library. 

The  Panama  Canal  Library  is  receiving  regularly  133  periodicals, 
of  which  27  are  commercial  house  organs,  23  are  publications  of  the 
United  States  Government,  and  83  are  technical  and  professional 
magazines,  daily  papers,  and  various  class  publications.  A  complete 
list  of  the  publications  received  regularly  is  published  as  a  supplement 
to  the  library  bulletin  about  every  sixth  week.  Any  of  the  periodicals 
may  be  borrowed  frorrt  the  library  and  an  official  or  employee  of  the 
Government  may  be  placed  on  the  circulation  lists  for  any  periodical 
of  special  interest  to  his  work,  by  applying  to  the  library — telephone 
224,  Balboa. 

Business  of  Manchester  and  Panama  Canals  in  1916. 

According  to  a  statement  published  in  the  Statist  of  London,  the 
total  toll-paying  cargo  carried  through  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal 
in  the  calendar  year  1916  was  4,858,749  tons,  and  the  total  receipts, 
from  tolls,  ship  dues,  and  miscellaneous  charges,  were  $4,047,390. 
The  cargo  handled  through  the  Panama  Canal  in  the  same  time 
amounted  to  4,931,911  tons,  and  the  tolls  collected  from  the  ships 
amounted  to  $3,673,233.10.  The  Panama  Canal  was  practically  closed 
during  January,  February,  March,  and  the  first  half  of  April,  1916.

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DECLARATION  OF  WAR. 


[Public  Resolution — No.  1 — 65th  Congress.] 
[S.  J.  Res.  1.] 

Sixty-fifth  Congress  of  the  United  States  of  America; 
Ai  the  First  Session, 
Begun  and  held  at  the  City  of  Washington    on  Monday,  the  second  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen. 

Joint  Resolution  Declaring  that  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the  Imperial  German  Govern- 
ment and  the  Government  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  making  provision  to  prosecute 
the  same. 

Whereas  the  Imperial  German  Government  has  committed  repeated  acts  of  war 
against  the  Government  and  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America:  There- 
fore be  it 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rrepesentatives  of  the  Uttited  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  state  of  war  between  the  United  States  and  the  Im- 
perial German  Government  which  has  thus  been  thrust  upon  the  United  States  is 
hereby  formally  declared;  and  that  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized 
and  directed  to  employ  the  entire  naval  and  military  forces  of  the  United  States  and 
the  resources  of  the  Government  to  carry  on  war  against  the  Imperial  German 
Government;  and  to  bring  the  conflict  to  a  successful  termination  all  of  the  resources 
of  the  country  are  hereby  pledged  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.

PROCLAMATION. 


Existence  of  War.— German  Empire. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America — A  Proclamation: 
Whereas  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in  the  exercise  of  the  constitutional 
authority  vested  in  them  have  resolved,  by  joint  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  bearing  date  this  day  "That  the  state  of  war  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Imperial  German  Government  which  has  been  thrust  upon  the  United 
States  is  hereby  formally  declared"; 

Whereas  it  is  provided  by  Section  four  thousand  and  sixty-seven  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  as  follows: 

Whenever  there  is  declared  a  war  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign 
nation  or  government,  or  any  invasion  or  predatory  incursion  is  perpetrated, 
attempted  or  threatened  against  the  territory  of  the  United  States,  by  any  foreign 
nation  or  government,  and  the  President  makes  public  proclamation  of  the 
event,  all  natives,  citizens,  denizens,  or  subjects  of  the  hostile  nation  or  govern- 
ment, being  males  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  and  upwards,  who  shall  be  within, 
the  United  States,  and  not  actually  naturalized,  shall  be  liable  to  be  apprehended 
restrained,  secured,  and  removed,  as  alien  enemies.  The  President  is  authorized, 
in  any  such  event,  by  his  proclamation  thereof,  or  other  public  act,  to  direct  the 
conduct  to  be  observed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  towards  the  aliens 
who  become  so  liable;  the  manner  and  degree  of  restraint  to  which  they 
shall  be  subject,  and  in  what  cases,  and  upon  what  security  their  residence  shall 
be  permitted,  and  to  provide  for  the  removal  of  those  who,  not  being  permitted 
to  reside  within  the  United  States,  refuse  or  neglect  to  depart  therefrom;  and  to 
establish  any  other  regulations  which  are  found  necessary  in  the  premises  and 
for  the  public  safety; 
Whereas,  by  Sections  four  thousand  and  sixty-eight,  four  thousand  and  sixty- 
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nine,  and  four  thousand  and  seventy,  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  further  provision  is 
made  relative  to  alien  enemies; 

Now,  Therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
do  hereby  proclaim  to  all  whom  it  may  concern  that  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the 
United  States  and  the  Imperial  German  Government;  and  I  do  specially  direct  all 
officers,  civil  or  military,  of  the  United  States  that  they  exercise  vigilance  and  zeal 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incident  to  such  a  state  of  war;  and  I  do,  moreover, 
earnestly  appeal  to  all  American  citizens  that  they,  in  loyal  devotion  to  their  country, 
dedicated  from  its  foundation  to  the  principles  of  liberty  and  justice,  uphold  the  laws 
of  the  land,  and  give  undivided  and  willing  support  to  those  measures  which  may  be 
adopted  by  the  constitutional  authorites  in  prosecuting  the  war  to  a  successful  issue 
and  in  obtaining  a  secure  and  just  peace; 

And,  acting  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States  and  the  said  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  I  do  hereby  further 
proclaim  and  direct  that  the  conduct  to  be  observed  on  the  part  of  the  United  States 
towards  all  natives,  citizens,  denizens,  or  subjects  of  Germany,  being  males  of  the 
age  of  fourteen  years  and  upwards,  who  shall  be  within  the  United  States  and  not 
actually  naturalized,  who  for  the  purpose  of  this  proclamation  and  under  such  sections 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  are  termed  alien  enemies,  shall  be  as  follows: 

All  alien  enemies  are  enjoined  to  preserve  the  peace  towards  the  United  States  and 
to  refrain  from  crime  against  the  public  safety,  and  from  violating  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  States  and  Territories,  thereof,  and  to  refrain  from  actual 
hostility  or  giving  information,  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States, 
and  to  comply  strictly  with  the  regulations  which  are  hereby  or  which  may  be  from 
time  to  time  promulgated  by  the  President;  and  so  long  as  they  shall  conduct  them- 
selves in  accordance  with  law,  they  shall  be  undisturbed  in  the  peaceful  pursuit  of  their 
lives  and  occupations  and  be  accorded  the  consideration  due  to  all  peaceful  and  law 
abiding  persons,  except  so  far  as  restrictions  may  be  necessary  for  their  own  protection 
and  for  the  safety  of  the  United  States;  and  towards  such  alien  enemies  as  conduct 
themselves  in  accordance  with  law,  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  are  enjoined  to 
preserve  the  peace  and  to  treat  them  with  all  such  friendliness  as  may  be  compatible 
with  loyalty  and  allegiance  to  the  United  States. 

And  all  alien  enemies  who  fail  to  conduct  themselves  as  so  enjoined,  in  addition 
to  all  other  penalties  prescribed  by  law,  shall  be  liable  to  restraint,  or  to  give  security 
or  to  remove  and  depart  from  the  United  States  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  Sections 
four  thousand  and  sixty-nine  and  four  thousand  and  seventy  of  the  Revised  Statutes, 
and  as  prescribed  in  the  regulations  duly  promulgated  by  the  President; 

And  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  me,  I  hereby  declare  and  establish  the 
following  regulations,  which  I  find  necessary  in^the  premises  and  for  the  public  safety: 

(1)  An  alien  enemy  shall  not  have  in  his  possession,  at  any  time  or  place,  any 
fire-arm,  weapon  or  implement  of  war,  or  component  part  thereof,  ammuni- 
tion, maxim  or  other  silencer,  bomb  or  explosive  or  material  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  explosives. 

(2)  An  alien  enemy  shall  not  have  in  his  possession  at  any  time  or  place,  or  use  or 
operate  any  aircraft  or  wireless  apparatus,  or  any  form  of  signalling  device, 
or  any  form  of  cipher  code,  or  any  paper,  document  or  book  written  or  printed 
in  cipher  or  in  which  there  may  be  invisible  writing. 

(3)  All  property  found  in  the  possession  of  an  alien  enemy  in  violation  of  the 
foregoing  regulations  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  by  the  United  States; 

(4)  An  alien  enemy  shall  not  approach  or  be  found  within  one-half  of  a  mile  of 
any  Federal  or  State  fort,  camp,  arsenal,  aircraft  station.  Government  or 
naval  vessel,  navy  yard,  factory,  or  workshop  for  the  manufacture  of  muni- 
tions of  war  or  of  any  products  for  the  use  of  the  army  or  navy: 

(5)  An  alien  enemy  shall  not  write,  print,  or  publish  any  attack  or  threats  against 
the  Government  or  Congress  of  the  United  States,  or  either  branch  thereof, 
or  against  the  measures  or  policy  of  the  United  States,  or  against  the  person 
or  property  of  any  person  in  the  military,  naval,  or  civil  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  States  or  Territories,  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  of  the 
municipal  governments  therein; 

(6)  An  alien  enemy  shall  not  commit  or  abet  any  hostile  act  against  the  United 
States,  or  give  information,  aid,  or  comfort  to  its  enemies; 

(7)  An  alien  enemy  shall  not  reside  in  or  continue  to  reside  in,  to  remain  in,  or 
enter  any  locality  which  the  President  may  from  time  to  time  designate  by 
Executive  Order  as  a  prohibited  area  in  which  residence  by  an  alien  enemy 
shall  be  found  by  him  to  constitute  a  danger  to  the  public  peace  and  safety 
of  the  United  States,  except  by  permit  from  the  President  and  except  under 
such  limitations  or  restrictions  as  the  President  may  prescribe; 

(8)  An  alien  enemy  whom  the  President  shall  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe 
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to  be  aiding  or  about  to  aid  the  enemy,  or  to  be  at  large  to  the  danger  of  the 
public  peace  or  safety  of  the  United  States,  or  to  have  violated  or  to  be  about 
to  violate  any  of  these  regulations,  shall  remove  to  any  location  designated 
by  the  President  by  Executive  Order,  and  shall  not  remove  therefrom  without 
a  permit,  or  shall  depart  from  the  United  States,  if  so  required  by  the  Presi- 
dent; 
(9)  No  alien  enemy  shall  depart  from  the  United  States  until  he  shall  have  re- 
ceived such  permit  as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  or  except  under  order  of 
a  court,  judge,  or  justice,  under  Sections  4069  and  4070  of  the  Revised 
Statutes; 

(10)  No  alien  enemy  shall  land  in  or  enter  the  United  States,  except  under  such 
restrictions  and  at  such  places  as  the  President  may  prescribe; 

(11)  If  necessary  to  prevent  violations  of  these  regulations,  all  alien  enemies  will 
be  obliged  to  register; 

(12)  An  alien  enemy  whom  there  may  be  reasonable  cause  to  believe  to  be  aiding 
or  about  to  aid  the  enemy,  or  who  may  be  at  large  to  the  danger  of  the  public 
peace  or  safety,  or  who  violates  or  attempts  to  violate,  or  of  whom  there  is 
reasonable  ground  to  believe  that  he  is  about  to  violate,  any  regulation  duly 
promulgated  by  the  President,  or  any  criminal  law  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  the  States  or  Territories  thereof,  will  be  subject  to  summary  arrest  by  the 
United  States  Marshal,  or  his  deputy,  or  such  other  officer  as  the  President 
shall  designate,  and  to  confinement  in  such  penitentiary,  prison,  jail,  military 
camp,  or  other  place  of  detention  as  may  be  directed  by  the  President. 

This  proclamation  and  the  regulations  herein  contained  shall  extend  and  apply 
to  all  land  and  water,  continental  or  insular,  in  any  way  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  City  of  Washington,  this  sixth  day  of  April,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  of  the  independence  of  the 
[seal]   United  States  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first.

Civil  Service  Transfers  During  War. 

In  view  of  present  emergency  conditions  and  until  further  notice,  the  Civil 
Service  Commission  is  directed  to  refuse  examination  to  any  person  who  is,  or  who 
has  been  within  three  months  of  the  date  of  the  examination,  employed  in  the  Govern- 
ment service,  or  to  certify  any  such  person  who  is  on  the  eligible  register  of  the  Com- 
mission, unless  such  person  submits  the  written  assent  of  the  Department  or  office  in 
which  he  is  or  has  been  employed  to  his  taking  such  examination  or  to  his  being  so 
certified.  Such  assent  shall  ht  based  solely  upon  the  finding,  after  due  consideration, 
by  such  Department  or  office  that  the  person  can  render  better  service  for  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  place  for  which  the  examination  is  held. 

This  order  is  issued  solely  because  of  the  present  international  situation  and  will 
be  withdrawn  when  the  emergency  is  past.

Public  Health  Service  in  Times  of  war. 

Under  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  July  1,  1902,  and  subject  to 
the  limitations  therein  expressed,  it  is  ordered  that  hereafter  in  times  of  threatened 
or  actual  war  the  Public  Health  Service  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  military  forces 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  times  of  threatened  or  actual  war,  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  may,  upon  request  of  the  Secretary  of  War  or  the  Secretary  or  the  Navy, 
detail  officers  or  employees  of  said  Service  for  duty  either  with  the  Army  or  the  Navy. 
All  the  stations  of  the  Public  Health  Service  are  hereby  made  available  for  the  recep- 
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tion  of  sick  and  wounded  officers  and  men,  or  for  such  other  purposes  as  shall  pro- 
mote the  public  interest  in  connection  with  military  operations.

Radio  Communication. 

Whereas,  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
in  Congress  assembled,  have  declared  that  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Imperial  German  Government;    and 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  operate  certain  radio  staions  for  radio  communication 
by  the  Government  and  to  close  other  radio  stations  not  so  operated,  to  insure  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  war  against  the  Imperial  German  Government  and  the  suc- 
cessful termination  thereof. 

Now,  therefore,  it  is  ordered  by  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Act  to 
Regulate  Radio  Communications,  approved  August,  13  1912,  that  such  radio  stations 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  as  are  required  for  naval  communications 
shall  be  taken  over  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  used  and  controlled 
by  it,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  control  of  use;  and  furthermore  that  all  radio 
stations  not  necessary  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  naval  communica- 
tions, may  be  closed  for  radio  communication. 

The  enforcement  of  this  order  is  hereby  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
who  is  authorized  and  directed  to  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  to  him  may  ap- 
pear necessary. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  this  date.

1.  Hereafter  no  employee  shall  make  out  a 
free  entry  request  to  cover  merchandise  which 
has  been  purchased  from  stock  of  dealers  in  the 
Republic  of  Panama.  Free  entry  requests  shall 
be  approved  only  for  material  which  is  actually 
being  imported  forthepersonil  use  of  an  employee 
or  his  family.  This  does  not  affect  the  importation 
of  goods  for  which  free  entry  has  been  approved 
prior  to  this  d;Ue,  nor  does  it  prevent  employees 
from  importing  supplies  in  future  through  local 
agents.

2.  Free  entry  requests  shall  be  carefully  item- 
ized, giving  the  make,  quantity,  description,  and 
value  of  articles  imported,  together  with  the  name 
of  the  local  agent  when  such  articles  are  ordered 
through  an  agent. 

i.  No  article  imported  duty  free  shal.  be  sold 
to  a  pel  son  not  entitled  to  that  privilege,  without 
proper  duty  having  first  been  paid  to  the  Re- 
public of  Panama 

4.  Any  person  violating  these  regulations  shall 
be  subject  to  discharge.

Articles  Imported  by  Employees. 

Attention  is  called  to  Circular  No,  612-1  on  free  entry  and  disposi- 
tion of  articles  imported  by  employees,  which  is  published  in  this  issue. 

Paragraph  1  prohibits  the  practice  of  buying  merchandise  of  any 
kind  from  the  stock  of  dealers  in  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  after- 
wards submitting  a  free  entry  request  to  cover  the  importation  of 
similar  articles  to  replenish  the  dealer's  stock. 

Paragraph  2  provides  that  free  entry  requests  shall  be  carefully 
itemized.  For  instance,  if  automobile  tires  are  imported,  the  name, 
size,  and  price  of  each  tire  or  inner  tube  should  be  given,  together  with 
the  total  value  of  the  importation.  This  paragraph  also  provides  that 
when  merchandise  is  ordered  through  a  local  agent  the  name  of  the 
agent  shall  appear  upon  the  free  entry  request.  The  proper  place  for 
the  agent's  name  is  just  beneath  the  name  of  the  firm  from  which  the 
goods  are  being  imported. 

Paragraph  3  provides  that  no  article  imported  duty  free  shall  be 
sold  to  a  person  not  entitled  to  that  privilege,  without  proper  duty 
first  having  been  paid  to  the  Republic  of  Panama.  This  means  that 
the  employee  must  be  personally  responsible  for  the  payment  of  the 
duty  and  see  that  a  receipt  for  such  payment  is  obtained  before  the 
sale  is  made.  Whether  the  vender  or  purchaser  pays  this  duty  is  a 
matter  for  mutual  arrangement. 

The  circular  also  provides  that  any  person  violating  these  regulations 
shall  be  subject  to  discharge.

Sir:    I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  The  Panama  Canal  for  rh« 
month  of  March,  1917: 

CANAL    BUSINESS. 

The  total  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  was  153.  The  aggregate 
net  tonnage  of  the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  47U,I2Q,  Panama  Caiiaj 
measurement,  and  the  total  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  571,819  tons  of  2,240 
pounds 

Colie  tio  IS  of  tolls  amounted  to  $449,924.56,  and  deposits  were  made  with  Assistant 
Treasuri  rs  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $283,305.50  to  be  applied  on  payment 
of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  commissary  sup- 
plies to  ships  aggregated  $40,169.67;  of  ice  $883.06,  and  of  supplies  from  storehouses 
$40,906.19.

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General  painting  and  retouching  of  the  gate  surfaces  at  Gatun  Locks  was  continued 
during  the  month  by  the  forces  of  the  Canal  and  of  a  contractor.  A  section  of  the  down 
atream  side  of  one  of  the  gates  was  cleaned  by  sand  blast  and  coated  with  zinc,  in  the 
tests  of  the  zinc  coating  machine.  The  west  chamber  was  used  throughout  the  month, 
Ou  account  of  painting  the  gales  in  the  middle  level  of  the  east  chamber.  Work  oi 
pai  uing  the  gates  and  valves  in  the  east  chamber  of  Pedro  Miguel  lock  was  begun  on 
March  20,  and  grading  of  the  backfill  on  the  west  side  was  continued,  being  about  75 
per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  At  MiraHores  the  installation  of  per- 
manent tracks  on  the  backfill  on  the  west  side  of  the  upper  level  was  completed.  Work 
in  repair  pits  for  tlie  towing  locomotives  on  both  sides  of  the  locks  was  in  progress  al 
Mirafiores  and  Pedro  Miguel.  A  locking  pin,  designed  to  hold  the  gear  clutch  lever 
in  place  and  prevent  accidents  from  the  slipping  out  of  the  clutch,  was  attaclied  to  a 
locomotive  for  trial.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as  launch- 
es, which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic.  Dredging  equipment  is 
not  included. 

SPILLWAY  OF  GATUN  DAM. 

The  work  of  painting  the  gates  ol  the  Gatun  Spillway  was  continued,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  month  the  status  was  as  follows:  Downstream  side  (work  being  done  by 
Canal  forces  (85  per  cent  completed;  upstream  side  (work  being  done  under  contract) 
approximately  60  per  cent  completed.  The  contractor's  work  has  been  delayed  by 
shortage  of  material. 

E.xcavation  for  the  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  station  was  completed,  19,260 
cubic  yards  having  been  removed  during  the  month.  Of  this  quantity,  17,370  cubic 
yards  were  dumped  on  the  Spillway,  Mindi  levee  and  1,890  cubic  yards  were  dumped 
in  grading  Gatun  dam.    The  erection  of  forms  for  the  concrete  was  begun. 

TERMINAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — Work  on  pier  No.  6  included  the,  driving  of  4,150  linear  feet  ol 
steel  cylinders,  making  a  total  of  April  1,  of  5,865  feet  in  place,  24  per  cent  of  the 
quantity  required;  excavation  of  2,279  cubic  yards  of  material  from  the  cylinders, 
making  the  total  3,832  cubic  yards  or  23  per  cent  of  the  estimated  amount  of  excava- 
tion required;  and  the  placing  of  1,241  cubic  yards  of  concrete  in  the  cylinders, 
which  brought  the  total  to  1,445  cubic  yards,  or  6  per  cent  of  the  quantity  required. 

The  driving  of  cylinders  for  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house  was  completed  on 
March  18;  the  total  penetration  was  1,058  feet  of  3-foot  and  1,049  feet  of  4-foot 
caissons.  Sixty  cubic  yards  of  material  were  excavated  from  the  cylinders  during  the 
month,  bringing  the  total  excavation  to  530  cubic  yards,  or  99  per  cent  complete. 
No  work  was  done  on  concreting  the  cylinders  during  Maixh,  this  work  remaining 
26  per  cent  complete  with  193  cubic  yards  poured. 

The  armoring  of  the  extension  of  the  Cristobal  mole  with  hard  rock  was  completed 
on  March  1 7.  Seven  thousand  five  hundred  ninety  nine  cubic  yards  were  placed  during 
March,  making  a  total  of  26,143  cubic  yards  of  armor  rock  used  on  this  job. 

Armoring  the  fill  for  the  track  yard  in  rear  of  the  Cristobal  firestation  wascompleted 
on  March  11.  The  quantity  placed  in  March  was  2,414  cubic  yards,  making  the  total 
for  tiie  job  4,080  cubic  yards.  Tlie  work  on  the  track  yard  was  completed  on  March 
24,  when  the  last  connection  was  made.  Nine  hundred  and  forty  linear  feet  of  iron 
fence  were  received  during  the  month  and  erected  along  the  land  side  of  the  track 
yard.    The  total  length  of  this  fence  is  to  be  1,000  feet. 

Pacific  terminals — Official  tests  of  the  coaling  plant  at  Balboa  were  made  from 
March  25  to  29  on  the  cargo  of  the  collier  Achilles,  approximately  13,500  tons.  A 
special  report  is  on  file  covering  this  matter.  The  equipment  was  found  satisfactory 
except  in  a  few  points,  and  the  deficiencies  are  being  corrected  by  the  contractors. 

Work  has  been  begun  on  the  retaining  wall  for  coal  storage,  and  on  the  rip-rap  of 
the  quay  wall  C-D.  Small  construction  incident  to  the  completion  of  the  coaling 
plant  and  operation  of  the  dry  dock  was  carried  on.

Six  dredges  were  at  work  on  the  slides  in  Gaillard  Cut.  Except  for  a  slight  move- 
ment at  Culebra,  no  movement  was  apparent  in  the  slides.  The  patrol  for  water 
hyacinth  destruction  sprayed  37,220  square  yards  with  "killer,"  and  pulled  and  piled 
upon  the  bank  of  the  lake  22,500  young  plants. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,  AND  DRY  DOCK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of  the 
Mechanical  Division  together  completed  801  shop  orders  leaving  561  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  147,139  pounds  of  iron, 
178,201  pounds  of  steel,  and  22,059  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostle3  as 
follows:  Locomotives  2,187,  and  cranes  242.  Five  hundred  and  forty-three  shop  and 
4,469  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  4  heavy  and  1,235  light  repairs  were  made 
on  other  rolling  equipment. 

Twelve  vessels  were  in  the  dry  dock  for  repairs,  4  ships,  2  tugs,  2  dredges,  3  barges, 
and  a  floating  crane. 

The  Kronberg  was  docked  on  March  18,  and  undocked  the  23d,  the  following 
repairs  having  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $10,406.66: 

Removing  and  replacing  five  plates  and  installing  three  new  plates,  port  side. 

Removing,  straightening,  and  replacing  one  plate  and  installing  one  new  plate, 
starboard  side. 

Removing,  straigthening,  and  replacing  frames  five  and  six,  port  side. 

Removing,  straightening,  and  replacing  lower  part  of  stem,  and  electric  welding 
same  where  cut. 

Removing,  straightening,  and  replacing  15  feet  of  lower  stringer. 

Fairing  in  place  upper  stringer  and  keelson. 

The  Achilles  was  docked  on  March  29,  and  undocked  on  March  31,  the  following 
repairs  having  been  made  at  a  cost  of  $3,532.95: 

Two  bilge  plates  on  the  port  side,  aft,  were  straightened  and  replaced. 

All  loose  rivets  in  the  forward  plates  were  cut  out  and  redriven  and  deaky  seams 
recaulked. 

The  bottom  was  touched  up  with  anticorrosive  paint,  and  given  one  entire  coat  of 
anti-fouling  and  boot-topping. 

The  main  shaft  couplings  were  disconnected,  shafts  lined  up  and  miscellaneous 
engine  room  and  deck  repairs  made. 


BUILDING   CONSTRUCTION. 

The  second  group  of  ward  buildings,  the  laboratory,  and  the  dispensary  were 
practically  completed.  Eleven  type-17  cottages  for  employees  were  completed,  mak- 
ing 74  completed  of  the  100  authorized.  Other  work  completed  includes  the  electrical 
storehouse, clubhouse  at  Cristobal  for  silver  employees,  twenty  12-family  quarters  for 
silver  roll  employees  at  Red  Tank,  one  12-family  quarters  at  Gamboa,  and  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  clubhouse  at  Paraiso. 

Delay  in  receipt  of  material  caused  suspension  of  the  work  on  the  school  buildings 
at  Ancon,  Balboa  and  Cristobal.  Buildings  nearing  completion  are  the  reasturants 
at  Cristobal  and  Ancon,  general  storehouse  at  Mount  Hope.  Work  advanced  on  the 
restaurantat  Balboa  Shops,  lumber  storehouse  and  sanitation  ofiice  building  at  Balboa; 
schoolhouse  and  dispensary  at  Pedro  Miguel;  school  building  and  extension  to  the 
hydroelectric  station  at  Gatun ;  garage  and  ward  at  Colon  Hospital ;  and  two  1 2-f amily 
silver  quarters  at  Monte  Lirio.  Work  has  been  begun  on  16  of  the  19  type-14  houses 
authorized  for  Cristobal. 

MUNICIPAL   CONSTRUCTION. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  maintenance  work,  the  Municipal  Engineering  Division  has 
had  charge  of  construction  work,  among  the  principal  items  being  the  following: 
Construction  of  municipal  improvements  at  the  army  posts  of  Fort  Sherman  and  Fort 
Grant;  filling  and  grading  at  Fort  Grant;  construction  of  the  Naos-Flamenco  Island 
road  and  the  Mt.  Hope-Fort  Randolph  road;  construction  of  the  new  Ciistobal 
Townsite;   concreting  of  streets  in  the  city  of  Colon;   construction  of  roads  at  the 
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terminal  piers;  construction  of  drainage  ditches  and  draining  swamp  areas,  Mt.  Hope; 
construction  of  road  to  the  new  garbage  incinerator  at  Balboa;  construction  of  the 
Corundu  River  sewer;  and  rat-proofing  of  the  piers  at  Balboa.

The  total  gold  force  is  an  increase  of  four  over  the  3,796  employed  on  February 
28th,  and  the  silver  force  is  a  decrease  of  230  from  the  21,965  reported  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  March  31st,  numbered  18,637  divided 
as  follows:  Americans  7,703,  of  whom  3,700  were  men,  and  1,886  women,  and  2,217 
children;  322  Europeans,  of  whom  281  were  men  and  17  women  24  children;  and 
10,612  West  Indians,  of  whom  6,068  were  men,  1,856  women,  and  2,688  children. 
Five  hundred  and  twenty  three  applications  for  family  quarters  were  on  file  on  March 
31st. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  on  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.  The  death  rate  on  the  Canal  Zone  was  9.66  per  thousand,  per  year,  from  all 
causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  9.28,  and  from  external  causes  .38.  No  cases  of 
disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthmus  during  the 
month. 

RECEIPTS   A^fD   EXPENDITURES. 
The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  March  31st,  exclusive  of  fortifications, 
was  $9,762,387.13;   the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $4,257,151.66.     Payrolls  for  the 
forces  on  the  Isthmus  for  March  amounted  to  $1,091,610.75,  including  $38,297.10 
for  fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  disbursing  clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $1,066,605.52,  and 
by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,397,438.16.  Payment  of  $238,222.70  was  also 
made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  for  Commissary  books.  Total  Panama  Canal  collec- 
tions on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,336,182.86,  and  collections  by  the  disbursing 
clerk  in  Washington  to  $75,212.07.  Requisitons  for  purchase  in  the  United  States 
amounted  to  $560,571.42,  making  the  total  for  the  nine  months  for  the  fiscal  year 
$7,243,764.53.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscellaneous  funds  amounted 
to  $282,784.11,  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading  amounted  to  $168,967.99.

Commissary  Notes. 

Bologna  and  Frankfurters,  made  in  the  new  Sausage  plant  at  Cristobal,  have 
already  been  placed  on  sale.  It  is  hoped  to  have  the  new  plant  in  complete  operation 
within  a  short  time. 

Almost  every  mail  brings  news  of  some  article  of  food  no  longer  procurable  because 
of  the  war.  Advices  from  the  Commissary  Purchasing  Agent  in  New  York  are  that 
the  stock  of  certain  soups  and  a  brand  of  ketchup,  popular  with  Commissary  patrons 
is  exhausted,  and  the  packers  can  promise  no  more  until  May  or  June. 

The  so-called  Yellow  Navy  Beans,  now  carried  in  stock,  are  a  product  from  the 
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West  coast  of  South  America.  They  are  highly  valued  by  the  natives  of  that  section, 
as  well  as  some  of  the  Central  American  countries.  Commissary  patrons  are  beginning 
to  appreciate  the  quality  and  flavor  of  these  beans,  and  the  present  price  of  8  cents  per 
pound,  as  compared  with  15  cents  for  the  white  navy  bean  should  be  an  inducement 
for  those  who  have  not  already  done  so  to  give  them  a  trial. 

The  following  recipes  for  the  preparation  of  Mangoes  are  published  for  the  informa- 
tion of  any  who  might  care  to  experiment  with  them: 

Mango  fool — Stew  green  mango  until  very  soft;  sweeten  and  strain.  Mix  this  cold 
with  cream,  coconut  cream  or  boiled  custard.  Serve  in  glasses,  grating  nutmeg  on 
top. 

Mango  pie — Pare  and  slice  fine  three  green  mangoes.  Add  4  tablespoons  sugar;  2 
tablespoons  flour;  1  teaspoon  vinegar;  1  teaspoon  spices  or  dried  orange  peel;  1 
teaspoon  butter.     Bake  between  two  crusts. 

Mango  butter — Stew  slowly  two  hours  green  mangoes  (removing  skins  and  stones). 
Add  nearly  2  pounds  of  sugar  for  each  pound  of  fruit,  also  cinnamon,  nutmeg,  and 
cloves.  This  butter  keeps  well  and  may  be  used  with  meat  or  for  tarts.  Mixed  with 
eggs  and  milk,  a  delicious  custard  results. 

The  consumption  of  ice  cream  on  the  Canal  Zone  increases.  In  March  the  output 
at  Cristobal  was  13,079  gallons. 

The  dry  goods  sections  are  showing  Rompers  of  endurable  texture,  in  neat  patterns. 
The  Rompers  are  easily  washed  and  ironed,  and  answer  the  demand  for  a  suitable 
every-day  garment  for  children. 

Serviceable  Percolators  of  white  enamel,  a  new  item  of  stock,  are  now  on  sale  in 
the  hardware  sections. 

Cocoa  Jugs  of  light  brown  and  dark  colors,  some  showing  old  English  scenes  and 
characters,  others  bearing  Grecian  and  Egyptian  figures  are  on  sale  at  all  commissaries. 

In  response  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  reason  for  nonarrival  of  Linens,  ordered  a  long 
time  since,  advice  was  received  by  last  post  that  the  manufacture  of  linens  is  pro- 
hibited by  the  British  authorities,  the  yarns  being  required  for  aeroplane  cloth.

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An  Address  to  the  Citizens  of  the  United  States. 

The  following  is  President  Wilson's  address  to  his  fellow  country- 
men, made  on  April  16,  1917: 
My  Fellow-Countrymen: 

The  entrance  of  our  own  beloved  country  into  the  grim  and  terrible  war  for  democ- 
racy and  human  rights  which  has  shaken  the  world  creates  so  many  problems  of 
national  life  and  action  which  call  for  immediate  consideration  and  settlement  that  I 
hope  you  will  permit  me  to  address  to  you  a  few  words  of  earnest  counsel  and  appeal 
with  regard  to  them. 

We  are  rapidly  putting  our  navy  upon  an  effective  war  footing  and  are  about  to 
create  and  equip  a  great  army,  but  these  are  the  simplest  parts  of  the  great  task  to 
which  we  have  addressed  ourselves.  There  is  not  a  single  selfish  element,  so  far  as  I 
can  see,  in  the  cause  we  are  fighting  for.  We  are  fighting  for  what  we  believe  and  wish 
to  be  the  rights  of  mankind  and  for  the  future  peace  and  security  of  the  world.  To  do 
this  great  thing  worthily  and  successfully  we  must  devote  ourselves  to  the  service 
without  regard  to  profit  or  material  advantage  and  with  an  energy  and  intelligence 
that  will  rise  to  the  level  of  the  enterprise  itself.  We  must  realize  to  the  full  how  great 
the  task  is  and  how  many  things,  how  many  kinds  and  elements  of  capacity  and  service 
and  self-sacrifice,  it  involves. 

These,  then,  are  the  things  we  must  do,  and  do  well,  besides  fighting, — the  things 
without  which  mere  fighting  would  be  fruitless: 

We  must  supply  abundant  food  for  ourselves  and  for  our  armies  and  our  seamen 
not  only,  but  also  for  a  large  part  of  the  nations  with  whom  we  have  now  made  com- 
mon cause,  in  whose  support  and  by  whose  sides  we  shall  be  fighting; 

We  must  supply  ships  by  the  hundreds  out  of  our  shipyards  to  carry  to  the  other  side 
of  the  sea,  submarines  or  no  submarines,  what  will  every  day  be  needed  theie,  and 
abundant  materials  out  of  our  fields  and  our  mines  and  our  factories  with  which  not 
only  to  clothe  and  equip  our  own  forces  on  land  and  sea  but  also  to  clothe  and  support 
our  people  for  whom  the  gallant  fellows  under  arms  can  no  longer  work,  to  help  clothe 
and  equip  the  armies  with  which  we  are  cooperating  in  Europe,  and  to  keep  the  looms 
and  manufactories  there  in  raw  material;  coal  to  keep  the  fires  going  in  ships  at  sea 
and  in  the  furnaces  of  hundreds  of  factories  across  the  sea;  steel  out  of  which  to  make 
arms  and  ammunition  both  here  and  there;  rails  for  worn-out  railways  back  of  the 
fighting  fronts;  locomotives  and  rolling  stock  to  take  the  place  of  those  every  day 
going  to  pieces;  mules,  horses,  cattle  for  labor  and  for  military  service;  everything 
with  which  the  people  of  England  and  France  and  Italy  and  Russia  have  usually 
supplied  themselves  but  can  not  now  afford  the  men,  the  materials,  or  the  machinery 
to  make. 

It  is  evident  to  every  thinking  man  that  our  industries,  on  the  farms,  in  the  ship- 
yards, in  the  mines,  in  the  factories,  must  be  made  more  prolific  and  more  efficient 
than  ever  and  that  they  must  be  more  economically  managed  and  better  adapted  to 
the  particular  requirements  of  our  task  than  they  have  been;  and  what  I  want  to  say 
is  that  the  men  and  the  women  who  devote  their  thought  and  their  energy  to  these 
things  will  be  serving  the  country  and  conducting  the  fight  for  peace  and  freedom  just 
as  truly  and  just  as  effectively  as  the  men  on  the  battlefield  or  in  the  trenches.  The 
industrial  forces  of  the  country,  men  and  women  alike,  will  be  a  great  national,  a 
great  international.  Service  Army, —  a  notable  and  honored  host  engaged  in  the 
service  of  the  nation  and  the  world,  the  efficient  friends  and  saviors  of  free  men  every- 
where. Thousands,  nay,  hundreds  of  thousands,  of  men  otherwise  liable  to  military 
service  will  of  right  and  of  necessity  be  excused  from  that  service  and  assigned  to  the 
fundamental,  sustaining  work  of  the  fields  and  factories  and  mines,  and  they  will 
be  as  much  part  of  the  great  patriotic  forces  of  the  nation  as  the  men  under  fire. 

I  take  the  liberty,  therefore,  of  addressing  this  word  to  the  farmers  of  the  country 
and  to  all  who  work  on  the  farms:  The  supreme  need  of  our  own  nation  and  of  the 
nations  with  which  we  are  cooperating  is  an  abundance  of  supplies,  and  especially  of 
food  stuffs.  The  importance  of  an  adequate  food  supply,  especially  for  the  present 
year,  is  superlative.  Without  abundant  food,  alike  for  the  armies  and  the  peoples 
now  at  war,  the  whole  great  enterprise  upon  which  we  have  embarked  will  break  down 
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and  fail.  The  world's  food  reserves  are  low.  Not  only  during  the  present  emergency 
but  for  some  time  after  peace  shall  have  come  both  our  own  people  and  a  large  pro- 
portion of  the  people  of  Europe  must  rely  upon  the  harvests  in  America.  Upon  the 
farmers  of  this  country,  therefore,  in  large  measure,  rests  the  fate  of  the  war  and  the 
fate  of  the  nations.  May  the  nation  not  count  upon  them  to  omit  no  step  that  will 
increase  the  production  of  their  land  or  that  will  bring  about  the  most  effectual  co- 
operation in  the  sale  and  distribution  of  their  products?  The  time  is  short.  It  is  of 
the  most  imperative  importance  that  everything  possible  be  done  and  done  immediately 
to  make  sure  of  large  harvests.  I  call  upon  young  men  and  old  alike  and  upon  the 
able-bodied  boys  of  the  land  to  accept  and  act  upon  this  duty — to  turn  in  hosts  to  the 
farms  and  make  certain  that  no  pains  and  no  labor  is  lacking  in  this  great  matter. 

I  particularly  appeal  to  the  farmers  of  the  South  to  plant  abundant  food  stuffs  as 
well  as  cotton.  They  can  show  their  patriotism  in  no  better  or  more  convincing  way 
than  by  resisting  the  great  temptation  of  the  present  price  of  cotton  and  helping,  help- 
ing upon  a  great  scale,  to  feed  the  nation  and  the  peoples  everywhere  who  are  fighting 
for  their  liberties  and  for  our  own.  The  variety  of  their  crops  will  be  the  visible 
measure  of  their  comprehension  of  their  national  duty. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  and  the  governments  of  the  several  States 
stand  ready  to  cooperate.  They  will  do  everything  possible  to  assist  farmers  in  secur- 
ing an  adequate  supply  of  seed,  an  adequate  force  of  laborers  when  they  are  most 
needed,  at  harv^est  time,  and  the  means  of  expediting  shipments  of  fertilizers  and  farm 
machinery,  as  well  as  of  the  crops  themselves  when  harvested.  The  course  of  trade 
shall  be  as  unhampered  as  it  is  possible  to  make  it  and  there  shall  be  no  unwarranted 
manipulation  cf  the  nation's  food  supply  by  those  who  handle  it  on  its  way  to  the 
consumer.  This  is  our  opportunity  to  demonstrate  the  efficiency  of  a  great  Democracy 
and  we  shall  not  fall  short  of  it ! 

This  let  me  say  to  the  middlemen  of  every  sort,  whether  they  are  handling  our  food 
stuffs  or  our  raw  materials  of  manufacture  or  the  products  of  our  mills  and  factories: 
The  eyes  of  the  country  will  be  especially  upon  you.  This  is  your  opportunity  for 
signal  service,  efficient  and  disinterested.  The  country  expects  you,  as  it  expects  all 
others,  to  forego  unusual  profits,  to  organize  and  expedite  shipments  of  supplies  of 
every  kind,  but  especially  of  food,  with  an  eye  to  the  service  you  are  rendering  and 
in  the  spirit  of  those  who  enlist  in  the  ranks,  for  their  people,  not  for  themselves. 
I  shall  confidently  expect  you  to  deserve  and  win  the  confidence  of  people  of  every 
sort  and  station. 

To  the  men  who  run  the  railways  of  the  country,  whether  they  be  managers  or 
operative  employees,  let  me  say  that  the  railways  are  the  arteries  of  the  nation's  life 
and  that  upon  them  rests  the  immense  responsibility  of  seeing  to  it  that  those  arteries 
suffer  no  obstiuction  of  any  kind,  no  inefficiency  or  slackened  power.  To  the  merchant 
let  me  suggest  the  motto,  "Small  profits  and  quick  service;"  and  to  the  shipbuilder 
the  thought  that  the  life  of  the  war  depends  upon  him.  The  food  and  the  war  supplies 
must  be  carried  across  the  seas  no  matter  how  many  ships  are  sent  to  the  bottom. 
The  places  of  those  that  go  down  must  be  supplied  and  supplied  at  once.  To  the 
miner  let  me  say  that  he  stands  where  the  farmer  does:  the  work  of  the  world  waits 
on  him.  If  he  slackens  or  fails,  armies  and  statesmen  are  helpless.  .He  also  is  enlisted 
in  the  great  Service  Army.  The  manufacturer  does  not  need  to  be  told,  I  hope,  that 
the  nation  looks  to  him  to  speed  and  perfect  every  process;  and  I  want  only  to  remind 
his  employees  that  their  service  is  absolutely  indispensable  and  is  counted  on  by  every 
man  who  loves  the  country  and  its  liberties. 

Let  me  suggest,  also,  that  everyone  who  creates  or  cultivates  a  garden  helps,  and 
helps _greatly,  to  solve  the  problem  of  the  feeding  of  the  nations;  and  that  every  house- 
wife who  practices  strict  economy  puts  herself  in  the  ranks  of  those  who  serve  the 
nation.  This  is  the  time  for  America  to  correct  her  unpardonable  fault  of  wasteful- 
ness and  extravagance.  Let  every  man  and  every  woman  assume  the  duty  of  careful, 
provident  use  and  expenditure  as  a  public  duty,  as  a  dictate  of  patriotism  which  no 
one  can  now  expect  ever  to  be  excused  or  forgiven  for  ignoring. 

In  the  hope  that  this  statement  of  the  needs  of  the  nation  and  of  the  world  in  tliis 
hour  of  supreme  crisis  may  stimulate  those  to  whom  it  comes  and  remind  all  who  need 
reminder  of  the  solemn  duties  of  a  time  such  as  the  world  has  never  seen  before,  I  beg 
that  all  editors  and  publishers  everywhere  will  give  as  prominent  publication  and  as 
wide  circulation  as  possible  to  this  appeal.  I  venture  to  suggest,  also,  to  all  advertising 
agencies  that  they  would  perhaps  render  a  very  substantial  and  timely  service  to  the 
country  if  they  would  give  it  widespread  repetition.  And  I  hope  that  clergymen  will 
not  think  the  theme  of  it  an  unworthy  or  inappropriate  subject  of  comment  and 
homily  from  their  pulpits. 

The  supreme  test  of  the  nation  has  come.  We  must  all  speak,  act,  and  serve 
together  I

The  section  of  circular  No.  643-37  describing  the  outer  limit  of  the 
defensive  sea  area  at  the  Pacific  entrance  of  the  Canal  and  published 
as  a  notice  to  mariners,  has  been  corrected  to  read  as  follows: 

Otiter  Lhnit. — Line  joining  Venado  Island  with  north  end  of  Taboguilla  Island; 
thence  north  53°  east,  true,  for  5  miles;  thence  to  a  point  2  miles  north,  53° 
east,  true,  from  San  Jose  Rock;  thence  to  Tres  Hermanos  Beacon;  thence  to 
Punta  Mala.

The  following  order  of  the  Provost  Marshal  of  the  Canal  Zone  is  published  for  the 
information  of  all  concerned.

In  accordance  with  the  Proclamation  of  the  President,  dated  April  6,  1917,  the 
following  regulations  for  registration  are  prescribed: 

1.  Registration  offices  are  established  in  the  Terminal  Building,  Cristobal,  and  in 
the  Terminal  Building,  Balboa. 

2.  Every  person,  except  those  in  the  military  and  naval  services  and  employees  of 
The  Panama  Canal  or  Panama  Railroad,  before  obtaining  steamer  tickets  for  trans- 
portation to  leave  the  Canal  Zoue,  will  call  at  a  registration  office  and  obtain  a  trans- 
portation permit.  The  leave  or  detachment  orders  of  persons  in  the  military  or  naval 
service,  and  transportation  requests  of  Canal  or  Railroad  employees,  will  constitute 
transportation  permits  for  themselves  and  families. 

3.  Passengers,  except  those  in  the  military  and  naval  services  and  in  the  service  of 
the  Canal  or  Panama  Railroad,  on  vessels  arriving  at  Canal  Zone  ports,  will  within 
24  hours  after  landing,  call  at  a  registration  office  and  furnish  the  officer  in  charge 
with  the  required  registration  data. 

4.  All  alien  enemies  residing  within  the  Canal  Zone  will  call  at  a  registration  office 
and  furnish  the  officer  in  charge  with  the  required  registration  data  before  May  1, 
1917. 


Increase  iii  Price  of  Fuel  Oil. 

The  price  at  which  fuel  oil  is  sold  to  vessels  has  been  increased, 
effective  May  1,  1917,  to  $1.80  per  barrel  of  42  gallons  at  Balboa  and 
$2.25  per  barrel  of  42  gallons  at  Cristobal. 

This  change  will  be  included  in  the  next  supplement  to  Panama 
Canal  Tariff  No.  1. 


No  New  Cases  of  Malaria  among  Employees  for  a  Week. 

During  the  week  ending  April  21,  1917,  there  was  not  a  case  of  an 
employee  of  the  Canal  or  Panama  Railroad  on  the  Isthmus  being 
admitted  to  sick  report  for  malaria.     This  was  the  first  time  in  the 
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history  of  the  Canal  that^a  week  has  passed  without  the  occurrence  of 
malaria  among  the  employees.  It  has  occurred  several  times  that 
either  the  Zone  or  the  terminal  cities  had  no  cases,  but  this  was  the  firsL 
time  that  no  new  cases  had  occurred  in  a  week  in  both  the  Zone  and  the 
terminal  cities.

The  number  of  admissions  from  malaria  in  March  was  23;  in 
February,  18;  and  in  January,  31.  The  average  per  day  to  the  first 
of  April  was  .8,  which  is  equivalent  to  5.6  per  week.  In  the  calendar 
year  1916  the  number  of  employees  treated  for  malaria  was  547,  an 
average  of  10.5  per  week. 


New  Local  Freight  House  for  Colon  and  Cristobal. 

The  new  concrete  freight  house  adjoining  Pier  9  at  Cristobal  is 
to  be  placed  in  service  on  May  5.  Effective  that  date,  the  old  freight 
house  in  Colon,  one  of  the  landmarks  of  the  city,  will  be  closed  and 
local  deliveries  of  freight  will  be  made  through  the  new  house,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Receiving  and  Forwarding  Agent.

May  Weather  Probabilities. 

During  the  month  of  May,  1917,  the  following  weather  conditions 
may  be  expected  to  prevail  at  the  Canal  entrances.  Predictions  are 
based  on  the  records  at  Colon  and  Ancon,  for  the  past  9  and  11  years, 
respectively: 

Winds — There  will  be  a  marked  decrease  in  the  wind  movement  over 
the  Isthmus,  with  the  commencing  of  the  rainy  season.  At  the  At- 
lantic entrance  to  the  Canal  northerly  winds  will  prevail,  although 
variable  winds  may  be  expected  with  the  change  of  the  season.  An 
average  hourly  velocity  of  about  8  miles  an  hour  may  be  expected  and 
a  maximum  velocity  of  36  miles  may  occur  during  a  thunder  squall. 

The  prevailing  direction  of  the  wind  will  be  from  the  northwest 
over  the  Pacific  coast  and  the  interior,  the  average  hourly  movement 
being  about  6  miles  an  hour.  A  maximum  wind  velocity  of  47  miles 
an  hour  was  recorded  on  the  Pacific  side  on  May  26,  1915,  breaking 
all  previous  records.  This,  however,  expresses  extreme  conditions 
and  so  high  a  velocity  is  not  likely  to  occur  during  normal  May  weather. 

Rain — The  month  of  May  marks  the  transition  from  dry  season 
weather  to  rainy  season  conditions.  Heavy  showers  may  be  expected 
on  both  coasts  and  over  the  interior.  The  station  averages  at  the  Pacific 
and  Atlantic  entrances  are  8.89  inches  and  12.58  inches,  respectively, 
while  the  average  number  of  rainy  days  (one  on  which  0.01  inch  or 
more  of  rain  is  measured)  is  20  and  22.  The  average  number  of  days 
on  which  the  rainfall  equaled  or  exceeded  one  inch  (1.00)  has  been  3 
at  the  Pacific  entrance  and  5  at  the  Atlantic. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  few  fogs, 
if  any,  may  be  expected  at  the  Atlantic  entrance.  Night  a-nd  early 
morning  fogs  may  be  expected  quite  frequently  over  the  interior. 
The  average  number  of  nights  with  fog  over  the  Gaillard  Cut  section 
of  the  Canal  is  22 ;  65  per  cent  of  the  fogs  have  been  light.  Practically 
all  of  the  fogs  may  be  expected  to  lift  or  become  dissipated  by  8.30 
a.  m. 

Temperature — An  average  shade  temperature  of  81  degrees  Fahren- 
heit may  be  expected  at  both  Atlantic  and  Pacific  entrances.  On  the 
Atlantic  coast  the  temperature  is  not  likely  to  rise  above  91°  or  fall 
below  71°  while  on  the  Pacific  coast  the  maximum  air  temperature  is 
not  likely  to  exceed  96°  or  the  minimum  to  fall  lower  than  69°.  The 
mean  daily  range  in  temperature  will  probably  be  about  9°  Fahrenheit 
at  the  Atlantic  entrance  and  about  15°  at  the  Pacific  entrance. 

Barometric  pressure — The  barometric  pressure  on  the  Isthmus  has 
little  value  as  an  indicator  of  future  weather  conditions  since,  except 
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for  the  well  marked  diurnal  change,  changes  in  atmospheric  pressure 
are  very  slight.  The  average  May  sealevel  pressure  is  29.85  inches. 
A  maximum  pressure  of  more  than  29.97  inches  or  a  minimum  pressure 
of  less  than  29.71  inches  is  not  likely  to  occur  at  either  Canal  entrance. 

Relative  humidity — There  will  be  an  increase  in  the  precentage  of 
moisture  in  the  air,  with  the  beginning  of  the  rainy  season.  The 
average  percentage  of  moisture  in  the  air  (0  for  absolute  dryness  and 
100  for  complete  saturation)  should  be  about  85  per  cent  over  both 
coasts,  although  the  range  will  be  greater  on  the  Pacific  coast.  At  the 
Atlantic  entrance  the  humidity  will  vary  between  92  per  cent  in  the 
nighttime  and  78  per  cent  in  the  midday,  while  on  the  Pacific  side  it 
will  vary  between  96  per  cent  and  68  per  cent. 

Storms — Thunder  squalls  may  be  expected  during  the  month  at  both 
Canal  entrances.  During  these  storms,  comparatively  high  wind 
velocities  may  be  attained,  but  the  storms  are  of  too  short  duration  to 
cause  a  rough  sea.  The  average  numbers  of  days  with  thunderstorms 
on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  are  13  and  14,  respectively.  Gener- 
ally cloudy  weather  may  be  expected  during  the  month  over  both 
coasts. 

Tides — Tidal  fluctuations  need  not  be  considered  on  the  Atlantic 
coast,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  average  range  is  less  than  one  foot 
and  the  maximum  range  approximately  two  feet.

The  tides  are  placed  in  the  crder  of  tlieir  occurrence; 
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the  timet  of  high  and  low  tides  are  shown  on  the  upper 
lines.  The  figures  in  boldfaced  type  are  hours  and 
elevations  between  noon  nnd  midnight;  ante  maidiem, 
figures  are  given  in  the  ordinary  li^htfaced  type.  The 
time  is  Cosmopolitan  Standard  for  the  meridian  75°  W. 
The  demtiom  of  the  water  are  shown  ou  the  second 
line  fcr  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  Heights 
are  reckoned  from  low  mean  sea  water  springs,  which  is 
8.3  feet  below  mean  sea  level,  and  is  the  datum  of  sound- 
ings on  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this 
region.  The  depth  of  water  may  accordingly  be  esti- 
mated by  adding  the  tabular  height  of  the  tide  to  the 
soundings,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  before  the  height, 
in  which  case  it  is  to  be  subtracted.  The  annual  in- 
equality or  variation  in  the  mean  sealevel  is  included 
in  the  predictions.

Transportation  on  Panama  Railroad 
Steamers.

1.  Effective  this  date,  the  reduced  rate  of  SKS 
for  steerage  transportation  on  Panama  Railroad 
steamers,  accorded  gold  employees  and  citizens 
on  the  silver  roll  who  apply  for  it,  is  increased  to 
S20,  and  a  second-class  reduced  rate  of  $30  is 
established  for  the  same  class  of  employees.

Permits. 

The  Panama  Canal, 

Executive  Department,

Heads  of  Departments  and  Divisions: 

At  the  present  time  various  arrangements  are 
in  force  to  enable  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal 
and  Panama  Railroad  to  pass  sentinel  posts  and 
police  guards  at  locks,  power  stations,  substations, 
docks,  the  Administration  Building,  fortifications, 
etc. 

In  order  to  facilitate  employees  passing  guards 
on  official  business,  and  to  secure  better  identifica- 
tion, as  well  as  to  reduce  the  danger  of  passes 
being  counterfeited,  all  outstanding  passes  for 
entering  restricted  areas  in  the  Canal  Zone  will 
be  superseded  by  the  following  two  classes  of 
permits: 

Special  Permits — ^These  passes  will  be  issued 
only  to  heads  of  departments  and  divisions  and 
such  responsible  subordinates  as  may  be  designat- 
ed by  heads  of  departments  and  divisions,  whose 
regular  or  emergency  duties  may  call  them 
to  any  point  in  the  Canal  Zone.  These  passes 
will  be  signed  by  the  Commanding  Officer,  The 
Panama  Canal  and  Canal  Zone,  and  by  the 
Governor,  The  Panama  Canal,  and  will  be  good 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  at  any  place 
in  the  Canal  Zone,  including  army  reservations. 
If  it  is  necessary  to  enter  fortifications,  such  per- 
mits will  be  specially  countersigned  by  the  Coast 
Defense  Commanders  at  the  Pacific  or  Atlantic 
ends,  or  both.  A  small  photograph  of  the  holder 
will  be  attached  to  each  permit. 

Permits — These  passes  will  be  issued  to  desig- 
nated gold  employees,  whose  regular  or  emergency 
duties  may  call  them  to  certain  restricted  areas 
in  the  Canal  Zone.  The  names  of  such  employees, 
with  their  metal  check  number,  and  the  restricted 
areas  for  which  permission  to  enter  is  desired  will 
be  furnished  this  office,  by  heads  of  departments 
and  divisions.  These  passes  will  be  signed  by  the 
Executive  Secretary.  They  will  not  authorize 
the  holders  to  visit  fortifications,  or  any  other 
areas  than  named  therein.  A  small  photograph 
of  the  holder  will  be  attached  to  each  permit. 

Army  and  Navy  oflScera  and  enlisted  men,  and 
police  «nd  firemen  of  The  Panama  Canal,  in 


their  respective  uniforms,  will  be  passed  by  guards 
and  sentinels  merely  on  the  identification  of  the 
uniform. 

Nonemployees  of  The  Panama  Canal  or 
Panama  Railroad  will  not  be  passed  by  guards 
or  sentinels  imless  accompanied  by  a  gold  em- 
ployee holding  either  a  special  or  ordinary  per- 
mit. 

Gold  employees  who  are  occasionally  called 
to  do  work  on  fortifications,  but  who  do  not 
hold  special  permits,  will  be  given  special  passes 
by  commanding  officers  of  Coast  Artillery  posts, 
as  at  present. 

Silver  employees  will  be  passed  upon  personal 
identification  by  the  police  or  guards,  or  at  large 
plants  by  certain  silver  employees  designated 
for  that  purpose  (such  as  timekeepers')  or  by 
gold  employees  holding  either  of  the  two  classes 
of  permits  above  mentioned. 

Please  submit  as  soon  as  possible  a  list  of  the 
officials  and  employees  of  your  office  who  should 
be  given  permits  of  either  class,  furnishing 
the  information  indicated  in  paragraph  4.  The 
photographer  will  make  arrangements  for  secur- 
ing the  photographs  necessary  for  these  permits. 

The  effective  date  of  these  regalations  will  be 
announced  as  soon  as  the  new  permits  have  been 
distributed.

Commissary  Notes. 

The  demand  for  Central  American  sugar,  which  was  recently  added  to  stock,  is 
steadily  increasing.  This  sugar  is  not  as  finely  processed  as  the  grade  purchased  in 
the  United  States,  and  it  is  a  trifle  darker  in  color.  The  saccharine  content,  however, 
compares  very  favorably. 

The  amount  of  coffee  turned  out  in  the  plant  at  Cristobal  during  the  month  of 
March,  1917,  broke  all  records.  Fifty-six  thousand  one  hundred  thirty-four  pounds 
were  roasted,  ground,  and  packed  for  shipment.  The  average  production  is  40,000 
pounds  per  month,  and  the  highest  figure  attained  heretofore  was  in  October,  1916, 
when  a  record  of  44,550  pounds  was  established. 

In  addition  to  the  handling  of  coffee  this  department  also  packs  sugar,  rice,  peas, 
beans,  and  laundry  starch.  Automatic  weighing  machines,  inspected  at  frequent 
intervals,  insure  the  consumer  against  short  measure. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  secure  such  equipment  as  will  permit  repairs  to 
electric  appliances  sold  in  the  commissaries  to  be  made  on  the  Isthmus,  instead  of 
returning  the  devices  to  New  York,  as  is  now  necessary. 

During  the  month  of  March,  1,549  head  of  cattle  and  30  hogs  were  slaughtered 
at  the  abattoir  at  Cristobal.  The  average  live  weight  of  the  cattle  was  940  pounds  per 
head,  and  the  average  dressed  weight  was  540  pounds. 

Following  is  the  output  of  the  bakery  for  the  month  of  March,  1917: 
678,286  loaves  of  bread. 
7,094  dozen  rolls. 
9,952  cakes. 
3,992  dozen  doughnuts. 
2,765  pies. 

Lime  juice,  bottled  by  the  industrial  laboratory,  has  been  placed  on  sale  in  the 
retail  stores. 

Ginger  bread  is  being  baked  three  times  a  week.  It  is  on  sale  on  Tuesdays,  Thurs- 
days, and  Saturdays. 

A  shipment  of  fishing  tackle  has  been  received  and  placed  on  sale  in  the  following 
commissaries:     Cristobal,  Gatun,  Balboa. 

For  the  present  the  sale  of  this  line  will  be  limited  to  the  above  stores.

Neutral  Vessels  with  Cargo  for  Scandinavia  or  Halland. 

The  following  notice  to  the  agents  of  neutral  steamers  passing 
through  the  Panama  Canal  is  published  by  request  of  the  Acting 
British  Consul  at  Colon: 

Agents  of  neutral  steamers  with  cargoes  for  Scandinavia  or  Holland  and  which  are 
proceeding  direct  from  Cristobal  to  a  British  colonial  port  for  e.xamination  are  re- 
quested to  communicate  with  the  British  consulate  at  Colon  before  departure  of  the 
vessel  in  question  from  Canal  Zone  waters. 


Developing  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Resources  of  the  Canal  Zone. 

As  part  of  the  policy  to  encourage  the  growing  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables on  the  Isthmus,  the  stew  ards  of  the  Canal  restaurants  have  been 
instructed  to  save  the  seeds  of  the  papayas  consumed  at  the  hotels  and 
to  forward  them  to  the  district  quartermasters  for  distribution  to  em- 
ployees who  desire  them  for  planting. 

The  commissary  stores  are  carrying  a  line  of  garden  vegetable  seeds. 
Manure  or  compost  may  be  purchased  through  the  office  of  the  dis- 
trict quartermaster,  at  10  cents  a  sack,  plus  the  charge  for  the  team 
if  delivered  at  some  point  designated  by  the  employee. 

The  Boy  Scouts  of  the  Canal  Zone  have  undertaken  gardening,  with 
the  slogan,  "Every  scout  to  feed  a  soldier." 

The  Division  of  Schools  has  begun  a  movement  for  the  establishment 
of  gardens  for  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  several  villages.  The  Supply 
Department  will  cooperate  in  this  work. 


Manifests  from  Ships  Discharging  CargD  at  Canal  Zone  Ports. 

Circular  No.  679-2,  relating  to  ship's  manifests  of  incoming  cargo, 
published  elsewhere  in  this  number,  has  been  issued  to  clarify  a  situa- 
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tion  that  has  been  frequently  misunderstood  by  steamship  agents  and 
others  concerned. 

The  requirement  in  paragraph  2  of  the  circular  that  two  uncertified 
copies  of  the  manifest  be  furnished  the  boarding  officer  of  the  Canal 
Zone  customs  service  applies  only  to  vessels  discharging  cargo  at 
Canal  Zone  ports.  Vessels  which  merely  transit  the  Canal  without 
discharging  or  taking  on  cargo  are  not  required  to  furnish  a  copy  of  the 
manifest. 

This  circular  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  consular  invoices  and  bills 
of  lading,  which  should  always  be  secured  on  shipments  to  individuals 
in  the  Republic  of  Panama,  or  to  individuals  in  the  Canal  Zone  not 
connected  with  some  branch  of  the  United  States  Government,  even 
when  such  shipments  arrive  at  Canal  Zone  ports.  Manifests,  which 
pertain  essentiall}^  to  the  ship,  should  not  be  confused  with  invoices 
and  bills  of  lading,  which  pertain  directly  to  the  cargo. 

It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  the  circular  in  question  does  not  lay 
down  a  new  policj^  but  simply  states  the  arrangem.ent  in  effect  since 
the  American  occupation  of  the  Canal  Zone  in  1904.  The  publication 
of  the  circular  has  been  made  necessary  because  of  misunderstandings 
which  have  arisen  from  time  to  time  between  steamship  companies 
and  others  concerned. 


Chamber  cf  Commerce  of  the  British  West  Indies. 

The  American  Consul  at  Trinidad  reports  the  organization  of  the 
Associated  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  British  West  Indies  at  a 
meeting  held  at  Port  of  Spain,  Februarj^  26  to  March  3,  1917.  The 
consul's  report  is  published  in  Commerce  Reports  of  the  Department 
of  Commerce,  April  3.  Reference  is  made  to  the  Panama  Canal  as 
follows: 

There  was  considerable  discussion  over  the  question  of  improvement  of  West  Indian  steamship 
service,  and  the  suggestion  was  advanced  tliat  greater  advantaee  be  taK'en  of  steamers  j'assing  through 
the  Panama  Canal,  which  should  be  induced  to  call  at  the  different  islands.  A  resolution  was  passed 
recommending: 

1 .  That  inquiries  should  be  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  negotiation?  being  entered  into  witha  British 
Sne  of  steamers  running  between  Entdand.  Colon,  and  the  Pacific  with  a  view  of  their  cailir.:-;  at  such 

West  Indian  islands  as  may  be  suitable  for  the  requirements  of  the  West  Indies. 

2.  That. investigation  be  made  as  to  the  ])ossibil!ty  of  arranging  for  a  trans-Atlantic  service  with  the 
United  Kingdom  suitable  for  West  Indian  requirements  when  the  return  to  normal  conditions  makes 
BUch  a  service  practicable. 

3.  That  the  necessity  for  an  improved  passenger  and  cargo  service  with  Canada  be  respectfully 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  of  the  Dominion,  so  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  present  con- 
tract steps  m.ay  be  taken  to  secure  such  improved  service. 

4.  That  in  the  event  of  the  impossibility  of  the  ocean  service  2  and  3  giving  sufficient  facilities  and 
opportunity  for  the  development  of  intercolonial  passenger  and  cargo  traffic  an  intercolonial  steamship 
service  be  provided. 


Nationality  of  Ships  Using  the  Canal. 

There  is  presented  on  the  follo\\ing  page  a  tabulation  of  the  number, 
net  tonnage,  and  cargo  of  ships  of  the  various  nations  using  the  Canal 
from  the  beginning  of  operation  on  August  15,  1914,  up  to  the  beginning 
of  the  calendar  year  1917.  The  British  ships  made  up  1,253  of  the 
total  of  2,781  ships  making  the  transit;  this  was  over  45  per  cent  of  all. 
The  United  States  ships  numbered  896,  or  32.2  per  cent.  The  percent- 
ages of  ships  of  other  nationalities  were,  in  order:  Norwegian,  5.5 
per  cmt:  Chilean,  4.28;  Peruvian,  2.87;  Japanese,  2.44;  Danish, 
1.93;  Dutch,  1.83;  Swedish,  1.57;  Costa  Rican,  .35;  French,  .32; 
Spanish,  .32;  Panaman,  .32;  Russian,  .28;  Hondiiran,  .21:  Italian, 
.17;  Mexican.  .11;  Cuban,  .11;  Argentinan,  .03;  Canadian,  .03; 
Nicaraguan,  .03.    The  table  follows:

The  total  of  the  commodities  listed  above  is  8,714,979  tons.  With 
the  "general  cargo"  they  aggregate  10,495,156  tons,  or  over  90  per 
cent  of  all  goods  (11,652,405  ton.s)  handled  through  the  Canal  in  that 
period. 

Nitrates  made  up  over  23  per  cent  of  the  traffic.  Coal  was  slightly 
over  7  per  cent,  petroleum  over  5  per  cent,  sugar  5  per  cent.  The  fore- 
going, with  manufactured  goods  of  iron  and  steel,  lumber,  barley,  and 
wheat,  constituted  over  half  the  total  traffic.  The  first  ten  commodities 
comprised  nearly  55  per  cent  of  all  goods;  the  first  twenty,  nearly 
64  per  cent;  the  first  thirty,  over  68  per  cent;  the  first  forty,  over 
71  per  cent;  and  the  first  fifty,  over  73  per  cent. 


Increase  in  Parcel  Post  Service  across  the  Isthmus. 

The  report  of  the  Second  Assistant  Postmaster  General  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1916,  contains  a  tabulated  statement  of  the 
number  and  weight  of  parcels  dispatched  and  received  during  the 
year  by  means  of  the  parcels  post  service  which  was  maintained  with 
53  countries  and  colonies.  Practically  all  of  the  mail  between  the 
United  States  and  Bolivia,  Peru,  and  Ecuador  is  handled  by  way  of

the  Canal  Zone,  as  well  as  practically  all  mail  between  the  United 
States  and  the  west  coast  of  Nicaragua,  Salvador,  and  the  Republic 
of  Honduras.

In  connection  with  the  above,  about  half  of  the  mail  between 
Colombia  and  the  United  States,  a  small  part  of  the  mail  of  Argentina, 
and  about  one  dispatch  in  three  from  New  Zealand  for  the  United 
States,  are  pouched  by  way  of  the  Isthmus.  The  business  with 
Colombia  during  the  period  included  80,310  parcels,  weighing  561,524 
pounds,  dispatched  from  the  United  States,  and  1,508  parcels,  weigh- 
ing 5,840  pounds,  received  from  Colombia. 

During  the  year  the  increase  of  weight  of  dispatched  matter  to  all 
countries  was  87.22  per  cent;  to  South  and  Central  America  as  a  whole, 
101.43  per  cent.  To  Honduras,  Salvador,  and  Nicaragua  the  per- 
centages of  increase  A\"ere  2.35,  108.48,  and  65.29,  respectively.  To 
Bolivia  the  increase  was  144  per  cent;  to  Ecuador,  76  per  cent;  to 
Peru,  148  per  cent;  and  to  Chile,  186  per  cent. 

The  business  between  the  United  States  and  Panama  Avas  made  of  up 
20,834  parcels,  weighing  86,587  pounds,  dispatched  and  1,049  parcels, 
weighing  2,628  pounds,  received.  This  was  an  increase  in  weight  of 
parcels  dispatched  amounting  to  40.18  per  cent.  These  figures  are 
for  the  Republic  of  Panama  and  do  not  include  the  business  with  the 
Canal  Zone,  \\hich  is  regarded  as  domestic  business. 


Expeditious  Handling  of  Ships  at  the  Canal. 

The  boarding  officers  of  the  customs  service  who  meet  all  incoming 
ships  at  Balboa  and  Cristobal,  and  have  most  to  do  directly  with  look- 
ing after  the  ships'  needs  in  the  way  of  fuel  and  supplies  or  other  wants, 
have  noted  from  time  to  time  that  the  masters  of  the  vessels  frequently 
remark  on  the  facility  and  promptness  with  which  their  needs  are  met 
and  their  vessels  handled  through  the  Canal.  Several  have  stated 
expressly  that  the  Canal  ports  impose  fewer  delays  on  ships  and  have 
less  of  "red  tape"  in  their  management  than  any  other  large  ports 
that  they  have  ever  visited. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Canal  it  has  been  a  primary  policy  to 
handle  ships  quickly,  to  avoid  delay  and  confusion,  and  to  require  of 
them  no  more  compliance  with  formalities  than  is  essential  to  safety, 
quarantine  protection,  and  accurate  business  conduct.

Treason  and  Misprision  of  Treason. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States — A  Proclamation: 

Whereas,  all  persons  in  the  United  States,  citizens  as  well  as  aliens,  should  be 
informed  of  the  penalties  which  they  will  incur  for  any  failure  to  bear  true  allegiance 
to  the  United  States; 

Now,  Therefore,  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States,  hereby  issue 
this  proclamation  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  following  provisions  of  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  laws  of  the  United  States: 

Section  3  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution  provides,  in  part: 

Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against  them, 
or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies,  giving  them  Aid  and  Comfort. 

The  Criminal  Code  of  the  United  States  provides: 

Section  1.  Whoever,  owing  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  levies  war  against  them, 
or  adheres  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  arid  comfort  within  the  United  States  or 
elsewhere,  is  guilty  of  treason. 

Sec.  2.  Whoever  is  convicted  of  treason  shall  suffer  death;  or,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  five  years  and  fined  not  less  than  ten  thous- 
and dollars,  to  be  levied  on  and  collected  out  of  any  or  all  of  his  property,  real  and 
personal,  of  which  he  was  the  owner  at  the  time  of  committing  such  treason,  any  sale 
or  conveyance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  and  every  person  so  convicted  of 
treason  shall,  moreover,  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever,  owing  allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  having  knowledge  of 
the  commission  of  any  treason  against  them,  conceals  and  does  not,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
disclose  and  make  known  the  same  to  the  President  or  to  some  judge  of  the  United 
States,  or  to  the  governor  or  to  .some  judge  or  justice  of  a  particular  State,  is  guilty 
of  misprision  of  treason  and  shall  be  imprisoned  not  more  than  seven  years,  and  fined 
not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars. 
•  Sec.  6.  If  two  or  more  persons  in  any  State  or  Territory,  or  in  any  place  subject  to 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  conspire  to  overthrow,  put  down,  or  to  destroy 
by  force  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  to  levy  war  against  them,  or  to 
oppose  by  force  the  authority  thereof,  or  by  force  to  prevent,  hinder,  or  delay  the 
execution  of  any  law  of  the  United  States,  or  by  force  to  seize,  take,  or  possess  any 
property  of  the  United  States  contrary  to  the  authority  thereof,  they  shall  each  be 
fined  not  more  than  live  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  years,  or 
both. 

The  courts  of  the  United  States  have  stated  the  following  acts  to  be  treasonable: 

The  use  or  attempted  use  of  any  force  or  violence  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  or  ius  military  or  naval  forces; 

The  acquisition,  use,  or  disposal  of  any  property  with  knowledge  that  it  is  to  be, 
or  with  intent  that  it  shall  be,  of  assistance  to  the  enemy  in  their  hostilities  against 
the  United  States; 

The  performance  of  any  act  or  the  publication  of  statements  or  information  which 
will  give  or  supply,  in  any  way,  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States; 

The  direction,  aiding,  counseling,  or  countenancing  of  any  of  the  foregoing  acts. 

Such  acts  are  held  to  be  treasonable  whether  committed  within  the  United  States  or 
elsewhere;  whether  committed  by  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  by  an  alien 
domiciled,  or  residing,  in  the  United  States,  inasmuch  as  resident  aliens,  as  well  as 
citizens,  owe  allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  its  laws. 

Any  such  citizen  or  alien  who  has  knowledge  of  the  commission  of  such  acts  and 
conceals  and  does  not  make  known  the  facts  to  the  officials  named  in  Section  3  of  the 
Pen.ll  Code  is  guilty  of  misprision  of  treason. 

And  I  hereby  proclaim  and  warn  all  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  all  aliens, 
owing  allegiance  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  abstain  from  committing 
any  and  all  acts  wihch  would  constitute  a  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  herein  set  forth; 
and  I  further  proclaim  and  warn  all  persons  who  may  commit  such  acts  that  they  will 
be  vigorously  prosecuted  therefor. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed.

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Ships'  Manifests  of  Incoming  Cargo. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Bai.boa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  April  21,  1917. 
Circular  No.  679-2: 

1.  The  porfs  of  Balboa  and  Cristobal  in  the  Canal  Zone  are  entirely  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  Government,  and  no  vessels  discharging  cargo  at 
these  ports,  even  Avhen  a  part  of  the  cargo  is  consigned  to  the  Republic  of  Panama, 
need  produce  a  "sobordo"  or  manifest  certified  by  the  Panaman  Consul  at  the  port 
of  sliipment. 

2.  Vessels  entering  at  Balboa  and  at  Cristobal  are  not  required  to  furnish  either  a 
complete  or  a  partial  manifest  certified  by  a  Panaman  Consul.  However,  they  are 
required  to  furnish  two  uncertified  copies  of  the  manifest  to  the  boarding  officer 
representing  the  Canal  Zone  customs  service.  One  of  these  copies  is  transmitted  to 
the  authorities  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  for  their  information  by  the  authorities  of 
The  Panama  Canal. 

3.  When  desired  by  masters,  manifests  of  cargo  to  be  discharged  at  Canal  Zone 
ports  may  be  certified  by  American  consular  officers  or  United  States  customs  officials, 
who  are  the  only  persons  authorized  to  make  such  certification.

Exclusion  of  Undesirable  Persons. 

The  Panama  Canal,  B^vleoa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  April  25,  1917. 
Circular  No.  714: 

Under  the  authority  contained  in  Section  11  of  the  Executive  Order  of  February  6, 
1917,  relating  to  the  exclusion  of  undesirable  persons,  the  following  rules  are  establish- 
ed: 

1.  The  Division  of  Quarantine  shall  be  charged  with  the  exclusion  of  undesirable 
persons  referred  to  in  the  Executive  Order,  except  incases  relating  to  the  deportation 
of  persons  who  are  deported  from  the  Canal  Zone  for  violations  of  the  penal  laws,  in» 
which  cases  the  deportation  shall  be  effected  through  the  Police  and  Fire  Division. 

2.  When  a  person  coming  within  any  of  the  undesirable  classes  shall  arrive  at  a 
Canal  Zone  port  and  shall  desire  to  cross  the  Canal  Zone  in  transit  to  another  country, 
the  agreement  in  writing  required  under  Section  2  of  the  above  mentioned  Executive 
Order  from  the  owner,  or  master  of,  or  person  or  interest  controlling  the  vessel  upon 
which  such  person  arrives  shall  be  secured  by  the  Quarantine  Officer. 

3.  The  consent  required  by  Section  4  of  the  above  mentioned  Executive  Order, 
relating  to  the  exclusion  of  undesirables,  before  a  member  of  the  crew  of  any  vessel 
shall  be  paid  off  and  discharged  at  any  port  of  the  Canal  Zone,  may  be  granted  by  any 
Quarantine  Officer,  and  in  all  such  cases  the  Quarantine  Officer  shall  adviss  the  master 
or  person  in  charge  of  the  vessel,  or  cause  him  to  be  advised,  that  such  vessel  shall  be 
liable  for  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  maintenance  and  deportation  of  such  seaman 
from  the  Canal  Zone  in  the  event  of  the  seaman  becoming  a  public  charge;  and  no 
such  seaman  shall  be  discharged  at  any  port  of  the  Canal  Zone  from  an  American 
vessel  by  the  Shipping  Commissioner  or  Deputy  Shipping  Commissioner  until  the  con- 
sent of  a  Quarantine  Officer  is  obtained,  as  herein  provided,  to  perm.it  such  member 
of  the  ship's  crew  to  enter  and  remain  in  the  Canal  Zone.  f 

In  the  discharge  of  seamen  from  foreign  vessels,  consuls  accredited  to  the  Republic 
of  Panama  or  to  the  Canal  Zone,  or  both,  shall  be  guided  by  this  section. 

4.  These  rules  shall  become  effective  at  once.

Exclusion  of  Chinese. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  April  25  1917. 
Circular  No.  714-1: 

Under  the  authority  contained  in  Section  8  of  the  Executive  Order  of  February  6, 
1917,  relating  to  the  exclusion  of  Chinese,  the  following  rules  are  established: 

1.  The  Bureau  of  Customs  of  The  Panama  Canal  shall  be  charged  with  the  exclusion 
of  Chinese  referred  to  in  the  Executive  Order. 

2.  The  descriptive  list  of  Chinese  required  of  masters  of  vessels  stopping  at  Canal 
Zone  ports  under  Section  4  of  the  Executive  Order  above  mentioned  shall  be  secured 
by  the  boarding  in,spector  of  the  Bureau  of  Customs.  In  cases  of  transient  Chinese 
persons  whose  destination  is  a  place  in  the  Republic  of  Panam.a,  the  descriptive  list 
shall  be  .secured  in  duplicate  as  to  such  persons,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector  to  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  Panama. 
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3.  When  Chinese  persons  arriving  at  Balboa  desire  to  enter  the  Republic  of  Panama 
their  papers  shall  be  at  once  taken  up  by  the  boarding  inspector  of  the  Bureau  of 
Customs  and  taken  personally  by  a  Canal  Zone  customs  inspector  to  the  Secretary  of 
Foreign  Affairs  of  Panama,  so  that  the  latter  may  specify,  in  writing,  which  Chinese 
persons  of  those  mentioned  in  the  list  may  be  entitled  to  entry  into  the  Republic  of 
Panama.  The  list  of  names  shall  then  be  returned  to  the  customs  office  of  The  Panama 
Canal  by  the  Canal  Zone  customs  inspector,  and  the  Chinese  persons  whose  names 
have  been  specified  in  writing  by  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  Panama,  or  under 
his  authority,  as  being  entitled  to  entry  into  the  Republic  of  Panama  shall  be  turned 
over  by  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector,  or  under  his  authority,  at  his  office,  to  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Panaman  customs  service  or  police  force  upon  presentation  of  a  written 
request  from  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs  or  Under-Secretary  of  Foreign  Affairs. 
Any  Chinese  persons  who  are  refused  entry  into  the  Republic  of  Panama  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  disembark. 

4.  When  a  Chinese  person  arriving  at  a  Canal  Zone  port  desires  to  disembark  from 
the  vessel  upon  which  he  arrives  and  pass  through  the  Canal  Zone  in  transit  to  another 
country,  he  shall  be  detained  in  a  Canal  Zone  police  station,  or  other  place  designated 
by  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector,  until  the  date  of  departure  of  the  vessel  upon  which 
he  intends  to  sail:  Provided,  that  such  person  may  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the 
Canal  Zone  without  being  detained  until  the  date  of  departure  of  the  vessel  upon  which 
he  intends  to  sail  if  he  gives  bond  or  makes  other  arrangements  satisfactory  to  the 
Chief  Customs  Inspector,  with  the  approval  of  the  Fxecutive  Secretary.  On  the  date 
of  sailing  the  Chinese  person  shall  be  accompanied  to  the  vessel  upon  which  he  is  to 
take  his  departure  and  be  turned  over  by  a  customs  inspector  or  a  police  officer  of  The 
Panama  Canal  to  the  master  or  person  in  charge  of  the  vessel,  who  will  thereupon 
assume  responsibility  for  the  departure  of  such  Chinese  person  from  the  Canal  Zone. 

5.  These  rules  shall  become  effective  on  April  29,  1917.

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  below  normal  everywhere  except  at  Gamboa,  Gatun, 
and  Brazos  Brook.  Totals  ranged  from  .56  inch  at  the  Indio  station  on  the  upper 
Chagres,  to  9.84  inches  at  Gatim.  The  greatest  amount  of  precipitation  recorded  on 
any  one  day  was  6.63  inches,  at  Gatun  on  April  2S.  This  and  5.15  inches  at  Brazos 
Brook  on  the  same  day  were  the  only  daily  rains  in  excess  of  four  inches.  Pvainy 
season  conditions  began  over  the  Isthmus  on  the  27th,  and  continued  until  the  close 
of  the  month. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  basin  was  3.20  inches,  or  24  per  cent 
below  the  7-year  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres  River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was 
1.16  inches,  or  71  per  cent  below  the  16-year  mean. 

The  air  temperature,  relative  humidity,  and  surface  temperature  of  the  sea  water 
were  below  normal  on  both  coasts,  while  the  baromet^c  pressure  was  slightly  above 
the  normal. 

The  daytime  cloudiness  was  above  normal  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  below  on  the 
Pacific,  while  the  wind  movement  was  normal  on  the  Pacific  side  and  above  on  the 
Atlantic.  The  evaporation  was  over  an  inch  above  the  average  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
but  below  the  average  on  the  Atlantic  and  over  Gatun  Lake. 

No  fogs  were  observed  on  either  coast,  but  a  few  fogs  occurred  at  interior  stations. 
Of  those  observed,  33  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m.,  and  all  lifted  or  were 
dissipated  by  7.45  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Mean  fcr 
the  month,  83.67;  maximum,  on  the  1st,  84. 2t);  minimum,  on  the  27th,  83.14. 
Evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  6.514  inches.

Laundry  Operations. 

Effective  Monday,  April  30,  all  laundry  from  Pedro  Miguel  and  Paraiso  is  being 
handled  at  the  Ancon  laundry  instead  of  the  Cristobal  laundry,  as  heretofore. 

The  former  plant  has  for  several  weeks  been  handling  work  from  the  Army 
camps  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Canal.  It  is  the  intention  to  take  care  of  laundry  from 
all  points  south  of  Gatun  at  the  Ancon  laundry  as  soon  as  possible,  and  it  is  believed 
that  this  service  can  be  put  in  effect  before  the  end  of  May. 

During  the  week  of  April  23  a  panel  control  board  and  motors  were  installed  in  the 
Ancon  plant,  all  machinery  being  electrically  driven.  Seven  new  washing  machines, 
six  extractors,  two  driers,  and  six  garment  presses  were  set  up.  All  the  equipment 
has  now  been  received  with  the  exception  of  six  additional  garment  presses,  delivery 
of  which  has  been  promised  for  the  near  future. 

r  The  amount  of  work  performed  by  the  commissary  laundries  has  increased  in  no 
small  degree  during  the  past  six  months,  due  to  the  greater  number  of  steamships 
sending  linen  to  the  plants  and  to  the  heavier  returns  from  individuals  since  the 
charge  account  system  was  inaugurated.  Distributing  the  work  as  planned  will  be  to 
the  benefit  of  all  patrons,  as  it  will  relieve  the  Cristobal  laundry,  which  has  been 
operating  over  capacit}',  and  will  enable  customers  to  receive  back  their  packages  in 
less  time  than  was  required  formerly. 

Owing  to  the  authority  exercised  by  the  British  Government  in  matters  of  expor- 
tation, the  failure  of  the  dealer  to  secure  permission  to  make  shipment  has  caused  the 
cancellation  of  all  orders  for  a  brand  of  Worcestershire  sauce  and  a  brand  of  tea. 
The  commissary  purchasing  agent  in  New  York  will  endeavor  to  secure  the  items  in 
the  local  market,  and  if  not  possible  to  do  so,  will  make  suitable  substitution. 

The  cotton  lisle  hose  in  men's  wear,  at  13  cents,  in  black,  white,  and  tan,  is  meet- 
ing with  approval  from  purchasers. 

The  stock  of  poultry  at  the  chicken  farm  at  Mindi  is  being  gradually  increased,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  within  a  few  months  fresh  eggs  may  be  obtained  ia  sufficient  quan- 
tities to  warrant  offering  them  for  sale  in  all  commissaries. 


Arrangments  arc  now  being  made  by  the  Commissary  Division  to  operate  a  hog 
farm  and  slaughter  house.  The  stock  is  being  imported  from  Colombia,  and  the 
first  shipment  is  expected  to  arrive  by  the  next  trip  of  the  steamsiiip  Caribbean.  The 
farm  is  located  in  the  Mount  Hope  district  at  a  point  on  the  new  Margarita  Road, 
about  one  mile  north  of  where  it  joins  the  main  road  from  Mount  Hope  to  Gatun.  It 
is  believed  that  the  products  from  the  farm  can,  in  time,  be  offered  for  sale  at  prices 
considerably  lower  than  are  now  being  charged  for  similar  products  imported  from 
the  United  States. 
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Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  Commissary  Division  will  receive  each 
week  a  shipment  of  two  brands  of  chocolates  and  bon  bons.  In  addition  to  these  new 
lines,  alternate  weekly  shipments  of  other  brands  will  be  received.  All  brands  will  be 
carried  both  in  one-pound  and  half-pound  boxes. 

Notice  has  been  received  from  the  Quaker  Oats  Company  to  the  effect  that  several 
of  the  products  of  this  concern  will  be  delayed  in  shipment,  owing  to  the  transporta- 
tion conditions  at  the  present  time.  It  is  expected,  however  that  regular  shipments 
can  be  resumed  not  later  than  May  1. 

Salted  filberts  at  21  cents  a  jar  may  now  be  obtained  at  the  candy  counters  in 
all  retail  stores. 

Sherbet  glasses  in  papular  plated  silverware  are  being  carried  as  a  regular  item 
of  stock  in  the  hardware  department. 

Men's  belts  in  white,  black,  and  tan  are  procurable  in  the  men's  wear  department 
of  all  stores  at  25  cents. 


The  following  articles  are  now  manufactured  or  bottled  in  the  industrial  laboratory: 
Household  ammonia;  antisepticus;  alcohol,  denatured;  bay  rum;  almond,  lemon, 
mapeline,  orange,  pineapple,  raspberry,  strawberry,  and  vanilla  extracts;  lime  juice; 
honey;  menticol; mapeline  syrup;rose  water;  silad  oil;  sugar  cane  syrup;  champagne 
cider,  club,  cream,  Dr.  Pepper,  ginger  ale,  lemon,  limko,  root  beer,  strawberry, 
sansaparilla  soda  waters;  liquid  soap,  office  paste  (not  sold  in  commissaries);  soft 
soap  (for  use  in  laundries  at  Cristobal  and  Ancon). 

Experiments  are  contantly  being  conducted  and  new  items  are  placed  on  sale  from 
time  to  time. 


Recipes. 

Boiled  o^ra— Remove  the  ends  and  boil  the  pods  20  minutes  in  salted  water. 
Serve  with  butter  as  a  vegetable.    Okras  may  also  be  stewed  with  tomatoes. 

Coconut  rice — Two  cups  of  coconut  cream  (diluted),  two  tablespoons  of  sugar,  one- 
half  teaspoon  of  ginger  or  ginger  root,  and  one  cup  of  rice.  Boil  for  one  hour  in  a 
double  boiler. 

Pineapple  dainty — Over  shredded  pineapple  pour  a  thin  hot  tapioca,  cover  with 
meringue,  garnish  vvith  cherries,  and  serve  cold. 

Electric  Sewing  Machines  and  Motors. 

Electric  portable  sewing  machines,  price  $30.40  each,  were  shipped  to  the  following 
commissaries  on  April  27:   Cristobal,  Gatun,  Pedro  Miguel,  Ancon,  Balboa. 

Sewing  machine  motors,  price  $13.80,  are  on  hand  in  the  wholesale  hardware  section 
subject  to  orders. 

Complaints  Regarding  Grape  Jelly. 

Complaints  have  been  received  recently  to  the  effect  that  a  certain  brand  of  grape 
jelly  contains  small  crystals  that  look  like  grains  of  sugar,  and  which  some  ot  our 
customers  thought  might  be  fine  particles  of  glass.  Samples  were  forwarded  to  the 
laboratory  of  the  Health  Department  at  Ancon  for  analysis,  and  the  following  report 
was  made: 

"The  fine  particles  in  suspension  in  the  jelly  are  potassium  bitartrate,  or  cream 
of  tartar,  a  natural  product  of  grapes."

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Lak2  Elevation  and  Rainfall  during  Past  Dry  Season. 

The  dry  season  (January  to  April,  inclusive)  of  1917  was  unusually 
dry,  the  dryest  since  1912.  Vegetation  in  open  spaces  turned  brown 
and  grass  and  forest  fires  were  of  frequent  occurrence.  The  rainfall 
over  the  Canal  Zone  was  slightly  more  than  half  of  the  normal  dry 
season  precipitation.  The  discharge  of  the  Chagres  River  at  Alhajuela 
was  less  than  half  the  normal,  as  determined  by  an  average  for  the 
preceding  16  years. 

Gatun  Lake,  the  surface  of  which  stood  at  86.69  feet  above  sealevel 
on  January  1,  reached  a  minimum  elevation  of  83.14.  This  was^a 
lowering  of  3  feet  6  3-5  inches. 

Traffic  through  the  Canal  was  heavier  than  usual;  the  total  number 
of  lockages  in  the  four  months  of  the  season  was  634  at  Gatun  and  695 
at  Pedro  Miguel,  averaging  respectively  158.5  and  173.75  per  month. 
From  May  to  December,  inclusive,  they  had  aggregated  1,042  at 
Gatun  and  1,095  at  Pedro  Miguel,  averaging  respectively  130.25  and 
136.87  per  month. 

The  lockages  at  Gatun  and  Pedro  Miguel  together  numbered  1,334 
during  the  four  months  of  the  dry  season,  an  average  of  11.12  per  day. 
It  has  been  calculated  that  it  would  have  been  possible  to  have  made 
17.24  lockages  a  day  and  finished  the  season  with  an  elevation  of  81 
feet  in  the  lake,  or  to  have  made  27.5  per  day  (about  two  and  one-half 
times  as  many  as  were  made)  and  finished  with  an  elevation  of  79  feet. 
With  a  surface  elevation  of  79  feet  in  the  lake  the  minimum  depth  in 
the  completed  Canal  channel  would  be  39  feet. 

Details  of  the  conditions  during  the  past  season  have  been  supplied 
by  the  Chief  Hydrographer  as  follows: 

The  Chagres  River  discharge  at  Alhajuela  was  49  per  cent  below  the  16-year  dry- 
season  normal,  or  686  cubic  feet  per  second,  against  a  normal  of  1,343  cubic  feet  per 
second,  and  furnished  51  per  cent  of  the  Gatun  Lake  total  yield. 

The  dry  season  discharge  and  rainfall  at  Alhajuela  for  various  years  are  given  in 
the  following  table:

The  Gatun  Lake  watershed  total  j'ield  was  35  per  cent  below  the  7-year  dry  season 
normal,  or  L348  cubic  feet  per  second  against  a  normal  of  2,076  cubic  feet  per  second. 

The  maximum  dry  season  total  yield  was  4,158  cubic  feet  per  second,  in  1915,  and 
the  minimum  total  yield  was  892  cubic  feet  per  second,  in  1912.  Gatun  Lake.varied 
from  an  elevation  of  86.70  on  January  2  to  83.14  on  April  27,faveraged  85. 20,  and 
ended  at  83.42  at  midnight  of  April  '30. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  storage  of  14,720  million  cubic  feet.  There  were  lockages 
as  follows:    Gatun  634;    Pedro  Miguel,  695. 

With  the  useful  losses  as  they  were  during  the  dry  season  and  having  the  lake  at 
plus  81  feet  on  May  1,  it  would  have  been  possible  to  have  had  2,068.8  lockages,  or 
17.24  lockages  per  day.    To  have  had  the  lake  at  elevation  plus  79  on  May  1,  it  would 
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have  been  possible  to  have  had  3,311.6  lockages,  or  27.5  lockages  per  day,  assuming 
seven  million  cubic  feet  per  lockage. 

The  rainfall  was  below  the  average  throughout  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  following  table  presents  a  comparison  at  selected  stations  of  the  accumulated 
rainfall  from  January  to  April,  inclusive,  and  the  average  accumulated  rainfall  for 
the  same  period:

Requests  for  Inspection  of  Household  Goods. 

The  attention  of  employees  is  invited  by  the  Chief  of  the  Division 
of  Civil  Affairs  to  his  memorandum  concerning  the  inspection  of  house- 
hold goods  and  goods  of  American  manufacture  to  be  returned  to  the 
United  States,  which  was  published  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record 
of  September  27,  1916.  It  appears  that  many  of  the  employees  when 
making  out  form  PC  339-3  (request  for  employees'  freight  rate)  for 
shipments  to  theUnited  States,  insert  the  day  and  hour  when  goods  will 
be  ready  for  inspection,  without  having  previously  made  inquiry  as  to 
whether  a  customs  inspector  will  be  available  at  that  time.  Before 
this  form  is  made  out  persons  living  north  of  Gamboa  should  telephone 
the  Chief  Customs  Inspector  at  Cristobal  (telephone  No.  172,  Colon), 
and  those  residing  at  or  south  of  Gamboa  should  make  arrangements 
in  advance  with  the  Chief  Customs  Inspector  at  Balboa  (telephone 
No.  35,  Pacific  Terminal).  The  time  decided  upon  should  then  be 
inserted  in  the  proper  place  on  the  form  in  some  such  manner  as, 
"Arranged  for  May  31  at  9  a.  m." 

Requests  for  inspection  should  be  made  several  days  prior  to  the 
time  of  inspection,  and  no  goods  should  be  packed  before  the  arrival 
of  the  customs  inspector.  Requests  for  inspections  on  Sundays,  holi- 
days, during  the  noon  rest  period,  and  after  5  o'clock  on  working  days 
can  not  be  granted. 
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Restrictions  on  Boats  in  Balboa  Harbor. 

The  Captain  of  the  Port  at  Balboa  has  issued  the  following  notice 
concerning  the  restricted  area  in  Balboa  Harbor: 

All  boats,  including  launches,  cayucas,  pangas,  etc.,  whether  used  for  fishing  or 
other  purposes,  except  those  that  may  be  listed  by  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Balboa 
as  proper  for  entrance  to  or  exit  from  the  Canal,  and  those  brought  in  by  pilots,  are

prohibited  from  entering  or  remaining  in  the  restricted  area  described  below  and 
shown  on  the  accompanying  sketch: 

Inner  limit— Line  joining  Guinea  Point  with  inner  end  of  causeway. 

Outer  limit — Line  from  Venado  Beach  through  Venado  Island,  through  Cocoviceta 
Rock,  through  Tortola  Island,  through  the  three  dumping  buoys,  thence  an  arc  of 
circle  with  one  mile  radius  from  San  Jose  Rock,  thence  to  Tres  Hermanos  Rocks, 
thence  following  international  boundary  to  the  shore  near  Mala  Point. 

Boats  entering  this  testricted  area  in  violation  of  the  above  are  liable  to  be  fired 
upon. 

Insurance  Business  in  the  Canal  Zone  in  1916. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  insurance  business  transacted  in  the 
Canal  Zone  during  the  period  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1916. 
All  insurance  laws  of  the  Canal  Zone  are  contained  in  Executive  Orders 
issued  March  12,  1907,  and  October  15,  1909.  Effective  April  1,  1914, 
the  office  of  the  Collector  of  Revenues  was  abolished  and,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Executive  Order  of  Januar}^  27,  1914,  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  The  Panama  Canal  is  charged  with  the  duties  of  the 
former  Collector  of  Revenues: 

The  following  insurance  companies,  having  complied  with  the  laws,  were  authorized 
to  transact  business  and  did  transact  business  in  the  Canal  Zone  during  the  year  1916: 

American  Surety  Company  of  New  York,  New  York,  N.  Y. ;  Home  Life  Insurance 
Company,  New  York,  N.  Y.;  Illinois  Surety  Company,  Chicago,  111.;  Manufacturers 
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Life  Insurance  Company,  Toronto,  Ont.;  Maryland  Casualty  Company,  Baltimore, 
Md.;  Pan-American  Life  Insurance  Company,  New  Orleans,  La.;  United  States 
Fidelity  &  Guaranty  Co.,  Baltimore,  Md.  During  the  year  the  Illinois  Surety  Com- 
pany went  into  the  hands  of  a  receiver  and  the  business  done  by  the  company  in  the 
Canal  Zone  covers  the  period  from  January  1,  1916,  to  April  19,  1916,  only.

No  fire,  marine,  or  tornado  insurance  companies  did  business  in  the  Canal  Zone  in 
1916. 

The  absence  of  fire  insurance  companies  is  due  to  the  fact  that  practically  all  real 
estate  in  the  Canal  Zone  is  owned  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  which 
does  not  insure  its  property.  The  fire'losses  have  been  kept  down  to  a  remarkably  low 
figure  by  the  Canal  Zone  fire  department. 

In  the  report  for  1915,  a  statement  of  the  population  of  the  Canal  Zone  was  given, 
based  on  the  police  census  of  July,  1915,  showing  a  total  of  appro.ximately  30,000, 
divided  roughly  as  ff^llows: 

Three  thousand  five  hundred  Americans,  mostly  employees;  6,000  soldiers  and 
officers  of  military  organizations;  9,600  male  aliens,  mostly  emploj'ees;  3,500  Ameri- 
can women  and  children,  consisting  of  female  employees  and  families  of  employees 
and  military  men:  7,400  alien  women  and  children,  consisting  largely  of  families  of 
employees. 

The  police  census  for  June,  1916,  shows  a  total  population  of  31,048  in  the  Canal 
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Zone,  an  increase  of  about  1,000  over  the  previous  year.   The  census  of  June,  1916, 
shows  the  following  approximate  divisions: 

Three  thousand  six  hundred  Americans,  mostly  employees;  7,450  soldiers  and  officers 
of  military  organizations;  9,250  mala  aliens,  mostly  employees;  3,703  American 
women  and  children,  consisting  of  female  employees  and  families  of  employees  and 
military  men;  7,000  alien  women  and  children,  consisting  largely  of  families  of 
employees. 

War  Rslief  Fund. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Mr.  William  Jennings  Price,  the  Ameri- 
can Minister  to  Panama;  Mr.  H.  A.  A.  Smith,  Auditor  of  The  Panama 
Canal;  and  Lieut.  Col.  W.  H.  Wilson,  Medical  Corps,  United  States 
Army.,  head  of  the  medical  service  for  the  troops  on  the  Isthmus,  has 
been  designated  to  solicit  and  forward  contributions  to  a  war  relief 
fund  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  ot  the  American  Red  Cross 
for  the  benefit  of  the  military  forces  and  their  families. 


Use  of  the  Parcels  Post  for  Shipments  from  the  United  States. 

Employees  of  the  Government  may  frequently  save  themselves 
the  trouble  and  annoyance  usually  experienced  in  securing  delivery 
of  express  shipments  from  the  United  States  by  using  the  parcel  post 
mail  service.  Parcels  weighing  up  to  20  pounds  may  be  sent  to  the 
Canal  Zone  from  the  United  States  by  parcel  post.  The  delivery  of 
such  mail  is  prompt,  as  postmasters  are  authorized  to  approve  free 
entry  requests  for  employees.  When  ordering  goods  from  the  United 
States  employees  should  advise  shippers  to  forward  anything  within 
the  weight  limit  by  parcel  post.

Use  of  Official  Vehicles  and  Animal  Trans- 
portation. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
ExECUTn,'E  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  May  10,  1917. 
Circular  No.  715: 

1.  Official  vehicles  of  all  classes,  whetlier  auto- 
mobiles, motorcycles,  carria&es,  .speeders,  or 
any  other  form  of  transportation,  are  intended 
strictly  for  official  business,  and  their  use  for  any 
other  purpose  is  prohibited.  The  carrying  of 
employees  to  and  from  their  residences  and 
reijiilar  place  of  employment  is  not  considered 
official  business. 

2.  Heads  of  departments  and  divisions  will 
furnish  the  Chief  Quartermaster  with  the  names 
of  employees  who  are  authorized  to  call  on  district 
quartermasters  for  such  transportation  as  is 
furnished  by  the  Supply  Department.  All 
vehicles  shall  be  released  at  the  earliest  practicable 
tnon'ent,  in  order  that  sufficient  tiansportation 
may  be  kept  on  hand  to  meet  the  demands. 

3.  The  use  of  saddle  animals  will  be  governed 
by  the  same  regulations.

Pay   Status  of  Employees  on  Active  Duty 
with  Reserve  Military  Forces. 

The  Panama  Can.\l, 
Executive  Department, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  May  9,  1917. 
Heads  of  Departments  and  Divisions: 

The  following  memorandum,  submitted  to  me 
by  the  Auditor,  is  quoted  for  the  information  of 
all  concerned: 

"A  decision  of  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
has  been  received  which  modifies  the  construc- 
tion placed  by  this  office  upon  the  pay  status  of 
employees  of  The  Panam.a  Canal  while  perform- 
ing active  duty  in  either  the  Army  or  Naval 
Reserve  forces.  The  Comptroller  has  held  that 
an  employee  of  The  Panama  Canal  receiving 
active  duty  pay  with  the  Army  or  Naval  Reserves 
cannot  be  oaid  leave  pay  by  The  Panama  Canal 
unless  the  combined  pay  of  the  two  positions  does 
not  exceed  S2.C0()  per  annum.  An  employee  of 
The  Panama  Canal  who  desires  to  enter  on  active 
duty  in  the  Army  or  Naval  R-eserves,  where  his 
present  pay  and  the  active  duty  pay  will  c.'cceed 


$2,000  per  annum    (retainer  pay   is   excluded) 
must  elect  either  to — 

"1.  Resign  and  receive  his  leave  pay  as  a  cash 
payment,  or 

"2.  Take  leave  without  pay  for  such  period 
as  may  be  reasonably  granted  by  The  Panama 
Canal. 

"If  the  first  alternative  is  adopted,  an  employee 
who  returns  to  duty  within  the  time  which  may 
be  agreed  upon  in  writing  by  The  Panama  Canal, 
will  be  permitted  to  retain  his  rights  to  quarters 
and  other  general  privileges  so  that  the  only 
effect  will  be  to  cause  a  break  in  the  service  of  the 
employee.  None  of  the  employee's  present  rights 
will  be  affected  in  any  way. 

"If  the  second  option  is  adopted,  the  employee 
will  retain  the  right  to  take  leave  due  him  under 
the  regulations  at  some  future  date,  or  to  receive 
payment  in  cash  commutations  therefor  at  the 
time  of  separation  from  the  service.  The  inaxi- 
mum  amount  of  leave  which  may  be  taken  is  of 
course  fixed  by  the  regulations  and  cannot  be 
varied. 

"Any  employee  who  enters  on  active  duty  in 
the  reserve  forces  and  then  is  detailed  for  duty 
with  The  Panama  Canal,  as,  for  example,  officers 
of  tu&boats  which  continue  in  The  Panama  Canal 
service,  will  receive  Panama  Canal  pay  less  the 
amount  paid  by  the  Army  or  Navy,  as  authorized 
by  Tlie  Panama  Canal  Act. 

"Employees  now  on  active  duty  in  the  Army 
or  Naval  Reserves  will  be  carried  on  leave  without 
pay  from  the  date  they  entered  on  such  duty, 
until  they  have  the  opportunity  of  deciding 
whether  they  will  continue  in  such  status  or  will 
resign  from  The  Panama  Canal  service  alid 
receive  the  cash  commutation."

Memorandum  for  owners  of  prhaic  hoats — Boats 
listed  bv  the  Port  Captain.  Balboa,  as  proper  for 
entrance  to  or  exit  from  the  Canal,  bouml  out 
will  keep  in  the  Canal  pri.sm  unti  passint  Buoys 
1  and  ">.  and  in  an  extension  of  the  Canal  prism 
until  passing  the  outer  limit  ol  the  restricted  area; 
and  boats  bound  in  w  li  go  to  the  patrol  boat  off 
Taboguilla  Island  and  then  enter  the  restricted 
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area  in  an  extension  of  the  Canal  prism  until  they 
are  inside  of  Buoys  13  and  14. 

Owners  or  operators  o:  boats  listed  by  the  Port 
Captain.  Balboa,  who  desire  to  leave  the  harbor 
between  sunrise  and  sunset  on  Sundays  or  holi- 
days, must  report  by  telephone  or  in  person  to  the 
Port  Captain's-  office  before  scarting  out.  stating 
what  time  they  desii  c  to  leave  and  what  time  they 
expect  to  return  from  outside  through  the  re- 
stricted area,  givirif;  the  name  of  the  responsible 
Canal  employee  who  will  be  in  the  party.  No 
boats,  except  Government  owned  boats,  even 
though  listed  by  the  Port  Captain's  office,  Balboa, 
will  be  allowed  in  the  restricted  area  except  dur- 
ing daylight  on  Sundays  and  holidays,  and  then 
only  as  stated  above.  Upon  their  return  to  Balboa 
boat  owners  must  report  by  telephone  to  the 
Captain  of  the  Port's  ofifice,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  their  arrival  inside  the  harbor,  giving  the 
name  of  their  boat. 

Boats,  in  order  to  be  listed,  must  be  owned 
and  operated  by  responsible  Canal  or  United 
States  Government  employees,  and  owners  must 
furnish  a  detailed  description  of  the  boat  as  she 
will  be  rigged,  passing  in  and  out  through  the 
restricted  area,  giving  the  number  of  her  license 
tag. 

Every  boat  passing  in  or  out  through  the  re- 
stricted area  must  fly  her  national  flag.

School  Gardens. 

The  Pan.mvia  Canal, 
Executive  Department, 
DrvisiON  OF  Schools, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  May  7,  1917. 

Toprincipals  and  lejchfrs — The  Commissioner  of 
Education  has  started  a  movement  in  the  United 
States  to  have  every  school  boy  and  girl  over  nine 
years  of  age  cultivate  a  garden  in  the  back  yard 
of  the  home  and  on  available  vacant  lots.  Great 
interest  has  been  stimulated  in  this  movement  in 
all  parts  of  the  country.  The  Commissioner 
says,  as  an  introduction  to  a  circular  letter  on  this 
subject: 

"As  a  result  of  the  waste  of  nearly  three  years 
of  war.  and  of  the  decreased  production  of  these 
years  throughout  the  world,  the  supp'y  of  foods 
for  the  world  as  compared  with  the  demand  is 
less  than  it  has  been  for  more  than  half  a  century, 
and  food  prices  are  higher  than  they  have  been 
since  the  war  between  the  States.  As  a  result 
of  the  entering  of  the  United  States  into  the  world 
war,  many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men  will  be 
drawn  into  the  army  and  the  navy,  and  hundreds 
of  thousands  more  will  be  employed  in  munition 
plants  and  in  other  industries  directly  connected 
with  military  preparation.  Yet,  from  our  fields 
and  orchards  and  gardens  we  must  feed  and  clothe 
our  hundred  million  of  men,  women,  and  children, 
supply  our  armies,  and  feed  a  large  part  of  the 
population  of  Europe,  where  the  draft  from  the 
farms  has  been  much  larger  and  the  need  is  far 
greater  than  here.' 

There  is  no  better  way  for  school  children  and 
teachers  to  serve  their  country  during  the  present 
war  than  by  cultivating  school  gardens.  Patriotic 
citizenship  can  not  be  taught  in  our  schools  more 
effectively  than  by  having  each  pupil  actually 
doing  something  for  his  country. 

On  the  Canal  Zone  a  good  many  dollars'  worth 
of  garden  produce  can  be  raised  by  the  boys  and 
girls  and  at  the  same  time  much  experience  of 
educational  value  obtained.  Garden  work  pro- 
motes physical  health  and  strength  and  is  re- 
creational. No  time  need  to  be  lost  from  school 
as  one  or  two  hours  of  this  work  can  be  done  each 
day  after  school  hours  and  on  Saturdays;  and 
during  the  vacation  months  more  time  can  be 
devoted  to  it. 

I  have  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  Ch:ef 
Quartermaster  and  he  advi.ses  that  the  Supply 
Department  will  be  glad  to  cooperate  in  any  way 
possil)le  to  get  the  gardens  started,  cspocial'.y  if 
the  gardens  can  be  ccntra!i?.cd  at  one  location  for 
each  town.    The  Supply  Deparlmeut  will  attempt 


to  furnish  the  necessary  seeds  and  may  be  able 
to  do  the  first  plowing.  The  produce  from  the 
school  gardens  will  be  purchased  by  the  com- 
missaries at  regular  m^irket  prices,  if  desired. 

This  work  will  need  to  have  proper  direction 
and  assistance.  The  knowledge  of  soils,  fertilizers, 
tillage,  and  proper  selection  of  varieties  of  vege- 
tables is  important.  While  the  Supply  Depart- 
ment will  be  glad  to  advise,  it  will  probably  be 
impossible  for  it  to  give  much  help  in  the  way  of 
expert  supervision.  It  is  suggested  that  there  is. 
no  doubt,  someone  in  each  town  who  has  sufficient 
knowledge  of  gardening  to  help  materially  in 
getting  the  work  started. 

This  is  an  opportunity  for  pupils  (and  teachers) 
to  actually  help  in  the  present  war  and  at  the 
same  time  earn  money  from  the  school  gardens 
to  be  used  in  buying  pianos,  victrolas,  books, 
pictures,  etc.,  for  the  schools. 

In  cases  where  home  gardens  are  desired,  this 
should  not  be  discouraged,  as  a  home  garden  can 
be  of  much  service  and  saving  by  producing  vege- 
tables at  home  for  immediate  family  use,  by 
eliminating  the  cost  of  handling  and  delivery, 
and  by  minimizing  the  waste  through  deteriora- 
tion. 

It  is  requested  that  principals  take  the  matter 
up  with  their  teachers  and  pupils  and  see  what 
may  be  done.  Pupils  should  discuss  the  proposi- 
tion with  their  parents.  It  is  doubtful  if  pupils 
below  the  fourth  grade  can  do  much  along  this 
line.  Garden  sites  may  be  secured  from  the 
committee  appointed  for  this  purpose,  which  in 
each  town  consists  of  the  quartermaster,  the 
sanitary  officer,  and  the  Land  Agent. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  principals  of  white 
schools  will  be  held  after  the  regular  teachers' 
meeting  Saturday  morning,  at  which  a  report  from 
the  respective  principals  will  be  made  as  to  what 
they  will  do  and  their  plans  discussed. 

A  similar  meeting  of  the  colored  principals  will 
be  held  on  the  same  day  at  2  p.  m.  at  this  ot^ce.

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 

Selecting  and  Cooking  Dried  Beans. 

Well  dried,  mature  beans  are  smooth  and  shiny.  If  there  are  folds  in  the  skins, 
it  generally  signifies  poor  drying  or  inferior  quality.  They  should  also  be  of  uniform 
size  and  appearance.  The  most  important  qualification  is  that  they  should  cook 
soft.  The  size  is  chiefly  a  matter  cf  taste  and  the  color,  other  thin.f^s  being  equal,  is 
unimportant.  The  preiudice  against  beans  that  grow  dark  iv  cooking  is  unfortunate, 
as  many  of  them  are  of  fine  quality  and  flavor  and  frequently  more  tender  than  the 
very  white. 

The  first  step  in  household  cooking  is  the  swelling  of  the  bean  and  softening  cf  the 
skin  by  soaking  in  cold  water  for  generally  not  less  than  eight  hours.  Some  cooks 
cover  with  hot  water  so  as  to  shorten  the  time  but  the  cold  water  method  is  preferable. 
The  large  lima  beans  after  soaking  may  be  easily  slipped  out  of  their  skins  by  pressing 
between  the  fingers.  Many  other  kinds  may  be  freed  from  their  skins  by  sieving  or 
stirring  in  water,  the  skins  rising  to  the  top  and  being  then  skimmed  off.  After  this 
process,  beans  can  be  boiled  and  served  in  many  ways,  whole,  mashed  as  bean  pudding, 
in  soup-making,  etc. 

Beans,  and  also  peas,  are  exceptionally  rich  in  food  value.  Even  when  immature  or 
"green"  they  are  much  more  nutritious  than  other  vegetables  of  popular  use,  and 
when  ripe  or  "dry"  they  excel  nearly  all  other  foods — both  animal  and  vegetable. 
They  average  at  least  as  much  protein  as  meat  and  nearly  as  much  carbohydrates  as 
wheat.  The  only  lack  is  in  the  fat  component,  as  shown  in  this  summary:  Water, 
122-;  protein,  225;  fat,  2;  carbohydrates  (starch,  sugar,  etc.),  59^;  "ash"  (mineral 
salts,  etc.),  3|. 

Mango  Ice  Cream. 

Mango  ice-cream,  which  became  very  popular  in  New  York  last  season,  is  now 
being  manufactured  at  the  plant  at  Cristobal. 

It  was  first  placed  en  sale  in  the  commissaries  on  April  28,  and  the  orders  since 
received  from  line  stores  indicate  that  it  is  meeting  with  ready  favor. 

Bakery  Output  in  April. 

During  the  month  of  April  there  were  manufactured  at  the  bakery  631,443  loaves 
of  bread,  7,190  dozen  rolls,  12,963  cakes,  3,789  cartons  of  doughnuts,  2,985  pies.

arriving  on  May  9,  on  account  of  lack  of  space.  As  a  result,  it  is  possible  that  the 
stock  of  select  oranges,  grapefruit,  turnips,  and  cooking  apples  will  be  exhausted 
before  the  arrival  of  the  next  shipment.

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Motor  Vehicle  Regulations  in  Force  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

A  compilation  of  laws  and  regulations  affecting  owners  and  operators 
of  motor  vehicles  in  the  Canal  Zone  has  been  published  in  a  pocket-size 
pamphlet  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned.  Copies 
may  be  secured  on  application  to  the  Executive  Office,  Balboa  Heights, 
or  to  the  police  stations  at  Ancon,  Balboa,  or  Cristobal. 

The  contents  include  sections  on  lights  on  motor  vehicles;  licensing 
of  chauffeurs;  rule  of  the  road;  authority  for  making  road  regulations 
and  punishment  for  violations;  licensing  motor  vehicles,  road  regu- 
lations, use  of  flare  lights,  and  speed  regulations;  motor  vehicle  licenses; 
motor  vehicle  licenses  for  tourists;  chauffeurs'  licenses  for  tourists; 
reciprocal  agreement  with  Panama  City  and  Colon  for  licensing  of 
motor  vehicles;  provisions  of  penal  code  of  Canal  Zone  on  obstructing 
highway,  public  nuisances,  destruction  or  interference  with  highways 
or  mileposts;  parking  spaces  in  Ancon-Balboa  district. 

Notice  to  Mariners. — Suspension  of  Radio  Service  in  Canal  Zone  Waters. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  May  12,  1917. 
Circular  No.  643-38: 

For  the  information  of  ships'  masters,  it  is  desired  to  explain  the  cause  of  the  general 
suspension  of  radio  (wireless)  service  in  Canal  Zone  ports.  The  objects  are  to  protect 
merchant  ships  from  capture  and  to  leave  the  air  free  for  radio  orders  to  warship.s. 
All  merchant  ships  should  avoid  the  use  of  radio  as  much  as  possible  for  the  reason  that 
to  a  ship  properly  equipped  it  gives  accurate  indication  of  the  bearing  and  distance  of 
a  ship  sending  out  radio  messages.  The  Canal  Zone  radio  stations  have  orders  not  to 
exchange  messages  with  merchant  ships,  although  an  exception  is  made  when  a 
ship  arrives  olt  the  entrance  to  either  terminal  port,  at  which  time  she  is  permitted  to 
notify  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  by  radio,  of  her  arrival.-  Thereafter,  while  in  Canal 
Zone  waters,  she  is  forbidden  to  use  radio  except  as  directed  by  the  pilot  in  communi- 
cating with  the  Canal  Zone  officials  on  Government  business.

CANAL  WORK  IN  APRIL,  1917. 

The  following  is  the  report,  in  part,  of  the  Governor  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War,  of  Canal  operations  during  the  month  of  April,  1917:

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  The  Panama  Canal  for 
the  month  of  April,  1917: 

canal  business. 

The  total  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  was  159.  The  aggregate 
net  tonnage  of  the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  551,471,  Panama  Canal 
measurement,  and  the  total  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  627,705  tons  of 
2,240  pounds. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $514,050.44,  and  deposits  were  made  with  Assist- 
ant Treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $248,183  to  be  applied  on  pay- 
ment of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  commissary 
supplies  to  ships  aggregated  $33,876.42;  of  ice  $715.45,  and  of  supplies  from  store- 
houses, $17,648.79.

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The  work  of  applying  bitumastic  enamel  and  solution  to  the  submerged  parts  at 
Pedro  Miguel  Lock  was  completed  v/ith  the  exception  of  the  intake  screens  and  the 
upstream  side  and  bottom  of  both  upper  guard  gates.  The  grading  of  the  west  back- 
fill at  Pedro  Miguel  was  completed.  Work  was  continued  on  the  installation  of  the 
regulating  valves  at  the  upper  end  of  Miraflores  Locks,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  98  per  cent  completed.  Installation  of  the  permanent  track  on  the  west  side  of 
Miraflores  Locks  was  90  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  work  on 
the  repair  pits  for  the  towing  locomotives  at  Miraflores  was  completed.    All  of  the 
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bull  wheels  in  the  miter  gate  operating  mechanism  on  the  west  wall  at  Miraflores 
Locks  have  been  releveled.

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
launches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic.  Dredging 
equipment  is  not  included. 

SPILLWAY  OF  GATUN  DAM. 

Application  of  Navy  enamel  to  the  downstream  side  of  the  spillway  gates  by  the 
Canal  forces,  and  of  bitumastic  enamel  to  the  upstream  side  by  the  forces  of  a  con- 
tractor, was  completed.  Application  of  two  coats  of  oil  paint  to  the  hand  rails, 
bridge  girders,  and  bridge  decking  was  begun  and  was  40  per  cent  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  month. 

Excavation  for  the  new  penstocks,  Nos.  4,  5,  and  6,  for  the  addition  to  the  hydro- 
electric station  was  advanced  to  90  per  cent  of  completion.  The  draft  tube  excava- 
tion was  completed  and  the  forms  were  completed  and  set  in  place  for  concreting. 
The  floor  of  the  tailrace  and  a  portion  of  the  north  foundation  wall  were  completed. 
About  90  per  cent  of  the  steel  for  No.  6  penstock  arrived  during  the  month. 

TERMINAL  CONSTRITCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — Shipment  of  the  12,625  linear  feet  of  steel  caisson  for  Pier  6 
was  completed  with  the  receipt  of  210  linear  feet  during  April;  3,510  linear  feet  of 
cylinders  were  driven  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  9,375  feet  driven  to  rock, 
or  38  per  cent  of  the  total  required.  Excavation  from  the  cylinders  amounted  to 
2,234  cubic  yards  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  6,066  cubic  yards,  36  per  cent 
of  the  estimated  requirements;  and  2,917  cubic  yards  of  concrete  were  poured  into 
the  cylinders,  bringing  the  total  in  place  to  4,363  cubic  yards,  or  17  per  cent  of  total 
requirements  in  this  work. 

Bids  were  received  for  furnishing  10,689,000  pounds  of  structural  steel  for  the  floor 
system  of  Pier  6.  Investigation  showed  that  a  considerable  saving  could  be  effected 
by  the  use  of  reinforced  concrete,  and  the  bids  were  rejected. 

Excavation  for  the  cylinders  for  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house  was  completed 
with  the  removal  of  4  yards  in  April;  a  total  of  536  cubic  yards  was  removed.  One 
hundred  and  ninety  cubic  yards  of  concrete  were  poured  in  the  cylinders,  making 
381  cubic  yards  to  the  first  of  this  month,  about  51  per  cent  of  esfimated  requirements. 
Fifty-one  thousand  three  hundred  pounds  of  structural  steel  for  the  shed  arrived 
during  April. 

Pacific  terminals — A  platform  was  erected  for  placing  well  drills  at  the  north  end 
of  the  reloader  wharf  of  the  coaling  plant  for  use  by  the  Dredging  Division  in  com- 
pleting the  excavation  at  that  point.  The  forces  of  the  contractor  were  engaged  dur- 
ing the  month  in  correcting  deficiencies  in  the  equipment  for  the  conveyor  system  and 
relcaders.    No  work  was  performed  by  the  contractor  on  the  unloaders. 

The  filling  of  low  places  on  the  south  side  of  the  dry  dock,  between  the  operating 
building  and  Sosa  Hill,  and  the  grading  of  tracks  in  this  area  were  continued.

The  dredging  at  the  Cristobal  terminals  was  to  obtain  fill  for  swamp  reclamation. 
In  addition  to  the  1,117,996  cubic  yards  tabulated  above,  52,018  cubic  yards  of  earth 
was  rehandled,  and  not  credited  to  Canal  excavation.    Five  dredges  were  at  work  in 
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Gaillard  Cut.    Culebra  slide  showed  a  slight  but  continued  movement  during  the 
month,  without,  however,  encroaching  upon  the  navigable  channel. 

SHOPS,    FOUNDRY,    A>fD  DRY  DOCK   WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of 
the  Mechanical  Division  toegther  completed  736  shop  orders,  leaving  716  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  163,539  pounds  of  iron, 
156,382  pounds  of  steel,  and  20,167  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostled  as 
follows:  Locomotives,  1,793  and  cranes,  298.  Four  hundred  and  seventy  shop  and 
3,486  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars  and  3  heavy  and  946  light  repairs  were  made  on 
other   rolling  equipment. 

Vessels  dry  docked  at  Cristobal  included  the  steamship  Acajutla,  destroyer  Stewart, 
tug  DeLesseps,  launch  Wilhclm,  and  four  barges.  Those  dry  docked  at  Balboa  includ- 
ed the  steamships  Savoia,  Cruneivald,  Sachsenivald,  Prinz  Sigismund,  and  Panama, 
and  the  cruiser  Charleston.  The  larger  jobs  at  the  Paraiso  repair  wharf  included  work 
on  the  dredge  Cascades,  tugsBolivar,  Aliraflores ,  La  Boca ,  and  Bohio ,  a.  launch,  and  two 
barges.  Twenty-two  job  orders  were  received  at  Cristobal  shops  during  April  for 
commercial  ships  making  Cristobal  or  passing  through  the  Canal. 

Work  was  pei  formed  at  Balboa  shops  in  preparing  for  shipment  a  number  of  retired 
locomotives,  trackshifters,  etc.,  sold  to  a  company  operating  in  Chile. 

RUILDING  CONSTRTJCTION. 

The  second  group  of  ward  buildings  for  Ancon  Hospital  was  entirely  completed., 
and  occupied  by  the  Health  Department.  The  new  dispensary  was  ready  tor  occu- 
pation at  the  close  of  the  month.  The  restaurant  at  Ancon  was  brought  to  86  per 
cent  of  completion,  that  for  Balboa  Shops  to  72  per  cent,  and  that  at  Balboa  is  com- 
plete except  for  painting  and  the  installation  of  equipment.  The  lumber  storehouse 
adjoining  the  terminal  railroad  yard  at  Balboa  is  about  half  completed.  Concrete 
work  on  the  sanitary  olhce  at  Balboa  was  completed,  the  roof  framing  was  erected, 
and  the  laying  of  the  roof  begun.  To  the  first  of  May,  90  of  the  authorized  100  type- 
17  cottages  were  completed.  The  silver  bachelor  quarters  and  12-apartment  silver 
family  quarters  at  Gamboa  were  completed.  The  silver  quarters  building  at  Brazos 
Brook  was  completed.  Foundations  for  19  type-14  houses  and  12  type-17  houses 
were  installed  at  New  Cristobal;  all  of  the  type-14  houses  are  under  construction 
and  on  14  of  them  the  framing  and  roof  are  completed.  Work  was  continued  on 
other  houses  previously  reported,  with  the  e.xception  of  the  schoolhouse  at  Ancon, 
Colon  Hospital,  and  the  general  storehouse  adjoining  the  dry  dock  at  Mount  Hope,  on 
which  no  work  was  done  in  April.

The  total  gold  force  is  a  decrease  of  49  from  the  3,800  employed  on  March  28,  and 
the  silver  force  is  a  decrease  of  791  from  the  25,535  reported  on  that  date. 
Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  April  30  numbered  19,251,  divided 
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IS  follows:  Americans,  7,854,  of  whom  3,700  were  men,  1,931  women,  and  2,223 
children;  342  Emopeans,  of  whom  291  were  men.  14  women,  37  children;  and  11.055 
West  Indians,  of  whom  6,300  were  men,  1,896  women,  and  2,859  children.  Four 
hundred  and  forty-two  applications  for  gold  family  quarters  were  on  file  on  April  30. 

MUNICIPAL  CONSTRUCTION. 

Municipal  construction  work  during  the  month  included  work  on  the  new  Cristobal 
townsite;  concreting  streets  in  Colon;  construction  of  roads  at  Cristobal  terminals; 
building  the  road  to  Gavilan  Island,  Balboa,  work  on  which  was  suspended  the  latter 
part  of  the  month;  construction  of  the  Corundu  River  box  sewer;  ratproofing  work 
at  Dock  16,  Balboa;  construction  of  drainage  ditches  at  Paraiso;  and  work  in  the 
various  Army  posts. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.  The  death  rate  in  the  Canal  Zone  was  8.11  per  thousand,  per  year,  from  all 
causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  7.34,  and  from  external  causes,  0.77.  No  cases  of 
disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthmus  during  the 
month. 

RECEIPTS   AND   EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  April  30,  exclusive  of  fortifications, 
was  $9,146,050.32;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  83,604,746.01.  Payrolls  for  the 
forces  on  the  Isthmus  for  April  amounted  to  $1,014,971.33,  including  $40,442.87  for 
fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  disbursing  clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $1,095,611.72,  and 
by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,416,099.01.  Payment  of  $254,521.90  was 
also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  for  commissary  books.  Total  Panama  Canal 
collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,411,982.68,  and  collections  by  the  dis- 
bursing clerk  in  Washington  to  $41,010.35.  Requisitions  for  purchase  in  the  United 
States  amounted  to  $424,275.90,  making  the  total  for  the  10  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  $7,668,040.43.  Receipts  from  the  Camil  Zone  and  miscellaneous  funds  amounted 
to  $257,715.23.  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading  amounted  to  $170,728.71.

Gable  Censorship. 

Naval  cable  censorship  has  been  established  at  the  Panama  cable 
office  and  is  effective  for  all  cablegrams  sent  from  or  received  in  the 
Republic  of  Panama. 
The  censorship  is  governed  by  the  following  regulations : 
Language — Cablegrams  to  Central  and  South  America,  to  the  West  Indies,  and 
CO  points  reached  by  the  Pacific  routes,  may  be  written  in  plain  English,  French,  or 
Spanish. 

Codes — The  following  authorized  codes  may  be  used,  conditioned  on  their  accept- 
ability under  the  censorship  regulations  in  effect  in  the  foreign  countries  concerned. 
The  name  of  the  code  shall  be  written  in  the  check  and  be  signalled  free:

Addresses — Must  be  complete,  but  properly  registered  addresses  may  be  used, 
where  permitted  by  the  censorship  abroad.     However,  code  addresses  registered 
subsequent  to  December  31,  1916,  ma}'  not  be  used  in  messages  to  and  from  Central 
and  South  America,  Cuba,  Porto  Rico,  Virgin  Islands,  Haiti,  San  Domingo,  Curagao. 
or  in  messages  transiting  over  the  Commercial  Pacific  cable  or  via  Trans-Pacific 
wireless. 

Text — Cablegrams  without  text  will  not  be  passed. 

Signatures — -KW  cablegrams  must  be  signed  by  the  name  of  the  firm  or  in  case  of  an 
individual,  by  at  least  the  surname.    Code  addresses  or  signatures  are  not  permitted. 
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Dccud'ug  and  translation  of  cahlc's,rams — All  code  cablegrams,  and  cablegram? 
written  in  the  approved  foreign  languages,  will  be  decoded  or  translated  by  censors. 

Suppressions,  delays,  etc. — All  cablegrams  are  accepted  at  the  senders'  risk,  and  mia\ 
be  stopped,  delayed,  or  otherwise  dealt  with  at  the  discretion  of  the  censor  and  with- 
out notice  to  the  senders.  No  information  respecting  the  transmission,  delivery,  or 
other  disposal  of  any  cablegram,  shall  be  given  by  paid  service,  and  requests  made  by 
mail  must  be  addressed  to  the  telegraph  or  cable  companies  and  must  be  passed  upon 
by  the  censor.  Telegraphic  and  post  acknowledgments  of  receipt  (P.  C.  and  P.  C.  P. 
services)  are  suspended  to  all  countries. 

Info)  tnalion  to  senders — Any  explanation  of  a  text  word  or  words,  etc.,  required  b\ 
the  censor  from  the  sender  in  the  United  States,  shall  be  obtained  by  a  collect  message 
from  the  censor  to  the  sender  and  by  a  paid  reply  from  the  sender  of  the  cablegram. 

Coded  cablegrams  filed  directly  at  cable  offices  where  a  cable  censor  is  stationed, 
as  Panama,  New  York,  Key  West,  Galveston,  and  San  Francisco,  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a  translation.  This  will  expedite  the  work  of  the  censor  and  thereby  greath 
reduce  delay.

The  Governor  has  appointed  a  committee,  consisting  of  Major 
Herbert  A.  White,  chairman;  Capt.  F.  H.  Smith,  Assistant  Chief 
Quartermaster;    Mr.  S    \V.   Heald,  Superintendent  of  the  Panama 
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Railroad;  IVIr.  John  H.  McLean,  Paymaster;  Mr.  R.  K.  Morris, 
General  Manager  of  the  Commissary  Di^'ision ;  and  Mr.  J.  O.  Collins. 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  to  arrange  an  official  celebration  in 
the  Canal  Zone  on  July  4,  1917.  The  foregoing,  as  the  executive  com- 
mittee, are  authorized  to  appoint  such  subcommittees  as  may  be 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  plans  for  the  celebration;  and  there  will 
be  the  same  arrangements  for  the  collection  of  funds  by  deduction  slips, 
and  furnishing  of  transportation  and  other  facilities  by  the  Panama 
Railroad  and  The  Panama  Canal  as  have  been  granted  in  the  past  for 
similar  celebrations.  It  is  not  expected  that  a  fireworks  exhibition  will 
be  included  in  the  celebration,  as  it  is  believed  the  funds  could  be 
used  to  better  advantage  in  other  ways,  especially  as  prices  are  very 
high  at  this  time.

Weather  Probabilities,  June,  1917. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month  of  June,  1917.  Predictions  are  based  on 
the  records  at  Colon  and  Ancon  for  the  past  9  and  1 1  years,  respectively : 

Winds — Light,  variable  winds  will  prevail  over  the  Atlantic  coast, 
southeast  predominating.  The  average  hourly  velocity  will  be  about 
scA^en  miles  an  hour,  although  during  rain  or  thunder  squalls  a  velocity 
of  from  25  to  30  miles  an  hour  may  reasonably  be  expected. 

Light,  northwest  winds  will  prevail  over  the  interior  and  the  Pacific 
coast,  with  a  considerable  percentage  of  variable  winds,  and  an  average 
hourly  velocity  of  about  six  miles  an  hour.  Here,  too,  during  occasional 
rain  squalls,  the  maximum  wind  velocity  may  be  as  high  as  30  miles 
an  hour,  but  these  storms  are  Invariably  of  short  duration. 

Rains — Rainy  season  conditions  will  continue  over  the  Canal  Zone 
during  the  month  of  June,  and  heaAy  showers  are  to  be  expected  on 
both  coasts  and  over  the  interior.  The  average  monthly  rainfall  at 
the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal  is  13.46  inches,  and  at  the  Pacific 
entrance.  7.63  inches,  averages  being  for  periods  of  46  and  19  years, 
respectively.  The  average  number  of  da}'s  on  which  0.01  inch  or  more 
of  rain  occurs,  is  24  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  20  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
while  the  average  number  of  days  on  which  the  rainfall  equals  or 
exceeds  one  Inch,  Is  five  and  two,  on  the  respective  coasts. 

Fogs — Night  and  early  morning  fogs  will  be  numerous  over  the 
interior,  but  none  are  likely  to  occur  over  either  coast.  The  average 
number  of  nights  with  fog  over  the  Gaillard  Cut  Is  21.  All  fogs  can  be 
expected  to  lift  or  become  dissipated  by  8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — ^The  average  shade  air  temperature  v.ill  be  approxi- 
mately 80°  Fahrenheit  over  both  coasts.  The  maximum  temperature 
is  not  likely  to  be  above  95°  F.,  or  the  minimum  below  70°  F.  The  mean 
daily  range  In  temperature  will  be  about  14°  F.  over  the  Pacific  coast 
and  9°  F.  over  the  Atlantic. 

Baromelric  pressure — Being  without  the  regions  aftected  by  violent 
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atmospheric  disturbances,  the  atmospheric  pressure  over  the  Isthmus 
is  remarkably  constant  and  uniform,  except  for  the  well  marked  diurnal 
fluctuation  caused  by  the  daily  changes  in  temperature,  which  have 
little  value  as  indicators  of  future  weather  conditions.  The  average 
sealevel  pressure  for  the  month  will  be  about  29.84  inches,  while  the 
ma.ximum  pressure  is  not  likely  to  exceed  29.94  inches,  or  the  minimum 
to  be  lower  than  29.71  inches,  at  either  Canal  entrance. 

Relative  humidity — There  will  be  no  appreciable  increase  of  the  per- 
centage of  moisture  in  the  air,  as  compared  with  May  conditions,  and 
the  humidity  may  be  expected  to  average  about  85  per  cent  over  both 
coasts,  although  there  will  be  a  greater  range  on  the  Pacific  coast, 
the  percentage  being  higher  during  the  night  and  low^er  during  the  day 
than  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  owning  to  the  greater  range  of  the  tempera- 
ture. 

Storms — Local  rain  and  thunder  storms  may  be  expected  frequently 
during  the  month  of  June.  The  average  number  of  days  on  w^hich 
thunder  storms  have  occurred  is  17  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  16  on 
the  Atlantic  coast.  During  the  storms  comparatively  high  wind 
velocities  may  be  attained,  but  these  storms  are  invariably  of  too 
short  duration  to  cause  a  rough  sea.  Generally  cloudy  w-eather,  with 
smooth  to  moderate  seas,  can  be  expected  at  both  Canal  entrances. 

Tides — The  average  tidal  fluctuation  at  Colon  is  less  than  one  foot 
and  no  consideration  need  be  given  to  the  tides  in  navigating  the 
Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal. 

Panama  (Balboa)  tide  predictions  for  the  period  until  July  1  are 
given  on  page  493.

All  foremen 
should   be  instructed   to  issue  requests  for  timf 
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voi'chers  to  all  silver  employees  who  furnish 
evidence,  preferably  in  the  form  of  a  certificate 
from  a  recruiting  officer,  that  they  have  enlisted. 
The  furnishing  of  the  necessary  papers  to  enable 
the  silver  employees  to  obtain  tlieir  pay  should 
be  facilitated  as  much  as  possible.

Electric  Wiring  in  Quarters. 

The  Pan.\ma  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  May  1,  1917. 
Circular  No.  676-11  (superseding  circular  No. 
676-6): 

1.  Occupants  of  Panama  Canal  quarters  are 
forbidden  to  make  any  change  or  additions  wiiat- 
soever  in  the  electrical  wiring  in  quarters.  Such 
work  will  be  done  by  the  district  wireman  or  other 
representative  of  the  Electrical  Division. 

2.  Occupants  are  also  forbidden  to  use  any 
electrical  heating  or  power  appliances  without 
first  notifying  the  district  wireman  of  the  Elec- 
trical Division,  who  will  make  an  inspection  of 
such  equipment,  after  which  it  may  be  used  as 
herein  provided. 

3.  Portable  table  lamps  purchased  by  em- 
ployees may  be  plugged  into  existing  cords  or 
chandeliers  without  special  permission,  providing 
that  the  flexible  cord  connection  shall  not  exceed 
10  feet  in  length.  Employees  will  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  proper  care  in  the  use  of  such 
lamps  in  order  that  fixtures  and  fittings  shall  not 
be  pulled  out  of  line  or  damaged  by  undue  strain 
on  the  extension  cord,  and  will  be  required  to 
pay  for  any  repairs  that  may  be  necessitated  by 
their  use.  In  case  the  reading  lamp  is  to  be  used 
in  a  location  too  remote  from  an  existing  outlet 
to  be  reached  with  the  length  of  cord  above 
specified,  a  special  outlet  will  be  necessary. 

4.  In  case  of  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  1  of  this  circular,  the  Electrical  En- 
gineer will  immediately  remove  the  unauthorized 
installation  and  restore  tlie  system  to  its  original 
condition,  and  the  party  responsible  for  the  vio- 
lation will  be  reported  to  this  office  for  such  dis- 
ciplinary measures  as  may  be  deemed  pro;)cr. 

5.  The  following  and  similar  work  in  gold 
quarters  will  be  done  only  at  the  expense  of  the 
employee:  Installation  of  additional  lithtinji 
fixtures,  instalLiion  of  additional  rceptacles, 
outlets,  rosettes,  switches,  or  other  fittings  to 
accomniodatc  any  electrical  device  whi  h  is  the 
property  of  the  emijioyee,  inchiding  all  heating 
appliances,  motors,  and  dry  lamps  in  pianos, 
phonographs,  bookcases,  etc. 

Such  installations  will  conform  to  the  original 
type  of  installation  in  the  quarters  and  will  be- 
come a  part  of  the  house  wiring,  not  to  be  re- 
moved; except  that  such  part  (.>r  paits  of  an  in- 
stallation which  are  installed  in  portable  articles, 
su  h  as  pianos,  bookcases,  etc.,  the  property  afthe 
employee,  will  become  the  employee  s  property 
and  may  be  taken  with  him  upon  vacating  the 
Quartcis. 

6.  All  repairs  to  electrical  equipment  which  is 
the  iHOperty  of  an  employee  will  be  made  only  at 
his  expense.  Tliis  will  include  sui.h  work  as  the 
follo'ving  nept^irs  to  or  renewals  of  cords  on 
flalirons.  toasters,  portable  lainpi,  etc.,  inclading 
the  ienc«a!  of  caps  and  plugs,  rejiairs  to  ap.ili- 
ances  projjer,  including  cost  of  new  elements  and 
parts,  except  v.  hen  the  same  are  furnished  by  the 
employee,  fitting  sockets,  cords,  switches,  etc., 
to  portable  lamps  and  otlT^r  equipment. 

7.  When  any  work  as  described  herein  is  de- 
sired by  an  employee,  he  sUouKl  call  the  district 
wireman  in  his  district,  stating  what  is  desirel, 
except  in  case  of  repairs  to  apparatus,  wh'ch  can 
be  taken  directly  to  the  shop.  In  such  cases  the 
apparatus  should  be  delivered  to  the  shop  and 
called  for  when  completed.  The  labor  charge 
will  include  the  travel  time  of  the  wireman. 
The  district  v.'ireman  is  authorized  to  proceed 
with  the  work  on  verbal  authority  from  the  em- 
ployee. This  does  not  include  repairs  to  the  house- 
lighting  proper  nor  for  lamp  renewals,  fuse  re- 


newals, or  any  other  work  properly  chargeable 
to  the  houselikhting  system. 

8.  Bills  for  repairs  and  installations  made  for 
the  benefit  of  the  employee  occupying  quarters 
will  be  written  by  the  district  wireman  on  form 
A-443-1  in  quadruplicate.  The  person  making 
the  bill  must  forward  the  original,  duplicate,  and 
triolicate  copies  promptlv  to  the  Collector  of 
The  Panama  Canal.  Calboa  Heights,  for  collection, 
accompanied  by  a  letter  listing  the  bills  forwarded, 
and  a  copy  of  this  letter  must  be  sent  to  the 
Auditor.  The  quadruplicate  copy  of  the  bill  will 
remain  in  the  book  and  be  retained  hy  the  issuing 
office.  The  bill  should  show  the  name,  check 
number,  and  postal  address  of  the  employee  or 
person  responsible  for  the  payment,  and  the  house 
number  in  which  the  work  was  done.  Itemized 
detail  on  the  bill  is  not  necessary.  It  will  be 
sufficient  to  show  the  nature  of  the  work  done 
and  the  amount,  as  :  "For  repairs  to  one  Hatiron, 
$2.00."  The  emplovee  will  be  charged  actual 
cost  of  labor  plus  the  Electrical  Division  over- 
head of  25  per  cent;  the  actual  cost  of  material 
and  Panama  Canal  surcharge  of  10  per  cent  on 
the  total  for  all  work  chargeable  to  the  employee. 
Detailed  instructions  covering  the  rendering 
of  these  bills  will  be  issued  to  the  district  wire- 
men  concerned  by  the  Electrical  Engineer. 

9.  Employees  not  occupying  Panama  Canal 
quarters  will  be  required  to  make  a  deposit  with 
the  Collector  of  The  Panama  Canal  sufficient 
to  cover  the  estimated  cost  of  any  work  done  by 
the  Electrical  Division,  before  the  work  is  done. 

10.  Circular  No.  676-6.  dated  August  4,  1915, 
and  paragraphs  34  (b),  (c),  (d),  and  (e)  of  cir- 
cular No.  627-15,  dated  August  5,  1916,  are  re- 
voked. 

11.  This  circular  will  be  effective  at  once,

2.  In  i-onformity  with  the  above,  the  Printer 
is  directed  to  substitute  the  nearest  envelope 
corresponding  in  size,  shape,  and  mate'-inl  con- 
tracted for  by  the  Postmaster  General.  Wherever 
a  size,  not  carried  in  the  Post  Office  contract, 
is  desired,  vhich  would  result  in  costly  changes 
to  office  filing  equipment,  system,  etc.,  or  where 
weights  of  material  differ  on  envelor>e3,  which  are 
subject  to  rough  usage  by  field  clerks,  train  crews, 
etc.,  full  explanation  should  accompany  the  req- 
uisition.

Any  damage  to  curbs  caused  by  failure  to 
properly  protect  them  when  driving  over  them 
shall  be  considered  as  unwarranted  destruction  of 
Government  property,  and  the  driver  of  the 
vehicle  and  the  foreman  in  charge  of  the  work 
shall  be  held  equally  responsible  and  shall  be 
subject  to  discharge.

The  elevalions  of  the  water  are  shown  on  the  second 
line  for  each  day;  a  comparison  of  consecutive  heights 
will  indicate  whether  it  is  high  or  low  water.  Heights 
are  reckoned  from  low  msan  sea  water  springs,  which  is 
8,3  feet  below  mean  sea  level,  and  is  the  datum  of  sound- 
ings on  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  charts  for  this 
region.  The  depth  o*'  water  may  accordingly  be  esti- 
mated by  adding  the  tabular  hei.;ht  oF  the  tide  to  the 
soundings,  unless  a  minus  (-)  sign  is  before  the  height, 
in  which  case  it  is  to  be  subtracted.  The  annual  in- 
equality or  variation  in  the  mean  soalevel  is  included 
in  the  predictions.

Recipes. 

Pi?ieapple  pudding — To  three  tablespoons  of  minute  tapioca,  add  juice  and  grated 
pulp  of  a  large  pineapple  and  one  cup  of  sugar.  Do  not  add  water  unless  necessary. 
Boil  about  one-half  hour.    Serve  cold  with  custard  sauce,  cream,  or  coconut  cream. 

Baked  bananas — In  a  baking  dish  place  thin  lengthwise  slices  of  bananas,  not  too 
ripe;  cover  with  a  thick  sprinkling  of  brown  sugar,  dust  with  cinnamon;  add  one- 
half  teaspoon  of  butter  for  each  banana.    Bake  until  syrup  has  formed. 

Slewed  tripe — Dressed  tripe  should  be  boiled  in  equal  proportions  of  milk  and  water 
for  three-quarters  of  an  hour;  add  a  tablespoonful  of  flour,  half  a  tablespoonful  of  salt, 
and  a  dash  of  pepper.  Have  ready  some  onion  sauce,  dish  the  tripe,  smothering  with 
the  sauce,  and  serve. 

Coconut  cream — There  are  two  methods.  Grate  a  dry  coconut  and  add  just  enough 
boiling  water  to  cover;  stir  well  and  squeeze  in  a  cloth  bag;  or  add  a  quart  or  more 
boiling  water  to  the  grated  coconut  and  let  it  stand  until  cold;  skim  the  cream  which 
will  have  come  to  the  surface. 

Food  Waste  of  About  700  Million  Dollars. 

"For  partial  immediate  relief,  every  individual  and  community  should  consider 
earnestly  the  matter  of  food  conservation  and  the  limitation  of  waste.  As  a  nation  we 
seem  to  have  a  disdain  of  economizing.  In  many  homes  there  is  a  strong  feeling  that 
it  is  'only  decent'  to  provide  more  food  than  will  be  eaten  and  that  it  is  demeaning  to 
reckon  closely.  The  experts  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  report  to  me  that  the 
dietary  studies  made  by  them  point  to  an  annual  food  waste  of  about  $700,000,000. 
Of  course,  the  waste  in  families  of  very  limited  means  is  slight,  but  in  the  families 
of  moderate  and  ample  means  the  waste  is  considerable.  Even  if  the  estimate  were 
reduced  by  half,  the  waste  would  still  be  enormous. 

"The  food  waste  in  the  household,  the  experts  assert,  results  in  large  measure  from 
bad  preparation  and  bad  cooking,  from  improper  care  and  handling,  and,  in  well-do-do 
families,  from  serving  an  undue  number  of  courses  and  an  over-abundant  supply  and 
failing  to  save  and  utilize  the  food  not  consumed.  As  an  instance  o' improper  handling, 
it  is  discovered  that  in  the  preparation  of  potatoes  20  per  cent  of  the  edible  portion 
in  many  cases  is  discarded." — Secretary  of  Agriculture,  March  3,  1917.

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  invites  subscriptions  at  par  and  accrued  interest 
from  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America  for  $2,000,000,000  of  the  15/30  Year 
3|  Per  Cent  Gold  Bonds  of  an  issue  authorized  by  act  of  Congress  approved  April 
2-i,  1917. 

DESCRIPTION   OF   BONDS. 

Bearer  bonds,  with  interest  coupons  attached,  will  be  issued  in  denominations  of 
$50,  $100,  $500,  and  $1,000.  Bonds  registered  as  to  principal  and  interest  will  be 
issued  in  denominations  of  $100,  $500,  $1,000,  $5,000,  $10,000,  sS50,000,  and  $100,000. 
Provision  will  be  made  for  the  interchange  of  bonds  of  different  denominations  and  of 
coupon  and  registered  bonds,  upon  payment,  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
require,  of  a  charge  not  exceeding  $1  for  each  new  bond  issued  upon  such  exchange. 
Transfers  of  registered  bonds  and  exchanges  of  registered  and  coupon  bonds  and  of 
bonds  of  different  denominations  will  not  be  made  until  October  1,  1917,  or  such  later 
date  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

The  bonds  will  be  dated  June  15,  1917,  and  will  bear  interest  at  the  rate  or  31  per 
centum  per  annum  from  that  date,  payable  semiannually  on  December  15  and  June  15.

Interim  certificates  for  installment  payments  due  on  or  after  June  28  will  be  issued 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Banks  as  fiscal  agents  of  the  United  States,  and 
delivered  as  far  as  practicable  in  accordance  with  written  instructions  given  by  sub- 
scribers.

Effective  Date  of  New  Permits. 

The  new  permits  required  for  admission  to  various  areas  and  build- 
ings in  the  Canal  Zone,  described  in  a  Governor's  circular  published 
in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of  May  2,  are  being  issued  as  rapidly 
as  the  photographs  of  the  employees  for  whom  they  are  authorized 
can  be  secured.  After  June  10  they  will  be  the  only  permits  accepted, 
and  employees  to  whom  issue  has  been  authorized  and  who  have  not 
been  photographed  should  arrange  at  once  with  the  heads  of  their 
departments  or  divisions  for  the  taking  of  their  photographs. 


Food  Costs  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  United  States. 

A  comparison  of  prices  of  certain  standard  articles  of  food  in  the 
United  States  with  prices  of  the  same  or  equal  grade  foods  in  the  Canal 
Zone  indicates  that  the  cost  is  less  in  the  Canal  Zone  than  in  the 
United  States.  This  comparison  is  made  in  detail  in  the  tables  presented 
herewith. 

The  Department  of  Labor  at  Washington,  through  its  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics,  makes  a  report  each  month  on  the  price  of  27  standard 
articles  of  food.  The  price  for  each  food  is  the  average  of  prices 
reported  by  725  neighborhood  retail  grocery  stores  in  45  of  the  principal 
industrial  cities  of  the  United  States.  These  articles  of  food  and  the 
prices  quoted  thereon  are  used  in  the  comparison  made  here. 

To  add  to  the  accuracy  of  the  comparison,  the  amount  of  each  food 
consumed  in  a  month  by  an  average  American  family  in  the  Canal 
Zone  was  ascertained.  An  inquiry  of  the  cost  of  living  in  the  Canal 
Zone  was  made  in  January,  1917,  when  50  families  with  a  stated  income 
between  $100  and  $150  a  month  were  requested  to  report  every  item 
of  expenditure.  Thirty-eight  of  the  families  made  the  reports  for 
every  day  in  the  month.  One  of  these  presented  reports  that  were 
evidently  inaccurate;    one  was  found  to  be  drawing  a  salary  of  less 
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than  $100.  These  two  were  eliminated,  and  the  remaining  36  families 
were  used  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  Standard  American  Family. 
This  family  is  the  average  of  the  36.  It  consists  of  2.2  adults,  1.5 
children,  and  0.62  servants.  Its  income  is  $154,  which  is  the  average 
income  of  one  family  with  an  income  of  $100,  two  with  $125,  two  with 
$137.50,  eighteen  with  $150,  and  thirteen  in  which  the  head  of  the 
family  worked  at  an  average  hourly  wage  of  66.7  cents,  but  on  account 
of  "overtime"  earnings  actually  had  an  average  income  of  $170.80.

The  quantities  of  food  used  by  the  average  family  were  ascertained 
from  data  presented  by  these  36  families. 

Given  the  prices  quoted  in  the  United  States  and  the  Canal  Zone, 
and  the  amount  of  each  food  used  by  the  Standard  American  Family 
on  the  Canal  Zone,  comparison  is  made  in  this  manner: 

Of  lard,  for  instance,  the  Standard  American  Family  was  found  to  use  3.78  POU^ds 
a  month.  In  the  Canal  Zone  lard  sold  for  22  cents  a  pound  in  January.  The  Standard 
American  Family  accordingly  ^pent  $.8316  on  lard.  The  price  in  the  United  States 
in  the  same  month  was  21.4  cents  a  pound,  and  the  cost  to  the  Standard  American 
Family  would  have  been  $.8089  at  that  price.    The  cost  in  the  United  States  was  97.27 
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per  cent  of  thecost  in  the  Canal  Zone;  if  the  expenditure  for  lard  in  the  Canal  Zone 
were  indicated  by  100,  the  equivalent  expenditure  in  the  United  States  would  be 
97.27. 

In  the  same  manner,  the  cost  to  the  Standard  American  Family  of  each  of  the  foods 
listed  was  computed,  in  comparison  with  the  cost  of  the  same  quantity  in  the  United 
States.  The  ratio  of  the  sum  of  these  costs  in  the  Canal  Zone  to  the  sum  of  their 
costs  in  the  United  States  indicates  the  percentage  which  the  cost  of  living  in  the 
States  is  of  living  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

In  order  that  inaccuracies  on  account  of  different  qualities  of  food 
might  be  resolved,  the  specifications  for  Panama  Railroad  commissary

articles  were  compared  with  the  "quality"  reports  made  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor.  Too  much  space  would  be  required  for  publication 
here  of  these  definitions  of  quality,  but  they  may  be  obtained  by  ad- 
dressing the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Balboa  Heights.  It  is  sufficient  here 
to  state  that  the  articles  sold  in  the  Canal  Zone  are  of  at  least  as 
high  quality  as  those  quoted  for  the  United  States,  with  the  following 
qualifications: 

Beef — Canal  Zone  beef  is  purchased  in  Colombia  or  Central  America  and  slaughtered 
on  the  Canal  Zone. 
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Milk — The  tin  of  evaporated  milk  is  considered  equivalent  to  a  quart  of  fresh  milk. 

Rice— The  price  quoted  for  the  Canal  Zone  is  "second  head,"  for  the  United  States 
"full  grain."     Qualities  are  the  same. 

Beans — Canal  Zone  prices  for  January  are  for  navy  beans;  for  February,  Costa 
Rica  beans,  which  are  of  good  quality. 

Sugar — Canal  Zone  prices  for  January  are  for  American  refined  sugar  and  for 
February  are  for  Central  American  granulated,  which  is  not  as  white  as  the  United 
States  sugar  with  which  it  is  compared,  but  is  of  good  quality. 

Coffee — Retail  prices  of  coffee  in  the  commissaries  are  approximately  5  cents  less  a 
pound  than  for  the  same  grades  in  the  United  States. 

Tea — The  Canal  Zone  price  on  tea  is  that  paid  by  the  Standard  American  Family, 
that  is,  it  is  an  average. 

Assistance  of  Families  in  Gost-of-Living  Report. 

The  report  on  the  comparative  cost  of  food  in  the  Canal  Zone  and 
in  the  United  States,  published  in  this  issue,  is  based  in  part  on  data 
obtained  from  families  living  in  the  Zone.  This  opportunity  is  taken 
to  express  publicly  the  appreciation  of  the  Executive  Secretary  and 
others  concerned  in  the  compilation  of  the  data  for  the  assistance 
rendered  by  these  families,  in  making  detailed  reports  of  their  expendi- 
tiH'es  during  the  month  of  January,  which  involved  in  may  instances 
a  laborious  attention  to  detail.

Children  Playing  in  the  Streets. 

An  increasing  tendency  of  children  to  play  in  the  streets  of  some  of 
the  Canal  Zone  villages,  notably  Ancon  and  Balboa,  where  automobile 
traffic  has  increased  greatly  in  the  past  year,  has  created  a  situation 
in  which  great  care  must  be  exercised  to  avoid  accidents.  At  many 
points  the  absence  of  readily  accessible  playgrounds  has  led  the 
children  to  turn  to  the  streets,  th*e  smooth  asphaltic  surfaces  of  which 
form  very  attractive  courts  for  roller-skating,  playing  in  toy  wagons  or 
automobiles,  "hop-scotch,"  prisoners'  base,  and  even  baseball.  This 
is  dangerous,  and  parents  are  requested  to  assist  the  police  in  prevent- 
ing accidents.  It  is  expected  that  the  appropriations  for  the  coming 
fiscal  year  w  ill  allow  the  construction  of  more  playgrounds  as  well  as 
sidewalks;  in  the  mean  time,  caution  should  be  exercised.  In  many 
cases  parents  may  be  able  to  designate  back^'ard  or  other  areas  which 
could  be  made  into  playgrounds  with  a  little  clearing  and  cleaning  up, 
and  in  such  cases  the  Supply  Department  will  cooperate  as  far  as 
possible  within  the  limits  of  the  funds  available  for  grass-cutting. 

Chauffeurs  are  cautioned  to  use  care.  In  case  of  accidents  they  will 
be  held  responsible  unless  blamelessness  can  be  shown  clearly.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  human  life  and  safety  always  take  precedence 
over  individual  convenience.  Where  reckless  driving  is  shown,  though 
not  resulting  in  accident,  the  chauffeur's  license  may  be  revoked. 
Citizens  will  do  service  for  the  common  good  by  reporting  bad  driving 
to  the  district  .police  station;  the  Canal  Zone  license  mnnber  of  the 
machine  is  sufficient  identification. 
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First  of  Permanent  Canal  Restaurants  Opened. 

The  new  restaurant  at  Balboa  has  been  opened  for  service.  This:. 
is  the  first  completed  of  the  new  type  of  permanent  one-story  res- 
taurant, built  of  concrete  and  steel,  paved  with  tile,  and  amply  lighted 
and  ventilated.  Buildings  of  the  same  type  are  under  construction, 
and  well  advanced  toward  completion,  at  Ancon  and  Cristobal.  At 
Balboa  Shops  a  restaurant  is  being  built  along  the  same  general  lines, 
l)Ut  with  a  second  story  which  will  be  devoted  to  shop  uses.

Circular  No.  668-2: 

1.  Circulars  Nos.  600-27,  601-56,  and  668-1 
provide  certain  payments  for  employees  injured 
subsequent  to  September  7,  1916,  for  (1)  time 
absent  from  work  on  account  of  injuries  and  (2) 
continued  or  lump-sum  payments  in  the  case  of 
total  or  partial  disability  for  possible  "decreased 
earnini  capacity." 

2.  The  law  upon  which  these  regulations  are 
based  has  been  established  by  Congress  and  is 
not  subject  to  review  by  Canal  authorities. 
Payments  as  provided  are  full  legal  compensation 
and  satisfaction  for  ell  claims,  and  additional 
consideration  or  compensation  by  assignment  to 
work  which  employees  are  unable  to  handle 
satisfactorily  is  without  authority  of  law. 

3.  Attention  is  invited  to  section  5,  circular 
No.    600-27,  which  is  as  follows: 

Sec.  5.  That  if  a  partially  disabled  employee 
refuses  to  seek  suitable  work  or  refuses  or  ne- 
glects to  work  after  suitable  work  is  offered  to, 
procured  by,  or  secured  for  him,  he  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  compensation. 

4.  Employees  vacating  positions  on  account 
of  injury  or  accepting  employment  at  reduced 
rate  on  account  of  injury  should  submit  the  facts 
in  writing  to  the  Claim  Officer  for  consideration 
because  of  "decreased  earning  capacity." 

5.  The  law  does  not  contemplate  the  assign- 
ment of  disabled  employees  to  work  that  they 
are  unable  to  handle,  but  where  they  render  serv- 
ices eiual  in  efficiency  to  other  employees  all 
possible  consideration  will  be  given  injured  per- 
sons; no  more  can  be  done  within  existing  lav/.

District    sanitary    inspectors   and     others    con- 
cerned— Referring  to  Governor  s  circular  No.  707, 
relative  to  storing  of  building  material: 

In  the  storage  of  lumber,  hay.  grains,  and  other 
bulky  materials,  on  piers  and  in  warehouses,  and 
particularly  where  such  material  is  to  be  stored 
for  an  indefinite  length  of  time,  such  material 
shall  be  elevated  from  the  floor  or  deck  a  mini- 
mum height  of  12  inches,  elevating  material  to 
be  so  arranged  that  observation  of  the  under- 
neath space  will  always  be  possible.  The  mini- 
mum 12-inch  elevation  will  apply  where  the 
piles  of  material  stored  are  relatively  small  in 
area.  In  cases  where  large  floor  space  is  to  be 
covered,  provision  shall  be  made  for  aisles  be- 
tween the  stored  material  for  purposes  of  in- 
spection, rat-trapping,  etc.,  and  an  elevation 
in  excess  of  12  inches  may  be  necessary  to  allow 
suitable  inspe-tion  and  observation.  In  the  ap- 
plication of  these  measures,  the  sanitary  inspect- 
or of  the  district  in  question  shall  be  advised 
before  storage  is  begun. 

The  above  is  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating 
shelter  and  nesting  places  for  rats,  and  strict 
compliance  is  enjoined.

Employees  Going  to  Costa  Rica.

To  all  concerned — -The  following  from  Mr.  H.  R. 
Wilford,  General  Agent  for  the  United  Fruit 
Company,  Cristobal,  Canal  Zone,  under  date  of 
May  10,  is  quoted  for  information  and  guidance: 

"In  response  to  an  inquiry  with  regard  to  the 
conditions  under  which  Panama  Canal  employees 
may  enter  Costa  Rica  for  the  purpose  of  spending 
a  vacation  there,  our  agent  at  Port  Limon  replies 
as  follows: 

"  'Anyone  coming  on  a  vacation  should  natur- 
ally have  at  least  S50,  therefore  I  do  not  see  any 
object  in  asking  the  Government  to  make  ex- 
ceptions in  their  case,  they  should  be  required 
to  make  the  S50  deposit  unless  you  are  satisfied 
that  they  have  it  and  that  there  will  be  no 
difficulty  about  producing  it  in  case  the  port 
authorities  call  on  them  to  do  so.  They  should 
have  U.  S.  passports  but  if  they  do  not,  and  it  is 
not  possible  to  secure  passports  from  the  Zone 
authorities,  some  kind  of  certificate  from  the 
Zone  authorities  will  answer,  for  instance,  the 
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authority  which  I  believe  is  issued  whenever  an 
employee  is  granted  leave.' 

"We  would  suggest  that  arrangements  be  made 
to  furnish  such  employees  with  certificates 
covering  their  nationality  and  occupation,  so  that 
they  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  going  to 
Costa  Rica."

Prices  from  the  corporations 
may  be  obtained  on  application  to  them.

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 


Freshly  Killed  Poultry. 

Freshly  killed  poultry  from  the  chicken  farm  at  Mindi,  which  is  operated  by  the 
Commissary  Division,  was  placed  on  sale  in  the  middle  of  the  month.  The  live 
poultry  is  shipped  daily  to  the  abattoir  at  Cristobal,  where  it  is  immediately  killed 
and  dressed  and  turned  over  to  the  wholesale  cold  storage  plant  in  time  to  be  shipped 
to  retail  stores  and  offered  for  sale  the  following  morning.  Judging  from  the  sale  dur- 
ing the  first  few  days,  the  poultry  is  meeting  with  great  favor.  As  long  as  arrivals  of 
new  stock  continue  as  at  present  it  is  expected  that  the  commissaries  may  be  able  to 
continue  the  sale  of  this  article. 


Hogs. 

The  work  at  the  hog  farm  is  advancing  rapidly  and  the  stock  is  being  gradually  in- 
creased by  weekly  shipments  from  Colombia. 

Most  of  the  hogs  now  on  hand  are  very  young  stock  and  will  not  be  ready  for  market 
for  from  six  to  eight  months. 


Experiments  have  been  conducted  in  the  sausage  factory  recently  in  the  manu- 
facture of  bacon  and  the  results  obtained  have  been  satisfactory.  It  will  be 
some  time,  however,  before  this  product  can  be  placed  on  sale  as  a  much  larger  stock 
of  hogs  than  that  now  available  will  be  required  to  furnisn  a  sufficient  quantity 
to  supply  the  demand. 

Matches. 

A  number  of  complaints  have  been  received  about  the  brands  of  matches  now  on 
sale  in  the  commissaries. 

On  account  of  the  climatic  conditions  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  specify  in  the 
orders  that  matches  be  packed  in  dampproof  cases.  The  most  satisfactory  container 
has  proven  to  be  the  hermetically  sealed  tin-lined  case.  At  the  time  the  order  was 
placed,  on  account  of  the  abnormal  market  conditions,  there  were  no  other  brands  of 
safety  matches  available  which  were  packed  according  to  the  specifications.  The 
commissary  purchasing  agent,  in  notifying  of  this  fact,  states  that  "matches  in  tin- 
lined  cases  on  this  market  are  like  roses  in  winter."  However,  since  the  above  ship- 
ment was  received  the  Division  has  succeeded  in  getting  a  supply  of  the  brands  well 
known  to  commissary  patrons  and  these  matches  will  be  placed  on  sale  as  soon  as  the 
brand  now  being  offered  is  disposed  of,  which  should  be  within  the  next  five  or  six 
weeks. 


Recipes. 

Pineapple  cocktail. — For  each  glass  allow  pulp  and  juice  to  three-quarter  fill  one 
glass,  add  orange  juice,  one-half  teaspoon  of  powdered  sugar,  maraschino  cherries 
and  juice. 

Pineapple  turn-over. — Grate  pineapple,  strain  and  place  inside  triangular  piece  of 
pastry,  pressing  edges  tightly  together.  Bake,  serve  with  custard  sauce  or  vanilla 
ice  cream.

In  connection  with  the  "Liberty  Loan"  of  the  United  States  Gov- 
ernment, the  Governor  has  issued  a  circular  letter  to  employees  of 
the  Canal  and  the  Panama  Railroad.     It  is  published  below. 

Following  the  Governor's  letter  there  is  published  a  statement  from 
the  committee  which  he  has  appointed,  giving  details  of  the  employees' 
subscription  plan. 

In  each  of  the  copies  of  this  paper  to  be  distributed  on  the  Canal  Zone 
there  are  enclosed  a  form  of  application  for  subscription  and  a  franked 
envelope  in  which  it  may  be  forwarded  to  the  committer.  This  plan 
has  been  devised  for  the  convenience  of  employees  and  nothing  in  it  is 
to  interfere  with  any  other  form  of  subscription  to  the  loan  which  indi- 
viduals may  care  to  make:

To  gold  employees  of  The  Pa)iama  Canal-  and  Panama  Railroad  Company — United 
States  Treasury  Department  circular  No.  78,  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
under  date  of  May  14,  1917,  invites  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America  to 
subscribe  for  the  35  per  cent  Gold  Bonds  autho.nzed  by  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
April  2-1-,  1917,  and  known  as  the  "Liberty  Loan."  This  circular  further  presents  a 
method  by  which  applicants  for  participation  in  the  bond  issue  may  secure  bonds. 

It  has  become  apparent  that  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  desire  to  participate 
in  this  patriotic  service  but  desire  that  their  contributions  shall  be  made  over  longer 
periods  than  the  dates  specified  in  the  circular.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Commercial  National  Bank  and  the  International  Banking  Corporation,  which 
are  Government  depositaries,  to  purchase  bonds  for  employees  desiring  them  and  de- 
liver them  after  five  equal  monthly  payments,  without  any  charge  for  this  service. 

The  committee  designated  below  will  make  arrangements  to  receive  subscriptions 
from  those  employees  who  desire  to  participate  in  the  loan,  whereby  the  bonds  sub- 
scribed for  shall  be  paid  for  in  installments  covering  this  period.  Employees  can  ar- 
range to  have  payments  made  by  the  committee  through  deductions  from  payroll. 
The  last  payment  will  carry  in  addition  to  the  20  per  cent  of  the  par  value  of  the  bond 
the  interest  charged  at  the  rate  of  o\  per  cent  on  all  deferred  payments,  which  charge 
vrill  be  recovered  by  the  subscriber  at  the  first  interest-paying  period.  Full  details 
of  the  necessary  arrangements  ma}-  be  obtained  from  any  member  of  the  committee. 

As  the  date  of  June  15  has  been  set  for  the  receipt  of  all  subscriptions,  prompt 
action  is  necessary.  The  committee  will  distribute  application  forms  for  this  form  of 
participation  and  will  receive  subscriptions  uja  to  the  close  of  business  hours  on  Wed- 
nesday, June  13. 

It  is  important  to  our  country  that  this  loan  be  amply  subscribed  to,  and  insofar 
as  is  consistent  with  the  ability  and  other  obligations  of  individuals,  I  would  suggest 
that  as  many  American  employees  as  practicable  be  subscribers.

Registration  for  Service  in  the  War. 

Copies  of  a  proclamation  by  the  President,  establishing  June  5  as 
Registration  Day  in  the  States  of  the  Union  and  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, on  which  men  between  the  ages  of  21  and  30,  inclusive,  shall 
register  in  designated  offices,  have  been  received  on  the  Isthmus.  Cable 
advice  received  from  Washington  states  that  the  Canal  Zone  is  not 
included  in  the  registration. 

The  President,  after  outlining  the  requirements  and  procedure  of 
registration,  summarizes  the  need  as  follows: 

The  power  against  which  we  are  arrayed  has  sought  to  impose  its  will  upon  the 
world  by  force.  To  this  end  it  has  increased  armament  until  it  has  changed  the  face  of 
war.  In  the  sense  in  which  we  have  been  wont  to  think  of  armies  there  are  no  armies  in 
this  struggle.  There  are  entire  nations  armed.  Thus,  the  men  who  remain  to  till  the 
soil  and  man  the  factories  are  no  less  a  part  of  the  army  that  is  France  than  the  men 
beneath  the  battle  flags.  It  must  be  so  with  us.  It  is  not  an  army  that  we  must  shape 
and  train  for  war;  it  is  a  nation.  To  this  end  our  people  must  draw  close  in  one  com- 
pact front  against  a  common  foe.  But  this  can  not  be  if  each  man  pursues  a  private 
purpose.  All  must  pursue  one  purpose.  The  nation  needs  all  men;  but  it  needs  each 
man,  not  in  the  field  that  will  most  pleasure  him,  but  in  the  endeavor  that  will  best 
S2rve  the  common  good.  Thus,  though  a  sharpshooter  pleases  to  operate  a  trip-hammer 
for  the  forging  of  great  guns,  and  an  expert  machinist  desires  to  march  with  the  flag, 
the  nation  is  being  served  only  when  the  sharpshooter  marches  and  the  machinist 
remains  at  his  levers.  The  whole  nation  must  be  a  team  in  which  each  man  shall  play 
the  part  for  which  he  is  best  fitted.  To  this  end,  Congress  has  provided  that  the 
nation  shall  be  organized  for  war  by  selection  and  that  each  man  shall  be  classified  for 
service  in  the  place  to  which  it  shall  best  serve  the  general  good  to  call  him. 

The  significance  of  this  can  not  be  overstated.  It  is  a  new  thing  in  our  history  and  a 
landmark  in  our  progress.  It  is  a  new  manner  of  accepting  and  vitalizing  our  duty  to 
give  ourselves  with  thoughtful  devotion  to  the  common  purpose  of  us  all.  It  is  in 
no  sense  a  conscription  of  the  unwilling;  it  is  rather,  selection  from  a  nation  which  has 
volunteered  in  mass.    It  is  no  more  a  cuoosing  of  those  who  shall  march  with  the  colors 
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than  it  is  a  selection  of  those  who  shall  serve  an  equally  necessary  and  devoted  pur- 
pose in  the  industries  that  lie  behind  the  battle  line. 

The  day  here  named  is  the  time  upon  which  all  shall  present  themselves  for  assign- 
ment to  their  tasks.  It  is  for  that  reason  destined  to  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  most 
conspicuous  moments  in  our  history.  It  is  nothing  less  than  the  day  upon  which  the 
manhood  of  the  country  shall  step  forward  in  one  solid  rank  in  defense  of  the  ideals  to 
which  this  nation  is  consecrated.  It  is  important  to  those  ideals  no  less  than  to  the 
pride  of  this  generation  in  manifesting  its  devotion  to  them,  that  there  be  no  gaps  in 
the  ranks. 

It  is  essential  that  the  day  be  approached  in  thoughtful  apprehension  of  its  signifi- 
cance and  that  we  accord  to  it  the  honor  and  the  meaning  that  it  deserves.  Our  indus- 
trial need  prescribes  that  it  be  not  made  a  technical  holiday,  but  the  stern  sacrifice 
that  is  before  us,  urges  that  it  be  carried  in  all  our  hearts  as  a  great  day  of  patriotic 
devotion  and  obligation  when  the  duty  shall  lie  upon  every  man,  whether  he  is  him- 
self to  be  registered  or  not,  to  see  to  it  that  the  name  of  every  male  person  of  the 
designated  ages  is  written  on  these  lists  of  honor. 

Executive  Order. 

Whereas  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, in  Congress  assembled,  have  declared  that  a  state  of  war  exists  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Imperial  German  Government;   and 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  to  operate  certain  radio  stations  for  radio  communication 
by  the  Governmant  and  to  closa  other  radio  stations  not  so  operated  to  insure  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  war  against  the  Imperial  German  Government  and  the  suc- 
cessful termination  thereof 

Now,  Therefore,  it  is  ordered  by  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  me  under  the  Con- 
stitution, under  the  Joint  Resolution  of  Congress  dated  April  6,  1917,  and  under  the 
Act  to  Regulate  Radio  Communication,  approved  August  13,  1912,  that  such  radio 
stations  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  as  are  required  for  Naval  Com- 
munications shall  be  taken  over  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  and  used 
and  controlled  by  it,  to  the  exclusion  of  any  other  control  or  use;  and  furthermore, 
that  all  radio  stations  not  necessary  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  for  Naval 
Communications  may  be  closed  for  radio  communication  and  all  radio  apparatus 
therein  may  be  removed  therefrom. 

The  enforcement  of  this  order  is  hereby  delegated  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
who  is  authorized  and  directed  to  take  such  action  in  the  premises  as  to  him  may  ap- 
pear necessary. 

This  order  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  this  date.

2.  Caution  should  be  exercised  in  not  going  beyond  the  buoy  nearest  to  the  coaling 
pier,  as  there  is  about  12  feet  of  water  15  feet  outside  of  the  channel. 

3.  The  least  water  at  any  of  these  buoys  is  38  feet.

In  the  article  under  this  heading  published  in  The  Panama  Canal 
Record  of  May  30  statements  -were  given  of  the  cost  in  the  Canal  Zone 
and  in  the  United  States  of  the  aggregate  quantities  of  27  principal 
articles  as  consumed  by  a  "Standard  American  Family"  in  the  month 
of  January,  1917.  The  total  cost  per  family  of  the  27  articles  listed  was 
$31.12.  Some  employees  understood  this  to  be  a  statement  that  the 
total  food  cost  of  the  family  was  that  amount.  The  total  amount  spent 
by  the  family  for  food  in  the  month  was  $53.12.  The  27  articles 
were  only  a  part  of  the  budget;  they  were  selected  for  comparison 
because  they  are  the  articles  on  which  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics 
reports  prices  in  the  United  States.  The  article  last  week  was  a  state- 
ment of  relative  cost,  based  on  consumption  of  standard  foods,  and  not 
a  statement  of  absolute  cost.  It  covered  one  phase  of  the  report  on 
the  cost  of  living  in  the  Canal  Zone,  which  is  in  preparation  by  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics.

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tites  of  the   United  Slates  of  America  in  Congress 
assembled,    That    the    President    be,    and    he    is 
hereby,  authorized  to  take  over  to  the  United 
States  the  immediate  possession  and  title  of  any 
vessel  within  the  jurisdiction  theieof,  including 
the  Canal  Zone  and  all  territories  and  insular 
possessions   of    the    United    States    except    the 
American  Virgin  Islands,  which  at  the  time  of 
coming  into  such  jurisdiction  was  owned  inwhole 
or  in  part  by  any  corporation,  citizen,  or  subject 
of  any  nation  with  which  the  United  States  may 
be  at  war  when  suf:h  vessel  shall  be  taken,  or  was 
flying  the  flag  of  or  was  under  register  of  any  such 
nation  or  any  political  subdivision  or  municipality 
thereof;  and,  through  the  United  States  Shipping 
Board,  or  any  depart naent  or  agency  of  the  Govern- 
ment, to  operate,  lease,  charter,  and  equip  such 
vessel  in  any  service  of  the  United  States,  or  in 
any  commerce,  foreign  or  coastwise. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to 
appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President, 
a  board  of  survey,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  as-

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 


Shortage  of  Tin  Plate  for  Containers. 

In  order  to  conserve  the  supply  of  tin  plate  and  cans  so  as  to  insure  ampie  facilities 
for  the  packing  of  the  perishable  crop  of  1917,  the  special  committee  of  Trade  and 
Governmental  Experts  appointed  by  the  Secretaries  of  Agriculture  and  Commerce 
has  announced  to  the  can  makers  and  tin  plate  manufacturers  of  the  United  States 
that  no  more  containers  for  non-perishables  can  be  supplied.  Since  last  October  there 
has  been  an  extraordinary  demand  for  tins  for  all  perishable  foods,  and  drastic  measures 
were  deemed  necessary  to  take  care  of  a  situation  rapidly  growing  serious.  The 
order  will  be  effective  for  60  days  or  longer. 

A  number  of  items,  such  as  buckwheat  flour,  corn  meal,  cornstarch,  breakfast  foods, 
hominy,  oatmeal,  sago,  tapioca,  self-raising  flour,  teas,  etc.,  usually  packed  in  cartons 
for  sale  in  the  United  States,  are  supplied  to  the  Commissary  Division  in  sealed  tins. 
Experience  has  shown  that  these  articles  can  not  be  handled  in  this  climate  in  the 
ordinary  commercial  packages.  Accordingly,  the  New  York  office  of  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company  has  been  asked  to  request  special  permission  from  Washington  to 
have  manufacture  s  authorized  to  use  tin  for  non-perishables  for  the  requirements 
of  The  Panama  Canal. 


Plantations. 

At  New  Culebra  100,000  yam  hills  have  been  dug  and  60,000  planted  to  date.  It  is 
expected  that  the  work  of  planting  yams  at  this  location  will  be  completed  within 
the  next  few  weeks.  A  truck  farm  is  also  being  developed  at  New  Culebra  and  a  large 
area  has  been  planted  with  such  vegetables  as  string  beans,  okra,  tomatoes,  beets,  etc. 
The  plants  are  growing  well  and  some  of  them  will  be  in  bearing  in  the  near  future. 

At  Limon  plantation,  which  is  situated  about  10  miles  up  the  Chagres  River  from 
Gamxboa,  a  large  area  is  being  planted  with  sweet  potatoes,  bananas,  and  corn. 
Sweet  potatoes  of  very  good  quality  are  raised  locally.  Thej'  mature  about  three 
months  after  planting  and  on  account  of  the  short  time  required  to  produce  them  it  is 
expected  that  within  the  next  j'ear  a  sufficient  quantity  c^n  be  raised  to  supply  the 
demand. 


Maitam  in  Parvo. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture,  in  a  circular  entitled  "Many  a  Mickle  Makes  a 
Muckle",  calculates  that  if  each  family  in  the  country  wastes  a  cjuarter  of  an  ounce  of 
butter  daily — scraped  off  the  plates  into  the  garbage  pail  or  washed  off  in  the  dish- 
pan — it  would  amount  to  114,062,500  pounds  a  year,  or  the  product  of  over  half  a 
million  cows.  The  Department  offers  to  tell  how  to  utilize  every  bit  of  butter  in 
cookery. 

Eleven  Varieties  of  Ice  Cream. 

The  Cristobal  ice  cream  plant  is  turning  out  at  the  present  time  11  different 
flavors  each  day.  Only  a  few  of  the  largest  establishments  in  the  United  States 
which  make  this  product  manufacture  so  great  a  variety,  except  on  special  orders.

Arrangements  having  been  completed  for  bottling  unsweetened  condensed  milk 
at  the  ice  cream  plant,  this  article  was  placed  on  sale  at  all  commissaries  on 
Tuesday,  June  5,  19i7.  The  price  is  13  cents  per  quart  with  refund  of  5  cents  for 
return  of  bottles.     The  milk  will  be  put  up  only  in  quart  bottles.

Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Regulation,  Management,  and  Protection  of 
the  Panama  Canal  and  the  Maintenance  of  its  Neutrality. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  oj  America — A  Proclamation: 

Whereas  the  United  States  exercises  sovereignty  in  the  land  and  waters  of  the 
Canal  Zone  and  is  responsible  for  the  construction,  operation,  maintenance,  and  pro- 
tection of  the  Panama  Canal: 

Now,  Therefore,  I,  Wood  row  Wilson,  Pre  ident  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  the  following  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  regula- 
tion, manageinent,  and  protection  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  the  Maintenance  of  its 
Neutrality  which  are  in  addition  to  the  eeneral  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 
Operation  and  Navigation  of  the  Pandma  Cm  I  .md  Approaches  Thereto,  including 
all  Waters  under  its  jurisdiction"  put  into  force  by  Executive  Order  of  July  9,  1914. 

Rule  1.  A  vessel  of  war,  for  the. purposes  of  these  rules,  is  defined  as  a  public 
armed  vessel,  under  the  command  of  an  officer  duly  commissioned  by  the  govern irent, 
whose  name  appears  on  the  list  of  officers  of  the  military  fleet ,  and  the  crew  of  which 
are  under  regular  naval  discipline,  which  vessel  is  qualified  by  its  armament  and  the 
character  of  its  personnel  to  take  offensive  action  against  the  public  or  private  ships 
of  the  enemy. 

Rule  2.  An  auxiliary  vessel,  for  the  purpose  of  these  rules,  is  defined  as  any  vessel, 
belligerent  or  neutral,  armed  or  unarmed,  which  does  not  fall  under  the  definition  of 
Rule  1,  which  is  employed  as  a  transport  or  fleet  auxiliary  or  in  any  other  way  for  the 
direct  purpose  of  prosecuting  or  aiding  hostilities,  whether  by  land  or  sea;  but  a  vessel 
fitted  up  and  used  exclusively  as  a  hospital  ship  is  excepted. 

Rule  3.  A  vessel  of  war  or  an  auxiliary  vessel  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United 
States,  shall  only  be  permitted  to  pass  through  the  Canal  after  her  commanding  officer 
has  given  written  assurance  to  the  Authorities  of  the  Panama  Canal  that  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  will  be  faithfully  observed. 

The  authorities  of  the  Panama  Canal  shall  take  such  steps  as  may  be  requisite  to 
insure  the  observance  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  by  auxiliary  vessels  which  are  not 
commanded  by  an  officer  of  the  military  fleet. 

Rule  4.  Vessels  of  war  or  auxiliary  vessels  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United 
States,  shall  not  revictual  nor  take  any  stores  in  the  Canal  except  so  far  as  may  be 
strictly  necessary;  and  the  transit  of  such  vessels  through  the  Canal  shall  be  effected 
with  the  least  possible  delay  in  accordance  with  the  Canal  Regulations  in  force,  and 
with  only  such  intermission  as  may  result  from  the  necessities  of  the  service. 

Prizes  shall  be  in  all  respects  subject  to  the  same  Rules  as  vessels  of  war  of  a  bel- 
ligerent. 

Rule  5.  No  vessel  of  war  or  auxiliary  vessel  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United 
States,  shall  receive  fuel  or  lubricants  while  within  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Canal 
Zone,  except  on  the  written  authorization  of  the  Canal  Authorities,  specifying  the 
amount  of  furl  and  lubricants  which  may  be  received. 

Rule  6  Befo.e  issuing  any  authorization  for  the  receipt  of  fuel  and  lubricants  by 
any  vessel  of  war  or  auxiliary  vessel  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United  States, 
the  Canal  Authorities  shall  obtain  a  written  declaration,  duly  signed  by  the  officer 
commanding  such  vessel,  stating  the  amount  of  fuel  and  lubricants  already  on  board. 

Rule  7.  Fuel  and  lubricants  may  be  taken  on  board  vessels  of  war  or  auxiliary 
vessels  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United  States,  only  upon  permission  of  the 
Canal  Authorities,  and  then  only  in  such  amounts  as  will  enable  them,  with  the  fuel 
and  lubricants  already  on  board,  to  reach  the  nearest  accessible  port,  not  an  enemy 
port,  at  which  they  can  obtain  supplies  necessary  for  the  continuation  of  the  voyage. 
Provisions  furnished  by  contractors  may  be  supplied  only  upon  permission  of  the 
Canal  Authorities,  and  then  only  in  amount  sufficient  to  bring  up  their  supplies  to  the 
peace  standard. 

Rule  8.  No  belligerent,  other  than  the  United  States,  shall  embark  or  disembark 
troops,  munitions  of  war,  or  warlike  materials  in  the  Canal,  except  in  case  of  necessity 
due  to  accidental  hindrance  of  the  transit.  In  such  cases  the  Canal  Authorities  shall 
be  the  judge  of  the  necessity,  and  the  transit  shall  be  resumed  with  all  possible  dis- 
patch. 

Rule  9.  Vessels  of  war  or  auxiliary  vessels  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United 
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States,  shall  not  remain  in  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Canal  Zone  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States  longer  than  twenty-four  hours  at  any  one  time,  except 
in  case  of  distress;   and  in  such  case,  shall  depart  as  soon  as  possible. 

Rule  10.  In  the  exercise  of  the  exclusive  right  of  the  United  States  to  provide  for 
the  regulation  and  management  of  the  Canal,  and  in  order  to  ensure  that  the  Canal 
shall  be  kept  free  and  open  on  terms  of  entire  equality  to  vessels  of  commerce  and  of 
war,  there  shall  not  be,  except  by  special  arrangement,  at  any  one  time  a  greater 
number  of  vessels  of  war  of  any  one  nation,  other  than  the  United  States,  including 
those  of  the  allies  of  such  nation,  than  three  in  either  terminal  port  and  its  adjacent 
terminal  waters,  or  than  three  in  transit  through  the  Canal;  nor  shall  the  total  number 
of  such  vessels,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  six  in  all  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Canal 
Zone  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

Rule  11.  The  repair  facilities  and  docks  belonging  to  the  United  States  and 
administered  by  the  Canal  Authorities  shall  not  be  used  by  a  vessel  of  war  or  an 
auxiliary  vessel  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United  States,  except  when  necessary 
in  case  of  actual  distress,  and  then  only  upon  the  order  of  the  Canal  authorities,  and 
only  to  the  degree  necessary  to  render  the  vessel  seaworthy.  Any  work  authorized 
shall  be  done  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

Rule  12.  The  radio  installation  of  any  public  or  private  vessel  or  of  any  auxiliary 
vessel  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United  States,  shall  be  used  only  in  connection 
with  Canal  business  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other  business  while  within  the  waters  of 
the  Canal  Zone,  including  the  waters  of  Colon  and  Panama  Harbors. 

Rule  13.  Aircraft,  publicor  private,  of  a  belligerent,  other  than  the  United  States, 
are  forbidden  to  descend  or  arise  vithin  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  at  the 
Canal  Zone,  or  to  pass  through  the  air  spaces  above  the  lands  and  waters  within 
said  jurisdiction. 

Rule  14.  For  the  purpose  of  these  rules  the  Canal  Zone  includes  the  cities  of 
Panama  and  Colon  and  the  harbors  adjacent  to  the  said  cities. 

Rule  15.  In  the  interest  of  the  protection  of  the  Canal  while  the  United  States  is  a 
belligerent  no  vessel  of  war,  auxiliary  vessel,  or  private  vessel  of  an  enemy  of  the 
United  States  or  an  ally  of  such  enemy  shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  Panama  Canal  nor 
the  territorial  waters  of  the  Canal  Zone  for  any  purpose,  save  with  the  consent  of 
the  Canal  authorities  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe. 

In  witness  whereof,  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the  United 
States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington  this  twenty-third  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  of  the   Independ- 
[seal]      ence  of  the  United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  forty-first.

Notice  to  Mariners. — Changes  in  Buoys,  Cristobal  Harbor. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  June  7,  1917. 
Circular  No.  643-39  (corrected) : 

1.  Three  gas  buoys,  red,  exhibiting  fixed  red  lights,  focal  plane  8  feet,  were  estab- 
lished May  31,  1917,  to  mark  the  southern  side  of  channel  line,  approach  to  coaling 
pier,  Cristobal  Harbor.     Three  of  the  four  nun  buoys  were  discontinued. 

2.  Caution  should  be  exercised  in  not  going  beyond  the  buoy  nearest  to  the  coaling 
pier,  as  there. is  about  12  feet  of  water  15  feet  outside  of  the  channel. 

3.  The  least  water  at  any  of  these  buoys  is  38  feet.

Weather  Conditions  during  May,  1917. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  above  normal  at  five  stations,  and  deficient  at  13 
stations.  Over  the  Pacific  section  considered  as  a  whole,  the  May  rainfall  has  been 
the  lowest  in  10  years,  while  the  monthly  totals  at  Miratlores  and  Frijoles  are  the 
lowest  on  record  at  these  stations  for  the  month  of  May.  There  was  an  excess  of 
rainfall  over  the  upper  Chagres  Valley  and  at  Gatun  and  Brazos  Brook  in  the  At- 
lantic section.  Totals  ranged  from  4.98  inches  at  Balboa  to  19.41  inches  at  the  sta- 
tion on  the  Pequini  River.  The  greatest  amount  of  rainfall  recorded  on  any  one  day 
was  3.66  inches,  at  Trinidad  on  May  3. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  3  per  cent  above  the  7- 
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year  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres  River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it  was  17  per  cent 
above  the  16-year  mean,  the  means  being  12.87  inches  in  each  case. 

The  air  temperature  and  surface  temperature  of  the  sea  were  below  normal  on  both 
coasts,  while  the  atmospheric  pressure  and  daytime  cloudiness  were  above  the  average. 
The  relative  humidity  and  wind  movement  were  above  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast  and 
below  normal  on  the  Atlantic.  The  evaporation  was  above  norma!  on  the  Pacific 
side  and  below  normal  over  the  Atlantic  coast  and  Gatun  Lake. 

No  fogs  were  observed  on  either  coast,  and  of  those  observed  at  interior  stations, 
20  per  cent  were  dissipated  by  6.20  a,  m.,  80  per  cent  by  7.30  a.  m.,  and  all  lifted 
or  were  dissipated  by  8  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Maximum, 
on  the  14th,  84.41;  minimum,  on  the  1st,  83.42;  mean  for  the  month,  83.93;  evapo- 
ration from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  4.903  inches.

Subscriptions  to  the  War  Relief  Fund. 

The  committee  designated  by  the  Canal  Zone  chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross  to  receive  donations  to  a  fund  for  war  relief  work  has  issued 
the  following  circular: 

Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  June  8,  1917. 
To  All  Patriotic  Americans: 

The  President  of  the  United  States,  as  President  of  the  American  National  Red 
Cross,  appointed  a  Red  Cross  War  Council  for  the  purpose  of  raising  war  relief  funds. 
In  making  the  appointment,  he  issued  the  following  statement  giving  his  reasons  there- 
for: .     ^ 

"I  have  to-day  created  within  the  R^d  Cross,  a  War  Council  to  which  will  be  en- 
trusted the  duty  of  responding  to  the  extraordinary  demands  which  the  present  war 
will  make  upon  the  services  of  the  Red  Cross  both  in  the  field  and  in  civil  relief.  The 
best  way  in  which  to  impart  the  greatest  efficiency  and  energy  to  the  relief  work  which 
this  war  will  entail,  will  be  to  concentrate  it  in  the  hands  of  a  single  experienced  organ- 
ization which  has  been  recognized  by  law  and  by  international  convention  as  the  public 
instrumentality  for  such  purposes.     Indeed,  such  a  concentration  of  administrative 
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action  in  this  matter  seems  to  me  absolutely  necessary  and  I  hereby  earnestly  call 
upon  all  those  who  can  contribute  either  great  sums  or  small  to  the  alleviation  of  the 
suffering  and  distress  which  must  inevitably  arise  out  of  this  fight  for  humanity  and 
democracy,  to  contribute  to  the  Red  Cross. 

"It  will  be  one  of  the  first  and  most  necessary  tasks  of  the  new  War  Council  of 
the  Red  Cross  to  raise  great  sums  of  money  for  the  support  of  the  work  to  be  done, 
and  done  upon  a  great  scale.  I  hope  that  the  response  to  their  efforts  will  be  a 
demonstration  of  the  generosity  of  America  and  the  power  of  genuine  practical 
sympathy  among  our  people  that  will  command  the  admiration  of  the  whole  world." 

Acting  under  instructions  from  the  national  council,  the  local  council  has  ap- 
pointed the  undersigned  as  special  finance  committee  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds 
on  the  Isthm.us  for  war  relief. 

The  committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  various  methods  of  raising 
funds  as  it  relates  to  the  situation  on  the  Isthmus.  They  believe  that  every  patriotic 
American  on  the  Isthmus  will  desire  to  contribute  to  this  fund  and  that  it  is  one  way 
in  which  they  can  render  valuable  assistance  at  this  time.  For  some  time  at  least,  we 
will  not  be  called  upon  for  serious  sacrifices  and  will  have  no  opportunity  as  residents 
of  the  Canal  Zone  to  aid  our  country  except  as  we  may  do  it  through  our  financial 
assistance,  which  is  so  much  required. 

The  systematic  contribution  will,  without  question,  create  the  largest  amount, 
give  everyone  the  opportunity  to  assist,  and  at  the  same  time  show  almost  the  e.xact 
amount  that  may  be  expected  from  this  place. 

In  determining  the  method  of  raising  funds,  the  four  classes  that  may  be  expected 
to  contribute  were  considered,    viz: 

The  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad; 

The  Army  and  Navy; 

The  American  residents  in  Panama  and  Colon;  and 

Others,  mainly  Panamanians,  who  are  vitally  interested  in  the  result  of  the  war. 

The  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panamia  Railroad  are  requested  to  con- 
tribute a  reasonable  percentage  of  their  compensation,  to  be  deducted  monthly  from 
the  pay  rolls.  This  method  of  contribution  has  been  discussed  and  approved  by  the 
local  Red  Cross  council;  it  has  been  tried  out  very  satisfactorily  in  certain  ofifices, 
and  it  is  believed  will  be  most  satisfactory  to  the  great  majority.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  about  1  per  cent  of  the  salary  received  would  be  a  reasonable  contribution  to 
make.  The  employees  who  have  so  far  contributed  under  this  general  plan  (and  there 
have  been  a  good  many)  have  volunteered  more  than  1  per  cent.  It  is  desired  that, 
for  simplicity  in  handling,  employees  whose  pay  is  in  odd  amounts  make  their  con- 
tributions in  even  amounts. 

Subscription  blanks  will  be  sent  out  through  the  heads  of  departments  and  divisions 
so  that  every  employee  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  malce  a  contribution  which 
will  continue  until  the  need  is  over  or  until  the  employee  requests  a  change  therein.  A 
column  will  be  left  on  the  blank  so  that  those  who  are  not  now  members  of  the  Red 
Cross  society  maj'  indicate  their  desire  to  become  members  with  or  without  a  sepa- 
rate subscription. 

To  obtain  subscriptions  from  the  Arm.y  and  Navy,  officers  will  be  appointed  at 
each  post  or  station,  whose  duty  it  will  be  not  only  to  obtain  the  subscriptions  but 
also  to  make  collections  regularly  and  forward  such  collections  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
war  relief  fund. 

Appointments  will  be  made  of  subcommittees  in  Panama  and  Colon,  who  will 
similarly  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  securing  subscriptions  and  making  the  col- 
lections from  all  Americans,  a  list  of  whom  will  be  obtained  as  early  as  may  be 
practicable.  The  necessary  steps  will  also  be  taken  to  see  that  others,  who  may  be 
interested  will  not  be  overlooked. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Glaw,  Balboa  Heights,  is  the  treasurer  of  the  war  relief  fund,  as  well 
as  treasurer  of  the  local  Red  Cross  council,  and  all  funds  will  be  remitted  to  him. 

The  need  is  great,  and  the  organization  through  which  the  fund  is  to  be  expended 
is  the  best  that  can  be  devised. 

If  the  replies  to  this  appeal  on  the  part  of  Americans  located  here  are  as  gratifying 
AS  they  are  confidently  expected  to  be,  it  is  believed  that  the  contribution  proceeding 
from  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  in  this  worthy  enterprise  will  be  source  of  large  pride  to 
those  Americans  taking  part,  and  President  Wilson  and  the  National  Red  Cross  will 
have  occasion  to  take  note  of  the  fact  that  no  similar  body  of  American  citizens,  even 
though  they  are  not  two  thousand  miles  from  home,  has  been  more  spontaneous  and 
liberal  in  their  answer  to  his  appeal.

July  Weather  Probabilities. 

The  following  weather  conditions  may  be  expected  at  the  Canal 
entrances  during  the  month  of  July,  1917.  These  predictions  are  based 
on  the  records  at  Colon  and  Ancon  for  the  past  eight  and  nine  years, 
respectively : 

Winds — The  winds  over  the  Atlantic  coast  will  continue  to  be  light 
and  variable,  northerly  winds  predominating.  The  average  hourly 
velocity  will  be  about  nine  miles  an  hour,  although  a  velocity  of  from 
25  to  30  miles  may  be  expected  during  rain  or  thunder  squalls.  A  maxi- 
mum velocity  of  40  miles  an  hour  was  recorded  during  the  month  of 
July,  1908,  but  the  occurrence  of  so  high  a  velocity  during  the  month  is 
hardly  to  be  expected. 

Light  northwest  winds  will  continue  over  the  Pacific  coast  and  the 
interior,  with  an  average  hourly  velocity  of  about  seven  miles  an  hour. 
Variable  winds  may  be  expected  at  times,  especially  during  the  passage 
of  local  rain  or  thunder  storms,  and  the  wind  may  attain  a  velocity  of 
as  high  as  25  miles  an  hour,  but  these  storms  are  generally  of  short 
duration.  During  a  wind  squall  at  Ancon  on  July  10,  1909,  a  maximum 
velocity  of  59  miles  an  hour  was  recorded.  This,  however,  expresses 
only  extreme  conditions,  and  is  not  likely  to  occur  during  the  month. 

Rain — Heavy  showers  may  be  expected  on  both  coasts  and  over  the 
interior.  The  average  July  rainfall  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the 
Canal,  for  a  period  of  46  years,  is  16.19  inches,  while  the  average  fall  at 
the  Pacific  entrance  is  7.84  inches,  this  average  being  for  a  period  of 
20  years.  The  average  number  of  rainy  days  (one  on  which  0.01  inch 
or  more  of  rain  is  measured),  is  21  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  25  on 
the  Atlantic  side,  while  the  average  numbers  of  days  on  which  the 
rainfall  equals  or  exceeds  one  inch  is  two  and  five,  respectively. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  on  either  coast,  but  night  and  early 
morning  fogs  will  be  numerous  over  the  interior.  Over  the  Gaillard 
Cut  section  of  the  Canal,  the  average  number  of  nights  with  fog  is  20, 
fifty  per  cent  of  which  have  been  dense.  (In  a  dense  fog  objects  can  not 
be  distinguished  at  a  distance  of  1,000  feet).  All  fogs  that  occur  can 
be  expected  to  lift  or  become  dissipated  by  8.30  a.  m. 

Temperature — The  average  shade  air  temperature  over  both  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  entrances  to  the  Canal  will  be  approximately  88° 
Fahrenheit.  The  temperature  is  not  likely  to  rise  above  89°  F.,  or 
fall  lower  than  70°  F.  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  while  at  the  Pacific 
entrance  the  maximum  temperature  may  be  expected  not  to  exceed 
90°  F.,  or  the  minimum  to  be  lower  than  67°  F.  The  mean  daily  range 
of  the  temperature  will  probably  be  about  eight  degrees  Fahrenheit  at 
the  Atlantic  entrance,  and  about  15°  F.  at  the  Pacific  entrance. 

Barometric  pressure — The  average  sealevel  pressure  for  the  month 
should  be  about  29.85  inches,  while  the  maximum  pressure  is  not 
likely  to  exceed  30.00  inches,  or  the  minimum  to  be  lower  than  29.70 
inches  at  either  Canal  entrance. 

Relative  humidity — The  percentage  of  moisture  in  the  air  will  be 
practically  the  same  as  for  the  preceeding  month,  85  per  cent  over  both 
coasts.    The  range  will  be  greater  over  the  Pacific  coast,  where  the  per- 
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centage  is  higher  during  the  nighttime  and  lower  during  daytime,  than 
on  the  Atlantic  coast. 

Storms — Most  of  the  storms  during  the  rainy  season  are  local  wind, 
thander,  or  rain  squalls  of  more  or  less  limited  extent.  These  storms 
may  be  expected  frequently,  the  average  number  of  days  on  which 
they  have  occurred  on  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  coasts  being  16  and  17, 
respectively.  During  the  passage  of  these  storms  comparatively  high 
wind  velocities  may  be  attained,  but  they  are  invariably  of  too  short 
duration  to  cause  rough  seas. 

The  season  from  July  to  October  is  the  season  of  the  West  Indian 
hurricanes,  but  the  paths  followed  by  them  lie  well  to  the  northward 
of  the  Isthmus.  A  rough  sea  and  heavy  swell,  accompanied  by  brisk 
winds,  may  occasionally  be  experienced  outside  the  breakwaters,  how- 
ever, following  the  passage  of  a  hurricane  across  the  Caribbean  Sea 
to  the  northward. 

Generally  cloudy  weather  will  prevail  over  both  coasts,  and  smooth 
to  moderate  seas  can  be  expected  at  the  Pacific  entrance  to  the  Canal. 

Tides — The  average  tidal  range  at  Colon  is  less  than  one  foot  and  the 
maximum  range  is  approximately  two  feet.  Owing  to  this  fact,  no 
consideration  need  be  given  to  tidal  fluctuations  at  the  Atlantic 
entrance. 

Panama  (Balboa)  tide  predictions  for  the  period  until  August  1 
are  given  on  page  524. 

The  Electric  Charging  Station  at  Cristobal  Terminal. 

The  building  for  the  repair  shop  and  electric  charging  station  for 
the  electric  trucks  employed  at  the  docks  at  Cristobal  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  pending  the  arrival  and  installation  of  the  electrical 
equipment,  placed  in  service  temporarily  as  a  loft  and  storage  house. 

The  buildingis  at  the  head  of  the  slip  between  Piers  8  and  9,  on  thecon- 
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CROSS  SECTION  OF  CHARGING  STATION. 


Crete  pavmg  on  the  mole,  back  of  the  landing  wharf  for  small  boats, 
and  its  location  is  responsible  for  a  construction  which  is  a  novelty  on 
the  Isthmus.  The  weight  of  the  building  is  carried  on  a  row  of  columns 
extending  along  the  longitudinal  axis,  and  these  columns  are  supported 
on  the  steel  and  concrete  caissons  on  which  rests  the  paving  at  the 
head  of  the  slip.   On  the  side  next  the  land  the  paving  is  supported  on 
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timber  piles,  which  have  settled  slightly.  In  order  to  assure  the  charg- 
ing station  against  settlement,  it  was  Gonstructed  with  a  continuous 
reinforced  concrete  beam  which  extends  the  length  of  the  building  on 
the  center  columns  and  from  which  the  side  walls  are  literally  suspended 
by  means  of  cantilever  beams  set  at  intervals  of  10  feet.  The  walls 
are  only  four  inches  thick.  The  wall  on  the  sea  side  is  made  fast  to 
the  paving  by  means  of  anchor  bolts. 

The  building  is  271  feet  8  inches  long  by  51  feet  4  inches  wide  and 
one  story  high. 


Rat  Gampaifjn  at  Bal'oaa  Terminal. 
The  Health  Department  is  making  a  special  effort  to  diminish  the 
number  of  rats  about  the  terminal  at  Balboa,  employing  two  men  with 
snap  and  cage  traps  and  poison  on  the  work  regularly.  Two  hundred 
and  fifty-one  rats  were  caught  in  the  Balboa  district  in  May;  this 
number  includes  33  found  dead.  The  catch  is  regarded  as  low  in  pro- 
portion to  the  number  of  rats.  This  is  attributed  to  the  accessibility 
of  waste  food  around  the  shops  and  docks,  and  scraps  thrown  from 
ships,  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  these  conditions. 


Train  No.  101  of  the  Panama  Railroad  was  delayed  10  minutes,  north 
of  Frijoles,  on  June  6  by  a  large  alligator  asleep  on  the  track.  The 
train  was  stopped  in  time  to  avoid  striking  the  animal,  and  the  crew 
drove  it  out  of  the  way.

Flag  Display. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  June  5,  1917. 
Circular  No.  716: 

The  following  is  part  of  the  regulations  cus- 
tomarily followed  in  the  display  of  the  flag  and  is 
published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all 
concerned : 

1.  The  flag  should  be  raised  at  sunrise  or  after. 

2.  The  flag  must  be  lowered  at  sunset. 

3.  When  used  out  of  doors  it  should  be  flown 
in  the  breeze,  preferably  from  a  mast  or  staff  but 
not  fastened  to  the  side  of  a  building  or  other 
structure. 

4.  It  should  not  be  used  for  draping  or  clusters 
out  of  doors  and  should  never  be  hung  so  as  to 
touch  the  ground. 

5.  When  hung  indoors  or  draped  or  in  clusters 
it  should  never  be  hung  below  the  height  of  a 
person  sitting. 

6.  With  the  observance  of  these  brief  rules  and 
with  proper  care  to  show  your  respect  for  and 
pride  in  the  national  emblem  by  all  possible 
means,  the  flag  may  properly  be  flown  daily,  if 
desired,  from  buildings  in  the  Cannl  Zone.

Increase  in  Number  of  Flies. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  TTeights,  C.  Z.,  June  4,  1917. 

To  all  concerned — Sanitary  inspectors  report  a 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  flies  ail  over  the 
Canal  Zone,  especially  in  the  Ancon-Balboa 
district.  The  cause  of  this  has  been  traced  to  the 
use  of  manure  in  private  gardens. 

Investigation  shows  that  manure  is  taken  from 
the  streets  and  from  street  garbage  cans,  and 
used  in  its  fresh  state  on  the  gardens.  There 
are  always  flies  along  the  streets,  and  they  prompt- 
ly deposit  eggs  in  fresh  horse  manure.  Over  90 
per  cent  of  all  the  flies  on  the  Canal  Zone  are  bred 
in  horse  manure. 

In  this  climate,  flies  fully  mature  in  a  week  to 
ten  days,  and  countless  millions  are  developed  in  a 
short  time.  When  fly  eggs  have  been  laid  on 
manure,  they  will  develop  and  later  come  to  the 
surface,  even  if  buried  in  the  ground  to  a  depth 
of  a  foot  or  more. 

The  role  of  the  fly  in  transmitting  disease  is 


very  well  known,  and  the  fly  nuisance  must  be 
suppressed  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  use  of  fresh  manure  in  gardens  is  pro- 
hibited. Hereafter  only  manure  whi^h  has  been 
properly  treated  with  borax  or  in  compost  pits 
shall  be  used.  Such  manure  can  be  obtained  from 
the  corrals,  on  application  to  the  District  Quarter- 
master. 

Manure  collected  by  street  sweepers  will  be 
placed  in  suitable  cans  with  well  fitting  covers. 
The  practice  of  some  street  sweepers  of  throwing 
the  manure  collected  into  the  grass  along  the 
highways  must  be  stopped  at  once.

Addressing  Official  Mall.

Heads  of  Departments  and  Divisions: 

The  Governor's  circular  of  December  1,  1914, 
relative  to  addressing  of  official  mail,  reads  as 
follows: 

"My  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  prac- 
tice of  addressing  official  mail  to  clerks  and  sub- 
ordinates in  the  several  bureaus  and  offices 
instead  of  to  the  head  of  the  department  or  di- 
vision interested.  This  practice  must  be  dis- 
continued. 

"All  official  mail  should  be  addressed  to  the 
head  of  the  department,  division,  or  bureau  to 
which  the  business  pertains,  and  to  facilitate  its 
delivery  and  handling,  routine  mail  intended  for 
particular  individuals  may  be  marked  'For  Mr. 

'     For  example,  routine  mail  or 

papers  relating  to  property  and  requisitions  now 
addressed  to  the  several  property  clerks  should  be 
addressed  to  the  Property  and  Requisition  Bureau, 
Balboa  Heifehts. 

"It  is  therefore  directed  that  these  instruc- 
tions be  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  persons 
who  have  occasion  to  forward  official  mail  to 
heads  of  departments,  divisions,  and  bureaus  at 
Balboa  Heights." 

It  appears  that  this  circular  is  not  being  com- 
plied with,  and  official  mail  is  being  addressed  to 
individuals,  frequently  resulting  in  action  being 
delayed  because  of  their  absence.  The  form  for 
addressing  mail  outlined  above  should  be  used, 
preferably  by  title  only,  instead  of  name  and 
title,  thus:

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 


Probable  Discontinuance  of  Small  Tins. 

Because  of  the  present  critical  situation  in  the  tin  and  tin-plate  market,  it  may  be 
expected  that  a  number  of  packers  will  discontinue  using  individual  and  small  size 
cans. 

A  concern  well  known  for  the  high  standard  and  variety  of  its  products  has  just 
informed  the  Commissary  Division  that  it  has  for  the  present  discontinued  packing 
this  style  of  tins. 


Strawberries. 

The  following  is  from  a  letter  recently  received  from  the  commissary  purchasing 
agent : 

"If  the  weather  turns  warm  we  will  commence  to  ship  strawberries,  but  we  have  had 
up  to  the  present,  about  the  coldest  spring  on  record.  In  fact,  I  noticed  in  yesterday's 
paper  it  was  the  coldest  June  1  in  46  years;  and  during  the  month  of  May  we  had 
possibly  four  or  five  brighi  days. 

"The  strawberries  in  this  market  have  been  high  in  price  and  would  not  stand 
shipment." 

A  shipment  of  143  crates  was  received  on  the  steamship  Metapan,  on  June  11. 
This  shipment  is  small  in  comparison  with  those  of  former  seasons. 


Guava. 

The  guava  is  the  fruit  of  the  guava  tree,  of  which  there  are  about  one  hundred 
species  growing  abundantly  in  tropical  America,  Mexico,  and  the  West  Indies.  The 
fruit  of  the  cultivated  varieties  averages  about  the  size  of  a  hen's  egg  or  larger  and  is 
of  many  colors  and  shapes.  It  is  almost  equally  delicious  raw,  cooked,  and  canned; 
as  jam,  jelly,  and  syrup. 

The  raw  fruit  is  eaten  with  sugar  and  cream,  the  yellow-fleshed  white  guava  being 
generally  preferred  for  dessert  purposes.  It  is,  though,  very  seldom  for  sale  fresh 
except  where  grown  locally,  as  it  is  extremely  perishable;  when  mature  it  will  not 
remain  in  good  condition  for  more  than  three  or  four  days,  and  it  is  not  practicable 
to  gather  it  green  and  ripen  it  afterwards  as  in  the  case  of  some  other  fruits. 

The  most  common  varieties  for  preserving  are  the  red  apple-shaped  and  the  yellow 
pear-shaped.  The  former  is  usually  rather  small,  but  it  is  of  exceedingly  fine  flavor. 
Both  are  heavy  bearers — under  favorable  conditions  a  single  tree  will  produce  an- 
nually several  bushels  of  fruit. 

Guavas  are  comparatively  scarce  on  the  Isthmus  but  a  number  of  trees  have  recent- 
ly been  located  in  the  pastures  operated  by  the  Supply  Department  and  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  to  gather  the  fruit.  If  a  sufficient  quantity  is  received  they 
will  be  placed  on  sale  in  the  commissaries. 


Black  Raspberry  Jam  and  Quince  Jelly. 

The  New  York  office  has  ad  vised  that  commissary  orders  for  black  raspberry  jam  and 
quince  jelly  can  not  be  filled,  the  market  being  bare  ot  these  commodities;  further- 
more, the  manufacturers  state  that  there  will  be  none  until  a  new  pack  arrives. 


Recipes. 

Boiled  okra — Remove  the  ends  and  boil  the  pods  20  minutes  in  salted  water,  serve 
with  butter  as  a  vegetable.    Okra  may  also  be  stewed  with  tomato. 

Escalloped  okra — Cut  the  okra  in  small  pieces,  boil  until  tender.  Add  tomato,  any 
chopped  or  ground  meat,  season  with  butter,  pepper,  and  onion  salt;  cover  with 
bread  crumbs  and  bake  20  minutes. 

Imitation  strawberries  and  cream — Peel  and  mash  four  ripe  bananas,  mix  thoroughly 
with  strawberry  jam  and  enough  milk  to  thin.  Serve  in  glasses  with  a  meringue  of 
one  egg  white,  beaten  stiff  with  one  tablespoon  of  sugar.

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New  Restaurant  Opened  at  Cristobal. 

The  new  concrete  restaurant  at  Cristobal  was  opened  for  use  on 
June  14. 

The  kitchen  annex  of  the  old  hotel  building,  which  had  the  restau- 
rant on  the  first  floor  and  bachelor  quarters  in  the  second  and  third 
stories,  is  to  be  demolished.  The  first  floor  of  the  old  building  will  be 
remodelled  into  bachelor  quarters  and  into  club  rooms  for  sailors  of 
the  United  States  Navy  stationed  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  to  the 
Canal. 

Registration  of  Employees  on  Arrival  in  the  United  States. 

Cable  advice  has  been  received  from  the  Washington  office  of  The 
Panama  Canal  as  follows: 

"Registration  regulations  require  persons  within  designated  ages  who  were  not  able 
to  register  on  account  of  absence  without  territorial  limits  of  United  States,  within 
five  days  after  reaching  first  port,  to  register  with  proper  registration  board." 

Male  employees  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  within 
the  designated  age  limits,  21  to  30  years,  who  return  to  the  United 
States  on  account  of  vacation  or  otherwise,  should  register  within 
five  days  after  reaching  the  first  United  States  port. 

Certificates  of  Identification  for  Employees  and  Members  of  Their  Families. 

The  following  cablegram  has  been  received  by  the  Governor  from 
the  Washington  office  of  The  Panama  Canal: 

"Referring  to  your  cable  of  the  6th  instant  referring  to  your  cable  of  the  13th  in- 
stant, Department  of  State  advised  informally  satisfactory  for  your  office  to  issue  a 
certificate  of  identification  but  not  of  citizenship,  including  descriptive  list  and 
photograph  for  each  employee  and  adult  member  of  their  families;  children's  names 
and  ages  to  be  given  on  certificate  of  parent  or  guardian. 

"Where  foreign  born,  certificate  should  state  date  and  place  of  naturalization. 
Foregoing  arrangement  is  temporary,  pending  agreement  on  special  form  to  be  issued 
by  this  office  on  the  outward  voyage  and  by  your  office  on  return  voyage  for  Canal 
employees  and  members  of  their  families. 

"Will  advise  you  by  mail  regarding  further  developments." 

The  Executive  Office  has  prepared  two  forms  of  identification 
certificates,  one  of  which  (form  No.  16)  will  be  issued  to  employees, 
covering  the  identification  of  the  employee  and  minor  children  traveling 
with  him;  the  other  (form  No.  17)  will  be  issued  to  adult  members  of 
the  employee's  family,  covering  the  identification  of  such  adults  and 
minor  children,  if  unaccompanied  by  the  employee. 

A  form,  designated  as  No.  15,  will  be  filled  out  by  the  employee  for 
himself  or  adult  members  of  his  family  at  the  time  of  submitting  ap- 
plication for  transportation  to  the  United  States,  in  order  that  the 
Executive  Office  may  have  the  necessary  information  to  complete  the 
certificates  of  identification. 

It  will  be  noted  that  photographs  of  the  employee  and  the  adult 
members  of  his  family  must  be  attached  to  the  certificates  of  identifi- 
cation, and  in  order  to  cause  as  little  inconvenience  as  possible  to  em-

To  all  concerned — The  following  schedule  of  merchandise  and  refrigerator  car  shipments  will  become 
effective  June  21,  1917: 

The  terms  "Refrigerator,"  "Combination",  and  "Solid"  (merchandise)  indicate  cars  which  will  be 
loaded  as  follows: 

Refrigerator — Handle  cold  storage  only. 

Combinattoti — Take  cold  storage,  bread  and  laundry,  and  in  emergency,  groceries,  dry  goods,  hard- 
ware, boots  and  shoes,  etc.,  although  it  is  urged  that  all  such  shipments  be  handled  in  "solid"  cars  on 
days  scheduled. 

Solid — Take  bread,  laundry,  groceries,  dry  goods,  hardware,  boots  and  shoes,  expense  material,  etc. 
All  orders  for  the  above  that  can  be  foreseen  should  be  placed  in  time  for  solid  car  shipments.  Commissary 
managers  should  see  that  orders  fill  solid  cars  to  capacity,  and  arrange  by  cooperation  with  Army 
organizations,  hospitals,  hotels,  etc.,  in  their  districts,  to  cut  down  the  number  of  solid  car  shipments  to 
the  minimum.    Each  car  handled  over  the  road  only  partly  loaded  represents  a  loss  to  the  Government.

Supplies  for  La  Boca,  e.tcept  solid  car  shipments,  to  be  handled  by  truck  from  Balboa. 

As  far  as  possible,  we  wish  to  avoid  loading  cars  in  the  plant  on  Saturday,  as  there  are  no  freight 
trains  Sunday,  and  cars  loaded  Saturday  would  be  left  in  the  yard  until  Monday  morning. 

The  above  schedule  will,  by  systematizing  the  placing  of  requisitions,  reduce  the  amount  of  railroad 
transportation  required,  and  should  reduce  the  labor  of  making  requisitions  and  handling  supplies  for 
all  concerned.  The  intent  is,  so  far  as  possible,  to  send  out  all  nonperishable  merchandise  in  solid 
car  lots  on  local  freight  trains  and  thus  reduce  the  number  and  expense  of  special  and  passenger  train 
shipments.

Dry  Docks  Used  by  Twenty-five  Ships  in  May. 

A  vessel  for  every  working  day  was  the  rate  of  handling  vessels  in 
the  dry  docks  of  the  Canal  last  month,  25  vessels  having  been  docked 
in  May.  Nine  of  them  were  docked  at  Cristobal  and  16  at  Balboa. 
The  ships  included  barges,  dredges,  tugs,  commercial  steamships,  and 
naval  vessels,  and  for  some  of  them  a  considerable  amount  of  manu- 
facturing work  was  performed  at  the  shops,  in  addition  to  the  general 
cleaning  and  overhauling. 

The  number  of  vessels  handled  at  the  dry  docks  in  May  is  in  excess 
of  the  number  for  any  previous  month. 


Liberty  Loan  Subscriptions. 

Subscriptions  to  the.  Liberty  Loan  made  through  the  office  of  the 
Collector,  in  response  to  the  activities  of  the  committee  which  had 
charge  of  the  pay-roll  deduction  plan,  amounted  to  $326,900.  This 
amount  was  applied  for  in  1,995  subscriptions,  for  2,975  bonds.  The 
total  cash  received  was  $82,900,  slightly  over  one-fourth  of  the  total 
subscription.

Sec.  10.  That  section  forty-four*  of  the  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  codify,  revise,  and  amend  the 
penal  laws  of  the  United  States,"  approved  March 
fojrth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  as  amended 
by  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  making  appropriation 
for  the  naval  service  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eighteen, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March  fourth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  be,  and  is  here- 
by, amended  by  adding  the  following  to  said 
section: 

"Provided,  That  offenses  hereunder  committed 
within  the  Canal  Zone  or  within  any  defensive 
sea  areas  which  the  President  is  authorized  to 
establish  by  said  section,  shall  be  cognizable  in 
the  District  Court  of  the  Canal  Zone,  and  juris- 
diction is  hereby  conferred  upon  said  court  to 
hear  and  determine  all  such  cases  arising  under 
said  section  and  to  impose  the  penalties  therein 
provided  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions

Whoever  shall  willfully  trespass  upon, 
injure,  or  destroy  any  of  the  works  or  property  or 
material  of  any  submarine  mine  or  torpedo  or 
fortification  or  harbor-defense  system  owned  or 
constructed  or  in  process  of  construction  by  the 
United  States,  or  shall  willfully  interfere  with  the 
operation  or  use  of  any  such  submarine  mine, 
torpedo,  fortification,  or  harbor-defense  system, 
or  shall  knowingly,  willfully,  or  wantonly  violate 
any  duly  authorized  and  promulgated  order  or

666-8,  this  form,  accompanied  by  letter  of  ex- 
planation, must  be  forwarded  to  the  Executive 
Office  for  approval,  before  being  forwarded  to  the 
Chief  Timekeeper.

On  April  13,  1916,  the  Joint  Commission,  with  the

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 


Projected  Export  of  Coconut  Husks. 

In  an  endeavor  to  use  every  possible  product  of  the  plantations,  the  Commissary 
Division  made  inquiry  in  New  York  as  to  a  possible  market  for  coconut  husks. 

This  fibre  is  principally  in  demand  by  brush  and  broom  makers,  doormat  makers, 
coco-carpet  weavers,  and  is  used  to  some  extent  as  a  filling  for  mattresses;  and  it 
was  thought  it  could  be  disposed  of  to  advantage  in  the  United  States. 

It  seems,  however,  that  the  preferred  kinds  are  imported  from  India,  Ceylon,  Bor- 
neo, Java,  and  a  few  other  places  in  the  East  Indies;  and  the  prices  paid  for  the  raw 
product  are  so  low  that  the  prime  factor  is  the  cheap  labor  of  the  East  Indies — 3  or  4 
cents  per  day.  Further,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  fibre  originating  in  Central 
America  and  the  West  Indies  is  not  generally  desired  in  the  United  States  market  and 
ranks  very  low  in  the  trade. 

An  industry  of  this  kind,  which  was  started  in  Porto  Rico,  resulted  in  failure;  as 
even  with  the  most  careful  selection  of  husks,  the  venture  could  not  be  made  to  pay. 
The  concern  in  question  experimented  with  a  view  to  making  paper  out  of  these 
husks,  but  a  satisfactory  product  could  not  be  obtained. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  encouragement  could  be  obtained  as  to  future  sales 
possibilities,  the  matter  of  exporting  this  fibre  has  for  the  present  been  abandoned. 
Inquiries  from  interested  parties  are  invited. 


Shipments  of  Strawberries. 

The  commissary  purchasing  agent  has  advised  that  from  now  on,  until  the  end  of 
the  season,  shipments  of  strawberries  will  be  made  by  each  departure,  provided  there 
is  no  unexpected  change  in  the  good  weather  now  prevailing.  He  cabled  that  6,200 
quarts  were  on  the  steamship  Panama,  which  left  New  York  on  June  13. 


Ironing  Boards. 

Under  present  conditions  it  has  been  impossible  for  the  contractors,  with  whom  an 
order  was  placed,  to  secure  timber  wide  enough  to  get  out  a  one-piece  ironing  board; 
in  fact,  it  is  only  with  the  greatest  difficulty  that  anything  in  the  shape  of  ironing 
or  skirt  boards  may  now  be  obtained.  The  suppliers  have  been  authorized  to  for- 
ward two-piece  boards  instead. 


Recipes. 

Stuffed  carrots — Take  the  round  end  of  French  carrots,  which  are  larger  around 
but  hardly  half  as  long  as  ordinary  carrots;  cut  off  the  top,  that  they  may  stand  on 
end,  and  with  a  thin  sharp  knife  hollow  them  out  into  little  pieces.  Stuff  with  a 
puree  of  peas,  mix  with  egg  yolks,  stand  in  a  pan,  pour  on  a  rich  gravy  highly  sea- 
soned with  butter,  and  braise  them  in  this  in  a  hot  oven  until  tender. 

Smelts  (English  style) — Split  and  bone  smelts;  then  dip  in  well  beaten  egg,  and  in 
fine  crumbs,  and  then  fry  in  fresh  butter;    serve  garnished  with  quartered  lemons.

Since  the  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal  there  is  no  time  to  waste  at  the  American  end, 
so  the  documents  must  be  either  mailed  or  negotiated  through  the  bank  without  any 
loss  of  time.  Vessels  are  continually  arriving  and  discharging  at  New  Zealand  ports 
before  the  consignees  of  cargo  have  any  advice  whatever  as  to  the  shipment."

The  design  contemplates  connection  in  the  future  by 
an  arcade  to  a  chapel.

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  The  Panma  Canal  for  the 
month  of  May,  1917: 

CANAL   BUSINESS. 
The  total  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  was  168.  The  aggregate 
net  tonnage  of  the  ships   passing  through  the   Canal   was  522,017,   Panama  Canal 
measurement,  and  the  total  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  617,103   tons  of 
2,240  pounds. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $468,207.76  and  deposits  were  made  with  Assist- 
ant Treasurers  in  the  United  States  in  the  amount  of  $238,736  to  be  applied  on  pay- 
ment of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  commissary 
supplies  to  ships  aggregated  $38,456.01;  of  ice,  $808.01,  and  of  supplies  from  store- 
houses, $17,204.50.

LOCKS   AND   SPILLWAYS. 

Painting  and  retouching  the  gate  surfaces  at  Gatun  Locks  was  continued  by  forces 
of  the  contractor  and  of  the  Canal.  The  application  of  Navy  bitumastic  solution  and 
enamel  to  the  gates  at  Pedro  Miguel  was  completed  on  May  26.  The  installation  of 
the  regulating  valves  at  the  upper  end  of  Miraflores  Locks  was  completed,  and  the 
valves  were  placed  in  service.  This  completes  the  installation  of  all  regulating  valves 
for  the  Pacific  locks.  The  construction  of  a  drain  on  the  west  backfill  at  Miraflores 
Locks  is  in  progress.  The  laying  of  permanent  track  on  this  backfill  was  completed, 
except  for  a  small  amount  of  ballasting.  The  bull  wheels  in  the  miter  gate  operating 
mechanisms  on  the  east  wall  of  Miraflores  Locks  were  releveled  during  May,

The  report  of  vessels  handled  through  the  locks  includes  small  craft,  such  as 
launches,  which  are  not  included  in  the  totals  for  commercial  traffic.  Dredging 
equipment  is  not  included. 

Excavation  for  the  hydroelectric  station  at  the  spillway  of  Gatun  Dam  was  com- 
pleted, and  the  concrete  work  was  carried  to  the  first  floor  slab. 

Eight  hundred  and  eighty-two  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  and  earth  spoil  from  the 
excavation  were  dumped  on  the  Mindi  Levee.  Preliminary  work  was  begun  in  as- 
sembling equipment  for  the  erection  of  the  penstocks.  Conduit,  lighting  outlets,  etc., 
were  installed  in  the  foundation  and  walls. 

TERMINAL   CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — At  pier  No.  6  the  driving  of  steel  cylinders  and  excavation  of 
material  from  them  were  approximately  one-half  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  lineal  feet  of  cylinders  were  driven  during 
the  month,  making  the  total  in  place  11,725  feet;  excavation  from  the  cylinders 
amounted  to  2,207  cubic  yards,  and  brought  the  total  to  8,273  cubic  yards.  The  pour- 
ing of  concrete  into  the  cylinders  advanced  to  30  per  cent  of  completion,  3,140  cubic 
yards  having  been  placed  in  May,  which  brought  the  total  to  7,504  cubic  yards. 

The  pouring  of  concrete  into  the  steel  caissons  for  the  boat  landing  and  launch 
house  was  completed;  372  cubic  yards  were  poured  in  May,  and  the  total  used  in  this 
part  of  the  construction  was  754  cubic  yards.  Delivery  of  structural  steel  for  the  shed 
was  completed,  with  the  arrival  of  162,385  pounds  during  the  month,  making  a  total 
of  213,685  pounds  received. 

Sixty  lineal  feet  of  iron  fence  for  the  customs  lines  at  the  Cristobal  terminal  were 
erected,  completing  the  erection  of  the  required  973  feet  of  fence. 

Pacific  terminals — The  temporary  track  between  building  No.  1  and  quay  wall  C-D 
was  removed,  and  the  area  cleaned  and  graded  for  the  installation  of  the  permanent 
track.  The  grading  and  laying  of  the  permanent  track  along  the  south  side  of  the  dry 
dock  were  completed. 

At  the  coaling  plant  reinforcement  bars  were  prepared  for  the  construction  of  a 
retaining  wall  for  coal  storage.  Work  was  continued  on  the  rip-rap  wall  at  the 
reloader  wharf.  Stanchions  and  cable  handrail  were  erected  for  the  length  of  the  land 
side  of  the  Avharf.  The  platforms  erected  for  drills  in  connection  with  excavation 
alongside  the  reloader  wharf  were  taken  down.  In  the  blasting  and  dredging  operations 
37  vertical  fender  piles  were  torn  from  the  face  of  the  wharf  and  broken;  the  pieces 
were  recovered,  and  the  piles  not  entirely  dislodged  by  the  dredge  were  removed 
by  a  floating  piledriver. 

Vertical  fender  piles  were  driven  alongside  the  face  of  dock  No.  13,  waling  was  fit- 
ted and  placed,  and  the  pile  heads  were  cut  off  and  trimmed.  Twenty-three  73-foot 
piles  were  used. 

The  site  for  a  proposed  extension  of  building  No.  1  was  cleared,  the  equipment 
which  had  occupied  the  ground  being  shipped  to  storehouse  for  stock. 

The  forces  of  the  contractor  for  the  two  unloader  towers  were  engaged  in  reinforcing 
both  land  and  water  side  booms  of  both  towers,  in  modifying  the  gates  for  the  50-ton 
hoppers,  and  in  adjusting  the  moving  mechanisms  of  the  outloading  hoppers,  all  of 
which  work  was  completed.

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In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  16,980  cubic  yards  were  rehandled  and  not  credited 
to  Canal  excavation.  Six  dredges  were  at  work  in  Gaillard  Cut.  Culebra  slide  showed 
a  slight  but  continued  movement  during  the  month,  without,  however,  encroaching 
upon  the  navigable  channel.  Other  than  this  no  signs  of  slide  movement  were  ap- 
parent. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,  AND  DRY  DOCK  WORK. 

The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of  the 
Mechanical  Division  together  completed  974  shop  orders,  leaving  739  uncompleted 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  161,767  pounds  of  iron, 
118,291  pounds  of  steel,  and  13,608^  pounds  of  brass.  Equipment  was  hostled  as 
follows:  Locomotives,  1,949,  and  cranes,  290.  Three  hundred  and  ninety-three  shop 
and  3,582  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  956  light  repairs  were  made  on  other 
rolling  equipment. 

Vessels  dry  docked  at  Cristobal  included  the  steamship  Jamaica,  the  destroyer 
Stewart,  tugs  DeLesseps  and  Tavernilla,  grader  No.  1,  and  three  barges.  Those  placed 
in  the  large  dry  dock  at  Balboa  included  the  steamships  Jalisco,  Los  Angeles,  Savoia, 
and  Sachsenioald,  crane  Ajax,  dredge  Paraiso,  barge  No.  141,  and  nine  vessels  of  the 
Navy.  The  larger  jobs  at  the  Paraiso  repair  wharf  were  performed  on  the  dredge 
Camboa,  the  tugs  G or gojta  and  Bohio,  motorboat  No.  12,  and  three  barges.  Thirty- 
three  job  orders  vrcre  received  at  Cristobal  Shops  for  work  on  ships  passing  through 
the  Canal  or  calling  at  the  port  of  Cristobal. 

The  two  supply  boats  building  at  Balboa  Shops  were  brought  to  over  90  per  cent 
of  completion,  and  will  be  read}'  to  leave  the  plant  during  June.  Final  and  satisfactory 
tests  of  the  50-ton  crane  for  the  dry  clock  were  completed.  Two  towing  locomotives 
were  completed  for  the  Pacific  locks.  An  extension  to  the  car  shop  at  Balboa  was 
practically  completed  and  was  placed  in  service  in  May.  The  manufacture  of  the 
steel  cylinders  for  caissons  for  pier  No.  6  at  Cristobal  was  completed  at  Cristobal 
Shops,  and  material  for  the  penstocks  for  the  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  station 
at  Gatun  was  fabricated  as  rapidly  as  it  arrived  from  the  United  States.

The  total  gold  force  is  a  decrease  of  134  from  the  3,751  employed  on  April  25,  and 
the  silver  force  is  a  decrease  of  347  from  the  20,993  reporting  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  May  31  numbered  18,969,  divided 
as  follows:  Americans,  7,832,  of  whom  3,641  were  men,  1,933  women,  and  2,258 
children;  284  Europeans,  of  whom  233  were  men,  14  women,  37  children;  and  10,853 
West  Indians,  of  whom  6,126  were  men,  1,860  women,  and  2,867  children.  Three 
hundred  and  forty-seven  applications  for  gold  family  quarters  were  on  file  on  May  31. 

BUILDING   CONSTRUCTION. 

The  concrete  dispensary  and  admitting  office  for  Ancon  Hospital  was  completed 
and  occupied,  as  was  also  the  new  restaurant  at  Balboa.  All  work  was  completed  on 
the  100  type- 17  cottages.    Work  on  the  lumber  storehouse  at  Balboa  was  delayed  by

the  non-arrival  of  roof-truss  material,  and  the  building  was  50  per  cent  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  month.  Work  was  resumed  on  the  installation  of  plumbing  and  floor 
tile  in  the  Ancon  and  Balboa  school  buildings,  which  were  78  and  72  per  cent  completed, 
respectively,  at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  Ancon  restaurant  is  90  per  cent  com- 
pleted; the  work  remaining  to  be  done  consists  of  painting  and  the  installation  of 
equipment.  No  work  was  done  during  May  on  the  mess  building  for  Balboa  Shops, 
which  is  73  per  cent  completed.  No  work  was  done  on  the  sanitary  office  at  Balboa, 
or  on  the  Pedro  Miguel  school  building.  Concrete  and  roofing  work  on  the  Pedro 
Miguel  dispensary  were  completed,  and  the  building  was  80  per  cent  completed  at 
the  end  of  the  month.  The  general  storehouse  at  Mount  Hope  was  carried  to  99  per 
cent  of  completion.  The  morgue  for  Colon  Hospital  was  also  99  per  cent  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  month.  Work  on  the  schoolhouse  at  Gatun  was  continued,  and 
advanced  to  68  per  cent  of  completion.  The  three  12-family  silver  quarters  at 
Mount  Hope  were  55  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month.  In  the 
new  Cristobal  townsite  all  of  the  type- 14  and  25  type- 17  houses  are  under 
construction. 

MUNICIPAL   CONSTRUCTION. 

Municipal  work  was  continued  in  the  new  Cristobal  townsite,  in  the  construction 
of  streets  and  walks  and  the  grading  of  grounds.  The  authorized  concreting  of  streets 
in  Colon  was  completed  in  May.  Some  grading  was  done  in  the  grounds  of  Colon 
Hospital,  using  765  cubic  yards  of  dry  fill.  The  construction  of  road  at  the  Cristobal 
terminal  was  continued,  and  was  90  per  cent  completed  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
Grading  was  continued  in  the  new  Balboa  townsite,  and  work  was  continued  on  the 
construction  of  concrete  drainage  ditches  at  Paraiso  and  Red  Tank,  on  the  bo.x  sewer 
of  the  Corundu  River,  and  in  the  several  Army  posts. 

PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.  The  death  rate  in  the  Canal  Zone  was  10.05  per  thousand,  per  year,  from  all 
causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  8.89,  and  from  external  causes,  1.16.  No  cases  of 
disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthmus  during  the 
month. 

RECEIPTS   AND   EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  May  31,  exclusive  of  fortifications, 
was  $7,393,795.84;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $2,984,994.13.  Pay  rolls  for  the 
forces  on  the  Isthmus  for  May  amounted  to  $1,047,895.47,  including  $44,868.27  for 
fortifications. 

Payments  by  the  disbursing  clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $737,307.40,  and  by 
the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,089,112.57.  Payment  of  $244,216.02  was  also 
made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  for  commissary  books.  Total  Panama  Canal  collec- 
tionsonthe  Isthnms  amounted  to$l, 256, 621. 10,  and  collections  bythe  disbursing  clerk 
in  Washington  to  $63,206.14.  Requisitions  for  purchases  in  the  United  States 
amounted  to  $792,780.06,  making  the  total  for  the  11  months  of  the  fiscal  year 
$8,460,820.49.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscellaneous  funds  amounted  to 
$236,215.96.  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading  amounted  to  $190,485.88.

Meals  Delivered  to  Messengers. 

Instructions  have  been  issued  to  the  managers  of  the  Canal  restau- 
rants at  Balboa,  Ancon,  and  Cristobal  as  follows: 

The  serving  of  any  food  whatever  from  the  kitchen  or  storeroom  doors  will  be  dis- 
continued on  June  23,  and  due  notice  will  be  served  by  you  to  those  desiring  meals 
that  they  or  their  messengers  must  come  to  the  front  door  of  the  restaurant,  so  that 
the  meal  or  food  may  be  checked  by  the  checker  and  a  ticket  properly  punched  made 
out  each  time  for  the  service. 

In  order  to  reduce  this  to  a  necessary  minimum,  where  the  messenger  claims  to  be 
a  messenger  of  a  gold  employee  you  will  require  the  check  number  of  the  messenger, 
the  check  number  of  the  employee,  and  the  name  under  which  the  commissary  book 
presented  has  been  issued.  Where  there  is  any  doubt  as  to  the  necessity  of  the  service 
the  matter  can  then  be  investigated. 

No  servants  or  messengers  will  be  served  during  a  rush  period,  but  must  wait  until 
a  restaurant  employee  can  come  to  the  door,  take  their  order  and  fill  it.  Kitchen  and 
storeroom  doors  must  be  kept  closed  and  locked  at  all  times,  except  when  receiving 
supplies. 
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Data  on  Gardening  in  the  Canal  Zone. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  the  Canal  issue  a  handbook  on 
vegetable  gardening  in  the  Canal  Zone  for  the  guidance  of  those  who 
are  beginning  the  cidtivation  of  plots  in  the  effort  to  diminish  somewhat 
the  universal  shortage  of  food.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
Supply  Department,  and  it  was  decided  not  to  publish  such  a  book  at 
this  time,  for  two  reasons.  The  first  is  that  gardening  has  not  been 
carried  on  to  sufficient  extent  to  establish  any  sort  of  positive  authority 
on  many  aspects,  on  most  aspects,  in  fact,  other  than  the  most  ele- 
mentary principles.  The  second  is  that  any  attempt  to  designate  the 
best  practices  might  tend  to  discourage  individual  experimentation, 
which  is  expected  to  pr"oduce  a  great  deal  of  helpful  knowledge.  For 
instance,  one  man  planting  tomatoes  close  to  the  foundations  of  his 
house  found  that  the  protection  from  the  overhanging  roof  saved  the 
plants  from  the  bad  effects  of  heavy  rains.  Another  who  planted 
white  potatoes  in  a  thin  soil  over  an  old  cinder  dump  produced  con- 
siderably larger  potatoes  than  had  been  the  av^erage  on  the  commissary 
farms. 

In  order  that  the  value  of  such  individual  results  may  be  distributed, 
it  is  requested  that  people  securing  unusual  results  send  word  of  them 
so  that  they  may  be  published.  Communication  may  be  made  by 
letter  or  orally  to  The  Panama  Canal  Record  (telephone  25,  Govern- 
or's office,  Balboa)  and  notes  suitable  for  publication  will  be  used  from 
time  to  time. 


The  Loss  of  the  ''M9Z2lle." 

In  another  column  of  this  issue  the  Chief  Quartermaster  is  advertis- 
ing for  bids  for  salvaging  the  steamship  Mozelle.  This  ship  was  sunk 
in  1895,  it  is  said,  in  consequence  of  the  master's  having  mistaken  a 
random  light  on  the  shore  for  the  light  at  the  northwest  end  of 
Manzanillo  Island;  he  veered  in  to  make  Colon  Harbor,  and  beached 
his  ship  about  a  mile  and  a  half  from  Toro  Point,  around  which  his 
right  course  lay.  The  passengers  were  landed  in  safety.  The  ship 
belonged  to  the  Royal  Mai!  Steam  Packet  Company.

Cold  storage  and  grocery  sections  will  be  checked  first,  and  opened  for  business 
as  early  as  possible  on  the  morning  of  July  2,  and  the  other  sections  of  the  stores 
opened  as  they  are  completed  by  the  inspectors. 


Apple  Shipments. 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  the  commissary  purchasing  agent,  New 
York,  under  date  of  June  14: 

"For  your  information  wish  to  advise  that  the  apple  season  is  over.  I  am  in 
doubt  whether  we  shall  be  able  to  sliip  you  any  barrel  or  box  apples  until  the  new 
crop  comes  in." 

The  6,000  quarts  of  strawberries  received  by  the  steamship  Panama  were  displayed 
in  the  retail  stores  on  June  22,  and  met  with  ready  sale. 

A  shipment  of  cherries,  the  first  of  the  season,  was  also  placed  on  sale  on  that  date. 

A  cablegram  from  New  York,  dated  June  21,  advised  that  4,600  quarts  of  straw- 
berries were  being  forwarded  by  next  sailing. 

Commissary  patrons  will  have  the  opportunity  this  week  to  buy  canteloupes,  as 
75  crates  of  this  fruit  were  shipped  by  the  same  departure. 

A  commissary  requisition  for  beets  in  tins  has  been  cancelled,  as  there  is  no  stock 
of  these  vegetables  in  New  York  at  the  present  time. 


Sources  of  Su^ar  on  West  Coast. 

The  traveling  products  buyer  for  the  Commissarj'  Division  states  in  a  letter  from 
Guayaquil,  Ecuador,  that  he  has  made  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  markets  of 
the  South  American  countries  on  the  west  coast,  but  there  is  no  sugar  to  be  had  from 
any  of  them.  The  only  one  which  produced  sufficient  for  export  is  Peru;  and  its 
product,  which  he  states  is  damp  and  heavy,  dark  in  color,  and  has  a  strong  molasses 
taste,  is  at  present  all  being  shipped  to  refineries  in  Chile. 


Unsweetened  Condensed  Milk  in  Pint  Bottles. 

Beginning  June  26,  unsweetened  condensed  milk  in  pint  bottles  will  be  available 
at  9  cents  a  pint,  with  refund  of  5  cents  for  return  of  bottle.

Weather  Observations  at  Cape  Mala. 

A  station  for  recording  rainfall  and  the  velocity  and  direction  of  the 
winds  was  established  at  Cape  Mala,  the  southwestern  extremity  of 
the  Gulf  of  Panama,  last  week.  It  is  possible  that  tide-recording 
instruments  will  also  be  installed.  The  purpose  is  to  secure  better 
knowledge  of  conditions,  for  the  benefit  of  navigation  to  and  from  the 
Canal.    The  instruments  are  cared  for  by  the  keeper  of  the  light. 


Tide-recording  Station  at  Taboga. 

A  tide-recording  station  has  been  established  on  Morro  Island,  off 
the  north  side  of  Taboga  Island,  near  the  village  of  Taboga,  by  the 
Section  of  Meteorology  and  Hydrography.  The  apparatus  is  mounted 
on  a  pier  built  by  the  Pacific  Steam  Navigation  Company  in  connection 
with  its  machine  shop  on  Morro  Island.  The  records  taken  so  far 
indicate  a  slightly  smaller  variation  in  the  tide  range  than  at  Balboa, 
with  high  and  low  tides  occurring  about  five  minutes  in  advance  of  the 
corresponding  elevations  at  Balboa. 


Cranes  Moved  from  Old  Timber  Wharves  at  Balboa. 

In  preparation  for  further  dredging  in  the  vicinity  of  the  reloader 
wharf  of  the  coaling  plant  at  Balboa,  three  cargo-handling  cranes  on 
the  wooden  wharf  to  the  south  of  the  coaling  plant  have  been  removed. 
Two  were  moved  onto  the  steel  and  concrete  wharf  to  the  south;  a 
third,  resting  on  a  part  of  the  wharf  at  a  difi'erent  elevation  from  the 
remainder,  was  dismantled  and  sent  to  the  obsolete  storehouse.  This 
crane  was  one  of  three  originally  placed  on  a  timber  structure  known  as 
the  "lumber  wharf,"  built  for  the  unloading  of  lumber  in  the  early 
construction  days.  The  others  fell  overboard  when  part  of  the  wharf 
collapsed,  at  the  time  of  the  sinking  of  the  Isiewport.  They  were  re- 
covered and  sold  as  scrap. 

The  cranes  on  the  old  wharves  at  Balboa  have  been  idle  for  about 
a  year,  following  the  opening  of  Pier  18  to  use  and  the  consequent 
abandonment  of  the  old  facilities.  It  was  proposed  at  one  time  to  trans- 
fer some  of  them  to  Pier  18,  but  as  the  bulk  of  the  transfer  business  is 
handled  at  Cristobal  the  moving  of  the  cranes  was  decided  to  be  not 
worth  while.  At  Cristobal  the  slight  tidal  variation  makes  it  practi- 
cable for  cargo  to  be  handled  by  the  ships'  gear  and  by  means  of 
special  booms  and  unloader  masts  along  the  faces  of  the  piers,  and  the 
cranes  are  not  required.

Applications  for  Free  Entry  of  Shipments  to  Employees. 

For  the  purpose  of  expediting  deliveries  and  avoiding  confusion  in 
handling  shipments  to  employees  of  the  Government  on  the  Isthmus, 
the  following  summary  of  conditions  is  presented : 

Employees  receiving  mail  shipments  of  goods  for  themselves  or  families  will  fill  out 
card  (Form  PC  1160)  at  the  post  office.  Postmasters  will  release  parcels  for  free 
entry  on  proper  identification  of  employee.      , 

When  an  express  parcel  comes  for  an  employee  the  agent  of  the  express  company 
will  notify  him,  if  request  for  free  entry  has  not  been  submitted  previously.  The  em- 
ployee should  make  request  for  free  entry  (on  Form  PC  164-3)  immediately. 

in  the  case  of  freight  shipment,  if  free  entry  request  has  not  been  submitted  the 
shipment  will  be  held  by  the  Panama  Railroad.  Notice  of  arrival  of  shipment  will 
be  sent  to  the  consignee  by  the  steamship  company.  The  consignee  will  make  out 
a  request  as  in  the  case  of  an  express  shipment.  Storage  charges  will  accrue  if  the 
parcel  is  not  removed  promptly. 

For  both  express  and  freight  shipments  it  is  better  to  have  the  request  submitted 
prior  to  arrival  of  goods  when  this  Is  possible. 

In  connection  with  the  reduced  freight  rate  privilege  for  employees  on  shipments 
on  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line,  the  practice  has  been  adopted  of  forwarding 
all  shipments  for  employees  at  the  reduced  rate,  even  if  application  has  not  been  made 
prior  to  shipping.  Before  the  consignment  will  be  released  by  the  local  agent  of  the 
Panama  Railroad,  however,  the  em.ployee  must  submit  the  request  for  reduced  rate 
and  free  entry. 


Gardening  Suggestions. 

Pursuant  to  the  invitation  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  last  week 
that  employees  with  gardens  submit  data  on  their  experiences,  the  fol- 
lowing have  been  received: 

The  suggestion  is  made  that  chayote,  or  chocho,  vines  may  be  planted  to  advantage 
in  place  of  ornamental  vines.  It  is  stated  that  they  grow  rapidly,  have  abundant 
foliage,  and  bear  profusely.  Planting  is  done  by  placing  a  whole  fruit,  as  purchased  in 
the  market,  in  the  ground  and  covering  lightly. 

The  okra  is  unusually  satisfactory  in  Isthmian  conditions.  The  plants  begin  to 
bear  in  about  two  months  and  are  prolific  producers.  Seeds  from  mature  pods  should 
be  planted  in  hills  not  less  than  three  feet  apart. 

Wood  ashes  have  been  recommended  for  spraying  beans  and  other  plants  eaten 
by  insects.  Regular  spraying  outfits,  consisting  of  a  hand  sprayer  and  several 
poisonous  mixtures,  have  been  ordered  for  sale  in  the  commissaries.

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 


Charge  Accounts  for  Laundry. 

Under  present  conditions  considerable  time  is  lost  in  delivering  packages  of  laundry 
to  the  residences  of  those  who  have  not  yet  availed  themselves  of  the  charge  account 
privilege.  It  happens  not  infrequently  that  bundles  are  taken  two  or  three  times  to 
houses  before  the  driver  succeeds  in  finding  someone  who  has  coupons  to  pay  for 
the  work.  This,  of  course,  means  lost  time  and  extra  delivery  expense  on  the  part  of 
the  laundry  and  often  results  in  inconvenience  to  the  patron  as  well. 

This  difficulty  would  be  obviated  if  employees  would  take  out  credit  accounts.  The 
bachelors  have  been  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity,  but  a  large  majority 
of  the  families  are  still  paying  for  their  laundry  in  the  old  way.  Authorization  blanks 
for  charge  accounts  may  be  obtained  at  any  commissary.  Accounts  are  payable  the 
first  of  each  month,  and  statements  are  rendered  accordingly,  but  10  days  of  grace 
are  allowed  in  which  payment  may  be  made. 


Last  Strawberry  Shipment. 

The  shipment  of  135  crates  of  strawberries  received  on  the  steamship  Allianca  will 
in  all  probability  be  the  last  of  the  season.  The  berries  shipped  this  year  were  of  ex- 
ceptionally good  quality. 

First  Appearance  of  Cantaloupes. 

The  first  cantaloupes  from  the  United  States  appeared  last  week  on  the  tables  of 
Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  employees.  The  fruit  was  of  high  grade,  and 
reasonably  priced. 

No  celery  was  received  from  New  York  the  past  week,  and  it  will  be  at  least  another 
week  before  any  will  come  forward  from  that  market,  as  the  Bermuda  celery  is  too 
old,  and  the  hothouse  celery  is  entirely  too  green. 


Flax  and  Linen. 

The  linen  situation  in  Belfast,  according  to  latest  authenticated  reports,  is  now 
beginning  to  show  some  signs  of  clarification,  though  conditions  are  still  far  from 
satisfactory. 

Since  the  British  Government  assumed  control  of  the  entire  flax  fiber  supply,  there 
has  been  an  improvement  in  the  distribution  of  flax.  Government  needs  have,  of 
course,  been  taken  care  of  first. 

It  is  stated  that  if,  because  of  present  conditions,  the  receipt  of  Russian  flax  should 
be  stopped  for  a  protracted  period,  there  is  sure  to  be  a  flax  famine  in  Ireland  and 
a  dearth  of  linen  production.  Another  factor  is  the  need  of  aeroplane  cloth  for  Army 
use  in  the  near  future. 

It  is  understood  that  the  British  Government  will  put  American  Army  needs  on  a 
par  with  the  requirements  of  the  armies  of  its  other  allies;  and  this  can  only  result 
in  a  further  restriction  of  raw  material  for  commercial  production. 

A  large  shipment  of  linen  purchased  several  months  ago,  before  the  recent  advances, 
is  expected  to  arrive  at  Cristobal  within  the  next  few  weeks. 


Dressgoods. 

Operators  in  dressgoods,  who  are  in  position  to  forecast  price  changes,  declare 
that  sharp  advances  are  sure  to  be  made  on  lines  prepared  for  the  spring  season  of 
next  year. 

Because  of  the  rising  market,  the  mills  are  naturally  keeping  close  to  the  production 
of  staples.  Buyers,  too,  maintain  the  same  considerative  attitude;  hence  the  devel- 
opment of  new  weaves  and  the  creation  of  novelties  are  not  to  be  thought  of  at  this 
time. 


Recipes. 

Tyrolean  pudding — Make  a  chocolate  bread  pudding,  using  squares  of  buttered 
bread,  trimmed  free  of  the  crusts  and  ranging  them  in  layers  in  the  pudding  dish. 
Pour  over  a  custard  made  from  two  eggs  and  a  pint  of  milk  heated  in  a  double  boiler, 
adding  a  pinch  of  salt  and  sugar  to  taste,  and  stirring  in  two  squares  of  melted  choco- 
late or  sufficient  cocoa  to  give  it  a  strong  chocolate  flavor.  Pour  this  over  the  bread 
and  bake  in  a  hot  oven  until  done.  Turn  out  upon  a  hot  dish,  cover  the  top  with  whip- 
ped cream  flavored  with  vanilla  and  serve  with  a  hot  chocolate  sauce. 
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Espionage,  Neutrality,  and  General  Foreign  Relations. 

The  Governor  has  published  as  Canal  circular  No.  600-40  the  fol- 
lowing Act  of  Congress,  which  is  applicable  in  the  Canal  Zone: 
AN  ACT  To  punish  acts  of  interference  with  the  foreign  relations,  the  neutrality, 
and  the  foreign  commerce  of  the  United  States,  to  punish  espionage,  and  better 
to  enforce  the  criminal  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the   United  States  oj 
America  in  Congress  assemlUd: 

TITLE   I. — ESPIONAGE. 

Section  1.  That  (a)  whoever,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  respecting 
the  national  defense  with  intent  or  reason  to  believe  that  the  information  to  be  obtain- 
ed is  to  be  used  to  the  injury  of  the  United  States,  or  to  the  advantage  of  any  foreign 
nation  goes  upon,  enters,  flies  over,  or  otherw  ise  obtains  i  nformation  concerning  any  ves- 
sel,aircraft,  work  of  defense,  navy  yard,  naval  station,  submirine  base,  coaling  station, 
fort,  battery,  torpedo  station,  dockyard,  canal,  railroad,  arsenal,  camp,  factory, 
mine,  telegraph,  telephone,  wireless,  or  signal  station,  building,  office,  or  other  place 
connected  with  the  national  defense,  owned  or  constructed,  or  in  progress  of  con- 
struction by  the  United  States  or  under  the  control  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any 
of  its  officers  or  agents,  or  within  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  or 
any  place  in  which  any  vessel,  aircraft,  arms,  munitions,  or  other  materials  or  in- 
struments for  use  in  time  of  war  are  being  made,  prepared,  repaired,  or  stored,  under 
any  contract  or  agreement  with  the  United  States,  or  with  any  person  on  behalf 
of  the  United  States,  or  otherwise  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  or  any  prohibited 
place  within  the  meaning  of  section  six  of  this  title;  or  (b)  whoever  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  and  with  like  intent  or  reason  to  believe,  copies,  takes,  makes,  or  obtains, 
or  attempts  or  induces  cr  aids  another  to  copy,  take,  make,  or  obtain,  any  sketch, 
photograph,  photograpiiic  negative,  blue  print,  plan,  map,  model,  instrument, 
appliance,  document,  writing,  or  note  of  anyihing  connected  with  the  national 
defense;  or  (c)  whoever,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  receives  or  obtains  or  agrees  or 
attempts  or  induces  or  aids  another  to  receive  or  obtain  from  any  person,  or  from 
any  source  whatever,  any  document,  writing,  code  book,  signal  book,  sketch,  photo- 
graph, photographic  negative,  blue  print,  plan,  map,  moded,  instrument,  appliance, 
or  note,  of  anything  connected  with  the  national  defense,  knowing  or  having  reason 
to  believe,  at  the  lime  he  receives  or  obtains,  or  agrees  or  attempts  cr  induces  or  aids 
another  to  receive  or  obtain  it,  that  it  has  been  or  will  be  obtained,  taken,  made  or 
disposed  of  by  any  person  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  thistiile;  or  (d)  whoever, law- 
fully or  unlawfully  having  possession  of,  access  to,  control  over,  or  being  intrusted 
with  any  document,  wriiing,  code  book,  signal  book,  sketch,  photograph,  photographic 
negative,  blue  print,  plan,  map,  model,  instrument,  appliance,  or  note  relating  to 
the  national  defense,  willluUy  communicates  or  transmits  or  attempts  to  communicate 
or  transmit  the  same  to  any  person  not  entitled  to  receive  it,  or  willfully  retains  the 
same  and  fails  to  deliver  it  on  demand  to  the  officer  or  employee  of  the  United  States 
entitled  to  receive  it;  or  (e)  whoever,  being  intrusted  with  or  having  lawful  posses- 
sion or  control  of  any  document,  writing,  code  book,  signal  book,  sketch,  photograph, 
photographic  negative,  blue  print,  plan,  map,  model,  note,  or  information,  relating 
to  the  national  defense,  through  gross  negligence  permits  the  same  to  be  removed 
from  its  proper  place  of  custody  or  delivered  to  anyone  in  violation  of  his  trust,  or  to 
be  lost,  stolen,  abstracted,  or  destroyed,  shall  be  punished  b-y  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$10,000,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  (a)  Whoever,  with  intent  or  reason  to  believe  that  it  is  to  be  used  to  the 
injury  of  the  United  States  or  to  the  advantage  of  a  foreign  nation,  comnnmicates, 
delivers,  or  transmits,  cr  attempts  to,  or  aids  or  induces  another  to,  communicate, 
deliver,  or  transmit  to  any  foreign  go'.ernment,  or  to  any  faction  or  party  or  military 
or  naval  force  within  a  foreign  country,  whether  recognized  or  unrecognized  by  the 
United  States,  or  to  any  representative,  officer,  agent,  employee,  subject,  cr  citizen 
thereof,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  any  document,  writing,  code  book,  signal  book, 
sketch,  photograph,  photographic  ncijative,  blue  print,  plan,  map,  model,  note, 
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instrument,  appliance,  or  infcrmation  relating  to  the  national  defense,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  imprisonment,  for  not  more  than  twenty  years:  P  rouded,  That  whoever  shaW 
violate  the  provisions  of  subsection  (a)  of  this  section  in  time  of  war  shall  be  punished 
by  death  oi  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  years;  and'(b)  whoever,  in  time 
of  war,  with  intent  that  the  same  shall  be  communicated  to  the  enemj',  shall  collect, 
record,  publish,  or  communicate,  or  attempt  to  elicit  any  information  with  respect 
to  the  movement,  numbers,  description,  condition,  or  disposition  of  any  of  the  armed 
forces,  ships,  aircraft,  or  war  materials  of  the  United  States,  or  with  respect  to  the 
plans  or  conduct,  or  supposed  plans  or  conduct  of  any  naval  or  military  operations,  or 
with  respect  to  any  works  or  measures  undertaken  for  or  connected  with,orintended 
for  the  fortification  or  defense  of  any  place,  or  any  other  information  relating  to  the 
public  defense,  which  might  be  useful  to  the  enemy,  shall  be  punished  by  death  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  thirty  years. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever,  when  the  United  States  is  at  war,  shall  willfully  make  or  convey 
false  reports  or  false  statements  with  intent  to  interfere  with  the  operation  or  success 
of  the  military  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  or  to  promote  the  success  of  its 
enemies  and  whoever,  when  the  United  States  is  at  war,  shall  willfully  cause  or  attempt 
to  cause  insubordination;  disloyalty,  mutiny,  or  refusal  cf  duty,  in  the  militan,- 
or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  shall  willfully  obstruct  the  recruiting  or 
enlisting  service  cf  the  Uinted  States,  tc  the  injury  of  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  J^IO.OOO  or  iniprifcnment  for  not  mere 
than  twenty  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  4.  If  two  or  more  persons  conspire  to  violate  the  provisions  of  sections  two 
or  three  of  this  title,  and  one  or  more  of  such  persons  does  any  act  to  effect  the  object 
of  the  conspiracy,  each  cf  the  parties  to  such  conspiracy  shall  be  punished  as  in  said 
sections  provided  in  the  case  cf  the  doing  of  the  act  the  accomplishment  of  which  is 
the  object  of  such  conspiracy.  Except  as  above  provided  conspiracies  to  commit 
ofTenses  under  this  title  shall  be  punished  as  provided  by  section  thirty-seven  of  the 
Act  to  codify,  revise,  and  amend  the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States  approved  March 
fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  harbors  or  conceals  any  person  who  he  knows,  or  has  reason- 
able grounds  to  b^eve  or  suspect  has  committed,  or  is  about  to  commit,  an  offense 
under  this  title  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10,000,  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  b.oth. 

Sec.  6.  The  President  in  time  of  war  or  in  the  case  of  national  emergency  may  by 
proclamation  designate  any  place  other  than  those  set  forth  in  subsection  (a)  of 
section  one  hereof  in  which  anything  for  tlie  use  of  the  Army  of  Nav>'  is  being  pre- 
pared or  consti^ucted  or  stored  as  a  prohibited  place  for  the  purposes  of  this  title: 
Provided,  That  he  shall  determine  that  information_with  respect  thereto  would  be 
prejudicial  to  the  national  defense. 

Sec.  7.  Nothing  contained  in  this  title  shall  be  deemed  to  limit  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  general  courts-martial,  military  commissions,  or  naval  courts-martial  under 
sections  thirteen  hundred  and  forty-two,  thirteen  hundred  and  forty-three,  and 
sixteen  hundred  and  twenty-fcur  of  ihe  Revised  Statutes  as  amended. 

Sec.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  title  shall  extend  to  all  Territories,  possessions,  and 
places  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  whether  or  not  contiguous  there- 
to, and  offenses  under  this  title  when  committed  upon  the  high  seas  or  elsewhere 
within  the  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  and  outside  the 
territorial  limits  thereof  shall  be  punishable  hereunder. 

'-'EC.  9.  The  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  prevent  the  disclosure  of  national  defense 
secrets,"  approved  March  third,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  repealt-d. 

TITLE   II. — ^VESSELS  IN  PORT!?  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES, 

Section  1.  Whenever  the  President  by  proclamation  or  Executive  order  declares 
a  national  emergency  to  exist  by  reason  of  actual  or  threatened  war,  insurrection,  or 
invasion,  or  disturbance  or  threatened  disturbance  of  the  international  relatioris  of 
the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  make,  subject  to  »he  approval 
of  the  President,  rules'atid  regulations  governing  the  anchorage  and  movenierst  o( 
any  vessel,  foreign  or  domestic,  in  the  territorial  waters  of  the  United  Stares,  niay 
inspect  such  vessel  at  any  time,  place  guards  thereon,  and,  if  necessary  in  his  opinion 
in  order  to  secure  such  vessels  from  tiamage  or  injury,  or  to  pre\ent  damage  or  injury 
to  any  harbor  or  waters  of  the  United  States,  or  to  secure  the  observance  ol  the  rights 
and  obligations  of  the  Uniicd  States,  may  take,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
President,  for  such  purposes,  full  possession  and  control  of  such  vessel  and  remove 
therefrom  the  officers  and  crew  thereof  and  all  other  persons  not  specially  authorized 
by  him  to  go  or  remain  on  board  thereof. 

Within  the  territory  and  waters  of  the  Canal  Zone  ihe  Govern  )r  of  the  Pan.  m.t 
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Canal,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  by 
this  section  on  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasurj-. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  owner,  agent,  master,  officer,  or  person  in  charge,  or  any  member  of 
the  crew  of  any  such  vessel  fails  to  comply  with  any  regulation  or  rule  issued  or  order 
given  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  or  the  Governor  of  the  Panama  Canal  under 
the  provisions  .)f  this  title,  or  obstructs  oi  interferes  with  the  exercise  of  any  power 
conferred  by  this  title,  the  vessel,  together  with  her  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  and 
equipment,  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  and  forfeiture  to  the  United  States  in  the  same 
manner  as  meichandise  is  forfeited  for  violation  of  the  customs  revenue  laws;  and 
the  person  guilty  of  such  failure,  obstruction,  or  interference  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  master  or  any  other  person  in  charge 
or  command  of  any  private  vessel,  foreign  or  domestic,  or  for  any  member  of  the 
crew  or  other  person,  within  the  territorial  waters  of  the  United  States,  willfully  to 
cause  or  permit  the  destruction  or  injury  of  such  vessel  or  knowingly  to  permit  said 
vessel  to  be  used  as  a  place  of  resort  for  any  person  conspiring  with  another  or  pre- 
paring to  commit  any  ofiense  against  the  Ignited  States,  or  in  violation  of  the  treaties 
of  the  United  States  or  ot  the  obligations  of  the  United  States  under  tl  e  law  of  nations, 
or  to  defraud  the  United  States,  or  knowingly  to  permit  such  vessels  to  be  used  in 
violation  of  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  United  States  under  the  law  of  nations; 
and  in  case  such  vessel  shall  be  so  used,  with  the  knowledge  cf  the  owner  or  master  or 
other  person  in  charge  or  command  thereof,  the  vessel,  together  with  her  tackle, 
apparel,  furniture,  and  equipment,  shall  be  subject  to  seizure  and  forfeiture  to  the 
United  States,  in  the  same  manner  as  merchandise  is  forfeited  for  violation  of  the 
customs  revenue  laws;  and  whoever  violates  this  section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
$10,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  4.  The  President  may  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  title. 

TITI.E  III. — INJURING  VESSELS  ENGAGED  IN  FOREIGN  COMMERCE. 

Section  1.  Whoever  shall  set  fire  to  any  vessel  of  foreign  registry,  or  any  vessel  of 
American  registry  entitled  to  engage  in  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  or  to  any 
vessel  of  the  United  States  as  defined  in  section  three  hundred  and  ten  of  the  Act 
of  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  Act  tc  codify,  revise,  and 
amend  the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States,"  or  to  the  cargo  of  the  same,  or  shall 
tamper  with  the  motive  power  or  instrumentalities  of  navigation  of  such  vessel,  or 
shall  place  bombs  or  explosives  in  or  upon  such  vessel,  or  shall  do  any  other  act  to 
or  upon  such  vessel  while  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  or,  it  such  vessel 
is  of  American  registry,  while  she  is  on  the  high  sea,  with  intent  to  injure  or  endanger 
the  safety  of  the  vessel  or  of  her  cargo,  or  of  persons  on  board,  whether  the  injury  or 
danger  is  so  intended  to  take  place  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  or 
after  the  vessel  shall  have  depaited  therefrom;  or  whoever  shall  attempt  or  conspire 
to  do  any  such  acts  with  such  intent,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or  impris- 
oned not  more  than  twenty  years,  or  both. 

title  IV. — INTERFERENCE  WITH  FOREIGN  COMMERCE  BY  VIOLENT  MEANS. 

Section  1.  Whoever,  with  intent  to  prevent,  interfere  with,  or  obstruct  or  attempt 
to  prevent,  interfere  with,  or  obstruct  the  exportation  to  foreign  countries  of  articles 
from  the  United  States  shall  injure  or  destroy,  by  fire  or  explosives,  such  articles  or 
the  places  where  they  may  be  while  in  such  foreign  commerce,  shall  be  fined  not  more 
than  $10,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  ten  years,  or  both. 
TITLE  V. — ENFORCEMENT   OF   NEUTRALITY. 

Section  1.  During  a  war  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  neutral  nation,  the  Presi- 
dent, or  any  person  thereunto  authorized  by  him,  may  withhold  clearance  from  or  to 
any  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign,  which  is  required  by  law  to  secure  clearance  before 
departing  from  port  or  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  or,  by  service  of 
"formal  notice  upon  the  owner,  master,  or  person  in  command  or  having  charge  of  any 
domestic  vessel  not  required  by  law  to  secure  clearances  before  so  departing,  to  forbid 
its  departure  from  port  or  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  whenever  there 
is  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  any  such  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign,  whether  re- 
quiring clearance  or  not,  is  about  to  carry  fuel,  arms,  ammunition,  men,  supplies, 
dispatches,  or  information  to  any  warship,  tender,  or  supply  ship  of  a  foreign 
belligerent  nation  in  violation  of  the  laws,  treaties,  or  obligations  of  the  United  States 
under  the  law  of  nations;   and  it  shall  thereupon  be  unlawful  for  such  vessel  to  depart. 

Sec.  2.  During  a  war  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  neutral  nation,  the  President, 
or  any  per.son  thereunto  authorized  by  him,  may  detain  any  armed  vessel  owned 
wholly  or  in  part  by  American  citizens,  or  any  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign  (other  than 
one  which  has  entered  the  ports  of  the  United  States  as  a  public  vessel),  which  ie

manifestly  built  for  warlike  purposes  or  has  been  converted  or  adapted  from  a  private 
vessel  to  one  suitable  for  warlike  use,  until  the  owner  or  mnsier,  or  person  having 
charge  of  such  vessel,  shall  furnish  proof  satisfactory  to  the  President,  or  to  the 
person  duly  authorized  by  him,  that  the  vessel  will  not  be  employed  by  the  said 
owners,  or  master,  or  person  having  charge  thereof,  to  cruise  against  or  commit  or 
attempt  to  commit  hostilities  upon  tne  subjects,  citizens,  or  property  of  any  fi^-r^ign 
prince  or  state,  cr  of  any  colony,  district,  cr  people  with  which  the  United  States  is 
at  peace,  ana  that  the  said  vessel  will  not  be  said  or  delivered  to  any  belligerent  nation, 
or  to  an  agent,  officer,  or  citizen  of  such  nation,  by  them  or  any  of  them,  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  or,  having  left  that  jurisdiction,  upon  the  high  seas. 

Sec.  3.  During  a  war  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  neutral  nation,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  send  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  any  vessel  built,  armed, 
or  equipped  as  a  vessel  of  war,  or  converted  from  a  private  vessel  into  a  vessel  of  war, 
with  any  intent  or  under  any  agreement  or  contract,  written  or  oral,  that  such  vessel 
shall  be  delivered  to  a  belligerent  nation,  or  to  an  agent,  officer,  or  citizen  of  such 
nation,  or  with  reasonable  cause  to-  believe  that  the  said  vessel  shall  or  will  be 
employed  in  the  service  of  any  such  belligerent  nation  after  its  departure  from  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  During  a. war  in  which  the  United  States  is  a  neutral  nation,  in  addition 
to  the  facts  required  by  sections  forty-one  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  forly-one 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  forty-two  hundred  of  the  Revised  Statutes  to  be  set 
out  in  the  masters'  ana  shippers'  manifests  before  clearance  will  be  issued  to  vessels 
bound  to  foreign  ports,  each  of  which  sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  and  is  continued  in  full  force  and  effect,  every  master  or  person  having 
charge  or  command  of  any  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign,  whether  requiring  clearance 
or  not,  before  departure  of  such  vessel  from  port  shall  deliver  to  the  collector  of 
customs  for  the  district  wherein  such  vessel  is  then  located  a  statement  duly  verified 
by  oath,  that  the  cargo  cr  any  part  of  the  cargo  is  or  is  not  to  be  delivered  to  other 
vessels  in  port  or  to  be  transshipped  on  the  high  seas  and,  if  it  is  to  be  so  delivered  or 
transshipped,  stating  the  kind  and  quantities  and  the  value  of  the  total  quantity  of 
each  kind  of  article  so  to  be  delivered  or  transhipped,  and  the  name  of  the  person, 
corporation,  vessel,  or  government,  to  whom  the  delivery  or  transsphiment  is  to  be 
made;  and  tlie  owners,  shippers,  or  consignors  of  the  cargo  of  such  vessel  shall  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  deliver  to  the  collector  like  state- 
ments under  oath  as  to  the  cargo  or  the  parts  thereof  laden  or  shipped  by  them,  re- 
apectively. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  it  appears  that  the  vessel  is  not  entitled  to  clearance  or  when- 
ever there  is  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  the  additional  statements  under  oath 
required  in  the  fcregoing  section  are  false,  the  collector  cf  customs  fcr  the  district  in 
which  the  vessel  is  located  may,  subject  to  review  by  the  Secretary  tf  Commerce, 
refuse  clearance  to  any  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign,  and  by  formal  notice  served  upon 
the  owners,  master,  or  person  or  persons  in  command  or  charge  of  any  domestic  vessel 
for  which  clearance  is  not  required  by  law,  forbid  the  departure  of  the  vessel  from 
the  port  or  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States;  and  it  shall  thereupon  be 
unlawful  for  the  vessel  to  depart. 

Sec.  6.  Whoever,  in  violation  of  any  cf  the  provisions  of  this  title,  shall  take,  or 
attempt  or  conspire  to  take,  or  authori/.ethe  taking  cf  any  such  ves'^el,  out  of  port  or 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both;  and  in  additinn,  such  vessel,  her  tackle, 
apparel,  furniture,  equipment,  and  her  cargo  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  7.  Whoever,  being  a  person  belonging  to  the  armed  land  or  naval  forces  of 
a  belligerent  nation  or  belligerent  faction  of  any  nation  and  being  interned  in  the 
United  States,  in  accordance  with  the  law  of  nations,  shall  leave  or  attempt  to  leave 
said  jurisdiction,  or  shall  leave  or  attempt  to  leave  the  limits  of  internment  in  which 
freedom  of  movement  has  been  allowed,  without  permission  from  the  proper  official 
of  the  United  States  in  charge,  or  shall  willfully  overstay  a  leave  of  absence  granted' 
by  such  official,  shall  be  subject  to  arrest  by  any  marshal  or  deputy  marshal  of  the 
United  States,  or  by  the  military  or  naval  authorities  thereof,  and  shall  be  returned 
to  the  place  of  internment  and  there  confined  and  safely  kept  for  such  period  of  time 
as  the  official  of  the  United  States  in  charge  shall  direct;  and  whoever,  within  the 
jurisdiction  ol  the  United  States  and  subject  thereto,  shall  aid  or  entice  any  interned 
person  to  escape  or  attempt  to  escape  from  the  juribdiction  of  the  United  States,  or 
from  the  limits  of  internment  prescribed,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  §1,000  or  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  one  year,  or  both. 

Sec.  8.  Section  thirteen  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  codify,  revise,  and  amend 
the  f>enal  laws  of  the  United  States,"  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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"Sec.  13.  WTioever,  within  the  territory  or  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  or  ol 
any  of  its  possessions,  knowingly  begins  or  sets  on  foot  or  provides  or  prepares  a 
means  for  cr  fiirni.-hes  the  money  for,  or  who  takes  part  in,  any  mihtary  or  naval 
expedition  cr  enterprise  to  be  carried  on  from  thence  against  the  territory  or  dominion 
of  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  or  of  any  colony,  district,  or  people  with  whom  the 
United  States  is  at  peace,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $3,000  or  imprisoned  not  more 
than  three  years,  or  both."' 

Sec.  9.  That  the  President  may  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  ol 
the  United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  title. 

Sec.  10.  Section  fifteen  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act  to  codify,  revise,  and  amend 
the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States,"  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
nine,  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  15.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  oi 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia  thereof,  as  he  may  deem  necessary 
to  compel  any  foreign  vessel  to  depart  from  the  United  States  or  any  of  its  possessions 
in  all  cases  in  which,  by  the  law  of  nations  or  the  treaties  of  the  United  States,  it 
ought  not  to  remain,  and  to  detain  or  prevent  any  foreign  vessel  from  so  departing 
in  all  cases  in  which,  by  the  law  of  nations  or  the  treaties  of  the  United  States,  it  is 
not  entitled  to  depart." 

Sec.  11.  The  joint  resolution  approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fifteen,  "To  empower  the  President  to  better  enforce  and  maintain  the  neutrality  ol 
the  United  States,"  and  any  Act  or  parts  of  Acts  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
this  title  are  hereby  repealed. 

TITLE  VI. — seizure   OF   ARMS   AND   OTHER    ARTICLES   INTENDED  FOR   EXPORT. 

Section  1.  Whenever  an  attempt  is  made  to  export  or  ship  from  or  take  out  ol 
the  United  States,  any  arms  or  munitions  of  war,  or  other  articles,  in  violation  ol 
law,  or  whenever  there  shall  be  known  or  probable  cause  to  believe  that  any  such 
arms  or  munitions  of  war  or  other  articles,  are  being  or  are  intended  to  be  exported, 
or  shipped  from,  or  taken  out  of  the  United  States,  in  violation  of  law,  the  several 
collectors,  naval  officers,  surveyors,  inspectors  of  customs,  and  marshals,  and  deputy 
marshals  of  the  United  States,  and  every  other  person  duly  authorized  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  President,  may  seize  and  detain  any  articles  or  munitions  of  war  about 
to  be  exported  or  shipped  from,  or  taken  out  of  the  United  States,  in  violation  of  law, 
and  the  vessels  or  vehicles  containing  the  same,  and  retain  possession  thereof  until 
released  or  disposed  of  as  hereinafter  directed.  If  upon  due  inquiry  as  hereinafter 
provided,  the  property  seized  shall  appear  to  have  been  about  to  be  so  unlawfully 
exported,  shipped  from,  or  taken  out  of  the  United  States,  the  same  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  United  Stales. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  making  any  seizure  under  this  title  to 
apply,  with  due  diligence,  to  the  judge  of  the  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or 
to  the  judge  of  the  United  States  district  court  of  the  Canal  Zone,  or  to  the  judge  of  a 
court  of  first  instance  in  the  Philippine  Islands,  having  jurisdiction  over  the  place 
within  which  the  seizure  is  made,  for  a  warrant  to  justify  the  further  detention  of  the 
property  so  seized,  which  warrant  shall  be  granted  only  on  oath  or  affirmation  show- 
ing that  there  is  known  or  probable  cause  to  believe  that  the  property  seized  is  being 
or  is  intended  to  be  exported  or  shipped  from  or  taken  out  of  the  United  States  io 
violation  of  law;  and  if  the  judge  refuses  to  issue  the  warrant,  or  application  therefor 
is  not  made  by  the  person  making  the  seizure  within  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding 
ten  days  after  the  seizure,  the  property  shall  forthwith  be  restored  to  the  owner  or 
person  from  whom  seized.  If  the  judge  is  satisfied  that  the  seizure  was  justified  under, 
the  previsions  of  this  title  and  issues  his  warrant  accordingly,  then  the  property  shall 
be  detained  by  the  person  seizing  it  until  the  President,  who  is  hereby  expressly 
authorized  so  to  do,  orders  it  to  be  restored  to  the  owner  or  claimant,  or  until  it  is 
discharged  in  due  course  of  law  on  petition  of  the  claimant,  or  on  trial  of  condem- 
nation proceedings,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  The  owner  or  claimant  of  any  property  seized  under  this  title  may,  at  any 
time  before  condemnation  proceedings  have  been  instituted,  as  hereinafter  provided, 
file  his  petition  for  its  restoration  in  the  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or  the 
district  court  of  the  Canal  Zone,  or  the  court  of  first  instance  in  the  Philippine  Islands, 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  place  in  which  the  seizure  was  made,  whereupon  the 
court  shall  advance  the  cause  for  hearing  and  determination  with  all  possible  dispatch, 
and,  after  causing  notice  to  be  given  to  the  United  States  attorney  for  the  district 
and  to  the  person  making  the  seizure,  shall  proceed  to  hear  and  decide  whether  the 
property  seized  shall  be  restored  to  the  petitioner  or  forfeited  to  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  person  making  any  seizure  under  this  title  applies  for  and 
obtairts  a  warrant  for  the  detention  of  the  property,  and  (a)  upon  the  hearing  and 
and  determination  of  the  petition  of  the  owner  or  claimant  restoration  is  denied,  or  (b) 
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the  owner  or  claimant  fails  to  file  a  petition  for  restoration  within  thirty  day9  after 
the  seizure,  the  United  States  attorney  for  the  district  wherein  it  was  seized,  upon 
direction  of  the  Attorney  General,  shall  institute  lihel  proceedings  in  the  United 
States  district  court  or  the  district  court  of  the  Canal  Zone  or  the  court  of  first  in- 
stance of  the  Philippine  Islands  having  jurisdiction  over  the  place  wherein  the  seizure 
was  made,  against  the  propeity  for  condemnation;  and  if,  after  trial  and  hearing  of  the 
issues  involved,  the  property  is  condemned,  it  shall  be  disposed  of  by  sale,  and  the 
proceeds  thereof,  less  the  legal  costs  and  charges,  paid  into  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  5.  The  proceedings  in  such  summary  trial?  upon  the  petiiion  of  the  owner  or 
claimant  of  the  property  seized,  as  well  as  in  the  libel  cases  herein  provided  for,  shall 
conform,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  proceedings  in  admiralty,  except  that  either  party 
may  demand  trial  by  jury  of  any  issue  of  fact  joined  in  such  libel  cases,  and  all  such 
proceedings  shall  be  at  the  suit  of  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  States:  Provided, 
That  upon  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  legal  expenses  of  both  the  summary  trials 
and  the  libel  proceedings  herein  provided  for,  and  the  execution  and  delivery  of  a 
good  and  sufficient  bond  in  an  amount  double  the  value  of  the  property  seized,  con- 
ditioned that  it  will  not  be  exported  or  used  or  employed  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  title,  the  court,  in  its  discretion,  may  direct  that  it  be  delivered  to  the  owners 
thereof  or  to  the  claimants  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  Except  in  those  cases  in  which  the  exportation  of  arms  and  munitions  of 
war  or  other  articles  is  forbidden  by  proclamation  or  otherwise  by  the  President,  as 
provided  in  section  one  of  this  title,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
extend  to,  or  interfere  with  any  trade  in  such  commodities,  conducted  with  any  foreign 
port  or  place  wheresoever,  or  with  any  other  trade  which  might  have  been  lawfully 
carried  on  before  the  passage  of  this  title,  under  the  law  of  nations,  or  under  the 
treaties  or  conventions  entered  into  by  the  United  States,  or  under  the  laws  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  payment  of  the  costs  and  legal  expenses  incurred  in  any  such 
summary  trial  for  possession  or  libel  proceedings,  the  President  is  hereby  authorized 
in  his  discretion,  to  order  the  release  and  restoration  to  the  owner  or  claimant,  as 
the  case  may  be,  of  any  property  seized  and  condemned  under  the  provisions  of  this 
title. 

Sec.  8.  The  President  may  employ  such  part  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the 
United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  title. 

TITLE  VII.— certain  EXPORTS  IN  TIME  OF  WAR  UNLAWFUL. 

Section  1.  VV^henever  during  the  present  war  the  President  shall  find  that  the 
public  safety  shall  so  require,  and  shall  make  proclamation  thereof,  it  shall  be  unlaw- 
ful to  export  from  or  ship  from  or  take  out  of  the  United  States  to  any  country  named 
in  such  proclamation  any  article  or  articles  mentioned  in  such  proclamation,  except 
at  such  time  or  times,  and  under  such  regulations  and  orders,  and  subject  to  such 
limitations  and  exceptions  as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  until  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  President  or  by  Congress:  Provided,  however,  That  no  preference  shall  be 
^ven  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  .shall  export,  ship,  or  take  out,  or  deliver  or  attempt  to 
deliver  for  export,  shipment,  or  taking  out,  any  article  in  violation  of  this  title,  or  any 
regfulation  or  order  made  hereunder,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000,  or,  if  a 
natural  person,  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both;  and  any  article 
30  delivered  or  exported,  shipped,  or  taken  out,  or  so  attempted  to  be  delivered  or 
exported,  shipjxjd,  or  taken  out,  shall  be  seized  and  forfeited  to  the  United  States; 
and  any  officer,  director,  or  agent  of  a  corporation  who  participates  in  any  such  vio- 
lation shall  be  liable  to  like  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both. 

Sec.  3-  Whenever  there  is  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  any  vessel,  domestic 
or  foreign,  is  about  to  carry  out  of  the  United  States  any  article  or  articles  in  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  title,  the  collector  of  customs  for  the  district  in  which  such 
vessel  is  located  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  subject  to  review  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  Commerce,  to  refuse  clearance  to  any  such  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign,  for 
which  clearance  is  required  by  law,  and  by  formal  notice  served  upon  the  owners, 
master,  or  person  or  persons  in  command  or  charge  of  any  domestic  vessel  for  which 
clearance  is  not  required  by  law,  to  forbid  the  departure  of  such  vessel  from  the  port, 
and  it  shall  thereupon  be  unlawful  for  such  vessel  to  depart.  Whoever,  in  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  take,  or  attempt  to  take,  cr  authorize  the 
taking  of  any  such  vessel,  out  of  port  or  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Unitea  States, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both; 
and,  in  addition,  such  vessel,  her  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  equipment,  and  her  for- 
bidden cargo  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  United  States. 

TITLE  VIII. — DISTURBANCE  OF  FOREIGN  RELATIONS. 

Section  1.  Whoever,  in  relation  to  any  dispute  or  controversy  between  a  foreign 
government  and  the  United  States,  shall  willfully  and  knowingly  make  any  untrue 
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stateraont,  either  orally  or  in  writing,  under  oath  before  any  person  authori3ed  and 
empowered  to  administer  oatiis,  which  the  affiant  has  knowledge  or  reason  to  believe 
will,  or  naay  be  used  to  influence  the  measures  or  conduct  of  any  foreign  government, 
or  of  any  officer  or  agent  of  any  foreign  government,  to  the  injury  of  the  United 
States,  or  with  a  view  or  intent  to  influence  any  measure  of  or  action  by  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  or  any  branch  thereof,  to  the  injury  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  Whoever  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  shall  falsely  assume 
or  pretend  to  be  a  diplomatic  or  consular,  or  other  official  of  a  foreign  government  duly 
accredited  as  such  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  with  intent  to  defraud  such 
foreign  government  or  any  person,  and  shall  take  upon  himself  to  act  as  such,  or  in 
such  pretended  character  shall  demand  or  obtain,  or  attempt  to  obtain  from  any 
person  or  from  said  foreign  government,  or  from  any  officer  thereof,  any  money, 
paper,  document,  or  other  thing  of  value,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000,  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever,  other  than  a  diplomatic  or  consular  officer  or  attach^,  shall  act 
in  the  United  States  as  an  agent  of  a  foreign  government  without  prior  notification 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000,  or  imprisoned  not 
more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

bfiC-  4.  The  words  "foreign  government,"  as  used  in  this  Act  and  in  sections  one 
hundred  and  fifty-six,  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven,  one  hundred  and  sixty-one,  one 
hundred  and  seventy,  one  hundred  and  seventy-one,  one  hundred  and  seventy-two, 
one  hundred  and  seventy-three,  and  two  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  Act  cf  March 
fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  Act  to  codify,  revise,  and  amend  the 
penal  laws  of  the  United  States,"  shall  be  deemed  to  include  any  Government, 
faction,  or  body  of  insurgents  within  a  country  with  which  the  United  States  is  at 
peace,  which  Government,  faction,  or  bod>  of  insurgents  may  or  may  not  have  been 
recognized  by  the  United  States  as  a  Government. 

Sec.  5.  If  two  or  more  persons  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  con- 
3pire  to  injure  or  destroy  specific  property  situated  within  a  foreign  country  and 
belonging  to  a  foreign  Government  or  to  any  political  subdivision  thereof  with  which 
the  United  States  is  at  peace,  or  any  railroad,  canal,  bridge,  or  other  public  utility 
so  situated,  and  if  one  or  more  of  such  persons  commits  an  act  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  to  effect  the  object  of  the  conspiracy,  each  of  the  parties  to  the 
conspiracy  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  three 
years,  or  both.  Any  indictment  or  information  under  this  section  shall  describe  the 
specific  property  which  it  was  the  object  of  the  conspiracy  to  injure  or  destroy. 

TITLE  IX. — PASSPORTS. 

Section  1.  Before  a  passport  is  issued  to  any  person  by  or  under  authority  of  the 
United  States,  such  person  shall  subscribe  to  and  submit  a  written  application  duly 
verified  by  his  oath  before  a  person  authorized  and  empowered  to  administer  oaths, 
which  said  application  shall  contain  a  true  recital  of  each  and  every  matter  of  fact 
whiq^i  may  be  required  by  law  or  by  any  rules  authorized  by  law  to  be  stated  as  a 
prerequisite  to  the  issuance  of  any  such  passport.  Clerks  of  United  States  courts, 
agents  of  the  Department  of  State,  or  other  Federal  officials  authorized,  or  who 
may  be  authorized,  to  take  passport  applications  and  administer  oaths  thereon,  shall 
collect,  for  all  services  in  in  connection  therewith,  a  fee  of  $1,  and  no  more,  in  lieu  of 
all  fees  prescribed  by  any  statute  of  the  United  States,  whether  the  application  is 
executeci  singly,  in  duplicate,  or  in  triplicate. 

Sec.  2.  Whoever  shall  willfully  and  knowingly  make  any  false  statement  in  an 
application  for  passport  with  intent  to  induce  or  secure  the  issuance  of  a  passport 
under  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  either  for  his  own  use  or  the  use  of  another, 
contrary  to  the  laws  regulating  the  issuance  of  passports  or  the  rules  prescribed 
pursuant  to  such  laws,  or  whoever  shall  willfully  and  knowingly  use  or  attempt  to 
use,  or  furnish  to  another  for  use,  any  passport  the  issue  of  which  was  secured  in  any 
way  by  reason  of  any  false  statement,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $2,000  or  impris- 
oned not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever  shall  willfully  and  knowingly  use,  or  attempt  to  use,  any  passport 
issued  or  designed  for  the  use  of  another  than  himself,  or  whoever  shall  willfully  and 
knowingly  use  or  attempt  to  use  any  passport  in  violation  of  the  conditions  or  re- 
strictions therein  contained,  or  of  the  rules  prescribed  pursuant  to  the  laws  regulating 
the  issuance  of  passports,  which  said  rules  shall  be  printed  on  the  passport;  or  whoever 
shall  willfully  and  knowingly  furnish,  di.spose  of,  or  deliver  a  passport  to  any  person, 
for  use  by  another  than  the  person  for  whose  use  it  was  originally  issued  and  designed, 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $2,000,  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  4.  Whoever  shall  falsely  make,  forge,  counterfeit,  mutilate,  or  alter,  or  cause 
or  procure  to  be  falsely  made,  forged,  counterfeited,  mutilated,  or  altered  any  pass- 
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port  or  instrument  purporting  to  be  a  passport,  with  intent  to~use  the  same,  or  with 
intent  that  the  same  may  be  used  by  another;  or  whoever  shall  willfully  or  knowingly 
use,  or  attempt  to  use,  or  furnish  to  another  for  use  any  such  false,  forged,  counter- 
feited, mutilated,  or  altered  passport  or  instrument  purporting  to  be  a  passport,  or 
any  passport  validly  issued  which  has  become  void  by  the  occurrence  of  any  condition 
therein  prescribed  inv.ilidnting  the  same,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $2,000  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or  both. 

TITLE   X. — COUNTERFEITING  GOVERNMENT    SEAL. 

Section  1.  Whoever  shall  fraudulently  or  v,'rongfully  affix  or  impress  the  seal  of 
any  executive  department,  or  of  any  bureau,  commission,  or  office  of  the  United 
States,  to  or  upon  any  certificate,  instrument,  commission,  document,  or  paper  of 
any  description;  or  whoever,  with  knowledge  of  its  fraudulent  character,  shall  with 
wrongful  or  fraudulent  intent  use,  buy,  procure,  sell,  or  transfer  to  another  any  such 
certificate,  instrument,  commission,  document,  or  paper,  to  which  or  upon  which 
said  seal  has  been  so  fraudulently  affixed  or  impressed,  shall  be  fined  not  more  tHan 
$5,000  or  imprisoned  not  moie  than  five  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  Whoevei  shall  falsely  make,  forge,  counterfeit,  mutilate,  or  alter,  or  cause 
or  procure  to  be  made,  forged,  counterfeited,  mutilated,  or  altered,  or  shall  willingly 
assist  in  falsely  making,  forging,  counterfeiting,  mutilating,  or  altering,  the  sea!  of 
any  executive  department,  or  any  bureau,  commission,  or  office  of  the  United  States, 
or  whoever  shall  knowinf;ly  use,  affix,  or  impress  any  such  fraudulently  made, 
forged,  counterfeited,  mutilated,  or  altered  seal  to  cr  upon  any  certificate,  instrument, 
commission,  drcument,  or  paper,  of  any  description,  or  whoever  with  wrongful  or 
fraudulent  intent  shall  have  possession  of  any  such  falsely  made,  forged,  counterfeited, 
mutilated,  or  altered  seal,  knowing  the  same  to  have  been  so  falsely  made,  forged, 
counterfeited,  mutilated,  oi  altered,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  ten  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever  shall  falsely  make,  forge,  counterfeit,  alter,  or  tamper  with  any 
naval,  military,  or  official  pass  or  permit,  issued  by  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  or  with  wrongful  or  fraudulent  intent  shall  use  or  have  in  his  possession 
any  such  pass  or  permit,  or  shall  personate  or  falsely  represent  himself  to  be  or  not 
to  be  a  person  to  whom  such  pass  or  permit  has  been  duly  issued,  or  shall  willfully 
allow  any  other  person  to  have  or  use  any  such  pass  or  permit,  issued  for  his  use 
alone,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $2,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years,  or 
both. 

TITLE   XI. — SEARCH    WARRANTS. 

Section  1.  A  search  warrant  authorized  by  this  title  may  be  issued  by  a  judge  of 
a  United  States  district  court,  or  by  a  judge  of  a  State  or  Territorial  court  of  record, 
or  by  a  United  States  commissioner  for  the  district  wherein  the  property  sought  is 
located. 

Sec.  2.  A  search  warrant  may  be  issued  under  this  title  upon  either  of  the  following 
grounds: 

1.  When  the  property  was  stolen  or  embezzled  in  violation  of  a  law  of  the  United 
States;  in  which  case  it  may  be  taken  on  the  warrant  from  any  house  or  other  place 
in  which  it  is  concealed,  or  from  the  possession  of  the  person  by  whom  it  was  stolen 
or  embezzled,  or  from  any  person  in  whose  possession  it  may  be. 

2.  When  the  property  was  used  as  the  means  cf  committing  a  felony;  in  which  case 
it  may  be  taken  on  the  warrant  from  any  house  or  other  place  in  whicn  it  is  concealed, 
or  from  the  possession  cf  the  person  by  whom  it  was  used  in  the  commission  of  the 
offense,  cr  from  any  person  in  whose  possession  it  may  be. 

3.  When  the  property,  oi  any  paper,  is  possessed,  controlled,  or  used  in  violation 
of  section  twenty-two  of  this  title;  in  which  case  it  may  be  taken  on  the  warrant 
from  the  person  violating  .said  section,  or  from  any  person  in  whose  possession  it  may 
be,  or  from  any  house  or  other  place  in  which  it  is  concealed. 

Sec.  3.  A  search  warrant  can  not  be  issued  but  upon  probable  cause,  supported  by 
affidavit,  naming  or  describing  the  person  and  particularly  describing  the  property 
and  the  place  to  be  searched. 

Sec.  4.  The  judge  or  commissioner  must,  before  issuing  the  warrant,  examine  on 
oath  the  complainant  and  any  witness  he  may  produce,  and  require  their  affidavits 
or  take  their  depositions  in  writing  and  cause  them  to  be  subscribed  by  the  parties 
making  them. 

Sec.  5.  The  affidavits  or  depositions  must  set  forth  the  facts  tending  to  establish 
the  grounds  of  the  application  or  probable  cause  for  believing  that  they  exist. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  judge  or  commissioner  is  thereupon  satisfied  of  the  existence  of  the 
grounds  of  the  application  or  that  there  is  probable  cause  to  believe  their  existence, 
ne  must  issue  a  search  warrant,  signed  by  him  with  his  name  of  office,  to  a  civil  officer 
of  the  United  States  duly  authorized  to  enforce  or  assist  in  enforcing  any  law  thereof, 
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or  to  a  person  so  duly  authorized  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  stating  the 
particular  grounds  or  probable  cause  for  its  issue  and  the  names  of  the  persons  whose 
affidavits  have  been  taken  in  support  thereof,  and  commandin<?  him  forthwith  to 
search  the  person  or  place  named,  for  the  property  specified,  and  to  bring  it  before 
the  judge  or  commissioner. 

Sec.  7.  A  search  warrant  may  in  all  cases  be  served  by  any  of  the  officers  mentioned 
in  its  direction,  but  bv  no  other  person,  except  in  aid  of  the  officer  on  his  requiring  itr 
he  being  present  and  acting  in  its  execution. 

Sec.  8.  The  officer  may  break  open  any  outer  or  inner  door  or  window  of  a  house, 
or  any  part  of  a  house,  or  anything  therein,  to  execute  the  warrant,  if,  after  notice 
of  his  authority  and  purpose,  he  is  refused  admittance. 

Sec.  9.  He  may  break  open  any  outer  or  inner  door  or  window  of  a  house  for  the 
purpose  of  liberating  a  person  who,  having  entered  to  aid  him  in  the  execution  of  the 
warrant,  is  detained  therein,  or  when  necessary  for  his  own  liberation. 

Sec.  10.  The  judge  or  commissioner  must  insert  a  direction  in  the  warrant  that 
it  be  served  in  the  daytime,  unless  the  affidavits  are  p'^sitive  that  the  property  is  on 
the  person  or  in  the  place  to  be  searched,  in  which  case  he  may  insert  a  direction  that 
it  be  served  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night. 

Sec.  11.  a  search  warrant  must  be  executed  and  returned  to  the  judge  or  commis- 
sioner who  issued  it  within  ten  days  after  its  date;  after  the  expiration  of  this  time 
the  warrant,  unless  executed,  is  void. 

Sec.  12.  When  the  officer  takes  property  under  the  warrant,  he  must  give  a  copy 
of  the  warrant  together  with  a  receipt  for  the  property  taken  f.<?pecifying  it  in  detail) 
to  the  person  from  whom  it  was  taken  by  him,  or  in  whose  possession  it  was  found; 
or,  in  the  absence  of  any  person,  he  must  leave  it  in  the  place  where  he  found  the 
property. 

Sec.  13.  The  officer  must  forthwith  return  the  warrant  to  the  judge  or  commissioner 
and  deliver  to  him  a  written  inventory  of  the  property  taken,  made  publicly  cr  in  the 
presence  of  the  person  from  whose  possession  it  was  taken,  and  of  the  applicant  for 
the  warrant,  if  they  are  present,  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  officer  at  the  foot  of 
the  inventory  and  taken  before  the  judge  or  commissioner  at  the  time,  to  the  fol- 
lowing effect:  "I.,  R.  S.,  the  officer  by  whom  this  warrant  was  executed,  do  swear  that 
the  above  inventory  contains  a  true  and  detailed  account  cf  all  the  property  taken 
by  me  on  the  warrant." 

Sec.  14.  The  judge  or  commissioner  must  thereupon,  if  required,  deliver  a  copy 
of  the  inventory  to  the  person  from  whose  possession  the  property  was  taken  and 
to  the  applicant  for  the  warrant. 

Sec.  15.  If  the  grounds  on  which  the  warrant  was  issued  be  controverted,  the 
judge  or  commissioner  must  proceed  to  take  testimony  in  relation  thereto,  and  the 
testimony  of  each  witness  must  be  reduced  to  writing  and  subscribed  by  each  witness. 

Sec.  16.  If  it  appears  that  the  property  or  paper  taken  is  not  the  same  as  that 
described  in  the  warrant  or  that  there  is  no  probable  cau.'^e  for  believing  the  existence 
of  the  grounds  on  which  the  warrant  was  issued,  the  judge  or  commissioner  m.ust 
cause  it  to  be  restored  to  the  person  frpm  whom  it  was  taken;  but  if  it  appears  that 
the  property  or  paper  taken  is  the  same  as  that  described  in  the  warrant  and  that 
there  is  probable  cause  for  believing  the  existence  of  the  grounds  on  which  the  warrant 
was  issued,  then  the  judge  or  commissioner  shall  order  the  same  retained  in  the  custody 
of  the  person  seizing  it  or  to  be  otherwise  disposed  of  according  to  law. 

Sec.  17.  The  judge  or  commissioner  must  annex  the  affidavits,  search  warrant, 
return,  inventory,  and  evidence,  and  if  he  has  not  power  to  inquire  into  the  offense 
in  respect  to  which  the  warrant  was  issued  he  must  at  once  file  the  same,  together 
with  a  copy  of  the  record  of  his  proceedings,  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  having  power 
to  so  inquire. 

Sec.  18.  Whoever  shall  knowingly  and  willfully  obstruct,  resist,  or  oppose  any 
such  officer  or  person  in  serving  or  attempting  to  serve  or  execute  any  such  search 
warrant,  or  shall  assault,  beat,  or  wound  any  such  officer  or  person,  knowing  him  to 
be  an  officer  or  person  so  authorized,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  two  years. 

Sec.  19.  Sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-six 
of  the  Criminal  Code  of  the  United  States  shall  apply  to  and  embrace  all  persons 
making  oath  or  affirmation  or  procuring  the  same  \mder  the  provisions  of  this  title, 
and  such  persons  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pains  and  penalties  of  s^iid  sections. 

Sec.  20.  A  person  who  maliciously  and  without  probable  cause  procures  a  search 
warrant  to  be  issued  and  executed  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  imprisoned 
not  more  than  one  year. 

Sec.  21 .  An  officer  who  in  executing  a  search  warrant  willfully  exceeds  his  authority, 
or  exercises  it  with  unnecessary  severity,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  im- 
prisoned  not  more  than  one  year. 
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Sec.  22.  Whoever,  in  aid  of  any  foreign  Government,  shall  knowingly  and  willfully 
have  possession  of  or  control  over  any  property  or  papers  designed  or  intended  for 
use  or  which  is  used  as  the  means  of  violating  any  penal  statute,  or  any  of  the  rights 
or  obligations  of  the  United  States  under  any  treaty  or  the  law  of  nations,  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  $1,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both. 

Sec.  23.   Nothing  contained  in  this  title  shall  be  held  to  repeal  or  impair  any 
existing  provisions  of  law  regulating  search  and  the  issue  of  search  warrants. 
TITLE  XII. — USE  OF  M.\ILS. 

Section  1.  Every  letter,  writing,  circular,  postal  card,  picture,  print,  engraving, 
photograph,  newspaper,  pamphlet,  book,  or  other  publication,  matter  or  thing,  of 
any  kind,  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
nonmailable  matter  and  shall  not  be  conveyed  in  the  mails  or  delivered  from  any 
post  office  or  by  any  letter  carrier:  Provided,  That-  nothing  in  this  Act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  authorize  any  person  other  than  an  employee  of  the  Dead  I^etter 
Office,  duly  authorized  thereto,  or  other  person  upon  a  search  warrant  authorized  by 
taw,  to  open  any  letter  not  addressed  to  himself. 

Sec.  2.  Every  letter,  writing,  circular,  postal  card,  picture,  print,  engraving,  photo- 
graph, newspaper,  pamphlet,  book,  or  other  publication,  matter  or  thing,  of  any 
Kind,  containing  any  matter  advocating  or  urging  treason,  insurrection,  or  forcible 
resistance  to  any  law  of  the  United  States,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  nonmailable. 

Sec.  3.  Whoever  shall  use  or  attempt  to  use  the  mails  or  Postal  Service  of  the 
United  States  for  the  transmission  of  any  matter  declared  by  this  title  to  be  non- 
mailable, shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $5,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  five 
years,  or  both.  Any  person  viclating  any  provision  of  this"  title  may  be  tried  and 
puni.shed  either  In  the  district  in  which  the  unlawful  matter  or  publication  was  mailed, 
or  to  which  it  was  carried  by  mail  fcr  delivery  according  to  the  direction  thereon, 
or  in  which  it  was  caused  to  be  delivered  by  mail  to  the  person  to  whom  it  was 
addressed. 

title  XIII. — GENERAL  PROVISIONS. 

Section  1.  The  term  "United  States"  as  used  in  this  Act  includes  the  Canal  Zone 
and  all  territory  and  waters,  continental  or  insular,  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  courts  of  first  instance  in  the  Philippine  Islands  and  the  district 
court  of  the  Canal  Zone  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  offenses  under  this  Act  committed 
within  their  respective  districts,  and  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  district  courts 
of  the  United  States  of  offenses  under  this  Act  committed  upon  the  high  seas,  and  of 
conspiracies  to  commit  such  offenses,  as  defined  by  section  thirty-seven  of  the  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  coaify,  revise,  and  amend  the  penal  laws  of  the  United  States,' 
approved  March  fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  the  provisions  of  said 
sectioH,  for  the  purpose  of  this  Act,  are  hereby  extended  tj  the  Philippine  Islands, 
and  to  the  Canal  Zone.  In  such  cases  the  district  attorneys  of  the  Philippine  Islands 
and  of  the  Canal  Zone  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  provided  in  this 
Act  for  United  States  attorneys. 

Sec.  3.  Offenses  committed  and  penalties,  forfeitures,  or  liabilities  incurred  prior 
to  the  taking  effect  hereof  under  any  law  embraced  in  or  changed,  modified,  or  repealed 
by  any  chapter  of  this  Act  may  be  prosecuted  and  punished,  and  suits  and  proceedings 
for  causes  arising  or  acts  done  or  committed  prior  to  the  taking  effect  hereof  may  be 
commenced  and  prosecuted,  in  the  same  manner  and  with  the  same  effect  aa  if  this 
Act  had  not  been  passed. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  of  this  Act  shall  for  any  reason 
be  adjudged  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  be  invalid,  such  judgment 
shall  not  affect,  impair,  or  invalidate  the  remainder  thereof  but  shall  be  confined  in  its 
operation  to  the  clause,  sentence,  paragraph,  or  part  thereof  directly  involved  in 
the  controversy  in  which  such  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered. 

Approved,  June  15,  1917. 

Weather  Conditions  in  June,  1917. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  above  normal  at  nine  stations  and  deficient  at  nine 
stations,  the  excess,  in  general,  occurring  over  the  Pacific  section  and  southern  cen- 
tral section,  while  over  the  Chagres  Valley,  Gatun  Lake,  and  the  Atlantic  section, 
there  was  in  general  a  deficiency  of  rainfall.  Totals  ranged  from  7.35  inches  at  Balboa 
Heights  to  14.71  inches  at  the  Quipo  station  on  the  Siri  branch  of  the  Trinidad  River. 
The  greatest  amount  of  rainfall  recorded  on  any  one  day  was  3.24  inches,  at  Rio 
Grande  on  June  1. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  11.10  inches,  o>r  6  per 
cent  below  the  7-year  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres  River  basin  above  Alhajuela  it 
was  11.43  inches,  or  14  per  cent  below  the  16-year  mean. 
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The  air  temperature,  surface  temperature  of  the  sea,  and  wind  movement  were 
below  normal  on  both  coasts,  while  the  atmospheric  pressure  was  slightly  above  the 
normal.  The  humidity  was  above  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast  and  below  on  the 
Atlantic,  while  the  daytime  cloudiness  was  above  on  the  Atlantic  side  and  below 
on  the  Pacific.  The  evaporation  was  slightly  above  normal  on  the  Pacific  coast  and 
slightly  below  on  the  Atlantic  coast  and  over  Gatun  Lake. 

A  number  of  fogs  occurred  at  interior  stations  during  the  month.  With  two 
exceptions  all  observed  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  8.30  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,. in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Maximum, 
on  the  30th,  84.70;  minimum,  on  the  17th,  83.83;  mean  for  the  month,  84.04. 
Evaporation  from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  4.110  inches.

Increased  Rates  on  Steamship  Lines  Connecting  with  the  Panama  Railroad. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  has  issued  a  supplement,  No. 
3,  to  freight  classification  and  tariff  No.  21,  publishing  class  and  com-? 
modity  rates  from  New  York  to  the  city  of  Panama.  This  supplement 
embodies  the  changes  consequent  on  the  recent  increase  of  25  per  cent 
in  fares  on  the  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  from  New  York  tQ 
Colon ;  it  sets  forth  the  equivalent  revision  of  the  rates  from  New  York 
to  Panama. 

The  advanced  rates  cover  only  the  ocean  portion  of  the  trans- 
portation. The  charge  for  the  railroad  portion  of  the  delivery,  from 
Colon  to  Panama,  remains  the  same.  The  higher  ocean  rates  are 
justified  by  the  increasing  cost  of  operating  the  steamships. 

The  Panama  Railroad  proper  has  not  raised  its  rates,  and  receives 
no  benefit  from  the  increased  rates  on  either  the  Panama  Railroad 
Steamship  Line  or  other  lines.  The  connecting  carriers  have  taken 
all  the  increased  revenues  consequent  on  the  advances,  and  the  raiU 
road  has  received  no  more  for  its  service  than  it  did  prior  to  the  ad- 
vances in  the  through  rates. 
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Reconstruction  of  Road  between  Panama  and  Paraiso. 

Preliminary  work  is  to  be  begun  this  month  on  rebuilding  the  high- 
way between  Panama  and  Paraiso.  The  road  will  be  widened  and 
the  curves  so  reduced  as  to  make  it  possible  at  all  points  for  a  man  in 
the  center  of  the  road  to  see  the  center  at  a  distance  of  at  least  150 
feet.  Between  Ancon,  or  Panama,  and  Corozal  the  road  will  be  made 
20  instead  of  16  feet  wide;  from  Corozal  to  Paraiso  it  will  be  widened 
from  approximately  12  feet,  as  at  present,  to  18  feet. 

The  new  road  will  be  of  the  type  which  is  the  most  efTective  yet 
devised  for  the  Isthmus,  namely,  a  concrete  base  covered  with  an 
asphaltic  concrete  cushion.  The  base  is  to  be  5  inches  deep  at  the 
sides  of  the  road,  and  6  inches  at  the  center.  The  top  layer  of  as- 
phaltic concrete  will  be  two  inches  in  thickness. 

Between  Ancon  and  Corozal  the  route  past  Diablo  will  be  used. 
While  this  section  is  being  reconstructed  traffic  will  be  diverted  to  the 
old  Panama-Corozal  road.  The  total  length  of  road  to  be  rebuilt  is 
about  eight  miles.

It  is  stated  that  bush  lima  beans  and  cucumbers,  which  are  not  usually  staked 
in  the  United  States,  do  better  if  supported;  the  excessive  rainfall  on  the  Isthmus 
tends  to  rot  the  plants  if  they  are  allowed  to  rest  on  iha  soil.

To  ail  concerned— Sa.mp\es  of  St.  Charles  evap- 
orated milk,  such    as  have  been    the  cause   of 
numerous  complaints  recently,   have  been   sub- 
mitted to  the  Health  Department  on  the  Isthmus 
for  examination. 

The  Chief  Health  Officer,  under  date  of  June 
28,  advised  that  he  does  not  consider  it  necessary 
to  condemn  this  milk,  and  authorized  the  publi- 
cation of  the  following  reports  of  the  laboratory 
examination :

Chemical  Examination. 
The  milk  in  both  specimenis  showed  evidence 
of   coagulation.     This   condition  was   due   to   a 
precipitation  of  a    part  of  the  casein   albumin, 
calcium  phosphate.    While  this  precipitation  was 
only  partial,  it  was  very  much  in  excess  of  that 
found  in  unchanged  condensed  milk. 
The  solidity  was  normal. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  decomposition. 

Bacteriological  Examination. 
Ten    (10)    cubic   centimeters   of   the   milk    in- 
cubated with  broth  aerobically  and  anaerobically 
gave  no  growth 

The  above  will  indicate  beyond  all  doubt  that 
there  is  nothing  about  this  milk  that  would 
make  it  injurious  and  commissary  patrons  are, 
therefore,  requested  to  cooperate  in  conserving 
the  food  supply  during  the  present  unusual  con- 
ditions by  using  any  of  this  milk  which  they  may 
receive  at  the  commissaries,  even  through  it  may 
be  found  to  be  thick  and  have  the  appearance  of 
being  sour. 

In  order  to  avoid  any  misundcstanding  or 
discrimination,  commissary  managers  are  in- 
structed to  make  no  further  exchanges  of  evapor- 
ated milk  until  further  notice,  unless,  after  per- 
senal  examination,  they  find  it  to  be  actually 
unwholesome.

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COMMISSARY  NOTES. 


Bay  Rum. 

The  commissary  purchasing  agent  advised  under  date  of  June  26,  that  the  only 
way  in  which  the  Commissary  Division  can  obtain  bay  rum  from  the  Virgin  Islands 
\s  to  have  it  sent  to  New  York  and  bottled  there. 

Sailings  from  St.  Thomas  to  the  Isthmus  are  at  present  so  indefinite  that  there  is 
no  telling  when  there  will  be  another  boat.  It  was  suggested  that  by  bringing  the 
bay  rum  in  bulic  to  New  York  and  having  it  bottled  in  bond,  this  division  could  be 
sure  of  regular  shipments. 

The  cost  of  labor  and  the  extra  transportation  may  make  a  slight  difference  in 

Crice,  but  as  the  item  in  question  is  very  popular  with  Canal  Zone  trade,  it  was  thought 
est  to  authoi-I^e  the  increase. 


Blackberries  and  Huckleberries. 

Word  has  been  received  from  New  York  that  Delaware  blackberries  are  now  begin- 
ning to  come  in,  and  that  a  shipment  will  soon  be  made.  It  was  also  stated  that  a 
consignment  of  huckleberries  would  come  forward  at  the  same  time. 


Condensed  Milk. 

It  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  obtain  condensed  milk  from  abroad  at  a  satis- 
factory price.  Most  of  the  condensed  milk  formerlj'  carried  in  the  commissaries  came 
from  the  region  around' Switzerland,  where,  according  to  report  from  the  Swiss  Farm- 
er's Association  in  Brugg,  the  market  production  during  the  first  quarter  of  1917  has 
decreased  considerably.  The  reasons  seem  to  have  been  the  scarcity,  the  poor 
quality,  and  in  some  places  an  almost  absolute  lack  of  all  sorts  of  stock  foods. 


Prices  of  China  Rising. 

The  upward  trend  in  prices  is  having  its  effects  on  the  china  trade.  One  of  the  larg- 
est British  firms  from  which  commissary  purchases  are  made  wrote  to  this  division 
on  May  24  as  follows: 

"V\,'e  are  constantly  asked  to  pay  more  and  more  for  one  or  another  materia!  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  china,  and  the  labor  unions  are  now  seeking  another  increase 
for  all  operatives  and  we  have  therefore  been  obliged  in  order  to  protect  ourselves  to 
advise  our  U.  S.  A.  clients  that  we  shall  be  obliged  to  charge  the  prices  which  prevail 
at  the  date  of  shipmei^t,  and  further,  all  orders  for  ungilt  china,  irrespective  of  the  date 
of  order,  will  be  subject  to  33^  per  cent  at  foot  of  invoice  if  sent  after  June  18." 


English  Confectionery. 

An  English  confectionery  firm,  from  which  the  Commissary  Division  has  made 
considerable  purchases  for  a  number  of  years,  explains  under  date  of  May  26  that  it 
will  be  unable  to  execute  further  orders,  owing  to  the  prohibition  of  export. 

One  paragraph  in  the  letter  reads: 

"We  have  made  special  representations  to  the  Government  department  concerned, 
who  inform  us  that  there  is  no  prospect  of  licences  being  granted  for  the  export  oi 
chocolate  and  chocolate  confectionery  to  the  Panama  Canal  Zone.  Under  these 
circumstances  we  think  that  you  should  be  advised  of  the  position  of  affairs  as  regards 
your  supplies.  We  need  scarcely  add  how  very  much  we  regret  this  break  in  our  busi- 
ness relations  after  so  many  years  *  *  *  ^^j  ^g  hope  that  when  happier 
days  come  we  may  again  have  the  pleasure  of  serving  you." 

Soused  Mackerel. 

A  letter  from  the  commissary  purchasing  agent.  New  York,  dated  June  18,  states 
that  it  hac  been  impossible  for  him  to  obtain  soused  mackerel  in  tins  in  the  size  re- 
quired for  the  Canal  Zone  trade.  Our  requirements  were  advised  three  times,  circulars 
being  sent  to  every  possible  source  of  supply,  but  no  bids  were  secured.  Further  in- 
vestigation in  the  market  developed  it  to  be  bare  of  this  product,  save  for  10  cases 
in  a  somewhat  larger  size.  These  were  purchased  at  once  for  shipment  by  first 
available  steamer. 

Another  shipment  of  cantaloupes  was  received  on  July  3.  These  were  bought  in 
the  open  market  and  were  received  in  good  condition. 

Twenty  crates  of  asparagus  were  received  on  July  3,  this  being  the  first  shipment 
of  this  vegetable  during  the  present  season. 
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The  Tu3  "Reliance"  Raised  ana  Towed  ta  Dry  Dock. 

The  Canal  tug  Reliance,  uhich  was  sunk  directly  outside  the  outer 
end  of  the  West  Breakwater  in  Limon  Ray  on  December  27,  was 
towed  to  Cristobal  and  placed  in  the  dry  dock  there  for  repairs  on 
July  13.     She  had  been  raised  to  the  surface  in  the  evening  of  July  12. 

The  tug  sank  in  from  40  to  45  feet  of  water,  resting  on  even  keel. 
A  diver  passed  cables  around  the  bow  and  stern  of  the  tug.  A  barge 
was  towed  directly  over  the  wreck,  from  which  the  masts,  smoke 
stack,  and  ventilators  had  been  removed,  and  the  cables  were  passed 
over  the  barge.  Water  was  then  pumped  into  the  barge  until  it  was 
low  in  the  water,  with  the  deck  awash  and  waves  breaking  over  the 
coaming.  The  cables  were  tightened,  after  which  the  barge  was 
pumped  out.  Rising,  it  lifted  the  tug  well  clear  of  the  bottom.  The 
barge  and  the  suspended  wreck  were  then  towed  by  the  dredge  Culcbra 
into  the  quiet  waters  in  the  lee  of  the  West  Breakwater. 

The  two  250- ton  floating  cranes  were  brought  from  Gaillard  Cut 
on  the  morning  of  July  12  and  the  tug  was  raised  to  the  surface  of  the 
water  at  6  p.  m.  the  same  day,  after  which  it  was  pumped  out  and 
towed  to  the  dry  dock. 

Submergence  for  six  and  a  half  months  had  resulted  in  the  tug's 
being  covered  with  scale  and  barnacles,  and  the  pilot  house  was 
gone  as  the  result  of  wave  action.  Marine  borers  had  attacked  the 
fenders  and  deck.  The  machinery  and  boilers  and  hull,  however, 
appear  not  to  have  been  damaged  extensively. 

Work  on  overhauling  the  tug  and  placing  it  in  condition  for  opera- 
tion is  being  rushed. 

Supply  Boats  Serving  Ships  at  Terminals. 

The  Canal  has  placed  in  service  at  each  terminal  a  supply  boat, 
designed  and  built  at  Balboa  Shops,  especially  for  delivering  sup- 
plies to  ships.  The  cargo  hold  of  each  boat  has  a  capacity  of  about  20 
tons,  and  rigging  is  erected  on  the  forward  deck  to  handle  goods  in 
loading  and  unloading.  The  boats  are  equipped  with  Diesel  engines. 
They  were  expected  to  make  a  spesd  of  about  seven  miles  an  hour, 
but  have  been  found  to  make  about  nine  under  moderate  load. 

The  dimensions  of  the  boats  are  as  follows:  Length,  over  all,  85  feet; 
length  at  water  line,  75  feet;  beam,  moulded,  20  feet;  depth,  moulded, 
9  feet;  designed  draft,  5  feet  6  inches;  displacement,  140  tons. 

The  forepeak  is  used  as  a  fuel-oil  tank,  w  ith  a  capacity  of  six  tons 
of  heavy  oil.  The  engines  consume  less  than  a  gallon  of  fuel  per  miic, 
and  the  boats  have  a  cruising  radius  of  about  2,000  miles. 

Abaft  the  forepeak  is  the  chain  locker  and  hatch  to  storerooms, 
port  and  starboard;  these  storerooms  will  contain  small  articles  to 
be  sold  to  sailors  on  vessels  passing  through  the  Canal,  such  as  tobacco, 
cigars,  soap,  miscellaneous  men's  outfits,  etc. 

The  cargo  hold  has  a  capacity  of  about  20  tons  and  will  stow  pro- 
visions in  crates  to  be  sold  to  vessels.

space  and  the  cargo  hold,  will  supply  fresh  water  to  vessels.  In 
addition  to  this  main  tank,  the  after  peak  is  arranged  as  a  water  tank 
with  a  capacity  of  20  tons,  and  is  piped  so  the  two  tanks  can  discharge 
water  to  each  other  or  to  vessels  alongside. 

The  power  plant  for  these  boats  consists  of  a  Diesel  engine  of  120 
brake  horsepower,  operating  at  350  revolutions,  built  by  the  New  Lon- 
don Ship  &  Engine  Company.  It  drives  a  propeller  52  inches  in 
diameter  by  30-inch  pitch.  This  engine  is  started  by  air,  under  a 
pressure  of  900  pounds,  and  burns  a  low  grade  of  fuel  oil. 

The  auxiliary  outfit  consists  of  a  24-horsepower,  4-cycle  Palmer 
engine  operated  by  gasoline,  connected  by  clutches  and  belts  to  an 
air  compressor,  3-kilowatt  dynamo,  a  centrifugal  pump,  and  bilge 
pump,  all  attached  to  one  bedplate. 

Accommodations  for  the  crew  are  provided  in  the  main  deck  house 
and  consist  of  galley,  mess  room,  chief  engineer's  stateroom,  and  quarters 
for  five  silver  men,  with  toilet  and  shower  spaces  for  officers  and  crew. 

At  the  forw  ard  end  of  this  house  is  a  cold-storage  compartment,

insulated  with  cork.  It  is  capable  of  stowing  21  blocks  of  ice  and  9 
quarters  of  beef  and  in  addition  such  perishable  articles  as  are  usually 
kept  in  cold  storage. 

Cargo  grating  is  fitted  over  the  steel  deck  forward  of  the  house, 
to  provide  storage  for  20  tons  of  provisions,  in  a.ddition  to  the  20-ton 
capacity  of  the  hold. 

A  small  house  on  the  bridge  deck  provides  staterooms  for  captain 
and  commissary  clerk,  forward  of  which  are  the  steering  \\heel,  binna- 
cle, etc. 

A  mast,  boom,  and  rigging  with  a  simple  hand  winch  are  arranged 
to  lift  a  load  of  1,200  pounds  35  feet  above  the  water.  This  height  is 
necessary  to  land  cargo  on  the  decks  of  vessels,  and  also  to  stow  cargo 
aboard  the  supply  boat  when  alongside  the  wharf  at  Balboa  at  low- 
tide,  where  there  is  a  difference  of  about  18  feet  between  high  and  low 
water. 

The  doors  and  window  sash  throughout  are  of  teak;    the  boat  is 
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well  ventilated  and  lighted  and,  considering  its  dimensions,  embodies 
characteristics  not  often  seen  in  vessels  of  its  size.  It  is  expected  that 
these  vessels  \\ill  prove  very  useful  in  the  work  for  which  they  were 
designed.  They  are  being  used  as  light  towboats  in  addition  to  their 
other  duties.

Quick  Passage  of  Destroyer  from  Goist  to  Coast. 

In  its  issue  of  June  28  The  Official  Bulletin  of  the  United  States 
published  the  following  note  on  the  passage  of  the  destroyer  Shaw 
from  coast  to  coast: 

Completing  a  record  run  from  a  Pacific  coast  port  to  an  Atlantic  port — approxi- 
mately 5,8.S8  miles — in  14  days  10  hours  and  20  minutes,  the  destroyer  Shaw,  con- 
structed on  the  Pacific  coast,  rcnoried  ready  for  immediate  service,  and  a  few  hours 
later  proceeded  to  the  station  to  which  she  was  assigned. 

The  Slunv  made  a  r?cord-breaking  passage  through  the  Panama  Canal — 5  hours  and 
45  minutes.    The  best  previous  time  was  6  hours  and  20  minutes. 

With  less  than  five  days'  preliminary  shaking-down  work  at  sea,  the  Shaw  left  a 
Pacific  coast  port  Mav  25  at  4.10  p.  m.,  and  arrived  at  its  Atlantic  destination  at 
2.30  a.  m.  June  9.  making  the  fcUowing  records  en  route: 

487  miles,  24   I/IO  hours. 

2,045  miles,  174^  hours. 

1,785  miles,  91  3/10  hours. 

The  average  cruising  speed  was  IS  knots  an  hour;    including  stops,  the  average 
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was  15  4/10  knots  an  hour,  an  easy  gait  for  the  Shaw,  which  Is  capable  of  30  knots  an 
hour. 

If  the  Shaw  has  gone  by  way  of  Magellan  the  distance  would  have 
been  increased  to  approximately  13,500  nautical  miles,  about  two 
and  one-third  times  the  distance  by  way  of  the  Canal.  The  time 
required,  at  thespced  of  15.4  miles  an  hour,  including  stops,  would  have 
been  something  over  36  days. 

Liberty  Loan  Bonds. 

On  account  of  terminations  of  service  there  have  been  several  re- 
quests from  employees  for  cancellation  of  their  applications  for  Liberty 
Loan  bonds.  Any  employee  who  did  not  send  in  his  application  and 
desires  to  secure  one  or  more  bonds  should  notify  Lieut.  Col.  J.  J, 
Morrow,  Chairman  of  the  Liberty  Loan  committee  for  the  Canal,  and 
as  soon  as  the  bonds  are  available  the  employees  will  be  notified  of 
the  allotments  to  them.

Retail  Prices  of  Foods. 

The  tab!c  opposite  shows  comparison  of  prices  in  the  commissaries 
and  similar  articles  in  the  United  States,  for  a  period  of  four  months. 

The  Commissary  Division  places  weekly  requisitions  for  all  perishable  supplies, 
and  requisitions  every  three  months  for  all  dry  groceries  and  canned  goods.  Prices 
are  figured  on  the  average  cost  of  the  quantity  of  stock  on  hand  at  the  time  a  new 
shipment  is  received,  and  the  quantity  received  at  the  new  price. 

As  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  price  of  foodstuffs  in  the  United  States 
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during  the  last  three  years,  commissary  prices  would  necessarily  be  somewhat  lower 
than  the  current  market  prices  at  any  one  time.  The  retailers'  profit  is  offset  to 
some  extent  by  the  cost  of  transporting  the  supplies  2.000  miles,  and  by  the  losses 
which  are  bound  to  occur  in  handling  food  supplies  in  large  quantities.  These  facts 
should  be  kept  in  mind  when  comparing  the  table  shown  below. 

As  a  whole,  prices  in  the  Canal  Zone  are  low?r  than  in  the  United  States. 

The  comparison  is  confined  to  the  articles  quoted  because  these  are  the  articles  upon  which  the 
Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  of  the  Department  of  Labor  makes  its  monthly  report. 

The  figures  presented  for  the  United  States  are  collected  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  from 
aporoximate.y  725  retail  neighborhoij  aroiery  storjs  in  45  of  the  principal  industrial  cities.  These 
stores  quote  generally  prices  on  food  sold  to  families  of  the  artisan  and  laboring  classes.  The  prices, 
therefore,  are  for  goods  not  above  average  in  quality,  but  at  higher  rates  than  might  be  quoted  from 
renter  markets,  or  "special  sale"  stores.  Prices  current  on  the  15th  of  the  month  are  qTioted. 
Where  a  difference  in  standard  of  measure  exists,  this  is  noted,  but  the  unit  indicated  in  the  table  is 
compensated  in  each  case  to  make  comparison  as  nearly  correct  as  possible.

The  privilege  of  salvaging  the  steamship  Mozelle,  bids  for  which 
were  opened  on  July  1,  has  been  sold  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  $210.50. 
The  bidder  said  that  it  is  his  plan  to  use  a  diver  to  recover  brass  and 
copper  and  any  other  materials  worth  reclamation,  but  that  he  has 
no  expectation  of  attempting  to  do  anything  with  the  hull.

August  Weather  Probabilities. 

During  August,  1917,  the  following  weather  conditions  may  be  ex- 
pected at  the  Canal  entrances.  Predictions  are  based  on  the  records 
at  Colon  and  Ancon  for  the  past  9  and  11  years,  respectively: 

Winds — The  winds  over  the  Atlantic  coast  will  be  light  and  variable, 
with  atn  average  hourly  velocity  of  about  8  miles  an  hour,  and  the 
maximum  velocity  during  local  rain  or  thunder  squalls  is  not  likely  to 
exceed  30  miles  an  hour. 

On  the  Pacific  coast  and  over  the  interior,  northwest  winds  will  pre- 
vail, with  an  hourly  velocity'  averaging  about  7  miles  an  hour.  Thirty- 
five  miles  an  hour  may  occur  during  the  passage  of  thunder  squalls, 
but  such  velocities  are  not  likely  to  continue  for  more  than  a  few 
minutes. 

Rain — On  both  coasts  and  over  the  interior  heavy  showers  may  be 
expected.  The  average  August  rainfall  at  the  Atlantic  entrance,  for 
a  period  of  46  years,  is  14.90  inches,  while  on  the  Pacific  side  the  average 
fall  is  8.03  inches,  this  average  being  for  a  period  of  20  years.  Twenty- 
five  days  with  rain  may  be  expected  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  and  21  on 
the  Pacific.  The  average  number  of  days  on  which  the  rainfall  equals 
or  exceeds  one  (1.00)  inch,  is  four  and  three,  respectively. 

Fogs — No  fogs  are  likely  to  occur  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and  few,  if 
any,  will  be  experienced  on  the  Atlantic  side.  Night  and  early  morn- 
ing fogs  Vv'ill  be  numerous  over  the  interior,  but  all  that  occur  may  be 
expected  to  lift  or  become  dissipated  by  8.30  a.  m.  The  average 
number  of  fogs  over  the  Gaillard  Cut  section  of  the  Canal,  during  the 
month  of  August,  is  21,  fifty  per  cent  of  which  are  dense.  (In  a  dense 
fog  objects  can  not  be  distinguished  at  a  distance  of  1,000  feet). 

Temperature — The  average  shade  air  temperature  over  both  coasts 
v\'iil  be  approximately  80°  Fahrenheit.  A  maximum  temperature 
higher  than  94'^F.,  or  a  minimvim  lower  than  69°F.,  is  not  likely  to  occur 
at  the  Pacific  entrance,  while  at  the  Atlantic  entrance  the  temperature 
is  not  likel}'  to  exceed  89°  F.  or  fall  below  71°  F.  The  mean  daily 
range  in  temperature  will  be  about  15°  F.  on  the  Pacific  coast,  and 
8°  F.  on  the  Atlantic. 

Barometric  pressure — The  av^erage  sealev^el  pressure  for  the  month 
of  August  should  be  about  29.84  inches,  over  both  coasts.  The  highest 
pressure  is  not  likely  to  be  more  than  29.95  inches,  or  the  minimum  to 
be  lower  than  29.70  inches. 

Relative  humidity^ — The  percentage  of  moisture  in  the  air  from  month 
to  month,  during  the  rainy  season,  varies  but  slightly,  and  the  average 
for  the  month  of  August  will  be  close  to  85  per  cent.  The  daily  range, 
however,  will  be  greater  on  the  Pacifi.c  coast,  where  the  percentage  of 
moisture  is  higher  during  the  nighttime  and  lower  during  the  daytime, 
than  on  the  Atlantic  side. 

Storms — The  extensive  areas  of  high  and  low  pressure  that  cross 
the  continental  area  of  the  United  States  at  frequent  intervals,  pro- 
ducing the  cy^clonic  and  anti-cyclonic  storms  that  characterize  the 
climate  in  the  middle  latitudes,  do  not  extend  southward  beyond  the 
tropic  of  Cancer.  Most  of  the  storms  on  the  Isthmus  during  the  rainy- 
season  are  local  wind,  thunder,  or  rain  squalls  of  more  or  less  limited 
extent,  and  may  be  expected  very  frequently  during  August.  The 
average  number  of  days  on  which  thunder  storms  occur  on  the  Atlantic 
and  Pacific  coasts  during  the  month  is  17  and  23,  respectively^ 

The  season  of  the  West  Indian  hurricanes  is  from  July  to  October, 
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and  although  the  paths  followed  by  them  lie  well  to  the  northward  of 
the  Isthmus,  a  rough  sea  and  heavy  swell,  accompanied  by  brisk  winds, 
may  be  experienced  occasionally  outside  the  breakwaters  at  Cristobal, 
following  the  passage  of  one  of  these  storms  across  the  Caribbean  Sea. 

Generally  cloudy  weather  will  continue  to  prevail  over  both  coasts, 
and  smooth  seas  may  be  expected  at  the  Pacific  entrance. 

Tides — No  consideration  need  be  given  to  tidal  fluctuations  at  the 
Atlantic  entrance  to  the  Canal,  as  the  maximum  amplitude  is  only 
about  two  feet.

GardeniniJ  Suggestions. 

An  employee  has  forwarded  an  account,  which  has  been  going  the  rounds  of  the 
papers  in  the  United  States,  of  the  cultivation  of  white  potatoes  in  a  so-called  "po- 
tato pen:" 

The  process,  briefly,  is  to  build  a  kind  of  crib  and  plant  successive  layers  of  potatoes 
in  rich  earth,  so  that  the  vines  may  grow  out  through  the  cracks,  three  or  four  inches 
wide,  in  the  crib.  The  crib  may  be  built  on  the  style  of  a  miniature  old-fashioned 
log  cabin;  laying  two  paiallel  rails,  across  their  ends  two  others,  and  repeating. 
Or  it  may  be  a  frame  v;ith  planking  nailed  onto  uprights  at  the  four  corners,  leaving 
.3  or  4-inch  clacks.  The  size  which  has  been  used  by  the  originator  is  about  six  by 
eight  feet  in  plan.    It  might  apparently  as  well  be  smaller,  if  desired. 

Planting  is  begun  by  spreading  within  the  crib  a  first  layer  of  rich  earth,  6  inches 
deep.  Lines  are  drawn  at  right  angles  across  the  crib  at  intervals  of  one  foot,  along 
the  length  and  side.  At  the  intersections  of  the  lines,  potato  seed  are  planted.  In 
a  6-by-8  pen,  this  would  make  35  hills.  The  planting  is  covered  with  2  inches  of 
manure  or  fertiliser,  and  another  layer  of  earth,  6  inches  deep.  More  potatoes  are 
planted,  as  before.  The  crib  is  built  up  with  successive  layers.  The  report  says  it 
was  carried  to  a  height  of  8  feet.  The  earth  may  be  kept  from  falling  out  through 
the  cracks  by  means  of  straw  laid  over  the  cracks.  The  vines,  however,  are  reported 
to  make  their  way  through  the  straw,  seeking  the  light  and  air. 

In  the  fourth  layer  the  gardener  places  a  heavy  piece  of  timber,  say  3-by-3  or  a 
straight  section  of  a  limb,  3  inches  in  diameter,  running  to  the  center  from  the  mid- 
dle of  one  side.  Later,  as  the  earth  packs,  this  can  be  drawn  out,  leaving  a  small 
tunnel  into  which  the  arm  can  be  inserted  to  feel  the  earth  and  determine  the  degree 
of  moisture.     After  the  test,  the  stick  is  replaced. 

If  a  portable  roof  of  planks  or  canvas  be  made  to  cover  the  crib,  it  can  be  laid  on 
when  desired  to  protect  the  plants  from  excessive  rainfall. 

The  employee  adds  that  he  can  not  guarantee  results,  but  that  the  plan  looks 
feasible  and  that  he  has  begun  a  small  crib  to  test  it. 

So  far  results  in  growing  white  potatoes  have  not  been  uniformly  satisfactory  on 
the  Isthmus.  The  crib  idea  may  be  useful  under  local  conditions.  It  is  reported 
that  as  high  as  42  bushels  have  been  produced  in  a  crib  6  by  8  feet  b^'  8  feet  high.

Department  Organizations. 

The  Panama  Canal, 
Executive  Office, 
Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  July  6,  1917. 
Heads  of  Departments  and  Divisions: 

It  will  not  be  necessary  for  the  various  de- 
partments and  divisions  to  submit  revised 
organizations  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year, 
inasmuch  as  the  permanent  organization  is  now 
fairly  well  established,  and  will  be  continued 
from  year  to  year  with  only  such  changes  in 
individual  salaries  or  such  additions  of  extra 
positions  or  eliminations  of  superfluous  positions 
as  may  be  made  necessary  from  time  to  time. 

In  this  way,  the  organization  of  the  various 
departments  and  divisions  will  be  a  matter  of 
general  growth  and  change  from  time  to  time 
to  meet  actual  necessities  as  they  may  arise. 
This  is  considered  preferable  to  attempting  to 
pass  on  the  needs  of  a  division  for  an  entire  year 
in  advance,  or  to  approve  a  number  of  increases 
in  salary  such  as  are  always  incident  to  a  re- 
vision of  an  organization. 

Severals  divisions  have  recently  asked  for 
increases  because  increases  were  included  in  the 
estimates.  Increases  will  not  be  granted  for  this 
reason,  because  it  was  not  practicable  at  the  time 
the  estimates  were  submitted  to  checlc  up  all  the 
increa,ses  included  therein,  and  they  were  allowed 
to  remain  in  the  estimates  because  it  was  thought 
that  if  subsequent  events  showed  that  the  in- 
creased salary  would  be  justified,  the  money  would 
be  available  to  pay  it.  In  each  case,  however, 
where  an  increase  is  justified  over  the  present 
authorized  organization,  the  meritorious  cases 
should  be  brought  to  my  attention  from  time  to 
time  and  they  will  be  considered  on  their  merits. 

No  action  will  be  taken  on  any  revised  organ- 
izations which  have  been  submitted,  but  where 
changes  are  necessary,  they  will  be  made  from 
time  to  time  on  specific  recommendations.

AN   ACT    Making   appropriations   to   supply 
urgent  deficiencies  in  appropriations  for  the 
Military     and     Naval     Establishments     on 
account  of  war  expenses  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  thirtieth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  and  for  other  purposes. 
Be  it  ejiacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives o)  the  United  Stales  of  America  in  Con- 
gress   assembled.    That    the  following    sums    are 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury 
not   otherwise   appropriated,    to   supply    argent 
deficiencies   in   appropriations   for   the    Military 
and   Naval   Establishments  on  account   of  war 
expenses  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  seventeen,  and  for  other 
purposes,  namely:

emergency  shipping  fund. 
******* 

The  President  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered, within  the  limits  of  the  amounts  herein 
authorized^ 

(a)  To  place  an  order  with  any  person  for 
such  ships  or  materials  as  the  necessities  of  the 
Government,  to  be  determined  by  the  President, 
may  require  during  the  period  of  the  war  and 
which  are  of  the  nature,  kind,  and  quantity 
usually  produced  or  capable  of  being  produced 
by  such  person. 


(b)  To  modify,  suspend,  cancel,  or  requisition 
any  existing  or  future  contract  for  the  building, 
production,  or  purchase  of  ships  or  material. 

(c)  To  require  the  owner  or  occupier  of  any 
plant  in  which  ships  or  materials  are  built  or 
produced  to  place  at  the  disposal  of  the  United 
States  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  output  of 
such  plant,  to  deliver  such  output  or  part  thereof 
in  such  quantities  and  at  such  times  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  order. 

(d)  To  requisition  and  take  over  for  use  or 
operation  by  the  United  States  any  plant,  or  any 
part  thereof  without  taking  possession  of  the 
entire  plant,  whether  the  United  States  has  or 
has  not  any  contract  or  agreement  with  the 
owner  or  occupier  of  such  plant. 

(e)  To  purchase,  requisition,  or  take  over  the 
title  to,  or  the  possession  of,  for  use  or  operation 
by  the  United  States  any  ship  now  constructed 
or  in  the  process  of  construction  or  hereafter  con- 
structed, or  any  part  thereof,  or  charter  of  such 
ship. 

Compliance  with  all  orders  issued  hereunder 
shall  be  obligatory  on  any  person  to  whom  such 
order  is  given,  and  such  order  shall  take  pre- 
cedence over  all  other  orders  and  contracts 
placed  with  such  person.  If  any  person  owning 
any  ship,  charter,  or  material,  or  owning,  leasing, 
or  operating  any  plant  equipped  for  the  building 
or  production  of  ships  or  material  shall  refuse  or 
fail  to  comply  therewith  or  to  give  to  the  United 
States  such  preference  in  the  execution  of  such 
order,  or  shall  refuse  to  build,  supply,  furnish, 
or  manufacture  the  kind,  quantities  or  qualities 
of  the  ships  or  material  so  ordered,  at  such 
reasonable  price  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
President,  the  President  may  take  immediate 
possession  of  any  ship,  charter,  material,  or 
plant  of  such  person,  or  any  part  thereof  without 
taking  possession  of  the  entire  plant,  and  may 
use  the  same  at  such  times  and  in  such  manner 
as  he  may  consider  necessary  or  expedient 

Whenever  the  United  States  shall  cancel,  modi- 
fy, suspend  or  requisition  any  contract,  make  use 
of,  assume,  occupy,  requisition,  acquire  or  take 
over  any  plant  or  part  thereof,  or  any  ship, 
charter,  or  material  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  it  shall  make  just  compensation 
therefor,  to  be  determined  by  the  President; 
and  if  the  amount  thereof,  so  determined  by  the 
President,  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  person  entitled 
to  receive  the  sam.e.  such  person  shail  be  paid 
seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  amount  so  de- 
termined by  the  President  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  sue  the  United  States  to  recover  such  further 
sum  as,  added  to  said  .seventy-five  per  centum, 
will  make  up  such  amount  as  will  be  just  com- 
pensation therefor,  in  the  manner  provided  for 
by  section  twenty-four,  paragraph  twenty,  and 
section  one  hundred  and  forty-fi.ve  of  the  judicial 
Code. 

The  President  may  exercise  the  power  and 
authority  hereby  vested  in  him,  and  expend  the 
money  herein  and  hereafter  appropriated  through 
such  agency  or  agencies  as  he  shall  determine 
from  time  to  time:  Proviaed,  That  all  money 
turned  over  to  the  United  States  Shipping  Board 
Emergency  Fleet  Corporation  may  be  expended 
as  other  moneys  of  said  corporation  are  now 
exyiended.  All  ships  constructed,  purchased,  or 
requisitioned  under  authority  herein,  or  hereto- 
fore or  fiereafter  acquired  by  the  United  Slates, 
shall  be  managed,  operated,  and  disposed  of  as  the 
President  may  direct.

The  word  "plant"  shall  include  any  factory, 
workshop,  warehouse,  engine  works;  buildings 
used  for  manufacture,  assembling,  construc- 
tion, or  any  process;  any  shipyard  or  dockyard 
and  discharging  terminal  or  other  facilities  con- 
nected therewith.

or  division  of  The  Panama  Canal  or  the  Panama 
Railroad  Company,  should  be  discontinued,  and 
such  employee  should  be  taken  up  on  the  time 
books  under  the  metal  check  number  held  by  him 
when  reemployed.  This  rale  will  not  aoply  to 
the  docks  and  coaling  plants,  where  the  present 
practice  of  handling  metal  checks  will  be  con- 
tinued. 

The  distinction  which  has  heretofore  been  made 
between  series  of  checks  issued  to  Panama  Canal 
employees  an  I  Panama  Railroad  emijloyees  will 
be  discontinued  except  as  to  silver  employees 
on  the  docks  and  at  the  coaling  plants  at  both 
Cristobal  and  Balboa. 

The  object  sought  is  to  continue  an  employee 
on  the  rolls  under  one  metal  cheik  number  as 
long  as  he  may  be  employed  either  by  The  Pana- 
ma Canal  or  the  Panama  Railroad  Company. 
In  furtherance  of  this  idea,  the  timekeepers 
should  discontinue  the  use  of  the  stamp  'Take 
wp  metal  check"  on  recnlar  pay  receipts,  except 
for  employees  on  the  docks  and  co;i!ing  .ilants, 
or  where  it  is  known  that  the  employee  has  per- 
irancntly  left  the  service  of  The  Panama  Canal 
and  the  Panama  Railroad  Company.

Ice  Bills. 

Customers  are  reminded  of  the  fact  that  ice  bills  are  payable  before  the  26th  of 
each  month.  Because  of  the  number  of  ice  accounts  handled  in  the  office  of  the  Gen- 
eral Manager,  for  the  Cristobal  and  Balboa  plants,  it  is  desired  that  those  having 
commissary  privileges  cooperate  with  the  office  to  the  fullest  extent.  This  is  in 
order  that  no  disappointment  may  be  experienced  by  patrons,  and  to  relieve  the  work 
of  the  employees,  whiclr,  under  present  conditions  is  exceedingly  heavy  at  the  end  of 
the  month. 


Tripe. 

Tripe  is  the  fatty  lining  of  tlie  stomach  of  several  food  animals,  prepared  by  thorough 
cleansing  and  boiling.  It  is  easily  digested  and  is  almost  equally  popular  fresh  and 
pickled.  Beef  I  ripe  is  the  kind  most  generally  used,  and  this  variety  is  now  on  sale 
at  all  commissaries  at  6  cents  per  pound. 


Wool  and  Woolen  Goods. 

The  international  raw  wool  situation  shows  no  improvement,  says  the  Drygoods 
Economist  in  iis  issue  of  June  21.  Supply  and  demand  are  unchanged,  as  also  is  the 
general  run  of  prices. 

It  is  said  that  in  London  new  business  in  woolens  for  civilian  use  has  been  suspend- 
ed, and  the  government  has  imposed  further  restrictions  on  raw  wool  sales. 


The  coolest  place  on  the  Isthmus  is  in  the  hardening  room  of  the  ice  cream  plant 
at  Cristobal,  where  the  temperature  is  always  around  zero,  sometimes  running  to 
six  degrees  below. 


Recipes. 

rineapple  julep — One  of  the  most  refreshing  of  all  porch  drinks  made  from  pine- 
apple is  prepared  in  the  following  manner: 

Boil  one  pound  of  graiuilated  sugar  and  one  quart  of  water  for  fifteen  minutes. 
When  cool  add  one  sliced  pineapple,  which  has  been  cut  into  tiny  cubes,  and  juice  of 
three  lemons  and  one  orange,  a  pint  bottle  of  unferm^nted  grape  juice,  and  one  pint  of 
carbonated  table  water.  Add  a  half  ilozen  bruisad  sprigs  of  mint  and  sarve  from  a 
punch  bowl  having  a  large  piece  of  ice  decorated  with  mint. 

Honey  cookies — Required:  §  cup  honey,  §  cup  sugar,  2\  cups  flour,  \  teaspoon 
Boda,  2  ounces  finely  chopped  candied  orange  peel,  \  pound  walnut  meats  finely  chop- 
ped, \\  teaspoons  cinnamon,  1  teaspoon  cloves,  1  teaspoon  allspice. 

Sift  together  the  flour,  spices,  and  soda  and  add  the  other  ingredients.  Knead 
thoroughly,  roll  out  thin,  and  cup  with  a  biscuit  cutter.  Thcs2  cookies  are  very 
hard. 

Sour  cream  salad  dressing — .'\  sour  cream  dressing  for  green  salads:  Whisk  one  cup 
of  sour  cream  very  smooth  with  an  egg  beater.  Squeeze  two  tablespoonfuls  of  lemon 
juice  into  a  cup,  add  an  equal  amount  of  vinegar  and  scant  tablespoonful  of  sugar, 
a  teaspoonful  eacli  of  mixed  mustard  and  salt,  a  half  teaspoonful  of  pepper;  add  this 
mixture  to  the  beaten  cream,  whisking  it  well  together  until  light  and  smooth.  If 
desired,  catchup  in  equal  quantity  may  be  added  to  the  beaten  cream  in  place  of  the 
mustard  and  lemon,  which  gives  it  the  color  of  Russian  dressing.

Service  to  Haiti  by  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Steamship  Line  will  make  two  calls  each 
month,  on  both  outward  and  homeward  voyages,  at  the  port  of  St. 
Marc  on  the  island  of  Haiti.  The  service  was  begun  with  the  Allianca, 
which  sailed  from  New  York  on  July  14.  The  Allianca  and  another 
vessel,  possibly  the  Advance,  will  be  used,  calling  at  St.  Marc  on  every 
voyage;  the  other  ships  of  the  fleet  will  continue  to  sail  direct  between 
New  York  and  Cristobal. 

The  deviation  from  the  regular  run  in  order  to  call  at  St.  Marc  is 
about  43  miles,  and  it  is  expected  that  with  the  available  lighterage 
facilities  the  detention  in  the  port  will  not  be  more  than  five  hours. 


Disposal  of  Retired  Locomotives. 

The  overhauling  and  crating  of  95  locomotives  formerly  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  Canal,  since  sold  to  a  contractor,  is  being  carried 
on  by  the  Mechanical  Division,  with  the  supervision  of  representa- 
tives of  the  contractor.    Ten  were  crated  and  shipped  last  month. 

Ten  of  the  old  Canal  locomotives  had  been  transferred  to  the  Alas- 
kan Engineering  Commission,  two  were  sold  to  the  Chile  Exploration 
Company  direct,  and  95  were  sold  to  the  A.  B.  Shaw  Company. 
The  latter  company  has  sold  18  of  its  purchase  to  the  Chile  Explora- 
tion Company,  and  the  remaining  77  are  being  sent  to  New  York. 

The  locomotives  sold  to  the  A.  B.  Shaw  Company  were  all  of 
the  Mogul  type,  2-6-0,  and  5-foot  gage;  they  consisted  of  22  of  the 
type  designated  as  the  101-class,  weighing  234,000  pounds  over  all; 
22  of  the  201-class,  weighing  222,500  pounds;  38  of  the  301-class, 
weighing  210,210  pounds;  and  13  of  the  601-class,  weighing  234,500 
pounds.

CANAr>   BUSINESS. 
Ihe  total  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  was  175.    The  aggre- 
gate nee  tonnage  of  the  ships  passing  through  the  Canal  was  543,664,  Panama  Canal 
measurement,  and  the  total  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  was  640,899  tons  ot 
2,240   pounds. 

Collections  of  tolls  amounted  to  $518,601.08,  and  deposits  were  made  with  Assist- 
ant Treasurers  in  the  llnitcd  States  in  the  amount  of  $.^25,460  to  be  applied 
on  payment  of  tolls  and  other  charges  against  vessels  using  the  Canal.  Sales  of  com- 
missary supplies  to  ships  aggregated  §39,321.54;  of  ice,  $1,040.45,  and  of  supplies 
from  storehouses,  $27,157.68.

LOCKS  AND  SPILLWAYS. 

During  the  month  three  of  the  four  new  towing  locomotives  constructed  at  Balboa 
Shops  were  turned  over  to  the  locks  divisions,  two  at  Miraflores  and  ona  at  Gatun 
Locks.  The  electrical  installation  in  the  Iccomotives,  which  is  being  made  by  the 
locks  forces,  is  approximately  50  per  cent  complete.  Work  is  in  progress  extending  and 
renev/Ing  timber  fenders  in  the  Pacific  locks.  The  grading  of  the  lower  west  backfill 
at  Miraflores  was  completed.

In  the  construction  of  the  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  station  at  Gaturi,  all, 
concrete  wa?  poured  up  to  the  first  floor  and  one-third  of  the  first  floor  was  com- 
pleted. Sixty  tons  of  structural  steel  were  erected.  Three  hundred  and  forty  cubic 
yards  of  earth  were  removed  in  the  e.Kcavation  for  the  penstocks.  Removal  of  the 
present  spillway  wall  to  allow  the  construction  of  a  new  arch  over  the  tail  race  is  80 
per  cent  complete.  Four  hundred  and  thirty-two  cubic  yards  of  soft  rock  and  earth 
were  dumped  on  the  Mindi  Levee. 

The  spillway  at  Gatun  was  operated  to  keep  the  surface  of  Gatun  Lake  from  rising 
above  84  feet  above  sealevel.  This  was  done  in  order  to  expedite  the  work  of  the 
dredges  in  Gaillard  Cut. 

TERMINAL   CONSTRUCTION. 

Atlantic  terminals — At  pier  No.  6  the  driving  of  steel  cylinders  was  advanced  to 
65  per  cent  of  completion;  4,130  lineal  feet  were  driven  in  June,  making  a  total  of 
15,855  feet  in  place.  Two  thousand  three  hundred  and  six  cubic  yards  of  material 
were  excavated  from  the  cylinders  during  the  month,  making  a  total  of  10,503  cubic 
vards  removed,  or  63  per  cent  of  the  estimated  requirements.  Concrete  poured 
Into  the  cylinders  amounted  tc  3,483  cubic  yards,  making  the  total  10,987  cubic  yards, 
which  is  44  per  cent  of  the  estimated  quantity  to  be  used  in  the  cylinders. 

No  work  was  done  on  the  boat  landing  and  launch  house.  This  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  floor  steel  has  not  been  received. 

Pacific  terminals — Construction  of  drain  covers  for  the  1,000-fcot  dry  dock  was 
continued.  At  the  coaling  plant  the  removal  of  damaged  fender  piles  was  continued, 
and  the  requisite  new  piles  were  shipped  to  the  site.  Correction  of  deficiencies  in 
the  reloader  towers  and  conveyor  system  was  continued.  Work  on  the  rip-rap.  at 
the  reloader  warf  was  continued,  55  cubic  yards  of  material  being  placed  in  June. 
Cleaning  up  on  the  dump  north  of  Pier  18  was  begun  on  June  19,  and  17  creosoted 
piles  and  two  cars  of  scrap  steel  were  shipped  to  storage  during  the  month. 

Repairs  to  the  dolphins  at  the  oil  berth  were  begun  on  June  1  and  carried  to 
completion.  A  few  of  the  old  piles  which  were  removed  were  redriven,  and  32  new 
80-foot  piles  were  used  in  replacement.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  29,097  cubic  yards  of  earth  were  rehandlad  and  not 
credited  to  Canal  excavation.  Five  dredges  were  at  work  in  Gaillard  Cut.  Culebra 
slide  showed  a  slight  but  continued  movement  throughout  the  month,  and  a  small 
slide  occurred  at  the  east  Powder  House  slide,  which  in  no  way  interfered  with  the 
passing  of  ships.    Other  than  these  no  signs  of  slide  movement  were  apparent. 

SHOPS,  FOUNDRY,  AND  DRY  DOCK  WORK. 
The  shops  at  Balboa,  Cristobal,  and  Paraiso,  and  the  several  auxiliary  plants  of 
the  Mechanical  Division  together  completed  943  shop  orders,  leaving  679  uncomplet- 
ed at  the  end  of  the  month.    The  foundry  at  Balboa  turned  out  167,743  pounds  of 
iron,  110,667  pounds  of  steel,  and  8,420  pounds  of  brass.    Equipment  was  hostled 
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as  follows:  Locomotives,  1,745,  and  cranes,  268.  Four  hundred  and  forty- nine 
shop  and  2,876  field  repairs  were  made  on  cars,  and  973  light  repairs  were  made  on 
other  rolling  equipment. 

Vessels  dry  docked  at  Cristobal  included  the  steamship  Lisboa,  destroyer  Hopkins, 
dredge  No.  84,  hulk  Chagres,  two  submarines,  clapet  No.  7,  and  four  barges.  Those 
in  the  dry  dock  at  Balboa  included  the  steamships  La  Habia  and  Sivainhy,  destroyer 
Hopkins,  and  two  barges.  The  larger  jobs  at  Paraiso  were  performed  on  the  tugs 
DeLesseps  and  Cocoli,  dredges  No.  1  and  No.  5,  and  coal  barge  No.  56.  Thirty-three 
job  orders  were  received  at  Cristobal  Shops  for  work  on  ships  passing  through  the 
Canal  or  making  the  port  of  Cristobal,  other  than  those  of  the  Panama  Railroad 
Steamship  Line. 

The  two  supply  boats  for  services  to  ships  at  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  terminal 
ports  were  completed.  An  order  was  received  for  overhauling  and  crating  40  loco- 
motives for  the  A.  B.  Shaw  Company.  Ten  have  been  overhauled,  crated,  and 
shipped.    The  tugCatun  was  completely  overhauled  at  Balboa  Shops  during  June. 

Work  on  the  new  pattern  shop  and  on  the  paint  manufacturing  plant  was  advanced 
to  over  70  per  cent  of  completion,  and  it  is  expected  that  both  will  be  placed  in  opera- 
tion during  July. 

The  fabrication  of  the  penstocks  for  the  addition  to  the  hydroelectric  station  was 
continued  at  Cristobal  Shops  as  fast  as  the  material  arrived  from  the  United  States.

The  total  gold  force  is  a  decrease  of  6S  from  the  3,617  employed  on  May  23,  and  the 
silver  force  is  a  decrease  of  49  from  the  20,646  reporting  on  that  date. 

Quarters — The  occupants  of  Canal  quarters  on  June  30  numbered  19,282,  divided 
as  follows:  Americans,  7,829,  of  whom  3,664  were  men,  1,936  women,  and  2,229 
children;  328  Europeans,  of  whom  274  were  men,  18  women,  and  36  children;  and 
11,125  West  Indians,  of  whom  6,279  were  men,  1,956  women,  and  2,890  children. 
Three  hundred  and  seventy  applications  for  gold  family  quarters  were  on  file  on 
June  30. 

BUILDING   CONSTRUCTION. 

Work  on  the  administration  building  for  Ancon  Hospital  was  continued,  and  at 
the  end  of  the  month  the  second  floor  slab  and  second  story  walls  had  been  poured, 
and  the  building  was  25  per  cent  complete.  Excavation  was  begun  for  the  kitchen 
and  mess.  The  removal  of  the  isolation  ward  to  provide  a  site  for  the  new  isolation 
ward  was  50  per  cent  complete.  Work  on  the  school  buildings  at  Ancon  and  Balboa, 
and  the  restaurants  at  Ancon  and  Balboa  Shops  was  continued.  Plastering  work  and 
tile  setting  in  the  sanitary  office  at  Balboa  were  completed.  The  remainder  of  the 
roofing  steel  for  the  lumber  storehouse  at  Balboa  was  erected,  and  work  was  begun 
•n  the  concrete  block  fire  walls.  Work  was  resumed  on  the  incinerator  at  Gavilan 
Island,  and  also  on  the  dispensary  and  the  school  building  at  Pedro  Miguel. 

Ten  of  the  type- 14  quarters  at  New  Cristobal  have  been  completed,  and  the 
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remaining  nine  have  all  the  carpentry  work  complete  except  trim  and  hardxvare. 
These  houses  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  about  August  1.  The  trim  work  on  the 
first  12  type-17  cottages  has  been  begun,  and  the  remaining  13  are  under  roof.  Two 
of  the  12-fami!y  silver  quarters  at  Mount  Hope  are  complete  except  for  one  coat 
of  paint,  and  the  third  building  of  this  type  is  80  per  cent  complete.  The  morgue 
and  the  garage  at  Colon  Hospital  were  completed.  Work  was  resumed  on  the  school 
building  at  Gatun,  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  40  per  cent  of  the  tile  had  been 
laid  and  80  per  cent  of  the  plumbing  was  completed. 

MUNICIP.^L  CONSTRUCTION. 

Municipal  work  included  the  construction  of  a  road  to  the  dairy  farm  at  Mindi; 
continued  work  in  the  new  Cristobal  townsite;  providing  water  lines  and  roads 
for  the  chicken  farm  at  New  Culebra;  constructing  the  road  to  the  incinerator  at 
Balljoa,  and  to  the  restaurant  in  Balboa;  work  on  the  box  sewer  for  the  Corundu 
River;  grading  and  construction  of  walks  on  the  flat  at  Balboa  and  in  the  silver 
settlement  at  Red  Tank;  and  miscellaneous  work  in  the  several  Army  posts. 

PUBLIC   HEALTH. 

Health  conditions  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  cities  of  Panama  and  Colon  continued 
good.  The  death  rate  in  the  Canal  Zone  was  9.66  per  thousand,  per  year,  from  all 
causes;  from  disease  alone  it  was  8.50,  and  from  external  causes,  1.16.  No  cases  of 
disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  originated  on  or  arrived  at  the  Isthmus  during 
the  month. 

RECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES. 

The  cash  balance  in  Canal  appropriations  on  June  30,  exclusive  of  fortifications, 
was  $7,009,221.09;  the  balance  in  fortifications  was  $6,907,554.10.  Pay  rolls  for  the 
forces  on  the  Isthmus  for  June  amounted  to  $1,006,054.62,  including  $39,133.63 
for  fortifications. 

Payments  bv  the  disbursing  clerk  in  Washington  amounted  to  $760,296.24,  and 
by  the  Paymaster  on  the  Isthmus  to  $1,319,122.57.  Payment  of  $232,515.65  was 
also  made  to  the  Panama  Railroad  for  commissary  books.  Total  Panama  Canal 
collections  on  the  Isthmus  amounted  to  $1,452,758,  and  collections  by  the  dis- 
bursing clerk  in  Washington  to  $5,158.95.  Requisitions  for  purchases  in  the  United 
States  amounted  to  $1,151,431.01,  making  the  total  fcr  the  12  months  of  the  fiscal 
year  $9,612,251.50.  Receipts  from  the  Canal  Zone  and  miscellaneous  funds  amounted 
to  $168,087.46,  and  disbursements  under  the  same  heading  to  $248,119.07.

Executive  Order. — Acquisition  of  Vessels  of  Hostile  Nations. 

Whereas  the  following  Joint  Resolution  adopted  by  Congress  was  approved  by  the 
President  May  12,  1917: 

"Joint  Resolution  Authorizing  the  President  to  take  over  for  the  United  States  the 
possession  and  title  of  any  vessel  within  its  jurisdiction,  which  at  the  time  of  coming 
therein  was  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  corporation,  citizen,  or  subject  of  any 
nation  with  which  the  United  States  may  be  at  war,  or  was  under  register  of  any  such 
nation,  and  for  other  purposes. 

"Resolved  by  tli".  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America 
in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  take 
over  to  the  United  States  the  immediate  possession  and  title  of  any  vessel  within  the 
jurisdiction  thereof,  including  the  Canal  Zone  and  all  territories  and  insular  posses- 
sions of  the  United  States  except  the  American  Virgin  Islands,  which  at  the  time  of 
coming  into  such  jurisdiction  was  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  any  corporation, 
citizen,  or  subject  of  any  nation  with  which  the  United  States  may  be  at  war  when  such 
vessel  shall  be  taken,  or  was  flying  the  flag  of  or  was  under  register  of  any  such  nation 
or  any  political  subdivision  or  municipality  thereof;  and,  through  the  United  States 
Shipping  Board,  or  any  department  or  agency  of  the  Government,  to  operate,  lease, 
charter  and  equip  such  vessel  in  any  service  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  commerce, 
foreign  or  coastwise. 

"Sec.  2.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and 
directed  to  appoint,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  President,  a  board  of  survey,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  the  actual  value  of  the  vessel,  its  equipment,  appurte- 
nances, and  all  property  contained  therein,  at  the  time  of  its  taking,  and  to  make  a 
written  report  of  their  findings  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  who  shall  preserve  such 
report  with  the  records  of  his  department.  These  findings  shall  be  considered  as 
competent  evidence  in  all  proceedings  on  any  claim  for  compensation." 
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And  whereas  the  following  vessels  were,  at  the  time  of  coming  into  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  United  States  owned  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  corporation,  citizen  or  subject  of 
the  Empire  of  Germany,  a  nation  with  which  the  United  States  is  now  at  war,  or 
were  flying  the  flag  of  or  under  the  register  of  the  Empire  of  Germany,  or  of  a  political 
subdivision  or  municipality  thereof :

Executive  Order. 


In  pursuance  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  the  President  of  the  United  States 
by  section  2  of  the  Act  approved  August  18,  1914,  entitled,  "An  Act  to  provide  for 
the  admission  of  foreign-built  ships  to  American  registry  for  the  foreign  trade,  and 
for  other  purposes,"  it  is  hereby  ordered: 

That  the  provisions  of  law  prescribing  that  the  watch  officers  of  vessels  of  the  United 
States  registered  for  the  foreign  trade  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  are  hereby 
suspended  so  far  and  for  such  length  of  time  as  is  herein  provided,  namely — 

That  ail  citizens  or  subjects  of  nations  which  are  or  which  may  hereafter  be  engaged 
in  the  present  war  against  the  Imperial  German  Government  or  any  of  its  allies, 
and  all  such  citizens  or  subjects  of  neutral  nations  as  shall  satisfy  the  Secretary  of 
Commerce  that  their  attitude  toward  the  purposes  of  the  United  States  in  the  war 
it  is  now  waging  is  not  detrimental  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war,  may,  for 
the  duration  cf  the  war,  be  permitted  to  act  as  watch  officers  of  vessels  of  the  United 
States  registered  for  the  foreign  trade,  if  otherwise  qualified:  Provided,  That  if  it 
shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  that  any  such  citizen 
or  subject,  whether  of  a  belligerent  or  neutral  nation,  has  committed  any  act  inimical 
to  the  United  States  in  the  conduct  of  the  war,  the  said  Secretary  may,  in  each  such 
case,  withdraw  the  exemption  provided  for  herein,  and  such  exemption  shall  not  again 
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apply  to  any  such  alien  citizen  or  subject.  And  the  Secretary  of  Commerce  is  hereby 
authorized  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  this 
order  into  effect.

Notice  to  Mariners.— Changes  in  Panama  Canal  Lights. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  July  16,  1917.

1.  The  gas  buoy  marking  the  wreck  of  the  tug  Reliance  has  been  discontinued, 
the  wreck  having  been  raised  and  removed. 

2.  Two  lights,  white,  fi.Ked,  electric,  have  been  established  to  mark  the  north- 
western and  southwestern  extremities  of  Cristobal  Mole.  The  lights  are  spaced 
about  230  feet  apart — the  width  of  the  mole — and  are  12  feet  above  ssalevel. 

3.  Rear  Range  Light  No.  26  at  south-bound  range,  Gamboa  Reach,  has  been 
changed  from  flashing  to  fixed.

Regulations  for  Fishing  Vessels,  Cristobal  and  Colon. 

The  following  circular  of  the  Captain  of  the  Port  of  Cristobal, 
covering  registration  for  fishing  vessels,  is  published  for  the  infor- 
mation of  all  concerned: 

EflFective  at  once  any  small  fishing  boats  which  are  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
fishing  must  be  registered  with  both  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  Cristobal,  and  the 
Captain  of  the  Port,  Colon. 

Fishing  boats  operating  from  Colon  harbor  will  first  register  with  the  Captain  of 
the  Port,  Colon;  they  will  then  present  their  certificate  of  registration  to  the  Captain 
of  the  Port,  Cristoba,  who  will  proceed  with  the  required  registration. 

Boats  operating  from  Cristobal  and  Canal  Zone  waters  will  first  register  with  the 
Captain  of  the  Port,  Cristobal:  they  will  then  present  their  certificate  of  registration 
to  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  Colon,  who  will  proceed  with  the  required  registration. 

This  double  registration  ot  certificate  issued  will  give  to  fishing  vessals,  for  a  period 
.of  three  months,  permission  to  fish  in  accordance  wih  the  fishing  regulations  as 
laid  down  in  a  separate  circula.-. 

Certificates  should  be  kept  in  the  boat  ready  to  be  presented  for  examination  in 
case  police  or  patrol  authorities  require  them. 

The  certificates  will  be  reissued  every  three  months  and  applicants  must  present 
themselves  before  the  expiration  of  the  certificate  previously  issued. 

The  fishing  regulations  referred  to  in  the  circular  are  as  follows: 

No  vessel  shall  engage  in  fishing  within  Limon  Bay  or  adjacent  waters,  or  within 
the  defensive  area,  except  private  boats  properly  registered  by  the  Captain  of  the 
Port,  Cristobal,  and  the  Captain  of  the  Port,  Colon,  and  small  public  vessels  belong- 
ing to  divisions  or  depaitments  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama  Railroad  or  any 
public  vessel  belonging  to  the  government  of  Panama. 

Inside  the  breakwater  and  within  the  limits  of  Limon  Bay  and  Manzanilla  Bay 
fishing  will  be  allowed  at  any  time,  both  day  and  night,  except  in  the  Canal  prism, 
Cristobal  approach  channel,  French  canal,  and  the  American  Canal  from  Mindi  to 
Gatun  Locks. 

Outside  the  breakwater  and  within  the  defensive  sea  area  fishing  will  be  allowed, 
both  day  and  night,  with  the  following  exceptions: 

No  fishing  during  the  day  or  night,  from  Toro  Point  on  the  shore  line  two  miles  to 
the  westward,  will  be  allowed  within  half  a  mile  ot  the  coast. 

No  fishing  during  the  day  or  night,  from  the  east  end  of  the  East  Breakwater  to  the 
entrance  to  Las  Minas  will  be  allowed  within  half  a  mile  of  the  coast. 

No  fishing  at  any  time  will  be  allowed  at  the  breakwater  entrance. 

No  fishing  will  be  allowed  at  any  time  between  the  East  Breakwater  and  Margarita 
Point. 

Vessels  using  Limon  Bay  cr  the  defensive  sea  area  for  the  purpose  of  fishing  are  at 
all  timea  under  the  supervision  of  the  police  authorites  inside  the  breakwatei,  and  of 
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the  patrol  of  the  defensive  sea  area  without.  All  fishing  vessels  are  warned  to  comply 
strictly  with  any  orders  given  them  by  the  patrol,  either  inside  or  outside,  and  non- 
compliance with  orders  will  result  in  the  seizure  of  the  vessel  concerned. 

No  specified  signals  need  be  shown  during  the  day. 

At  night  all  vessels  engaged  in  fishing  will  carry  two  white  lights  in  a  vertical  line 
not  less  than  three  feet  apart  and  showing  all  around  the  horizon,  visible  for  a  dis-

tance  of  at  least  one  mile.    The  height  of  these  lights  may  be  at  the  discretion  of  the 
vessel  using  them. 

All  small  boats  when  leaving  Limon  Bay  to  enter  the  defensive  sea  area  will  stop 
alongside  the  inside  patrol  vessel  for  such  examination  as  may  be  required.  All  small 
vessels  or  boats  returning  from  the  defensive  sea  area  will  stop  at  the  inside  patrol  for 
a  similar  examination. 


Sunday  and  Holiday  Excursion  Rates  and  Gliarges  for  Special  Trains  on 

the  Panama  Railroad. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Company  has  issued  the  following  bulletin 
to  all  concerned,  establishing  excursion  and  special  train  rates: 

1.  EfTective  Saturday,  July  14,  1917,  the  Panama  Railroad  will  grant  a  Sunday  and 
holiday  excursion  rate  of  $1.50  United  States  currency  for  round  trip  between  any 
two  points  on  the  line  where  the  regular  rates  are  in  excess  of  that  amount.  The 
tickets  will  be  good  going  on  regular  passenger  trains  leaving  terminals  after  four 
o'clock  p.  m.  on  Saturdays  and  on  the  days  preceding  holidays,  and  on  Sunday  and 
holidays  to  and  including  trains  leaving  terminals  at  seven  o'clock  p.  m.  Returning, 
the  tickets  will  be  good  on  all  regular  trains  leaving  terminals  between  the  time  of  the 
sale  of  the  ticket  and  12  o'clock  midnight  on  Sunday  or  the  holiday. 

2.  A  rate  of  $1  for  a  round-trip  between  any  two  points  on  the  line  will  be  granted 
to  baseball  clubs,  lodges,  societies,  churches,  Sunday  schools,  and  other  organizations, 
for  a  one-day  excursion,  when  400  or  more  passengers  at  this  rate  are  guaranteed. 
Should  the  number  of  tickets  sold  be  less  than  400  the  organization  requesting  such 
transportation  will  be  required  to  pay  the  difference. 

3.  Excursion  tickets  sold  at  the  above  rates  will  not  be  accepted  for  transportation 
on  any  other  trains  except  as  specified  above,  and  under  no  circumstances  will  refund, 
be  made  for  unused  portions  of  such  tickets. 

4.  These  rates  are  extended  to  first  and  sscond-class  passengers  and  to  outsiders, 
as  well  as  to  employees  of  the  United  States  Government  and  those  entitled  to  em- 
ployees' rates. 

5.  Effective  on  the  above  date,  the  special  train  tariff  in  eflfect  at  present  will  be 
cancelled,  and  the  following  rates  will  apply: 

(a)  The  rate  for  a  special  train  will  be  $60  United  States  currency,  which  amount 
must  be  deposited  or  guaranteed  before  the  train  is  furnished.  The  rate  for  a  one- 
way train  will  be  the  same  as  for  a  round  trip. 
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(b)  No  passes  will  be  accepted  on  special  trains.  Passengers  must  provide  them- 
selves with  tickets  or  mileage. 

(c)  In  the  case  of  employees  or  those  entitled  to  employee's  rates,  when  the  fares 
amount  to  $100  or  more,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  special  train.  If  the  fares 
amount  to  less  than  $109  but  more  than  $40,  only  a  sufficient  amount  will  be  charged 
for  the  train  to  equal  that  sum. 

(d)  In  the  case  of  outsiders,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  the  special  train  when  the 
fares  at  tariff  rates  amount  to  vS150  or  more.  When  the  fares  amount  to  less  than  $150 
but  more  than  $90,  only  a  sufficient  amount  will  be  retained  out  of  the  $60  to  make 
$150.    The  balance  will  be  refunded. 


Preserving  the  Good  Appearaitcs  of  Grounds  about  Quarters. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  ruling  that  the  yards  in  front  and  at  the 
sides  of  all  Canal  quarters  are  to  be  cared  for  by  the  district  quarter- 
masters. No  planting  is  to  be  done  in  these  areas  except  by  the 
quartermaster's  forces.  Permission  is  to  be  obtained  before  employees 
place  boxes,  pots,  etc.,  on  platforms  and  stair  railings  in  front  of  quarters. 

The  reason  for  this  is  the  public  interest  in  preserving  the  yards  and 
streets  in  a  pleasing  and  uniform  appearance. 

In  the  same  interest  of  keeping  the  landscape  in  the  best  condition, 
attention  is  called  to  the  prohibition  against  the  construction  of  un- 
sightly fences  around  gardens.  This  prohibition  is  contained  in  a 
circular  of  the  Governor,  dated  May  29,  1915. 

The  suggestion  has  been  presented  to  the  Supply  Department  that 
it  undertake  to  build  fences  around  gardens  at  cost  on  requests  from 
employees  and  thus  insure  suitable  construction.  The  district  quarter- 
masters have  not  the  men  available  to  undertake  this  work,  and  the 
best  that  can  be  done  at  this  time  is  for  employees  to  build  their  own 
fences,  taking  care  not  to  make  them  unsightly. 


Gardening  Suggestions. 

An  employee  suggests  the  general  cultivation  of  the  egg  plant.  H  e  says  it  grows 
readily,  appears  to  be  immune  from  insects,  and  bears  steadily,  the  fruit  apparently 
not  being  affected  adversely  by  the  heavy  rains  of  the  Isthmian  rainy  season.

of  the  Panama  Canal  which  are  unserviceable 
or  no  longer  needed,  to  be  reimbursed  from  the 
proceeds  of  such  sales;  expenses  incident  to 
conducting  lienrings  and  examining  estimates 
for  appropriations  on  the  Isthmus;  expenses 
incident  to  any  emergency  arising  because  of 
calamity  by  flood,  fire,  pestilence,  or  like  char- 
acter not  foreseen  or  otherwise  provided  for 
herein,  per  diem  allowance  in  lieu  of  subsistence 
when  si'bscrihed  by  the  Governor  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  to  persons  engaged  in  field  work  or  travel- 
ing on  official  business,  pursuant  to  section 
thirteen  of  the  sundry  civil  appropriation  Act 
approved  August  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  and  for  such  other  expenses  not  in  the 
United  States  as  the  Governor  of  the  Panama 
Cana!  may  deem  necessary  to  best  promote  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation,  sanita- 
tion, and  civil  government  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
all  to  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Panama  Canal  and  accounted 
for  as  follows:

For  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  salary  of  the  governor.  .*5100,000*;  pur- 
chase, inspection,  deliver>',  handling,  and  storing 
oT  material,  supnlies  and  equipment  for  issue  to 
all  departments  of  the  Panama  Cannl.  the  Pana- 
ftia  Railroad,  other  branches  of  the  United  States 
Government,  and  for  authorized  sales,  payment 
in  lumpsums  of  not  exceeding  the  amounts  author- 
ized by  the  injury  compensation  Act  approved 
September  seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
to  alien  cripples  who  are  now  a  charge  upon  the 
Panama  Canal  by  reason  of  injuries  sustained 
while  employed  in  the  construction  of  the  Panama 
Canal,  $9,000,000,  tot.ether  with  all  moneys  aris- 
ing from  the  conduct  of  business  operations 
authorized  by  the  Panama  Canal  Act; 

For  sanitation,  quarantine,  hospitals,  and  medi- 
cal aid  and  support  of  the  insane  and  of  lepers, 
and  aid  and  support  of  indigent  persons  legally 
within  the  Canal  Zone,  including  expenses  of  their 
deportation  when  practicable,  and  including 
additional  compensation  from  May  tenth,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen,  to  any  officer  of  the 
United  States  Public  Health  Service  detailed  with 
the  Panama  Canal  as  chief  quarantine  officer, 
$700,000; 

For  civil  government  of  the  Panama  Canal 
and  Canal  Zone,  salaries  of  district  judge  $6,000, 
district  attorney  $5,000.  marshal  §5,000,  and  for 
gratuities  and  necessary  clothing  for  indigent 
discharged  prisoners,  $700,000; 

In  all,  $13,155,000.  to  be  immediately  available 
and  to  continue  available  until  expended:  Pro- 
vided, That  all  expenditures  from  the  appropria- 
tions heretofore,  herein,  and  hereafter  made  for 
the  construction  of  the  Panama  Canal,  including 
any  portion  of  such  appropriations  which  may  be 
used  for  the  construction  of  dry  docks,  repair 
shops,  yards,  docks,  wharves,  warehouses,  store- 
houses, and  other  necessarj'  facilties  and  appur- 
tenances, for  the  purpose  of  providing  coal  and 
other  materials,  labor,  repairs,  and  suoplies, 
for  the  construction  of  office  buildings  and  quar- 
ters, and  other  necessary  buildings,  exclusive 
of  fortifications,  colliers,  dock  six  at  Cristobal, 
coal  barges,  and  repairs,  alterations,  and  reboiler- 
ing  of  steamships  Ancon  and  Cristobal,  and 
exclusive  of  the  fair  value  of  the  American 
Legation  building  in  Panama,  as  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  War  and  Secretary  of  State,  and 
exclusive  of  the  arrount  used  for  operating  and 
maintaining  the  canal,  and  exclusive  of  the 
amoi'nt  expended  for  sanitation  and  civil  gov- 
ernment after  January-  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifteen,  may  be  paid  from  or  reimbuiscd  to 
the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  out  of  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  sale  of  bonds  authorized  in  section 
eight  of  the  said  Act  approved  .lane  twenty- 
eighth,  nineteen  hundred  and  two.  and  section 
thirty-nine  of  the  tariff  Act  approved  August 
fifth,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

Except  in  cases  of  emergency,  or  conditions 
arising  subsequent  to  and  unforeseen  at  the  time 
of  submitting  the  annual  estimates  to  Congress, 
and  except  for  those  employed  in  connection 
with  the  construction  of  permanent  quarters, 
offices,  and  other  necessary  buildings,  dry  docks, 
repair  shops,  yards,  docks,  wharves,  warehouses, 
storehouse?,  and  other  necessary  facilities  and 
appurtenances  for  the  purpose  of  providing  coal 
and  other  materials,  labor,  repairs,  and  supplies, 
and  except  for  the  permanent  operating  organiza-

other  by-products  of  manufacturing  and  shop 
operations;  from  the  sale  of  obsolete  and  un- 
serviceable materials,  supplies,  and  equipment 
purchased  or  acquired  for  the  operation,  main- 
tenance, protection,  sanitation,  and  government 
of  the  canal  and  Canal  Zone;  and  any  net  profits 
accruing  from  such  business  to  the  Panama  Canal 
shall  annually  be  covered  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
United  States. 

In  addition  there  is  appropriated  for  the  opera- 
tion, maintenance,  and  extension  of  waterworks, 
sewers,  and  pavements  in  the  cities  of  Panama 
and  Colon,  during  the  fiscal  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  eighteen,  the  necessary  portions  of  such 
sums  as  shall  be  paid  as  water  rentals  or  directly 
by  the  Government  of  Panama  for  such  expenses. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  amounts  there  is 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  hereafter  received 
as  toils,  before  such  money  is  covered  into  the 
Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts,  amounts 
necessary  to  refund  to  the  parlies  entitled  thereto 
amounts  which  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be 
erroneously  received  as  tolls  and  covered  into 
the  Treasury  as  miscellaneous  receipts. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  governor  of  the 
Panama  Canal,  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  is 
aathorized  to  transfer  to  Saint  Elizabeths  Hos- 
pital. In  the  DistriTt  of  (  olumbia.  foi  treatment 
all  American  citizens  legcilly  adjudged  insane  in 
the  Cana!  Zone  whose  legal  residence  in  one  of  the 
States  and  Territories  or  the  District  of  Columbia 
it  has  been  impossible  to  establish.  Upon  the 
ascertainment  of  the  legal  residence  of  oersons 
so  transferred  to  the  hospital,  the  sunerintendent 
of  the  hospital  shall  thereupon  transfer  such 
persons  to  their  respective  places  of  residence, 
and  the  expenses  attendant  thereon  shall  be  paid 
from  the  appiopiiation  for  the  support  of  the 
hospital.

Injured  in  Canal  Service.

A  committee  was  recently  appointed  to  submit 
recommendations  in  connection  with  the  making 
of  lump  sum  payments  to  alien  cripples  who  are 
now  a  charge  upon  The  Panama  Canal,  by  reason 
of  injuries  sustained  while  employed  in  the  con- 
struction thereof,  and  it  has  requested  that  heads 
of  departments  and  divisions  furnish  a  list  of  all 
crippled  aliens  in  their  employ,  giving  the  nature 
of  the  disability,  their  present  work,  the  wage  paid 
and  information  which  will  show  whether  the 
entire  wage  paid  or  what  part  thereof  is  actually 
earned  by  the  crippled  employee;  also,  if  avail- 
able from  the  records  of  the  department  or 
division,  information  as  to  the  time  and  place  the 
injury  was  received,  the  cause  of  the  injury,  and 
the  wage  paid  at  the  time.

3.  All  pages  or  groups  of  pages  of  each  property 
return  shall  be  numbered  serially  with  a  number- 
ing machine,  beginning  with  1.  All  entries  on 
returns  shall  be  made  with  indelible  pencil. 

4.  Vouchers  of  each  accountable  official  shall 
be  numbered  serially  for  each  period,  beginning 
with    1. 

5.  All  transfers  of  nonexpendable  property 
between  responsible  officers  of  the  same  account- 
ability will  be  known  as  "inter  transfers,"  and 
will  be  covered  by  form  PC  924-1  (Circular 
656-11  amends  paragraph  5.  Circular  656-2, 
accordingly;.  Inter  transfers  will  be  filed  as 
vouchers,  the  original  accomplished  copy  being 
forwarded  to  this  office.

Garden  Spraying  Outfits. 

A  shipment  of  home  garden  spray  packages  was  received  last  week,  and  this  arti- 
cle is  now  on  sale  in  all  commissaries.    The  packages  consist  of  the  following: 

One  1-pint  package  lime  sulphur;  one  2-oz.  package  Paris  green;  one  3-oz.  package 
arsenate  of  lead  powder;  one  1-oz.  bottle  of  nicotine,  40  per  cent;  one  midget  pump; 
one  home  garden  spray  guide  with  complete  instructions. 

These  packages  are  being  offered  for  sale  at  $1.75  each,  although  the  usual  price 
in  the  United  States  is  $2. 

Information,  in  addition  to  that  shown  in  the  booklet  enclosed  in  each  package,  in 
regard  to  the  use  of  the  various  spraying  compounds  may  be  obtained  on  application 
to  the  General  Manager,  Commissary  Division,  Cristobal. 


Fruits. 

A  small  trial  shipment  of  casaba  melons  arrived  during  the  past  week  and  was 
placed  on  sale  in  the  commissaries.  This  is  the  first  shipment  of  this  article  ever 
received  by  the  Commissary  Division.  The  melons  are  somewhat  similar  to  cante- 
loupes  in  taste  but  are  said  to  have  a  much  finer  flavor.  The  flesh  is  a  light  green 
color,  and  is  not  as  coarse  as  that  of  the  canteloupe.  The  outside  rind  is  a  light 
yellow  color  and  smooth  like  that  of  a  watermelon.  These  melons  have  met  with 
great  faVor  in  the  United  States  and  command  comparatively  high  prices  at  certain 
times  during  the  year.  The  shipment  referred  to  was  placed  on  sale  at  25  cents  each, 
and  if  it  develops  that  there  is  a  demand  for  them  at  this  price,  arrangements  will  be 
made  for  additional  shipments. 

There  was  also  received  during  the  past  week  a  very  good  assortment  of  fresh 
fruits,  which  included  peaches,  plums,  canteloupss,  cherries,  and  watermelons. 


Recipes. 

White  radishes — Peel  and  cut  into  small  cubes,  cover  with  boiling  water  and  cook 
until  tender,  adding  salt  to  taste  a  few  minutes  before  taking  from  fire.  Drain  and 
serve  with  melted  butter  or  cream  sauce,  and  pepper  if  desired.  Time  of  cooking, 
I5  to  2  hours. 

Rice  viuffins — One  quart  of  flour  is  sifted,  then  sifted  again  with  two  tablespoonfuls 
of  sugar,  a  teaspoonful  of  salt,  one  of  soda,  and  two  of  cream  of  tartar.  Beat  three 
eggs  light  and  add  them  to  one  pint  of  milk,  stir  gradually  into  the  flour  to  make  a 
smooth  batterand  when  free  from  lumps  add  one  pint  of  cold  boiled  rice,  beating  it  in 
thoroughly.  Bake  35  minutes  in  well  greased  muffin  pans.  This  quantity  should  make 
three  dozen  muffins,  and  great  care  should  be  taken  to  see  that  the  rice  is  so  carefully 
boiled  that  every  kernel  stands  out,  separate  and  distinct.

Coaling  Plant  at  Balboa  in  Commercial  Use. 

The  new  coaling  plant  at  Balboa  has  been  placed  in  regular  com- 
mercial service.  The  seagoing  suction  dredge  Culebra,  of  the  Canal 
fleet,  was  coaled  at  the  reloader  wharf  on  July  25,  and  the  merchant 
shxT^Baldersby  took  coal  on  July  27.  The  latter  was  the  first  commer- 
cial ship  to  be  supplied  from  the  new  station. 

The  stock  of  coal  at  the  plant  includes  some  which  was  dumped  from 
cars  for  tests  of  the  reclaiming  bridges,  and  some  unloaded  from 
colliers  in  tests  of  the  unloader  towers.  The  supply  is  to  be  maintained 
by  sending  through  the  Canal  an  occasional  collier  from  the  number 
which  come  to  Cristobal.  It  is  expected  that  Cristobal  will  continue 
to  be  the  coaling  point  of  the  great  majority  of  the  ships  coming  to  the 
Canal. 

The  Balboa  plant  has  a  normal  storage  capacity  of  150,000  tons, 
and  a  rated  capacity  of  delivery  of  1,000  tons  per  hour,  or  500  tons 
per  hour  from  each  of  the  two  reloader  towers.  Descriptions  of  this 
plant  and  the  plant  at  Cristobal  were  published  in  The  Panama  Canal 
Recoed  of  January  17. 

Removal  o!  Tempcrary  C02I  Chute  and  Track. 

The  chute  for  loading  coal  from  cars  into  barges  at  the  eastern 
end  of  the  quay  wall  at  Balboa  has  been  removed,  and  the  elevated 
track  from  which  coal  was  dumped  onto  the  wall  to  be  loaded  into 
ships  by  locomotive  crane  is  also  to  come  out  shortly.  These  removals 
follow  the  opening  of  the  new  coaling  plant  to  commercial  service. 
They  will  increase  the  available  space  on  the  wharf. 

IncreisinS  the  Capacity  of  the  "Caribbean." 

The  cattle  ship  Caribbean,  operated  by  the  Commissary  Division 
for  bringing  live  stock  from  Colombian  and  Central  American  ports 
to  the  Canal  Zone,  is  being  renovated  and  overhauled  in  the  1,000-foot 
dry  dock  at  Balboa.  The  ofificers'  quarters  and  the  galley  are  being 
raised  to  the  upper  deck,  on  the  level  w  ith  the  master's  quarters,  and 
the  accommodations  for  live  stock  are  being  extended  over  the  spaces 
made  available  by  these  changes.  Hog  and  chicken  pens  are  being 
constructed,  and  the  capacity  of  the  ship  for  cattle  w  ill  be  increased 
by  150  head.  The  ship  will  be  able  hereafter  to  carry  600  head  of 
cattle,  2,000  chickens,  and  100  young  hogs. 


013  Steel  Pier  Used  as  Storehouse. 

The  old  steel  pier  at  Balboa,  placed  in  service  the  latter  part  of 
1^99  and  abandoned  after  the  completion  of  Pier  18  last  year,  is  being 
fitted  up  for  use  as  a  storehouse  by  the  Army  forces.  Arrangements 
have  been  made,  however,  for  its  commercial  u,se  if  the  need  should 
arise,  and  it  will  be  used  also  as  a  berth  for  oil  carriers.  At  present, 
the  wharfage  needs  at  the  Pacific  terminal  are  met  amply  by  Pier  18 
an4  the;  quay  wall-  _        ^      ..      .^ 
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Police  Census  cf  the  Canal  Zone. 

A  house-to-house  canvass  of  the  population  of  the  Canal  Zone, 
taken  by  the  Police  and  Fire  Division  between  June  10  and  30,  1917, 
shows  the  total  number  of  inhabitants,  exclusive  of  the  military  popu- 
lation, as  23,295.  This  is  an  increase  of  465  over  the  civil  population, 
counted  from  June  1  to  10,  1916.

By  districts,  there  was  an  increase  of  610  in  the  section  from  the 
Pacific  end  of  the  Zone  to  Gamboa  (Balboa  district) ;  in  the  Cristobal 
district,  from  Gamboa  to  the  Atlantic,  there  was  a  decrease  of  675, 
including  a  loss  of  1,303  at  New  Gatun;  in  the  Gatun  Lake  area, 
within  the  Canal  Zone,  there  was  an  increase  of  575,  largely  on  account 
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of  the  developmsnt  of  plantations  by  the  Supply  Department;    and 
prisoners  in  jail  decreased  from  143  to  98,  a  reduction  of  45.

Certain  E  cp^rts  in  Time  ol  War  Unlawlal. 

^y  the  President  of  the  United  States — A  Proclamation: 

Whereas  Congress  has  enacted,  and  the  President  has  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  June, 
1917,  approved  a  law  which  contains  the  following  provisions: 

"Whenever  during  the  present  war  the  President  shall  find  that  the  public  safety 
shall  so  require,  and  shall  make  prcclamation  thereof,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  export 
from  or  ship  from  or  take  out  of  the  United  States  to  any  country  named  in  su:h 
proclamation  any  article  or  arti:l?s  mentioned  in  su:h  pro.lamation,  except  at  such 
tim.e  or  times,  and  under  such  regulations  and  ord.^rs  and  subject  to  such  limitations 
and  exceptions  as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
President  or  by  Congress:  Provided,  However,  that  no  preference  shall  be  given  to  the 
ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another. 

"Any  person  whc  shall  export,  ship,  or  take  out,  or  deliver  or  attempt  to  deliver 
for  export,  shipment,  or  taking  out,  any  article  in  violation  of  this  title,  or  of  any 
regulation  or  order  made  hereunder,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $10,003,  or,  if  a 
natural  person,  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both;  and  any  article  so 
delivered  or  exported,  shipped,  or  taken  out,  or  so  attempted  to  be  delivered  or 
exported,  shipped,  or  taken  out;  shall  be  seized  and  forfeited  to  the  United  States; 
and  any  officer,  director,  or  agent  of  a  corpro.-ation  who  participates  in  any  such 
violation  shall  be  liable  to  like  fine  or  imprisonment,  or  both. 

"Whenever  there  is  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  any  vessel,  domestic  cr  foreign, 
is  about  to  carry  out  of  the  United  States  any  article  or  articles  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  title,  the  collector  of  customs  for  the  district  in  which  such  vessel 
is  located  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  subject  to  review  by  the  Secretary 
of  Commerce,  to  refuse  clearance  to  any  such  vessel,  domestic  or  foreign,  for  which 
clearance  is  required  by  law,  and  by  formal  notice  served  upon  the  owners,  m:ister,  or 
person  or  pensons  in  command  o.-  charge  of  any  domestic  vessel  fo.-  which  clearance  is 
not  required  by  law,  to  forbid  the  departure  of  such  vessel  from  the  po.-t,  and  it  sh  ill 
thereupon  be  unlawful  for  such  vessel  to  depart.  Whoever,  in  violaiion  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  take,  or  attempt  to  take,  or  authorize  the  taking  rf  any 
such  vessel  out  of  port  or  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  fined  not 
more  than  $10,000  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  two  years,  or  both;  and,  in  addiaon, 
such  vessel,  her  tackle,  apparel,  furniture,  equipment,  and  her  forbidden  cargj  shall 
be  forfeited  to  the  United  States." 

And  whereas,  the  public  safety  requires  that  succor  shall  be  prevented  from 
reaching  the  enemy;  . 

Now.  therefore  I,  Woodrow  Wilson,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
do  hereby  proclaim  to  all  whom  it  may  concern  that,  e.'icept  at  such  ti  ne  or  times 
and  under  such  regulations  and  orders  and  subject  to  such  limitations  and  exceptions 
as  the  President  shall  prescribe,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  President  or  by  Con- 
gress, the  following  articles,  namely:  Coal,  coke,  fuel  oils,  kerosene  and  gasoline, 
including  bunkers;  food  grains,  flour  and  meal  therefro.n,  fodder  and  feeds,  meat  and 
fats;  pig  iron,  steel  billets,  ship  plates  and  structural  shapes,  scrap  iron  and  scrap 
steel;    ferro-manganese;    fertilizers;  arms,  ammunition  and  explosives,  shall  ftot, 
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on  and  after  the  fifteenth  day  of  July.  1917,  be  carried  out  of  or  exported  from  the 
United  States  or  its  territorial  possessions  to  z'Xbyssinia,  Afghanistan,  Albania,  Ar- 
gentina, Austria-Hungar>',  Belgium,  her  colonies,  possessions  or  protectorates, 
Bolivia,  Brazil,  Bulgaria,  China,  Chile,  Colombia,  Cost  Rica,  Cuba,  Denmark,  her 
colonies,  possessions  or  protectorates,  Dominican  Republic,  Ecuador,  Egvpt,  France, 
her  colonies,  possessions  or  protectorates.  Germany,  her  colonies,  possessions  or  pro- 
tectorates, Great  Britain,  her  colonies,  posse.ssions  cr  protectorates,  Greece,  Guate- 
mala, Haiti,  Honduras,  Italy,  hei  colonies,  p:>.5s2S3ion5  or  protectorates,  Japan, 
Liberia,  Leichlenstein,  Luxemburg,  Mexico,  Monaco,  Montenegro.  Morocco,  Nep^l, 
Nicaragua,  The  Netherlands,  her  colonies,  possessions,  or  protectorates,  NorA^ay, 
Oman,  Panama,  Paraguay,  Peisii,  Peru,  Portugal,  her  colonies,  possessions,  or 
protectorates.  Roumania,  Russia,  Salvador,  San  Mirin>,  Serbia,  Siam,  Spain,  her 
colonies,  possessions  or  protectorates,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Uruguay,  VenSzuela, 
or  Turkey. 

The  orders  and  regulations  from  time  to  time  prescribed  will  be  administeied  by 
and  under  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Commerce,  from  whom  licenses,  in  con- 
formity with  the  said  orders  and  regulations,  will  issue.

In  addition  to  the  directory  proper  the  book  contains  directions  for 
the  use  of  the  local  system,  notes  on  emergency  calls,  special  trains, 
telephone  calls  to  Panama  and  Colon,  extracts  from  circulars  governing 
the  installation  and  use  of  telephones,  office  hours  in  the  several 
departments,  selling  hours  at  the  commissary  stores,  consultation 
hours  at  the  dispensaries,  and  the  time  table  of  the  Panama  Railroad. 
The  book  is  in  standard  library  size  and  contains  110  pages. 

Distribution  is  being  made  by  the  telephone  forces. 

Further  Ghan|e  in  Rates  for  Canal  EmplDyecs  on  Ships  of  the  Pacific  Mail. 

A  further  revision  of  rates  on  the  line  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
Company  makes  the  fare  for  employees  of  the  Canal  and  Panama 
Railroad  for  passage  between  San  Francisco  and  Balboa  $101.25, 
instead  of  S96,  as  established  in  the  early  part  of  Jul}-.  The  rate  to 
employees  and  their  families  is  25  per  cent  less  than  the  regular 
first-class  fare,  $135.

$1,400,  etc.)  making  odd  monthly  rates,  while 
here  we  have  used  monthly  rates  usually  in  steps 
of  $12.50  (i.  e..  $125,  $137.50,  $150,  etc.). 

3.  In  the  new  scale  the  basis  is  the  Government 
rate  in  the  United  States  (including  the  5  per 
cent  or  10  per  cent  under  the  new  Sundry  Civil 
and  other  Acts)  plus  the  25  per  cent  allowed  by 
the  Panama  Canal  Act. 

4.  Where  necessary  in  other  similar  cases,  the 
Same  revision  will  be  made  and  additional  cir- 
culars will  issue  as  fast  as  data  car,  be  prepared. 

5.  It  will  be  necessary  to  use  some  adminis- 
trative discretion  in  fittint;  the  present  force  to 
the  new  schedule.  The  principle  to  be  followed 
is,  to  see  that  our  employees  are  paid  not  to 
exceed  25  per  cent  over  rates  paid  by  the  Gov- 
ernment in  the  United  States  for  similar  wor'c. 
For  instance,  male  stenographers  are  employed 
in  the  States  at  an  entrance  salary  of  $100,  which 
with  the  5  per  cent  increase  after  July  '.  will  be 
$105.  The  corresponding  scale  here  would  be 
$105  plus  25  per  cent,  or  $13l..?5.  The  odd 
cents  have  been  ci't  off,  leaving  the  rate  of  $131. 

6.  In  some  cases  only  a  small  increase  will 
be  possible.  In  others,  where  a  promotion  is 
merited,  some  latitude  will  be  allowed  heads  of 
departments,  but  the  guiding  principle  must  be 
that  so  far  as  can  be  jud^ied,  the  25  per  cent 
limit  must  not  be  exceeded. 

7.  Heads  o''  departments  will  submit  a  revision 
of  their  forces  to  confo.-m  to  the  revised  schedules, 
with  such  explanatory  notes  as  are  necessary  to 
permit  me  to  tnke  intelligent  action  on  their 
recommendations. 

8.  If  further  information  is  required  it  will  be 
given  on  request.

Recipes. 

Boiled  mackerel,  caper  sauce — Clean  a  large  mackerel  and  wrap  in  a  fish  cloth; 
place  in  a  fish  kettle  and  boil  until  tender;  then  remove  the  kettle  from  the  fire;  drain 
off  the  water,  which  should  be  strongly  seasoned  with  vinegar,  salt,  pepper,  and  a 
bay  leaf,  before  the  fish  is  put  in.  Unwrap  the  fish  carefully  so  that  the  skin  may 
net  be  broken,  and  serve  in  a  bed  of  parsley  on  a  silver  platter.  Pass  the  caper  sauce 
separately;  this  sauce  is  made  by  pouring  a  pint  of  boiling  water  upon  a  roux  of  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  butter  and  a  tablespoonful  of  flour,  stirring  all  the  time;  season 
with  salt  and  pepper  and  add  the  capers  according  to  taste. 

Banana  crcquettes — Remove  skins  from  bananas;  scrap?,  using  a  silver  knife,  to 
remove  the  astringent  principle  which  lies  clo33  to  the  skin;  and  cut  in  halves  cross- 
wise; then  remove  a  slice  from  each  end;  dip  in  crumbs,  egg,  and  crumbs  again;  fry 
in  deep  fat;    and  drain  on  brown  paper.

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Traffic  through  the  Canal  in  the  Past  F.sral  Year. 

The  total  number  of  ships  making  the  transit  of  the  Canal  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1917,  in  seagoing  traffic  was  1,876, 
In  the  fiscal  year  1916  the  total  was  787;  in  1915,  it  was  1,088.  The 
aggregate  gross  and  net  tonnages  of  the  1,876  ships  in  the  year  1917, 
according  to  the  rules  of  measurement  for  the  Panama  Canal,  were 
8,530,121  and  6,009,358  tons,   respectively. 

The  cargo  carried  through  the  Canal  amounted  to  7,229,255  tons 
of  2,240  pounds. 

Ships  making  the  passage  of  the  Canal  without  cargo,  including 
naval  ships  and  pleasure  craft  which  did  not  carry  cargo,  as  well  as 
merchant  ships  in  ballast,  aggregated  284.  Of  these,  187  were  in 
transit  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  97  from  the  Pacific  to 
the  Atlantic;   net  tonnages  were  574,881  and  219,907,  respectively. 

The  average  net  tonnage  of  all  ships  was  3,203  tons.  The  average 
net  tonnage  of  the  ships  carrying  cargo  was  3,275  tons.  The  average 
loading  of  the  ships  with  cargo  was  4,541  tons  of  2,240  pounds. 

The  ratio  of  tons  of  cargo  to  net  tonnage  of  ships  with  cargo  was 
1.386.  As  distributed  over  the  aggregate  of  traffic,  for  each  of  the 
6,009,358  net  tons  that  passed  through  the  Canal  there  were  handled 
1.2  tons  of  cargo.

A  seagoing  launch  to  serve  as  lighthouse  tenderis  being  constructed 
on  the  wharf  at  Gatun  by  the  forces  of  the  Lighthouse  Subdivision  of 
the  Marine  Division.  It  is  42  feet  long  by  12  feet  in  the  beam,  and 
is  to  have  a  normal  displacem.ent  of  18.2  tons.  The  broad  beam  is 
designed  to  give  the  boat  stability  and  to  enable  it  to  carry  heavy 
loads  with  slight  increase  of  the  draft.  Nevertheless,  the  lines  from  the 
amidship  section  to  the  prow  are  graceful  and  it  is  expected  that  the 
launch  will  make  a  speed  of  about  10  knots. 

The  normal  draft  is  to  be  about  32  inches,  uhen  the  boat  is  fully 
equipped  and  the  tank  filled  ^^■ith  four  barrels  of  gasoline.  Under  a 
load  of  six  tons  the  draft  in  fresh  water  will  not  increase  more  than  five 
inches.  The  principal  loads  in  normal  service  will  be  the  steel  cylinders 
in  which  compressed  gas  is  furnished  to  the  buoys,  range  lights,  and 
lighthouses  which  are  lighted  by  gas,  and  the  launch  is  designed  to 
carry  handily  all  of  the  cylinders  that  conceivably  will  ever  be  needed 
on  any  of  its  trips.  With  a  five-foot  freeboard  and  steady  lines  the 
boat  will  be  exceptionally  seaworthy,  and  will  be  used  in  the  ocean 
sections,  including  the  lighthouses  in  the  Gulf  of  Panama.  The  shallow 
draft  will  make  the  beat  handy  for  trips  to  the  Cape  Mala  liglit,  where 
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a  tug  can  not  approach  closer  than  half  a  mile  from  shore  and  the  cur- 
rents and  tide  rips  make  landing  difficult  and  at  times  dangerous. 

The  hull  of  the  boat  is  of  wood.  The  frames  are  of  calabash,  except 
in  the  narrow  section  of  the  prow;  here  they  are  of  oak,  as  are  also  the 
stem,  keel,  and  sternpost.  The  calabash  is  hard  and  very  strong; 
on  the  wharf  at  Gatun  the  boatbuilders  have  a  curved  strip  of  it, 
from  four  to  six  inches  wide  and  three-eighths  of  an  inch  thick,  which 
will  support  the  weight  of  a  heavy  man,  under  flection,  with  no  in- 
dication of  failure.  The  securing  of  the  calabash,  at  Mindi  and  in 
sections  of  the  Gatun  Lake  area,  wherever  the  trees  could  be  located, 
was  a  considerable  task.  The  pieces  for  the  frames  were  saued  from 
curved  sections  of  the  wood,  and  three  pieces  are  used  in  each  of  42 
frames.  The  sheathing  is  of  cypress,  in  planks  eight  inches  wide  by 
an  inch  in  thickness,  and  there  is  to  be  an  inner  hull  of  the  same 
material.  The-deck  will  be  of  yellow  pine,  in  pieces  four  inches  square, 
sawed  with  a  curvature  to  give  the  deck  a  slightly  convex  surface. 
There  will  be  a  broad  space  forward  of  the  wheelhouse  for  the  storage 
of  tanks  and  other  material. 

The  wheelhouse,  aft,  is  to  be  arranged  so  that  one  man  may  steer 
the  boat  and  operate  the  engine,  by  direct-connected  levers.  The 
engine  will  be  a  heavy  duty,  4-cylinder  gasoline  motor,  developing 
approximately  45  horsepower. 

The  new  launch  is  to  replace  the  Hibiscus,  which  is  too  light  for 
much  of  the  service  required ;  and  it  will  be  able  to  take  the  place  of  a 
tug  or  clapct  for  ocean  trips. 

Special  Train  Tariff. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Company  has  cancelled  paragraph  5  of  cir- 
cular R.  A.  No.  492,  dated  July  10,  1917,  providing  a  special  train 
tariff,  and  the  following  rates  will  apply: 

(a)  The  minimum  rate  for  a  special  train,  witli  one  coach,  will  hz  $103  United 
States  currency.  The  rates  for  a  one-way  train  will  ba  the  sam?  as  for  a  round  trip. 
All  charges  for  special  trains  must  be  deposited  or  guaranteed  before  the  train  is 
furnished. 

{b)  For  special  trains  for  organizations  entitled  to  employees'  rates,  on  which 
transportation  is  not  to  be  collected,  the  charge  for  a  special  train  of  one  coach  will 
be  the  minimum  charge  of  $100  and  for  each  additional  coach,  $60. 

(c)  For  special  trains  for  employees  or  crganizations  entitled  to  employees'  rates, 
on  which  transportation  is  to  be  collected,  passengers  must  provide  themsslves  with 
tickets  or  mileage.  Sunday  and  holiday,  and  excursion  rates  specified  in  paragraphs 
1  and  2  of  circular  R.  A.  No.  492  will  apply  as  therein  provided.  No  passes  will  be 
accepted.  If  fares  collected  amount  to  «$103  or  more  m  charge  will  b2  made  for  the 
special  train;  if  less  than  $100,  a  sufficient  amount  will  be  retained  from  the  $100 
deposit  to  equal  that  sum,  the  balance  being  refunded. 

\d)  In  the  case  of  outsiders,  no  charge  will  be  made  for  a  special  train  when  the 
fares  collected  on  regular  tarilT  rates  amount  to  $150  or  moi-e;  when  the  fares  amount 
to  less  than  $150  but  more  than  $100,  only  a  sufficient  amount  will  be  retained  from 
the  $100  deposit  to  make  up  the  sum  of  $150;   the  balance  will  be  refunded. 

Passports  and  Gertlflcatei  o!  Ilentlficaf.on. 

Advice  has  been  received  from  the  Washington  office  of  the  Canal 
that  passports  will  not  be  required  for  employees  of  the  Canal  and 
Panama  Railroad  and  dependent  members  of  employees'  families  for 
voyages  from  the  United  States  to  the  Isthmus  when  transportation 
has  been  authorized  by  the  Washington  office  of  the  Canal. 

In  such  cases  the  procedure  in  the  issuance  of  transportation  affords 
a  guarantee  of  the  status  of  the  person  with  respect  to  citizenship. 

In  the  case,  however,  of  relatives  of  omployccs,  other  than  dependent 
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members  of  the  immediate  family,  the  Washington  office  has  no  in- 
formation as  to  their  citizenship.  Such  non-dependent  relatives  will 
be  required  to  obtain  a  passport  from  the  State  Department  before 
the  Washington  office  will  issue  transportation. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  customary  authority  from  the  Executive 
Office  to  grant  the  reduced  transportation  ($45  rate)  to  such  relatives, 
the  Washington  office  will  notify  them  of  its  readiness  to  arrange 
transportation  upon  advice  that  they  have  obtained  passports.  Direc- 
tions uill  be  given  for  making  application  for  passport  to  the  State 
Department.  The  obtaining  of  a  passport  usually  requires  several 
weeks. 

For  the  voyage  to  the  United  States  the  identification  certificate  for 
employees  and  members  of  their  families,  described  in  The  Panama 
Canal  Record  of  June  20,  will  continue  to  serve  in  lieu  of  a  passport. 
Other  citizens  of  the  United  States  on  the  Isthmus  traveling  to  the 
United  States  should  obtain  a  regular  passport  from  the  American 
Legation. 


Number  ol  Vessels  ol  Various  Nationilitiss  PassinJ  throu^li  the  Panama 
Canal,  to  July  1,  1917. 
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Captains  ol  the  Ports. 

The  Panama  Canal,  Balboa  Heights,  C.  Z.,  August  1,  1917. 
CiRCLXAR  No.  600-33  (sup:!rs3ding  circular  No.  630-11): 

1.  The  Captains  of  the  Ports,  under  the  Marine  Supsrintendent,  are  charged  with 
the  general  supervision  and  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  the 
navigation  of  the  Canal,  terminal  ports,  and  waters  adjacent  thereto,  and  with  the 
enforcement  of  harbor  regulations.  They  are  charged  with  the  berthing  and  mooring 
of  vessels,  inspecfion  and  admeasurement  of  vessels,  supervision  of  pilots,  dispatch 
and  transit  of  vessels  through  the  Canal,  and  they  shall  generally  regulate  the  move- 
ment and  berthing  of  all  shipping  and  floating  equipment  insofar  as  it  relates  to  the 
safe  and  expeditious  navigation  of  vessels  through  the  channels  and  terminal  ports 
of  the  Canal.  In  all  cases  of  regulation  of  the  movement  of  shipping  and  floating 
equipment  pertaining  to  The  Panama  Canal  or  Panama  Railroad  Company,  the 
convenience  and  requirement  of  the  work  on  which  it  is  engaged  will  have  full  con- 
sideration, and  will  not  be  interfered  with  except  for  reasons  aflfecting  the  safety 
of  the  navigation  of  the  Canal,  for  which  the  Marine  Superintendent  is  responsible 
to  the  Governor. 

2.  The  Captai.is  of  the  Ports  shall  use  every  facility  under  their  control  to  expedite 
shipping  and  to  assist  the  various  departments  and  divisions  in  rendering  servics  to 
shipping,  and  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  so  coordinate  the  work  of  the  Canal  as  a  servant 
of  commerce  that  steamship  masters,  agents,  and  representatives  of  shipping  may 
make  their  needs  known  to  the  Captains  of  the  Ports  and  may  feel  that,  as  far  as 
practicable,  they  may  deal  with  a  single  office  rather  than  with  a  number  of  separate 
heads  of  departments. 

3.  When  a  request  for  service  or  work  in  connection  with  shipping  or  shipping 
interests  is  received  from  a  Captain  of  the  Port  by  a  responsible  official  of  any  de- 
partment or  division,  or  branch  of  either,  it  will  be  considered  as  sufficient  authority 
to  provide  the  services  or  to  proceed  with  the  work. 

4.  The  Captains  of  the  Ports  are  charged  with  the  entrance  and  clearance  of  all 
vessels  that  enter  and  clear  the  terminal  ports  of  the  Canal  Zone,  and  will  deny  the 
entrance  or  departure  of  vessels  until  all  laws  and  regulations  concerning  quarantine, 
customs,  immigration,  and  navigation  are  complied  with,  and  until  all  tolls  and 
other  dues  are  paid.  They  shall  be  supplied  with  all  necessary  information  and  docu- 
unients  by  the  various  departments  and  divisions  of  The  Panama  Canal  and  Panama 
Railroad  Company,  in  order  that  these  entrances  and  clearances  may  be  accom- 
plished expeditiously. 

5.  The  Captains  of  the  Ports  shall  prepare  and  keep  corrected  to  date  all  information 
in  regard  to  vessels  entering  Canal  Zone  waters,  including  names,  nationalities,  line 
or  company,  measurements,  tonnage,  character  of  cargo,  time  of  arrival  and  depart- 
ure, port  of  departure  and  destination,  and  all  other  information  in  relation  thereto 
whicla  may  be  of  interest. 

6.  The  Captains  of  the  Ports  shall  be  prepared,  as  far  as  possible,  to  keep  all  other 
departments  informed  on  matters  of  interest  to  them  in  relation  to  shipping,  and  to 
furnish  shipping  with  full  information  in  relation  to  Canal  affairs. 

7.  The  Captains  of  the  Ports  shall  furnish  tugs  for  towage  through  the  Canal, 
handling  vessels,  and  shifting  berths,  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  be  prepared  to 
furnish  tugs,  barges,  lighters,  and  other  floating  equipment  for  the  use  of  vessels  in 
the  terminal  ports,  or  for  other  departments,  in  any  part  of  the  Canal  Zone  waters. 

o.  The  Captains  of  the  Port  shall  each  keep  on  hand,  corrected  to  date,  a  set  of 
charts,  a  light  list,  sailing  directions,  and  such  other  data  as  are  usually  kept  in  the 
United  States  branch  hydrographic  offices,  and  shall  be  prepared  to  give  information 
to  masters  and  others  in  relation  to  the  navigation  of  Canal  waters  and  the  usual 
steamship  routes.  They  shall  keep  standard  time  of  the  75th  meridian,  corrected  to 
date,  and  shall  furnish  chronometer  comparisons  when  requested. 

9.  The  Captains  of  the  Ports  shall  assist  in  protection  against  fire  in  the  harbors 
and  on  the  wharves  and  ail  buildings  along  the  water  fronts. 

10.  Through  the  pilots,  tug  masters,  and  others,  the  Captains  of  the  Ports  shall 
carefully  note  all  accidents,  collisions,  or  damages  to  vessels,  floating  equipment, 
wharves,  aids  to  navigation,  etc.,  which  may  be  the  cause  of  complaint  or  result  in 
liability  for  damages,  and  shall  be  prepared  to  give  evidence  or  recommend  adjust- 
ment, as  the  case  may  warrant. 

11.  Vessels  in  Canal  Zone  waters  should  address  all  inquiries  regarding  these  rules, 
tolls,  other  charges,  supplies,  and  similar  matters,  to  the  Captain  of  the  nearest  Port.

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Clearing  Obsolete  Notices  from  Bulletin  Boards. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made,  and  is  circulated  for  the  benefit  of 
those  concerned,  that  the  men  in  charge  of  the  various  bulletin  boards 
on  the  Isthmus,  at  hotels,  railroad  stations,  shops,  commissaries,  ofifice 
buildings,  etc.,  make  a  point  of  keeping  the  boards  cleared  of  old  mat- 
ter which  has  served  its  purpose  and  is  not  of  present  application. 

Such  matter,  it  is  pointed  out,  is  useless  in  itself  and  a  hindrance  to 
the  transmission  of  current  intelligence;  and  in  these  days,  when  it  is 
frequently  desired  to  distribute  important  information  quickly,  it  is 
imperative  that  such  distribution  be  expedited. 

The  bulletin  boards  for  silver  employees  are  carrying  a  number  of 
circulars  dated  as  far  back  as  April  1,  1914,  but  these  are  supposed  to 
stay  there  for  ready  reference. 


Rates  for  Msals  at  Washington  and  Tivoli  Hotels. 

The  rates  for  meals  at  the  Tivoli  and  Washington  Hotels  have 
been  revised,  effective  August  3,  and  are  as  follows: 

Nonemployees — Breakfast  and  lunch,  $1  per  meal  per  person; 
dinner,  $1.50;  employees — Breakfast  and  lunch,  75  cents  per  meal 
per  person;  dinner,  $1.25. 


Weather  Conditions  in  July,  1917. 

The  rainfall  for  the  month  was  above  the  norma!  everywhere  except  at  Colon. 
The  totals  at  Miraflores  and  Pedro  Miguel  were  the  highest  on  record  at  these  stations 
for  the  month  of  July.  Totals  ranged  from  9.17  inches  at  Balboa  to  18.70  inches  at 
the  Indio  station  on  the  upper  Chagres.  The  greatest  amount  of  precipitation  on 
any  one  day  was  4.48  inches,  at  Gatun  on  the  22nd,  which  was  the  only  daily  rain 
in  excess  of  four  inches  that  was  recorded  during  the  month. 

The  estimated  rainfall  over  the  Gatun  Lake  watershed  was  14.58  inches,  or  29 
per  cent  abo\-e  the  7-3'ear  mean,  while  over  the  Chagres  River  basin  above  Alhajuela 
it  was  15.02  inches,  or  3  per  cent  above  the  16-year  mean. 

The  air  temperature,  wind  movement,  temp:rature  of  the  S3a  water  and  evapora- 
tion were  below  normal  over  both  coasts,  while  the  atmospheric  pressure  and  day- 
time cloudiness  were  above  the  normal.  The  relative  humidity  was  above  normal 
on  the  Pacific  coast  and  below  on  the  Atlantic.  There  was  a  deficiency  of  evaporation 
over  the  lake  surface  at  (iatun. 

A  number  of  fogs  occured  at  interior  stations  during  the  month,  41  per  cent  of 
which  were  dissipated  by  6.30  a.  m.,  89  per  cent  by  7.30  a.  m.,  and  all  fogs  which 
were  observed  lifted  or  were  dissipated  by  8  a.  m. 

Elevations  of  Gatun  Lake,  in  feet  above  mean  sealevel,  were  as  follows:  Maximum, 
on  the  23rd,  85.17;  minimum,  on  the  1st,  84.70;  m.ean  for  the  month,  85.00.  Evapora- 
tion from  the  lake  surface  amounted  to  3.903  inches. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  climatological  conditions  at  the  Canal  entrances 
during  July: 
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Obtaining  Release  from  Quarters.

COMMISSARY  NOTES. 

Granulated  Sugar. 

Tho  sto:k  of  so-called  Central  American  granulated  sugar  has  become  exhausted, 
but  efforts  are  b3ing  made  to  obtain  additional  quantities  and  it  is  hoped  to  have  a 
low  priced  granulated  sugar  on  sale  again  in  the  near  future.  ' 


Recipes. 

Steamed  spiced  prunes — Wash  half  a  pound  of  prunes,  scald  and  steam  them  for 
30  minutes,  then  remove  the  stones,  and  put  them  into  a  syrup  made  in  the  follow- 
ing manner: 

Boil  1  cup  of  sugar  with  \  cup  of  water  together  for  15  minutes,  carefully  removing 
the  scum  as  it  aris3s;  add  ?  of  a  saltspoanful  of  powdered  cinnamon  and  cloves  and 
\  a  cup  of  English  walnuts.  Place  the  prunes  in  a  glass  dish,  pour  the  syrup  over 
them,  and  when  cold  serve  with  whipped  cream. 

Whipped  cream — Whip  a  cup  of  cream  stiff,  sweeten  it  with  4  tablespoonfuls  of 
sugar,  flavor  it  with  a  few  drops  of  vanilla. 

Creole  sauce — Two  tablespoonfuls  chopped  onion,  two  tablespoonfuls  tomato 
puree,  two  tablespoonfuls  of  butter,  one-fourth  cup  mushrooms,  one  and  one-half 
cups  of  brown  .sauce,  one  teaspoonful  of  salt,  six  or  eight  ripe  olives  chopped.  Add  all 
the  ingredients  to  brown  sauce  and  heat.    To  be  served  with  meats  and  nut  loaves. 


Fishing  Tackle.

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Issuing  or  Cliecking  Csrtiflcates  of  Ships'  Measurements. 

In  the  first  few  weeks  of  Canal  operations  the  necessary  measure- 
ments, which  had  to  be  made  at  the  Canal  for  the  issuance  or  verifi- 
cation of  the  certificates  of  measurement  of  ships,  caused  occasionally 
as  much  as  a  day's  delay  to  some  of  the  ships.  This  was  due  to  the 
great  proportion  of  ships  arri\'ing  without  certificates,  and  of  correc- 
tions needed  on  certificates  made  out  prior  to  arrival.  The  sailing 
directions  state  that  as  high  as  36  hours'  delay  may  be  met  on  account 
of  measuring. 

At  present,  on  account  of  the  large  number  of  returning  ships, 
previously  certificated,  and  the  ability  of  the  admeasurers  to  determine 
the  Canal  tonnage  and  the  equivalent  under  United  States  rules 
largely  from  the  ships'  registry  certificates,  ships  are  practically 
never  delayed  for  measurements.  Even  when  measurements  have  to 
be  made  extensively  the  ships  are  measured  while  in  transit  through 
the  Canal. 

Embargo  on  Shipments  to  Fx^encli  Line. 

An  embargo  on  shipments  for  transfer  to  the  vessels  of  the  Com- 
pagnie  Generale  Transatlantique  has  been  ordered  by  the  Superintend- 
ent of  the  Panama  Railroad  through  the  following  notice  to  all  steam- 
ship agents  issued  under  the  date  of  August  8,  1917: 

We  find,  owing  to  a  congestion  on  our  docks  of  cargo  routed  by  the  French  Line, 
that  we  are  compelled  to  place  an  embargo  on  all  cargo  for  this  line,  commencing 
immediately  and  until  further  notice.  Please  communicate  this  information  to  your 
various  representatives. 

Restricted  Area  Permits, 

Employees  holding  restricted  area  permits  must  surrender  them 
upon  termination  of  service,  and  if  a  permit  is  lost  or  stolen,  prompt 
notice  should  be  given  the  Executive  Ofifice.  After  having  been  re- 
ported lost,  the  permit  should  not  be  used  without  authority  of  the 
ofifice,  as  all  guards  vv  ill  have  been  advised  to  detain  anyone  presenting 
it.  New  permits  will  be  issued  on  application  of  head  of  department 
to  the  Executive  Ofifice. 


Village  of  Gatuncillo  to  be  Removed. 

The  village  of  Gatuncillo,  consisting  of  77  houses,  situated  at  the 
junction  of  the  Gatuncillo  and  Chagres  Rivers,  is  to  be  removed,  after 
settlement  has  been  made  with  the  owners  of  the  houses.  The  village 
is  situated  on  an  isolated  peninsula,  part  of  which  lies  below  the  100- 
foot  contour,  and  comes  accordingly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Canal  Zone.    It  is  about  eight  miles  above  Gamboa. 

Delivery  ol  Liberty  Loan  Bonds. 

For  the  benefit  of  employees  who  have  subscribed  for  Liberty 
Loan  bonds,  the  Commercial  National  Bank  cabled  to  Washington 
for  information  as  to  when  the  bonds  would  be  delivered.  The  reply 
was  that  delivery  would  be  made  in  September. 
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Advance  in  Rates  for  Shipments  from  Panama  to  New  York. 

The  Panama  Railroad  Company  has  issued  freight  tariff  No,  24, 
publishing  freight  rates  from  Panama  City  to  New  York,  effective 
August  1,  1917.  This  tariff  constitutes  a  revision  made  to  include  the 
25  per  cent  increase  in  rates  for  the  ocean  line  of  the  company  on  ac- 
count of  increased  cost  in  operation.  None  of  the  increase  goes  to  the 
Panama  Railroad  for  rail  transportation. 

Tariff  No.  21,  noted  in  The  Panama  Canal  Record  of  July  11, 
was  the  corresponding  revision  of  through  rates  for  southbound  ship- 
ments, from  New  York  to  Panama. 


Payment  of  Duty  on  Parcels  Subject  to  Panama  Customs  Charges. 

The  Director  of  Posts  has  issued  a  circular  to  all  postmasters, 
advising  that  circular  No.  85,  amending  Section  161  of  the  Canal  Zone 
Postal  Guide,  has  been  cancelled,  and  Section  161  arnended  to  read  as 
follows: 

P.WMENT  OF  DUTY,  HOW  MADE. 
Section  161.  Forms,  "Customs  Declaration  for  Mail  Parcels,"  can  be  secured  upon 
regular  requisition.     Postmasters  shall  always  keep  a  supply  on  hand  and  furnish 
them  to  patrons  of  their  offices.     Forms  must  be  completed  in  duplicate  by  the  ad- 
dressee and  verified  by  postal  employee. 

DELIVERIES  OF  PARCELS  AT  AN'CON  AND  CRISTOBAL. 

Section  161-A.  The  following  restrictions  govern  the  delivery  of  parcels  addressed 
to  Ancon  and  Cristobal  post  offices: 

Forms  shall  be  properly  completed  in  duplicate  and  delivered  to  addressee  of 
parcel,  who  shall  present  same  for  payment  of  duty  to  the  Postal  Agent,  Panama  or 
Colon,  as  the  case  may  be; 

Revenue  stamps  corresponding  to  the  amount  of  customs  charges  will  be  affixed 
by  the  Postal  Agent,  or  else  the  forms  will  be  endorsed  by  him  authorizing  delivery 
of  parcel  to  addressee  without  payment  of  duty.  In  either  case  one  copy  of  the  form 
shall  be  retained  in  the  post  office  files. 

DELIVERY  AT  OTHER  POST  OFFICES. 

Section  161-B.  Deliveries  of  parcels  at  all  post  offices  except  Ancon  and  Cristobal 
may  be  made  upon  completion  of  the  declaration  forms  in  duplicate,  and  the  purchase 
of  money  order  drawn  in  favor  of  the  Postal  Agent,  Panama — the  forms  and  money 
order  to  be  forwarded  to  the  Postal  Agent  by  the  addressee.  The  copy  of  the  approved 
declaration  form  returned  to  the  addressee  shall  be  taken  up  and  filed  by  the  post- 
master. 


Extension  of  Time  on  Reduced.  Rate  Authorizations  for  Nondependent 

Keiative.5  of  Employees. 

Authorizations  of  the  $45  rate  for  nondependent  relatives  of  em- 
ployees, for  the  voyage  to  the  Isthmus  on  the  Panama  Railroad 
Steamship  Line,  will  hereafter  be  made  valid  for  120  days  from  date 
of  issue  insteavd  of  90  days.  This  is  on  account  of  the  requirement 
that  such  persons  obtain  a  passport  before  transportation  will  be 
issued  by  the  Washington  office  of  the  Canal ;  obtaining  a  passport 
in  the  United  States  usually  requires  several  weeks. 

Change  in  Tivoli-Fort  Grant  Bus  Schedule, 

On  account  of  the  slightness  of  the  traffic  to  and  from,  the  Adminis- 
tration Building  at  Balboa  Heights  after  5  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
the  motor  busses  of  the  Panama  Railroad  v^ill  omit  the  call  at  the 
building  after  that  hour.  Persons  visiting  or  leaving  the  building  after 
5  p.  m.  may  make  junction  with  the  busses  at  the  fork  of  the  road, 
above  the  Baptist  church. 

Omitting  the  run  up  to  the  building  and  around  the  loop  saves 
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about  5  minutes  on  each  trip.  It  will  allow  the  number  of  round 
trips  between  the  Tivoli  Hotel  and  Fort  Grant  in  the  evening  to  be 
increased  approximately  one-fifth,  and  allow  a  bus  each  way  every 
15  minutes. 


Increase  in  Charges  for  Sta^jling  Private  Animals. 

Effective  September  1,  1917,  the  charge  for  stabling  private  animals 
in  Canal  corrals  will  be  increased  to  $22.50  per  month  for  horses  and 
$14  per  month  for  ponies.  This  is  on  account  of  the  increased  cost 
of  hay,  oats,  and  straw. 


Economy  in  Use  of  Coal  in  Quarters. 

One  of  the  district  quartermasters  suggests  that  "occupants  of 
family  quarters  do  their  bit  by  burning  up  coal  dust  in  coal  boxes, 
instead  of  requesting  us  to  remove  it." 

"Maids  break  up  the  lumps,"  he  adds,  "and  accumulate  a  lot  of 
dust  and  do  not  attempt  to  use  it.  It  is  just  as  good  fuel  as  lump 
coal,  if  handled  properly  and  burned  with  the  lumps." 


Fainting  Floors  of  Quarters  at  Private  Expense. 

Occupants  of  gold  family  quarters  who  desire  to  paint  floors  of 
their  apartments  at  their  expense  should  first  consult  with  the  dis- 
trict quartermaster,  who  will  advise  what  colors  may  be  used.  Dark 
mahogany  or  light  oak  are  standard  for  the  inside  floors,  and  light 
gray  for  the  veranda  floors. 


Gardening  Suggestions. 

The  foreman  of  one  of  the  Supply  Department  plantations  has 
submitted  the  following  with  regard  to  the  control  of  insects  in  vege- 
table gardens  in  the  Canal  Zone: 

Our  experiments  have  not  extended  over  a  period  long  enough  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  but  to  date  we  have  been  able  to  get  some  very  satisfactory  results  in  the 
limited  time  (about  5  months)  since  we  started  the  gardens  at  New  Culebra. 

The  most  important  thing  is  to  get  at  the  bugs,  ants,  etc.,  while  the  plants  are  young. 
The  old  saj'ing  about  "an  ounce  of  prevention,"  is  an  excellent  rule  to  follow  in  the 
care  of  a  vegetable  garden. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  most  efficient  sprays,  etc.,  used  at  New  Culebra: 

For  worms,  caterpillars,  and  all  leaf-eating  insects,  use:  Arsenate  of  lead  powder, 
2  pounds;  water,  100  gallons;  or  one  tablespoon  to  2  gallons  of  water.  Directions — 
Apply  with  a  fine  spray.     Keep  well  mixed. 

For  plant  lice  and  sucking  insects,  like  the  green  and  black  aphis  in  roses,  melons, 
squash,  cucumbers,  etc.,  use  Black  Leaf  "40",  a  prepared  solution  that  is  very 
effective.  A  poison  like  tobacco  extract,  mixed  with  strong  soap  suds,  can  be  used 
with  very  good  results.    Care  must  be  taken,  however,  not  to  burn  the  plants. 

Ants  of  all  sizes  and  colors  have  been  very  busy.  We  have  used  the  following 
mixture  with  good  results:  Paris  green,  1  pound;  bran,  20  pounds;  molasses,  2 
quarts.  Directions — To  be  sprinkled  around  the  plants  where  the  ants  are  working. 
Do  not  touch  plants,  as  it  will  burn  them. 

Insect  pests  do  not  complete  the  list  of  our  troubles.  We  have  the  plant  diseases 
to  contend  with,  and  they  have  been  a  very  serious  problem  on  eggplants  and  to- 
matoes— in  fact  we  have  not  been  able  to  control  the  wilt  or  blight  to  any  extent, 
as  the  heavy  rains  seem  to  wash  the  spray  off  the  plants  before  it  has  time  to  be 
effective,  but  for  rust  blights  and  scab  use  Bordeau.x  mixture  paste,  which  is  the  best, 
although  another  formula  is  used  extensively: 

Bordeaux  mixture  paste — For  50  gallons  of  Bordeaux  mixture:  Slake  with  water 
5  pounds  lump  lime,  then  dilute  to  25  gallons;  dissolve  5  pounds  bluestone  in  a 
wooden  or  earthen  vessel  with  hot  water  ;  dilute  to  25  gallons;  mix  equal  parts 
when  wanted ;  apply  with  sprayer.

Advice  has  been  received  that  there  are  very  few  oranges  of  desirable  quality  in 
the  New  York  market,  as  a  consequence  of  which  the  last  order  for  this  commodity 
was  but  partly  filled. 

The  purchasing  agent  advises  that  there  are  practically  no  apples  on  the  New 
York  market  as  yet,  the  first  car  of  Western  apples  for  this  season  not  having  arrived 
there  until  August  3.

Stickerei  and  Novelty  Braids. 

The  commissary  purchasing  agent  advises  that  he  has  advertised  four  times  for 
bids  on  stickerei  and  novelty  braids,  but  is  unable  to  secure  same,  being  informed 
that  there  is  nothing  like  these  commodities  in  the  United  States  at  the  present  time, 
and  no  prospect  of  any  being  imported  for  a  long  period  to  come. 


Recipes. 

Mexican  sauce — Chop  one  clove  of  garlic  very  fine.  Put  one  tablespoonf  ul  of  butter 
into  a  stewpan  and  add  the  garlic.  Cook  slowly  until  it  begins  to  brown,  then  add 
one  tablespoonful  of  flour,  stirring  well  together.  Then  add  three-fourths  of  a  cup 
of  tomato  well  cooked  and  strained,  add  one  tablespoonful  of  parsley,  chopped,  one 
tablespoonful  of  Worcestershire,  one  drop  of  tobasco,  and  one  teaspoonful  of  mush- 
room catchup  if  you  have  it.  Cook  very  slowly  for  ten  minutes.  Green  sweet  pep- 
pers, sliced  and  cooked  in  butter,  make  a  satisfactory  sauce  for  steaks  and  cold  meats. 

Honey  pudding — Required:  |  cup  honey,  6  ounces  bread  crumbs,  5  cup  milk,  rind 
of  half  lemon,  \  teaspoon  ginger,  2  egg  yolks,  2  tablespoons  butter,  2  egg  whites. 

Mix  the  honey  and  the  bread  crumbs  and  add  the  milk,  seasonings,  and  yolks  of  the 
eggs.  Beat  the  mixture  thoroughly  and  then  add  the  butter  and  the  whites  of  the 
eggs,  well  beaten.  Steam  for  about  two  hours  in  a  pudding  mold  which  is  not  more 
than  three-quarters  full. 

Grape  juice  with  marsh-mallow  float — Half  fill  as  many  glasses  as  required  with  well 
sweetened  lemonade,  filling  the  remainder  with  pure  grape  juice;  place  a  marshmallow 
in  each  and  serve  at  once  with  a  spoon  and  straw.  A  box  of  marshmallows  may  be 
passed  among  the  guests  to  replenish  the  float.
